The ttight Honourable John TnO^ 
MAS Thorp, Alderman of ihoWutd of 
Aldgnte, and Loid Mayor for the pre^ 
bcntyear, was born luJuuoary l*/76, 
and is the eldest of five sons Of aaniuOl 
Thorp, Esq. whom ProviddHoe has 
blessed with the best and dearest of 
pai^ntai privileges, the happiness of 
seeing hfs ofl'spiing established in 
eomfort and respectability around 
him; and soothing the cares of 
old* age with the sweetest solace of 
filial 8fihotion,*and the kindliest at- 
tentions of filikl duty. The chrlior 
years of ths I^ord Mayor's life were 
passed in a way like so many iliou- 
sands of other young men, that it is 
quite unnecessary to bring them into 
notiee. JBtSs first entree into pubtio 
wss in the Beeember of 1812, when, 
at the entrmity ,of his friehds^ ho be-

oamc a Member of the Common Goiin- 
c*l. Id as a Member of the Iiish 
Society, he aceonipaiiied a Depul ation 
to their estates in the North oflreland, 
which they had uot visited for fifty years 
previous; and in 1(^15- 14^ Mr. Thorp 
served as Sherih of Londoii and Mid- 
dlesex with Sir Thomas Bell, during 
the first Ma} oralty of Mr. Alderman 
Wood, On the resignation of Harvey 
Christian Combe, Esq. in June 1817, 
Mr. Thorp was unanimously, and with- 
out opposition, elected to succeed him, 
as Aldermao of Aldgatc Ward ; wheie 
his long and constant residence had 
made his estimable qualities duly ap- 
^prenated. At the general election in 
June 1818, Alderman Thorp was re- 
turned Member of Pailiamcut for the^ 
City, which situation he retained until 
fbe last genmal election on his present 
Majesty’s accession in 1820. In 1819, 
as Governor of the Irish Society, Mr. 
Thorp again went tp Londonderry, 
and other parts of Ireland ; when the 
Deputation iounded a sclipol at Cole- 
raine, and were iuhtrumental in effect- 
ing much amelioration in the condi- 
tion of the tenantry on the various 
estates, which they left England to 
visit. 

At the Common Hall held on Mi- 
chaelmas Day 1820, Mr. Thorp was 
returned Lord Mayor for the year en- 
suing, although Junior in the Court 
to three othe""^ t'^ermen who had not 
passed the ^ivio Chair ; two f f whom 
had publidly notified their %vish to be 
pas.scd over at that election. Of his 
Lordship’s public conduct as Chief 
Magistrate, we believe there is but 


one opinion; as we are well per« 
suaded, that no one ever bettering 
rited the confidence of his feilow-citL 
zens ; or endeavoured to discharge the 
many duties of his high station with 
more stiict impartiality, and unde^ 
viating uprightness. Dismissing all 
feeling of party politics, his Lordship 
has pursued hfs honourable career 
with the praiseworthy iesol\e"c^jf act- 
ing only as became his station, and 
leaving all political partizanship as 
inconristent with the duty of a public 
officer. One portion of that duty, and 
neither the slightest, nor the least im« * 
portantpart of it, his Lordship has in- 
deed discharged with an exempijry 
zeal. From the numerous public Cha- 
rities of our metropolis his patronage 
has never been withheld ; aqd the asy- 
lums of our country's benevolence 
have never asked bis support in vain. 

The Lord Mayor being a bachelor, 
the duties of Lady Mayoress have ne- 
cessarily devolved upon his liord- 
sliip’s sistcr-in-law, Mrs. Alfred 
Thorp; the pioveibial hospitality of 
the Mansion House has, however, suf- 
fered no diminution from this circum- 
stance, as his many friends can bear 
ample testimony to the constant kind- 
ness of their reception, and the sump- 
tuous splendour of their entertain- 
ment. As Chief Magistrate of London 
at the period of a Coronation, his 
Lordship has also to boast the honour 
of possessing the gold cup given to 
him as Assistant Chief Butler upon 
that splendid occasion, and wluch is 
an bcir-loom of no common distinc- 
tion.

ON Sunday morninf^ we reached 
Wcittniinster Bridge* by one of the 
beat roads in a country which* for the 
excellence of it’s highways* ought to 
be cailed the heaven Of travellers, 
though it is the purgatory of horses. 
The fine river sweepi^ round a bor- 
der of palaces, the dant-bridges, the 
sublime dome which seems to dwell 
among clouds* ought all to be seen 
on Sunday ; for they all seem to bc- 
Jong to man’s hope of immortality. 
And as a mere citizen of this woild* I 
love to enter a new place, especially 
such a city as London, on the sabbnth- 
day.

A Freneliman always loves 
himself, and therefore he triev to see 
every thing in it’s holiday and silken 
attire : not in the worsted, and dust 
of dull business. He is merriest on 
Sunday, — because he knows the gay 
half of the world are then makiii?- tire 
most of their present time, and the 
grave laying up a stock for futuiity.

APPBKHENDTNG that my last 
s'ornmuiiiralion uii the Gradations 
vf the Human Intdlect"* mxiy have wea- 
lied the patience of your readers, by 
leading tliciii into those ahstiact re- 
gions, wlicie the genius of pleasure 
seldom alluies the intcliectoal wan- 
derer to the green reticats of sen- 
sible felicity; I sat down to write 
somctliing by way of recompense, 
better suited to the taste of the ge- 
nerality of your readers; for though 
instruction appears to have been the 
primary object of writing, 1 suspect 
wc now begin to flatter ourselves with 
an opinion, that we are too wise to be 
taught ; and that the nici it of all works 
ought to bo estimated, not by the 
knowledge which they impart, but by 
the enteitoinmcnt which they, afford. 
After pausing, however, for a con* 
sideiable time in divining what sub* 
ject to choose, 1 beghn to reflect that 
the variety of tastes was as i^nitely 
diversifled as the varied of s^jects, 
,,aiid I had almost given over the mat*- 
’ ter in despair ; when it ocoutred to 
i-’jir. Voi.aO, July.lbil, 


me, that there was one subject, at 
least, which recommended itsc It i (|uu]< 
ly to all men, except professt <l iniban- 
thropcs, or those uneaithly plnloso- 
phers who can admire notliing but 
the intelligible species of the ancient 
schools. The subject in wliich kima- 
glued all of us to have an interest, \ as 
an enquiry into the source of huniuri 
happiness ; for most other subjects 
derive their principal interest from 
local or adventitious circumstances ; 
but whatever regards happiness, is 
eijually interesting, in every age, and 
in every clime, Wc aro always wil- 
ling to be happy, and to be ac<|uaint- 
od with the means of rendering us so. 
Bnt it is not a Hitic surprising, that 
though the most ignorant of us pre- 
tends to know wh^ happiness is, the 
wisest of ttS has never been able to dc- 
termineit's nature. Many w ritei s ha\ e 
been led to suppose, that hnppiut\Hs is 
the pure emanation of the mind ; w hile 
others have as cageily contended, that 
it i.s to be^ found only in cvleriial ob- 
jects, Some have placed the iummum 
D 
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bon%im in subjecting the rebellious H- 
eentionsness of uiisati sited ilesirc to 
the dominion of reason ; while the 
disciples of Epiennis (how far war- 
ranted hy their eolebrated master I 
will not pretend to determine) haYe 
maintained, that happiness is only to 
he .ibund in g:iving' an unlimited rein 
t > the entire man, to his sensual and 
intellectual energies : 

Some place the bliss in action^ some in 
ease ; 

Those call it pleasure, and contentment 
the.se. 

Some, siiiik to beasts, iiiid pleasure cud 
in p:<iii ; 

Some, swcll’d to gods, confess eVn vir- 
tue vain ; 

Or indolent, to each cxtroiiie they fall. 

To trust in every thing, or doiilit of all.*' 

Amid such a conflict of opinion are 
we left to coiiclud<‘,‘ that happiness 
is of that dark, donhtfnl, and mys- 
terious nature, that it presents no- 
thing certain and positive to the en- 
<piirjng triirid I or should we rather in- 
cline to the opinion, that the learned, 
hy contimially opposing the sliihhorn 
tlic.lates of a rigid philosophy to the 
genial glow of nature, liave mistaken 
it*sehanictor, u Idle the unfctteiod part 
of mankind, not only yielding without 
.seeptieism to every emotion of delight, 
but eagerly grasping at every shadow 
of felicity, have usurped all liappi- 
m^ss to Ihcmselve.s, and coiise^juently 
puzzled philosophic pride to discover 
it'.s nature ? 

To me it appeArs, that wc must ulti- 
mately trace all our idca.s, uot only of 
the most permmu'nt, hut alsv» of the 
most cx< 4 uisite lui])pincs.s which the 
condition of our nature^ permits us 
to enjoy in this stage of existence, 
to our intercourse with woman, she 
who wields in her magio iiahd the 
golden sceptre of terrestrial delights. 
If we trace hack the history of the 
sex to the earliest iiges, wc shall lind 
they have been always the object 
of the ienderest attachment ; and I 
trust our attachment to them is not 
less ardent, at present,, than when 
grosser manners, and. a barbarous 
inappetency for tl^^elegaocies; of re- 
fined life, and social ihter^our^e, bad 
approximated man to the 
of the unminded brute. • ' 

(If ail the aflcctions that variously^' 
agitate and lake alternate* possession 
of the liumau. breast, lipac expand it 
wjtii such delightful emotions as 4hat 


of Love. Composed of all that i.s tender 
in feeling, fond in sympathy, and dis- 
interested in virtue, it lifts the soul 
in it’s rapt embraces to that bliss- 
ful ernfiionco, whence, inaccessible to 
all the harsher and more dissocial ele- 
ments of humanity, it con tern pi ales 
only the finer relations and secret liar- 
monies of nature. It runs along the 
golden cliaJii of kindred aflcctions, 
patriotism, generosity, pity, .syrnpa- 
tby^ sensibility,, and the whole train 
of associating virtues that bind man 
to man, and connect the human race.; 
and i>erceives that each of these vi/- 
tucs originates from' love. Love is 
then the strongest link in the chain 
of human bap]>iness ; and whatever 
is most capable of exciting this pas- 
sion in the bregst, is also most capahlt^ 
of increasing the sum of human h'lj- 
city. 

Here I believe it will 1)C easily 
granted, that to awaken this passion 
in the breast of man. is the peculiar 
boast and privilege of woman. Who 
will load lis to llie temple cif happi- 
nes.s, and point out new sounM\s of 
unti’icil delight, where wc may be- 
hold pleasures sparkling with pur<T 
lustre, or rapte.res glowing w ith chaster 
ec.stasy, than the lover finds in the 
fond object of his captivated allec- 
tionls ? Can the philosopher discover 
aiiglit in the boasted treasures ofetliic 
w'isdoin, that may impart that buoy- 
ancy of spirit, or tliat ex<]iiisilo per- 
ception of fcircity, wliich llio consent- 
ing smile of liis mistress seeretJy dif- 
fuses over his soiil ? Ju vain would 
he persuade him to inhale seiitiirumfs 
of subliiner happiness from crontem- 
plating the works of nature, or di- 
rect his attention to the shining orbs 
of heaven t pouring hy day a flood of 
light, twinkling by night with golden 
radiance, and beaming a milder, a.- 
screner influence on the habitations 
of man. Such objects, it is true, nifty 
fiU bis iiiiml with emotions of aslo- 
iiishuient and surprise, but the real 
happiness of man must, eternally de- 
pend on beings connected with his 
own nature, and the nearer the re- 
lation, the more feelingly is he alive 
to it’s congenial impulse. But who 
will pretend to claim a nearer rela- 
tion to man than the other half of 
himselL and yWho, consequently; is 
more capable of imparting that hap- 
piness which IS best suited to hi.^ na- 
ture, amMo his perceptions of felictty ? 
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The philosophers, whose nerves 
seem to be too stubborn atui systema- 
tized to yield to the softer charms 
of the sex, will, 1 am aw^arc, object to 
this theory, and insist ihiat all true 
hapi>iiiess is seated in the mind, and 
in no manner dependant on external 
obJretK : hut a little more philosophy 
will infoim those sa^os, that we have 
no idea of happiness ; or indeed no 
idea at all, but what is derived Irom 
external Objects, either immediately 
by their presence, «ir remotely by, me- 
mory or ima» ination. If then it be 
^nijttod,arid 1 do not well know how 
it ’can be denied, that there is no hap- 
piness blit throufrh the intervention 
of ideas, and no ideas but what arc 
drriv<‘d from external objects, we 
must necessarily Conclude, that all 
happiness, whether real or iinajriuary, 
oii^inaU s from external objects; ainl 
a s ])Jii1nsoplicrstlieinselves are obliged 
to allow. Unit woman is the fairest ob- 
ject in the creation, and the most inti- 
mately related to man, it follows, that 
the Ii,i,:;'host ba}fpiiiess of wliich man is 
e.apnble, must emauate from the sex. 
To describe happiness, then, is only, 
in other words, to <le>eijbc woman. 
Of this, M'e have, a beautiful illustra- 
tion ill the foJlowinp^ lines of Pope, 
when^ <lesenhjn^‘ Jtappiiiess, he has 
most ncei]ratoly,thou}^h unconsciously, 
describefl woman; — 

That soniethiiig Mill which prompts the 
eteinal si^li! 

i'ur whieli wc hour to live, or dare to 
die ; 

M'hich stilt so near us, yet beyond us 
lies ; 

O’erlooK’d, seen double, b.y the foot and 
wi.se : 

IMant of celestial seed.”

This transilion from Mr. llnekrani to 
the lost spaniel a)>pcars ridiculous 
enough) but a moment’s rellection will 
convince us, that it docs not in the 
least affect the propriety of adver- 
tising marriages', but rallier exposi s 
tlie^ absurdity of news compilers, in 
their unnatural position of facts.

. wise.st td' iDunkind j'l-el’crn'd it isdom 
iotnuUh ; and when lie had an oppoi- 
t unity ol reducing his wisdom to prac- 
tice, and to exainine moie minutely 
the Inie nature of human happiness, 
he preburcil womaji to both. It may 
be replied, that Solomon, in thus 
yiebl/nglo the cUaiins of female con- 
veisc, de(rJined from tlie paths of \\ i.s- 
doiii au<l of virtue ; hut the lalebraUd 
Sterile, who coinimiiit'd with the le- 
ooitliug angel of heaven, will viudicnie 
him fiom the impulatitm, vsinui he in- 
gcmiously avows, Jind pe»!aips no 
avowal can do gicalm ho.nour (o liie 
sex, “ Unit he never tclf tlie vibra- 
tions of his heart much in ilin.'^on 
with virtue as when he was in love ; 
and that whenover be divi a mean oi 
unworthy action, on exaniiuiug him- 
self strictly, he found, Ihal, at that 
time, ho w'as loose from every seu- 
timontal attachmoiit to tlie sex.” 

But some eyni^ yviil start up, and 
deiuaud, what is there in woman that 
renders her so endearing to man ! JMuy 
not his uttacbment to her be as well 
traced to the caprice of c.ustoni, us 
to the impulse of nature ! Tiirstupics- 
tioiis may bo W'Orthy of phih»ophio 
investigation, and it .would piobubJy 
require a tribunal of pkiJosoj>hors to 
resolve theni^ but us the cKlmircis of- 
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the sex, of wliich 1 profess Tnysclf 
one, seldom trouble themselves with 
philosophic proof, believing, ns they 
do, that credulity is, at any time, 
more (;omiiiendable than scepticism ; 
it will not bo expected that [ should be 
prepared with an answer, or tell what 
the physical attractions arc that so 
slron);'ly nltach us to them. Happily, 
however, the cynic can take no ad- 
VtUifa^'o of my ipiurancc ; for if I 
cannot assign the cause, I can, at 
least, boldly insist upon the fact ; and 
fuels Jkuve been always admitted as 
siulkhorn proofs. That the loadstone 
attracts iron cannot cadrnit of a doubt; 
but it is very doubtful whether the 
cause of this atlriiction will ever bo 
discuvorod. The certainty of the fact 
is, however, the same, nor can the dis- 
covery of tlie cause {?ivo us greater 
certainly that the attraction takes 
place than we liave at present. If, 
then, we arc as certain that man is 
altrimted by the charms of woman, 
as wo arc that iron is attracted by 
th(! loadstone, wJiat avails it that wo 
aio ignorant of the cause. It is not 
for us to explore the secret councils of 
the lleity, governing nature by laws 
concealed from the niggard span of 
huiinui inlcllcet, and impressing on 
matter that particular predisposition 
uhich preserves the harmony of na- 
ture; but we have as little authority 
for recurring to the influence of habit 
^ ill the one case as in the othei ; and if 
* 1 may oiler a conjecture, it is, tliat if 
we had been made aecpniintcd with 
the cause, it would only serve to di- 
minish, instead of adding to, tliat feli- 
city, which w’o enjoy in our present 
igHorance. 

I must, however, observe, that 
though the iihysical cause of tliat 
aitaciiment to the sex which nature 
has unplauted in the livcast of man 
cannot be satisfaolorily explained ; we 
aie, howc\er, well aequaihled with 
many of those sexual qualities which 
render them more endearing to us. 
That sw'cctncss of disposition, or that 
yielding amiability pf temper, which 
enrobes the sex jn the light vesture 
of innocence, is, perhaps, what most 
.strongly recommends them to our 
esteem ; and tends piost to establish 
their dominion over the .afloctions of 
man. Some men, indeed, regard no 
qualification in a woman but her 
beduty, and it is eerlain that beauty 
has a very extended iailucuce ovet 


the affections of all men; but mere 
physical beauty depends but little on 
the alfcetions of ibe mind, and is 
oftener the gift of nature than the 
prize of virtue, unless we should sup- 
pose with St.- Pierre, tli'at all beau- 
tiful persons are endowed by nature 
with an inherent propensity to vir- 
tuous nifcctioiis ; but as this is a 
conjecture, perhaps more hastily 
adopted than easily substantiated, 
we may still consider beauty as one 
of those femnic accomplishments which 
depend not on themselves, but on tho 
mere caprice of nature. Of all the qua- 
lities, then, that depend on t)ic seic, 
sweetness of disposition is that which 
not only recommends tfii ru most to our 
esteem, but perhaps elairns a divided 
empire even with beauty itself, over 
the heart of man. The impressions of 
beauty arc more sudden, but those of 
amiabilily arc more certain and more 
permanent. When the Empress Li via 
was asked by a married lady, how she 
obtained so absolute a dominion over 
the affections of her husband, Augus- 
tus ; she replied, “ by bring obedient 
to his rominaiubs, by not wisliing to • 
know his s<*crcts, and by hiding my 
knowledge of his amours." “ The em- 
pire of woman," says Rousseau, “ is 
an empire of softness, of address, of 
complacency, h(*r commands are ca- 
resses, her menaces arc tears." With 
alJ his native ferocity, and unbending 
stubliornness of disposition, man na- 
turally inclines to whatever is weak 
and unresisting. Like the angry storm 
that tears the stubborn oak, the lordly 
monarch of the shades, from his deep- 
Tootc<l habitaUon,but spares the bend- 
ing willow that nods at every breeze ; 
so the passions of man arc kindled into 
flame only by the confident andhaughty 
aspect of equal or superior power. 
Destined by nature to ho lord of the 
creation, he views with haughty and 
indignant eye whatever appears to 
dispute his sovereignty, or to spurn 
hi., control ; but dwells with fond and 
lender delight on those milder objects 
that seem pleased in recognizing iiia 
sway, and when woman presents her- 
self, clothed in all those softer attrac- 
tions that are peculiarly her own ; she 
wrests from him that dominion which 
her obstinacy would have only more 
finril y established. Nature has drawn 
an eternal line of distinction between 
the sexes, which we may not profane 
with impunity. Man |s the qak pf 
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forest, Ihe guardian , and de- 

fender of lh0 sex : woman, to use the 
language of Burke, pn a different oc-, 
casion, is that soft gr6ea of the 9011 ! 
on which we rest our eyes, that arc 
fatigued with beholding more glaring 
objeets.*' There is no nation in the 
world who have kept up more to the 
proper dignity of man than the Eng- 
lish ; or who have less encroached on 
the empire of woman by adopting any 
of those softer qualities that have 
descended to her by natural inherit- 
ance, and yet ^here can we fiqd kinder 
V or more attentive husbands a proof 
■thiit the happiness of the sexes de- 
pends, in no small degree, bn keep- 
ing within their particular spheres. 
Even in courtship, when the huoy- 
.’iiiey of yoiithfM'l spirits is more apt to 
presume, and the ardour of passion is 
more apt to embolden, an Englishman, 
however ardent his attachment may 
hr, will not descend to those imperti- 
nent attentions which not the guidance 
of nature, hut the blind caprice of cus- 
tom, has sanctioned in other eoun- 
trifjs. “ A French lover,’* says Dr. 
Alexander, “ with the word genii ment 
IK’ipelually in his mouth, seems by 
I'very action to have excluded it en- 
tirely from his heart. Jle places his 
whole eoiitidence in his exterior air 
and appoaniiicc% He dresses for his 
mistress, dances for her, flutters con- 
.stantly about her, helps her to lay on 
her rouge, and place her patches, cliat- 
t(TS to her perpetually, whistles and 
sings and plays the fool with her." 
Troin these demonstrations of attach- 
ment, it would a]>pcar, that a French- 
man is more capable of love than an 
EngJisliman, but tJie reverse is the 
fact. “ If," says the same writer, 
“ by the help of all these, he cannot 
make an impression on the fair one*.s 
heart, it costs him nothing at last 
but ^ few shrugs of his shoulder, and 
as it is impossible for a Frenchman to 
live without an amour, he immediately 
betakes himself to another." 

. Next to sweetness ^and amiability 
of character, may he ranked cheer- 
fulness or gaiety of temper, tfiat un- 
earthly attribute of woman, so admi- 
rably intended by nature to dispel tho . 
gloom of human cares, to tranqUlhao' 
the solicitude that regards the future; ■ 
and cnibody the privations that attend 
the pieseiit, This is that agt^eeahlc 
that light iufautiue playfulness 


of ^sposUion, which throws around 
the uU the softer charaiders of 
conscious innocence and thoughtless 
security. Woman always contem- 
plates the fair , side of every object, 
. and can perceive nothing in the crea- 
tion hut wheat is pregnant with delight. 
Like the industrious hoe, she not only 
converts tho bittern into sweetness, hu t 
improves the flavour of what is sweet 
already. Endowed with these redeem- 
ing qualities, the light and credulous, 
the gay and uhsuspceling mind of wo- 
man, always steals or borrows from 
futurity a portion of anticipated plea- 
sure, which she imparls to man with 
that sweet asHurance, and insinuating 
eloquence, which captivates wltiio it 
persuades. 

The feelings of man naturally verge 
to the public virtues; hut those of 
woman, formed, like all her other pre- 
dispositions, to promote the happiness 
of man, declines from the strong glare 
of public, to the softer and gentler vir- 
tues of private life. Woman seldom 
looks abroad, or examines the varying 
relations of public interests : patriot- 
ism, liberty, and independence, arc 
words that never excite in her breast 
that instinctive impulse wJiich gives 
inspiration to the hard, and resolution 
to the patriot. But while she is thus 
insensible to all the severer virtues 
that associate with public feeling, she 
is exquisitely alive to all the pleasures 
and the pains of private life. 

To form a Just estimate of flic hap- 
piness that emanates from our inter- 
course with the sox, w^ould far sur- 
pass the limits to which 1 am oon- 
fliicd. There arc many secret rivu- 
lets and unnoticed streams gliding 
from the fountain head, whicli we 
could pursue with increased pleasure 
and delight ; wlierc wc could trace all 
the diversified windings and Elysian 
retreats orhappiiiess, which have been 
feigned by the poets; but my object is 
merely to point to Hie fountain itself, 
to direct others to that honumsummum 
quo Icndimus onmes; and to lead them 
direcUy to the softer shades and golden 
bowers where 4iappihess reposes, and 
smiles at the errors and the w^andcr- 
itigs of philoSopliy,' which seeks to 
ditfcover in metaphysical abiitractions, 
that happine^ss whidh is to he found 
in the society of woman alone.

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THE letter that Elvioa had dent to 
Basil, ns she kilcw not of any othef 
ntcdiiim fhrou;;h which it mi;!:ht reach 
him, was addressed direct to Harrow^ ;

look cvory oppoituoily to avoIoii the

mentioned in his hearing ; and, but

She bad no relish for any enjoyment 
that was olVered to her, and life ilsuif 
sei'iiietl to ha\t! been bcieft of every 
eharni ; till, at lengtli, her mental ma- 
lady, pre 3 iiig upon a naturally feeble 
fiamo, produt^ed a lingering, tliougli 
not alarming, illness. Often, as .she 
lay on her sick bed, did site sigh 
for the consolatory presence of a ten- 
d<T and alleelionatc daughter ; but 
w'ithoul veiiluriiig to express her wish, 
4‘onteiited hfo sclfw iili petitioning Hea- 
ven that she might oinx) again behold 
her eliild, anti tlic in peace. 

Tilings were in this state, when a 
b’tter w'fis recto \ed from Margaret, 
ar(|uainting her parents with JSI- 
vina’s apprt>aeliing union, and ear- 
nestly entreating that they would 
deign to grace the occasion with 
their presence; which intelligence 
WTouglit an instantaneous renovafioii 
in Mrs. Macdonald’s health and spi-, 
rits. She was elevated to rapture, 
und declared herself aide to set ftir- 
ward for London that very hour. 
Her husband, however, was not so 
readily determined. Klv ilia’s mis- 
conduct had ca.st a cloud over the 
evening of his days, which the pre- 
sent ray of .sunshflic was insutlieicnt 
to dissipate. He thought too that 
it might look like a conccs.sioii in 


favour of Margarel*.s side of the que.s- 
tion; and u fe^ ’’ ig of something like 
pride half inclined liim, instead of re- 
plying to AEargaret’s application in 
person, merely to write, saying, that 
it was his intcnlion to return to Phig- 
laod in the course of a few weeks. 
A day or two Inul elapsed without 
any st<ms having been taken; when 
Mrs. Macdonald, whose remaining 
strength had been completely ex- 
hausted by the sudden tninsitimi from 
despair to hope and joy, and again 
to doubt and suspense, evipeecl 
greater symptoms of danger than 
had yet appeared ; and the medical 
nllendanl, who well kii(*w tlie emiMt* 
of her di*i»rder, ha\ing pronoiim't d 
that, even in her weak eondilion, ilinr 
was less to be appreliendid I'lom iiie 
fatigue of the journey than from tlic ill 
elfcct of hope deferred, Maeddiiald 
w'Hs induced lo giant to bis ferns wbat 
be might not have yielded to his wife's 
entreaties. A posl'chtiisc was onlered 
to be in readiness on the inoirow 
morning; and in ton da} s iifler VLn - 
garot bad despatched her lei ter, she 
clasped her parents in her arms. At 
the same time Margaret besought bet 
fatlier not to dump llie general joy 
by any allusion to, or apparent lecoi- 
leclion of, the past. 

“ I have had a deep w'Oiiiid indicted 
here, Margaret,” .said he, in leply, 
“ which a long period of time only 
can heal. Yon must not wouder, 
therefore, if the sight and preseiiet? 
of those who dealt the blow siioidd 
forcibly recall the pain it occasioned.” 

St. ILirbe and Klvina then np^ 
proached, and threw themselves in 
silence at Ids f(‘el. Macdonald raiseal 
the penitents, with an assurance of 
forgiveness ; but it was coldly given, 
and Margaret siglied as .she felt the 
conviction, that whenever her- father 
had been once deeply injured or of- 
fended ho was totally implacable.

Whether ermsidcrcd, indeed, inerriv as a splendid speetaeic and j;or*!:eons 
exhibition, or in it\s more eorreet li^hl of a National rilnal of Solemriistaiion ; 
— a sacred covenant bctwi'.eii Ki lift* and Country, eoasceratiiift* and ceimMiliiift 
with the seal of llidiftion the ties w'liieli eoun<‘ei a Patriot Prince ami lov al 
People; it is a subject winch claims our most undivided regard: wo have a 
duty to perform also, not only in ftiatifyitift the curiosity of those, who at the 
present monieiiL anxiously demand the information ; but wc have at the saim; 
time to write for fiitun^ ^ears; — for Ihosc who wdll follow after us, and, as far 
as we are now enabled, make fainiliar to the mind, what has so reei nlty Ixmoi 
acl(jd to the eye. Willi these views and wishes we conimcnee onr task, and 
pioceed to detail the paiticiilars of a e<debration, whieli, in all it's eireum- 
stances of deep interest, and inaftnificeiil display, never was exceeded. 


ALTiionr.H by a Royal Proidania- 
tioii, bcartin^ date May b’lh, iHiJU, 
bis Majesty was pleased to fix Tues- 
day, the eiisuitift 1st of August, for 
bis iiiteiided Coronafiou ; yet fr nti 
the dilljciilty of hiiviiift the very « v- 
tensive an aiiftenienls eomjileted liy 
that period, as well as from some 
))olitieal causes into which it is not 
our present purpose, nor our pro- 
\inee to enter; a second Pnnlama- 
tioik'was issued, dated July ItJih, ad- 
joiirniiift* the ecrenioiiial until some 
later period to bo afterwards aii- 
rioiiiieed. The preparations w'cre eoii- 
sequeutly llii'u eitli<*r entirely sus- 
pended, or in some paits very ma- 
terially relaxed : until May lust, when 
the dilfcreiit ih partmeiits under the 
control of the Hoard of Works, the 
JLord Chambeiiaiirs Ofliee, &e. a^c^aiti 
resumed their foruier acriivily; and the 
Court of Claims, w hich is a very prin- 
cipal preliminary, recoimiienced it's 
sitti lifts to dispose of the applications 
yet remainioft for their decision.

The Court, after ha\ing made some 
raicniirics, staled, thal they had no- 
thing lo do with this application. 'I ht? 
Peiitioncrs did not adduce any wur- 
laat or antliorily for the privilege they 
claimed ; it regarded regulations thsit 
were under the exclusive conlroul of 
Jiis Majesty ; and the King only could 
appoint sucli person as ho pleased.' — 
Petition dismissed.

It 
appeared, that, according to an ;ioiit 
usage, tlie Lord Mayor of London for 
the time being, has hud permission, 
accompanied by twelve eitiz«‘us, to 
attend the Coronation of the Kings of 
Ii!ug1aiid, and the lestival w'hi<di fol- 
lows that ceremonial. When the 
(%)ijrt of Claims sat last year, the late 
LordTMayor (Mr. Alderman Rridges) 
presented, by virliie of his olliec, a 
petition, praying for leave to attend 
with the wardens of tie 1.2 liveries of 
the City of London, as his 12 citizens : 
which claim was the n allowed ; but 
an alteration by death haying occurred 
in the list, besides the alteration of 
the Lord lVlayor\s name for the time 
being ; it was the object of tbtl^presenl 
application to have permission that 
these, alterations should be supplied. 

When the Recorder had linished 
reading his petition, and presented it 
to the Clerk of the Court, several gen- 
tlemen appeared with another peti- 
tion, setting forth, that they were tho 
wardt'ns of the Liv'eiics ineiitioncd in 
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the Lord Mayor’s petition ; and they 
therefore humbly Pjiajed that their 
names might be .substituted for thosi; 
of the tw elve w ardcus of tin* past vear, 
who were no longer in oflice, and who 
coiild not be styled wardens, as the 
petitioners had siieeeedcd to the li- 
very wardciiships, at the late election 
for the current yi'ar. They thcrelore 
prayed permission to repn'sent Ihe 
twelve citizens wlio were to aecom- 
pany the Lord Mayor, to the exelu- 
sion of the other twelve. 

Tho Earl of Jlariowby, aHcr a short 
coiisiiltation with the odici Oounnis- 
siohers, said, ihett in e.stiinalii.g the 
claims of persons to otlif'latc a I his 
Majesty's coronation, that C.jisrt could 
not re cognize any right bii llic part of 
])<‘isons calling thcn)scl\cs w ardens of 
tin* livciies of the City ; as tlu y were 
unable to lind any precedent Ibi (he 
admission of sindi a right on similar 
occasions. That llie Lord Mayor of 
London, ex offivio^ had been allowed 
1lio privilege of being present, ami 
I but it was the ancic'iit custom in^ 
should be altemled by twel\(‘ (‘idzens 
of London, who wTre always noiiii- 
Jiated by bis Lordship. That as to 
wardens, the Court knew nothing 
about such persons: all they hml to 
require was, iJial the twelve who had 
tho privilege of nttcndiiig should be 
citizens. 

TJie AVardens begged leave to ob- 
serve, that the names all eady in Couit 
purported to he those of persons liolil- 
ing livery oHiccs ; wlio had, in the 
presept year, lost those olliees, they 
being fdlcd by the gentlemen now at- 
tending, who prayc'd lliat tJieir iiaim s . 
should he substituted in place* of the 
preceding, as in fact lh<;y must he, if 
the existing Wardens of the Compa- 
nies were to be those in attciidaiiee 
with the Lord Mayor. 

Tlie Earl of Harrowby repealed, 
that the (^urt of Claims had nothing 
to do with the otBcc of Wardens. 
Thai V was fur the Lord Mayor to 
transmil for. approbation the names, of 
twelve Citizens— the Civic dciiomina- 
tion being ajone requested. 

The Petition prescmlecl by the Re- 
corder on the part of the Lord Mayor 
to alter the names occasioned by 
demise, was then received, and Unit 
of the Wardens rejected. 

The Earl gf Ormoml and Ossory 
again appealed in person, to take the 
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opinion of Hie Court upon liis claim to 
attend ht.s Majesty at the Coronation, 
as Lord Chief Butler for Ireland. 

The Court admitted the validity of 
the claim hy virtue of the office, hut 
delayed adjudioaiiii^ Upon the right of 
the present riaitnaiit, until the Com- 
tiiiltec of Privileges now sitting upon 
the Earl < lorn of Ormond shall have 
made tlieir report. 

Lord Cw>cJir also appeared in per- 
son, and pie.sente<l the King’s Sign- 
Manual to his appointment, derived 
hy .sueeession, as Deputy Chamber- 
lain of Cnt;'land ; in right of which ho 
elaiiiieil th(*. periormance of bis office 
at tlio (h>n>ti:iiion to represent the 
senitir Chainhei lainsliip, now filled by 
the iMarehidiiess of Cholinondelcy and 
Lady Cvvydir. 

The ehiiiu was ordered to he ro- 
f. rred to Hie King in Council, and 
adjoiinird uiiLil tiic next Court day. 

Mr, <jlji55(‘h’e, the King's Counsel, 
\\:is next heard in support of the right 
of Hie Hev. T. Dynioko to appoint a 
Di puty ; ii(‘ being a Clerk in orders, 
aiul tlu'rehy ineapacitaled from at- 
teiKliiig. The learned Counsel said, 
that during the last year, the Eev. 
Mr. Dyiuokc had petiiioned to have 
Mr. Reader, Jun, perniiHed to o/Iiei- 
atc for him as Champion ; hut that 
since that period, his son having rO'> 
turned from abioad, he now prayed 
that he might he permitted to oiliciate 
instead of Mr. Re.ader, A doubt, it 
Mas runioiinid, bad arisen on the 
right of Mr. Dymoke to apjioliit a de- 
puty. There Was no doubt upon his 
own right to officiate as Champion, he 
Ix'i ng the Lord of the Manor of 
Serivelsby, and the person posses.sing 
the manor being from early times his 
Majesty's Cliampion at the Corona- 
tion. Rut he thought the right to no- 
minate his deputy, in cases where the 
lordship was filled hy a ])crson inca- 
pable ;?<»»• At', either, for Jnstance, 
when it MMS filled by a woman or by a 
minor, was clearly demonstrable by a 
reference to ‘the ancient records, and 
Coke on Littleton upon Serjeant ry and 
Manorial Rights. The Learned Coun- 
sel called the attention of the Court to 
the wonls as they stood in the old 
writs of offices in the Coronation Rolls 
ill the Record-olltce. From these it 
would be seen, that so early , as 
Henry IV. M'hon tho manor of Scri- 
velsby was vested in a Moman, she 
nppoiiited her liushimd to be Chani- 
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pion ; and in another instance, a fe- 
male nominated her son. He knew 
that there. were instances fruni which 
it was inferred that the Champion 
must be of the rank of Knight ; but it 
would he seen, that the appointment 
of Kinglits Cfaam)>ioiis was accidental, 
and in no degree a matter of compul- 
sory mandate. Indeed Earls had pi?r- 
formed the office ; and it was remark- 
able that they were appointed by per- 
si*ns holding the manor, who were 
themselves incapable of aeting^—a cir- 
cumstance fully showing that thir right 
of appointing the deputy was vested 
ill Hit; Lord of Hie Manor, and in him 
ahme. In the reigns of Edwatd III., 
Edward VII., Henry IV., James 1., 
and William and Mary, it would stMuri 
that tlio Lord of the Manor of S<ui- 
velsby appointed a deputy. There 
was no (|ualilieaHofi of rank required, 
for the w'ords of Hie writs were, that 
lie .should serve Hie office hy a person 
— prohus vt IpffttUs, nomute suo. The 
latter words clearly implying his own 
subsUlute. In the writ of Henrv Hie 
JVth, the words \v(;ro, nliqais Ttotnine 
stto ; all through sln wing that the right 
of ap[)ointment of his deputy was 
ve.sted ill him, and that tho only .sti- 
pulation was, that the deputy should 
hcprobtis et legalis. The fact was, that 
the Lord of the Manor of Smivcishy 
was imperatively bound to pej-foriu 
tlie ollice of Champion, cither by him- 
self or a deputy ; for on that perform- 
anco depended his right of tenure. 
Mr. Dyiriokc, the father of the present 
lord, had perform (*d the office to the 
late King. It might be said tliat Hie 
constitution of this Court, and. tho 
very fact of claims being brought apd 
registered before admission^ implied 
that the appoiiitiiicnt of a deputy could 
not be made without the consent of the 
King in Council. He humbly^ sub- 
mitted that tliis inference was not con- 
clusive; for that the great object of 
summojiing this Court wa'% that it 
should be known who were the parlies 
coming forward to do the scrviee.s re- 
quired of Hieui by the King at Hu* ce- 
remony of. his Coronation, and to see 
that Hiose upon whom his Majesty had ■ 
a right to call, under the penalty of a 
forfeiture, were in proper iitteiidanco. 
So much then for the right of ]SIr. 
Dymoke to appoint a deputy. As to 
the person who was to be his deputy, 
Mr. Dyniokc, junior, whom he wished 
to appoint, was only twenty ycar.s of 
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a*?e last March, anil hiing: conse- 
quently a minor, could not be ap- 
pointed without the permission of bis 
Majesty ; for, of course, if the Lord 
himself, boiii}' a minor, could not ofli- 
r.iatc, it followed that bis deputy, in 
the same predicament, incurred a 
similar disquaiitication, unless the 
King was pleased to dispense with his 
minority. Mr. Dyinokc w'as most 
anxious to show his respect for liis 
Sovereign, by liiiving the ofliee of 
Champion filled by his son ; but if the 
Court rejected the prayer of liis Peti- 
tion, he then hoped they would sutler 
the name of Mr. Reader to remain, as 
before, his deputy, at tbc approaching 
ceremony. 

The Court was then cleared; and 
after a .short consultation it was de- 
clared, that Mr. Dyinoke should be 
excused from performing tbc otiiee of 
Champion iii person, and lliat bo be 
allowed to appoint a “ siiHicient dc- 
piity." 

Sir Andrew ITalliday claimed the 
privilege of aticiuliiig the Coronation, 
ns one of llie Ollieers of State in Scot- 
land ; J>ut his claim was referred to 
the Council Ollieo. 

The (Jourt, at half-past three o’clock, 
adjourned niiliJ Friday, June *2211. 

In the intervals of these .sittings of 
the Court of Claims, the CorotMtion 
Coumnl of Lords Commissioners ap- 
pointed by his Majesty to arrange the 
cereinoiiic.s of the Coronation, assem- 
bled at the Council Ollioe, 'Wl.itolialf, 
to receive reports of the progress made 
in the various w orks for the Corona- 
tion ; to an.swcr reforenees from the 
former Court, and to sign the warrants 
for the services of those whose cases 
had already been adjudged by the 
Court of Claims ; such adjudication 
not being comple’te, nnlil the party 
posso.sses the w'arrant of this Council. 

At one o’clock on Friday, June 22d, 
the Court of Claims again met, for the 
further consideration of the Claims 
presented to them, when the Earl of 
llarrowby look the chair, siqiported 
by their R. H. the 1 Hikes of Clareiiee 
and Gloucester, and iir'jirly the same 
oilieial personages as oefore. 

Lord (rwydir presented to the Court 
bis appointment from his Majesty as 
Lord Great Charubeiiain of E.igland, 
and made tlie usual claims comieetcd 
,Wilh the performance of that high and 
^dislinguished ollieo ; which were — 
To carry the King his sliii t and clothes

the morning of the Coronation, and 
with the Lord Chamberlain to dress 
the King ; to have forty yards of eriin- 
son velvet for a robe, also the King’s 
bed and bedding, and furniture of his 
chamber where lie lay the night be- 
fore, with his wearing apparel and 
niglit-gown ; also to serve the King 
with water before and after dinner, 
and to have the basons and toAvcIs, 
and cup of assay, liis Lordshi[>’s ap- 
pointment was duly registered, and 
Ids claims allowed. 

A Baron of tbc Dover Cinque Poi I 
appeared by Counsel ; Serjeant BIos- 
.set presented his Petition, complain- 
ing of the undue election of 'Rootle 
Wilbrahani, Esq. and Mr. Latham, 
to carry Die canopy over the King. 
Strangers being ordered to wilhdiaw, 
the Court roiisulted with closed doors 
upon the prayer, that the Petitioner 
might support his claim by Counsel. 
'J’he Court, however, decided, that 
they would not hear Counsel in sup- 
port of the claim, and that they could 
not interfere in a question of cor])o- 
rale liijits as to the form of ele(;t(on 
adopted. 

The claim of the Marquis orOrnioml 
to pel loiiullie ollieo of ('liief Jiiiller for 
Ireland.was agin ii made, w lien nii agent 
appeand on ))ehalf of tJie Marquis 
Cornwallis, who counter claimed to 
pel form the same service. — Tin; Cuuit 
decided in favour of the Manpiis of 
Ormond, and rejected the claim of the 
ATarquis Cornwallis. 

A Petition was then presented by 
Loid Petie, claiming to peiforni I he 
service of Naperer, in light of ihe 
tenure of the Manor of Ashhy, in the 
county of Norfolk ; of whieli ihe Clerk 
of tlic Rolls produced the grant on 
condition of llie service. 

I'he Court, after examining the 
grant, were of opinion, that as it had 
fallen to the crown, there was an ciiii 
of llie claim ; but that the Crown 
could grant a new service if it thought 
proper, 

’i !iere being no further claims, the 
Court were of opinion that their la- 
bours were at an end, and they cx- 
pre.ssed tic ir satisfaction on the oe.oar 
sioii; when the Deputy Serjeant at 
Arm.s infoiiucd the Court, that they 
w'ould be obliged to sit after the Co- 
ronation, to receive the claims of the 
persons perfoi miug services, who w ere 
obliged to appear before Court for 
their [)en]uisi!os of .scr\icc, and tu 
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prove those services in-order to entitle 
iliefii to iheirte^s afterwards. , ' 

The Coart was theh* adjourned, in 
due form until futther notice^ at'thi^ee 
Q*c]ock. .V . 

There bein^ a rumour thkt some 
undetinablo claim was to be made on 
the part of the Queen, a larpcc crowd 
was collected in that expectation ; but 
no demand whatever was made on her 
Majesty's behalf. 

The Queen having, hoivevet, ad- 
, dressed a Memorial to bis Hkjesty in 
Council, claiming to be cro^UH with 
the King on the 19lh of July: Thurs- 
day, July 6th, was iixed for hearing Jfier 
Majesty's Law-ofticers in support of 
her alleged riglit, when the Priv} Coun- 
cil assembled at Whitehall, and was 
attended by a larger number of mein- 
bors than w'as recollected upon any 
former occasion. Thursday and Fri- 
day were occupied with the addresses 
of Messrs, lirougliam and Denman, 
who argued witli much eloquence and 
ingenuity in behalT of the Queen ; and 
were on Saturday rcf>Ued to by the 
Attorney and Solicifor-Gencral, who 
most entirely disproved the assumed 
claim, either as a right, or a custom ; 
Mr. llrougham liaving briefly ans wered, 
the tlouit adjoin ned to Tuesday, July 
10, when the Uiglit Honourable Mem- 
bers consulted for about two hours 
w'ith closed doors, and the result of 
their deliberations was transmitted to 
his Majesty ; after wliich the official 
reply to the Queen's Memorial was 
forwarded by Lord Sidiiiouth, stating, 
“ that as the Queens Consort of this 
realm are not entitled of right to be 
crowned at any time^ her Majesty the 
Quccu is not cn titled, as of right, to 
be crowned at the time specified in 
her Majesty's Memorials." The Queen ' 
next made a demand to attend the 
C^oronatioii as a spectator, which was ; 
also refused, although repeatedly ap- 
plied for ; and the correspondence 
closed by her Majesty's expressed de- 
termination to be presciu, in opposi'i> 
tioii to every command to the contrary. 

As the interesting* day approached 
more nearly, ,tho .exertions in the 
different departments were indefatiga- 
ble to complete the preparations ; me 
public permissions,’ whioh ha^, been 
given to view the Hall and Abbey, 
were suspended, to avoid all^internip- 
tion to the werkmenj and life labours 
of the Lord Great dbamberjain, and 
the Officers of the Beard of Works, 
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and of the , Heralds’ College, were 
most unceasing. The superintendence 
of the .Lo^s of the Council was equally 
Vigilant; the Champion's rehearsals, 
both in riding and m wearing his ar^ 
mour, were in daily repetition; uiid 
for about ten days previous, nearly 
200 cooks and their assistants were 
'actively, engaged in the kitchens at 
Cotton Garden, in active preparation 
for the Coronation Banquet, While 
these official arrangements were thus 
rapidly proce'edJng, equal industry 
was exerted opt of doors, both in the 
completion of the processional Plat- 
form, and in affording facilities to gra- 
tify public curiosity with the bc.st 
. sight (»f the splendid spectacle. 

Tlio appearance of the vicinity of 
Westminster Abbey and Hall was so 
completely changed, that it was almost 
impossible to recognise the objects 
which we have hitherto been accus- 
tomed to s€c upon that site. The whole 
area in front of the Hall, the Abbey, 
and the adjoining streets, which eouirl 
possibly eominand even a transient* 
glimpse of the Procession, presented 
nothing but piles of scaffolding, fitted 
up with seats, from one guinea to 
twenty. Most of these buildings were, 
however, Solid, , spacious, and com- 
modious, w'ith every acconuuodation 
of retiring chambers, and fitted up 
for the reception of parties on the pre- 
vious night. Of these the Gh'and Cen~ 
tral Pavilion afforded accommodation 
on the most extensive scale ; and we 
shall name them in the order in. which 
they appeared from the grand entrance 
to Westminster Abbey. Over the 
great gate, and beneath the powers, 
was The SeleeiGaUei'y^ splendidly fitted 
up, in boxes, with scarlet and wlSte 
bangings, and gilt ornaments ; and the 
price of seats six guineas each per- 
son. The gallery at the right ^of 'the 
entrance was called The Royal Gallery^ 
fitted up like the former, at /ivc guineas 
each. The whole area in the church- 
yard was entitled B^§hop*s Cathedral 
Galleries^ and was coutfa<Hcd for by the 
Beadles of St. Martin’s Church. This 
v^as subdivided' into different com- 
partments, which W'cre under- let, and 
tile prices varied from two to five 
guineas each, according to the view 
of the Jide,. of the Procession. The. 
front,. 0^ the Westminster Sessions 
House was .fiUed up into seats, for 
the Police Ma^^ttates and their 
friends; and the garden within the 
: • ' . F 
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railing;, at the opening; of Great Georgy- 
street, was subdivided into a variety 
of structures, by Messrs. Brindley and 
Co. : the first was called The Kayal 
Platform, enclosed within the g;arden, 
at the end of Geo r}j;e-s tree t, and the 
tickets two [guineas each. The second 
division was The Royal Amphitheatre, a 
coDiinuation of the same garden, and 
the tickets three t^uiiieas each. The 
third, TltJe RoyaLGardeu Pavilion, e\^ 
tendings westward of the Sessions 
House ; and the tickets the same. The 
space facing Palace-yaid, and within 
the railing near St. Margaret’s CJiiirch, 
was called The Grand Central Pavilion^ 
which commanded a fioiit view of the 
Procession as it proceeded fiom, and 
returned to VVestniiiistcr Hall. The 
seats price three guineas each. This 
commodious erection extended nearly 
1600 feet, and was capable of con- 
taining 7000 persons ; with .sulUible 
arrangcnienls for provisions and re- 
freshments of every description. In 
front of the Court of Exclie<|ucr, in 
•Palace Yard, were some neat galle- 
ries, with accommodation al three, 

• four, and five guineas each,; at the 
river side of the Hall there were also 
otliers, and over the Chainpjon’.s stable 
was a gallery, which, in addition to 
it’s view of (ho Procession conitnundcd 
a sight of the Champion’s egress, the 
tickets being three guineas each. Tlie 
fronts of tlie houses in Palace Yard 
were also fitti'd up with galleries at va- 
rious prices, and in some plact's from 
fifteen to twentj-live guineas each 
person. From several houses, the 
front and side wa'ls were takca down, 
i^nd the roofs suppoited by props; the 
V’hole rooms being appropriaiod for 
thd’ reception of eoinpany. Those 
*plm:cs buic a variety of names, some 
of them as whimsical caprice could 
make them' ; and their prices varied 
Irom five to twenty guineas. 

The various Gazette oidcr.s respect- 
ing the attcnduiiec and costume of the 
Peers, and every other oilicial pi epu- 
ration for the due pcrfomiance of the 
approaching Soleiniii (3 , weie now^ is- 
aued ; as well a.s the requisite rcgula^ 
tioDs and routes of app; jach to be ob^ 
sejy^d by the spoctalow In Weslmin- 
atjer .Hall and Abbpy ; the doors of 
Which were ordttred to be opened at 3 
jo^c\f>ck ill the moriung, and no admia- 
permitted after 7 at lUe usuafen- 
t^aiices, and 8 by the Hoiloo of Lords. 

At o'dock ou the evening of Wcdnei^^ 


day, the J8t)j, his Majesty left Carlton 
House for the house of the Speaker 
in Palace Yard, tyh’ere the Tap^try 
ChaTnber was fitted up for the King's 
reception ; and bis Majesty was guard- 
ed through the night by the Lord G,reiat 
Chamberlain, and the Usher of the 
Black llod; Sir Benjamin Bloomfield 
and the King's personal attendants 
also sleeping in the neighbourhood. 

Before proceeding to describe the 
proceedings tif the Coronation Day, 
we shall, however, give a description' 
of the various Stale appiirtouancc.s, 

^ usually called the Regalia ; wliich will 
* preclude the necessity of any digres- 
sion in the narrative, when those va- 
rious insignia of RoyaKv are aftcr- 
W'a ids named ; — 

'The new Imperial Crown is about 
fifteen inches in elevation ; the arches, 
which rise almost to a point, instead 
vf the inelegant flatness of the foniier, 
are surnionnled w ith an orb of brilli- 
ants, seven inches in circumference. 
Upon this is placed a Maltese cross 
of brilliants, set transpar* ntly w ith 
three pearls at il’s cvlremitirs, of re- 
markable size and be auty ; and the ar- 
ches aic wieathed and fringed with diu- 
ijoiids. Four Maltose ci oss*‘s, formed 
of hrilliants surrounding the ciown, 
with four largo diamond flow (‘is in the 
intervening spac(*s. On the eeiilre of 
the back cross is the ancient Rahy, 
which was worn at Cress^ and Azin- 
cour, by the Elae.k Prince and Heniy 
V. and that of the front is adorned 
with an unique sapphire of the decpe.st 
azure, moie than tw'o inches long, and 
one inch board. The eniiinc is sur- 
mounted with a band of large dia- 
monds, emeralds, sapphires, and ru- 
bies, and immediately under these a 
fillet of beautiful pearls. The lustre of 
tin's unct|ualled crown is heigbtened by 
u dark crimson cap, of the finest velvet; 
and it’s general elfect confirms the 
opinion, that his present Majesty is 
the first, British sovereign who has 
posr'^ssd a diadem w;o)rthy of this 
proud and potent empire. 

St, Edward's Cfown, with which the 
Kings of England aic invested,- is so 
named after the ond^ which was sacrile- 
giously stolen in the. great Rebellion. 

It is a . very rich Crown of gold, embel- 
lished with diamonds, pearls, rubies 
emeralds, and sapphires; and sur- 
- mounted with a golden mound, en- 
circled with a hand, embellished also . 
w itli precious stones.' Above the mound 
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is a cross pat^a of gold, suiailarly de- 
corated, and the cap is vf ptirple -velvety 
fjned'with white tafTeta, and turned 
with threc^ rows of ermine. The golden 
circlet is adorned witij precious stones^ 
and bears upon it four crosses, and as 
many fleurs de lis, ail thickly studded 
with jewels. 

Hie Crofm of State ^ so called, be- 
cause it is worn by the King at all such 
limes as lie conics in state to the Par- 
liament House ; w as new m^de for the 
' Coronation of King Charles the Second, 
and WAS worthy that Sd'Oreign in his 
return to Westminstcr-hall ; it is ex- 
ceedingly rich, being embellished with 
many large rose, and table diamonds, 
and other precious slones, besides a 
great quantity of pearls ; but it is most 
rcinarkablo tor a large niby, set in the 
mitidic of one of the four crosses, es- 
teemed viorili ton thousand pounds ; 
as also that llic mound is one entire 
stone, of a soa gri^en colour. The cap 
is of a purple \elvct, lined and turned 
up with three rows of Kriiiine. 

The Orby Moumly or it (obey which is 
put into iiis Majesty’s light hand, im-’ 
mediately before his being crowned, 
and which his Majesty boars in his left 
hand upon his return to We.stniinster- 
hail, is a hall of gold, of six inches 
djanieter, eneoinpassed witli a band or 
tillct of gold, embellished with roses 
of diamonds encircling emeralds, ru- 
bies, and sapphires; and edged with 
pearls ; on the topis a large amethyst, 
of a violet colour, near an and a 
half in height, of an oval form ; which, 
being encompassed with four silver 
wires, becomes the fool or pedestal 
of a very rich cross of gold, of three 
inches and a quarter in height, and 
three inches in breadth, set very 
thick with diarnoiuls, having a sap- 
phire on one side, and an emerald on 
the other, and embellished with four ^ 
larg e* pearls, in the angles of the cross, 
near the centre ; and three large 
pearls at the ends of the sahl cross :

Ilis Majesty’s Sceptre with the cross, 
called the Sceptre Koyai, is of solid 
gold ; the handle plain, but the upper 
part wreathed. It’s length is two feet 
nine inches ; the pommel at the bot- 
tom enriched with rubies and small 
diamonds, and for five imdicsand a half 
above the handle curiously embossed 
and embellished with sapphires, ru- 
bies, emeralds, and diamonds. The 
top rises into .a fieur-de-Hs enriched 
with precious stones; above wdiichis 
an amethust, valued at lb,(K>OJ. and 
surmounted by a cross, wholy covered 
with precious stones, w ith a large table 
diamond in the Ofuitro. 

The Sceptre with a Dove diircns ma- 
terially from the Seeptre with a f iross, 
as it is not wreathed, but of an even 
surface ; it is of pure gold, three feet 
seven inches in height, three indies in 
circunde/rencC at the handle, and 
two inches and a quaiicr at the top ; 
the pommel adorned by a iillet of 
dianioiids and precious stones of dif- 
eient colours ; the globe at the top. 
oriianicnted by a band or fillet of rose 
diamonds ; and upon the ball is a small 
cross, surmounted by a dove wilh ex- 
tended w ings, as the emblem of Mercy. 
For this Seeptre, his Majesty, in the 
course of complying with the dif- 
ferent forms rcriuired, exchanges 
the hall or globe of empire. Tiie

Besides the precautions taken % 
placing barriers at the vanous lead- 
ing thoroughfares, 4 arrangements of 
a, similar character were also adopt- 
ed at the several approaches from 
the river; and in the course of tho 
preceding night, all landing places, 
&G. along the Westminster side of the 
banks of the Thames, were closed, 
jivitb parties to command them, from 
‘;the Hungerford to the Horseferry 
.stairs, exceptions were only made re- 
'garding the stairs at Whitehall^ and a 
temporary landing-place formed at the 
Jower end of the Speakcr^s garden, for 
the accommodation of the great Officers 
of State, some parties of Peeresses, 
and the barges of the Lord Mayor, Ike, 
In order that the public might have 
the freest possible tlioroughfhre to' the 
different parts of Westminster, por- 
tions of the great platform were left 
unfinished till the night previous ; when 
those rcAiainirig portions being sup- 
plied, the^platform presented a splen- 
did and finished appearance. The rail- 
ing on each side was covered with 
purple cloth, and the llooring also, to. 
the extent of sixteen feet, leaving only 
about a yard on each side uncovered. 
The course over which the Procession 
proceeded, was about 1 ,500 feet, exclu- 
sive of the extent of the Hall and the 
Abbey ; and the Avhole way, from the 
steps ascending to the royal tabic in 
tho Hall, along tlie nave of the Abbey 
to tho throne and altar, was covered 
with blue cloth. 

# The aw'iiings were drawn, but at 
short distances red lines were placed, 
to close or spread them as circum- 
stances might rc<{uire. To each line 
and pulley was allotted one man, with 
a particular dress, so that tho most 
rapid change could be cifected, should 
Uie weather require any alteration, 
while the addition of a stalf enabled 
such man likewise to act as a consta- 
ble. Along the whole range were also 
placed men with pincers, hammers^ 
&c. to repair any damage that might 
happen, or whatever was calculated 
to impede die progress of the Pro-; 
cession, and it’s ^tendant > cpreitio- 
hies. These men were also supplied 
with a like livery, and were sworn ns 
constables. 

On each sUlc below the platform, 
was a narrow stamling-place, on which 
was stationed a 'liffe of foul soldiers^ 
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«b arranged, as in no instance to inter- 
fere', with a full view of the splendid 
Prbeessloh. The platform was raised 
about 4 or 5 feet from the pavement, 
.and was 14 feet high. On the east, of 
; the platform was erected the Cbani- 
^ion’s stable, with a covered, way 
joining the gt and entrance to the Hall ; 
and from the House of Lords to P'opt’s 
Corner, a smaller pialfoni\ was raised, 
,for the convenience of the Ladies and 
Ambassadors parsing to and from tho 
Hall and Abbey. 


. At length the long expected moniing 
arrived ; all the previous gloomy wea- 
ther appeared to have vanished ; tho 
sun rose in unclouded majesty, nor 
was it po.ssiblc to select a day more 
favourable for any national rejoicing. 
The morning was ushered in by the 
sound of bells, and the. discharge pf 
cannon and rockets. Before 3 o’olopk 
the lines of carriages were formed at 
Oliaring-cross on the one hand, and at 
Millbank on theothcr. Those who were 
to join in the Procession, and those 
w'ho w^ere repairing to seats in the 
Abbey or the Hall, were in full aeli- 
vity ; and even at tlus early hour 
thousands in the richest attire were on 
their progress to the scene of splen- 
dour. The foremost, indeed, reached 
the doors before they were opened ; 
and were, in consequence, compelled 
to wait ; while several, tempted by the 
fineness of the weather, alighted from 
tlieir vehicles, and prbcccded forward 
on foot. Palace-yard was oepopied by 
strong parties of patrol, and by detach- 
ments of horse-gnards; it wasageperal 
holiday ; ihc shops remained entirely 
shut, and every ordinary occupation 
was suspended. The populace wi^re 
treated with uniform civility, allowed 
to mingle with the military^ and ap- 
proach to within a short distance of 
the platform. All those apprehensions, 
therefore, as to the necessity of extend- 
ing the barriers, and preventing the ap- 
proach of the multitude, were utterly 
unfounded. At intervals, minute guns 
wore fired from a man of war brig, 
anchored on the Thames, and the pre- 
paiatiOns for illuminating were re- 
newed with ardour. The pageants of 
the drama never presented a 'more 
splendid display of embellishments ; 
and the spectacle w'as npt more en- 
livened by the habiliments of the no- 
blesv than it was graced bjr the elegance 
of the female company. The regnra^ 
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tions concerning the advance and 
gress of the carriages had, the besi 
practical clfeci ; not the sliglitcst con- 
fusion took place, and no unncccsSiEiry 
obstruction was raised in the way of 
the foot passengers. 

Before 4 o^clock tljc two lines of 
coaches extended from Parliament- 
street to the Strand, and St. James\s 
Park was crowded with carriages and 
foot passengers ; all London seemed 
to he Oil the alert ; and the v<irious gal- 
leries, &e. became rapidly tcnanled ; 
.leaving which for the present, we now 
proceed to describe Westminster ITall. 

This .capacious building, so w’cU 
calculated to display liic magnificence 
of the chivalrous festivals of the age in 
w'hich it was erected, and presenting 
within it's w'alls the preliminary and 
concluding paits of the splendid pa- 
geant of the Coronation, w as fitted up 
in a style suitable to the occasion. Two 
tiers of spacious galleries wert^ erected 
against the eastern and western w'alls, 
and over theprincipal entrance froniPa- 
lacc- 3 ard an orchestra was construct- 
ed, in a style of architecture cor- 
responding in design with the noble 
(lotlijc roof. The Iloyal Throne, wliieh 
was placed at the southoni extremity 
of the building, immediately under the 
window, upon a spacious platform, 
was superbly gilt upon a ground of 
crimson velvet, and placed under a 
canopy decorated in a similar st^le of 
gorgeous richness, displaying the 
royal arms cnililhzoned in gold, witli 
G. IV. R. ■; before the throne stood a 
square table, covered with clolh of pur- 
ple and gold ; and the platform w,as as- 
cended by three flights of steps, each 
extending across the Hall. The first and 
second from the area were covered with 
crimson clolh, and the upper llight, im- 
mediately leading to the foot of the 
throne, covered with a rich gold-fringed 
carpet. On the right of the throne, at the 
cast side of the Hall, was constructed 
the box for the female branches of 
the Royal Family ; and at the opposite 
side, was the box appropriated to the 
Foreign Ambassadors, and their La- 
dies : over the former were the boxes 
subdivided betw een the Karl Marshal, 
the Lord High Steward, and the Lord 
High toDStable, and above the other 
side, the boxes for the suites of the 
Foreign Kmbassiesi : alfof which vvere 
splenclidly oriwincnted with crimson, 
embroidered -wilb gold. The lower 
gallery on th^east side was ailuUed to 


tbp Lord Great Chamberlain's and 
Peers* tickets; and the upper to the 
various public departments. * Tlie 
lower tier at the west side was appro- 
priated to Peeresses, and Peers* tick- 
ets ; and the upper tier subdivided 
into sections, and allotted to the dif- 
ferent official personages, and for tho 
tickets of the Lord Great (Mianibeflain 
and Lord Chamber lain. At each side 
of the Hall were long dinner tables 
placed, with marked seats for the 
Peers; and separated by a railing' 
from the area appropriated for the ec- 
reinoiiies; alcove side boiinls were 
placed behind, the Hour in theccriuo 
was coveied with supei fine blue cloth, 
and tJic galleries were accessible 
through small winding staircases at 
each side of the tfall. From the ean- 
talivers, ornmnented with angels bear- 
ing shields, which siip))oit the antique 
roof, chandeliers of circular wreaths 
of cut glass were suspended by or 
inolu chains; but too plain perhaps 
for the florid (lothic uichitoetUre which 
they illuminated. 

These were the chief arrangements 
for the com])aiiy assembled on this 
grand occasion ; and it is due to the 
acting Lord Great Chamberlain, Lord 
Gw^dir, and his Secretary, Mr. Fel- 
lowses, who wore on duty in the Hall, 
the whole of llic preceding night, to 
state, that their arrangements were 
most admiiablc. A eonsiderable num- 
ber of ladies arrived at 3 o’clock ; and 
the gentlemen attendants, who were 
dressed in scarlet frock coats w ilJi blue 
sashes, were every where on the alert 
to usher the respective parties to fheir* 
.'*cats. Long before the ray s of the siiu 
had illuminated the Hall wilh it's 
morning lustre, the (boIIuo darkness 
was brilliantly relieved by groupes of 
splendidly dressed ladies, who befaro 
four o’clock occupied the principal 
seats of the galleries, and graced the 
scene by tho display of their beauty, 
and the sparkling of their decorations. 
At tuat hour also the arrival of dif- 
ferent official attendants began to de- 
velopo some of tho chivalrous pomp 
attending the coronation ceremony ;

At half past 7 o’clock, a number of 
gentlemen, dressed in nmiberry -brown 
frock -coat.s, with lace rutt's and white 
sashes, entered, bearing gold wands, 
with the emblazoned arms of the Earl 
hfarsbal. The Gentlemen Pensioners 
entered at the same time, and before 
*8 o’clock most of the persons who had 
to walk ill the Procession assembled 
ill their respective places.

Lord Gwydir entered 
immediately after, and the King then 
appeared; his train supported by 8 
sons of nuhlcmeii. The whole com-

At 35 minutes after ten, the clangour 
of trumpets announced that the pro- 
cession was moving from Westmin- 
ster Hall ; and, very soon atteiwaids, 
Miss Fellow cs, attended by her six 
maids, were seen scattering flowers 
on the blue cloth with which the 
centre of the platform was carpeted. 
As the procession moved forward, the 
crowd were dazibled withit'ssplendour, 
but when, in the distance, his Majesty 
was seen approaching, all minor ob- 
jects of curiosity wore forgotten, and 
every eye was directed towards the 
Royal Personage. The Regal robes 
were so perfectly out of the*reach of 
epithets, that wc will say nothing ot 
them, but that the fuig^r attention to 
Die MajestieWearer, and the elaborate 
magnificence of their ample folds, prb- 
yented, w© believe, every individual 
present frmn gaiidng any thing like a 


corr'^i t idt.i of lh( m. On the approach 
of the l^occsSion lothe/Vbbey,M arcely 
any token of appiobation was ustdi 
except clapping of hands, till the 
King appealed, who was then most 
.warmly greeted. But on the return, 
the people having got nd of their 
fatigue and faintness by refreshment, 
and the Sovereign more clearly dis- 
tinguished by his biiHiant Crown ; the 
shouting was tremendous. 

We shall commence our account of 
the piocoedings in the Abbey by giving 
a short description ot itb iiiteinal 
deqoiatibns and ar/angcmcnls. Tlie 
grand centre aisle being open fiom the 
western entrance to thi point at which 
It joins Henry the Seventh s Chapel, 
the whole paiement of it matted, up 
to the transept, and m the middle 
covered, as the plaifonn, with a broad 
purple clo^th. The ..ide aiwdes were 
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farh divided from the principal by 
wooden partitions, and a row of g:al- 
IrrJes erected to the eiitraiire of the 
choir, cirvaled to nearly the same 
hcipfht as tlie fcrand door of entrance 
to the Abbey, At the rntrauce of the 
choir was a triumphal areh, under 
which the procession ma relied, and 
in which places were assigned for the 
drums and trumpets, and also for the 
bo^s of Westminster School. iIa^in<!^ 
passed this archwaj, under whicli 
Was a ilij^lii of steps, two rows of fcal- 
leries, one above the otlier, extend- 
ed on each side of the aisle to the Sa~ 
crarium^ w hich u ns the oblonp: formed 
Fiy the intersection of the centre aisle 
with the two transepts. All these 
galleries, as W'eli as the benehes on 
the pavement, were covered with 
scarlet cloth, and formed a magniticent 
prospect for the spcctators.The beuebes / 
witliin the choir, to which wc are now 
alluding, w'ere the whole of those, on 
W’bich the Knights Commanders of the 
BathjthftPriv} Councillors, anilKiiights 
of the Garter, not being Peers, the 
Judges, and diflercut Law Ofliens of 
the ('rown,fook their seats during the 
reremony of the Coronation, The AV/- 
rrarium w'as directly under the tow'er of 
the Abbey,' and on a platform of four 
steps, raised in the eenirc, covered 
with cloth of gold, and surrounded by 
theriehc.st Turkey carpets; stood the 
roroiiaiion chair of tlie Kings of 
Knglaiul, On the north and •^otith 
.^i<l<*s of this Theatre, forming Uie 
traii.scpts of the Abbey church, wcie 
seals covered with scarlet for tiie 
peers, and plain malted seats for the 
spectators who sat behind them. At 
each of tlie four pillars which support 
the main tower of the Abbey, scats 
were reserved for the Heralds and 
ofiieeis of arms; and near to the 
south pillar was the pulpit, out of 
%vhifh the Coronation sermon was 
preached, beautifully decorated with 
crimson velvet and gold. On another 
flight of steps was the platform with 
the altar, covered with a canopy, sup- 
ported by golden palm trees, and bear- 
ing the communion-plutc; and on which 
platform were also placed the clmiis 
and faldstool used by the King during 
the sermon and litany, and also the 
old chair of 8l, Kdward the Confessor. 
The floor of this platform was coveted 
with the most ;;upcrb Persian lapc.s- 
try, and the walls bang with the most 
b^utiful damaskf Cu the noifh siae 
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of the platform w-ere the galleries of 
the Karl Marshal and the Foreign Am- 
bassadors; andpn the south Side that 
of his Mi^osty and the Royal Family. 
liumediateLy opposite were the scats of 
the IMshops ; and above the altar, the 
gallery assigned to the Peeresses and 
thoir families. Abovethose, in giadiial 
order, rose the scats of the choristers 
and bis ^lajcsty’s band; and the ter- 
mination to the view from the western 
entrance was the superb and majestic 
organ. Beside these ])rcparations for 
the convenience of those whom curi- 
osity or necessity obliged to attcml, 
boxes for spcctulors were filled up iif 
the cornice galleries, i ou’nd the whole 
extent of the Abbey, and which were 
decorated in the same manner as 
those which wc have already des- 
;0ribed. 

' About three o'clock in the morning 
the gates of the Abbey were thrown 
open ; when about tw'o hundred per- 
sons entered, cheered by a merry peal 
from the steeple of St. Margaret's, and 
the front row of the vaulted gallery 
was rapidly occupied; *aftcr which, 
from 4 o’clock until 8, the numbers in 
tJie lower parts of the Abbey gradually 
cnorcascd, and the pages and ushers 
in their gay uniforms, gave motion 
and sjirightlinoHS to the scene. At 
half-past eight, a flourish of trumpets * 
was heard, and the procession with 
the regalia marched out of the Abbey. 

From half past 8 till 10, something 
like ennui began to shew itself in the 
demeanour of the expectant fair ones ; 
soon after, however, loud and con- 
tinued music ill the distance roused 
their hnlf-slumberiiig curiosity, and 
at ten minutes before eleven, Miss 
Fcllowes, with her siv tributary herb- 
women, heading the grand procession, 
appealed at the w^estern gate. The 
cavalcade then halted for a few mo- 
ments, apparently to give time for the 
rear to come up, and the lively music 
of fifes and drums, and flourishes of 
trwm^jets alternately, filled up the in- 
terim. After a short pause, the pro- 
cession was again in motion. The 
herb-woman with her maids and the 
seigcaut porter remained at the cn- 
france.wiNiin the west door: and the 
drums and trumpets tiled oft^to^](be 
gallery over the entrance door. The 
Abbey at this moment began rapidly 
to fill ;^ynd the Peeresses, with dresses 
sparkling with jewels, ahd white fea- ^ 
tbers w a ving in th^ wind^ thronged into * 
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Ihe scats appointed for thedi below the 
choir : abd ranged in rows, to a tery 
constidcrable number, without a single 
gentleman to disturb the amformi^; 
or break the delicacy of the see'no. 
The procession continuing it*s ‘eoarse« 
the choirs of the Chapel 'ROyal,' and 
of Westminster, proceeded with his 
Majest^^’s band to the organ gallery : 
and, upon the entrance of the King 
into the aisle, all their instniments 
and voices' rang out their notes at 
once; and the loud anthem, blended 
With the applauding shouts of the 
spectators,' echoed to the very roof of 
^the Abbey. As the cavalcade con- 
' tinued it^s course, the Prebendaries 
and Dean of Westminster tiled oft* to 
the left, about the middle of the nave, 
and there awaited the King's coming 
into the church ; wlien they again fell 
into the procession next before the 
Kings of Anns who immediately pre- 
ccVled the great oflicers of state. 

That part of the procession pre- 
ceding the Knights Commanckrs, the 
Knighls Grand Crosses, and their 
Oflicers, the Privy (councillors, the 
Vice Chamberlain, Comptroller ami 
Treasurer of bis Majesty's Household, 
and Peers, were, then conducted to 
their scats by the Oflicers of Arms. The 
Prebendaries of Westminster went to 
ilheir places near the altar, and 4lie 
'^^;lSergeants at Arms to their seats by 
the Sacrarium, 

The Princes of the Blood Royal 
were conducted to their seats as 
Peers ; and the Prince Leopold took 
4his seat in the Royal box. The 
Barons of the Cinque Ports bearing 
the canopy, and the Gentlemen Pen-> 
sioners remainii^g at the entrance of 
the choir. ^ 

. The King then ascending the Thea- 
tre, passed on tlie south side of the 
Throne to his Chair of State, on the 
eastern side, opposite to tbo altar; 
and, after his private demotions, took 
his seat. His Majesty at tliis moment 
appeared distressed almost to faint- 
ing ; and the lieat Indeed was so great, 
that the* weight of the /state, cloak ' 
alone, which had ' eight supporters,^ 
might have overpowered aiita^ in the' 
most^ vigorous bodily lienlth; Ris 
Miyesty being seated, the twolMshops^ 
his supporters,' stood one ' Oif each 
side { the Noblemen bearing the. four 
sivor'ds on hJs rigiH hand ; the Deputy 
Lord Great Chamberlaiwand thc Lord 
High Constable on Mt; the 


groat Oflicers of Stale, the Deputy 
' Bairl Marshal, the Dean of Westmin- 
ster, tbO' Noblemen bearing the rega- 
'' Jia; Traiiibearers, with Deputy Garter ; 

• die Lord Lyon, the Lord Mayor of 
tiondoii, and Black Rod ; 'striding 
about his ebair. T^e united olipirs 
still Singing the edebtated Hallel^nh 
Cfio7'us iVom Handel ; upon the con- 
clusion of which, the Lora ArahbisiiDp 
of Ca,nterbiiry, together with the Lord 
CUancellor, the Depp^ Lord Great 
.Chamberlain. thc,L6rd High Constable, 
and Deputy Earl Marshal, preceded by 
Deputy G^irter,' moved to the cast 
side of the Theatre, where the Arcli* 
bishop made the recognition, and also 
repeated the same at the south, west, 
and north sides of the Theatre ; 
daring which his Majesty was standing, 
and turned towards the people on the 
side on Which the recognition was 
thus made by the Archbishop, 

. *** SiKS, — I here, present unto you 
Kino Georo'e thk Fourth, the ub- 
di>abtcd King of this realm where- 
fore all you Who are come this day 
to do your homage, arc you willing 
to do the same V*‘ 

The reply througli the Iiall was, with 
loud applause, in the aftirmative, and 
the Abbey i^ang with ** Goo save Kino 
Georg e th e FouatH.^' His Majesty 
being again seated, the Bible, the 
Chalice^ and the* Fatipa, wore placed 
upon the altar, by the Bishops who 
had borne themlit tho procession. 

The two Officers^, of the Wardrobe 
ihen spread a rich cloth of gold, and 
laid a cushion of the s^pie for his . 
Majesty to kneeF on, at thief steps of 
the altar. The Archbishop of Gan- 
tefbury pdt on .his cope, and the 
Bishops were also vested in their 
copes. 

' The Kii^, attended' by the tWo 
Bishops, bis supporters, the Dean of 
iWestmiiistet, and the l^blemen 
bearihg the regatta and ibe four 
swotds, then passed to the altar; 
where his Majesty, uncovered, and 
kneeling upon' the cushion, made his 
'first offering of a pall or altar-cloth 
of ^Id: which w'as delivered by the 
Lo]^ Cliamberlalato the'DeputyLord 
jGreat Chatnbeirrain, and by his Lord- 
ship to the. King, who gave it to the 
Archbishop' of Caitterbury; by whom 
it was plaeod on the hitar. The Trea- 
surer of the Houseliofd then delivered 
an ingot of gold, of one poiihd wciglil, 
being ihe second ' ofteriWg:* to ' the D<^- 
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puty tx>rd Great Chamberlain, who 
having presenfed the same to the King, 
his Majesty delivered it to the Arch- 
bishop, to be by him put into the 
oblation basou. His Majesty con- 
tinuing to kneel, the prayer, “ O God 
who dwellest in the higli and holy 
place/' was said by the Archbishop; 
and at the conclusion of this prayer 
the King rose, and was conducted to 
the chair of State on the south side of 
the area. The regalia, except the 
swords, were then delivered by the se- 
veral Noblemen who bore them, to the 
Arphbishop, and by his Grace to tho 
Dean of Westminster, to be laid on 
the altar ; the Noblemen then return- 
ing to their places. 

The Litany was next read by the 
Bishops of London and liaiigur, vested 
in their copes, and kneeling at their 
faldstools above the steps of the Thea- 
tre ; oil the middle of the east side ; 
after which most of the remainder'of 
the morning service was perfonued. 
His Grace the Archbishop of York 
then, at a quarter before one o'clock, 
ascended the Coronation pulpit, and 
delivered a sermon of about twenty 
minutes iiilengtli, from t&dfdd book of 
Samuel, chap, xxiii, d.

His Grace began 'by ' sfatiirg, that 
this text was disserving of the most 
serious consideration at ' the hands 
of the' audience he. was^ addressing^ 
not merely on account of it's being 
the declaration of a dying king, but 
also tho inspiration of a diviiie pro-' 
phet. He then entered into a di^^r- 
tation upon the mutual adVaiitngOs ' 
which accl'ue both to the governor and 
i\vb governed from a righteous sway,* 
He ' stated that ' one, and the chief* 
point to produce gopd government, 
was a strict attendance to universal 
justice on the part of the Sovereign ; — 
not merely to justice between nian 
and hian, but between nation and* 
natiott. The records of hisCory , both 
ancient and modern, fully proved that 
.monarclis in general applied one code 
of morality to men; and another to na- 
tions. Now, a good rtiicr ought rather 
to apply the same code to both ; and 
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unY^is he did so, tUenaltiaia which he 
governed could not be happy. After 
pointing.out the dangers which arose 
from licentiousness in the people, and 
tyranny in the monar<;h ; he proceeded, 
to draw the picture of a patriot king, 
whose sole aim wa^ the good of his 
people, andwho,.in seeking to accom- 
plish that good, always withheld his 
favour from the bUfSe and licentious ; 
and exhibited in his own person ail 
example of those virtues, which be 
cherished in others. If a monarch 
fuliy accomplished that object, he 
would not be overpaid for bis exer- 
tions by the largest revenues, inas- 
much as those exertions were eal- 
cnlated to produce the most lasting 
bcncfils to his people. England had' 
very recently had a proof of the truth 
of .that assertion; she had seen a 
religious ruler sit on the throne of her 
kings for more tlian half a century^ 
and she had in consequence^ been 
established in strength amjdst the 
wrecks of surrounding nation's. On 
the .son and successor of that Kinif 
she now rested her hopes in perfect 
security; and if the nation might 
take it's expcrirnce of the' past as a 
gage of his future conduct, they had 
good grounds for expecting that their 
hopes would b^^coniii^ed whenever 
they lookedjui.m nmtiner in which he 
had condttcmdislftidelf during'the late 
eventful struggles for the liberties of 
Europe. The sovereign who was then 
about to undergo an important cere- 
^monv^ was not unknown to the cares 
of his station. When called to liie 
helm of government by the unfortu- 
nate illness of his father, he found 
the country in a state of war, which 
threatened to destroy it's very ekis- 
tence. To his steadfaslnesid in a time 
of peril it w’as owing, under God, tliat 
the war had been brought to a con^ 
clusibn, glorious in the annals of 
history, and still more glorious in the 
moderation of ^"the victor ; who, so.fhr 
from bemg subdued by ambition' in 
good fortune, had confined hinjtself 
to the attainment of that, which wail 
the best justitieation of wat;—-a secure 
and^perixi^nem peace. Under a prince 
df aheb^idom, both in peace and 
Wdt, they had reason to look forward 
to all the blessings that were to/ be 
derived from a great and gloripus po- 
= licy-r^th4y had reason^td^believe that 
he would place ;liii gJory |n:tbe moral 
and pious ints^rity his ehipire, and 
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that he would itt con$equet|oe reign in 
the hearts of a loyal aintd happy peo~ 
pie. His Grace concluded an elo« 
quent discourse, by calling upon the 
congregation to implore the Almighty 
to confirm the hopes which they 
already entertained regarding his pre* 
sent Majesty ; to multiply every bles- 
sing on his head, and so to diiectliis 
counsels to the advancement of true 
religion, that he might long continue 
to hold the sceptre of righteousness 
in peace and security. 

Paring the seriuun his Majesty sat 
in his chair ou the houth side of the 
area, opposite the pulpit; his sup- 
porters, the Deputy Lord Great Cham- 
^Derlain,and the Noblemen carrying the 
swords, standing by him: the Arch- 
bishop of Canteibury sat in a purple 
s civet chair on the noitli side of the 
altar, Deputy Garter standing near 
him; the Bishops on their bcnolics, 
along the north side of the aiea: 
the Deau and Prebendaries of West- 
minster stood on the south side of 
the area, east of the King’s ehaii, and 
near the altai . 

The Salmon heing ended, the Ai ch- 
in shop went to the King, and standing 
betore him, adminisictcd the Corona- 
tion Oath ; Ills Majesty having, on' 
Thursday, the 27th April, 1820, in the 
presence of the tw o Houses of Par- 
liament, made and signed the Dccla- 
Y^Cten ; first asking the King — 

** Sir ; Is your Majesty willing to take 
the oath?" 

The King answered : — 1 am willing." 

Arch , — “ IV ill >011 solemnly pi oinisc and 
swear to govern the people of this United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and the dominions thereto belonging, ac- 
cording to the Statutes in Pailiameut 
agreed on, and the respective laws and 
customs of the same 

Ktttg . — 1 solemnly promise so to do.*^ 

Arch , — Will yon to yonr power cause 
law and justice, in mercy, to be executed 
in all your judgments?" 

Kiw— “Iwill." 

Arch , — “ Will you to the utpiostofyour 
power maintain the laws of God, the true 
profession of the Gosfiel, and the Pro- 
testant Reformed Religion established by 
law? And will you maintain and pge- ' 
serve inviplably tbe settlement tlie 
United Chnrcb of England and Ireland, 
and the doctrine, worship, discipline, ^d 
government thereof, as by law established 
within England and Ireland, and the ter- 
ritories tlmreuato belonging? AjUd will 
you preserve luttp the Bishops and Clergy 
of England and lieland, and to tbp United 
Church committed to their charge, all 


such rights and privileges, as by law do, 
or shall, appertain to them, or apy of 
them?" 

iCinff. — ** All this I promise to do." 

Then the King rising out of hia cliair, 
supported as before, and assisted Ky 
the Lord Great Chamberlain, the sword 
of State being carried before him, wei\t 
to the altar, and there being uncovered, 
laid his right hand upon the Holy Gos- 
pels in the great Bible ; said, — 

The things which I have huie before 
piomised, I will peifoini and keep. 

“ So help me God." 

Then the King kissed the book, and 
signed the oath, the Lord Chambei- 
lain holding a silver staiidisli before 
his Majesty for that purpose ; pficr 
which the King letuiniiig to his chair, 
the Choir then sung, I was glad 
when they said unto me ana ou 
the conclusion of wliieh hymn, tUo 
Archbishop read this prayer, 

‘‘ G Loid, Holy Father, who, by 
anointing with oil, did^t ot old make and 
coiueifate Kings, X^ticsts, and Pro- 
phets, to teach and govein tUy people 
Isiacl; bless and sanctify thy Uiostn ser- 
Vfint Gooige, who by oui offiie snd mi- 
nistry lb DOW to be anointed with this oil, 
and consecrated King of this realm: 
btteiigthen him, O X^oid, with the Holy 
eshobt the ronitorter; confirm and sta- 
bhsh him with thy tier and pi nicely spi- 
rit, the spirit of wisdom and govcniinent, 
the spiiit of counsel and ghostly stiengtli, 
the ^>11 it of knowledge and true godliness, 
and nil him, O Loid, with the sfmit of thy 
hol> fear, now and for e vet. Amen." 

At the end of which, tbe united 
Choirs sang the Coronation Anthem, 

** Zadok the priest, and Nathan the 
prophet, anointed Solomon King; and 
all the people rejoiced, and said, Qod save 
the King! Long live the King! May the 
King live for ever I Amen. Hallelujah." 

^ During this Anthem, the King wa^ 
disrobed by tbe Deputy Loid Great 
Chamberlain, who delivering them to 
the Master of ti^e Robes; the Gieat 
Chamberlain delivering the same to 
the Lord Chamberlain ; and the robes 
aud cap being immediately can led 
into St. Bdwpid^s Chapel; St. Ed- 
ward'4 Chair, covered with cloth of 
gold, having been then placed in fiont 
of the althr, his Majesty took liis seat 
to be aiioipted. Fdur Knights of the 
Garter then held oyto* his Majesty 
a rich pall of silk ; tho Dean of West- 
* miusUr took ihe ampulla aud spoon 
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from off the altar ; and pouring somo 
of the holy oil into the spoon, the^ 
Archbishop with it anointed the King, 
in the form of a cross : 

On the ciowii of his head, saving. 

Be thy head anointed with holy oil, 
as Kiin^b, Prie&ts, and Prophets were 
anointed. ' 

Upon the breast, saying. 

Be thy breast anointed with holy 

oil.” 

Upon the palms of both the hands, 
saying, 

Be thy hands anointed with holy 

oil,” 

And as .Solomon was anointed King 
by i^adok the Piiest, and Nathan the 
Prophet, so be you anointed, biessed, 
and consecrated King over this people: 
whom the Loid your (lod hath given yon 
to rule and govern ; in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen.” 

Then the Dean of Westminster laid 
the ampulla and spoon again upon 
the altar, and the King kneeling down 
at the fatdbtool, the Aiehbishop pio- 
nounced tliis Benediction: 

“ Our Lord Jesus ('lirist, the Son of 
God, who by his Father was anointed 
with the oil of gJudiiebS abo^ehls iellows, 
by his holy anointing pour down upon 
your head and heart the blessing oi the 
Holy Ghost, and prosper the works of 
y our bainhs : that by the a&sistauei of bis 
hoavcniy grace you may prcbei vt^ tl peo- 
ple committed to your charge in wealth, 
peace*, and^ godliness ; and aftt r a long 
and glorious course of ruling this tempo- 
ral kingdom wisely, justly, and leligt- 
uusly, you may at last be made pai taker 
of an eternal kingdom, Uirough the me- 
lits of Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

This prayer being ended, the* King 
arose, and the Dean of Westiniiister 
wiped and diied all the places anoint- 
ed with line linen, delivered to him by 
the l^ord Great Chamberlain ; and 
the Choirs sang thq aiftheni, “ Come, 
Holy Ghost, our souls inspire.” — 
The Dean then look the Spurs from 
the ullar, and delivered them to the 
Deputy Lord Gieat Chamberlain, who, 
kneeling down, touelied lus Majesty's , 
heels, and retMrncd them to the Dean, 
by whom tliey wore hud upon the 
alfar. 

The Duke of Dorset, who carried the- 
sword of state, then returned that sword 
to th*e Officers of the Jewel House, 
which \^a« thereupon deposited in the 
traverse ill King Fd\)ard'sl’Impel ;aud ' 
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received thence, in lieu thereof t another 
sword, in a scabbard of purple velvet, 
provided for the King to be girded w itli ; 
which having delivered to the Aich- 
bishdp, his Grace la\irig it iipoa the 
altar, said the following prayer: — 

“ Hear our prayerst, O Lord, we be- 
seech thee, and so dirc 6 t and support tliy 
servant King George, who is now to bo 
girt with tins sword, that he may not bear 
it in vain ; but may use it the Minister 
of God, for the terror and punishment of 
evil doers, and for the protection and cii- 
courageuicnt of those that do well, through 
Jesus Christ our I^rd. Amen.” 

Then the Archbishop again taking 
the sword from oil the altar, and the 
Dishops assisting, deli\ercd it into 
tlio King’s right hand, saying; 

** Receive this kingly sword, brought 
now fi 0111 the altai' of (> od, and dc!i\ ct cd 
to yon by the hands of us the Bishops aud 
seivauts of God, though unworthy.” 

His ]\rajesty having stood up, the 
sw'oid was girt about him by the Loid 
Grc.nt Chambeihiiii, and then agitiii 
sitting down, the Aiclibkshop said-* 

Remember him of whoiii tlie Ro>al 
Psalmist did prophecj , sa>ii;g, ‘ (^ird thee 
with thy sword upon thy thigh, O. thou 
most Mighty, good luck liase thou with 
thine honour ; ride on piosperously, be- 
cause of trutb, meekne*-s, aud righteous- 
ness and be thou a follower of him. 

M ith this swoid of justice, stop the 
giowth of iniquity, piotcct the holy 
Church of God, help and defend widows 
and orphans, restore the things that arc 
gone to decay, maintain the things tkut 
are restored, pniiihh and lefonn what is 
aiilis”, and coiitinn what is in good order : 
that doing these things you may bo glori- 
ous 111 all virtue; and so repiesont our 
Lord Jesus Christ in this life, tliat \bii niay 
reign for ever with him in the life which is 
to come. Amen.” 

Then the King, again lising, un- 
gilded his sword, and, going to the 
ajtar, offered it there in the scub- 
bard, aud then returned and snt 
down in his chair ; when the Duke 
of Dorset having redeemed it, diew 
it from tlie scabbard, and carried it 
^ntked before bis Majesty during the 
remainder of the solemnity. 

The Dean ot Westminster then took 
the AriuilJ from the Master of the 
Great Wardrobe, and put it about 
his Majesty’s n(^ck, tying it to bis 
arins, above and below the elbows, 
>witb silk stiings ; 4Qe Archhi^hup 
standing bcToie the King, and suyihg^ 
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Receive thi» Arinill as a token of the 
divine mercy embracing you on every 
side.” 

Next the Dalmatic robe of state was 
by the Master of the Great Wardrobe 
delivered to the Dean of Westminster, 
and by liim put upon the King, staiuD 
iiig ; the crimson rolu: b(*ing first taken 
olfbv the Doid Great Chamberlain; 
the King ha^ ing received it, sat down, 
and the Orb with the cross was brought 
from the altar by the Dean of West- 
minster, and delivered into the King's 
hand by the Arebbisbop, pronouneing 
this blessing 

Rceoivc this Imperial Robe and Orb, 
and the Lord your God endue yon with 
knowledge and wisdom, with majesty and 
with power from on lii|i|;h ; the Lord clot lie 
yon with the johe ot righteousness and 
with the garments of salvation : uml when 
jon see tliis Orb set nndfM* the Cross, re- 
member that the wliole world is subject to 
the power and empire of Ciirist our Re- 
deemer ; for lie is the. Prince of the King.s 
oft!ieea/th. King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords; so tli.it no man can reign happily 
wim di'riveth not his authority lioin him, 
ami di*ec1<'fli not al) his actions according 
to liis hiW’'." 

Thcji the Lord (!hnnihorlain deli- 
vered the King’s Ring to the \icli- 
bi.shop ; it was piacc{l on the fourth 
linger of his Majesty’s right hand, the 
Archbishop saying, 

“ Rceeivc this Ring, the ensign of 
kingly dignity and of defence of the Ca- 
tholic faith ; and as you arc this day so- 
Ictnnly invested in the. gov<'rmticiit of this 
earthly kingdom, so may yon be scaled 
with that spirit of promise which is the 
earnest of an heavenly inheritance, and 
reign with him who is the blessed and 
only Potentate, to whom be glory for ever 
ami ever. Amen." 

The King having then delivered his 
Orb to be laid upon the altar, the 
Dean of Westminster bjouglit the 
Sceptre and Rod to the Archbishop ; 
and the Lord of the Manor of Work- 
sop delivered to the King a pair of 
Gloves. 

The Gloves being put on, the Arch- 
bishop doliverod the Sceptre with the 
Cross into tlic King’s right hand, say- 
ing, 

“ Receive the Royal Sceptre, the en- 
sign of Kingly power and justice." 

And. the Rod with the Dove into the 
King’s left hand, saying, 

“ Receive the Rod of Equity and Mer- 
ry : and God, from whom all holy desires, 
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all good counsels, and all ju.st works do 
proceed, direct and assist you in the ad- 
iiiiDistratioii and exercise of all those pow- 
ers he hath given yon. Be so mercihiL 
that you he wot too remiss; so execute, 
justice, that you forget not mercy. Pu- 
nish the wicked, piotert the oppressed; 
and the blessing oj'hlin who w-as ready to 
perish sliall be upon yon ; thn.s in all thing.') 
following his great and holy example, of 
whom the Prophet David said, ’fhou 
lovest righteousness, and hates t iniquity ; 
the sceptre of tliy kingdom is a right 
sceptre even Jesus Christ our XiUid." 
Amen. 

The Archbishop then standing be- 
fore (he. altar, look tlie crow o into hi« 
hands, nod laying it cigaiii before bini 
upon tile altar, said, 

“ O (Jod, who crowncst tliy faithful 
servants witli mercy and loving kindness, 
look down upon tins thy sciv.iut (icorge, 
our King, who now iii lowly devotion 
bovietli his head to Ihy Divine Majesty ; 
and as thou dost this day set a cioimi of 
pure gold upon his head, so enrich h^s 
royal hcaitwith lliy heavenly grace, ai'd 
Cl own, him with all princely virtues which 
may ad«u’ 4 i tin* iiigli station wlunein I'lant 
hast placed him, ttiiongh JestH C liiist oer 
1-ord, to whom he lioiiciir ami gloiy tor 
over and ever. Amen." 

Then the King having sal down in 
King Edward's Chair, the Archbishop 
came from the altar ; the Dean of 
Wcsluiinsler brought the Crown; and 
the Aichhisho’p faking it of him, pie- 
cisely at a quarter befou; one o ciock 
placid it upon the King's head ; lonit 
and repealed shouts of “ GW Aorr t/;c 
AVw//.'” hailing the soleniiiily ; the trum- 
peli: sounded ; and l/y a signal given, 
the Tower and Pink guns were i.nsiantly 
fired to aiinonnec theCoronaiionto the 
public. The Archbishop Ihun said, 

** Be strong and of good courage : oh- 
' serve the commandments of (>od, and 
walk in his holy w'ays : figlil the good fight 
of faith, and lay hold on eternal life ; that 
ill this world you may he crowned with 
.success and honour, and when you hjive 
fiiiKhed your course, you may receive a 
crown of righteousness, whicli fJod the 
righteou.s Judge tliall give you in that 
day. Amen.’' 

The King being crowned, all the 
Peers imrnedialcly put on their coro- 
iiet.s ; and the Choirs sang Iho follow- 
ing now ant bom : — 

The King shall rejoice in thy strength, 
O Lord, exceeding glad shall he be ot fny. 
Salvation. I'hoo hast prescuied hini nun 
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t)ro ble.i^ings of goodncssi, and hast net a 
crown ot'ptire ^ohj liis head, ilalic- 
litjah ! Anicii.’' 

The Ai»!il)isliop then delivered the 
Holy Bible to his Majesty; saying— 

“ Oiir racioiis Kin:? ; \vc present unto 
your Majestj this Book, the most vjihiabj^ 
thing tint this world aifordoth. Here is 
wisdom ; this is the royal law ; these arc 
the lively oraelcs of tiod. l‘h*4s^d is he 
that rodde III, and tlie> lliathoai the words 
of this book ; that keep, and do, the 
things contained in it. i‘'oi those aic the 
words of eternal life : able to make yon 
wise and happy in this world, na\, wise 
unto salvation,' and so happy for e\er- 
moro, Hirough faith wl.i'di n in Christ 
desiis ; to whom be glory for ever. 
Amen.'' 

Then tlic King delivered hnek the 
Bible to tlie Archbishoj», who gjivc 
it to the Deuji of Weslmia.Mor. to 
be phiced again sipnii the altar. The 
King having been thus anointed and 
crou jieil, and having r( coiv<‘d n!i the 
emblems ot ro\aIty ; the Arehbi.shop 
.soleiiiiily blessed him, and all the 
liishojis .standing about him, answered 
each benedictii^n, with the re.st of the 
Peers, with a loud Atm u. 

The LohI bl<\ss and keep >oii: the 
Lord make the light of his eoiiiitoiian»*c 
to .sliiiio ior ever upon yoii, and be gi'..t'ioiis 
unto yon: the i.ord protect you m all 
your w.iys, p^e^erve yon from t-veev e\d 
thing, and pro.'per you in e\’jy thing 
good. Ameii/^ 

“ The Lord give you a faithl’ul Scinte, 
svi.se and upright Conneillors and Magis- 
tratos, a loyal Nobility, an < a dutiful 
Gentry; a pious and leariif I and ii'-e’tul 
Clergy ; an honest, industrious, and obe- 
dient eommonaltv. /Vineii.'* 

“ In your days may meioy and truth 
meet together, * and righteousness and 
peace kiss each other ; may wisdom and 
knowledge be the .stability of our tiin&«, 
anti the Icar of tJie Lord your treasure. 
Amen.' 

“ The Lord make your days many, and 
your reign prosperous; your Heet.s and 
armies victorious : mid may y m be re- 
verenced and beloved ijy uli your subjects, 
and ever encreasc in favour with God and 
man. Amen.’' 

“ Tlie glorious Maji .ty of the Lord our 
God be upon you : may he bless yon with 
, all temporal and s))iiituul liaoTone.ss in 
. thi.s world, ami crown you wirh glory and 
'imniortotiiy in the world to cmih-. Atnieii." 

“ 'fhe Lord g>\c yMi a r< ligious and 
victorious poalcjity loiolc tlc so kingdoms 
in all ages. AhU'.i." 

Then the Archliishnp turned to tliie 
^tuple, and »aid 


And the same Lord God Almighty 
grant, that the Clergy an<l Nobles assem- 
bled here for this great and .solemn ser- 
vice, and togetlicr with them all the peo- 
ple of Hic land, tearing God and honour- 
ing the King, may l;y the merciful snper- 
intendency; oftlic bivine J^rovidence, and 
the vigil/iut care of our gracious Sove- 
reign, continually enjoy peace, plenty, 
and prospsM'ify , througli Josn.s (Christ our 
Lord ; to whom, with, the eternal Father, 
and (»od the Holy Ghost, be glory in the 
Church, \vo» id without end. Aincii." 

1’lic blos.sing being given, the King 
again sat tiown, and tiro Choir sang 
the Tc Dmm ; wliile lii.s Mnje.sly, w ith 
all the Bi.sh()ps, Gi' il Oftioors, and 
other Peers, attending iJni, reposed 
hiin.sclf in his chair, l»eiow Ihe Throne. 

The TeJUtnn being Ciided, tlu'Kiiig 
w as iluMi plan d on hi.s Tin one by the 
Aiclibi.^lioj) and 15. shops, aud other 
Peers of llic kingdom ; whi'ii tlic Areli- 
bi.djop standing bidbre tlie King, said; 

Siaiid lir.n, and hold f.ist, from 
bcncct’oirh, ihe seat ;ind imperial dignity 
which is this day delivered unto you in the

The r\iiorJation being ended, all the 
Peers did homage befoie the King, 
and the Treasiner of the Household 
tlirew among the people medals of 
gold and silver, as the King's lar- 
gesse. 

The Archbishop first kneeling down 
before his Majesty, said ; — 

“ I, Charles, Archbishop of ('antcr- 
hury, will be faithful and true, and faith 
au.i truth will bear, unto yon onr Sove- 
reign Lord, and your heirs, Kings of the 
United Kingdom of Great Hrituiii and 
Ireland • I will do, and truly acknow- 
ledge, the' service of the lands which I 
claim to hold of you, as in right of the 
Church. So help me God." 

The 15i.shops kneeling around him, 
also pronounced the words of homage ; 
and ibo Arehbi.shop having ki.sscd his 

Majesty’s left elierk, and the nstof 
the Ji i. shops . after him, he roiircrt. 
Then thij Bake of York, ascending 
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the steps of llie Throne, and takiiijr vercci the Sce^ptros to the Archbiishop, 
off his coronet, prepared to 'kneel and who laid them upon the ultar ; andthe 
pronounce the words of homage ; but rest of the rogaiia w<Te also delivered 
the King, without permitting the ee- to the Dean, to be by him laid also on 
remoiiy, . raised him, and cordially the altar.

the other vessels w'cre richly embossed 
with various desices. Some ot thosti 
pieces Avere of very ancient dale, and 
have graced the (Coronation hauqucls^ 
of sc'veralof our .Alonarelis. A tew of 
them were even marked with the Ini- 
tials of Anne, and (’harles. The roy al 
table was ih<*ii placed opposite the 
throne, and in part under the canopy'. 
It was iicavly of a triangular shape; 
and at two of tin* sides Avere six chairs, 
Ihrct^ at each, for the reee,ptiou of the 
Itoyal Oukes and Prince Leopold. 
The table was eovered wjtji rich da- 
mask clollis, on which w .e A^rought 
the Roy al Arms and the several British 
orders^ aa'IUi their mottos. Hn these 
A^as placed a large oval mirror, hav- 
ing four square pieces ]nojeeting at 
dillcrenl sides. In the oval centre 
Avere the letters G. IV. R. and in the 
Kciuarccompartinenls Averc painted the 
le^l iiiid wliiferosc, lire shamrock, and 
the Ihistle; there were also several 
figures and stands of gold, placed on 
the fable. At the end fronting the 
Hall was suspench'd a very rich 
floAteicd white satin drapery, with 
gold fringe and bullion tassels, and be- 
tween llie festoons were the stars of 
the s( voral British orders in gold em- 
broidery. At a little before two the 
waiters commeneed laying cm the ban- 
quet on tlie tablets at b<dh sides of the 
Hall. The meats served up were all 
cold, and consisted of fowls, tongiie.s, 
pies, and a profusion of sAvcclmeats, 
conserves, and fruit of every kind. 
Before the tables were finally arranged, 
the candles in the sevciVi branches 
were lighted, of AAhich there Avnc Ihir- 
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teen on each side of the Hall , a\ itli sixty 
large wax lights in each. Besides 
W'liich. there were twelve table stjinds, 
with eightec'ii caudles in each, and to- 
gether wdth those placed in tlic choir, 
amounted to nearly two thousand 
lights ; exclusive of two branches of 
Argand lamps suspended at the right 
and left of the throne. 

In addition to the banquet for the 
numerous ilislinguisbed personages 
served within Westminster Hall; eo- 
A ers for nearly 2000 others, connected 
A\itli the procession, Avere; also laid in 
the aparimeiits adjoining ; and the 
iininber oi rickets for spectators to 
the Hall and Alibey, issued from tho 
departments of the L.,rd Great (3iam- 
berlain, and the Karl Marshal, con- 
siderably exceeded 7000. Kacli Peer 
Avho sigiiiiied his inleniion to be pre- 
sent reeei^ing five tickets; Privy 
Councillors, not Peers, four; Knights 
of the Grand Cross, three; Knights 
(’ommanders of the Bath, and Clerks^ 
in Council, two each. The duties of 
the deputy Rail Marshal, by special 
permission of his Majesty being exe- 
cuted by Lord How^ard of Rllinghani, 
in eonsccpjcnec of the indisposition of 
Lord H. II. Molyneux Howard. 

At about twenty minutes to four the? 
gates of the Hall wore lliiwn open to 
admit the procession on it’s return ; 
and, viewed through the arched wmy, 
the appearance of the white plumes of 
the Knights of the Bath was most 
magnilieent. On their entrance to the 
Hall, the Knights took olf their hats, 
hut the Peers contiiiiicd to A\car their 
(’oronels : and the procession entered 
ill the same iirder which it had left 
the Hall ; except that his Majesty 
now wore his CroAA'n, and bore St. Ed- 
ward’s Sceptre ill his right hand, and 
the Orb and Cross in his left ; and was 
attended by the various resident and 
extraordinary Ambassadors in their 
splendid costume ; all tlic Peers, 
Knights, &c. al.so wore their Coronets 
and caps : which very much encreased 
the Tn^gnificeiicc of* the spectacle. 
The Coronation medals vi'crc largely 
scattered amongst the multitude as 
the procession returned. 

On arriving at the Hall, thp Barons 
of the Cinque Ports bearing the ca- 
nopy proceeded Avith the canopy as faf 
as the steps of the platform, and took 
it the\ice as their fee : the King llieii 
ascended to the throne, and afterwards 
retired to his chamber ; and the music 
ascended the orchestra. On the ch* 
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trance of his Majesty, he was received 
with loud and continued acedamations ; 
— the ffcntlemcn waved their hats, and 
the ladies their handkerchiefs : wdiile 
the King seemed sensihly to feel the 
enthusiasm with which he was fi^rcetcd, 
and returned the salutations with re- 
peated bows. His Majesty was evi- 
dently fatiji^ued, but never appeared 
in better spirits. Tt would be impossi- 
ble to convey any adequate idea of the 
splendour of the Hall at the moment 
when the Procession had completely 
passed through the triumphal arch. 
The rich a:id i?(nx<^ous apparel of the 
Peers and Knijrhts, rolie\erl by the 
more lij?ht, tljonjj:h not less elegant 
dresses of the ladies, gave a niagui li- 
cence to the scene, wljieh w^e belic\e 
has never been cfiuallcd at the Coro- 
nation of any Sovereign of this Coun- 
try ; and, we Ihiok, w e might adrl of any 
monarch in bhirope. The Peers took 
their scats at llic tables appointed for 
them, and during the interval of his 
Majc.st>\s absence, the greater part of 
the ladies and gentlemen wdio had ])rc- 
viously occupied the gallcri<\s retired 
for refresliments, or d<;scciided into 
the Hall, whicli they promenaded for 
a coiisidoiablc time. 

Precisely at ‘id minutes past 5, the 
Lord Great (yharnherlaiii issued his 
orders that the centre of the Hall 
should be cleared ; and a long space 
of time elapsed, during which the 
Heralds made the necessary arrange- 
ments for the Mobility to return with 
liis Majesty. 

The entrance of the King being an- 
noiiiieod, his Majesty was followed 
into the Hall by the Lcmd (ircat Ch uu- 
berlain, and the Dukes of York, Cla- 
rence, Cambridge, Sussev, and Glou- 
cester. Prince Leopold bad been re- 
turned for some time previous. His 
Majesty wore the robc.s with wlitcli hn 
had been invested in the Abbey, and 
also the same crown. In his right 
baud he carried the sceptre, and in his 
left the orb, which, on taking liis seat 
on the throne, he delivered to two 
Peers stationed at his side for the 
purpose of receiving them. 

The first course was then served up. 

It consisted of 24 gold covers and 
dishes, carried by as many Gcntlcmon 
Pensioners ; preceded by six attend- 
ants on the Clerk Comptroller, tw'O 
Clerks of the Kitchen, who received 
the dishes from the Gentlemen Pen- 
(lioncrS;^ by the Clerk Comptroller, in 


a velvet gown tiimmed with silver 
lace, by two Clerks and the Secretary 
of the Hoard of Green Clotii, by I he 
Complroller and Treasurer of the 
Household, and by four Sergeants at 
Arms witJi their maces. 

Before the dishes were placed upon 
the table by the two (Merks of the 
Kitchen, tim great doors at the bottom 
of the Hall were throw'n open to I he 
sound of trumpets and clarions, and 
the Duke of Wellington, as Lord High 
Const able, the Marquess of Anglesea, 
as Lord lJii;h Steward, and Lord 
Howard of iflilingiiam, as Deputy Karl 
Miirshal, eiiteu d upon the lloor on 
horseback, remaining for sonn? iiii- 
niites under the archwa} . 'Mn; l>uk<i 
of Wi llinglon was on the left of the 
King, the Karl Marshal on flic riglit, 
ami the Marquess of Anglesea in the 
centre. 1'lie two forincr wen- mounted 
on beautiful while horses gorgeously 
trapped, and the latt .*. on ids favourite 
duii-cololircd Arabian, the viiparisons 
of which were equally rich. Lach was 
followed by a groom, and by tlie head 
of the horses wa!ke<l three pages, oe- 
sioiially soothing the animals by pat- 
ting their necks. 1’heir c vccllent tem- 
per, and the skill with which tin y were 
managed, however, rendered this al- 
most needless ; and the inniiiicr in 
which these Noblemen rode np the 
avenue, excited general admiration. 

While the 21 covers were placed uj)- 
on the royal tabic, tiicsc Noblemen 
remained on horseback at the lowest 
step leading to the throne, and as the 
Gentlemen 'Pensioners delivered their 
flishes, they retired backwards be- 
tween the three Imrscs, and so left the 
Hall. They were followed by the 
Duke of Wellington, the Marquess of 
Anglesea, and Lord How'ard of Efling- 
ham, who backed tbeir steeds with 
great skill down the centrp of the 
Jlall. The animals were most tracta- 
ble and gentle, and as soon as they 
wore beyond the limits of the archway, 
the doors were closed. 

The dlshc^l yet remaining uncovered, 
the bason and ew er were presented by 
the Lord Great Chamberlain that hi.s 
M ajesty might wash. Ho was assisted 
by the Karls of Abingdon and VeruJam, 
and the Lord of the Manor of Hey don 
was in attendance with a towel ; w hen 
his Majesty having dipped his lingers 
in the rose-w'ater, and wiped them, 
returned the napkin to the gentleman 
who had performed the service of 
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bearini; it. The Deputy appointed 
by the Lord of the Manor of Adcliii?^- 
toij then piT.scnled the Moss of Diile- 
groul, prepared by the Kind's aster 
Cook. And the Lord of the Manor of 
Wymoiidley, in IJcrlfoidshire, as- 
sisted by the Kind's Cupbearer, re- 
ceived from the Ollieer of the Jewel- 
Mouse a silver u;ilt cup, coiituiuing 
wine ; his jMajesty having drank 
thereof, returned tlie cup to him for 
bis fee. 

The Duke of Argyll, as Great Mas- 
ter of the Household of Scotland, also 
presented a gold cup of wine ; and his 
Majesty having drank, also returned 
the cup to liim for his fee. 

The Dukes of York, Clarence, and 
Sussex, sitting on the right hand of 
the King ; and the Dukes of Cam- 
bridge and Gloucester, with Prince 
Leopold, on the left ; the Carver and 
Assistant Career, the Earls of Den- 
bigh and ('hichester, took their stations 
at the bottom of the table, attended 
by the Earls of Mount- Edgeomhe and 
Whitworth, who acted as Sewer and 
Assistant-Sevver. The Duke of De- 
vonshire sustained tin? orb on the left 
of the throne, and the Duke of Rut- 
land the S(!eplrc with the dove on tlio 
right ; supported by the Lord of the 
Manor of Worksop, with the ordinary 
sceptre, and the Peers bearing the 
four swords. The Dean of the Chapel 
Royal having said grace, the tureens 
and dishes were then uncovered, and 
flic carvers proceeded to help ii s 
Majesty. 

'JMie first course haviug been re- 
moved, the attention of all present 
was o\citcd by a loud lloiirish of trum- 
pets ; when the great gates were 
instantly thrown Avide optn, and 
Henry Dyruoke, Esq. the Champion, 
made his appearance under the Go- 
thic archway, mounted on his piebald 
charger. 

Mr. Dymokc was in polished steel 
armour, and was accom])Hnjrd on the 
right by the ])nke of Wellington, and 
on the left by Lord Howard of Eiliiig- 
ham. He was ushered within the li- 
mits of the Hall by two trumpeters, 
with the arms of the Chanipion on their 
banners ; by the Serjeant Trumpeter, 
and by two Seijeants at Arms with 
maces. An Es(|iiire in half armour 
was on each side, the one bearing his 
lance, and the other his shield or tar- 
get ; and the three horsemen were fol- 
lowed by grooms and pages. 


The first challenge was given at the 
entrance of the Hall, where the trum- 
pets having sounded thrice, it was 
read by the Herald attending the 
CJuunpion, in the following lernis : — 

“ If any person, of whatdci;i*ee soever, 
high or low, shall deny or gainsay our 
Sovereign Lord King Ccorgc the Fourth, 
of the Cniled Kingdom of (»i eat Eritaiii 
and Indn.’d, Defeinlei* of tlie Vaith, son 
and next heir to oiirSoveieign King 
George the Third, the last King deceased, 
to be right heir to the Imperial Crown of 
this Cnited Kingdom, or that he ought 
not to enjoy the. same ; here is his Cham- 
pion, wito saith that he Heth, and is a 
false traitor ; being leady in person to 
combat with liim, and in thi'. fjiiarrel will 
adventure his life, against him ui. v hat day 
soever he shall be appointed.” 

After pausing for a fcAV seconds, the 
Champion drew off his gauntlet, and 
threw it upon the floor, w ith a very 
chivalrous air ; when after a short 
pause, the Herald took up the glove, 
and returned it to the Cliautpioii. The 
cavalcade then advaneeci half w ay up 
the Hall, when it again baited, and 
the trumpets having again s<uinded, 
the challenge was read as before, the 
gauntlet thrown down, and restored 
to the challenge'. At the foot of th(3 
throne the same eereniony was a lliird 
time repealed, the Herald reading the 
challenge at the top of the liisf flight of 
stops, while sln>uts of aptdausc, and 
A'oeifeiations of “ Long live the King,” 
followed each restoration of the gaunt- 
let to llie Champion. His cJjarger was 
eonsi<lciably alarmed h\ liio iiokse, 
but he seemed to have a complete oom- 
luand oA'er liiin^ and restrained his ac- 
tion within limits suited to the narrow 
. space in which he could be permitted 
to move. 

The knightly appearance and gallant 
deportment of the Champion obviously 
gave considerable pleasure to his Ma- 
jesty, who taking the goblet that was 
presented to him by the Cup-boarer, 
drank to the bold challenger with a 
corrcspofiJing air of giiiety. Tho 
Champion on his part liaviug received 
the cup, drank to the King, exclaim- 
ing, “ Long live his Majesty Kino 
George the Fourth.'^ And, as usual, 
then gave the cup to one of his pages, 
who bore it away as the peniuisilc 
of his master. 

The armour worn by the Champion 
wUvS a suit of the whitest polished steel, 
of a dazzling brightness ; and his hel- 
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met bore a superb plume of 27 ostrkb 
feathers, in et^oal falls of white, red, and 
blue, surmounted by an hejroii’s tuft ; 
Ill's horse’s head was similarly deco- 
rated with a sniallor plume, as were 
the horses of the .D(‘pui> l^orl Marshal 
and Lord High Constahie. The Tri- 
umphal Oothi'! Arch tbrou‘;li which 
this splendid cavalcade entered, was 
designed by Mr. Hiort, flanked by 
two ufWeis, between which was the 
music gallery ; and within the niches 
in front, weio tin', figures of Bichard 
the Second, and Edwaid the Confessor. 
The entrance to the platform was by 
a pair of massive foldingdoors, on the 
piiiiciple (»f flood gates, calculated to 
icsisi the greatest pressure. 

The (’haijipiou hauiig retired, wdth 
his face to his Majesty, tlio second 
course was broiiglit in hv the (Jentle- 
nien Pensioners pieeist'iy in the same 
from as the first, the Lord High Con- 
st able, tin* Lord High Steward, nitd 
the ILii! Marshal, attending as before 
on Iiorsohai'k. 

Jnuuedialt'ly afl^irvvards, (3urter, al-

After each ceremony also, the com- 
pany shouted (Jon sni:e the 
and the ladies waved their Jiandker- 
cJiiels and Ians. 

Dinner being concluded, the Lord 
Mayor and twelve principal Citizens 
of London, as assistants to the Chief 
Butler of JiJnglaiid, accompanied by 
the King’s Cupbearer and assistant, 
presented to his Majesty wine in a gold ' 
cup ; and the King having drank 
thereof, returned the gold eup to the 
Lord Mayor as his fee. 

The Mayor of Oxford, witli the 
eight other Burgesses of that City, as 
assistants to the Lord Mayor and Ci- 
tizens of London, were also conducted 
to his Majesty, preceded by the King’s 
Cupbearer, and having presented to 
the King a bowl of wine, received the 
three maple cups for his fee. 

The Lord of the Manor of Lyston, 
pursuant to liis claim, also brought 
up a charger of wafers to his Majesty’s 
table. 
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The Duke of Atholl, as Lord of the 
Isle of Man, then presented his Majesty 
with two falcons ; and considciabie 
curiosity w\'i.s excited by the preseiit- 
. nicnt of these beautiful birds, which 
sat perfectly tarnc on the arm of his 
Grace, coinplolcly hooded, and fur- 
nished wilfi i ells. 

The Duke of Montrose, as l\Iaster 
of the Horse to the King, performed 
the oflicc of Serjeant of the Silver 
Scullery. 

The Lord of the Barony of Bedford 
performed tlie office of Aimoncr ; and 
the otlice of Chief Larderer was per- 
formed by llie Deputy of the Earl of 
Abergavenny. 

After the dessert w^a.s ser\od up, the 
King'vS health was annouiieed by the 
Poei.-i, and a long and Jiappy reign to 
Iiis Majesty, which was received with 
three limes thnic treinendous cheers 
by' the whole companv. 

Goii save the Khig ! *' foJlow'cd, 
sung hi hoe stylo by .the whole choir, 
the elioiiis he'n.t* «v, died by theeom- 
paiiy, all standing. The l>nko of Nor- 
folk, by «‘^'aiinaijtl of his .Mnjc'dy, therr 
said, “ TJie King thanks Ids I’ecrs for 
drinking his henith : and due s tin m the 
honour to di ink their health and tliat 
of his good piople.” liis Majesty 
lose, and bowing three limes to the 
variou.s parts of the iminensi' coii- 
eoursc, drank tl^ health of nil present, 
whieli was sneeerded by ioiid and 
long coidiniM d shouls tVom all sides, 
during wiiicJi tlie King resumed his 
scat on his throne. 

“ Aon 7whis, Do^nine!'* having been 
sung by tiie cdioir, vaiious Peers paid 
llicir homage and respects to hi.s Ma- 
jesty ; after w Inch, the King, receiving 
from the Pukes of Devonshire and 
Beaufort his orb and sceptre, retired 
amid reiterated acclamations. The 
King quitted the Hall at a quarter 
before ft o’clock : after which the com- 
pany w'cre indiscriminately admitted 
to partake of such refreshments as re- 
mained on the tables, and the Hall 
was cleared soon after nine. 

After his Majesty quitted the Hall, 
a general rush was made towards the 
tabic from whence the King* had but 
just departed ; every one anxious to 
obtain some remembrance of the ce- 
remony, and for that purpose seizing 
every decorative, or useful article 
which had served the Peers’ tables at 
the dinner. The Lord Great (.'hani- 
bcrlain and some other Olkccis of 
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State threw themselves on llie King's 
table, ami by grasping every thing 
within their compass, succeeded witli 
the utmost ditlicnlty in prosciving the 
gold and silver; it was a cumpletc 
scramble, many persons bore away in 
triumph spoons, wine glasses, salt* 
cellars, ik-e. The Hall was liowever, fi- 
nally cleared by half past nine o’clock. 
Several ladies fainted during the day, 
among whom was Princess Ksterliaz}, 
who sUlfered consideiahly from the 
overpow'^cring heat of the Ahbe\\ 

The order of the Procession, as we 
have ahead} detailed it,cxliihitinghift 
a faint sketch of that magnificent spec- 
tacle; we shall now endeavour to 
mark the pieliirc more distinctly, by 
some description of those dresses, 
which it evbibiled in such splendid 
variety and gorgeous inofuslon, sub- 
joining also some additional and in- 
teresting particulars. 

The train was headed by Miss 
Fellowcs, wlio with iiiueli grai'c and 
dignity, performed the fujietions uf 
piincipal IJorb-woman, e:;rr}isjg a. 
most beautiful basket tilled v. i.li llie 
elioicesl Ib^wers; and wearing a mag- 
iiitie< nt diess of wiiito satin, watli 
a mantle of tlie ruie>t seailet elolli 
trimmed with gold, and lined witli 
white satin, also a splendid gold badge 
and chain; and head-dress of gold 
wheat, intei mixed wiUi grapes and 
laurel leaves.

Collier, also eanied 
three, baskets, elegantly formed l<>r 
two to each , '?id all wore w liitc eiv,po 
dresses, over rich white satin, with an 
appropriate sash ot tlovvcrs siispcjided 
from the slnmlder to the bvittom of 
the skirt, and (lowers tastefully ar- 
ranged in die trimming, with gabrieilc 
rulls ; head di esses and ehaplcls of 
flowers to correspond. V'/ie Messenger 
of the CoiU'fje of Arms^ wore a scarlet 
cloak, with the. Arms of the College 
embroidered on the left shoulder, and 
the J)ean\i Iteadle of iVestufinster was' 
also ill scarlet. The High O’fistaUle 
of Wesifuinstir carried his slatf (‘f 
oOicc, antf was in a Court dress, with 
the addition of a scarlet cloak em- 
broidered with silver, and won* scarlet 
rosettes in his shoes. The Knigf l 
Marshal W'ore a scarlet <lress, slushed 
with blue on the eulfs, the shoulders, 
and waistband, with the addition of a 
s/arlet manile lii'.ed wiiii white silk, 


blue silk stockings, black shoes with 
blue roses, a black hat turned up 
before, with black and white feathers, 
and a scarlet sword-belt and sheath. 
The six Clerks of Chuneery were in 
Court dresses, )he King's Chaplains 
in canonicals, with the scarlet gow ns 
and hoods of their academical degrees. 
Tlie Sheriffs and Alder men of London 
woie in Court dresses, with their 
scarlet gowns, gold chains, plumed 
caps, ike. ; and the Masters in Chan- 
cery, in black gowns, the King's Ser- 
geants ill red, and the King's Attorney 
and Solicitor General in black; all 
wearing full hoUomed wigs. TJse 
Gentlemen of the Privy Cliamhr wore • 
vests of .scc'irlet silk, slashed with blue 
and ii<‘hly laced with gohl; the sur- 
eoat, stockings, sword-belt, and sheath 
all blue; the shoes while, with blue 
roses; and their bats black, with 
red and black f(‘alhers. The ( hildrtn 
of the Choir of Weslmiytster wen* 
dressed in white surplices; those of 
the Chapel Royal the same, with .sear- 
let niatiiles over them. The Choir of 
Wtstmi'fi.stvr ill widte surplus s, and 
lli(' Centivmnt of the Chapel Royal in 
searbd mantles. The St h- Dean of 
the Chapel Royal in a MJM’iet gown ; 
the Prelivndaries of }V<'s(ntin.^ier wore 
ii<h copes ovei their .suijdiciis, em- 
broidered with gold, as did also the 
J)efsn who fo!Iov^t■d them. 

The Pnrsairants of Seotland ar.d 
Irelond wore their (*m1noidcied ta- 
banis, and his iMajesfy's Hand were 
ill ricli scarlet livt iies, !{linosl vHioJIy 
coveted with gold lace. 

The Ojjietrs nttevdart on \he haigl.ts 
CoiMniandt rs of the Halh, wore eriiiiMuj 
satin vesis, ornamented with white, 
and white silk mantles. 'J'h<'> also 
wore rufl's, chains, and badges; and 
tbeir stockings were of white silk with 
crimson roses. The Knights Com- 
manders if the Hath wore the costume 
a la Henri Qnatre, with rulls and hats 
turned up in front. Their vests and 
slashed p..ntaloons were of wdiito 
.satin overspread with a small silver 
laec; short cloaks of crimson satin, 
embroidered with the star of the 
Order, and lined with vvliite. Half- 
boots of white silk, with red heels, 
crimson satin tops and crimson ro.se.s; 
golden spurs, white sword-bolt.s and 
sheaths ; and their hats black with 
plumes of white ostrich feathers. The 
dresses of the Knights Grand Crosses 
had all the beauty of the Knigku 
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Votnynnivlers' M’ilh soinewhfit ii»ojc 
tun^ni(i(‘('!)co, the sliort cluitk bciii^ 
substitukul liy aii ample man - 

tle. and for llie teulhers a laii^or and 
loftier plume. The Bfn'uns of the 
Kxc/ietfuer, the Jastict's of noth Bene/us, 
ami tin.* Chief Jmstices of the Kxf^lmqHer 
and Common Pleas, all in llieir n‘il 
robes; the Viee-(U\aitei'llor und Master 
of the Polls botli ia black ^ovviis, 
I'ielily laced vtirh ^'old ; and the Lont 
Chuf Justice of the hinges Bench in red, 
^vil)l his golden eoiJar: all vi eating 
lull-bottomed wigs. 

The Privif Councillors, not Peers, 
wore vests, breeelies, and ho.Ke, all of 
deep blue silk, the vests being rielily 
luce4l with gold, inautic.'s ol sniiti, 
lined \^ith while; and all wbit<* ro- 
seiles, mils, mid black Spanish Jials, 
with white feathers. 

I’lie Iteyistrar of the. Order of the 
OarUr, and KnUjhis ; the Priin;e 
Leopold and the Mai qnessoi London- 
derry, were ill the splendid full (lres.s 
of the t)rder ; — a purple velvet mantle, 
with red v(il\<‘l cape, ilieir hats 
enriehed witli most daz/Jing jew ci- 
lery, mnl sui mounted witii an ample 
plunn* of wliite feat in rs. Bis yiojes- 
tfs Toe Chmuhcrlain and tin* ( u,np^ 
teolicr if Ins i/onst hold, w eie in (h jiii- 
son velvet cloaks, with black hats and 
white foalliers. Their cloaks were 
lae.ed with gold, their vests blue, 
s i ashed w'ith vv h i 1 e, and t !i e i r s toek i ngs , 
shuo.s, find rosettes, all wliih*. The 
7'reasurer of his Majestfs ilonsehohl 
bore the bag with tlie nieOais; and 
Was dre.ssed in a erimson velvet eloak. 

I’he Lari of Mayo, in his robes of 
estate, as a Peer, carricil the Sttutdanl 
of Hanover, a red iiag, lien ring for it’s 
dovie-e a white hors**, ji.nd preceded 
the Barons, who, as well as all the 
other Peers, were in their robes of 
estates, a crimson velvet muntle, 
with an ermine cape, having two rows 
of spots, a white silk vest, breeches, 
stockings, and shoes, with white 
rosettes ; a crimson velvet surcoat, 
and sword belt.' Lord Beresford and 
the Karl of Lauderdale, walked toge- 
ther, in their robes of estates ; the 
former carrying XliGStayidard of Ireland, 
a green flag, bearing for it’s device 
a harp ; and the latter the Standard of 
Scotland, a yellow flag, bearing a red 
lion, within a bordure. Kachof these 
Noble Lords was attended by a Page 
dresi in a white satin vest slashed 
with light blue, white breeches, stock- 
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lugs, and shoes, a light blue silk man-* 
rie, and a blue hat, with while fea- 
ther. s. 

’J‘ho Bishops cf Bngland and Ireland 
were in their blnek .silk lobes and 
law'll ; ami the r/‘ce</w^v v.'ore their 
robes of estate, distinguished only 
from tlios of ihe Barone, by having 
tliiee row s oformine spots on the capes 
of their mam ies. 

'riie ^Standard of I.'vgland, a' white 
flag bearing the rod cross of St. 
floorgt*, VI as carried by Lord Hill iti 
bis robes of estate, at the head of’ 
llie Karls, v\ bo.se robes of estate were 
only di ninguishablc Innii iliose of the 
yisioants, by I'caring riuolhri half 
i4»w of (“rinitjc. 

The J-’arl of JTareoiiri in iti.s rf>be» 
of <-.sluti*, can icil tin* ( Hion tStaudard , 
a flag bearing the CiiliiUis of llio 
iiiiii.sh Lui4ni in llieir usual anaiige- 
ineiil. Ills Loid.ship vva.s allciul<‘d by 
a (L'titlenian in a starlet fmek laecd 
with gold, and gir-t with a,dark blue 
silk sash, his breeches ami stoi kings 
wlii]4% with black slnn-s atid seailet 
ros<'tles, the dr4‘s.s appointed for tlio.se 
tJeriilonii^ii vvlio Iia4l tm* honour to 
litieml the st rviee 4)1* the ban^jnet in 
llie ilali. He was .S4ie40cd4*d by the 
JJart/iie,y.u'^ in their robes ol estate, 
flieir orinim* capes having four rows 
of spots. 

The Lord Chaniberluin of his Majes- 
tifs HonsehoUr, in his robes of (i.stat4;, 
was Hlicndcd liy an Oj/rver of the 
Jetm I Oj/lve hi a seal let mantle, vviili 
a crown embroblered on bis b'lt 
shoulder, bearing a cushion, on wbich 
were plac(*d the ruby ring, and the 
swoid to be girl about the King. I’hc 
J.ord Sic tea rd of his Majesty's Uvase^ 
hold wa.s id.so ip his robes of estate ; 
and was followed by Karl Harcourt in 
his robes of estate, carrying the Royal 
Standard, a flag emblazoned' with his 
Majcsly’s arms. 

The Lord Pricy Seal and Lord Pre^ 
sident of the Council wore their robes 
of estate; Ihc Archbishops of Ireland, 
aiid the Archbishop oj York, their 
black and lawn ; the Lord Chancellor 
his robes of e.stnte, with a lull bot- 
tomed wig; and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury like the other Prelates* 
black and lawn. 

The Regalia were preceded by tw o 
Sergeants at Arms , drest in scarlet 
slashed with blue, and white gynip 
edgings, a bine surcoat, sword belt 
and sheath, blue stockings with white

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sho''s and blur rosettes, a black hat 
with black and red feathers and red 
trimmios;. 

The U^her of the Green Ilod wore a

The Aen/ Moijor a rosiii dress, with 
his gi)v/n, collar, and jewel, boro the 
City niaere. 

The Usher of the B^arh Rod wore a 
scarlet dress slashed with while, a 
crimson mantle linetl with wldt'^, with 
the Ked <bt>ss shield enii)‘H»‘»de!cd on 
Lis left shoulder, red stockings aii(i 
sword-sheath, wljilc slioes with red 
Toseltes, and a Idaek hat and feather: 
ca trying in his hand the black rod. 

The Lin'd Great Chamher- 

lain of b^igland wore liis robe> of 
cstaU* as a Peer, aiid carried in his 
hand his white sfatV. 

Prince Leoj'.o.M, as we have alieady 
nieiitioiH'd, was <ir(*ssod like the \faj- 
<|Uess of bondoaderiy, itJ the fiiil habit 
of the Order of the (inrfer. earning 
in his riuht band his Marslial’s baton, 
and inbislefj bis cap and feathers, liis 
Ro>al Uighness’s train was borne b> a 
Genlleuian in a white silk vest an ' 
breeches e<lge«l with g>inp, whi:c 
stockings, slioes, and rosettes, a bine 
Velvet sword belt ainl sheath, a pi, da 
blue satin cloak lined with while j.iJk, 
and a black hat with while rt‘aihcis. 

The other Piir.cos wore iti their 
robes of. estate, with train bearers 
baiiitcd as h ;s hcen just de.seiihed; and 
the Lords, Iliuh (\)ustahles of tihyland, 
Svotland, ond JrelattiLvfom their robes 
Of estate, and bore tliri * staves. 

Hi.s Maji'sl) ’s dress and appearam’e 
we cannot do Justice to, eilhc»' a.s be 
proceeded to ilic Abbev, wealing bis 
tich purple ^ civet cap of estate, 
adorned with jewels, and surmounted 
by agraceful pluiunge of wtn'ic ostrich 
feathers ; or, as lie icturiu d, ids fore- 
head radiant in the sunshine, w ith tho 
Kgbt and elegant (boAvn of State, one 
blaxe of diamonds! On the foiiiier 
occasion his robe of State was of 
diirh.sni velvet, spttading out into 
ompK; folds, and a long train ; massive 
Willi the golden stars and other orna- 


mcnls by which it was studded: on 
the latter, the robe was of pii^le 
velvet, furriMl with ermine. In going, 
he wore on his hands a pair of w'hite 
gloves, inaonilicently fringed with 
gold: on tlie return he bore in his 
right band St. L'daard's Sceptre^ mth 
the cross, and in his left the golden 
Orh. In both in.it-anccs his Majesty 
was supported bv a Reverend Prelate 
on each hand; he walked under, or 
occasiouallv preceded, a canopy of 
csoiii of gold, supported by the 16 
Barons of the Citu(iie Ports and IJa-^ 
veils; and his train was supported by 
eight eldest sons of t^cers, assisted by 
the Master of the Rohrs, and followed 
by the (hoom of the Rohes; v bile on 
cru*!i maiclu'd twenty of the I and 
of Gentlrwm Ptr.biovers, beaded by 
tlis'ir Lintifiiant and Standard Jhartr. 

The Burovs of the Cinifui’ Ports wore 
a scarlet satbi dios‘i. puked wdlb bJuo 
and gold twnp edging, a blse satin 
snreoat, blue velvet s\\ord belt and 
sheath, se Jib;t silk stockings, whito 
shoe's, with scarlet rosettes, and a 
black hat, with scarlit and black fea- 
thers. 

yy»e Tt ain-hearrrs and Masters of 
the WTtc hal iicd alike io a white 

satin dress, slasJicd and laced with 
gold, a ciiinson \« l\ot cloak, laced 
with gold, ctiinsori \ehel s^.vord belt 
and sbciilh, wldte silk stockings, 
shoes, and rosettes, a black hat and 
while fealhi'is. 

The Geniiemen Pensioners wore a 
scathd dress slashed with blue, aud 
almost wholly co\cjcd wiih gold bul- 
lous, spread like icee over girat part 
of the habit; red silk stoekings, white 
slioes with red and black roses, while 
gloves, and a black hat with icd and 
black f‘ aUicrs. 

The Lords of the Iung*s Bedcham- 
ber had a peculiar dress, consisting 
of a Iduc \est slashed with white and 
gold lace, whi^e stockings, shoes, aud 
rosettes, a blue velvet swoid belt and 
sheath, ? ciiuison velvet cloak laced 
with gold, and a black hat with whito 
feathers. 

'JVie Keeper of his Majesty* s Privy 
Parse wore a blue satin eioak tiiinmed 
with broatl gold lace, a blue satin 
dress slashed with white and laced 
with gold, white stockings, shoes, and 
ro'^cltes, a black hat, aud white fea- 
thers. 

The Gentlemen of the Bedvhamler 
vrore a blue drtss edged with spangled 
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^ymp, and slashed with white, a plain 
blue satin cloak, lined with vliittr; 
blue silk stockings, white shoes, with 
blue roses ; blue sword belt and 
sheath, a black hat, and hite feather. 

The Physicians and Sui'gcons were 
ill Court rfressek ; and the Apothecary 
was in blue, slashed with scarlet, 
Irimiiieil ivitli ifyinp, a scarlet cloth 
cloak, blue silk sloekinjrs, red shoes, 
a blue sword belt and sheath, and a 
black hat, w ith a black feather. 

Of the Foreign Ambassadors^ the 
most corispicuons was Piince jL’sler- 
bazy, who wore a Hussar jacket, laced 
and studded all over with pearls, and 
a pelisse on the left shoulder, simi- 
larly orriame.'ited, as well as cniiched 
withse\eral ssipcrh diamond stars and 
crosses. He hud also a collar of 
fliaiuonds, sword belt and hilt of the 
Same, and a superb cheHagb, or plume 
of triumph, .surmouiitin^' his hassar^s 
cap, of the same brilliant and cosily 
materials. 

As early as halC past five in the 
niorniog’, the Members of the Corpo- 
ra I ions of the (yiiios of London and 
Ox lord, met at the f(»ot of Hlaekfriars 
Brid.tic, where the State Bn? 2 : 0 . nm li- 
ned by watermen in scarlet liveries, 
wilh siher badp;cs and velvet caps, 
and comtmiiidetl by the Water BailitV 
and Mr. Scaile, was iu waiiinp: to re- 
ceive them. The Lord Ma>or w'as 
habited in a superb court dress of 
purple and wliitc satin, wdth a brii- 
Jiuritly embroidered robe of sea riot, 
and a velvet eap ; and a plume of 
black ostri<;h feathers, turned up with 
a loop of brilliants. Ilis Lordship w as 
attend <*d by the Sv/ord-bcaror, with 
the City Sword, tlio Common Crier, 
who boic the City Maee, and his 
Lordship’s Chaplain. Slieriils Waith- 
mau and Williams followed, in their 
State robes. 

, The Aldermen wdio were? present 
were, Sir-Kd.

'I’hc Mayor and Burgesses of Oxford 
'xvho claimed, inuh r Cliarler, to assist 
llie CitiziMis of London in the Butler- 
sliip, wt re— H< rbert Parsons, Esq.

Keeordi r ; Ric hard Cox, JCm|. Aider- 
man ; Thomas Fox Biieknetl, Esq.

I’lie ‘Tiekels, both for the Hall and 
the AI)boy, were of the most splendid 
desciiplinn, and of the same eliaiae- 
ter, printed in diiVereiit eolaiiM‘<l inks, 
and were designed and priuied under 
file direction of Sir Willifon Congreve. 
In the eontre was a medallion, on 
which was represented his Majesty in 
his full coronation chess, seated on his 
throne, and an aiuicl dc seending IVofii 
heaven to place the eicnvn y{M>n bis 
head. In bis liands he held the seep- 
CTC and orb; and on bis light stood 
allegoiieal figures ot lliitannia, Hiber- 
nia, ami Sotia ; and cm Ins left two 
figures of Justic-.e*,' one bolding the 
.scale and the other the swonl. Tin? 
figures being white, on a blue ground. 
The whole was siii rounded with a 
g^.rlcr, containing the inscription— 
Georgius 11 II, Dei Gratia Hritaniarum 
Rex, Fid. Defs — upon a red ground, 
.shaded with black. This again w'as 
cpcircled with a wrreuth of roses, 
thistles, and sliamrocks, tin? (lowers 
being red on a black ground. At the 
bottom were two laurel brunches 
united by a libbon, the leaves after- 
nafeJy bhiek and red, freiu which 
sprang a radiant ciixle ; at the extio- 
niity of which on one •'hie, was the 
figure of Fame, vvilh b:*r tnimpef. — and 
ou the other the figure oi Peace, with 
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• a wreath of liuirel in one hnnil, and an 
olive-branch iu the other. Surmount- 
ing: the whole w^cre the Kinix’s Arms, 
with the letters “ G. I?/' un one side, 
and “ IV.** on the other. At each 
comer was an oval space for the name 
of (he place for which the licLct was 
intended, Abbfy, or Hall, and the 
number. On the outer erljre was a 
beautiful embossed border of oak 
leaves and acorns, tf?ruiinated at each 
corner by the crown placed on the in- 
signia of En;:ch')nd, ireiami, and Scot- 
land. The name of the parly to whom 
the ticket was gjranted. tlit‘ words, not 
transfenible, at the bottom on the 
left, and the ,sii;iia(ure of the Lord 
Great Chanihrrlam^ or thti Earl Mar- 
s/taL on the ri»ht. The onicial seal 
W'as in the centre ; and the box to 
which the ticket admitted distinctly 
specified. 

The Abbey Ticket w'as prinied with 
the same Congirtne plate as the for- 
mer, but, in respect to the solemnity 
of the place, wdtii blue nn<l black ink 
instead of n'd and black : it was de- 
corated w itli a most appropriate frume- 
work in relief ; consisting of a rich lior- 
der of embossed (iotliic fancy in quatre 
foilpannels; the margins bet n ecu, bc- 
in^C ornamented with laurel lirnnehes, 
with the rose, shamrock, and thistle, 
altcrimteiy distrihuled witliin lliem ; 
the anjyles were appropriated to the 
Abbey Anns, surmounted with the 
Jvoyal Clown, the space on each side 
being: filled with the Union Badj^es, 
and the backs of the tickets distiii- 
g’uislicd by dificrenl colours of icd, 
preen, bllic, and yellow, applicable to 
the particular situations in the Abbey. 

The Procession Ticket pre.sentcd in 
the centre a medallion representation 
of his Majesty in a triumphal car, 
draw'n by four fiery steeds, enclosed 
by enpine work in bine and red. This 
was encompassed by a beautiful spe- 
cimen of rich embossed w'ovk. At the 
top, in the centre, was the Royal 
Crow'D, encircled by cays of roiral 
glory ; on each side the Union badge : 
and thence, in scroll ornament, lions* 
beads, and branches of oak ; on each 
side of the Oouprevc print, the rose^ 
shamrock, and thistle, pendent in re- 
lief; and, in the same style, at bottom, 
branches of oak and. laurel. 

The Athcy pass Ticket w as a print, of 
the north elevation of the Abbey, on a 
blue ground, siirrounded like the 
former, with engine work, and stars 


of 'the Orders, and inscribed Abbey 
pass Ticket, This again was enoiose.il 
with embossed work of the (hown 
Royal, Union Badge, and Scroll, with 
oak and laurel on each side, and palm 
branches wmc appropriately iiiLro- 
dueed at the bottom. 

The Halt pass Ticket, presentcfl an 
appearance of rays emitting from the 
centre in subdued red, surrounded en- 
tirely by the circular Union Badge in 
blue, as used in the large Hall and 
Abbey tickets. Above appeared in 
rciici the double cypher of G. IV, R. 
in beads, the* Badge of Union thrown 
into scroll w'ork o/i each side, the 
words Pass Ticket in the centre, and 
the signature and seal of Loid Gwydir* 
at the b(»rU>in. 

^ The Coronation Medals given to the 
Ireers, ami distributed in the Proces- 
sion, had on Die obverse, a head of bis 
Majesty, in very high relief, crowned 
wi ill lau rel . The edge w as raised , a nd 
enclose the inscription, Georgius IV. 
D. G. BritanniaruutJteXf F, JJ. The 
reverse presented the King sitting in a 
chair, holding a baton, and \ ictory 
crowning liim in the presence of Die 
three kingdoms, which w'crc represent- 
ed by figures, the roremost holding the 
trident, for Britannia ; the second 
Brin, distinguished by a shamrock in 
her helmet ; and the third Scotland, 
with her thistle ; their right hands Were 
on an altar, which, in a panel, had the 
emblem of eternity ; and behind the 
figure of Victory were the emblems of 
Peace, Agriculture, and Commerce, 
Over the figures was the following in- 
scription : — “ Proprio jam jure, auimo 
paterno ;** and beneath them were the 
words, “ luaugaratus^ Die Julii xix. 
Anno M.DCCCXKl.** The work- 
maijship of the reverse was excellent, 
and all the figures most exquisitely 
cut, particularly that of his Alujesty, 


Although we have not iixterrupted 
our narratixeby more than alluding to 
the,Quee.,'*s most ungracious attempt 
to mar the unanimity of this glorioua 
celebration by her intrusion ; we must, 
however^ now lake some notice of that 
uueourleOus endeavour to disturb the 
geb^rdl harmony. In defiance of legal 
<feoision.s, of repeated denials, of tem- 
perate but authoritative warnings ; 
and of the earnest advice even of her 
own law-officers nay, in contempt 
and abandonment of all those feelings 
of delicacy wliich should actuate thw 
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bosom of a ft'iiinip ; lier Majesty ven- 
tured 111 person to demand admittaiiee 
at a eeremony, from which her own 
. conduct had excluded her, and to 
which she could only he admitted as a 
matter of favour, to which she had 
not the shadow of a claim. Her friends 
had imagined perhaps that her appear- 
ance would ensure a riot; and that 
the mischievous iiiducnce which they 
once possessed o\cr the mob, would 
have set aside the (Coronation. That 
on seeing her Majesty lainly knockins: 
at the Abbey aales, her miscreant 
supporters would have forced the 
sanctuary of Kcliprion, and amidst 
blood stained sacrilege and tumult, 
have entljroncd their inis;;ui<led Queen, 
iiut they had formed a wrona; estimate 
of the loyal feelir.^ of the English 
people. With the exception of the 
feeble shouts of the hirelinj^s who 
attended her carriage, the (Jueen met 
with frozt‘11 looks and silent tongues 
as she passed. The public disappro- 
linlion of her conduct was most plain- 
ly marked, and if more hisses, and 
bootings w'cre not heard, it was be- 
cause respectability could not stoop to 
employ means of annoyance, lit only 
for the Irnse and infamous. The linn, 
but polite rejection, which she met at 
the Abbey, instead of producing dis- 
turbanee, created satisfaction: and 
even her own suite were appalled at 
the result. 

It w'as scarcely expected indeed 
that her Majesty woiilil make her ap- 
pearance, but about twenty minutes 
before seven the Queen’s (airriage was 
seen advancing towards the platform ; 
and after being refused admission 
at two separate doors. Lord Hood 
sallied forth in search' of some other 
entrance, and on leturning to the 
(Jueen, communicated the discoveries 
he had made. Her Majesty then sig- 
nilied her intention to alight, and was 
immediately handed from her carriage. 
The air now resounded with cries of 
Shame! Qtfn ^*ff! Go home! and the 
spectators in the galleries, unequivo- 
cally expressed their disgust. A 
crowd, however, followed her Majes- 
ty, and some certainly cheered her. 

The Queen, leaning on the arm of 
Lord Hood, then went to the gate by 
the (yliainpion’s stable, but liuding 
that it was hot a thoroughfare, re- 
turned to the opening in the platform, 
opposite Parliament-street; wherehcr 
Majesty ascended the steps, aud was 
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asked for her authority. Lord Hood 
said he had one, and they wens then 
instantly suffered to pass, on tow'ards 
the House of Lords, still followed by 
contending cries of Shame ! and ac- 
clamations of The Queen ! 

Lord Hood now' said her Majesty 
wished to 1.0 to the Abbey ; upon 
which one of attendants came for- 
ward, and with marked respect con- 
ducted the Queen to the Abbey door, 
where Lord Hood deniamied admis- 
sion; when iiumediately the door- 
keepeis drew across the enlrancc, and 
requested to sec (he tickets; most 
distinctly staling the orders to ad- 
mit no person without a Peci 's (icket. 
Lord Hood drewYrom his pocket a 
Peer's ticket for one person ; the 
original name in whose favour it w'as 
given being erased, and another sub- 
stituted. 

Door-keeper — “ This will let one 
person pass, hut no more." 

Lord Hood—^* W ill your Majesty 
go in alone 

The Queen at first assented, but 
did not perse \<Te. 

Lord Hood — “ Am I to iinderstand 
that you refuse her Majesty admis- 
sion V* 

Door-heeper — “ W^eonly act in con- 
formity with our orders." 

Her Majesty laughed ; and being 
again refused, retired, leaning on 
Lord Hood’s arm, and followed by 
Ladies Hood and Hamilton. 

She was preceded by constables 
back to the platform, over which she 
returned, entered h<;r carriage, and 
was driven off, amidst reiterated 
shouts of applause and disapproba- 
tion. 

In her progress to IVestrainstcr, 
her Majesty was scarcely observed by 
the public until she entered tlm Park, 

‘ where a scene- was soon opened of 
nOi.sy familiarity, in consequence of 
persons running to grjjet her. By the 
time the Queen arrived at Story 's-gate, 
a great concourse of people had col- 
lected, and the soldiers at their diffe- 
rent posts presented arms. 

As her Majesty returned, the open 
carriage proceeded slowly along, pas.s- 
iiig Charing-cross, through Piccadilly 
to Hammersmith, and accompanied in 
it's progress by much hissing and 
groaning, as well as by the chbers of 
a part of the multitude. Her Majes- 
ty was dressed in w^hite, and had on 
her head a. cap or bandeau, uith a 
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larj^e plume of white ostrich feathers. 

The Jireounls ver\ slifrhll> f'ilferas 
lo her Al^ijesty^4 mode of upplyinj; for 
admission ; but all a'^ree in the deci- 
sive and unqueslioiiai'ilc fact, tfiat 
wherever she applied, she was treated 
by the decent part of the spectators 
willi marked cisapprobaliuii. 

We repret that we cannot close this 
statement; without adding, that the 
miscreants who aceonipanied her 
Majesty, proceeded to siippurt her 
cause by throwing- .inueh uiud, and 
breaking sundry windows of scleral 
jioblemcii's and gentlenK-n’s houses, 
which were distinguished by their loyal 
preparations to iiluininati'. Ifer Ma- 
jesty oJt the same liay again wrote to 
demand bcirig erowned on Monda\, 
the 23d, which was ol euuise retused; 
and on the day before the Coionatioii, 
published a protest against the deei- 
6iou of the Vrivy ('ouncil. The dig- 
nity and dceoruin of these iiioceed- 
ings, more especially of thus per- 
sonally eourting the refusal which her 
Majesty knew awaited iicr, by tra- 
versing from one side door of the -Ab- 
bey lo another, attended only by a 
single ollieor ; arebotli eipially mani- 
fest, and equtilly Jionouiable ; what- 
ever the real object might be, it's ap- 
parent tendency was miscliicvoiis: the 
peace and safety, not of the very 
many assenihJed Ihonsaiids m.'rely, 
but of the metropolis itself, Avas 
risqued by the attempt ; ami the 
vaqutcd high minded feeling, and 
Royal delicacy which couj<l conde- 
scend to act thus, appears lo have 
been grossly ill-advised, or woefully 
infatuated. 

We now, however, veiy' glad/y 
quit this uncourlcous subji ct to notice 
one far more grateful, by describing 
the various amnsenru-nfs provided by 
his Majesty for tlic recreation of tjic 
humbler classes of his subjects. Se- 
veral days prcviQus to the t!(»ronatioii, 
it was announced that all the I’beatrcs 
would on that evening be opened gra- 
tuitously to the public-, andfronvten 
o’clock till lwu», on Thursday the 19th, 
was allotted lo the cli.^trihutlon of 
tickets. In less than an hour, how- 
ever, the admissions w’ere w lioJIy dc- 
Jivered, and the houses were in the 
evening crowded to excess; with au- 
diences more orderly than uiulcr all 
the circumstances might havt? been 
expeeded. At uu early hour in th.^ 
morning the R6,>al Parks also became 


the .scene of bustle and festivity, and 
the first p(»int of attrnetion was the 
Balloon in the Gieeii Park, where 
the operation for lilling it Avifh gas 
commenced at eight o’clock, wdlhin a 
railed space near the Bason ; and long 
before twelve, both Piecadilly and tiie 
Park were impassable from ijic crowd. 
Tlie balloon Avas comj'.osed of green 
silk in stripes, divided in tlieeetnre by 
a broad gaiter, with Conmat'wn Bal- 
loon^ (m\ IV. Ji. ill eonst>ienous cha- 
racters: in the ear of Avhieli at five 
tiiinntes befoie one, Mr. (rreen as- 
eendeil in one of tlic cleaLcst skies 
this country 1ms ever a\ iiriessed, and 
bade adieu with great firmness and 
intrepidity, ilourisliing the biidsh Hag 
as long as the eye or glass enuid reach 
him. in ten minutes the Walloon Avas 
lost in it white cloud; but this was 
only momentarily, for it quickly re- 
appeared, and was visible uiilil lost 
ill the expanse; the course taken hy 
Mr. Green was northerly, towards 
Barnet, near Avhich place, at Pottei’s 
Bar, he desernded, at twenty mi miles 
before two; having in Ids eireuitoiis 
route traversed 69 mites in about tliiee 
quarters of an hour. 

The general curiosity Avas then at- 
traetr<l to the ('oroiialion Fair in 
Hyde Park, A\hcre arrangeiiients had 
h(;en made on the most uiuidlicent and 
splendid scale tor the^ public enler- 
tainineut. Marquees were erected ou 
various parts of the green ; and in the 
afternoon the ])nblic w ere entertained 
with three Avell eontesled lowing 
matches. A iion-deseript liunt of a 
dragon after a crocodile in the Ai aicr, 
also occasioned inueh amusement : 
and in the evening a soit of carnival 
\M\s given, in a style of splendour that 
did great credit to the taste and sci- 
ence of SirWm. Congreve, by wdiom the 
arrangements w ere made. The whole 
extent of the Seipentiiic river Avas 
illuminated with stars, and other de- 
vices • and at the east end was a grand 
transparency, representing his Ma- 
jesty, drawn in a iriuniplial car. This 
was surmounted by the crown, with 
the Royal initials, and a profusion of 
variegated lamps, so elevated above 
the trees as to be seaii from thcr en- 
trance at the corner of the Park.

nor have we a doubt hut llial his pledge will ]»e retleemed. Our experience 
of th(»past is the surest guide and giianintee of the future, lie lias governed 
according to law ; he has executed judgment in mercy; he iias niaintairnul 
the established Religion ; and under his sway, the glory and greatness of the 
empire have been elevated beyond any [irccedent, which the world’s annals 
furnish.

“ TIIl-^ Balloon Avith wiiith I asrciided 
wasiJI IVc*t iiKliaiiiotor, us near the si/e, as 
possililc, ot’the one witli which Luiiurdi lirst 
made an ascension in Fui'iand. It was in- 
flated with about liiOO cubic I'cet of car- 
bonated hydrogen gas, supplied from the 
main pipes of the oiiginul chartered <3as 
Company ; and I inn iiuich iinlebted to the 
gentlemen of the comniitteo for their kind 
assistance during the opeiatioii of liliing. 
I had 110 doubt of being able to ascend with 
the gas, having, since the period w hen £ 
first conceived the idea that common gas 
would answer the piirpose:^ of ueriiMaiioiij 
made frequent expcriiiieiils, ail of which 
completely succeeded ; nor was iny ardour 
damped when 1 knew that even v\!thiii an 
hour of niy ascension, persons of great 
experience in aerostation, expressed their 
opinion that £ should not he able to ascend ! 

“ About live minutes before one o'clock, 
tlio ropes were divided : and liaving taken 
my seat in the car, the Balloon rose in a 
most niajeslie manner, nearly perpeiulieii- 
lar. The almost deatciiiiig shouts of the 
populaeo, and the roar of rainion tluit toi.k 
place when 1 hud.iscriided a eim* idct iiide 
distance fiom the earth, agilaled the Bal- 
loon. I felt the effect of it most sensibly. 
The inomciit the discharge ef cannon look 
place, 1 knew it was the signal to be gixeii 
when the Oowii was sot upon the head of 
my most gracious Sovereign ; and I drew 
theeoikof a bottle of brandy, and huviiig 
poured out a full glass, drank, ** U 'alth, 
long life, and a glorious reign lo hi 'Ma- 
jesty/’ The elfect of the air upon the 
brandy Is worthy of notice ; when 1 drew 
the cork, a report took place, e hicJi £ 
utMibiite to the rarifieatioii of the air, 
produced similar to that by drawing a 
cork out of a bottle of soda-water^ \S hen 
the balloon trayelled at It’s greatest rapi- 
dity, £ felt nut the least motion: it ap- 
peared as if the ear in w hich 1 sat was 
stationafy, and that the earth was re- 
ceding from me. The balloon took a 
north-east direction at first ; and on iny 
looking down upon the vast assemblage 
of persons iu Wcstiniiistcr, the delight 1 
felt is out of my power to describe. "J’lic 
view presented one entire living mass of 
more than a million of human beings. 
Having ascended as high as f could with- 
out tlirowing out ballast, 1 tletermined, as 
the weather was so tine, to keep it in 
sight as long as possible. T threw out two 
bags of sand of ten pound:* weight each, 
and immediately the balloon rose, with 
astonishing rapidity, almost perpendicu- 
larly, according to my wish. When the 
balloon arrived at it's utmost altitude, 
which in my opinion, (I could noi be ccr>- 
tam, in comrqucnce of the ovciliatioii of 


the quicksilver in the barometer) wis 
about 11,00'.} feet from the earth, 1 found 
that f liad enterctl u cunent of air convey- 
ing me direetiy eu'^twaid, towards the 
More. The colil was extrenie. I jiut on 
a cloak which L took up with me, ami on 
looking at my glass, 1 found that it \va> 
at thirty-two degrees ; — below the 
freezing point. 1 was fearful of being 
carried towards the., sea, and imniedialely 
opened the valve; the gas issued in con- 
siderable quantities ; and 1 found, by tim 
cniTcasc of the size, of ob'iects below me to 
iny’ optics, that I w'u.-. dcsi'eiidinir veiy ra- 
piilly. 'i he largest fieUN. which a few 
minutes before in»peared to not more 
than six iiifhes s(|uare, oiicicjiso<l in size 
greatly ; and I very soon saw the vfj, and 
a number of vessels, mo.st distiiiclly. 'flic 
balloon had a rotatory motion, and turned 
about four times in a minute. 

“ Still fearing that ! should I’al! into llie 
.sea, I opened ll.c valve to it's ulmo^l ex- 
tremilv ; and having desceiiiltul so as to 
b * able to recognise small tlistinctly 

outlie earth, wllh gieat tleligln 1 ibiind, 
that the brillooii haiientcied another nii- 
reiit of air, which was conveving me rVom 
the se.i: 1 was then travi'llnii' iioith- 
west; I sal down and ate some samlw ii hes 
with a good appetite, :i:id ihe ehoids 
rolling beneath roe upinncntly on the 
gioiind. \boiit twenty luiimies before 
two o’clock, 1 de.sCiMidcd in a iicld be- 
longing to .i fanner iiamml faimkins, 
which is situate about four miles beyond 
Barnel, in the parish of South Mims. 1 
w«s not aware that I had ilesccnded so 
rajiidjy ; before J lunl time todi.ivv myself 
up to the hoop, the c.ir struck the earth 
with great force,, and I w as tlirown out of it 
on my back ; and vva-> nearly stiiiine.il fioni 
the erfects of a blow which 1 lei eived. I 
still held the hoop of the liailooii ; and the 
grappling iron, which I had thrown out 
when about a quarter of a mile liom ihe 
cartb, not taking firm hold, I was dn^ged 
on iny hack along the, groiiiul a consider- 
able distaii'’.e. The balloon was eveiitn- 
ully seemed, with the assistance of a 
gentleman namedVV" augli, and conveyed to 
a place of safety in his Park ; whore I w'as 
afterwards most ho.spitably entertained at 
his mansion ; to him iny gratitude is <fiie : 
and but for his kind exertions, 1 have no 
doubt the balloon would have sndered 
considerable injury from the great crowd 
of persoii.s that as.sembled on niy descent. 
1 believe from the best calculation £ can 
make, that I travelled altogether, in vari- 
ous directions, upwards of fitly miles.’*

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Eitropkan IM.uiazink for 
1 May, 1811, gave a portrait of the 
late Eight Flonuurable Wiliiaiu Pill; 
and attempted, also, to give an outline 
of his Biography, and a sketch of his 
character; it will be evident, however, 
that it could be only an attciupt, and 
Ihoiigh very many lliographcrs have, 
in their turns, since brought the 
mighty subject before the public, 
until the appearance of the present 
volumes, it has never roi-('i\ed the 
justice which it so much demanded, 
nor has the deep intertst, and intense 
cairiosity which such a niejuoir was in 
every respect so calculated to excite, 
been fully gratified. As a more im- 
portant subject for biography never 
existed; so a more competent Jifo- 
grapher was no where to be found 
than the present author. lie who, 
iituler Providence, wielded the des- 
tinies of this great couiitry, during a 
large portion of the most eventful 
era in the history of mankind; re- 
quired an historian of commensurate 
digriity : — an individual whose exalted 
.station gave a pledge for his sincerity ; 
^ho had himself a high character to 
sustain; whose intimacy supplied him 
with the I acts, and whose integrity 
’WAS above question in recording 


them ; — such a man was wanted for 
the Liograplier of William Pill ; and 
such ail one Ims been found in the 
Lorci Ei.shop of \\ inchestrr, 

'j'lie rcsiill is a book in every respret 
of the first staudurd. Candid, impar- 
tial, and just ; an honest and a plain 
iiarrration; display icg no rnoic than 
a proper love of the object it iliiis- 
Irates; and giav(% sedate, andvuntliy 
of the momentous events wlii' h till 
it\s pages:-- th»‘ \L**fnoi!s of IMt arc 
iruh’cd a portion of the IJislory of 
England; in that ^linisler’s mind lay 
the fate of miJIifuis of his species ; 
and on the beam of Ins delcrminalions 
hung the miglity scales, in vvldch were 
poised the liberties of civilized 
Europe, perhaps for ages. 

A publication of such magnitude, 
and so replete with interest, can, in 
our liinitr^ space, scarcely receive 
even common justice; and it luin 
hardly be expected from us, to do 
more tlniii show in the briefest way of 
what it consists. We shall endeavour 
to discliargc this duty in such a manner 
as to gratify our readers to a certain 
extent, while the volinne.s ihcmr.civcs, 
w e presume, must ultimately be added 
to every lespectable Ubrai^ in the 
kingdom. 
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Tlirsc Mritioirs brlti}ji: the pubiic 
life of ]\lr. Pitt down to I7f)3; and 
another volume Ks promised to com- 
plete the work ; and present iis with, 
what must be most dclis^titfiil, the 
private life of that ilhislrious person. 

William Pitt was horn at Ilaycs, in 
Kent, on the 9lh of May, 1750. fic 
{-rew up delicate; hot, in spite of the 
obstacles which ill health ahva^siii- 
terposo to study, his early attainiiieuts 
ill learning' were of almost iniraciiloiis 
Mipeiioritv. At the desire of Jiis ce- 
Jchralod father, Thucydides was the 
first Greek author pul into liis hands ; 
and when at (lolloj^e, he parlicularly 
read Polybius with Ids tutor, and now 
his Biographer, then Ur.Toniliiic; and 
devoted himself, with extraordinary 
aidour, to a welUdirecled course of 
classical stmly. Of his habits at this 
period of his life, the following is a 
pleasing account. 

“ Towards the latter end of the year 
1776, Mr. Pitt began to mix with otlier 
}onng men of his own age and station of 
life, tiieii residcMit at t'ainbridgo; and no 
one was ever more admired and beloved 
by bis aeipiaintaiice and ti lends. He was 
always tlic most lively person in company, 
ahnuiiding in plavfnl \rit and c|iiiek repnr- 
tcu ; but never known to excite pain, or 
to give just ground of otfcuce. Isvcn 
tlio'^e, who, from difference in political 
sentiments, or from any other cause, 
were not dispo.scd to do him more than 
justice; could not but allow, that us a 
companion be was unrivalled. Though 
his society was universally sought, and 
from the age of seventeen or eighteen he 
constantly passed his evenings in eoin- 
paiiy, he steadily avoided every species 
of irregularity; and he continued to pur- 
sue his studies with ardent zeal and unre- 
mitted diligenec, during his whole resi- 
dence 19 the university, which w'as pro- 
tracted to the iinusiiai length of nearly 
seven years, but witb cou.siderable inter- 
vals of absence. In the course of this 
time, I never knew him spend Jin idle 
day; nor did he ever fail to attend me at 
the appointed hour. At this early period 
there was the same firmness of prineiple, 
and rectitude of conduct, wliicli maikcd 
his character in the more advanced stages 
of life." 

Mr. Pitt was called to the bar in 
^Jiine, 1780, and went the western 
circuit, distinguishing himseU’as much 
as th(3 oppoTtuiiilic.H of a junior coun- 
sel admitted; but the correspondence 
of the great Lord Chalhjini previous 
io'this; namely, in 177:i, when his sim 
went to Cambridge, furnish such in- 


teresting extracf.s, that wc must in- 
terrupt our relation to give place to 
one ur two of the letters. 

Burton Pynsent, October 0, 1773.— 
Thursday’s post brought us no letter from 
the dear traveller; we trust this day will 
]>rove more satisfactory; it is the happy 
day that gave us your brother, and will 
not he less in favour with all here, if it 
shoidd give us, about four o'clock, aii 
epistle from iny dear 'U’illiani, J3y that 
hour, T reekon, we shall be wjiriii in our 
cups, and shall not fail to pour forth, with 
renewed joy, grateful libations over the 
much wished tidings of your prosperous 
progress towards your destination. We 
compute, that yesterday brought you to 
the venerable aspect of alma mater ; and 
that you are invested to-day with the 
togavirilis. Your rare oi virtue, 

ami we/ul knowledge is now begun, ami 
may the favour of heaven smile upon the 
noble career! 

Little w^as really disJippoiiited 

at not being in time to sec you— a good 
mark for my young vivid friend. He is. 
just as much compounded of the elements 
of air and fire as he was. A due propor- 
tion of terrestrial solidity will, I trust, 
eoiiic, jiiid make him perfect. How 
happy, my lovely boy, i^s it, that your 
inanima and I can tell ourselves, there is 
jit Cambridge one, without a bcanl, ‘ and 
all the elements so mixed in him, that 
nature might stand up, and say, 'J'his is 
a man.' 1 now take leave for to-day, not 
meaning this for what .James rails a 
regular letter, but a flying thought, that 
wings itself towjirds my ahusent William* 
Horses arc ready, and all is birth-day. 

To this ini cresting Letter, Lady 
Chathaiii added the following post- 
script : — 

If more could he said expressive of 
feeliiigs, my dearest dear hoy, I would 
add a letter to this epistle, hut as it is 
composed, I will only sign to it's expres- 
sive contents, 

** Your fond and loving mother, 

“ lllilSTJeK Cjjatham." 

The author adds, 

** My readers will he sorry to learn, 
that the following is the last letter of 
I.^jrd ('hatham, which I am able to sid>- 
init to their perusal; it was written only 
seven or eight months hetbre his dcatli. 

“ Hayes, Sept. ‘22, 1777. — How can X 
cmnloy my reviving pen so well as by 
addressing a few lines to the hope and 
comfort of my life, iny dear William? 
You will have pleasure to sec, under my 
own band* that I mend ev4*ry day, ;md 
that T am all but well. 1 have bei'ii this 
motnitig to Caitidcii-place, and sus. 
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tained, moBt manfully, a vUit, and all the 
idle talk tbvreuf, for above an hour by- 
Mr. ^oniiaii's clock ; and returned home, 
uiilired, to dinner, where I eat like a 
fanner. Lord Mahon, has cuiifoiiiided, 
not convinced, the incorrigible soi-disant 
Ur. Wilson. Dr. Franklin's lightning, 
rebel as he is, stands' proved the more 
innoeent; and Wilson's nobs must >ield 
to the pointed conductors. On Friday, 
Lord Malion's indefatigable spirit is to 
exhibit another incendiuiii, to Lord 
IVtayor, Foreign Ministers, and all lovers 
of piiilosophy and the good of societ> ; 
and means to illnininate the horizon with 
a little bonlire of twelve hundred faggots 
and a double edifice. Had our de<ir 
friend been born sooner, Nero and the 
second (Charles could never have amused 
theiiiscives hy reducing to ashes the two 
noblest cities in tlie world. My hand 
begins to demand repose ; so, with my 
Ixvst eompliineiits to Aristotle, Homer, 
*J’liire3’«rules, Xenophon, not forgetting the 
idvili.ius, and law of nations tribe, adieu, 
iny dearest WiHiain, 

“ Your most alfectionate fatlier, 

“ Cjiatham.’* 

In 1781 Mr. Pitt was elected a 
Member of Parliament for Appleby, 
oil tln' itifliicnee of Lord Lowllicr. In 
w Inch, his lirsi session, In* spoke thrice, 
and produc'd the strongest iitiprt'ssioii 
upon the house, wJiiU) he gave promise 
of his future eminence ns a statesman 
and orator^ 

“ After the close of the session," mys 
the Bisfwy in a notCy “ in whicli Mr. Pitt 
made these three speeches, a friend of 
Mr. Fox tohl me, that upon his saying to 
IMr. Fox, ‘ Mr. Pitt, 1 think, promises to 
be om; ol' llie first speakers ever heard in 
the House of (annmoiis,’ Mr. Fox in- 
.staiiLly replied, * lie is so already.’ 
From this and other l<'.stiinoiiic.s, it ap- 
pears that Mr. Fox was very early im- 
pressed with a liigli idea of Mr. Pitt’s 
talents. It ought to be inetitioned to tin* 
iniitiml credit of these, two great men, 
that in future, life, when they were the 
leaders of two miposite parties, and the 
supporters of different systems of politics, 
they alw'ay.s in private spoke of each 
olluir's abilities with the highest respect. 
Mr. Fox, at a late perioil of Mr. Pitt’s 
first administration, said, that he had 
been narrowly watching Mr, Pitt for 
many years, and r<Hild never catch him 
tripping once;’ and in conversation with 
me, 1 alwa>s noticed, that Mr. Pitt con- 
sidered Mr, Fox as far superior to any 
other of his opponents, as a debater in 
the House of (.’ommons." 

ft is further added, — 

Since 1 wrote the above, Ihawobceo 


favoured with the follow'ing communication 
from a gentleman, who was many years a 
inemher of the House of Coininoii.s, ami 
now holds an hoiiourahle station in the 
Cxourt of Chancery: he was very iiitiii;ate 
with Ml*. Pitt on the western circuit, and 
afterwards, till they were separaled in 
1792 by a difference of political opinions. 
‘ Among lively men of his- owm time of 
life, Mr Pitt was alwaj^s the most lively 
and convivial in the many hours of leisure 
which occur to young iiiioccupied men on 
a circuit; and joined all the little excur- 
'sions to Southainpton, Weymouth, and 
such parties of amusement as were hu- 
bitiially toriiicd. He \va.s extremely 
])optiiar. His name and reputation of 
high ac<|uircinents at the university, coiii- 
luaiided the attention of his seniors. His 
w'il, his good humour, atidjoy-ou.s m.’Uiners, 
endeared him to the younger part of the 
bar. In some bribery caii.ses trom (h iek- 
lade, he was retained as juiiiju* eoiinscl ; 
hill even in that subordinate eharacler, 
he had an opportunity of arguing a point 
of eviden-e with extraordinary ability. 1 
reincinbe.r also, in an action of crim. con. 
at Exeter, as junior coun.st‘l, ho inajiifi‘.sted 
such talents in cTOSs-examiiiation, that it 
was the universal opinion of the bar that 
he should have led the cause. During 
his short stay in tlu^ profession, he never 
had occasion to addri'ss a jury, hut upon 
a motion in the (hun t ol’ King’s JIcnch, 
for an habeas corpus to bring ii)) a man to 
be baih'd, wlio was charged with murder, 
Mr. Pitt made a speech which excited the 
admiration of the bar, and drew down 
very coiii}>limentary approhalion from 
Lord iMaiislicld. When lie lirst made his 
brilliant <li.splay in pariiainenl, those at 
the bar who had s(‘cu little of him, ex- 
pressed surprise; hut a few who liad 
heard him once speak in a sort of mock 
debate at the Crown and Viictlun* tavern^ 
when a club, called the Western Circuit 
CUAb, was dissolved, agreed, that he had 
then displayed all the various species of 
eloquence for which ho W'as afterwards 
celebrated. ilefore he distinguished 
himself in the. House', of Commons, he 
certainly lookerl seriously to tlie law as a 
profession. Tin: late Mr. .Justice Rooke. 
told me, that iMr. Pitt dangled se.ven 
days with a junior brief and a single, 
guinea fee, waiting till a cause of no 
sort of importance should come on in 
the Court of (,'ommoii I’loas. At Mr* 
l^itt’s instance, an annual dinner took 
place for some years at Uichmund Hill, 
the party ronsisting of Lord Erskinc, 
Lord Redesdalc, Sir William (.Lant, 
Mr. Bond, Mr. Lcycestcr, Mr. Jckvil, 
and others; and 1 well remember a din- 
ner with Mr. Pitt and several of liis 
private friends, at the Boar’s Heail in 
Kastcheap, in ceiehrution of ^Sliakcs- 
peare’s FalsUlf. We wctc all in high 
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spirits, quoting and aUuding to Shakes- 
peare the whole day ; and it apjicarcd 
that Air. Pitt was as well and lamillarly 
read hi the poet’s works as the host 
Shakespearians present. Put to speak of 
his conviviality is needless. Attev he was 
ininister, he continued to ask his old 
circuit inliniatcs to dine with him, and 
his manners w'4;re unaltered.’ 

The public life of Mr. Pitt, nftt'r 
lie wa.s fairly embarked in polities, 
arc related by the author with tempe- 
rnnec and candour, but they pcrliap.s 
partake too largely of the Annual Rc- 
gi.stcr, l^arliamentaiy Debates, and 
other periodical works ; tlM>ugli wlien 
W'e look at the exuberance of tlic press, 
the (liiigeiiee with wliieh e\cry spe- 
<*ic.s of informal ion is sought to be 
published to tlic world, and the v<ry 
few'^ matters even of a ntivalo nature 
which escape notice ; w'c must confess 
that it would he impossible to produce 
a biography of this eiruiieiit states- 
man without these close coineidences. 
It is unnecessary lu'ie to )un sue tlie 
narrative through the aetive par- 
liaraenlary session of 17S'i; and wc 
only observe, that the Pisliop adds 
a note on the celebrated attru k on the 
naval administration of Loid Sandi- 
wieh, asserting that tin: ]uinc*iple 
then avow ed by Mr. Pill, m'\<r to 
sillier any private or personal con- 
sidernlioii whatever to inlluence Ids 
piiblie conduct at any moineiit,’^ v as 
“ not merely an ebullilion of voulh'hl 
palriotisui, but a principle to winch 
he adhered through life.’' 

After Lord North’s ar.nouner;m*iit 
of the resignation of ininislers, in the 
House of (.'oinmons, on the night 
appointed for Lord Surra’s motion, 
the short Rockingham adininistralion, 
which succeeded, tenninaU il in- a few 
monilis, with the death ot Jmrd R.; 
and about the middle of the year. 
Lord Shelburne having accepted 
office, Mr. Pitt, tlien little more than 
23, attained the ini)Miii;nil station of 
Piiiam e minister ; when, in 17tk*», the 
famoii.s motions «on tlie ])e:!ce, and 
the cnalitjoii hetwemi Noilliand Pox, 
forced the ministry from tlieir jiiacc s, 
and, — 

‘‘ Mr. Rilen, afterwards Lord ''i>ck- 
land, was supposed to beilio per, sou who 
had the principal weight with l.ord 
Noilh hpon this occasion. Do vias 
called the father of the eo.ditic.ii; and 
1 in\ self hoard jMr. ShciiiJan atti'ibute the 
coalition to him.*'

His Majesty, at this period, oflFered 
to Mr. Pitt to succeed Lor<l .Sbeihurne 
a.s first Lord of the treasury : but ihtc 
strength of opposition was too great 
to admit of his taking office with any 
chance of successfully carry iiig on the 
public business. I'lit? coalition par- 
liament adjourned in July, 1783; and 
ill September, Mr. Pitt, Mr. Kliot, 
and Mr. WilbciTorce, went to France, 
where they stayed till the middle of 
October, residing chietly at Rheims 
and Paris. This was the only visit 
Mr. Pitt ever made to the eoni incut ; 
and his eharaeter being well known in 
France, he was every wiieie In nled 
with great distinelion. 

Parlinnienl met again on the I llh of 
Novemh<*r; the India Rill was hi eight 
in, and it ou.st(d tlie r.diniuisl ration. 
Mr. Pitt then leadily ae,ccplpf!, in Jii.s 
twenty 'lift h year, the head of the 
trea.sury. and eanie into power nearly 
for li|V-. Me [iroceeded to lill up liie 
different olliees, in the best manner he 
could, though not exactly as hi* 
wished, and had reason to expect ho 
might have done; but at length, after 
various <li.sapi5oin1ments, tlie ariaiige- 
menls were compleli d : and tlw' cabi- 
n< t eoasisted of Mr. Pitt, first Lord of 
the Tieasury and ('haiHi llor of the 
Rxeliequer; Loid 'flnirlow. Lord 
Chancellor; Lord (lower, Lord Pi e- 
sident of the Council ; tfle Duke of 
Riilland, Lord Privy Seal; Imid 
C'annart lien and Lord Sydney, Secre- 
taries of State; and Lord Howe, First 
Loid of the Admiralty. 

“ On th^ fu>t day he appoarcr! in |j,c 
liooc of (’oiiinions, aftt i li» ic cioctioii, 
he was Icfl in two iniiioritif s, the oin* of 
yjy and the other of 51; and five liosliln 
mol ions were cairied against him. The 
most leproaehfol terms wliieh dira])- 
pointod amhilion and political aiiiinosity , 
could suggest, we re applied to his prin- 
ciples and his roinhict ; and he was de- 
nied Ihosi* conmion civililieH whieli hiid 
been hitherto itivniiably shewn l<i the 
iiirnisler of the crown. fl'»ving wriitcn 
to the K ngat WincLor, a geiieral account 
of these prm-ecdiiiy^s, he received the. 
following aiKswer from his Majesty; - 
‘Mr. Fitt Cijiniot hut suppose, that I 
received Ids coinmunirafion of the two 
divisions in the long debate, which ended 
iJiis morning, with mueli iiiicasiiieNS, as it 
shews the House of Commons much more 
willing to enter into any intemperate 
rcsoJurloiis of desperate* men, than I 
could have imagined. As to myself, 

I am prifrrlly eoinposed, as I have the 
seJf-saU>*l‘attioii of lecling I have done 
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my duty. Thous^ti I think Mr. PUt*s day 
will bi' fully iiiktMi up ill cunsidiu'ing with 
the other miiiistcvS). what measures are 
best to be prikposcd on the priiseiit 
crisis ; yet, that no delay may arise from 
my ab<cnre, I will dine in touii, and 
consequently be ready to see him in the 
eveninji!:, if he shonld think that would be 
of utility. At all events, 1 am ready to 
take, any step lliat may be proposed to 
oppose this faelion, and tostru^rgle to the 
last perioel of my life ; but I can luwer 
submit to throw invself into it*.s power. 
If tiie.y, in the end, sueceed, my line is 
n <dear one, aiidto wbicli 1 have fortitude 
enoiii^h lo siiiiniil.* 

“ Having.' fouiul, at an interview, that 
rnmiiess in ills Ivlajcsty, which his letter 
indicated, and beinj; himself by no means 
alarmed, either liy tlie niiuilier or by the 
violence of liis enemies, iMr. i*itt deter- 
mined, with the. ihil eoiUMmencc of his 
eolleaj'iies, tu p<*rM;vero in iiiuintaiiiin^ 
hi' sltiliou.” 

K.t two months llie new premier 
litdd on his linn inihcmlia^- course; 
«n ippalled liv his Irvioi;- situation, in 
b^ in;' n minist- r of the Crown, with 
eonstnnl m;\jorilIrs ii;’,iiinst him, in 
the llimsc of Commons. 1 1 was tluriivjr 
this period that lie was elected a 
Member of the Crocers’ ivoiiipaii}, 
and went lo llm city, v. hieli stton:*ly 
supported liitn wnlh much eclat. 

At leuj^th Mf. Pitt's linn ness pre- 
vailed: on the last <li>i.sioii brought 
on by Mr. Fox, the iiiajorilv only 
one, and the next day the opposition 
was abandoned, 'i’he close of the 
nuiratiyo fully illustiatcs this reniark- 
ublc subject. 

Mr. PUt sent to his Majesty, at 
Windsor, an aecmint of wlial bad passed 
this day in the House of Commons, and 
received the following answer: *■ Mr. 
IMtI’s letter is, undoubtedly, the most 
satisfactory I have received for many 
months. An avowal on the outset, that 
the proposition held forth is not intended 
to go farther lengths than a kind of mani- 
iesto ; and then carrying it by a majority 
of only one, and the day concluded with 
an avowal, that all ncgocialioii is at an 
end, gives me every reason to hope, that 
by a firm and proper conduct, tliis faction 
will, by degrees, be deserted by many,' 
and at lengtti be forgot. I shall ever 
with pleasure consider, that by the pru- 
dence, as well as rectitude, of one person, 
in the HousO of Comtnons, this great 
change has been eifeeted and that he 
Will ever be able to reflect with satisfac- 
tion, that in having suppQrted me, he lias 
saved the constituioii, the most perfect 
human formation.' 


Thus Mr. Pitt finally succeeded in 
overcoming his opponents in the 
House of Cbiniuoiis, and one of tlui 
King’s letters on this occasion is well 
wortliy of attention in the lower house, 
as it is 7inw composed. 

Upon one occasion, Ids Majesty 
wrote to Mr. Pitt, ‘ I cannot conclude 
without <•' \ rcssing my fullest approbu- 
tioii of the conduct of Mr. Pitt, on -Mon- 
day; in partii ular his employing a razor 
against his antagonists, and never eon- 
descmidiiig to run into that rudeness, 
which, though common in that house, 
certainly never becomes a gcntlciiiaii ; 
if be proceeds in this mode of oratory, he 
will bring debates into a slmpe more cre- 
ditabic, and correct that, as well as, I 
trust, mmy other evils, whiib iiine and 
temper can only t fleet.'" 

Upon this bi n licit of ll-.c subjcc.t, 
the Uishop thus finishes his rctlec- 
tions. 

“• I am aware, that in the present and 
ill thx* fonni'r cli.ipicrs, I have frequently 
nicntioHC'l jVir. Pitr.sagc; but as this is ‘a 
peenriur nn l eharacderistic ciremn'- tance, 
clearly p«)iutiiig out his Mipciiority to 
c\cry other political man that ever 
(‘vi^ted, I shall, I trust, be pardoned for 
tlcc repel bion. 'I'heniost eminent states- 
men, both ill aneieni and in iiiodeiu 
times, in tins and in olln*r nations, wine 
scarcely k'lfiwu at the a«e of2.'i; and we 
have seen what situations Mr. Pitt tilled, 
what |>ovvers he displayed, and what 
reputation he acquired, hefore ln‘ arrived 
at that period of lile. He was not only 
at once till* aceoiiiplislied orator, but 
exhibited such niatiirily of iiiideist.inding 
and corn el ness of jotlgment, with so per- 
fect a knowledge of every siibteer, foreign 
and doinesiit;, whicli came under consider- 
ation, and proved himself so entirely 
compofrnl to all the arduous duties of 
his high station in the senate, in the 
cabinet, and in the detail of offirial 
bu'^iness, without the preparation and 
experience which other men had inva- 
riably required, that his political oppo- 
nent, Lord North, pronounced him * horn 
a minister;' and Mr. Gibbon declared,' 
that ‘ in all his researches in ancient and 
modern history, he had no w'here met 
with his pai’fillel. who, at so young a 
period of life, had so important a trust 
reposed in him, w'hich he had discharged 
with so imieh cretUt to himself, and witli 
80 iiiiich advantage to tlic kingdom.' " 

In the year 1784, Mr. Pitt wa« 
elected for the Ifriiversity of Oani- 
briclge; and his biograplier traces, the 
P;}rli:imriitary session in wliich tho 
principal .meiisiircs were those of 
liiiaiio;' and the India bills, vthieh the 
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Minister carried tliroiigb in his new 
Jjousc with jrreat uiajorily. 

As it is quite impossihlo closely to 
pursue the thread ut* narative in our 
brief criticism, wo rather quote such 
passages arc mOvSt slrikinj;-, or as 
may lead to some observation ap- 
plicable to the present period. In 1786 
the national debt hoin^' the subject, 
“ Mr. Pitt informed the house, that 
the income of the eountry, as calcu- 
lated by the select coirnniltco, for the 
year ending at the pn^ceding IMichacl- 
mas, amounted to 16,379,182/, and 
for tlic year ending at Christmas, to 
15,397,471/, the diflcrence between 
which sums was less than 20, (MK)/.*' 
He then proeeefled to impose taxes 
amounting to l(t 0 , 000 /, whi(;h added to 
a surplus revenue of 9(K),(KH)/ ; would 
make a million for llic redemption of 
the national debt: of the pressure and 
inagiiitudc of which ho spoke with 
great concern, though not in a lone of 
despair. 

“ Mr. Pitt pas.vcd llienioiiilng of this 
day, ill piovicling the. calculations which 
he had to state, and iu csainiiiiiig tlic re- 
solulions W'hidi he liad to move ; .nnd at 
last he said that he would go and take 
a short w alk by himself that ho might 
arrange in his mind what he had to say 
ill the house. He returned in a quarter 
of an hour, and told me he believed he 
w'as prcpaied. Afto,r dressing liiiiiKeJf 
he ordered dinner to be scut up; and 
learning at that moment that his lister, 
(who was then living in the house with 
him,) and a lady witli her, were going to 
dine at the same early hour, lie desired 
that their dinner might he sent up with 
his, and that they might dine together. 
Jle passed neiirly an hour with these la- 
dies. and several friends wlio ealfed in 
their way to the house, talking with Im 
usual liveliiiess and gaiety as if having 
nothing upon liis mind : he thou went im- 
mediately to the. House of l^iommous, and 
made this ‘ elaborate and far-extended 
speech,* as IMr. called it, witliont 
one omission or error:" 

The year 1786 was remarkable for 
the commercial treaty w ith Franco, the 
continuance of the Hastings jjrosecu- 
tion, &c., in public allairs; and Mr. 
Pitt’s life was marked w ith one gloolhy 
spot, for in this year he lost his only 
remaining sister, Lady ITaniot Fliot, 
who died five days after the birth of ber 
lirst child. 

It was," says his biographer, my 
melancholy oftire to attend tins very sii- . 
perior and tiuly excellent woniau in her , 


last moments ; and [after w'aids to soothe, 
as far as I w as able, the sm)oi iiigs of her 
aiiheted husband aijd brother — sulTerings 
which I shall not attempt to describe. 
It was long before Mr. Pitt could see 
any one but myself, or transact any busi- 
ness except through mo. Laily Harriot 
had been an inmate in his house till within 
some months of her death; and with the 
w'annost feelings of mutual aftectioii, 
they had always lived upon terms of the 
titiiiost confidence. Never were brother 
and sister more worthy of each other. 
Mr. Eliot had been a fellow collegian with 
Mr. Pitt, and his most intimate friend ; 
a circiimstaiice which made this con- 
nexion mor^ gratitying to both, and tlie 
dissolution of it more painful. Krurn this 
moment Mr. Eliot look up his residence 
in Mr. Pitt’s house, and Hiey continued 
to live like brothers." 

Mr. Eliot died in 1797, and his 
daughter in 1890, married Colonel, 
now Sir William Pringle, K.tJ.Jl. 

The King’s illness in 17SS was a 
lucmorahlc event. It was incompli- 
ance with a note from Mr. Pi It, so 
gieat was his influence on his 103 ul 
mnst<‘r’s mind, even in the stati; in 
which it then w as ; lluit the King con- 
sented to leave Windsor for Kew, 
which he had prcvioiisl} rofused to 
do. The Regency Kill presents veiy 
important political considerations; hut 
we pass tln rn by to make a short cx- 
trsict touching that gratifying event 
which rc'iidcred it unnecessary. This 
hill had arrived at it’s second reading 
iu the House of Lords 011 the 19th Fe- 
bruary 1789, when the Lord Chancel- 
lor in consequence of the King’s con- 
valescency, moved an adjournment of 
the Committee to the 24tjj. 

** This unexpected intelligcnee, was re- 
ceived by the House with the highest sa- 
tisfaction; and, after short speeches from 
Lord Stormont, aiifl the Luke of York, 
the adjouriiineiit took place. On the 2 ;ht, 
the King wrote his first letter to Mr. Pill, 
desiring to see him the next inoining at 
Kew: it was short, but his Majesty men- 
tioned, with great feeling and kindness, 

‘ the .apport and anxiety shewn by the 
nation at large, during his long illness ;’ 
and Mr. Pitt's ‘ constant attachinenfs to 
his interest, anil that of the public.' From 
wliicli it appears, that his Majesty had 
already been acquainted with the steps 
taken, in consequence of his indisposi- 
tion. 

“ On the 24th, the Lord Chancellor in- 
formed the Hon^. of Lords, that he had 
been admitted to several intervU'Ws with 
his Majesy ; had been in his presence 
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at one lime, lor an linnrand a quarter, ami 
that day tor a lull hour; during l>olit 
\vhirh limes, he had Ibmui the pobture of 
his Majesty’s mind to he clear and dis- 
• tiiict ; so mncli so, that he aj>peared ]K*r- 
rrlly eapahleolVonversiiifroii any siihieet. 
lender these cirniinstane<*s, lie t‘hoii<riit it 
«i<i;ijl to propose an adjournment to the 
Mond.L\ tbIlowin!4, to wiiieh no objeelion 
was made; ami, on that day, a lartiwr 
adjoiirniiient took place to the Tinnhday, 
hi the same week, V hen the Loid ('haii- 
cellor stated to the House, that his iVla- 
jesty found liis liealth so fully established, 
that he lioped on tlie following Tnesda3*, 
to comiiiiniiciite to the Pariienn'n* such 
other business as was necessary to be laid 
before them for their consideration and 
ilespalch. 

“ 'flu; TTouse of ('oinmons received, 
fioin Mr. J.*ilt, tlie same inibi mat loti i# It- 
tive to the .state of his IMajosn’b health, 
end tlie int(‘iuh d communication of public 
business , and similar adjouvmncnts took 
jdare Vvilliout any discussion. 'I’be c.iii- 
tioii fd' mini'^ters, in thus delerrin;; tin* 
everc'oe of lln* loyal function.i, nas veiy 
,t*eiiei ally coimmmded. 

The bulletins signc'd by tlic pbysici- 
rms, and tin* .i>. oiiaiices tVinn the l.oiil 
(dianrellor and Mr. Pill, ucje eoitsideied 
as .1 suiTa'icnt LcMimony of the Uing’b re- 
covery.'’ 

His M?ijesfy’.s visit to .St. Pool’s to 
ietunipiib!ic thanks lor bis recovery is 
also very simply and allectingly related. 

“ On tin*- day appointed for this act of 
pious gratitude, the King, arcoinpanied by 
tlic Queen ar.d I’oyat family, and attemlcd 
by the two houses of J’ai liameiit , the gicat 
otlicers of state, the judges and the foreign 
Ambassadors, and surioniided by niiex- 
atiipied ero’.vds ol' people, v. ho viewed the 
procession iinovoreiitlal silence, went to 
St. i’aul'.s. Hi> Mrijesty w.ih leceived at 
the west end of tiie cimrch, by tlie Ihshop 
of London, the Pean, and tin’ vesiilcnlia- 
ries, A martial band, stationed near the 
door, played appropiiate music, till hi.s 
Majesty reached the area under the great 
dome, when it ceased ; and instantly the* 
organ, accompanied l;y the voices of about 
five thousand children of the city charity 
schools, who were ])laced upon circular 
seats, gradually^ rising bclwe. ii the pillars 
on both sides, began the Imndicdth psalm. 
The simple melody, joined to the .specta- 
cle, evideutly affected the King ; and as 
he was walking hetween the Bisliop of 
Loudon and myself, lie tuiiicd to me, and 
said, with great emotion, ‘ 1 now' feei 
that I have been ill.' He then stopped, 
but .soon recovering himself proceeded to 
the choir. The liuniility with which his 
Majesty knelt dow'n, upon first entering 
bis seat, and the fervour with which li'e 
£urop. V/Ti;-. Vol. SO. Jvht.lS’JO, 


seemed to put forth hU thanksgivings and 
prayers, made a Ia>ring iinpicssion on 
the minds of those w lio we:e near enough 
to observe him. Indeed, throughout the 
service, whi<*h was ad ipti'd to I lie solemn 
oi'Ciisimi, and in tlie wlude of this inlet cit- 
ing ami awful seem’, emiiienlly ea!ciilatrd 
to awHkc'H pious and grated iil tW‘liiigs, 
nothing was so .striking, as the earnest and 
uninreiTiipted devotion of Isis Majesty, 
manifestly pioceeding from a heart truiy 
sciisihle of n re* ?iit and gracious interpo- 
sition of Divine Providence.’'

‘‘ ’J'hoiigh his Majesty continued free 
from any return of ineiitil indisposition, 
yet his constitution had receiveil so severe, 
a shock, tint he iceovered his bealih .nid 
strength very slowly; and it was tbouglit 
mole pr>ulenr, that he .‘‘liini!d ;i.»i ‘'m in 
person to put an end to t!.c scssi'-.i. ;*! •- 
li.inieiit was therefore j>rer{>irucd l^y ( (jin- 
iiiissiun on the lllh of Au,;iist.”

** IMr. T’deii gave the following account 
to Mr. Pitt, in a letter writ ten from Paris, 
AugustS/tli, 178 '>. ‘It would lead me, 
too far to enter into the strange Jind un- 
h.ippy paiticiilars ol’lho presnir situation 
of this coimJiy. Tlie jiijarehy is most 
eoiuplele ; the people have rt'iioiiuced 
every id<‘a and principle of subordination ; 
tin' iiiagisli aoy (so far as llu'ie remain any 
liaeos of magisti acy ) is paiih' struck ; ti>e 
army is utleily undone; and the .soldiers 
fire .so ficed fiom inil'lary di'-cipline, that 
oil eveiy discoident, and in the f.ice of 
day', they take iiudr amis and kiiapsaeks, 
and leave tlieir regiineiils; tlie cliiireh, 
which foiineiiy' loid niuch ijilluonee, is 
now ill general treated by tlu* people with 
derision; the revenue is greatly andia- 
pidly deci easing amidst the disoiders of 
the time : cv»‘n the industry of the labour- 
ing idass is iiilerrupteil and suspended. 
Ill shoit, the prospect, in evt ry ]Mdnt of 
view, is most alarming: and it is suffirii nt 
to walk into the streets, and to look ut the, 
faces of those who pas.s, to sec, that theie 
is a gene.ral impression of calamity and 
terror. Such a slate, of thing.s must come 
.soon to a crisis ; and the anxiety to he rc - 
stored to order and sccurilv, w'oiild soon 
tend to c.stahlisli, in some .«hape, an execu- 
tive goveriinieiit, hut tlfcre is a cruel want 
of some man of eminent talents to take 
(he leatl. I know personally all who are 
mo.st conspicuou.s at present, and I see no 
man c(pial in any degree to the task w hich 
pieseiiU itself.*" 
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111 June, 1700, Mr. Pitt was iiimni- 
inun.sly cho.seii lii^h titewarii of the 
university of C/ajii bridge; soon after 
whicli, Kuropc became invoUed in 
liiosc 'A'urs, whicli lasted, w ith so little 
iiiterinission, to )Hl5, and in >ihich this 
stale, small acted so extraordinary a 
part. Into the histoi} of this mij^hty 
.stnijrtrlc we abstain from ent<;ring; and 
must hiisten to the eoncliision of the 
work, w here we tirid a ciiriuiis cier.oiint 
of the dilferonoes between Mr. Pitt 
and Jaml Tliurlow, wliich led to the 
dismissal of the latter, in May MiH. 

“ From the eommeneenieiil of INlr. Pitt’s 
sdministi:itio)i, to the fieriud of the Kiijj'’s 
JJhje!('4, the loot'd Ohaiieellor acted with the 
utmost zeal and cordiality as a iiiemin'r of 
the c:d>im't ; Imt duiiu^ the j)roceediiii;s 
in Parliament, to which that niiliappy 
event i»;i.vr rise, a j^reat alteration took 
plaee in his eondiiet; to such a degree, 
indeed, that upon several ocea^ioiis, IMr. 
Pitt felt by no means eoiifidcnt what part 
ho W'oiihl take* in the debates in the house 
ofliOids. In all the discussions, however, 
relative to the regency, he invariably, and 
W'ith apparent sineeriiy, supported tlie 
principles and measures ol' Mr. IMtt; hut 
not eiitiiely without .‘iiispieion, at the mo- 
ment <.f the greatest dillicidty, of a dis- 
position to jmi'sue, an opposite line, in con- 
seipieie e ot his being ailniitte<i to rieqiii nt 
interviews with the Priiuc of Males. 
1111011101* the ainemin eul which to* k place 
in the King’s hcallh had any intlucnee in 
this respect, it is inijiossil»(e to know. 
After his iNiaje^ty’s recovciN, the .same 
coolness anil reserve towards JMi Pitt 
continued and grudiialiy increasc<i, al- 
though there Was no ditlVrcriee of opinion 
iifion any political ipicstioii, nor did there 
appear any other cause for dissati.>faction.

“ One of the members of the cabinet, 
who had been intimately ac({uaiiitf‘<l, as 
well as politically connected, with the Lord 
C’l^ancellor for many years, lepcatedly re- 
monstrated with him upon liisS present 
conduct Uwaids Mr. Pitt, which here- 
presented to he the subject of serious con- 
cern to all their colleagues, and earnestly 
pressed him, both for public and private 
reasons, to state openly and candidly his 
ground of complaint; assuring him that no 
offence or neg!(‘cthad hmi intended, and 
that Mr. Pitt was ready to enter into an 
explanation upon tiny point he might wish. 
This friendly interposition entirely fadod. 
No explicit answer could iu'oblnuie.d; nor 
(fid the (Chancellor mention a single ob- 
’’jt’sction to Mr. PitPs public measnu'S, or 

f e<!ify one instance of inaireiition to 
niseif. Ke ]u‘r.scvered in taking every 
opportunity of marking his { ersunal dis- 


like of Mr, Pitt, though constantly warued 
of the nnreasoiKihleiicss and uiiavoidahie 
conscMpicnce of h behaviour ; and at last 
his spleen broke forth in a violent cen.snre 
of a bill, to wliicii lie knew Mr. Pitt an- 
nexed the greatest importance: and he 
actually voted against it without having 
given any previous notice of his intention. 
IMr. Pitt, who had shew'ii more forbear- 
ance thiiii any otiicr man w'oiild have done 
under similar circiinistances, bad now no 
alternative. Neither’ the good of the, 
piihlic service, nor a legard to his ow^u 
feelings and character, woidd allow him 
to siihtuil to such an indignity: and on the 
following morning In* rcspecffully siib- 
iiiitteil to the King, the imtu>s.sihiiily of 
Ills ri'inaining in office with the Lord 
(.!liane(iIor, and the consequent necessity 
ofhis Maje.sty’s making hi.-’ ^ lioico between 
them. 'Jhe King wa.s in so.ae degree 
prepared for this comniiiiiicatioii ; and the 
Lord (Chancellor was imiiiediateiy ac- 
quainted, by his Majesty’s command, that 
he must lesigii the seals." 

One quotation more mn.sl closi* our 
extracts: but it is one inoic lliaii 
usually interesting. 

“ lly the death of Lord Ouilford, on the 
lilh ot Augiiyt, in tlii.s yoar, the warden- 
ship of the (.’inque Poits, uoith about 
a ycai, became vacant; and the 
King iutmediately oficicd it to Mr. Pitt, 
ill the foiiow’ing mu.st giacious and piT.ss- 
ing terms : 

-Ilax ing 
this morning received the account of the 
death of Ike Eail of (iuilford, I take the 
first opportunity of acipiainting Mr. Pitt, 
that llie w'.’inleiiship of the (liiiqiie Ports 
is an office, for which 1 will not receive 
any recommendations; having positively 
resolved to confer it on iiim as a mark of 
that reganl, wiiich his eminent services 
ha^e deserved from me. 1 am so bent on 
this, that 1 shall seriously be offended

matmi these my intentions to the ISaii of 
(dial hum, J..ord* (Ireiiville, and Mr. Pun- 
das.* 

“ Hi.s M.'ijesty, knowing that Mr. )*i<l 
was at Kiirioii Pynsent, on a visit to his 
mother, sent the above letter to Mr. Dun- 
das, in London, adding, * Mr. Diindas is 
to fur vv ai d it w'ith a few lines from biin- 
.self, exprrs.sjng, that I will not admit of 
this favour being' declined. 1 desire that 
Lord Chatham may al.so write, and that 
Mr. Duiida.s will take the first opportunity 
of acquainting Lord Grenville with the 
step 1 have taken.’ " 

This appointment, Mr. Pitt having 
been nine yeai.s prime iniTii.stei’, felt 
biuisclf entitled gratefully to accept.

very brief aiial>iii.s can only have 
tended to excite. 'I’hc work beiii^', 


wc observe, already republished more 
economically in octavo, it must come 
into ail immediate as well as g:eiieral 
circulation. 

(If the paper war which has ensued 
between Mr. Adair and the Kight 
Pcv.

“ thoughts that breathe, and woids

— not meiel> the fame arising troni her 
ijne([uallcd triumphs, not that splen- 
dour only, whieli eneireles the rccoid 
of her unparalleled mdiievcimads, but 
tiic still iirigiiler, and more sui passing 
glory, which iiradiaies the andii^ os of 
hei beiicvolenee her diiliisioii of iJio 
Seripliiri's through the woilil, even 
amidst bloodslu'd and dcsidalion,— her 
ahoJitioii of sluveiy, Ikt rcsciu! of 
the nations fiom infidel captivity,-- 
aud above all, ami beyond all, her 
niunineent chaiily. - These are themes 
at once ennobled, and ennobling ; and 
these are depicted willi an eoerg} and 
eloquence, whieli must find an echo in 
every heart, and meet a vibration in 
every bosom.

The encircling 
ornaments are composed of four 
igVoupes of Cupids, bediing emblema- 
tic tiophics of the Seasons. On the 
proscenium ate also various embel- 
lishments, correspondent with the 
ceiling, and in the centre the Royal 
Arms over the curtain. The new di op 
scene represents the entrance ot a 
Temple ot the Composite Order, de- 
dicated to Apollo; statues of Thalia 
and Melpomene sui mount the princi- 
pal entrance, on the right' is an altar, 
dedicated to beauty, with flowers and 
various ornaments of the Bacchantes, 
and the era of tlio nevi^ building, as 
well as of the new reign, are alluded 
to by the Temple of the Muses, Ulu- 
minated by the rising Sun.

Helena, with a 
despatch, addressed to the Karl Bathurst 
by Lieutenant-General Sir Hudson Lowe, 
K.C.B. of which the following is a copy. 

St, Helena, 1821. 

My Lord, — It falls to my duty to Inform 
your Lordship, that Nupolcon Buonaparte 
expired at about ten minutes before six 
o’clock in the evening of the 5th instant, 
after an illness which had coiidiied him to 
liis apartments since the 17tb of last 
March. 

lie was attended during thd early part 
of his indisposition, from the 17th to the 
31st of March, by his own Medical As> 
sistant, Professor Antomriiarclii, alone. 
During the latter period, from the Lst of 
April to the 5th or May, he received the 
daily visits of Dr. Arnott^ of his Ma- 
jesty’s 20tli regiment, generally in con> 
junction with Professor Antommarchi. 

Dr. Shortt, Physician to the Forces,, 
and Dr. Mitchell, Principal Medical Offi- 
cer of the Royal Navy on th^. atation, 
whose services, as well as those of a^y 
other medical persons on the island, had , 
been offered, were called upon in consuD; 
tatioii Professor Antommarchi, on 
3d of ; but they had not any oppor- 
tunity afforded to them of * seeing the 
patiently 

Dr. Amott was with bjlmatlSiie moment 
of his decease^ and saw, him expire. 
Captain Crokat, Orderly Officer in atten- 
dance,' athl'>DdB^tpra-Shortt and Mitchell, 
taw the body immediately afterwards. 


Dr. Arnott remained with the body 
during the night. 

Early ' thia morning, . at about seven 
o’clock, vl proreeded to the ajiartnicnt 
where the body lay, accompanied^ by 
Rear-Admiral Lambert, Naval Com- 
mander in Chief on this station; the 
Marquess de Montchenu, Commissioner of 
his Majesty the King of France, charged 
with the sanu' duty also on the part of his 
Majesty the Emperor of Austria; Briga- 
dier-General Coffin, second in commatid 
of the troops; I'lioiUcTS H. Brooke and 
Thomas Greentree, Ksep's. Members of 
Council ill the GovernmtMit of this island; 
and Captains Brown, Hendry, and Mar- 
ryat, ot the Royal Navy. 

After viewing the person of Napoleon 
Buonaparte, which lay with the face un- 
covered, we retired. 

An optiortuiiity was afti'i wards afforded, 
with the concurrence of the persons who 
had composed the family of Napoleon 
Buonapai;te, to as many offrrers as were 
desirous, naval anti military, to the 
'Honourable the East India (/ompaiiy’s 
officers and Civil servants, and to various 
other individuals resident here, to enter 
the room in which the body lay, and to 
view it. 

At two o’clock this day the body was 
opened, in the presence of the following 
medical gentlemen, J)r. Shortt, M.D. Dr. 
Mitchell, M.D. Dr. Arnott, M.D. Dr. 
Burton, M.D. of his Majesty’s dCth regi- 
ment, and Matthew Livingstone, '£.sq.. 
Surgeon in the East India Company’s 
Service. 

Professor Antommarchi assisted at the 
dissection. Gen. Bertrand and Count 
Montliolon were present. 

After a careful examination of the 
several internal parts of the body, the 
whole of the medical gentlemen present 
concurred in a report on their appeai ance. 
This report is inclosed. 

I shall cause the body to be interred 
with the honours due to a General Officer 
of the highest rank. 

I bave entrusted this despatch to Cap- 
tain Crokat, of his Majesty’s 20)th regi- 
ment, who was the Orderly Officer in at- 
tendance upon the person of Napoleon 
Buonaparte at the time of his decease. 
He embarks on board Ins Mmesty’s sloop 
Hef pn, which Rear-Admiral. Lambert has 
detached from the squadron , under his 
command, with the intelligence.

RFFpRT OF AppnkRANCES OR DISSECTION 
OF THE BODY OF NAPOLEON BUONAPARTE. 

On R superficial view the body appeared 
very fat> which state was confirmed by 
the first iodisioa . down it's centre, where 
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the fat was upwanh of one inch ancl a 
Jialf over the abdomen. On cotting 
through the cartilages of the ribs, ana 
exposing the cavity of the thdrax, a trl* 
tiing adhesion of the left pleura was 
found to the pleura cos tails. About three 
ounces of reddish fluid vi ere contained in 
tiie left eavit>, and nearly eight ounces 
ill the right. The lungs were quite sound. 
The peiieardium was ndtural, and con- 
tained about <in ounce of fluid. 

1'he heal t was of the natural size, but 
thickly coveted with fat. The auricles 
and ventricles exhibited nothing extraor- 
dinaiy, except that the muscular parts 
appeared rather paler than natural. 

Upon opening the abdomen the omen- 
tum was touiid remaikably fat, and on 
exposing the stomach, that visens was 
found the seat of extensive disease. 
Stiong adhesions eoiineeted the whole 
siipeiior siiriace, paiticnlail^ about the 
pyloiic extremity to the concave surface 
oi the left lobe of the liver, and on sepa- 
rating these, %in ulcer, which penetrated 
tile coats of tlie stomach, was discovered 
one inch fioni tiic pyloiiis, hiiflieieiit to 
allow the passage of tiic little finger. 
'Jhe internal siiiface of the stomach, to 
nearly if s whole extent, was a mass of 
cancerous disease or sehirrous portions 
advancing to cancer : this was pai ticularly' 
noticed near the pylorus. The cardiac 
cxtiemity, for a small space near the ter- 
iniiiatlun of the msophagus, was the only 
•part appearing in a healthy state. The 
stomach was found nearly flllcd with a 
large quantity of fluid, resembling coffee 
grounds. 

The convex siiifacc of the left lobe of 
the liver adhered to the ditqSiagiu. 
W ith the exception of the adhesions oc- 
casioned by the disease in the stomach, 
no unhealthy appearance presented itself 
ill the liver. 

The remainder of the abdominal viscera 
were in a healthful state. 

A sliglit peculiarity in the formation of 
the left kidney was observed.

mighty energies, and powerful arma- 
ments, were, for a series of years, di- 
rected, not against her defeat merely, 
hut her overthrow ; not marshalled for 
her conquest, but her annihilation 
Napoleon Buonaparte Is no mure! — 
and his death is an event, which be- 
longs as much to the moralist as the 
politician. He has, indeed, long since 
ceased to inlluencc, except in a very 
remote degree, the destinies of the 
w Ol id. For six years lie has been poliljt- 
calJy dead ; and he was doomed to ont- 
live even the admiration of most of bis 
adherents. He continued to exist, not 
to excite alarm and wonder, but to 
manifest the most signal example of 
the retributive justice of Heaven ; and 
to add one other impressivi' ilhistra- 
tioji to the records which ambitious 
men have furnished of the vanity of 
liiirnan wishes. 

To trace the wild and irregular granr 
dour of Ills career,- to mark the splen- 
dour of his rise, and tho gloom of his 
declension ; would be to record those 
extraordinary events wliich have ren- 
dered tlie last thirty years the most 
important epoch in the history of tho 
world. The memory of these neenr- 
I cnees still comes upon us like the 


remembrance of a fearful vision. — 
It Is a dream of bloodshed, and of 
tumult, and of strife ; of mocking pa- 
geantry, and of fearful w'oe. 

When we look back upon Buona- 
parte crossing the Alps, and there 
see him in all the pride of youth, and 
all the Hush of victory, leading his 
confiding troops to put down thrones, 
and lay waste kingdoms ; — and when 
Tfve turn to the miscrahle exile, pining 
with despondency, and wasting with 
discaifc, lying down to die like the 
obscurest amongst us, with scarce a 
recollection of his glory about him ; 
we almost forget the tremendous in- 
terval between his elevation and his 
fall. Yet this was the man that car- 
ried revolutionary Firanco in triumph 
• throughout Europe, this was be who 
raised himself to the Consular Chair, 
this was he who sat on the throne 
of Charlemagne, and wore his iron 
crown upon his brow; this was he 
who held Queens captivp, and gave 
Princesses .in dower ; who conquered 
at Jena and Austerlitz; who defied 
alike the frosts of Heaven, and the 
soldiers of the earth; and at length 
fell before their united fury ; — this whh 
he, that the power of England drove 
out of Spain,— 'who twice abdicated 
the throne to which the Revolution 
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had raised !iim;->^and whose power 
liiially eruinhlcd into dust on the day 
of Waterloo. 

The ehara(5tcr of Buonaparte was 
extraordinary in it’s native elements ; 
hut the a^e in which he lived stamped 
upon it it’s boldest features. He was, 
inrfoed, the livini? symbol of the French 
Kcvolntion ; ho was the representa- 
tive of all it’s ferocity and it's crimes; 
conceiitrallni^ inliiiiiself all it’s inji^hty 
hut if^^noblc darinj^, all it’s impions 
dcflatjcc of God, and all it’s horrid 
cruelly towards man. 

Of an individual who has fdlcd so 
lai^o a space in the history of the 
world, it is difficult, so 'shortly after 
his decease, to form a just estimate. 
His enmity against our country was 
so deadly and unrelenting ; so much 
was he bent on the destruction and 
annihilation of the British name, that 
it is not without some difficulty we 
can bring ourselves either to think, 
or to speak, of his conduct with the 
calmness which uc ought. We may, 
however, observe, that he was the 
leading spirit of the age in which he 
lived. Endowed hy nature with a 
genius equalled by his ambition, and 
so far favoured by circumstances aa 
for many years to meet with no diffi- 
culty which he could not surmount, no 
force which he could not overpower, 
and no glory which be could not 
eclipse; It Is, perhaps, not astonish- 
ing that he should have forgotten that 
he belonged to a race whose powers 
arc limited, and should have deemed 
himself resistless ahd omnipotent. To 
this infatuation he owed llie reverses 
which clouded bis latter years, and 
made him terminate a career of tri- 
umph in exile and imprisonnicnt. 
Placed by fortuitous circumstances 
in a situation where he might have 
been the minister of unbounded good, 
instead of proving himself a bene- 
I'aclor, he became a curse. Earth was 
too little for his ambition; and he 
coveted a larger held for the exer- 
cise of his talents, and the gratifi- 
cation of jiis rapacity. But when 
his prciciisions exceeded the bounds 
of human daring, — ^wlicn he attempted 
to contend hot only with men and 
their strength, but with the untried 
powers of tliQ elements ; — when amidst 
the smoking ruins ofMoscow, he chal- 
lenged the slumbering energies df a 
polar winter, he was smitten in his . 
pride; and the vigour of the gia,ut 


was changed to infant weakness. How 
he fell, and rose again only to fall with 
deadlier violence, it is unnecessary 
here to relate. The prisoner of St. 
Helena was, however, still to some 
a terror ; while he breathed, no Con- 
tinental Monarch could feel his dia- 
dem steady on his brow. The Magi- 
cian who trampled upon Crowms and 
States had lost his wand; but ono 
moment might have restored it. That 
danger is now passed, the spirit of 
towering ambition is for ever quelled; 
and he lias at length rendered up an ac- 
count of his mortal deeds to that. God, 
before whom, all human glory is but 
pollution, and all pride, abomination. 

NAPOLEON BUONAPARTEwas 
*born on the t5tb of August, 1709, at 
Ajaccio, in the Island of Corsica ; and 
was the eldest son of Carlo Buona- 
parte, a lawyer, of Italian extraction, 
by his wife, Letitia Ransolini ; Gene- 
ral Paoll being his godfather, and 
General Marbenuf his patron; he was 
early introduced to the Royal Mili- 
tary School of France, to be educated 
as an Engineer, and first distinguished 
himself as such at the siege of Toulon, 
when that place was in the possession 
of the English. He afterwards became 
connected with the Director Barrere, 
by whose interest he was appointed to 
the command of the French Army of 
Italy, in which capacity he ran a long 
career jof victory ; and ultimately ef- 
feoted a peace with Austria. Shortly 
after this, Buonaparte projected the 
memorable expedition to Egypt; but 
on experiencing reverses in tiiat quar- 
ter, returned to France ; and availing 
himself of the distracted slate of the 
country, the war with Austria having 
been renewed in his absence, he con- 
trived to overthrow tlic Government 
of the Executive Directory, and, un- 
der the Constitution which succeeded, 
was appointed First Consul, or Chief 
of the Republic, for a limited term : 
but afterwards for life, in consequence 
of hivH having, by extraordinary exer- 
tions in the field, again compelled Aiis-* 
tria to accept of peace. His ambition, 
however, aspired to the I'hroiic ; nnd 
in 1804, he assumed the prond title of 
Emperor of the Freiach, and was 
prpwncd by tlie Pope, Having dl-^ 
vorced liimsclf from the Empress 
Josephine; on the 1st of April, 1810, ' 
Buonaparte was again married to ihe 
Archduchess Maria Louisa, daughter 
of the Emperor of Austria ; by whom 
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lie had one cMld, bornMareh 20 , 1811 , 
and haiitised Napoleon. We stop nut 
to crowd our hasty narrative with a 
di'tail of his successes and his defeats ; 
they nre the materials of future his- 
tory, and their enumeration only would 
exceed our)iinit 8 » Suffice it then to say, 
that, after a lon^ course of victory, 
lliionapartc experienced liis first seri- 
ous reverses in Spain, from the bril- 
liant couraj^e of the British army, under 
tliccoramandofourillustriousWellin^- 
ton; when soon afterwards the fatal 
canipaif^u in Russia terminated, his 
power, and he w^as compelled to abdi- 
cate the French Throne in the year 

1814. His abdication was followed 
by banishment to the Island of Elba, 
whore every attention consistent with 
security was jJrovided ; but, treache- 
rous to his eng^iigemcnts, Napoleon 
left it upon the 2 dth of February, 

1815, at night, on board a brig, with 
a few hundred followers i and laod<)d 
oil! the 1st of March, nt live in the 
afternoon,, in the Gulph’ of Juan. 
Being well received^ he proceeded on- , 
wards, entered Paris triumphantly on 
the 20 th, and immediately resumed the 
reins of Government. The King had 
sent an array to pppose him, headed 
by Marshal Ney, who betrayed his 
Sovereign,; and joined his enemy. The 
success of Ruonaparto did not, how^ 
ever; long remain without a severe 
chock. The fortified line of the Ne- 
therlands towards France, which was 
occiipie(|by strong garrison^, chiefly in 
British pay, w^ere greatly reinforced by 
the troops pf the Duke of Wellington, 
and a Prussian army under Prince Blu- 
chcr ; end to oppose whom, Napoleon 
lefi Paus, on the l* 2 th of June, 1816, 
and gained several partial advantages, 
till the IBtli, when he was total I 3 ' de- 
feated near Waterloo, and lied back 
to Paris ; w’here ho declared his politi- 
cal life to bo termif^ated, a!id with- 
drew himself in privacy. The con- 
(picriiig armies arrived at Paris on the 
3d of July, and on the 8 tli Louis re- 
entered the capital, followed by the 
Allied Sovereigns. Napoleon then 
reached Rochfort, where he endea- 
voured to escape by sea ; but finding 
the attempt vain, surrendered him- 
self to the B^llerophon British man of 
war, which sailed immediately for 
England, and soon anchored in Tor- 
bay. , He there remained on board, 
until the Norlliumberland was pre- 
pared for bis reception, which carried 


him to St. Helena, the destined place 
of his exile and death : where, in the 
fifty-secoud ycar of his age, ho breathed 
his last, on Saturday, the 511i of May, 
1821, after a lingering illness which 
had confined him to liis bed for up- 
wards of forty days. He had desired, 
that after his death his body should be 
opened, as he suspected lie was dy- 
ing of the same disease that killed 
his father, a cancer in the stomach ; 
which, upon opening Uio corpse, was 
found to be correct, as a cancer had 
actually taken. place. He, however, 
refused medicine as useless, and, a 
month previous to Lis death* said, 
that lie should never rise Ids 
bed again. The pain that it gave 
him, he described as if a knife had 
been run into his body, and btokc 
short off, the wound closing exter- 
nally afterwards. Ho was perfectly 
indifferent to all the ceremonies that 
wereperformed by the Catholic Priest ; 
if did receive the holy water, it was 
given at a time when he was in a state 
of insensibility ; and the only circum- 
stance that could be construed into a 
religious fcelinj^ was very doubtful. A 
few hours pri^vious to bis decease, be 
is said to have gradually drawn his 
hands from his sides^ and to have 
clasped them in a convulsive manner 
over bis breast. He then released 
them, and they fell into their former 
position. During the latter part of 
his illness, be kept bis eyes constantly 
fixed upon tlie portrait of Ids son, 
wliich was hung up at the foot of 
his bed; and his attachment to the 
child seems to liavc been very great. 
The last words of Buonaparte were 
littered in a state of delirium, hut still 
shewed w hat was working in his mind : 
— “ Mon fils !** were the first, and after- ' 
wards he murmured W'hat seemed to 
the hearers to he, “ TOe, — armle,^^ 
He shortly aftcrwaids said “ France/' 
and never spoke again. His face, for 
fourteen hours after Ids death, was 
one of the most iptercsiing that could 
he imagined, but from the extreme 
beat of the climate, the decay was 
so rapid, that shortly afterwards tho 
features collapsed; and at the time 
that he was laid in state, after having 
been opened, the coiintcnauce had 
undergone a total alteration. The 
wounds on his body were, — A small 
scar on the Jicad, received from the 
pike of an 'Engli.sh serjeant at Tou- 
lon ; one above Uie knee, by a spent 
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ball» n^ccived at Ratisbon; and one 
near the ancle, a dee|) muskot ball 
graze, that he received in Italy. A 
great deal of trouble vias taken by 
Doctors Mitcliell and Burton to have 
a cast of his face ; but unfortunately 
the quality of the Island gypsum was 
such as rendered all their attempts 
fruitless. A short time previous to 
his death, he scratched an N. with 
a penknife on a snuif-box, which he 
presented to Dr. Ariiott for his at- 
tendance on him, and also left him five 
hundred Napoleons. 

Though he is supposed to have suf- 
fered much, his dissolution was so calm 
and serene, that not a sigh escaped 
him, nor was tliere any intimation to 
the by-standers that his end was so 
near. 

Such were the last moments of Buo- 
naparte; and the same might have 
becji recorded of the most unpretend- 
ing man that over existed, — of thephi^ 
Joso^her, or of the civilian,-— of the 
nu'rchant, or of the manufacturer, — 
and of all those, who.se names, and 
whoso exploits, never occupied tongue, 
or pen, beyond tjic little circle of their 
acquaintance. How has lie disappoint- 
ed all the presages of the wise, and all 
the hopes of the brave, and all the pre- 
dictions of the moral! He was to have 
died l)y an awful visitation of Provi- 
dence, — he was to have huished his 
,4-.arecr in battle, — he was to have fur- 
nislicd, by some public punisbiuent, 
a terrible example to all succeeding 
'f} rants ! He has disproved all these 
]^rophecics, — he survived his renown 
and bis glory, — he preferred a misera- 
ble exile on a barren rock to tlie death 
of a soldier in the field ; and like An- 
tlioiiy, at the Battle of Actiuni, he 
lied before the termination of the 
conflict, — and died in his bed ! 

For his fame as a soldier, Buona- 
parte should Inn 4. been killed in the 
Tjjdiari campaign; for his honour as 
a patiiot, lie should have fallen be- 
foic the walls of St. Jean d’Acre. 
As the founder of a new dynasty, 
he would have perished most glo- 
riousl^^at Fricdland, or at Eyiau; 
to tt^^d positive disgrace, he should 
lia^!Miod at Lcipsic; but much of 
the contempt of ^mankind bad still 
been spared to him, had he fallen 
among the victims whom he sacrificed 
to tyranny at Waterloo. 

ills was, indeed, the almost un- 
mitigated character of a Despot. No^ 


ver had man so ample an opportunity 
of being the benefactor of his fol- 
io w^s ; — no one could have carved out 
to himself so clear and broad a path 
to a real and blessed immortality. 
But he “ was like no brother His 
ambition had all the awful merit of 
originality, — and let us hope that the 
historian of future times may not bo 
able to furnish any parallel. The blood 
of his bad deeds is not yet dry, — the 
recollection and horror of them arc yet 
too fresh and green in our memory, — 
w^e are too near to the scone of his ex- 
ploits to decide upon him with a cool 
and impartial judgment ; — but w^erc 
we called upon to anticipate the opi- 
nion of posterity, we should say, that 
whilst he concentred some few of the 
brilliant qualities of tbe most cele- 
brated pf antiquity, he combined ail 
their vices. With all Alexander's 
eagerness for conquest, he had none 
of his magnanimity ; — with all Charles 
the Xllth’s mania for expeditions, ho 
had none pf his coolness. He united 
the popularity of Marius to the pro- 
digality of Sylla, and too often com- 
bined the ferocity of both. In his 
foreign politics he was alternately in- 
solent and im^an, — and he never he- 
sitated to commit the most atri^cious 
crimes, when they enabled him to ac- 
complish his object. In his internal 
administration he was neither more 
generous normore just ; and we hazard 
the opinion, that the celebrity of this 
extraordinary man is destined to dc.*- 
crease from age to age ; and that when 
he shall be despoiled of all external 
lustre, it will be acknowdedged that 
he was more famous by the audacity 
of his enterprizes, the extent of his 
resoirrces, and the valour of his troops, 
than by his own ability and foresight. 
It w'ill be seen, too, that hp has be- 
queathed no one durable monument, 
no useful institution, no one blessing 
to mankind, tfiflt can compensate for 
the unprecedented calamities which he 
brought upon the world. 

After laying in state in full military 
costUTiie, as wc have already noticed 
in our last Number, Buonaparte was 
buried on Wednesday, May the 9th, 
beneath some Willow Trees, in a spot 
which he had pointed out, about a 
mile and a half from Longyood House.

source. The niiKed origin of our 
tiafioii loaves it dduhlful from whom 
we aredcHceaded. Hritons, tlauls, Ro- 
mans, Saxons, Angles, and Danes, arc 
confusedly blended together in the 
indistinguishable ties of consangui- 
nity ; and if the private descents 
of families arc no longer to be traced 
to tlicir origin, neither can that of 
the nation. This, however, wc know, 
the iirst people that w'crc found here 
by the Romans were Britons : and it 
is with them, that our history first 
builds on anything resembling a solid 
foundation. After the Romans with- 
drew their protection, the invading 
Saxons drove the Britons, wiiom they 
did not exterminate, before them into 
Wales andComwall ; where, ever since, 
vast numbers of their descendants ex- 
ist, proud of being the most ancient in- 
habitants of this island. — The well 
known custom of Britons to assume 
the names ofbi]ccls,animal.s, and places, 
still points out their genuine descend- 
ants, no less than tlie three familiar 
prefixes of Cornish names of Trc, Pol, 
and Pen ; of which it is said, — ■ 

« By Trc, Pol, and Pen, 

You shall, know the Cornlshmeii.*'

The goveriinient of our country, now 
matured by the wisdom of many gene- 
rations, is founded upon the imperish- 
able basis of liberty ; which, though 
in past times iiifrjnge.d by the un- 
principled aggressions of tyrants, has 
so firmly struck root in oiir soil, that 
she now strikes to the ground all who 
would lop hei[ branches. with too hold 
#^nd daring a hand. She has floii- 
rished, and will continue to flofirisli, 
because the love of liberty is con- 


genial to the hearts of Britons, who 
know how to venerate the blessing, 
and to enjoy wdtii moderation the 
security and happiness it dispenses. 
As our history descended through the 
Saxon Heptarchy, and the diflerent 
dynasties that succeeded in rapid suc- 
cession; some kings were endowed 
with considerable talents for govern- 
ment, others excelled in arms, and 
others in legislation ; whilst others 
have united both civil and martin li 
attainments. Many of those again 
have patronized the Christian reli- 
gion, seeing the social edifice must 
he erected on a sound foundation. 
The accomplished Alfred may be 
deemed the Father of English legisla- 
tion ; nor was lie less ''minent as a 
soldier, for he expelled li.e Danes, 
and taught his subjects to resist their 
inroads, Roman statesmen compli- 
mented themselves with their ascend- 
ahey over the mere warrior ; Cedant 
arnut toga ; and if the skill of the general 
sinks ill the presence of thi? legislator, 
his government and wise laws proved 
that he could profit by his victories so 
as to render them subservient to tJjc 
happiness of his people. Many wri- 
ters suppose that he instituted the 
trial by jury ; it is certain he faci- 
litated a due administration of the 
laws, by dividing the country into 
hundreds, and making them answer- 
able for the peaceable conduct of their 
respective inhabitants. Besides estab- 
lishing a seminary of learning, he as- 
sembled the Wittenagemote, the ori- 
gin of the British Parliament, to meet 
twice in the year, or oflcncr, if need 
be, to treat of the Government of 
God|s people : and by so doing, he Idid 
the frame of civil government in this 
nation, thathas now cxivSted with some 
interruptions for nine hundred years ; 
a period' which has doubly exceeded 
the time allotted to the existence of 
the laws of Lyenrgus, Solon, and Numa. 
The states in which the laws of the two 
former prevailed, did not exist half that 
period ; whilst those of ll\e latter were 
so amalgamated with the opposite 
enactments of the Patricians and Ple- 
beians, in the course of a century and 
half, that two or throe only passed un- 
der his name after lhat period. Athcl- 
Stan was agreat Patron of the Church ; 
the episcopal edifice of this diocese 
being indebted to him for it’s erec- 
tion, while it is also said he planted 
the Christian religion in the most west- 
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«rn parts of Cornwall, and Unilt the 
churoli of St. Buricri, and endowod 
it for a dean and throe prebends ; 
rightly concluding:, that by cncreasing: 
the relig:ioiis feeJinp:s of the people, he 
increased the obli^^ation to civil obe- 
dience. 

The feudal system of the Conque- 
ror, which in some measure changed 
the civil polity of the country, did not 
however, destroy the frame of jfovern- 
nient bequeathed to it by Alfred.: the 
petty tyranny of tlic barons, which was 
at one time so {^ailing: to the subject, 
and alarming to the crown ; after the 
lapse of a few ages, was subdued by 
the institutions of our Great Sa\on 
Legislator, and sunk before the power 
of Parliament establishing the govern- 
ment of the laws. The history of suc- 
cessive dynasties resembles those of 
other countries ; for one wise monarch, 
there has Succeeded a weak, and Ih^n a 
profligate descendant; till the Almighty, 
in mercy to the children of men, has 
rai.s(‘d up, in another House, a wise 
Prince ; or has purified the old stock 
from it*s follies, by afUictioo or other 
heavy dispensations of his wrath. In 
general, however, llierc is no cure for 
folly, and tlic fiery furnace of afllic- 
tiott, burning with sevenfold fury, is 
scarcely sufficient to defecate their 
sensuality and vice. Some of the 
Cornish historians have assigned a 
very high ]»criod to the History of 
CoriiwaiJ, where there are no authen- 
tic records to siipport it. The Cornish 
deem themselves on very good grounds, 
as wo have already seen, to be ancient 
llritons : and King Arthur, whose cas- 
tle at Tinlagel remains as a monument 
of his fame, was probably their la.st 
King: after his time it was governed 
by i)ukes, and then by Earls, under 
our national Kings ; till the time of 
b^lward the Third, who bestowed the 
title of Duke of Corn>vaIl on the Black 
Prince. Since which, it^s Hukes have 
held no aulhority but such as is purely 
manorial ; their castles being disman- 
tled, their palace and exchequer be- 
ing razed to the;ground, and their pri- 
son only remnining in use, as the pri- 
son for the Siaiuiary debtors. We 
have now old British and Norman 
families living together, and forgetting 
their former antipathies, with the ex- 
ception of some who bear the cha- 
racteristics of their origin, their love 
of feudal power, pertinacity for their 
own rights, and a disposition to invade 
£in\ r«/. so. Aug. 1821 . 


those of others. But three only, out 
of all the twenty families of Norman 
origin, who lived in Cornwall in 
the days of Carew, now remain in a 
state of respectability ; and the others 
are totally extinct. The Arundells, 
who were once wealthy, powerful, alid 
numerous , and who had ten mansions in 
this county, have not now one legiti- 
mate descendant to rescue their name 
from oblivion ; tJiey have suflercd no 
less than the Stuart family from their 
stubborn adherence to Popery ; but 
that which precludes them from an 
heir must be assigned to a superior 
Cause, who setteth up one, and put- 
teth down another.'' — What a revoln- 
tion does two hundred years, for it 
is two hundred years shire Carew 
wrote, make in the frame of s(M;ictV : 
the most wealthy and Imnonrable dis- 
appear, and others, like mushrooms, 
rise up to take their stations ! The 
same period sees families in the great- 
est respectability, and depressed in 
the lowest classes of the community ; 

' — so changeable arc the alfairs of this 
world. Man should learn a kssoii of 
wisdom from this, and rectify that 
spirit of pride and ambition, w'hich 
distinction and wealth sometimes in- 
spire; for looking down the stream 
of time but a few years, be sees his 
descendants following some mcclm- 
iiic art, or pursuing labour in the field 
for their daily bread. And it is this 
which gives so much force and truth 
to Lord Boliiigbroke’s celebrated 
aphorism, “ Tliat history is Philoso- 
phy teaching by example." For he docs 
not iini)]y, that it is taught in tho.se 
ciimsuii records of blood, of battles, 
and murders, whicb history paints to 
our view iu such disgusting colours, 
but that the unsettled state we read of 
in human aHairs, the itps and downs 
in life: the eapiicious folly 'of favour- 
itism, the uncertain leniirc of em- 
pires, the miseruhlo fate of bad and 
proiligate kings, the i)raisc and gloiy of 
wise ones, tlie lionoiirablo rewards of 
virtue, and the end nutl misery of vice. 
This is the philosophy, thatmake.s men 
wise, and teaches them to put no 
dependence on empire, or on power, 
but to build their hopes of happiness 
on the sounder foundations of honour, 
of virtue, and of wisdom. 

The most ancient description of peo- 
ple, of whom wc possess any authen- 
tic records, who inhabited Cornwall 
from the earliest periods, are the 

S’* 
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Druids: — wlw' iiave left uiidoulilcd 
remains of their religious ccra nonies : 
and altars, logan stones, circles, and 
sacrificinir rocks, contribute to sup- 
port the accounts which Caesar and 
other Roman authors have {pven 
of those people, as found in 
land in their time. They describe 

them as having intluencc with 

the people amongst whom they lived : 
so j^reat was their ascendancy in this 
respect, that Suetonius Paulinus, ac- 
cording; to Tacitus, resorted to the 
cruel policy of putting; them to death, 
such etfect their 8011:75 and predictions 
having to rouse the courage of the 
people to repel their invaders. Th.eir 
priests, acc jrding to C.rsar. had a 
judicial power annexed to their priestly 
oflice ; and this was often exercised 
in settling dillerences between sove- 
reigns, when going to war, or en- 
gaged in it. They presided over re- 
ligious ceremonies, and directed the 
public sacrilices, as well as those of 
individuals. They superintended the 
education of youth ; if any crime was 
committed, or murder perpetrated, or 
any dispute arose as to succession to 
property, qr as to the limits of their 
estates ; they settled the dilfeicnees of 
the one, and the punislmifMjls due to 
the other ; and those who did not 
abide by their decisions were ex- 
communicated : which seems to have 
been the greatest punishment they 
could inflict. One presided in er the 
Druids, wlio enjoyed the chief au- 
thority amongst them. If he died, 
the most worthy of the Order was 
apjxdiilcd his successor. If there 
wore several of the same respecta- 
bility, (he succession wu,s then de- 
cided by election, and souk times they 
appealed to arms to decide it. At a 
certain time of the year, they took 
up their residence in the centre of 
France, it is supposed at Cliartraiii, 
‘where they had a consecrated sta- 
tion, To this place, all who had dis- 
putes resorted, in ortler to have them 
■ settled. The Druids received their 
education in England, and thence 
carried it with them into France ; 
wdiither those chiefly wont, who wore 
desirous of a more intimate know- 
ledge of their discipline. 

1 '^ great object of their literature 
‘education was to store tbe me- 
.p|^y,as they trusted rather to tradiUon 
man to* wjitten records : the latter in- 
.deed they utteriy ueglectcd; and by 


these means,- they secured the fruits of 
their learning to their own body, which 
raised them reputation among the peo- 
ple. If Cccsar is to be depended upon, 
they had in bis time attained to some 
metaphysical knowledge. He informs 
us, that they believed in the im- 
mortality of the soul, and it’s trans- 
migration, which was confined to the 
circle of their own species : and in this 
they greatly excelled the Pythago- 
rean system, which did not preclude 
the human soul from inhabiting the 
bodies of brutes. This doctrine, Caesar 
supposes, excited their valour, and 
made them fcr»rless of death. They en- 
gaged in discussions on the heavenly 
bodies, and their moli'^n; they pur- 
sued them on natural philosophy, on 
the magnitude of the universe and 
of the earth, and on the power and 
sovereignty of tbe immortal Gods ; 
which they were careful to teach their 
youth. In their religious riles they 
immolated human victims : but what is 
most surprising, and must strike every 
Christian mind, is, their notion of a vi- 
carious atonement — pro vita tiominis^ 
nhi vitee hominis reddature, non posie 
aVUitr Dear am immortalinm name a pla- 
eari arbitrantur,** Caesar de Bello Gal- 
ileo, liib. \l. — Whence this notion, 
it may be demanded, but from the 
source of all truth ? but the wonder 
is, how derived ; it is probable they 
received it with their notion of the 
metempsychosis from the cast ; whence 
all the ideas of religion travelled 
as from a common centre, however 
corrupted. Their horrible sacrifice of 
human victims in a wicker basket, 
made somewhat like a human form, 
though it chiefly selected those who 
were guilty of crimes, is no excuse 
for such a bloody and horrible cere- 
monial. They doubtless argued, the 
more victims, the better were the 
Gods appeased and pleased: and as 
this demanded the surrender of no 
personal vice, they engreased more 
readUy the number of victims to se- 
cure them in their impunity: a de- 
ception which has, mpre or less, pre- 
vailed with all false worshippers. 
Places where the Druids raised altars 
to their cruel deities still continue ; 
to prove, in some respect, the aecu-; 
racy of th« Roman writers, who have 
given us such perfect accounfs of 
their principles and rcligiou.s rites. 
Dr. Borlase, the polar star of Cor^ 
uish historiaus, has discussed this sub-^ 
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jcct with su/Hoient accuracy, both with 
regard to the situation of the places 
whero the Druids performed their wor- 
ship, and the manner of doing it ; as 
to remove much dilKculty from ail en- 
quirers, who might, be tempted to 
investigate the subject after him. 
Places consecrated to druidical wor- 
ship were generally elevated, and 
surrounded by trees, especially oak : 
and in these situations, rocks of the 
largest dimensions, exclusively gra- 
nite, are so oddly marked and dis- 
posed, as .to leave no doubt to the 
unprejudiced mind, Hint they were so 
placed by the united labour of many 
hands, and for superstitions and reli- 
gious u.ses. — The first of those, which 
demand notice, as they are mo.st pro- 
minent in the Cornish scenery, are. the 
Cromlehs ; which are numerous, and 
have a very picturesque appearance. 
They consist of one oblong flat' stone, 
seven or eight feet long, and four or 
five feet wide, standing on three legs 
in a triangular position; the cap as 
w^dl as the legs being composed of un- 
w rought and unhewn granite: and much 
ingenuity musthav.e been required, to 
give them thatfirm po.sition, which has 
rendered them capable of resisting 
i lie shock of two thousand years ; as it 
would puzzle very able workmen now, 
working without tools, to construct 
fabrics so firm and durable. At Karn- 
nienelas there is a Cromleh resting on 
a more solid foundation, not supported 
by legs, as the one above, but on seve- 
ral horizontal stones of the same dimen- 
sions of the cap, placed ingeniously on 
each other ; which makes it evident, 
that they were not alwa} s of the smue 
construction. It’s station is well cho- 
sen,^ being on a very high hill, and 
making a beautiful break, to all who 
approach it, in the arched vault of 
heaven. It is not easy to settle their* 
particular use ; though some of our 
modern antiquaries would determine 
it with the greatest precision, as if 
^ey had witnessed their erection, and 
[^en each applied lo it's particular use, 
xhere is, however, every reason to con- 
clude that they were not monumental ; 
barrows having been exclusively ap- 
propriated to receive the ashes of the 
illostrious dead ; and this idea derives 
every confirmation, from the excava- 
tions ourilesurrection antiquaries have 
made in them; and who have found 
their contents to produce the bones of 
men and animals^ mingled with ashes, 


pieces of sword-bla’difti, belts, and other 
mouldering remaii's ; while there has 
never occurred an instance, w here the 
like di.scoveries have been made near 
Cromlehs. Barrows, indeed, not only 
contained the ashes of the dead, but 
in some respect commemorated their 
fame ; for it was only chiefs of the 
highest distinction who were honoured 
with such sepulchral rites : and these 
memorials have been faithful to their 
trust; for whilst marble has crumbled 
into dust, and verdigris has eaten out 
the brazen inscription; barrows are 
found on our extended heaths, to re- 
lieve the monotonous evenness of the 
scene, and to point oiii wh<*rftlicthe 
a.shes of many a Jlrilijsh chief. Some, 
with greater probahility, i'lipposc, that 
Cromlehs were de.sigtied to bo the seals 
of covenants and conventions between 
rival chiefs, and neighbouring states ; 
as was the vow ratified, on n more so- 
lemn occasion, by Jacob with hisGoo 
at Bethel, by his setting up a pillar 
there : the same was also observ ed by 
the Children of Israel, when they 
passed Jordan, by taking twelve stones 
of that river to commemorate the mira- 
cle performed on that occasion. The 
Druids al.«;o had places ofpiiblic meet- 
ings, both for civil and religious pur- 
poses : as it is allowed on all hands, 
that Stonehenge was a place of ibi.s 
description, though some assert that it 
w^as likewise used for astronomical 
observatiiins ; which niav be equally 
true : for as the Druids met for eele- 
brating their religious rite.s, they 
might, at such nie< tings, also ineul- 
calcthe knowledge of i he heavenly bo- 
dies, and administer justice : and all 
these, it is possible, might have been 
transacted at their great uationul meet- 
ings; w hilst they might have inferior 
courts of judicature established in the 
dilVerent divisions of the kingdom for 
the administration of local justice. 
That they had temples of this inferior 
description, wc shall soon see. Abuiy, 
it is possible, might have been the 
great metropolitan national temple of 
the Druids, whilst temples of inferior 
description might have been establish- 
ed in difierent parts of the country, iu 
Wales, Cornwall, &c. subject to the 
jurisdieiion of the metropolitan tem- 
ple, The shrine at Abuvy formed the 
outline for all the inf rior^ temples ; 
but whether all the iniereuces that 
‘Dr, Stukcly has drawn from it'.s iorm 
be probable, Heave to others to deter- 
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mine ; yet the cireleisinvariably found 
in every druidical pla<ie of worship. 
The Doctor discovers in the temple 
of Abury the Egyptian hiero;;ratn ; tlio 
snake and the circle ; and <iuickly de- 
cides th ^ circle to denote the supreiiic 
fountain of all beiiifc, the Father; the 
sei'pout, that divine emanation from 
hiof, which was called the Son ; the 
winj^s imported that other divine ema- 
nation from tliem, which was called the 
Spirit, the aninta tnandi: yet this is 
ran<»injif wild in the field of conjec- 
ture ; for it may be demanded, in the 
lirst place, how the Ej^yplian lucro- 
pam could be so known to the Druids 
ill this remote island, as 1o form the 
outline of the temple of Abury? and, 
in the next, how it could hear any 
analojjy to the Christian mystery of 
the Trinity? Whatever notion the 
Druids mij^ht have obtained of the 
saorilicial worship of the early pa- 
triarchs, yet it is not very probable 
they could have dived so deeply into 
the Christian mysteries, as in any res- 
pect to have niitieipalcd them. Thoiij!:li 
the Koek worship of the Druids re- 
rpiircd many arranji^cinents in the dis- 
position of the larftc granite rocks we 
sec, in the reputed places of their 
worship, that we cannot now account 
for; yet there are some wJiose uses 
are obvious, aecordin;?: to the received 
notions of our learned in HiilJsli an- 
tiquities : and the iirst is the Lof^an- 
fitonc. These arc of various descrip- 
tions ; some very large, and scarcely 
moveable, and others of considerable 
rocking power, but not so laigciii bulk : 
in the parish o^ St. Levan, there is 
one of the former description, which 
bangs in aerial grandeur on the high- 
est of a cluster of pyramids which 
overlooks the sea in’ fearful equi- 
poise; and though measuring 1200 
cubic feet, rocks perceptibly with the 
exertions of a single man : some are of 
much smaller dimensions, which ex- 
hibit coTisitlerable skill and power in 
their erection. Others of these arc mor- 
ticed on single stones, some on double : 
and in many cases the rocking power 
is given by the insertion of smaller 
stones, to preserve the equipoise, on 
Jarge rocks on which they stand. 
Generally, the 'rocking power is^ the 
effect of art though the onp at St. 
must have been foimed at the 
or derived it's equipoise hy 
the subsiding of the waters at the 
Flood. Their use seems obvious, ami 


of a divining power, like the Oracles 
of J>clphi, replying to sudi questions 
by it’s solemn vibrations. AGod was 
supposed to have inhabited the stone, 
and the assent given by it's vibration ; 
whilst it’s rcinaiiiing in a quiescent 
slate was considered a negative. At 
Karnbrc, vrlicre is a druidical circle 
remaining, the Logan-stone is near the 
penetralia, ifnot witliin it; though it’s 
equipoise has lately been destroyed by 
the crumbling of the small stone which 
was inserted to give it it’s rocking 
power. Dillcrcnt Logan-stoncs also 
possess ditl'ercnt vibrating powers ; in 
some it is scarcely* visible, in others 
It is very strong. There is one n«*ar 
the high iiill of Rout or, called Loudon, 
that vibrates nearly one tw^enticth of 
iFs circle: and it is in vain to as- 
sert, that the effect it produces on 
tlie mind is trifling : for myself, I can 
truly say, I was exceedingly struck 
with the majesty and innate dignity of 
this immense rock, vibrating ‘ like a 
pendulum to the eflorts of an indi- 
vidual concealed behind it, who gave 
it motion. Judge, then, the effect, 
on any solemn assembly of an igno- 
rant people, credulous to behold some 
nianifestation of the Divinity incased 
ill his rocky mansion, and we must 
believe it overwhelming; the fire des- 
cending on Elijah’s sacrifice could 
scarcely produce an effect more ener- 
getic or decisive. Perhaps the liiirsl 
druidical remain in the kingdom is the 
sacrificing Rock at Karnbrc ; it’s arti- 
licial bason, with it’s notched brims, 
running in a slanting position into 
each other, gave current to the blood 
of the slaughtered victims, pouring as 
a libation into the druidical circle be- 
ncatli, to propitiate their cruel Gods. 
The Rock J3asons, indeed, no less 
than the Logan-stone, are evidently the 
effect of rude art : the inclination of 
the above Rock bason, or sacrificing 
Rock, is regular and easy ; and this 
inclination is given by the insertion 
of blocks of granite of iliffcrent thick- 
ness placed betw'ccii it, and olhe'f 
rocks that form the base ; the rock itself ^ 
is a circle of nearly sixteen or eighteen 
feet diameter; and those which form 
the base are of the same dimensions. 

Tl’iCre are vvriters who put no faith in 
our druidical remains, but suppose all 
to be alluvial and casual, while they 
attribute the arrangement percepliblc 
in our circles, sacriticing Rocks, Lo- 
gan-stoncs, &c. entirely to nature} 
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— this is carryinj? prejudice very far. 
Wherever we see art, and the hand 
of man applied to structures, we must 
trace the desii^n to some end; the 
art exemplified in bur druidical re< 
mains are rude, and cannot be as- 
signed to any other origin than that 
of the Druids, who were doubtless 
the priesthood of the primaeval in- 
habitants of this country. The an- 
cient worshippers of God deemed the 
canopy of heaven* a nobler temple 
than the most costly edifices made 
with hands : and they, like those, chose 
some open space for the celebration 
of their worship, where a hillock or 
a rook served as the allar : the known 
disposition of the earlier idolaters to 
materialize spirit, could form no no- 
tion of the deity but under some vi- 
sible form ; the altar which held the 
victim to appease the wrath of tlicir 
tJods, was deemed, in time, by their 
perverted reason, to be the very God the 
sacrifice was meant to propitiate ; and 
as that altar was a rock, other rocks of 
parfieiilar conformations were sup- 
posed to be endued with a divine 
pow<ir likewise ; thus, from a false 
zeal to prove tlioir relij^ion by the num- 
ber of their rook Gods, they multiplied 
the number and variety of their Rocks 
almost without end. Karnbre *1110 for- 
mer seat of druidism in Cornwall, re- 
tains, even at the present day, a native 
diji^^nity and grandeur, that no time 
or change in men nor^manners can 
wear away: at the eastern end, the 
remains of an ancient building, which 
is called the Castle, attract the eye of 
the visitor from their high antiquity, 
and are, most probably, of British ori- 
gin : though now united- to a building 
of a modern dale. Tliis castle stands 
on the airy foundation of two large 
rocks, a ritdc arch id thrown over a 
considerable hollow to connect^ the 
wall : it is furnished with loopholes and 
battlements^ whether to serve ns 
means of defence or ornament, is not 
now clear ; but a suggestion prescuis 
itself to the mind, that it might have 
been the residence of the Archdniid, 
or Archdriiidess ; when they attended 
the solemnities of their religion there. 
This I deliver, however, only as a con- 
jecture, that certainly demands better 
authority : lliey had usually residences 
near their circular temples, and it is 
more than probable, that when they vi- 
sited the dniidicnl siatUms, they might 
have been accommodated with a habi- 


tation of this description. According 
to Pliny — “ The oak was held in 
great veneration hy the Druids. The 
misseltoc was cut with a gold scythe, 
the sixth day of the moon, with great 
formality, the priest being clothed in 
white: it had several properties as- 
cribed to it; such as fertility toman 
and b(M 4, and was held as a spe- 
cific against poison/’ Nat. Ilist^ IG 
Lib. ch. 44. — A gold crescent was 
worn on the brea.st at the performance 
of this ceremonial ; one; of which 1 have 
been so fortunate as to see ; it con- 
tained considerable alloy, and wound 
itself together, like the main spring of 
a watch, and n^quired considerable 
force to i^xtend it ; but when opened, 
it had tlie form of a moon about six 
days old ; it’s two extreme points ter- 
minated in the form of an heart; and 
round it’s border there was a little 
flower work, rudely scratched. It 
was found by a labourer in the pa- 
rish of Gwiihian, in Cornwall, in 
throwing sand out of a ditch, and was 
hrouglit to my father to ascertain it’s 
metallic tpiality and use ; hut he be- 
ing no antiquary, rcooinrneiidod the 
person to Mr, Pr>ce, of Penzance, 
who gave five guineas for it, and 
thereby secured to himself one of the 
most precious relics of druidism. 
The scene of a druidical temple is 
given by Liicnn, in the third book of 
his Pharsalia ; where it is drawn in all 
the disgusting liorrors of a bloody 
larder, garnished with the limbs of 
human victims ; and quite calculated, 
as he represents it, to scare away 
timorous birds, and even beasts of 
prey from their lairs ; on this grove 
the winds would not blow, and the 
fountains were rendered turbid; the 
assembled liorrors might have terri- 
fled Jess superstitious soldiers than 
Cicsar’s, whose arm was obliged to 
set the example to the Veterans to 
fell the surrounding oaks. 1 shall 
give the description in his own words, 
and thus conclude my very imperfect 
account of the Druids. 

Omnis et humaiiis liistrata cruoribus 
arbor.

The Cornish arc an active race of 
men, and, like those ofinost other coun- 
ties, plume themselves on excelling in 
some games, above their neighbours^ 
and peculiar to themselves. In the re- 
fined states of Greece, games were in- 
.stituted, as a training for war. Their 
Pentatlilon consisted of the Jive exer- 
cises of leaping, running, quoitlng, 
darting, and wrestling — 

AXfJiXf Aiaxov, Axoflaf HaXma 

Though some have substituted the com- 
bat of the Cacstus, instead of the 
— or darting. The Grecian games first 
gave the Romans the desire of imi- 
tating them ; as nations .sulidiied by 
the Romans, in their turn became emu- 
lous of imitating them in the athletic 
sports : these, it is very likely, much 
modified, have continued in this coun- 
try to the present day: and appear 
now in our liurlings, wrestlings, box- 
ings, quoits, and other games, which 
resemble them. But the total change 
in the present system of warfare ren- 
ders any particular application of 
such skill, in the above exercises, now 
unnecessary. Hiirling,whieli was once 
much practised in Cornw^all, with the 
exception of two or three parishes, is 
now seldom heard of. It recjciired 
great activity, and to carry a good 
heel ; i. c. to run fast, in the pro- 
vincial dialect, w'as deemed a first 
requisite ; and occasionally to use 
tliG cudgel skilfully was of great use ; 
as it generally ended in a battle. 
And I liave reason to believe, this 
was the chief cause of putting an end 
to this ancient amusement, for it 
sometimes concluded with murder. 
The sport was this ; — a wooden ball 
eased in silver was provided, which was 
taken, by the head man of the pa- 
rish, or some other person previously 
appointed, to some central place in 
the parish, and there thrown up ; two 
arties, one calling themselves the 
igher side, and the other the lower 
side, had two goals in their respective 
divisions, and the party that carried 
the ball to their goal first were dc-* 
clar^d to be the victors. As soon 
as^jllie ball was thrown up, each party 
made a rusJi to seize it^ the person 
who caught it ran off to his goal with 


all his speed : tlic pursuit comiUenccd 
as warmly by the opposite party, 
and in the chace many stratagems 
were used, and ambuscades formed. 
The swift runner had oft the string 
of his inexpressibles severed, as he 
ascended an hedge, which totally di>« 
abled him ; at other times, the carrier 
of the ball was furnished with ashes, 
which he adroitly threw into the eyes 
of the pursuer, whose fleetness he 
dreaded ; though if overtake^; and (he 
ball was not immediately .surrendered, 
lie was handsomely cudgelled. But not 
penuitting matters to come to this 
^crisis, especially if he felt himself un- 
**cqual to engage with his ailversar}, 
he threw it to one of his own partj ; 
who on catching it, immediately w'ei:t 
oir, and the pursuit was changed ; 
this .sometimes produced scramblings 
ajid fighting, bloody noses and bro- 
ken heads. At this period, the ball 
being up, according to the phrase of 
the play, all was hubbub ; the pur- 
suit was carried on by horse and foot, 
through bye-Iancs, over gates, hedges, 
and ditches ; sometimes a brake, some- 
times a gripe, and now and then a 
bushy hedge, concealed a select few, 
to prevent the progrc.ss of him who 
had outstripped the chace, and was 
carryinjf oft* the prize: and here he 
was obliged to retrace his steps, or to 
yield up the ball. It was in general a 
diflicult, and sometimes a dangerous, 
contest ; an^k it was for this eau.so 
solely that it has been dropped, with 
a few exceptions, for nearly a cen- 
tury. When a hoy, I have listened 
with mute astoni.shmeiit and admira- 
tion, to hear the Nestors in hurling re- 
count with delight their former prowess 
and mameuvres. Wrestling, bow'ever, 
still continues a favourite diversion 
in Cornwall ; thorp is great courtesy 
and good temper manifested in this 
athletic sport ; and it is much more 
humane than the pancrfliuin of the 
Greeks, or the Devonshire shin-break- 
ing contest, which they call wrestling. 
To preserve fair play, gentlemen at- 
tend, to see that all is properly con- 
ducted : and added to this, umpires are 
fixed upon t(» settle, all disputes that 
may arise between the combatants. 
A ring is formed about thirty feet in . 
diameter, around which the specta- 
tors stand : the sport begins by a com- 
batant throwing his hat into the ring ; 
another, who offers himself as his an- 
tagoiii:>t^ does the same: these are 
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famished with strong canvass jackets, 
which they wear instead of their own 
coats ; to shew they are in good tern- 
per. they shake hands, and then the 
sport begins, by taking each other 
by the collar, and such other holds, as 
will enable either to throw his adver- 
sary ; it being required, that in the 
fall, which is to be on the back, both 
shoulders should touch the ground. 
Here extraordinary feats of activity 
and exertion are witnessed, which 
soon end in the fall of one of the com- 
batants ; but where the coaiesi is ivell 
matched, 'the rule demands that they 
be limited to live or ten minutes: 
every person who throws three ad- 
versaries is deemed a stander; of 
these, the number is previously settled 
to twelve or sixteen, — as may be cus- 
tomary : and as soon as one is made a 
stander. he retires from the contest 
till the remainderare also made : when 
their number is complete, then the 
siandtjrs begin to play : two arc fixed 
on by the umpires, wMio renew the 
contest ; when this is decided, two 
others are selected, till the staaders 
are reduced to three, wdm receive the 
prizes, wliich consist of five, three, 
and t VO guineas ; gold-laccd liats, gar- 
ments, or other prizes, as settled pre-

Til E long summer’s day of rejoicing, 
and pag<‘aiitry, and spleiidoiit, liir- 
liished by his Majesty's Coronation, 
lyas depicted in oiir lust Number, witli 
all the minuteness and iidclity, w liich 
the occasion so peculiarly demanded ; 
and whieli the time allotted to our task 
permitted us to furnish. The exp< di- 
tion, however, leqiiisite to our neces- 
sarily hasty compilation, having re- 
liK taiilly compelled us to despatch it 
“ with all it’s iniperfeclioiis on it's 
head," w^c have now to add a few 
more pages for the supply of (hose 
pints which were incomplete, and the 
collection ol those iiiaccuiacic*» which 
wertMinavoidahly incident to tlicliuriy 
with wliich it was prcpaied ; .siihjoiii- 
ing also some supplementary paiticu- 
lars to close the narrative. — B3' an 
Cl I or of the press, our preceding ac-' 
count stated his Majesty to have been 
crowned at a quartet betorcoiic,though 
from thehuius named fur tlic pieccding 
parts of the Ccicmonial, the inaccu- 
i^cy was loo palpable to mislead ; wc, 
however, have now to correct it, by 
stating, that the Crown was placed 
on the King's head by the Aicbuishop 
of Canterbury precisely at a quarter 
before two, when a signal was made 
by Sir Thomas Tyiwliiti to an Ofliccr 
stationed on the Tower of the Abbey, 
whence it was eoininiinicntcd (o Si. 
James's Paik, and also by an uitil- 
Icrymau on the ccntics of the four 


Biidgcs to the Tower; at both which 
places, salutes wcic instantly fired. 

It will be nianiloslly evideiil, that 
the gieat improvements which havo 
taken place in (lie avenues and streets 
of Westminster, the opimings made 
round Si. Maigaiet's Church and the 
Abbey, and, abo\e all, the peinianent 
reiiio\a1 of the courts and hiiildiugs 
which disfigured the upper end of the 
niagnitn cut Hall, and the rcstoiation 
of windows in it's roof, confiibiitod 
to lender the pi esent spectacle much 
more splendid than it ever could liavo 
bei’ii 00 any former occasion. Since 
e\en iii 17 f>l the fine approach by 
Parlioracnt-strect had no existence, 
and the nariow iiicon\ enient passage 
by King- street Mas the principal cw- 
tr^e to the superb pageant. 

In noticing the Coronation 'Galle- 
ries, and other accommodations tor 
the numerous spectators, by which the 
scene of action was surrounded, we 
regret to have to rccoid the veiy se- 
rious losses which, in most instaiii'cs, 
attended their proprietors' specula- 
tions. It seemed to have been en- 
tiiely forgotten, that the space thus 
lotted out for visitors in 1821 , C5t- 
cceded, b^ nearly three-fourths, that 
which wai) similarly apportioned in 
17 (il: 3ct the prices demanded for 
s€*ats weic equally high, and in some 
instances higher;* though the inlinbcis 
which wore thus provided tot, veiy 
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far cxreftdftd IfAOOO. A Uill stronj^r 
impediment to the t'liinimcnt of these 
money-making: hopes, and tlie filling: 
of the g:al lories, was the reiterated 
threat of her late Majesty, that she 
wohUI he present. Well aware of the 
customary cortege which so constantly 
attended the Queen's public excur- 
sions ; tumult was feared by the timid, 
and dread was excited in the cautious. 
The natural consequence of which was, 
that tens of thousands were alarmed 
from attending: ; and that circumstance 
alone was productive of much loss 
and disappointment to individuals. 
It is, however, hut due respect to 
the memory of the late 'Illustrious 
Individual thus alluded to, to refrain 
from pursuing: this subject farther. 
Towards the return of the Proces- 
sion, the booths were indeed nearly 
fdlcd, blit it was with visitants who 
paid hut a very small proportion of 
the puces originally demanded. 

The splendid effect of the various 
parts of the inaugiiiafion wc have al- 
ready attempted to describe, and shall 
therefore now glanro only at those 
scenes which require enlargement, or 
were thiMi but imperfectly alluded to. 

The aspect of the* flail, when his 
MajAly ascended the Koyalseal, was 
wonderfully impressive. He looked 
“ every inc-li a king,” and the antique 
fashion of the ringlets which descended 
to his shoulders harmonized most ad- 
mirably with the regal dress and de- 
corations. In the body of the Hall 
below, the splendid train was mar- 
shalled. On the right and left, the 
galleries, to the lowest scat, - w ere 
tilled with richly-attired individuals 
of both sexes ; the must sumptuous 
l)oxe.s being those on cacli side of the- 
raised platform, where the Piineesses 
of the lllood Uoyal, and the Repre- 
sentatives of Foreign Courts, were 
placed ; and that immediately adjoin- 
ing the platform on the left, allotted to 
the Peeresses of England. In the lat- 
ter of which was, the Countess of 
Moraingtoii, the Cornelia of our times, 
and mother of three Peers among the 
dazzling crowd which waited the ad- 
vance of the greatest Monarch in the 
world. What sensations must ha>c 
been ber*s, — it were happy for a ma- 
tron to die even before tlity could be- 
come food for veiuembraiicc. The 
hero of his country and age, the im- 
mortal Wellington, was performing, 
the distinguished duties of Lord fligii 


Castable under the eye of his ho- 
noured parent ; the Marquess of Wel- 
lesley, who had fdled the greatest 
olhees in the kingdom, was near his 
greater brotbef; and not far removed 
W'as the third son, the new'ly-c rented 
Baron Maryborough, whose long and 
eminent services well entitled him to 
that reward. The "Duchess of Wel- 
lington was by the side of her hus- 
band's mother, and the third gene- 
ration of this illustrious race was one’ 
of the interesting youths who bore the 
train of the King! Grand as was the 
whole, this family groupc offered jrre- 
sisfible attractions to every spectator. 

It is not one of the least pleasing 
recollections of our late revered Sove- 
reign, that he was exceedingly fond of 
children; and w'c rejoiced to observe, 
in the conduct of his Successor, seve^ 
ral striking proofs of his entertaining 
that same amiable feeling ; which is a 
sure sign of a good heart. When his 
young Pages were introduced, it is 
impossible to convey an idea of the 
urbane and cordial inariucr inwfiich 
he shook hands with them, and the 
expression of benignity willi which he 
spoke to all. 

Every tiling bring prr pared, tli# 
Procession moved from the Hall; the 
throw ing open the folding doors greatly 
augmented the cilect, and presented a 
vista into the full light of day, of sur- 
passing splendour. The waving of 
plumes, the lustre of inagnilicent appa- 
rel, the glistening of jewels, and the re- 
gulated motion within, were not' more 
imposing than the military eclat and 
the multitude of living couulctianrcs, 
tier above tier, with every ovc directed 
to the* glories issuing from tlio ])or(a], 
which the sight cauglit in the p0))ular 
assembly without. 

The grandeur of the ceremony in the 
Abbey seemed to exceed even the H all. 
It was more solemn, and the coup tVadl 
was more sublime, particularly at tlio 
moment w hen, as the crown w'as placed 
on his Majesty's head, all the Nollies 
put o.> llicir euroiict.s, and shouts and 
acclamations of “ God save the King!

In our former narrative, we alluded 
to the scene of confusion viliirli was 
presented at the moment of his Ma- 
jesty’s dcpaiture from Westminster 
Hall, when, after the service of the 
second oourse, all those parties who 
had been extended in double lines 
down the Hall closed, Masse, to- 
wards the foot of the steps leading 
to the royal platform. At tho same 
time other branches of the eiowd ad- 
vanced along the passages in fiont 
of the cellarets; and as the peiiod 
for his Majesty’s dwartuio ap- 
proached, those formidable bodies 
encroarhed still nearer. Among those 
thus marshalling as it wcref^ir a scram- 
ble, were several of the Peers' attend- 
ants, together witli numerous ladies 
and gentlemen, who, having previ- 
' ously quitted their seats in the gal- 
jiartes for a promenade, instead of lOr 
tiling' %ibeir places, upon the 


alarmed liy the confusion, returned 
to the Hall, and, by the greatest per- 
sonal exertion, succeeded in prevent- 
ing the extension of the supposed 
licensed plunder.

which, having been vacated by the 
Peeis, and other guests, who had Jong 
before satiated their appetites, was 
attacked with^a vigour, only in pro- 
portion to the actual exhaustion of 
the assailants. A raging thirst was 
the first want to be, satisfied, and in a 
vf^y few moments "eve I y bottle on tbe 
board was emptied of it’s contents* 
A fresh supply was, howe>er, soon 
obl.Mncd from the eellarots; and all 
jeasoniibje rails of this sort were rea- 
dily complied with. From liquids tho 
company proceeded to solids, and there 
tbe w'ork of destruction was equally 
fierce: sweetmeats, pastry, and con- 
fectionary of all sorts, vanished with 
tbe rapidity of lightning. Croupes of 
beautiiul women were scattered at the 
tables, and every efioitwas made*to 
afloid them that refreshnieiit of which 
they stood so much in need : others^ 
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Iiowever, still pnrsucd thewmk of plan- 
del ; and arms were every where ^ecn 
stretched ionh *breukiii(i|^ asd destroy- 
ing; the fable ornaruenth, which neteoJ' 
themselves too cumhroas to remove, 
for the purpose of obtaining: sonic fro* 
phy commrnioiative of the occasion. 
As the parties thus cngag'ed st^tisfied 
their rcspcctiv e desiies, they retreat- 
ed by the noith door to the platform, 
along which they were seen seeking 
their respective modes of conveyance, 
anxious to escape the scene of deso-* 
lation they had left behind, li^ts, 
however, was no easy task, and many 
hours elapsed before they were all 
enabled to fpiit the spot. 

Now difliciilties now arose fiom the 
timo which ucccssaiily elapsed bofoie 
the ratriages could ariive. All the 
rooms and passages around the lloiibe 
of Lords were filled wdlb persons of 
the highest distinction, of both sexes, 
manifesting the gieatest iinpaf icnce to 
escape from a place which had now 
lost all i(\ att tactions, and which pre- 
sented no ob)oet to cheer their dioop- 
ing spiiits. The unusually early hour 
at which they h id iisifi in the morn- 
ing, added to the Inhcniis and ptiva- 
tions through which t)ie> hud goii'^ 
during the day, had reduced them to 
a complete state of exhaustion; and 
all tlie ordinaiy punctilios of society 
were of neecsbity forgotten. Peeis 
and Peeresses, Judges and Privy 
Oouiiciilois, Knights of all orders, and 
Commoners of all degtees, were alike 
worn out by fatigue, and lay promis- 
cuously, some on sofas, some on 
chairs, and a still gienter number on 
the matted floois of the rooms and 
passages in which they happened to 
have sought refuge. Many , while in 
this situation, wore overtaken by sleep, 
and in this happy state of forgetful- 
ness, scenes wcie piesented extremely 
ajl vaiianco with the splendid and, dig- 
idded spectacle which had been bdt fi 
few bouis before exiiibited in tho pre- 
seiKcofthe S^Mieign, a.id in which 
these very individuals had borne so 
piorninent a pait. It w as three o^cloclf 
in the morning befoic the whole of the 
company had departed, and at that 
hour several of the ladies were So 
completely worn out, that it bedame 
necessary to carry tliem to their car- 
riages. 

Early on the following morning, 
printed notices were put up, by order^ 
of Lord Gwydii, announcing that it* 


would be impossible to open the Hall 
for public inspection until the ensuing 
day; but thence, until Wednesday, 
the Isl of August, all ranks w’erc iiidis- 
cdminatcly admitted ; and the crowds 
which were daily collected exceeded 
all calculation. They w'cre admitted 
by the greal north door, and passing 
completely through tbe Hall, retiree! 
by a side door and passage leading 
into Old Palaee-yard. 

Tbe admission of the public to tbe 
Abbey did not commence till Wed- 
nesday. July 25th, and then it took 
place by tickets. The utter impos- 
sibility of pursuing this system, how- 
evei, was soon discovcied, for on 
Wednesday and Thu isday alone, not 
less tha.n twenty thousand letters and 
notes of all descriptions wci e lecei vcd. 
To answer, or even to open these, was 
found altogether impracticable, and 
therefore it was resolved to Ihiow the 
Abbey open to the indiscilininate ad- 
mission of the public. This was ac- 
cordingly done for the same peiiod 
as the Ilall, and the exhibition equally 
crowded. 

We have now to supply some defi- 
ciencies ill our last Kiniibcr, by the 
iiisettion of paiticulais loi which vc 
had not tlx u space or ]< is.ire. 

The Lnd High Cojtsfabh of Scotland 
was the Maiqucss of lliintly.

It being customary for the King, 
on his coronation, to honour with 
Knighthood the senior Oenileman of 
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and one of the Officers ; after the per- 
formance of the several soi vices, his 
Majesty accoidin^l)< hni/^bted Frede- 
rick JiuJuier, of the Strand, the Senior 
Gentleman; and C. B. Pocock, the 
Standard-bearer. The fees for which 
wei e ordered to be paid by the Trea- 
sury. 

The timber-Voik of the Abbey, 
Westminster Hall, the Platform, and 
the Barriers, was done by Messrs. 
Copeland, and the (|uantity of wood 
used was 60,000 square fe^t, or 1500 
loads. 

The timber used in crcclinji^ thea- 
tres and stages iiidiieetly connected 
with the Coronation, was estimated at 
BO.tKMl square feet.

** I, GedhoE the Fourth, by the Grace 
of God, Kino of Great Britain, France, 
and Ii eland, BeteudiM tif the Faith, Ac, 
do solemnly and sincerely, in tlie pre- 
sence of God, piole^s, testi^, and de- 
dal c, that 1 do believe, that in the Sacra- 
ment of the LouFs Supper there is not 
any Tiansubstnntiation of the Flcnietits 
of Biead and Wine Into Ute Body and 
Blood of Christ, at Conse- 

cration thereof, by any person whatso- 
ever ; and that the invocation or adora- 
tion of the Virgin Moty, or any other 
Saint, and ttiie sa< ritice *of the Mass, as 
they are used in the Chinch of Home, 
arc .snpeistitions and idolatrous. And 1 
dosolemnly, in the pn sence of Con, pro- 
*^?***L^W and detlara, that fdo make 
tills Sredl^'ation, andev^j> paittUwcof/ 


In the plain and ordinary souse of the 
words read unto me, as they are com- 
monly understood by the Fnglish Pro- 
testants, without any evasion, equivo- 
cation, or mentki resciVation, whatso- 
ever; and without any dispensation al- 
ro^y granted me for this purpose by 
the Pope, or any other aiiihoiity or per- 
son whatsoever, oi with uit any hope of 
any such dispensation tiom any person 
or authority whatsoever, or without think- 
ing that I am, or may be acquitted be- 
fore God or man, or absolved *of this 
Declaration, or any part thereof, although

Wc have now* only to add, that 
eveiy official departmciu connected 
with the Ceremonial of the Corondr- 
tion received his Majesty's warm^Et 
acknowledgments for their attention 
and serv ie(‘s ; and onr most appropri- 
ate conchislori to this niiiiufe detail 
will be the following dc‘‘Ciiptive let- 
ter, said to have been written by Sir 
Walter Heolt. Ccrlain it is, that Sir 
Walter, and apart ofliis family, were 
piesent ; and judging from it’s inteinal 
cvidi'nco, wc have oiirsol7c» pot the 
slightest doubt of it's being from the 
pen of that justly celebrated character. 

“ silt, 

" I refer you to the Daily Papers for 
the details of the gi cat national assem- 
bly which we witnessed yesterday, and 
will hold my promise absoh^edby send- 
ing a few general reinai ks upon what E 
saw, with surprise atriounling to asto- 
nishment, and which 1 shall iic\cr for- 
get. It js, indeed, impossible to eoii- 
eeive a ceremp^ more august and im- 
posing in all it’s parts, and more cal- 
culated to make the deepest impres- 
sion both on the eye and on the feel- 
ings. The most minute attention must 
have been bestowed to ariatigc all the 
'Subordinate parts in haimony with thb 
rest; so that, amongst so much anti- 

J uattil ceremonial, imposing singular 
resscs, dnties, and characters, 'upon 
persons accustomed to move in the 
ordinary rotitind of society, nothing 
occurred citiier awkward or ludicrous, 
which could mar Ihc general effc<‘t of 
the splemnity. Considering that it is 
but one step from the subUme to the ridi- 
culous, T own I consider it as surpris- 
ing that ilie whole ceiemonial of the day 
slioidd have p'ls.sed a)\ay without the* 
slightest eh cumstaocc w liich could^dc- 
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ranj^e the general tone of solemn feel* 
ing suited to the occasion. 

You must have beard afullac* 
rouut of the only disagroeable event of 
the day. I mean the Attempt of the 
misguided Lady, wh 9 fias lately fur* 
nished so many topics of discnssion, 
to intrude herself upon a eercinonial, 
where, not bcinj^ in her proper place, 
to be present in any other mast have 
been voluntary denudation. That mat- 
ter is a fire of straw sihich has now 
buiiitto the very embers, and those 
who try to blow it into life a^cain will 
only blacken their hands and noses, 
like mischievous children dabbling 
among the ashes of a bonfire. It seems 
singular, that being determined to be 
picsenl at all hazards, this uniortu- 
nate Personage should not have pro- 
cured a Peer’s ticket, which, I pre- 
sume, would have insured her admit- 
tance. I willingly pass to pleasanter 
matters. 

** The cflect of the scene in the Abbey 
was beyond measure magnificent. Ima- 
gine long galleries stretched among the 
aisles ot that venerable and august 
pile, — those uluch rise above tlie altar 
pealing back their echoes to a full and 
magnificent choir of music, — those 
which occupied the sides tilled oven 
to crowding with all that Britain has 
ot beautiful and distlUguislu d, and 
the cross gallery most appropriately 
geeupied by the Westminster school- 
boys, in then white surplices, mun;^ of 
whom might on that day recehe im- 
piessioiis never to be lost during the 
rest of then lives. Imagine this, I 
say, and then add tlie spectaeh' upon 
the floor, the altars suiioii tided by 
the Fathers of the Church, — the King 
encircled by the Nobili^ of the land 
and the Councilloi s of bis throne, and 
by warriors wearing the* honoured 
marks oi distinction, bought by many 
a glorious danger ; — add to thitf the 
vich spectacle of the aisles, crowded 
with waving plumage ; and coronets, 
and caps of honour, and the sun, 
whicrh brightened and gladdened as 
it on puiposc, now beaming in full 
lustre on tbe rich and varied assem- 
blage, and now darting a solitary ray, 
which matched, as it passed* the glit- 
teringlolds of a banner, or the edge of 
a group of battle-axes o|r parilzans, 
and then lested full onsome fair form, 

* the Cynosuio of neighbouring eyes,' 
whose circlet of diamonds glistened 
under it's nifincncc. Imagine all tlus. 
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and then tell me if 1 have made my 
journey of foui hundred miles to liltte 
purpose. 1 do not love your cm hono 
men, and therefore 1 will not be pleased 
if you ask me, in the damping tone of 
sullen philosophy, what good all this 
has done the spec tatoi s ! If wc restrict 
life to it's real animal wants an<l nece.«i- 
sitics«we shall indeed be satisfied with 
* food, clothes, and fire;’ hut Divine 
Providence, who widened our sources 
of enjoyment beyond those of the ani- 
mal creation, never meant tliat wo 
should bound our wishes within such 
nairow limits; and I shrewdly sus- 
pect, that those non est tanti gentle- 
folks only depreciate the natural and 
unafTected pleasure which men like 
me receive from sights of spleudoni 
and sounds of harmony, cither be- 
cause they would seem wiser than 
their simple neighbours at tbe ex- 
pense of being less happy, or be- 
cause tbe mere pleasure of the sight 
and sound is coniu cted with associa- 
tions ot d deeper kind, to which they 
arc unwilling to yield themselves. 

“ Leaving these gentlemen to enjoy 
thur owu wisdom, I still more pity 
those, it there bo any, who, being 
unable to detect a peg on which to 
hang a laugh, sneer coldly at this 
solemn festival, and are ratbei dis- 
used to dwell on the expense whii h 
ttends it, than on the geiicious fell- 
ings; whieh it ought to awaken. The 
expense, so far as it is national, has 
gone diieitly and instautlv to the en- 
couragement of the British manufai - 
turer ai.il meuhauir; and so tar as 
it 15 pcisoiial. to tlie peisous of laiik 
attendant upon the Coronatiqk|,itopc- 
rates as a tax upon wealth, and consi- 
deration for the benefit ot poverty ami 
industry ; a tax willingly paid by the 
one class, and not the less acceptable 
to the other, because it adds>a happy 
holiday to the monotony of a life of 
labour. 

“ But tliore were better things to 
reward my pilgrimage than the mere 
pleasures of tbe e^e and the car; 
for it was immssible, without tlie 
deepest veneruwBT, to behold the vo- 
luntary and solemn interchange of

It was peculiarly 
delightful to see the King receive from

costume of which was worn by his 
Loidship and Piince LcAvpold only. 
The Duke of Wellington, with all hi.s 
laurels, moved and looked deserving 
the baton, which was never grasped 
by so w orthy a liaiid. The Marquess bf 
Aiiglesea showed the most exquisite 
grace in managing his horse, iiotwith- 
standing the want of bis limb, which 
ho left at W^atcrloo, I never saw .so 
line a biidle-haud in my life, and.! am 
raiher a judge of * noble borseman- 
.ship/ Loul Howard's hoise was woise 
billed than those of the, two foimer 
NoMdiicn, but not so mpcli sons to 
deiengc the ceremony of rctiiiug back 
out of the Hall. 

♦* *riie Champion was performed, as 
of light, by young Dymoke, a fine- 
looking youth, but healing, perhaps, 
a little too much the appearance of a 
maiden knight to be the ehallonger of 
the world in a King's behalf. lTc« 
thicw' down his gauntlet, however, 
with becoming maahOod, and showed 
as much horsemanship as the ciow'd 
of Knights and Squiics around iiiiii 
would permit to be exhibited. iii.s 
armour was in good taste, but Ins 
shield waaout of all propriety, being 
around rondachej or highland tai get, 
a d^<^nsive weapon, which it would 
hav0been impossible to use on bor.se- ^ 
back, instead of being a thrce-curnefcd 
or which in time of the lilt 
was suspended round the neck. Par- 
don this antiquarian scruple, wliicli, 
you may believe, occuircd to lew but 
mysplf. On the whole, this sti iking 
part of the exhibition somewhat dis- 
appointed me, for I would have had 
the Champion Icsseinbarinssbd by bis 
assistants, and at liberty to put his 
faoiSe on the gfrand pai. And yet the 
young' Lord pf Scrivelsbaye looked . 
and hehavipd extremely well. 
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“ Potiirninjc to the subject of cos- 
tume, L f oiild not blit admire uhdt f 
held previously been disposed much 
to cruiHse, — I mean the fancy dress 
of the Privy Councillors* which was 
of white and bine ^atin, with trunk 
hose and mantles^ after the fashion of 
Queen BUssahetirs time. Sepaiately, 
so ^ay a ^aib had an odd effect on the 
persons of eldcily or ill made men; 
but when the whole iivas thrown into 
one g:enei al body all these discrepan*- 
cies disappeared, and yon no inoic 
observed the particular manner or ap- 
pearance of an individual, than you 
do thstt of a soldier in the battaiioii 
w hieh marches past you. The whole 
Was so completely harmonised in ac- 
tual colouring, as w cll as in association 
with the general mass of gay, and gor- 
geohs, and antique dress which floated 
before the eye, that it was neict to im- 
possible to attend to the eflcct of indi- 
vidual figuies. Yet a Scotsman will 
detect a Scotsman amongst the most 
crowded assemblage, and 1 must say 
that the Loid Justice Clerk of Scot- 
land shewed to as great advantage in 
his lobes of Pii\y Councillor, as any 
by whom that splendid dress was 
worn on this great occasion. The com- 
mon Court dress used by the Pi ivy 
Councillors at the last Coronation 
must have had a poor eflcct in compa- 
rison of the present, which formed a 
gradation in the scale of gorgeous or- 
nament, from the unwieldy splendour 
of the Heralds, who glowed like huge 
> masses of cloth of gold and sih cr, to 
the more chastened robes and ermine 
of the Peers. I must not forget the 
4 ffeet produced by the Peers placing 
their coronets on their heads, which 
was really august. 

“ The box assigned to the foreign 
Ambassadors presented a most brilli- 
ant eflcct, and was perfectly in a blaze 
with diamonds. When the sunshine 
lighted ou Prinre Bslcrhazy, in par- 
ticular, he glimmered like a galaxy. 

I cannot learn positively if he had on 
that renowned coat which has visited 
all the Courts of Europe, save our*s, 
and is said to be worth £100,000 or 
some such trifle ; and whiijh cost4 the 
Prince £100 or £J100 every time he 
puts it on, as ho is sure to^'^losc pearls 
to that amount. This was a hussar 
dress, but splendid in the last degree, 
pcihaps too tin6 for gpdd taste, at 
least it would have appealed so any 
were else. Beside the Prince sat a 


good-humoured lass, who seex^cd all 
c} cs and ears, his daugliter-ii^law, I 
believe, Who ^ ore as many diaAirbads 
as if they had been Bristob Stone 
An honest Persian was also a tcaiark-4 
able figure, from the dogged and im-* 
perturbable gravity with which ho 
looked on the whole siibene, without 
ever moving a limb or a muscle during 
the space df foui hours. Like Sir 
Wilful Witwou’d, I eaiiiiot find that 
your Persian is orthodox ; for if he 
scorned every thing else, there was n 
Mahometan paradise extended ou his 
right-band along the seats which were 
oi^upied byth^ Peeresses and their 
daughters, which the Piophet himself 
might have looked on with emotion. 

1 have seldom seen ao many i levant 
and beautiful girls, as sat mingled 
among the noble matronage of the 
land ; and the waving plumage of fea- 
thers, which made tlie universal head- 
dress. had the most appiopriate effect 
in setting off their charms. 

I must not omit that the foreign- 
eis, who are apt to consider us a na* 
tion en frac and without the usual ce- 
remonials of dress and distinction, 
were utterly astonished and delighted 
to see the revival of feudal dresses 
and feudal grandeur when the occa- 
sions demanded it, and that in a de- 
gree of splendour which they aver- 
red they had nov er seen paralleled in 
Euiope.

Who well hath told howBalkh came to prove. Balkis, or Candanle, as Josephus calls 
her, w'as the Queen of Sheba, Saba, or Sabiea, who came to visit Solomon. According 
toD'Herbclot, she was the daughter of Cathan, Kingof Mareb, capital of the conntiy 
ofSaba ; though the Arabians have a different tradition, as well as a romantic history 
of her love and marriage to Salomon, and of the hint lluppe, their messenger. 

Note’s briffht immortal elimee. The conntiy of Saba is generally supposed to be the 
province of Aljemin, on the borders of the Red Sea, which is situate in Arabia Felix. 
Some writers, however, suppose it to have been the island of Meroe, in Ethiopia. 

Peacocks from Tkarskish. A city seated on the borders of the Mediterranean Sea, 
at which the ships of Salomon touched in their voyaj^es to and from Ophir. Some 
translators have supposed, that the word peacock signified a precious stone, so named 
from the beauty of the colours : the bird, however, was esteemed a great delicacy at the 
period now alluded to. 

Bclher*s hill^ 

Where scented fcales the air with stveetness fill. 

St. Jerome, in the Vulgate, translates Betlicr to signify Perfume ; but Calmet 
writes, that it was a city near Jerusalem, called Upper Betharon ; which, according 
to the Rabbins, contained four hundred colleges, each of which had four bundled pro- 
fessors, every one of whom taught four liiindied scholars. Notwithstanding so stiong 
an army was within it, the city was taken in tire revolt of Barchochebas against the 
Emperor Adrian ; he was killed, and the students who defended it, were &o put to 
death. 

0*er En GedVs groves of eampkire play. A city near the lake of Sodom, which sig- 
nifies the City of Palms, so called from the many palm trees growing in that province. 
It was also celebrated for it’s balm and cypress tiees, yielding odoriferous gums. 

Spikenardf and myrrhe^ and ralamuSy were pour*d. 1 he first two of these spices were 
gums, common in Palestine; and the third was a sort of flagrant reed, or cane, which 
grew in Syria, near the mountain of Liban. It has a knotty i oot, i cd beneath and wl^te 
above, with long straight leaves. " 

Syria* s pomegranates, honey from the roiks. The Moussoiilmans have a tradition, 
that five persons can be contained in the gourd of a pomegranate grown in the Holy 
Land. The wild bees of Palestine, which pioduce the most exquisite honey, deposit 
it in rocks and hollow tiees. The present inhabitants of that country use honey in all 
their sauces. 

Iran* 8 soft dalei. Iran, or Tour > 1 , is the country of the Tuiks and Persians. The 
eastern histoiians use the word when the^ would signify all the nations contained in 
Upper Asia, excepting China and the East Indies. 

While perfumed wines from Lib tn* 9 vineyards Jlow*d. A mountain between Syria and 
Palestine, shaped like a horse-shoe, where giew some of the most celebrated vines in 
Canaan. The wine produced from these was always perfumed with odoriferous 
drugs. 

The red bdellium spread the lamps fair blaze. 

And shed tt*s sweetest perfume with the rays. 

A sweet smelling which was pioduced in Media, Babylon, Bactria, and many 
other places in tke East. It is found of three colours ; red, yellow, and black : and 
when burned, is like incense or scented ointment.

THE! author of Waverloy has sbed cal facts on which be has built his ele* 
such a charm around every subject gant novels^ that no apology need be 
which 18 Gonnected witli those bistori- made fbr ministering to the universal 
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curiosity with au;^ circumstances which 
may illustrate bis nairatives. — Upon 
this do we rely in the selection of the 
present article, which for this reason, 
(and for this perhaps alone) may be 
said to deserve such a distinction. 
Not that with our voracious appetite 
we, the Bookworm, ran be supposed 
always to choose from the stores of the 
da}s that are past such works only as 
in a literary point df view merit atten- 
tion ; — for w^e beg to announce that we 
arc as often contented to feed on books 
wliuse only savour is their antiquity, 
and w hich derive the gusto recommend- 
ing them particiilaiiy to our palate 
fiom their being unknown to, or neg- 
lected bv, all the world beside, as to 
luxuriate upon those rare morsels 
which have given a tone to the letters 
of their day. We cannot, of course, 
hope to impart exactly a similar taste 
to all our readers; )et we shall not 
distrust their love of variety, and shall 
believe that we gratify their appetites 
by sometimes turning from the search 
after those gems of poetry and fancy, 
winch lie scattered in the desert of our 
forgotten literature ; to pluck a weed, 
or to contemplate some hoary ruin, 
whose woitli consists in the recollcc- 
tioiis which are associated with it, ra- 
ther^han in any intrinsic value which 
it possesses.— The subject of our pre- 
sent notice is a private memoir •of 
many ot the passages reliifiiig to the 
life of Dudley, fildil of Leicester,— 
the hero of Kernlwoi th : — whose fate it 
seems to have been, like that of most 
other gloat men, to have been hated 
and rtviled by thu&o ungratcliil per- 
sons who owed to him their safety, and 
peihaps their existence. His charac- 
ter is paitieularly interesting ; — that 
ho was guiity of crimes cannot be 
doubted, but the enormities which are. 


rounded with rivals as powerful and 
numerous as they were jealous. 

The book before us pm ports to have 
been printed from a manuscript which 
w'as written during the lifetime of the 
Earl of Essex. So many literary 
frauds of this dcsciiptlon have been 
practised, that we ate apt to distrust 
every thing which comes in such a 
questionable shape ; but the internal 
evidence here is strong enough to re- 
move all doubts on this head. It does 
not puisuo the Earl’s history to his 
death, which if it had been the work 
of a later period it would have done, 
for the author never would have lost 
so good an opportunity as that would 
have alForded him, to point his mo- 
ral and adorn his tale — besides, no 
purpose could have been answered by 
such a work being published in the 
beginning of the eightcentli century, 
when it had no claim to public notice, 
but the singular and interesting nature 
of it's contenN, 

It purports to be the relation of a 
conversation between some private 
gentlemen upon the domestic policy 
of the kingdom. The Earl of Leicester 
is mentioned, and to him are attri- 
buted all the evils of the slate. There 
exists upon this point a woiidcrful 
unanimity between the interlocutors, 
w'ho seem to vie willi each other in 
relating the atrocities of this calum- 
niated nobleman. The lelator thus 
introduces his sloiy: —

“ After the gentleman had said this,

ence he hath), and consequcufly, most

One of the most important charges 
gainst him is the pait which he took 
in preventing the Queen’s marriage 
with Monsieur, and which these poli- 
ticians would make appear a national 
misfortune. Succeeding times have 
done justice te his policy in this 
respect. His motives we cannot pe- 
netrate, but thtie is this circumstance 
in his favour, that they were misrepre- 
sented by the factious of that time, 
who with the blindness which prevails 
upon similar subjects in our own day, 
could see nothing but tteasou and an 
unworthy object in the honest endea- 
vours of a minister to preserve his 
country from foi-eigii domination. By 
tbe numerous censures which are 
heaped upon the Eail in this respect, 
his advcrsaiies prove at^ least that he 
w'as alw'ays consistent in his view of 
the sidkjocl, and that he possessed 
suiVieient talent to cinsure suceess to 
his negotiations. Tlic lawy ei in a lone 
of loud lament ation expresses liis 
giief, that owing to “ the eoiitiiiual 
thwarting which hath been used 
a^iust her Majesty’s mariinge, she 
was not likely to leave unto the realm 
that precious jewel so in u eh desired, 
by which he moans the royal heirs of 
her own body. 

“ Thwarting, rail you the difcafing 
of all her Majesties most honourable 
oll(5is of marriage, (said the gentleman) 
truly in my opinion, you should have 
used another word to express the na- 
tuie of so wicked a fact, whereby 
alone, if there were no other, this un- 
Cortunatc man bath done more hurt to 
this eornmon-wcalth, than if he had 
luuilhcred many thousands of her sub- 
jects, or betrayed whole aimys to the 
profe^fsed enemy. I can remember 
well my self four treatises to this pur- 
pose, undermined by his means. 

The first with the Sweden King, 
Ihp second with the Arch-Duke of 
Austria, the third with Henry King of 
France, that now reigneth; and the 
fourth with llie brother and heir of 
that kingdom : for I let pass many 
other secret motions made by great 
potentates to her Majesty, for the 
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"^amc purpose, but those four are 
known to have been all dis- 
turbed by this as they were 

earnestly pursued by the other.’* 
Nothin*; can be more probable than 
that the gallant homai;e which was 
paid by men to the sex in those days, 
and which of course was more re- 
markable and diiect when a Queen 
was the object of it, should ha\e given 
rise to the opinion, that Leicester 
would have gladly become the husband 
of her Majesty. Jlut no man who 
looks at the political state of the 
country can rationally believe, that 
the phalanx of statesmen and soldiers 
who surrounded the throne, and who 
were at once the grace and the de- 
fence of the nation, would have suf- 
fered any one among them to wear the 
honours m Inch they were willing to sa- 
orificc e^ery thing to preserve. Be- 
.sides, the Queen expressed, in the 
most public manner, and at a very 
early period of her reign, her positive 
intention to live single; and shoitly 
•after the passage above cited, the 
lawyer himself says, foigettiiig that 
his argument cuts both wajs — “ Nei- 
ther was it credible that her Ma|cstj, 
who refused so many noble kings and 
princes as Europe hath not the like, 
would make choice of so mean a piece 
as Robin Dudley is ; — iiolilc <mly in 
two descents, and both of them stained 
with the block, for which also himself 
was pardoned but the other day, be- 
ing condemned thereunto by law for 
his deserts, as yet appoareth in public 
records." 

It is by no means, however, to his 
political character, or to his otfcnccs 
against the state, that the animadver- 
sions of these delators* aie confined. 
He is reprcbcnted as a most lustful 
murderous tyrant in Lis private life ; 
compared to Heliogabalus, and Cali- 
gula, and Sardanapalus, and Neio«; 
making away with all persons who 
stand between him and Ids object, 
without hesitation or remorse. That 
which relates to his unhappy first 
wile, about who.se death it cannot be 
denied there bangs a considciable 
mystery, is inttoduml as follows : — 

“ His Loidship hath a special for- 
tune, that when he desireth any wo- 
mans favour, then what person soevi r 
standeth in his w.u, hath the luck to 
die quickly, loi the linislung of his 
dcsiie. 


As for example, when Ids Lord- 
ship was in full hope to marry her 
Majesty, and his own iVifc stood in 
his light, as he supposed, he did but 
send her to the house of Ids servant ‘ . 
Foster of Cumver, by Oxford, where ; 
shortly after she had the chanco j 
fall from a pair of stair^, aud so to 
break Ik 1 neck; but ^ctwdtHout’bnrt- 
ing of her hood, thaUMgodsupon her 
head. But Sir Ai<didlrd)Varney, who 
by commandmentrtrditoiined with her 
that day alone, 'with one man, and 
had gent away per force all her ser- 
vants from her, to a market, two miles 
olT, he, I say, with his man, can tell 
you she dyed ; which man being alter- 
wards tnk cn for a felony in the mai sbes 
of Wales, and offering the matter of 
the said miirther, w'as made away pri- 
vily in the prison ; and Sir Richard 
himself dying about the same time in 
London, ciyed piteously, and blas- 
phemed God, and said to a gentleman 
of worship, of mv acquaintance, not 
iopg beforo his death, that all the 
devils in Hell did tear him in pieces. 
The wife also of Bald. Butler, kinsman 
to my Lord, gave out the whole fact n 
little before her death." 

Then follow many tales of his atro- 
cities, his poisoning the Lord Shef- 
field, the Rail of Es.sex, Sir Nicholas 
Throgmorton, the Lady Lennox, and 
the Earl of Sussex ; and such crimes 
arc laid to his charge, as if they had 
been true, would have raised the 
whole world in arms against him; — 
such crimes as never conld be com- 
mitted in England, or in any country 
wlii<di had even the shadow of an ad^ 
ministration of justice. 

The following extract will shewtliat 
this book must have been the source 
ftom which the author of Kenilworth 
drew many of tho incidents of his 
novel, for those circumstances upon 
whj(*li he lia.s contrived to make great 
interest depend, are here distinctly 
set dow'n, and do not appear in any 
other of the memoirs relating to the 
subject. — The lawyer remarks that it 
is not the Earl’s custom to poison his 
wives ; — 

“ Whereat," he says, ^^‘ I some- 
what maivil, especially his first wife, 
whom he chose rather to make away 
by open violence, than by some Italian 
eomlbrtivc. 

“ Hereof (said the gentleman) may 
be divcis leasoiis aliedged : first, that 
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be was not at that time so skilful in 
those Ttellan wares, nor had about him 
^o skilful physicians or sui^eons for 
the purpose, nor yet in trolb do I 
think that his mind was settled then 
in mischief, as it hath been since ; for 
i you know that men are not desperate 
the first day, hut do enter into wicked- 
ness by dejerees, and that with doubt 
or staq;^eriiig of aonseience at the be- 
^iiininji^ : and so he mif;ht at that time 
be desirous to have his wife made 
away, for that she letted his design- 
itirent, but not yet so stony hearted, as 
to appoint out the particular manner 
of her death, but rather to leave that 
to the discretion of tite murthcrcr. 
Secondly, it is not onlike also, that he 
prescribed unto Sir Richard Varney 
at his going thither, that he should 
first attempt to kill her by poison, and 
if that took not place, than by another 
way to dispatch her howsoever. And 
this I prove by the report of old 
Doctor Daily, who then lived in Ox- 
ford (another manner of man than ho 
tliat now livetli about my Lord of the 
same name) and was Professor of the 
Physick Lecture in the same Univer- 
sity, 

** This learned grave man reported 
for a certain, that there was a practice 
in Cumver amongst the conspirators 
to have poisoned the poor lady a little 
before she was killed, which was at- 
tempted in this order; they seeing 
the good lady sad and heavy (as one 
that knew by her handling, that her 
death wa.s not far began to per- 
swade her, that her disease was abun- 
dance of nielancbolly, and other hu- 
mors, and therefore would needs coun- 
sel her to take some potion, which she 
absolutely refused to do, as suspect- 
ing still the worst : they sent one day 
(unawares to her) for Doctor Bailey, 
and desired him to pcrsw'ade her to 
take some little potion at his hands, 
and they would send to fetch the same 
at Oxford upon his prescription, 
meaning also to have added somewhat 
of their own for her comfort (as the 
doctor upon just causes suspected, 
seeing their great importunity, and the 
small need the good lady had of pby- 
sidk) and therefore he flatly denied 
their request, misdoubting (as he after 
reported) least, if they had poisoned 
her under the name of his p<^tiou, he 
mij||;ht after have been hanged for a 
cover to their sin. 


Marry, the doctor remained wcU 
assumed, thut this Way thkingito place, 
she should not long escape violence, 
as after ensued. 

“ And this was so beaten into the 
heads of the principal men of the 
Uiiivcisity of Oxford, by these, and 
other means ; as for that she was 
found miirthcrcd (as all men said) by 
the coroners inquest ; and for that she 
being hastily and obscurely buried at 
Cumver, which was ctindcnincd, aboic 
(as not advisedly done) my Lend, to 
make plain to the woild, the great Io\c 
he bare to her in her life, and what a 
grief the loss of so vertuous a lad> w as 
to his tender heart, would needs iiavo 
her taken up again and re-biided in 
the University Chuich at Oxfoid with 
great pomp and solemnity : that Doc- 
tor Babington, my Lord’s Chaplain, 
making the publick funei al sermon at 
her second burial, tript oiiee or twice 
in bis speech, by recommending to 
tlicir memories tliat vettuous Lady ao 
pitifully murthered, instead of so pi- 
teously slain. A third cause of this 
manner of the Ladies dcatli, may be 
the disposition of my Loid’s nature, 
which is bold and violent, where it 
feareth no resistance (as all cowardly 
natures arc by kind) and where any 
difiiculty or danger appeareth, there 
more ready to attempt all by ait, sub- 
tilty, treason, or treacheiy : and so 
for that he doubted no great ie.sistance 
in the poor Lady to withstand the 
hands of them w'hich should oiler to 
break her neck, he duist the bolder 
attempt the same openly.’^ 

The author then goes on to state in 
the same jaundiced iiianuer vaiiotis 
particulars of the Earl’s life, which 
have the eflcctof placing him in alight 
very different from that which he has 
hitherto been regarded in by the his- , 
torians. There are besides some cu- 
rious and interesting remarks upon 
the claims to the throne at that time, 
and the remote pretensions which 
Leicester entertained ; but neither 
our limits nor our present puipose 
will allow us to go into them mol^ 
fully. The book is worth considerable 
attention, as it explains the pri\atc 
factions feelings which prevailed at 
that day, and w hieh cannot bo gathered 
by any other means ; but we have no 
doubt that many of it’s statements are 
untrue, and that all of them aic ex- 
aggeiated and misrepresented. 
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T1TT3 in^ry contrnlions in m hich the country has been so long; involved, 
fiom tin* opposition of those, by whom her late M VJI sr\’s condiiet^Aas 
either censmed, or espoused, arc now siuldtnly and unr\pcetedl> tei- 
niinated by the dieei^e of thoii illiistiioiis subject. With the most 
a:i\it>us tltsiie to axud enter iiijj; the stormy spheic ot politit s, there are 
still ii*ci 13 occasions, on which it hetotues a publii* duty to deelaie 
oui senunienls, and at tliose times the honest convi^'lions ofoui inintl 
ha\e lM*en opcnl} , mid cvplieitly expiesst d. What those eomictions 
weie upon that unloiiunate subject, which has been so long, and so often, 
agitated, it is unnecessary now to lepcat; we feel still conscious of 
their tiutli, aud .still assuied of their integrity ; nor shall wc, upon 
any futuie neeessilv, which Heavcu aveit' e\ci liesitatc to exprt'ss 
oui opinion*, as openly, aud as fcarics.sly, as we ha\c done upon llie 
late i(‘;.cUcd uc c <ioiv/n. IJut her IVMjisir is now leleased fiom all 
caithly -.utU and tumioil, and iuc|uictude, and far be\ond the 
piaisi, or censure, ol tiiends or ciumies. That the rtspeel due to 
the QiJ\ I n’s fle\ated station duiing bio, could not be universally accom- 
panied by the inoic eiideaiiiijr and ennobling th‘s of attachment and 
esteem, wc have ewr most deeply and most sincerely lainenlid; but 
at su#»h a moment as the picsent, and oter her scaice closed grave, 
to recall any of the bitter feelings which have unfoi Innately been'eon- 
iieeb d with that lllustiious Lady ’s name during the last loui icen months, 
is indeed fai lioin our i.u linntioii. We cannot think of any hum tii 
being, in the awful siiuatioii in which her Majesty so lately lay, 
but with sentiiiicnts of pitv, and with a deep sense of the infumities 
of our common natuie. The Qui ln is now forever taken from this mortal 
scene of vicissitude ; and we trust, that with her life, will perish all the 
dissensions of which she was eitb^^r the cause, or the pretence. We 
trust never to see revived the memory of those unhappy occurrences, 
over which it is so peculiarly desirable to draw the veil of future oblivion. 
Let all classes, and let all parties, now unite in one general feeling of 
loyalty and alleelion ; and should any evil-disposed individuals, to solve 
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their own selfish interests, or to gratify their own malignant pas- 
sions, attempt to plant the banner of discoid on the Qhiitn’s sepulchre, 
let ns with one voire i eprobate the unworthy artilice ; and treading lightly 
over the ashes of the deceased, stand firm and united in the common cause 
of Kino, and Couiitiy. 

Her late Majesty,* Caroline Amelia Elizibeth, daughter of 
his Serene Highness Charles, Duke of Biunswiek VVolfenbuttel, and of 
her Royal Highness the Piineess Augusta, sistei of our late veueiable 
Sovereign, Gloiust thi Third, was born May 17th, 1768; first landed 
in England, at Greenwich, on Sunday morning, April 5th, 1795; and 
was married to oiii piesent King, then Piiiicc of Wales, on the following 
Wednesday, Apiil 8th; their only child, the late Princess Cii irlottf, 
was born at (hiiiton House, on Thursday, Januaiy 7th, 1796, and 
died at Claremont, on Thursday, Noveniber 6th, ibl7. Thus mueh 
only is it necessary now to recapitulate ; the events whieh na' oceupied 
her Majesty’s intervening years have been fi aught with a sad and 
melancholy inleicst, which has encreased as they advanced, and 
deepened as tliev pioceeded. But our pages have been already loo 
mucJi and too Vreipuntly filled with the rcgietied story ; and it 
has now become equally our duly, ns it is oui wish, uevei nioie to 
refer to it. Wo pass by, thoiefoie, unnoticed and unremarked upon, 
the Qui tn’s depaituie from England in 18M ; her various tiavels 
on the Continent, and her retiiin to London in 1820; and proceed 
at once to the unexpected and fatal issue, wliich has disappointed 
all the hopes and prophecies of her fiiciids ; and fi(»in the bai of 
an earthly judgment, has removed it’s victim to atiibuiial, where the 
must viiliious, and the best, may well tremble to appear; — where no 
angry diseussiotis amongst her siiiviving fellow-morinls, ean in the 
slightest dcgiee allcct a decision which must he just, but which, 
we humbly hope, and pray, will also be merciful ! In these sentiments 
we sincerely join with the most cordial fi lends of the late Qiili n, 
and now close, wc tiust, foi ever, all discussion upon those occuirenccs, 
respecting which, fiom an imperious sense of duty, we have dillcred so 
wiilely; — occuucnces, of liich every honourable mind depiecated the 
publicity, bcfoie it took place, and lamented it allerwaids. Her 
Mvjlstv’s expiring wish to be intoned in her mtive countiy, will, 
wo hope, rcinovc the lfi«i possible souicc of dissension respecting her ; 
for w iiatover obsequies might have been peilormcd here, the rites would to 
some have appeared maimed and imperfect, whilst by others they must 
have been thought uncalled for, and superfluous. 

The earliest symptoms of the Qim i v’s indisposition were expciicnccd 
on Saturday and Sunday, July 28lh and !2})th, on which days she com- 
plained of slight illness. On Monday evening, the 30th, her MAJhsrv 
visited Drury Lane Theatre, in company with Lord and Lady Hood, 
Alderman V/ood, and Mr. Austin, and felt very much indisposed, 
but could no! be persuaded to letire until the play was over, and con- 
tinued evticmcly unwell duiing the night. During Tuesday there 
was little change in herM\Ji.siv; tho -gli the symptoms of her oom- 
plaiiit, — ob^lruction in the bowels ; — were somewhat alleviated on Wed- 
nesday. 

On Thursday, August 2d, the Qufev underwent the operation of 
bleeding, 1 1 oin whu h she cxpeTcuced a temporary lelicf. Tlieiemainder 
of that day and the whole of the night w'ere passed comparatively free I 
from pain: but the symptoms of bci* disotder continued the same

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during the whole of Friday, when a warm bath was ordered, in which her 
remained foi about a quarter of an hour. Tnib produced some 
cessation of suileiing, hut had not the cflect oi reducing the gencial s\ mp- 
toms of her disorder, her M\Ji sty bcinsj unable to let.iin any thing on 
her stomach foi moie that a few minutes, tiiid themediciii'^s .ulministeied 
failing to produce the desiied ellect. In tJieci iirso ol the e\ening, J)r. 
Ainslie was sent for ; Dis. M.itoti, W alien, and Tfonaml, IniMiig been in 
constant attendance since the iiist dangerous symptoms. The liist 
Bulletins issmd were as follow : —

Immediately upon the ^iocasc assuming a sprious complexion, it 
is understood, that her Ma tv sty not only despaiied of recovering, but 
appeared scaiecly desirous of getting over it, and on Monday, the 6th, 
ga\e up all hope, and declared she couldnot survive the day. About noon 
on Tuesday she complained of violent pains in the abdomen, which were 
shortly follow'ed by convulsions, when a strong opiate was administered, 
which allayed htT]Min for the moment, and for an hour oi two produced 
a disposition to dose. About three o’clock, however,’ the pains returned, 
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attended with still more alarminsr symptoms. Everv means that skill 
and attention could devise were employed by the PJi>sieiciiis, but they 
were too late. After four o'clock, her Maji sty becniiic iapid1> worse, 
and hei respiration mos dillicult; about e<<jcht, she sank into a state of 
entire stupor, and having lain thus lor two liours and twenty-five 
minutes, at length brc'athcd her last * 

The persons present at the moment of her M ^ sry ’s death, were T^rd 
and Lady Hood, and Lady Anne Hamilton ; \ldernian W ood ^nd his son, 
the Kcv. John Wood; l)is. Haillie, Aiiislie, Maton, Waricn, and 
Holland ; Mr. Wylde, Dr. Lu.shington, and Mr. Austin. 

Soon after the last Bulletin was issued, all the medical gentlemen 
depaited, eveept Dr. Holland, who remained at Brandenburgh House, 
as did al&o Lad> \nne Hamilton; and her Majesty’s seal Has imme- 
diately placed upon all her papeis and efleets on the premises. 

Her St \ ji oT\ ’s will, and three eodicils bearing date August the 3d, 
^th, and 7th, appointed Dr. Lushing ton and Mr. \V>lde her sole trustees 
and exccutois, who have eonscfjucntly aeted as such. 

Her MiJLSTv’s entire claims under the will of her mother, the late 
J)ueht*ss of Bniiiswiek, the amount pioduced by the sale of Cambridge 
House, and all htr property real and pcisonal, she leaves to Mr. William 
Austin, on his attaining the age of twenty-one, and also makes Jiim her 
lesiduary legatee. — Her papeis, documents, &e. of c\ei> description 
to be at the disposal of her exeeutors. 

She dll cels a sealed box, whieh she dcserihed, to be transmitted to 
Mr, Ohiehiiu, a ineieliant of Colemaii-sticct, to whom she owed -04,300. 

She be<jiif'atiis -€500 each to Lord and Lidv Hood; — a pietiiic of 
hcMself to Lady Vrin Hamilton, another to the Cnidiii«ii Vlbaiio, one to the 
Man[ucss Vntaldi, and one to Mr. William \ustin. 

She also leA^es to Dr. Lushiii‘'toii»icr eoaeh and a pictuic ; - to Hiero- 
nirmis hci kuidau^t and liei linen;— and to Mai lettc Biuno hci wcaiiug- 
ai>pai( 1. 

SJie diicels that her body shall not be opened, — nor laid in state, — and 
that she should he buried by the side of her father and biothei at Bruns- 
wiek. The body to be .sent oif in three da>s, and the follow ing inserip- 
lioii to he ongiavcd on hei coflin — “ To the jMcinory ol (Urolinc of 
BiuiKswiek, the iiijuicd Queen of England." 

It is somewhat singulai, that neither Aldciman Wood, Mi. Brougham, 
noi Ml. Denman, are e\en alluded to, in either ot these testameutary 
documents. 

A note from Lord Hood to the Lord Major, announcing the Qui’en’s 
decease, was placarded at the Mansion House as eaily as one o’clock on 
the Wednesdaj moiiiing; when the following Supplement to the Gazette 
of Tuesday was ako published, edged with blaek: — 

“ ^ViiiTniAir, Aug 8,1821. 

Yosterdaj evening, at twenty-five minutes after ten o'clock, the Queen 
departed this life, attcr a shoit but painful illness, at Brandenburgh House, at 
llammei smith.’’ 

The bells of St. Paul’s, Westminster Abbey, and most of the churehes 
in the metropolis, were tolled dining the day ; and a gicat number 
of shops w'crc half closed. Similar ariangcments, wc uiidei stand, 
also partially took place in dilleierit paits of the country ; and ofiieial 
orders were issued fiom the Loid Chamberlain’s department for the 
closing of all the theafies on the Wednesday evening, and also on the night 
following the iemo\al of the Itojal Coipse. 

On Thursday, August 9th, her M \usty 's remains were enveloped in a 
eere cloth, and linen night diess scleetcd by herself, and placed in a cedar 
shell m‘ule according to her express direction previous to hci dissolution ; 
this shell was subsequently soldered up in lead, and placed within tw'o 
colli ns on the evening of the Saturday following. 
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The outside stale colli ii was of line mahograny, covered ii^ith crimson 
silk velvet, and lined \iitli white satin. The nails were gilt, and the 
handles surrounded ^ by panels, wilh scioiled angles, on which were 
eijgravtd a Crown, with her Majesty’s initials and palm leaves. The 
centre plate was about twelve inches long, and eight inches wide, of 
brass, gilt, and burnislied, bearing the following inscription, wiiieli is pie 
ciscly according to cveiy former ollicdai precedent.

It is with much pain that we record any circumstances at all tending 
to disturb the solemn loposc which should attend so awlul a ceremonial, 
as the consignment of moitallty to it’s last abode, yet in apparent 
opposition to her Majesty’s declared wish of being removed wdthin 
three days from her decease, much correspondence took place between 
the Queen’s friends and the Earl of Lhcipool, to induce his Lordship’s 
delay of the Funeral; the departure of which was consequently ex- 
tended to Tuesday August 14. An apartment in Brand eiibiirgh House 
was fitted up with the usual mourning habiliments for the private laying 
in state of the Royal corpse during the night previous, the gates were, 
however, forced in the course of the evening, and a considerable number 
of persons gained admittance to witness the mournful spectacle. Pre- 
parations were in the mean time made by the Committee at the Free- 
masons’ Tavern, who escorted her Majesty to the City, on the 2.9th of 
November last, and the several Benefit Societies, kc. &c. who had so 
frequently addressed her, to attend in the line of procession, and places 
of rendezvous for the variou* horsemen and pedestrians were publicly 
announced. An ofiicial notice was also issued by the Lord Mayor, sug- 
gesting the discontinuance of all business on the day of the Funeral. 
With the earliest approach of the mournful morning, thousands thronged 
I towards every route by wdiich it was possible her Majesty's remains 
I could proceed either through, or round London to Essex ; and their pa- 
tient perseverance seemed scarcely to be damped even by the deluging 
rain which continued to fall from davlight. 

About five o'clock in the morning,'Mr. Bailey, of Mount-street, Gros- 
venor-square, the ofiicial conductor of her Majesty’s funeral procession, 
arrived at Brandcnhurgh-hoiise, where £)r. Lushington, Mr. Wylde, 
Mr. Brougham, Alderman Wood, Mr. Hobhouse, Sir Robert Wilson, 
Mr. Thomas, of the Lord Chamberlain's Ofliee, Hr. Holland, Lieuts. 
Flynn and Hownam, and Count Yassali, were already assembled in the 
State apartment. At six o’clock a squadron of the Oxford Blues, under 
.the command of Captain Bouverie, arrived from the Regent’s Park, and 
formed ii^to line in front of the house. The crowd expressed some dis- 
pleasure on the entrance of the soldiers, but they took no notice of it. 
The gates of Brandenburgh-house were closed, and kept by a number of 
patrole, who prevented the entrance of all persons unconnected with the 
solemn oeremony. The flag at Hammersmith church was hoisted half- 
stalf high at five o’clock, wh<‘n the bell commenced tolling, and minute 
guns were fired from the bank of the Thames opposite. 

At half-past seven o’clock orders were issued by Mr. Bailey for every 
person to be in readiness to depart with the procession, and he gave 
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directioos to tlie Lord Great Chamberlain’s officers to deliver up tlie body 
to the peisons in waitini^ to carr> it to the hearse. 

Sir Geoige Naylor, CiarenecuK Kin^ol Arms, in his state dress, stood 
at the toot of her iM\ji sr’i’s coffin; on his light was Mr. Woods, Blue- 
mantle Pursuivant, holding the directions from his MvJi sty’s Govern- 
ment to remove the body . On each side of the entrance of Uie state 
apartment stood the ollicers of the Lotd Chainocrlain, when, on the 
body of her Majfsiy being demanded of tlie executors, Doctor Lush- 
ingtoii most vehemently opposed it’s removal, until Mr. Bailey having 
firmly assorted his authority, the proc< ssion was arranged as follows 

Twelve Horse Guards, Blue, two and two. 

Fust Mouiiiing coach and six, contained the servants of her Majesty’s 
Chamberlain, and Longes the Hlark. 

Secutid Mourning coach and six, eontaiiied Mr. Wylde’s male and female 
scivdiits, and a servant of Sir George Naylor.

His Majesty’s eight Deputy Maislials, two and two, in state, on hoiscback. 
Twehc pages on horseback, two and two, witii black cloaks and hatbands, 

Hei late Majesty’s State ( aniagc, with six hoises, 

Containing Sir George Naylei, in his state diess, as ('lareucciix King of Arms, 
accompanied by Mr. Woods. Sii Gcoige earned the Ciown and cushion to 
the door, and having got into the carnage they were placed on his lap by the 
Pill suivant, who afiei waids took a seat by Ins side, with their backs towaids 
the hoises. 'Ihc < ushion was black velvet edged with gold hinge, and a gold 
tassel at each (oiiiei , with an impeiial ciown borne upon it. Two of her 
Majesty’s state scivanls weic behind the caiiiage 
Sqiiadion ofhoise, two and two, attended by then Commanding Officcis.

When the seventh niourning c'oacli pieparcd for Mi. and Mrs. Wyltlc, 
stopped at the door ol Biandenbnigh House, a message wa.s sent, tiiat 
he wished to see Mr. Baiiey ; when, upon his entering the apaitineiit, 
Mr. Wylde presented him with a written Protest against the removal of 
her Majesty’s body; and in vciy warm language, declared, that it was 
taken against the will of the Executois, and called upon Mr. Bailey to 
inform Jiiiii as to the route and the destination of the procession. 

Mr. Bailey very Justly complained that eveiy indelicate impediment 
was thrown in the way of those persons, whose official duty it was to 
remove the body. He then took out of his pocket a paper, and read 
fiom it the loute of the procession : — 

The Fiinei al cavalcade to pass fi om the gate of Brandenburgh House, through 
Hammersmith, to turu round by Kensington Giavcl-pits, near the Church, 
into the Uxbiidge-ioad, to Bay swatci, from thence to lybiirn Tuinpike, down 
*the £dgwarc-road, along the New Road to Islington, down the City road, along 
Old-street, Mile-End, to Romford, A,c. A squadron of the Oxfoid Bines, tiom 
Biandenbnigh Hoiibc to Romford, to attend the pioccssion, a squadron ot the 
4th light Dragoons, flora Romford to Chelmsford, another squadron ol the 
same Regiment, from Chelmsford to Colchester . another escoi t tiom Colchc'itci 
to Harwich, wheie a guard of honour is in waiting ” 
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Mr. Wyldo derlarrd that he ^ould not po by the route mentioned by 
Mr. Bailey, nor .should the body be taken except by force ; and at the 
iinst stn^e, he should exercise his le^al ri;;ht, as Eveeulor, to have the 
corpse icmoved without .squadrons of soldicis. Mr. Bailc} said that 
his oiders were iinperalive, and nothiii)^ .should prevent him from doin^ 
his duty ; he would take upon himself the peril of reiiiovinj^ the body. 

Ill the carriage which was assigned to Mr. Wyhic, Mr. Bailey then 
placi'd several of the inferior members of her Majesty's Household. 

Eighth mourning coach an<l six, contained Mr. Alderman Wood and Count 

Va<»sali. 

Ninth mourning coach and six, eontdiiicd Caphiin Hesse and Mr. Wilson, 
her late Majesty's Equerries; the Kev. J. P. M uod, her Majesty's Chaplain ; 
and Mr. William Austin. 

Tenth mourning coach and siv, contained Lientenants Hownam and VI\nn, 
with two other (>cnttcmen of the Household. 

Eleventh mourning coach and six, contained Hieronymus, he» Majesty's 
StcMnaid, Maiiettc Riiiiie, and Ladies Hood and H^onilton's femalf^ sci cants. 
Twelfth moniniiig coach and six, contained her Majesty's three Page.s. 
Thirteenth mom iiiiig coach, contained Mr. Bailey and two other Gentlemen, 
accompanying the Royul Remains to Bnmswck. 

A carriage with a servant, contained luggage belonging to the different pei sous 

in the cavalcade. 

The carriages of Loid Hood and scvei al different Gentlemen, Eriends of her late 
Majesty, tblloued ; and the whole Piocession was tiankod by Fnneial Pages. 
The i oimnittees of Haraiiici smith and London, two and I wo. 

'fhe prepaialio'is being at length coniplct(*d, the carii«ages fell into 
rank; Sii Geoige Naylei liist icUiovlng the Ciuwn and other omblenKS 
ol* ro>all>, the euihn was placed in the heai.se; and bv a quaitei past 
eigh.t the Pivieision appiu.uhcd the ebineh, the Chaiil>-eluidreii»of 
llaiLniC! oiiitli pitetdiug, and Mitwi:’»g lloweis, iiii^Il theii supply 
wa.s exhau‘.te(l, when the\ were ranged on eaeh side cf tlie load, 
the rain still lalliiig in tuiK'iits. 

The Pioeessioii thus nuntd throiq-h ifninenee crowds as far as 
Ken.singtoii, when in advai(‘n}' to the left, tUiough the Gia\cl-pils 
to the Oxford-road, an unex^( eted ob.staelc was found to this ariange- 
nicnt ,* two waggons being drawn aeioss (he xtuHt, and a large load of 
dung being deii berate ly shot down into the eentie at‘ the eariiag e-way. 

From half-past nine, therefore, until a ipiarter-past elt'ven, the 
Funeial thus lemaiiied obstructed and .stnlioiiary ; during which lime 
an express wa.s sent to the Bail ofLiveipool for oideis, while the mob 
piogctded to break up the Gravel-pit-ruad, in the direction which the 
Pr*et .ssioii wa.s to take. 

The attnnpt to pa.ss down Churcli-.street was Hien abandoned, and the 
troo]'s nio\ed fowaid.s Jjondon. This w'as instantly cheered by the mob, 
and a loud cry was set up of “ The City !" A strong detacbmeiit of Lite 
Guards now appeared, with Sir Robert Baker, the Police Magistrate, 
at their head. These WTre rerei\ed with groans and liootiugs by the 
populace, who though they had before abused the Oxford Blues, 
now suddenly changed their tone, :tnd cried out, “ Blues for ever," 
and No Reds." All the soldiers, howe\er, bore the abuse with most 
exemplary patience and steadiness, and seemed only intent on the quiet 
and biiiiiaiic discharge of their duty. 

When the Proces-ioii reached Kensington Gate, Sir Robert Baker 
directed it to enter the Park, which the mob tumultuously shut, and 
resisted all attempts to force it open. The military had at one moment 
got it half unclosed, but the mob assailing them very furiously with 
mud and stones, Sir llobeit Baker thought proper to yield tlic con- 
test, and the funeial moved on toward Hyde Park Corner, the crowd now 
tc.stifying the gieatest ('xultation, and still crying City!" 

At twelve o'clock a stiong sensation was excited in the Strand, 
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by a man on horseback, ridirtg^ at a most furious pace, exclaiming^, 
“ The Funeral will come this way !" tn consequence of which intimation, 
crowds begran to assemble towards Pall Mall, throu»;h which the Ro} al 
Remains were expected to airive; and a small detachment of the Life 
Ouards placed there w'as loudly assailed by the mob, which they, 
however, bore with the p^rentest good temper. The Fuueial bavitfg 
reached Flyde Park Comer, found the approach liL.iding into Park-lane 
barricadoed with market-carts. - A shot t conversation then took place, 
tlic result of which was, that it proceeded a few paces foiward ; 
when Ihe mob gave a loud and deep shout, and mud and missiles 
flew at the sokliery from all directions. A paily nf Dragoons was 
immediately 'sent round to Park-lane, with sliict oiders to remove the 
carts ; in which service, we regret to say, many of them, as well as the 
mob, were badly wounded ; the former with stones, and the latter with the 
sw oi ds of the soldiery. The line of w aggons, Ii(*w ever, was so very com- 
pact, that removal was found impossibh' ; and alti i considerable stoppage, 
il was agreed to open Hyde Paik Gate, and oideis were gi\en to admit 
the whole caviilraile ; which was at length cih ( t* d, aftci coiisideiabJe 
resistance, and pelting on tfic pait of the vwurtiniif rabble. 

No sooner were the Paik gates thrown open, than the hearse and part 
of the Procession piocecdcd at a trot ; and the rtinaindet of the carriages 
hurried after to legniu their places. The military also pushed on, 
and passed through Cuinberlaud Gate ; wbicli the mob baslened to shut, 
when the soldiers turned hack, and a new contest ensued. Mud 
and .stones were poured plentifully against the cavalry ; and in the 
violent conflict which took place at this spot, the Riot Act having been 
read, the soldiers were compelled, in self-defence, to use their sabres,, 
and some of tliem firerl off their pistols : while, on the other hand, 
the mob threw down mar twenty feet of the Park wall to furnish 
lhem,sel>e*« vmIIi biiekbats, and out several of the soldiers' horses 
with case-kni\( s. Many individuals were hurt on both sides, and we 
are truly soriy to add, that two lives were lost. Fortunately for 
humanity, liowevei, a picquet of Fool Giiat'ds arrivr'd at ihis moment; 
and the mob dispeised in diilcreut directions, leaving the passage 
clear. 

In the ronfn«5ion, part of the carriages wrrrt thi’ongh Ty hurn-turnpikc, 
and the rest piocccded r'apidly down Cumber land-street ; hut tire whole 
were le-iinited in the New Road, along which they proceeded without 
opposition till they had neatly readied Totteiiham-couit-road, when 
they again found their progress impeded by a stiong hairier of 
hackney-coaches and carts overtumnd and lashed together. 

It may seem astonishing tiiat thc.se repeated banieadoes had nut been 
anticipated by sending lot ward detachments of cavalry to clear the way. 
This precaution, however, was not adopted; and a large mob collecting 
at the place of stoppage with their forrtier cry of “CVfy Sir Robert Baker 
seemed to consider, that enough had‘heen done in resisting tire popular 
deterniination, and the point w as conceded. The Proecssion accordingly 
turned down Tottenhain-eourt-road, and passing through Drury-lane, 
at len^h entered the city at Temple-bar, the inoh shouting “Victory 

The Procession now made it’s way, in most miserable plight, 
from the rain and dii*t, along Fleet-street, St. Paul's Church-yaid, 
Leadcnhall-strcet, and Whitechapel. It's arrangement had also by 
this time become much confused, regularity' appeared to he entirely for- 
gotten, and, with the exception of the official cortege, we never beheld 
any public retinue so utterly despicable in appearance, nor so ill a.sso- 
ciated to the Occasion. Solemnity, sorrow, and even decorum, were all 
equally dispensed with; and those, .who had thus volunteered their 
escort, and the mob who witnessed it, seemed alike to forget that they 
were atleuiling the obsequies of their lamented Quftn. The Lite Guards 
having returned, the Lord Mayor met the procession on Ludgate-hill,

prf'coded by the City Maishals and a fei(? Officers. Sheriir Williams was 
in his Lordship's currin^e, and SheiiiT Wait]imanf4>llowcdin the caval- 
cade. Tt was also joined by a few small bodies of itinerant journeymen 
of difTcrent descriptions, oarryiiiK banners. The Piocession arrived at 
Mile-end at about live o'clock, and thence pioceedcd towards Bow, 
wlien very many of the pedestrians returned, completely wearied out. 
At Mile-end the Procession was joined by a deputation of seamen 
on foot, who proceeded as far as Stratford, when many more of the 
pedestrians and horsemen also rctunn'd. A deputation from Stratford 
were preceded by a purple banner; and, on the arrival of the cavalcade 
at Ilford, at half-past six, where the hells lolled and the fla^s were hoisted 
half staff high, as at all other places throuj^h w hicli the Pi occssion passed, 
the number of persons on liorscba'ck very mu( h decreased, and was not 
augmented by any local deputation. From tlienre to Romford nothing 
occurred worthy of rcniaik, except the continual desertion of curricles, 
and gigs, which had accompanied the Ro>al Corpse from the City. 

The road from London to Iffoid presented a scene which tcsii/ied the 
customary castor cun’osity of the people ; but nothing was visible 
manifesting any other feeling than that which is usually excited by the 
loss of a fellow-creature ; suddenly and unexpectedly removed by the 
inevitable stroke of death. 

The Procession ha\ing proceeded at a more quick pace towards 
Romford, it arrived there at half-past seven; and about half a mile from 
the town, was met by about fifty persons, dressed in decent mourning, 
who preceded it's aiiisal at the White Hart Inn, whcie her Majesty’s 
suite, &,c. had ordered dinner. 

Duiing this time, the Corpse was stationed opposite the Church, and 
guarded by a party of the 4th Biagoons, until eleven o'clock ; when 
orders were given to another squadron to escort the body to Chelmsford, 
while those who took charge of the Corpse on it’s arrival. lined tlie load ; 
and the cavalcade, unaccompanied by her Majesty’s suite, immediately 
moved onwards. 

i The moon now shone cloudless through a most serene sky, and the 
immense funeral (ortpge vds visible at a considerable distance, by 
the blaze of the numerou* torches which lighted it to Ingatestone, 
where the dawn of day reiiuered them no longer necessary. The whole 
distance to Chelmsfoid was not accomplished until half-past four 
in the morning ; and the cheerless distance was unbroken by the 
slightest intcri option ; for no expression either of anxiety or grief 
escaped from the silent gioupes, roused halt-naked from their beds, 
on the line of march. The clangour of the trumpets produced a 
sudden awakening of the slumbering inhabitants of Chelmsford, as 
their melancholy tlourisli struck the expectant car of those who waited 
to receive the mortal icmainsof the Qui.i.n of England. The church 
was lighted ; and the pulpit bung with black velvet, emblazoned with 
the Royal arms. The chaDcel was also similarly decorated; and 
on cither side were three smaller cscocheons ; in the intervals 
between w'hicfa, silver sconces shed a chastened light over that part 
of tJie cdilice, where all that reniabied of her, whose cohduct 
had .so lately agitated society to it’s centre, was to repose fora few short 
hours. The escort which accompanied the body was here again relieved 
by tbe4tb Dragoons ; and the cavalcade, halting at the great entrance, 
W'as received by the Rector and Curate, in full costume, witb the 
churchwardens, clerk, and beadles. The massive coffin was then slowly 

' removed to the clianpcj ; and a solemn dirge performed on the organ, 
as the Corpse was deposited at the foot of the altar ; day-light beaming 
long before the ceremony w as coneluded. 

About twelve o'clock on Wednesday, the Funeral Procession again 
started for Colchester, whence it was intended to proceed the same 
evening for Haiwich; which being, however, found impossible, the 
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conductors dclermincd to hatt there for the niftfat. The Hoy^l Body 
was consequently rejiioved to St. Peter’s Church, between eight and nine 
o’clock, and a guHid placed over the Corpse. Whilst the body was 
so deposited ; at midnight. Dr. Liishington. Mr. Wylde, Lord Hood, 
Signor \assali.. and Aldeiman Wood, followed it into the Chancel, 
where the executors ordeicd a person to mount the cofiin, and screw 
upon it a new plate, brought for the purpose, with the inscription 
mentioned in the Qui.tN’s will. 

Sir George Na>ler ipnncdiatcly declared such a proceeding highly 
indecent and improper ; and advised Mr. Thomas to remove it. 
The executors insisting that it should remain, a tvarm discussion 
aiose. The chuich was, however, linally cleared; the ollcnsivc plate 
was removed, and the executors eontented themselves w'itli delivering a 
written Protest against this violation of tlieir commands. 

Soon after daybreak, the Piocession again began it’s niaieh; and 

I at eleven o'clock arrived at Windmill Ilill, about a mile and a half 
on the London side of llaiwu*!!, mo\ing at an exccsMvtly slow pace 
tlirough the town t,u the water’s edpe. A Guard of Honour of the flili 
Veteran Battalion wcie diawn up in the Naval Yciid, and thi* Pio> 
cession was met by Major Marston, at the head of lour companies, 
of the 86th. * The troops reversing their aims, and the hand playing' 
TAe Dtad Match in Saul. Oil ariiving at the esplanade, the band 
halted, and the troops divided and lined both sides of the ji tty 
down to the sea, winch was now near Hood tide. The collin was then 
taken out ot the Royal hcrirse, and the Beetoi of ilaiwieh, in lull 
elciicdl habits, piocecdid Ihiough the Ides ol soMieiy to the waUr’s 
blink. TJic eoiiiiis oftlie < <splaiiadc weic occupwdbv the exceutois, 
and Mr, BioiiLhaiu, Mr. Hiinie, 5ce. wiih Sir George Na>Jei, heauag 
the Qi'iin’s (viowii, iinnudmtrly preceded hei M^jisrv’s lenniins. 
The fust minute gun was then iired Lorn Languard Fort, and the icport 
and It’s eehoes rolled hcdvily over the intervening sea. The militiiry 
which lined tlie approach to the boats lowered their ensigns to the ground ; 
and the shrill wailing of the tiumpcts was heard in tlie distance, /it a 
quarter after twehe, the coniii was loweied iroin the PJatfoiin by silken 
ropes into the chief galley of the Glasgow frigate, umler the super- 
iiiteiidanee ot Colonel Gobset, of the Koginceis ; the Mourners, Lord 
and Lady Hood, Ke. &.c. with the domestics, following immediately 
after the Coipse, The chhf baige of ihc Pioneer schoonei, which sub- 
sequently received the body, then boistid the Royal standard; tlie 
sailors, habited in white shuts and trowsors with Klaek neekolotl s, 
rose in their places, with their faces turned to the Royal Corpse, 
on which the 'Ciown was laid by the King of Arms, and it was 
lowed by an eight oaied man of war’s baige a-hcad through the surge, 
accompanied by the othei boats of the squadion, which was to escort 
the Royal Remains. On the coftin being received on boaid the Pioneer, 
the Royal flag was hoisted half mast high, and a favouiing gale 
lapidly bi ought hot ^ alongside the Glasgow, to which vebscl her late 
Majestv’s remains v\ere imniediotely tiansferied. 

The Royal Corpse was then laid in state upon a bier in the principal 
cabin of the Glasgow, which had been 6tted up to receive it : the sides, 
Ac. being hung with black, and a canopy raised over the coflin, on each 
side* of which were wax lights constdntly kept burning, the armorial 
ensigns placed over the head, and the Ciown and Cushion upon the Pall. 
It is a angular coincidence, that Captain Doyle, who had thus the charge 
of conveying the Queen’s Remains in the Glasgow trigate, was the Mid^ 
shipman who gave her Majesty the band rope in coming up the side of 
the Jupiter, on her first embarkation for England, March 28tb, 1795. 
The Royal Suite and official attendants being also received on board the 
several vessels composing the Funereal Squadron, on Friday, August 
t7th, they sailed, vs jjfch a fow bree^:^?, for Cuxbaven ; and aU that was 
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mortal of her, whom in death, as in life, hod created so powerful an 
agitation, was conveyed for ever from that land, ^\here, twenty-six 
years since, the thunder of it's artillery annoiineed to hei the heartfelt 
welronic ol it’s people; and now the avuni echo of it’s minute guns 
proclaimed their last and their eternal Fajcwell. The distance which 
the mournful Procession has to joiiiney on the Continent, renders it 
impossible for us to conclude this aeeoiiiit in our present pages; 
and the remaining particulars of the voyage aiid of the Royal interment 
aie Ihcrefoio iicccssaiily delayed until our next N)imbci, 


The pteeeding narrative, however, demands some closing renections, 
but they must be few and brief upon such a subject ; and we have indeed 
huiried on the melancholy detail, for we dared not tiust ourstlves with 
enlargement, and wcie anxious to give only the saiiotis facts as they 
occurred, unchanged in their appearance by any’ colouring of our’s. 
Her late Majesty is now no longer personally blended with the arts and 
acts of those, with whom Royalty was disgraced by associating ; 
the Queen is now ‘^gone to her account;” and while consigning her 
dust to dust,’' with all the respect due to her high place, and all the 
syinpatliy claimed by her many sorrows; wc w'ould forget her etiois, 
in the bitter atonement of her sufferings, and deeply appieciate tlic 
awful ItsNon of her sudden death. — Rut the proceedings at hei 
Majlsl^’s FuneiJil excile far other let lings, and elajin fat different 
rcmaiks; and we eoneeive it would ha\c been scarcely possible to ha\e 
seleeled any modes of proeeduie -mofc disiespcetlul to tlie deceased, 
more calculated to repiess all feeling of solemnity, and more in opposi- 
tion to the dying iiislruetions of their depart! d Quifn, than those 
adopted by the cortege wbicli paruded our inctiopolis on the 14 th of 
August. Banners, and music, and shouting, accompanied the progiess 
of the Royal Hearse; and all of awe, and respect, and rc\erence, 
which usually attend tin piocession even of the humblest to the 
grave, weie tirrilicd fiom otleiing homage, where tumult and dis- 
oider usurped the place of stillness and tranquillity, and the Funeial 
Ceremonial called foith all the aspeiities of party malevolence, and 
factious opposition. Deeply do we regret, that the march of the dead to 
her last resting place should have been so ill suited to the sad occasion ; 
and that those, who ought to have been her Majesty's mourning 
followers, should have interrupted it's melancholy pi ogress with riotous 
outrage, and broken in upon it’s awful solemnity with saeiilegtous 
turbulence. — The pages which record the .^acred obsequies of a Quei n, 
011^1 not to have been sullied with the disgraceful details of conduct so 
insulting to the dead, and so mischievous to the living : and whatever 
diversity of feeling might have pieviously existed, it wras at tliat awful 
moment equally due to the memory of the departed, and the solemnity of 
the occasion, to have comnutted her Majesty’s ashes to the grave in 
peace; and to have remembered,* that her death was an e'Vent which 
proclaimed to all^— Be yc also heai^V

E ducation, study, society, ha- 
bits, and all those connective 
arts and ciieourajiC^incnls that induce 
to the foinnition of our conduct, and 
iiiiluoncc oui behaviour, may improve, 
and moie extensively illustrate, the 
Rreat and uiicontroulabic powers of 
tint lire and genius, those inborn and 
original gilts of a supciior power ; but 
they cannot cieate them. They may 
expand and beautify the blossom, but 
cannot foim the seed. That will 
sonictiines spiing, and bicak into lile, 
in cold and ra} loss climes, whore even 
the gloiious sun hiinscU has not his 
w'oiited atliibuti s of liie and light, — 
hut the .sod and the soil cannot pi event 
it Natiiie w liJ ha\ e it’.s w ay, and the 
assistance oi opposition ot ait can only 
hasten or retard ; certainly neither 
produce, noi destroy. Even granted 
that it is inoie eliective that they 
should einhraeo each other, jet the 
former will prevail, even though the 
latter may not smile upon her. The 
garment that she wears may not be so 
decorous to every day habits and pre- 
judices, but still it must be, in a mea- 
sure, captivating, from the associati- 
ons of feeling it will natuially inspire. 

We have been led into these biief, 
and, we eoiiceixe and believe, correct 
obscivations, by the perusal of the 
very singular work whose title appears 
as the text of our present article, and 
which it is our willing service now 
to review.

I was gicatly taken with our 
rations fiom father to son the same, version of the Psalms of David, 
Hogg’s father seems to have forsaken learned the most of them by heart, and 
the simplicity of his ancestors' tivays, have a great partiality for them unto 
and turned drover. This led to his this day. Every little pittance that I 
ruin, — ^bis stork w^as seized and sold, earned of wages was cairied diiectly 
and he, with his helpless fadiily, was to my parents, who supplied me viiih 
turned out of doois, without a shelter, what clothes I had. These were often 
or a farthing ill the world. James was scarcely worthy of the appellation, 
then id his sixth year ; a happy ago In particular, I romember of being 
for misfortune ; though he tells us, that exceedingly scarce of shiits : timp 
he remembers well the distress of hia aftOr time I had but two, which grew 
parents. often so bad that I was obliged to quit 

A Mr. Brydon took compassion upon wearing them allogcther ; for w ben I 
them, and engaged the lathci as his^^otthem on, they hiuig down in long 
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fasseln as far as my heels. At these 
times I certainly made a very gro- 
tesque figure ; foi , on quitting the 
shirt, I.coulcl never induce my trews, 
or lower vestments, to keep up to 
their proper sphere. Tlieio were*no 
braces in those da>s. When fourteen 
years of age, I saved five sliilliugs of 
my wages, with which 1 bought an 
old violin. This ocenpied all my 
leisure hours, and has been mv fa- 
vourite amusement ever since, I had 
eoiiimonly no spare time from labour 
during the day ; but when I was not 
o\er-fatigiied, I generally spent an 
hour or two every night in sawing over 
m> favourite old Scottish tunes, — my 
bed being always in stables and cow- 
houses, 1 distuibed nobody but my- 
self.’* 

At length, while seiving as a shep- 
herd, of all menial lives the most 
favourable 1o the dev elopement of na- 
tural genius, ill his 181h year, he first 
got “ a perusal ot the life and adven- 
tures of Sir William Wallace, and the 
Gentle Sheplieid/’ the efl’ect of which, 
he tells us, was, that “ though immo- 
derately fond of them, yet (what you 
will think lemarkable iti one who hath 
since dalibled so much in veiscs't I 
could not lit Ip regretting deeply that 
they weie not iii pio^e, thntoveiy body 
might have undei stood them; or, I 
thought it they had be^^n in tbe same 
kind of inetie with the Psalms, I 
eo'ild have borne with them. The 
tmtii is, I made exceedingly slow' pro- 
gress in reading them. The little 
reading that I had teamed, I had 
nearly lost, and the Scottish dialect 
quite confounded me ; so that, before 
1 had«got to the end of a line, I had 
commonly lost the rhyme of the pre- 
ceding one ; and if I came to a triplet, 
a thing of which 1 had no conception, 
T commonly read to the foot of the 
page without perceiving that 1 had 
lost the rb} me altogether. 1 thought 
the author had been straitened for 
rhymes, and had just made a part of 
it do as w'cll as he could without them. 
Thus, after 1 had got through both 
works, I found myself much in the 
same predicament with the man of 
l^skdalenitiir, who had boi rowed Bai- 
ley's Dictionary from his neighbour. 
On returning it, the lender asked him 
what he thouErht of it. ‘ 1 dinna ken, 
man/ replied he ; ‘I have read it all 
Ihioiigb, hut c.inna say that I under- 
stand it ; it is the most confused hook 


that ever I saw in my life !' The late 
Mrs. Laidlaw of Willcnslee took some 
notice of me, and frequently gave mo 
books to read while tending the ewes ; 
these were chiefly theological. The 
only one, that 1 remember any thing 
of, is ‘ Bishop Burnet's Theory of tho 
Conllngiation of the Earth.' Happy 
it was for me that I did not under- 
stand it ! for the little of it that 1 did 
iindirstand bud neatly overturned my 
brain altogether. All the day I was 
pondering on tho grand milleoinm, 
and the icign of the .saints ; and all 
the night di earning of new heavens 
and a new eailh, — the stars in horror 
and the world in flames ! Mrs. Laid- 
law also gave me sometimes the news- 
papers, whudi I poied on with great 
earnestness, — beginning at the date, 
and K^ading straight on, through ad- 
veitisements of houses and lands, 
balm of Gilead, and every thing ; aiid, 
af t(»r all, was often no w iscr than wlicn 
1 began. To give you some farther 
idea of the progress 1 had made in 
lifeiaturc, — I was about this time 
obliged to write a letter to niy elder 
brother, and, having ne\er drawn a 
pen for such a number of years, I bad 
aetiinlly iorgot how to make sundry 
of the letters of the alphabet : these I 
had either to piint, or to patch up the 
woids in the best way I could without 
them." 

This w as in 1 700 ; and in 17.03, when 
twenty-one years of ag<*, and having 
had in the interim access to more va- 
luable books, he began to attempt 
verse. His debut was made in a 
poetical epistle to an acquaintance of 
his, a student of divinity. Having 
broken the ice, James Flogg went on 
to wi Jte minor pieces of poetry, among 
which he mentions as the iirst ** really 
hjs owm," an address to tho Duke of 
Buccleugfa, in behaT o’ mysej' and 
ither poor fock ; and afterwards songs 
and eclogues ; all of which, he says, 
produced in his first year, were mi- 
serably bad. Ballads and pastorals 
succeeded to these, and these were in 
turn followed by nothing less than a 
Comedy, called The Scotch Genitemon^ 
and founded on a trial of some persons 
prosecuted for fishing at an improper 
season, in which the author was a 
witness. This whimsical design was 
executed under as whimsical circum- 
stances ; and Mr. Ilogg says — ^ 

On reading it to an Ettrirk aiidienrc, 
which 1 have scveial tunes done, it never 
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failed to prod nee the most extraordinary 
convulsions of lau{ifhtc*r. The whole of the 
third act is taken up witli the examina- 
tion of the fishers ; and many of the 
questions asked, and nnswois ^ivcti in 
court, are literally copied. U Iu‘tlier iiiy 
manner of writing it out was new, I know 
not, hilt it was not uitliout 
Having veiy little spate tune tioiti iii\ 
flock, which was uni tiN enough, 1 folded 
and stitched a few sheets ot p .per, which 
1 can led in iiiy pocket. I had no ink- 
horn; but, in plaio of it, 1 lioi lowed a 
hiiiall phial, which 1 fixi d in a hole in the 
breavt ofiii} w ai >(( oat ; and li iving a coi k 
athxed h> apiece of twiic', it aiiswiied 
the pill pose fully as well. 'I lius e<|iiiiiped, 
whenever .i h 1*^1110 minute ot two ofh u d, 
I had iiothoig to do bin to sii down and 
write my thoughts us I found them. This 
is still iny iiivaiiahle piaetice in writing 
ros€‘ ; I cannot make out one sentence 
y study, without the pen in my It.iiid to 
<atcli the idcis as they aiise. I never 
write two copies of the same thing. 

‘‘ My manner of composing poetry is 
Tcry diflereiil, and, I believe, much nioie 
.singular. Let the ))iecc be of what length 
it will, 1 compose and coned it wholly ui 
niy iiitnd, or on a slate, eic evei 1 put pen 
to paper, and then I wide it down as fast 
as the A, C. \V lien once it is wiitteii, 
it leinains in that st ite ; it lioinc, as yon 
very well know, with the iitiiiost difhcidty 
that 1 can he hi ought to altei 011 c syllable, 
wliiih 1 tlihik IS paitly owing to the above 
pracliee.” 

From this porioil there i.s little wor- 
thy of neortl, till iHdO, when onr 
shepheid haul wrote two arts of a Tia- 
gedy ; but diopped the la.sk hi dud- 
geon, on it's ilenuiits Iniiig pointed 
out by a friend. Tii ISOl, he published 
the pastoial of Ui//h an' Ktnlu , found- 
ed on soine peasant ainoui ol hi.s, with 
other pitces ; a tian.sactioii wliieh he 
regrets as one of the most unadvi.sid 
of his life. TJu JMimdelstf of the 
Scottish BordiVy in 1802, iiispin d him 
with other projeets ; and, wepiesuine, 
led to the eoinpositions whieh eonstf- 
lutc the “ Mountain Bard,'' the chief 
portion of which appeared soon alter 
that time. 

The author next goes on to relate in- 
cidents of a more piivate nature, — 
resolution to .settle in the Highlands, 
his disappoinlTuents, his heHig ic- 
dueed once moie to take to the p- 
hcrd'sciook and servitude as a incans 
of subsistence, and hi.s being tmou- 
T^ed in his liieiary lubouis, by Mr. 
(now Sir) VV^alter Scott. He gut two 
pri;&es from the Highland Society, tor 


Essays on the Hearing and Manage* 
meiit of Sheep, and £86 from Mr. 
Constable, thenookseller, for the same 
pcrtoiniaiiees. To this sum, the pro- 
ceeds of the \Toiiiilain Bard, published 
parih by siibsciiption, being ailded, 
the wlioie amounted to about £.300; 
which enorinouM fortune liiiiii'd the 
jMiet's hr, Mil. He took large farra.s, 
winch rf'iiiiiied infinitely greater capi- 
tal, and struggled on for lliiee years 
with eiier^asing difficulties: hisciedi- 
tois tlieii look all, and he “ eanie off 
and left them.'' We cannot -ay that 
we appiove of his seuliineiit^ 01 beha- 
\ioui on this oceasioii; cii» he says, 

“ None of these malic •’s had the least 
effect in depressing iiiy ‘•pr ts,- I was 
geiiciMlIy i.itlicr most choerhil wi.en iii<»st 
iinfoitnn ite. On ictuiiiiiig ag.iiii <0 
F.ttnrk For(‘sl, 1 fontid the eoiintotiaiices 
of all niy fnends jttered, and even thove 
whom r liiid loved, md ti listed most, dis- 
owned me, .Mill told me so to in\ face ; 
hilt 1 lunghed at ,iiid despised these per- 
sons, ic solving to shew them, by jiid by, 
that they were in the wrong. ILiving 
appealed as a poet, ,nid a sjiecuUtivc 
fannei beside, no one would now employ 
me .tb a slupheid. f ('ven .ipplied to 
some of my old inasttis, f)iit they lefiised 
me, Old for ,1 whole winter I found my- 
self withoiir rinploymeiit, and without 
nioiicy, in iny native' coniitiv ; llierefoie, 
ill IViniiaiy 1810, 111 uttei despeidtioii, E 
took my plaid ahoiit my slioiildeis, and 
matched away to rdnibnigh, detei mined, 
Miiee no bottc 1 could be done, to piisli my 
toitiine as a Jiteiaiy man. It is tine, E 
had tstimated my pot Ural talent high 
enough, but I had resolved to use it only 
as a staff, iievei asacintch; and would 
have kept that resolve, had I not been 
diivcii to the levcisc. On going to Kdin- 
hurgh, 1 found that my poetical faients 
weie rated neaily as low there as my 
shepherd qualities vvcie in Kttrick. It 
was in vain tliat I applied to newsmongers, 
booksellets, editoisof magazines, ^xc. for 
employment. Any of these were willing 
enough to accept ofiiiy Inciihrations, and 
give tliein publicity, hut then there was 
no money going not a farthing ; and this 
5 uitcd ne veiy ill.” 

Mr. Constable, however, at length 
published The liordn' Minstrtly a col- 
lection of Song.s, of whieh two-thirds 
were llogg'.s; but it brought no profit. 
A weekly literary newspaper was the 
next .speculation, and the account of 
it is chaiactcristic enough to be 
quoted. 1 he anthor speaking of him- 
self, states, — 
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** All this time 1 had never been once 
IQ any poiislted society, —had read next 
to none, — was now in the 38tli jear of iny 
age, and knew no more of human life or 
manners than a child. I w as a sort oi* na- 
tural songster, without uiiothcr advantage 
on earth. Kain would I have done some- 
thing ; blit, on finding m^^elf shiiiiued by 
every one, I determined to pu>h ni> own 
fortune independent of booksellers, whom 
I now began to view as being obiioxioiiH 
to all genius. My plan was, to begin a 
literary weekly paper, a work for which I 
certainly was rarely qualified, wiieii the 
above, facts arc considered. I tried 
Walker and (.>reig, and several pi iiiteis, 
odcring them securitj to pi iiit it lor me. — 
Mo ; not one of them would print it with- 
out ti bookseller’s name to it as publisher. 
‘ 1)— n thenri,’ I to nijself, as I was 
running from one to another, * the folks 
here aic all combined in a body.’ Mr. 
Constable laughed at me exeecilingly, and 
finally told me, he wished me too well to 
encourage such a thing. Mr. Hallaiit^iie 
d^as rather moie civil, and got off by sub- 
scribing for so many copies, and giving me 
credit for £10 worth of paper. David 
Drown would have nothing to do with it, 
unless some gentlemen, w'hom he iiamerl, 
.should coutiibiite. At length, I found an 
honest niHii, James Robertson, a book- 
selh r in Ni<‘ols(in-stieel, v\1i<mii I bad ne- 
ver befoie seen or heaul ol', w ho uiideitook 
it at once on mv own teim.s ; and on the 
ist of Sepif iiiIh r, IHIO, inj tirst iiumbei 
made its appeal aiiee on a quarto demy 
sheet, price lourpciice. 

“ A gieat number were sold, and many 
hiindicds delivered giati-* ; but one of 
Kobeitson’s boys, a gieat lascal, had 
demanded the price in lull foi all that he 
deliveied gratis. Thej showed him the 
inipiiiit, that they weie to be deliveied 
gratis; * so they are,’ s.tid he; ‘ I take 
nothing for the delivejy ; but I must 
have the price of the p<ip(‘r, if you 
please.' 

This money that the boy bi ought me, 
consisting of a few shilliugH and an im- 
mense number of halfpence, was the liist 
and only money I had pocketed of my 
own making, since my ariival m Kdiii- 
biirgh in Fcliruaiv last. On the publica- 
tion of the two fn st numbers, I ilecmed 
1 had as many subscribers as, at all events, 
would seciu’e the work from being drop- 
ped ; but, on the publication of my third 
or fourth number, I have forgot which, 
it was so indecorous, that no fower than 
seventy-three subscribers gave up. Tliis 
was a sad blow for me ; but, as usual, I 
despised the fastidit^ and aifectatlon of 
the people, and continued my worh. It 
proved* a tatid oversight for* the paper, 
for all those who had given in set them- 
selves against it with the iitoio.st invete- 
£ut\ Mag. VoL Sd. Aug, 1821, 


racy. The fiterary ladles, in particular, 
agreed, in full divan, that 1 would nevar 
write a sentence which deserved to ba 
read." 

Tlie result w^as, tliat The Spy was 
given up at the end of a year, with soiao 
loss upon it to most concerned, and 
little gain to ‘«iy one. Mr. Hogg next 
figured as Secretary lo the Forum, a 
debating Society, which he thinks im- 
proved his faculties imieh, though it 
di 1 nothing for his purse ; and upon tlii.s 
snlijcct he wiote a musical farce, but 
it has never seen the liglit. His piin- • 
eipa! woik, The Qvem's MW.c, was 
.soon alter coucidvid ii.Mtl piodiieod. 
The copy, with ‘200 seO-piocu* cd sub- 
seiilieis, be sold to Mr. (’onslablc, 
with liJicity to piint 1000, Ibi £’UK»; 
hut was uuluelvily indiieed 1o swerve 
fioin bis agrcoiiierif, aiul give the piib- 
licutioii oil higher trims to an inlet jor 
bookseller. ’Mie c<)nsc<|ueiice w»is ul- 
timately injiiiious to his intcresls, 
though the poem, vvhiidi came forth 
in 1810, was veiv Mice<*sstiil, going 
through seveial edilioiii<. Mr. Klnck- 
wood, the bookseller, h.uiiig htduivcd 
in a friendly niannei to Hogg when the 
liaiikiuptey id' bis publisher deiangeil 
his interests; lbu.s was laid the foun- 
dations of an intimacy, which led to 
the Kttii(‘k Shepheicrs bccoiuing an 
active eonlrihiitor to the Magazine, 
e.stablislicd by that gentkiiian. 

Ml. Hogg now became so well 
known to the publie, that we are re- 
leased from the task of going nuniitcly 
over his coui sc. The Uuninttj of Jtad- 
/fwv, au unsuccessful tiagedy, fid- 
lowed the Queen’s Wake , and to this 
sucetyded Mmhr of the Moor, oivibich 
UN aiitlior asserts - 

There is no doubt wlMitv^i, lh.it my 
highest and moi*t foitinirit*^ rttuits in 
iliyme arc contained in lomc of the 
descriptions of itatiire in that poem, 'ajid 
ill the Ode to huperstuion which fol- 
lows it." 

A Jong account of-negoeiations with 
booksellers fund.shen no novelty. 
Some rejected, and otluTS took tho 
risks offered : seme who rejected did 
it bluntly, otber.s in u manner wdiich 
is blamed as insincerity ; and sooie, 
who speculated highest, never paid* 
All this is the business of every day, 
and of every publisher. They arc in 
a trade, on the emoluments of wbsolf 
they have to^ depend ; and it is but A 
fair tribute to* their character as a.*

derable, but ot unequal merit They 
wcie unfortunate only luasinnch as 
they did not at all rival the beauties 
and edects of thtir great precursor, 
they were lights iii the hemisphere ot 
genius and originality, but they were 
subordinate ones , they were the stars 
and tbe satellites only, not the hist 
gloiy or constcflatiou of the sysUni. 
Ihc evtractwe now think it necessary 
to makt, IS one wliiih leilicts con- 
sideiable credit on the narrator him- 
sclt, and argues very strongly foi the 
goodne ss of hi art and gem rouii feel- 
ings of Seotland s first and honoured 
Bird The libirality and chanty 
evinced by tins gieat and wi believe 
good cb liar ter, is the more striking, 
liom Hogg having, as web ivo noticed, 
previously misjudged, and openly 
qucii relied with and abused him, in 
an intoinpiiite littci which he ad- 
rlicsscd to this his illustrious pation 
and suppoiter* 

This brings me to in inecdote winch

the Parli iment House, he called at 
Messis Grieve and Scott’s, to inquire 
attci my health, with much fnendiy soli 
Gitndc Ami this, too, attti I had re 
nounredhi 9 fiieiidbhip, and told him that 
I held both it and liib literary talents in 
contempt One diy, in partioular, he 
took Ml Grieve aaide, and asked him if 
I had proper attendants and an able phy- 
Mcian, Ml G assmed him that I was 
caiefullv attended to, and had tbe skill 
of a profcsbioual gentJeman, in whom J 
had tbe most implicit confidence ^ I 
would fun have rilled,’ said he, ‘ bnt I 
knew not how 1 would be i eceived I re- 
quest, however, that he may have evtiy 
pioper attendance, and want for nothing 
thit can contiibiite to the lestOration of 
bib health And, in pai ticnlar, I have to 
icqnest that you will let no pecuniary 
considei atton whatcvei pus ent his having 
the be&t medical advice in Edinburgh^ fur 
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I %\xA\ U paid. Poor Hogi; ! 1 would 
not for all that |^am worth In the world, 
that any thing aetiona should hefal him.’ 

Aft Mv. GTiov^had been enjoined, he 
never mentioned this circinnstance to me. 
1 accidentally, howevei, cMiiie to the 
knowledge of it some months attei wards, 
t then questioned him as to the truth of it, 
when he told me it all, very niiicli af- 
flicted. I went sti aight home, and wrote 
an apology to Mi. brolt, which was 
heartily lemvcd, and he invited me to 
bieaktast next morning, adding, that he 
was longing innch to sqc me. The same 
day, as we were walking roand An- 
diew’s Square, 1 bndeavonred to make 
the eause of our difference the subject of 
Qiir conversatroii, Imt he eluded it. 1 
tried it again some days afterwards, 
seated in ms study , but he again parried 
it with equal dexterity ; so that 1 have 
been left to conjectin c what could have 
been his motive in refusing so perempto- 
rily the trifle that 1 had asked of him. I 
know him too well to have the least sus- 
picion that there could be any selfish or 
imfHendly feeling in the determination 
that he adopted ; and 1 can account for it 
HI no other way, than by supposing that 
he thought it mean in me to attempt either 
to acquire gain or name, by the efforts of 
other men ; and that it was mudi more 
honourable, to use a proverb of his own, 
* that every hei ring should hang by its own 
head.* 

Besides the works we have enume- 
rated, Mr. Hogg has published tuo 
volumes of Dramtttic Tales, — The 
Brownie of Bodebeck, a novel after the 
Style of the celebrated Scotcu novels. 
Tenter Evening Tales, Sacred Melodies, 
The Border Garland, and, more re- 
cently, two volumes of Jacobite Relics. 
Of those the Brownie of Uodsbeck is 
deservedly the most known, and is in- 
deed a very interesting production. 
The old Covenanters, their endurance 
of misfortune, and thmr shifts for life 
and their faith, are faithfully deli- 
neated. The renowned 4 ohn Balfour, 
of Burley, and the Clpyerhouse of Old 
Mortality, are ali^o, though in dif- 
ferent dresses, actors in the soene. 
But as we are not called upon to re- 
view the several, and separate, works 
of ouraifthor, we continue the briefnar- 
rative we have attempted, of his rise 
in life and fame, by repeating, that 
lie has of late ventured upon nnotlmr 
Style of authorship, that of bS^g a 
oonsideri^le oontributor to Black- 
wood’s Magazine. Indeed, in addi- 
tion to what we before noticed^ ho in- 
forms US| n iIk honour of 


being the beginner and almost sble 
instigator of that celebrated work.” 
We recollect in some of the earlier 
numbers of tlu> really cle\ei and face- 
tious periodical, reading some exqui- 
site little pieces of poctiy, which we 
fathered upon the Shepheid, but we 
were not before aware bow much of 
the frailties and triumphs which the 
work in question has discovered wero 
to be placed upon his shoulders. Wo 
arc nlmo<>t sceptical now, and cannot 
but help fancying, but that like many 
of the Blackwood articles, he is ad- 
venturing a hoax upon us, for wo 
surmise, that the labour he has fixed 
upon himself has too much of the 
atlantcan about it for his abilities to 
walk under. 

Wc believe we have now enumerated 
all the productions of Mr. Hogg’s ge- 
nius which merit the record of other 
pages than his own. He still, we be- 
lieve, continues to write, and does 
not allow himself to sit down idle, or 
to satisfy himself with the fruits and 
honour^ which his numerous publica- 
tions of fifteen volumes in seven years 
have already procured him. Tt is, 
however, a pleasing icfleelion to us, 
us real admirers of natural genius, as 
it must be a deliglitfal one to him, to 
know and feel, that the cnterprisscs 
which nature under great disadvan- 
tages led him to adopt, have not been 
forlorn hopes ; and that the perse- 
verance and laudable ambition of his 
youthful days have not been exerted 
in vain ; tliat the promises of boyhood 
have blossomed into rich pcrfonnances 
of maturer life, have exchanged the 
wind-surrounded and weather- beatea 
hovel for a mansion and a fireside; 
and that the deserted and solitary and 
almost unclad shepherd boy, has found 
friends, companions, and admirers, 
which none of bis mountain visions 
could have whispered to his heart. 

We had intended giving extracts 
from some of the poetical pieces in 
this volume ; but find we cannot, 
wi Jioot injury to the whole, produce 
a part, and, thei^ore, can only assure 
qur readers, that they will^ find many 

in TV Mov^tam Sard^ which will re- 
pay them for the search we recommend 
may be ma^e for them, Speaking, in 
conolus^l of the entire publication, 
wc again repeat that it is not without 
faults, and that many of it’s passages 
qreyery amenable to mvcic repioof. 
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But still some oftTiem may possibly bo 
accQuftted for from the peculiarity of 
the circumstances, or the characters 
of the people, who arc <inpposed to call 
them forth. We believe Mr. 
from an ingenuous mind and a desire 
to give the whole truth, forgot that it 
is not to be spoken at all times, and 


tliat be made i^bat be t^odedreS i6 Ite 
necessity a plea Ibr every {hidl^ else. 
With these reservations, no weVey^ We 
give our vote of content to Tlfova- 
tain Bard, and our rccommeitdajdon 
and introduction of it to our readers, 
sincerely wishing that the Ayea 
may have it.'^ A 
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Published apparently without a 
publishej ; sent into the world witli tbe 
same mastery as the two former Can- 
tos ; and given forth anonymously, 
though every one is awaie that Lord 
B> ron is the author ; we have at length 
another portion of Don Juan, and are 
furnished with another motive to de- 
plore the abasement of the mighty 
powers of the first poet of our age, and 
the sacrifice of talents, which perhaps 
scarcely ever were, or ever will be, 
exceeded. The noble Poet's readers 
must not, liowever, estimate those ta- 
lents from the specimen before us, as 
there are in it > ery many halt lines, 
unpoctical inaccuracies, and unallow- 
able rhymes ; and though much is sur- 
passingly beautiful, some is very me- 
diocre, and some is every thing, that it 
ought not to be. Prohibited as we are 
from quoting at random, we must 
therefore endeavour briefly to de- 
scribe the story, and quote where we 
may. Tbe second Canto left Don Juan 
and Haidh entirely happy ; — 

On the lone shore were plighted 
Their hearU; the stars their nuptial 
toiches, shed 

Beauty upon the beautiful they lighted ; 

Ocean their Witness, and the cave their 
bed, 

By their own feelings hallow'd and 
united. 

Their priest was solitude, and they 
were wed ; 

And they were happy, for td their young 
eyes 

Each was an angel, and earth paradise/' 

The third Canto commences, — 

Hail, Muse! et cetera.--^ o left iuao 
sleeping, 

Pillow'd upon a fair and happy breast. 
And watch'd by eyes that never yet knew 

And loved by a young heaH, tbd dkeply 
blest 

To" feel the poison through her Spirit 
creeping, 

Pr know who rested there ; a to rest 


Had soil'd the current of her sinless years. 
And turn'd her pore heart's purest bldott 
to tears." 


The noble Bard then tells as that 
^*Haidh and Juan were not married," 
and cautions the reader who dislikes 
such doings, to shut the book, alleging^ 
that, — 

There's doubtlesd something in domes- 
tic doings, 

Which forms, in ftet, tme love's anti- 
thesis ; 

Romances paint at full length people's 
wooings, 

Bat only give a bust of marriages ; 

For no one cares for matrimonial cooiogs. 

There's nothing wrong in aconnaual 
kiss: 

Tliink yon, if Laura had been Petrarc!i's 
wife, 

He would have written sonnets alibis life ? 


All tragedies are finish’d by a death, 

All comedies are ended by a marriage ; 
The future states of both are left to faith, 

For authors feat description might dis- 
parage 

The worlds to come of both, or fall be- 
neath, 

And then both worlds would puttlsb 
their miscarriage ; 

So leaving each their priesf and pi^eyer- 
booK ready, 

They say no more of Death, or of the 
Lady." 

The lovers’ happiness, however^ is 
interrupted by thq return of HaMo^s 
father, Lambro^ the pirate, who, in- 
stead of being dead, had only

Made a great many rich captures, 
and numerous pirisoilers, of Whom', ^

This excellent gentleman now re- 
turns home ; and his impressions on 
approaching his own abode are good, 
and as amusing as any part of the 
work : —

— What singular emotipns fill 
Their 'bosoms who have been induced 
to roam ! 

With fluttering doubts if all be well or 
ill;-

ing post. 

The approach of home to husbands and to 
sires, * 

After long travelling by land or water, 
Most naturally some small doubt in-

A female family’s a serious matter ;

But they hate flattery, so I never flat- 
ter i) 

Wives in their husbands’ abserr-cs grow 
subtler, 

And<daiightci*s sometimes run ofi* witli the 
butler.’' 

Lambro is, of course, rather sur- 
prised at his return to find a sump- 
tuous banquet, and' to learn that his 
daughter, having heard that he was 
dead, had taken full possession of the 
premises. His feelings and his affec- 
. tion are finely pourtrayed : though in 
every instance the finest sentiment is 
lUpidly succeeded by the broadest 
humour : — 

He enter’d in the house no more his 
home, 

A' thing to human feelings the most try- 

And harder for the heart to overcome, 

' Perhaps, tlmn even the mental pangs 
, , or dying ; 

To find our hearthstone turn’d into a 
tomb,

At Constantinople, where this 
valuable freight is to be disposed of, 
Juan is sold for a slave, and pur-» 
chased for One of the Sultan's wives; 
bu^ he still tpo deeply deplores his lost 
homo, to love atlpther ; be is, how- 
ever, on the pOht of becoming faith- 
less, when Gulleyaz receives notice of 
ber Lord’s approach, and Jinm, who 
bad been disguised as one of ber 
female attendants, tdkes bis place 
amongst them, when In this perplexity, 
—the ourtain falls !— 
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** Thus far our chronicle ; and now wo 
pause. 

Though not for want of matter ; biU 'Us 
time, 

According lo the ancient epic laws. 

To slacken sail, and niiciior with our 
rhyme. 

Let this fifth Canto meet with due ap- 
plause. 

The sixth shall have a touch of the sul^ 
lime ; 

Meanwhile, as Homer sometimes sleeps, 
}>erhaps. 

You'll pardon to my Muse a few short 
naps 1" 

So finishes Canto Five ; and if the 
right honouraliie author eouliuues to 
purify Ills verses as lie proceeds, 
perhaps Canto Twenty-five may pos- 
sibly be written in a style suniciciitly 
devoid of objectionable language, and 
improper allusions, to allow of it's be- 
ing read aloud, and introduced to the 
iadics. Much, however, very much 
yet remains to be accomplished, for it 
is very certain, that the present vo- 
lume is far from being what it should be. 
The Cantos before us realise none of 
the legitimate objects of Poetry, — nor 
will any one lise the better from their 
perusal. Though there is an evident 
iinproveinent when compared with 
their predecessors, yet there is still the 
same display of voluptuous enjoy- 
ment ; and the same sarcastic trifling 
with tlie higher feelings of our nature ; 
bill there is nut the same revolting in- 
decency, — the same defiance of the 
laws of God, and the institutions of 
society ; and the same heartless and 
hopeless profligacy. We hope and 


argue from this; that with all bis pride, 
the author is not. insensible to the 
voice of public in^nation. He has 
felt the just severity of the critical, 
lash, and the following flippant ac- 
knowledgment has, we think, more of 
real humility in it than appears at first 
sight : — 

Herol might enter on a chaste descrip- 
tion, 

Having withstood temptation in my 
youth, 

But hear that several people take excep- 
tion 

At the first two books having too much 
truth ; 

Therefine I'll make DonJuaii leave the 
ship soon, ^ 

Bec^aiise the publisher declares, in 
sooth, 

Through needle's eyes it easier for the 
camel is 

To pass, than those two - Cantos into 
families. 

'Tis all the same to me, I'm fond of 
yielding. 

And therefore leave them to the purer 
page 

OfSmollet, Prior, Ariosto, Fielding, 

Who say strange tilings for so coirect 
an age ; 

I once had great alacrity in wielding 

My pen, and liked poetic war to wage. 
And recollect the time when all this cunt 
Would have provoked remarks, which 
now it shan't." 

Onr readers have now probably, for 
the present, at least, had enough boUi 
of the author and his hero ; and we bid 
both farcw'cH, in the hope of finding 
them much improved, the next time we 
have the pleasure of meeting them.

DRURY LANE. 


June 30. This evening will bo me- 
Diorable for her late Majesty’s last 
visit to the Theatre, duiiiig which she 
was seized with the severe, au^fatal 
indisposition, that in eight day.V con- 
signed her to the tomb. Wc disturb 
not now the nshes of the dead, we 
break not the saered repose and silence 
of (be srputchfc by revolting to the 


past, over which memory would 
gladly draw her darkest veil ; and thus 
enusign to dumb forgetfulness,'^ 
what should have been never known. 

** Though now unqueeh’d, inter her like 
a Queen, 

And pay respect to that which she hath 
bcenr 
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Mr. Kean« whose squabbles with 
flic America ti niaiiagets ha^ebecnas 
much piotrudcd upon the public as if 
they aflorded grounds tor another 
Abierican war, again jc-appcaied to* 
night Hb Kichard, and looked, aud acted 
Exactly, as be did “ i' the olden 
times.” Ills perlbi inance was scarcely 
a shade altere<i; or, if altered, cer- 
tainly iorthewoisc, including in it’s 
course, unintelligible drawls, great 
cfl'eels, and electrifying passages, but 
as a ^ hole, wanting truth, and with- 
out consistency. 

Aug. 1 . To-night after Jleynolds’s 
Comedy of “ The Dramatist^** was 
introduced a new representation of 
the late splendours of Westminster 
Hall and Abbey. This certainly 
seemed a bold attempt, after the in- 
dulgence of public curiosity in the 
striking anticipation at Cogent Gai- 
den ; and the display of solid giandcur 
and various beauty, the living pomp 
and countless multitudes of the actual 
Coronation. Tlie Manager’s courage, 
however, found deserved favour with 
foitiinc, for giving an exhibition of 
great aceuiaey, splendid interest, and 
leal inagnihcencc. Without entering 
into in\idious contrasts, it is obviuub 
that ill accuracy the Piury Lane 
clisjday has enjoyed nn iriipoitniit 
advantage from it’s following the 
Coionatiuii in point of time; and in 
fact those who wTre luckless enough 
to have failed of .seeing tliat noble 
ceremony, may lay “ the tlaticring 
imctiou” to tbeir curiosity, that they 
may here witness ucarly all from 
which they were previously shut out 
by baniers and Bow-rS licet oflieers. 
The lising of the curtain displaced an 
excellent panoramic view of the plat- 
form, exactly according with the 
original construction, the Grenadiers 
presenting arms to the procession, 
the balconies eiowded to the summit, 
and abo\ e them all, the grey towers 
of the Abbey, and St. Margaret’s 
laurel wreath^ steeple. Distant 
music then announced the Proces- 
sion, which advanced to the encreasiog 
sounds of trumpet and drum, and was 
true in all but numbers; the same 
succession of Prelate, and Judge, and 
Knight, and Herald, and Peer, and 
Prince ; with the same various ricb- 
ness-of costume. Even the nnrobers 
were maintained with more closeness 
fhan could have been expected, for a 
^^rjr extended cavalcade passed alopg 


the platform; and the approach of 
the Ro>al Canopy actaally excited 
somctJniig of the feeling produced by 
the genuine picsonce of royally. The 
audience generally rose, and EllLstun, 
who boie the honours of the night, 
was vastly applauded. He was dres- 
sed In what seemed the exact regal 
costume, and, so far as embroidered 
habit aud plumed bat, and princely 
bearing, looked extremely kingly. His 
train nrvis borne by pages, very hand- 
somely attired, and the procession 
closed with a respectable cohort of 
yeomen. The display of the Crown- 
ing followed,— very showy, ■\ ery cor- 
rect, and peifectly equal to satisfy 
reasonable cuiioblty. The architec- 
ture of the Abbey was well copied, 
aud the gothic glory of that superb 
pile correctly introduced. This scene 
included the w^bolc oi the Sacrarium^ 
the altar, the pulpit, the platform and 
throne, St. Edward’s Chair, and 
every other {)ortion of the gorgeous 
paraphernalia, and was terminated 
by the music gallery and organ. Tlie 
eflect of which, glowing in all the 
brilliancy of gold, and vehet, and 
fcMthers, and clianionds, and Coronets, 
was as near the original, as any re- 
presentation could be. Tilt coicmo- 
nial was also as sti icily adheud to 
as the costume, and the rites proceed- 
ed until the moment of the Fceis’ 
homage. 

The closing of the King’s inaugu- 
ration allowed the e>c and car to ie.st 
for a while on a little intcilude, in 
which Knight, as a peasant, come tp 
town to sec the wondcis ot the day, 
sang a tolerable string oi loyal rhymes, 
which were cncQied. This was fol- 
lowed by songs fiom Miss Cubitt and 
T. Cooke, when the scene opened on 
Westminster Hall. An admirable 
view, the roof perfect, the lights 
blazing, the galleries picturesque, and 
the throne, the tables, and the train 
below as exact as it was possible to 
make it, in an area of this extent. 

railed platform had previously been 
laid across the pit from the centre 
box to the orchestra, of which a small 
pavillion under the box formed the 
entrance, where the Bishops and 
King advanced in the inauguiatioii 
seen#*, and across this bridge marched 
Trumpeters, Yeomen, Pages, Heralds, 
and Esquires in mail. The Herald 
proclaimed his Monarch’s right, and 
bis master’s challenge with becoming 
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spirit, and on the third blast of the 
trumpet, forth rode the champion in 
his steel panoply, followed by the 
Karl Marshal, and the Lord Ilij^h 
Constable in full ^lory, with plumes 
on their horses’ heads, and coronets 
on their own, the ji^auuilct was thrown 
down, and returned; and when the 
procession advanced nearer to the 
Thfone, the ceremony was repeated. 
The golden cap w^as then piesented, 
and the Champion’s health of Georfcc 
the Fourth was succeeded by peals 
of applause which shook the Theatre ; 
when the warrior withdrew telon le 
reglcy with his face to the Throne, 
managing his charger in a most envia- 


ble style of horsemanship. The cur- 
tain then fell npon the most correct 
and splendid spectacle which we ha\c 
ever witnessed, but was very speedily 
laised to gratify the nnanimons de- 
mand for Goi) save the Ktngr^ 
which w as sung and chomssed with all 
the enthusiasm and effect, which the 
occasion so particularly called forth, 
The^ house was full, and has continued 
nightly crowded ever since. Mr. Kllis- 
toif s spirit and liberality most amply 
deserve this patronage, and it will, we 
veiy sincerely hope, be as pfofitablo 
to him, as "it is gratil^ing to tho 
public. — Crowning his Coronation w ilh 
substantial success.

COVENT GARDEN. 


Aug. 7. After announcements, and 
re-announccnicnfs, piomi.ses and de- 
lays, to-night this Theatre actually 
clo.scd it’s doors for the Winter season ; 
to the no small gratulation of it’s 
fiuiHfncr competitors, who have been 
for some time past looking and long- 
ing for ** a consummation, so devoutly 
to he wished.” 

The dexterity with which this 
house coiistaiitly avails itself of popu- 
lar attractions, w^as never more strik- 
ingly displayed than by the magnifi- 
cent revival of the Second part of 
“ Hernj the Fovrth,*% in which the 
Coronation of Henry the Fifth allow- 
ing an immediate application to the 
topic of the day, wa.s prepared with 
great splendour, and those thousands 
who were destined to be disappointed 
of seeing the national celebration, 
solaced themselves with a fair simili- 
tude of tin' future pomps within the 
walls of Covent Garden. The Play 
was well arranged and well performed. 
Macready’s Henry the Fourth was a 
touching and powerful representation 


of a regal spirit sinking under di.^easc^ 
yet retaining to the last it’s sense of 
authority. The famous so]ifoc|uy on 
Sleep, and the rcpioof to his son on 
removing the Diadem, were excellent, 
and Kemble’s Pnnee Harry was gal- 
lant and graceful. His answer to the 
King^si upbraJdings was admirable,and 
bis final assumption of Royalty, bad 
the bearing and stateliness of Sove- 
reignty. Fawcett as Fahtaff^ we 
have before said, was very fat and 
pleasant, but Farren’s Justice Shallow 
was the best portrait of the lackbrain 
Magisti ate within our memory. No- 
thing could he happier than his iniit^ 
lion of the nervelcssness of a feeble 
mind, made still feebler by the ex- 
haustion of the body. His pointless 
jokes, and empty recollections, and 
affected frolic, w'crc in the mo$t preg- 
nant spirit of vapidity.

His. Ma'jesty^s Visit to iRELsIin. — 
Tuesday tnornlng, Julv 31, Ids Majesty 
left bis pAlare in Pall-Mall, on bill way to 
Ireland, in his plain travelling carriage, 
Etteiidt^ by. Lord Cvravei} Lord in 
Waitiifg; anil escorted .W a party of * the; 
141b light Dragoons. The King pio- 


cceded as far as Kingston with his own 
horse.«i, and arrived at Portsiuoulli at half- 
past live in the afternoon. 

Precisely at a quarter before six, liis 
Majesty embarked on board his yacht; 
when the Royal standard was instantly 
hoisted, the ships and batteries salntecf, 
and the Captains repaired on board to 
pay their respects. His Majesty then 
ordered dinner, after which tlie awnings 
were .put up, and, the deck made into a 
drawing room, where his Majesty took 
coffee : and the Royal Marine baud played 
during the evening. * 

On Wednesday, August 1st, Hic Royal 
yacht left the harbour i«A ('owes, amid a 
royal salute from the Platform Battery 
and Port Monekton. The squadron also 
firing, as his Majesty passed through 
them; the hells of the town ringing, and 
the beach crowded with spectators. 

On Saturday night, August 4th, bis 
Majesty passed Pymouth, and on Sun- 
day cleared the Land's Kiid; on Monday 
night the Royal Squadron arrived at 
Holyhead, where the King landed at five 
o’clock the following afternoon, aiid after 
receiving an address of congratulation, 
immediately proceeded to the Marquess 
of Anglesca’sseat, about 27 miles distdiit. 
His Majesty having re-embarked on Wed- 
nesday, would have instkntly sailed fbr 
Dublin, but was prevented by the Wl^d 
being directly foul ; and on Thiirsd^, 
August 0th, while at anchor in Holyhead 
harbour, received the Earl of Liverpool’s 
despatches, announcing the Queen’s 
death, which were replied to by the 
Marquess of Londonderry, the messenger 
performing the journey to and from Holy- 
head in less than 78 hours. Subsequently 
to the arrival of this intelligence, his 
Majesty kept entirely private; and the 
wind continuing contrary, and the weather 
squally; on Sunday morning, Augii.>t 
12th, disembarked from the Royal Yacht, 
on board' the Lightning Steam Packet, 
accompanied by a iiuiiicroiis suite, and at 
live o’clock in the afternoon of this, his 
Majesty’s birth-day, safely landed at 
Howth, where he was received by Sir 
BLiijtunin IBoomlield, and condiictcil, as 
privately as possible, to the Loilge, ip 
Phccnix Park,!pnblin. Thousands were 
' liowev cr assembled, to greet their King ; 
and the loyal enthusiasm was coually 
honourable to sovereign and subjects. 
On Wednesday, August 15, bis Majesty 
held a private Levee, and oq t|ie follow- 
ing Friday, made his public elutrf'e info 
Dublin, amidst the joyful acclamations of 
the immense, niimb'erf^, wbd were assem- 
bled 'to welcome the first Monarch of ibe 
House (if Brunswick who ever visited 
IrcUud. The rapture is described as un- 
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Ijoiiiidficl, «in4 iintlaniprd by any draw- 
back. lo the jgcnrral rejoicing. The King 
|iioce(;dGd through the City to the Castle, 
and wiiH escorted and received by the 
)>niiei|>al .state and niitniripal authorities. 
Several addresses were then picsciited to 
Ills Majesty on the Throne, and the 
evening closed with the most general 
sUui splendid illumination ever viitnessed 
ia that part of the united kingdom. His 
‘ Majesty h«is since attended a series of pub- 
lic entertainments given in lioiioiir of the 
Uoyai visit; and Catliolics and Protes> 
tants have vied with each in iiuitiiig to 
promote the iiiiiversal object of evihciiig 
tlieir loyalty, their love, and their devo- 
tion to lrelaii<rs Sovereign. 

Kahl of M()in\ Packet — Liverpool ^ 
jIvg.O. — The r.arl of Moira Packet for 
Dublin, sailed from liere last night, about 
si V o’clock, with tliewiml directly contrary, 
and blowing strong. The vessel was beat- 
ing out, when, about eight o’clock, she 
struck, went on ;^}iorc on the Wharf Dank, 
and l.iy quite upright until about five 
o'clock this morning, when the destructive 
weaves made a complete breach ovtu* tlie 
vesset, and the death of the iinfortiinate 
.crew and |>a.s.sriigers appeared inevita- 
ble. The niiinbor of passengers wa.s 
upwards of IQO, many of the highest rc- 
s|»ect<‘ibility. * 

The Hoylake life-boat arrivetjj at six 
.o’clock, full of passengers, saved troin the 
^wreck. The number lost cannot be accu- 
rately stated ; it is reported at fron^ 50 
to (iO. 

The master and all hands, with the ex- 
ception of the steward, were drowned ; 
almost all the pas.scngers below deck 
perished ; many of the others took refuge 
in tlieiigging, where they rcmiiined ail 
night ; and from 50 to GO were taken up 
this morning by the Hoylake life-boat. 
One of the pa.ssengct8, a lady, died al- 
most as soon as she w'as rescued from the 
wreck ; and a horse belonging to the Earl 
of Port.'irliiigtoii ebntrived to get asiiore. 
The vessel struck within half a mile of 
the land ! 

The Coroner’s Inquest on the boily of 
George Francis, who died of a wound 
received in the riot at the Queen’s Fune- 
ral, terminated their enquiries on . Fri- 
dtiy, August 24th, and gave in a verdict 
of— Wilful Murdtir Ity a Life Gmrd*s 
man unknown to the Jurors,** 

Sunday, August ^Gth, the bodies of 
IDcbard Honey and George Francis, the 
unfortunate siiifcrers at the late Funereal 
disturbance, were conveyed by public 
pro^mion for interment at Hammcr- 
. We are sorry to add, that the 
iiii'merous mob were very unruly on tlieir 
tetiini past the Kniglitsbridge llarracks; 
wliere ihq Itiot Act W'lui read, but fortu- 
nately 00 very serious ' mischief ensued 


before the mob was compelled to sepa- 
rate. 

The following is Mr. Green’s account 
ofhi.s second Aerial Voyage, which took 
pliUMi on IVcdiicsday, August 1st, from the 
lielviderc Tavern, Pontonville:— 

“ At about half past three o’clock the 
Balloon was rcmovetl by my orders to^ the 
must fiivoiirabie situation in the groundy 
to avoid the gar striking against some 
very elevated hiiihlliigs uiljoiiiing. For- 
tunately, however, there was suilicicnt 
power of gas to carry the Balloon more 
than Gftecn feet above the top of^ the 
building. The weather the whole of the 
day was very inifavonrable for the ascent, 
owing to the haaiiiess of the atmosphere. 

Having fastened the mooring n>pes 
which held the Balloon to the earth, 1 
iiioiiiitcd tile car, and .standing upright 
therein witli a flag in each hand 1 gave the 
signal for ascending, and, having made 
my obedience to the ladies and goiitleineii 
who were around me, the Balloon then 
ascended to the atmosphere in the most 
majestic manner. The delight felt by the. 
thousands who witnessed the grand spec- 
tacle was manifested by the most trcnieii- 
doiis shouts of applause, clapping of 
hands, and waving of handkercliiefs. 

The Balloon took at first a north eas- 
terly direction. It passed over Hoxtoii, 
Hackney, and made towards the Essex 
coast. 

“ Precisely seven minutes after the 
Balloon left the Belvidere gardens it en- 
tered a very dense cloud, and immedi- 
ately the earth was obscured completely 
from my view, tlioiigli 1 still heard the 
slionts of the jiopulace at Hackney and 
ill the neighbourhood. — On the Balloon 
entering the cloud it was twenty-three 
minutes to four o’clock, and the barome- 
ter stood ift 21. 2-lOths. I understand 
that the Balloon remained in the.^ight of 
the .spertatorb at the Belvidere precisely 
seven minutes. 

“ On passing through the clonds I 
felt very cliiliy, and was covered with 
dew or mist, precisely tlie same as if I 
had been in a very thick fog; except tliat 
it did not at all affect the stomach, as 
fog.s generally do. When the Balloon was 
at it’s grc'utest altitude tlic thermometer 
stood at 65. 

“ The density of the clouds was so very 
extraordinary, that at one period 1 could 
scarcely distinguish tlie flag tliat was - 
on the opposite side of the car. 

“ At a fjiiarter to four, having risen 
very rapidly after going through the 
cloud, the glXsSs stood at21-10tli8« Tliis 
was the utmost height the Balloon rcach(*d, 
and the light and heat was tpiite oppres- 
sive to me, the former more than the lat- 
ter ; ami although the etmid.s wet£ rrilliiig 
beneath repiesentiiig tohiy^vicw a 
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liea of white <lo>;^n, yet above me the sun 
shone with extreme brilliancy. 

At 15 niiiiuteH before four o'clock I 
opened llie valve to it's utmost extremity, 
and 1 descended most rapidly. Having 
pashl'd through tlw clouds 1 heard the 
shouts of persons on the earth, and saw 
some riding and others running in a di- 
rection which the balloon was taking. 
At 10 minutes hefi»rc 4 o’clock the bal- 
loon descended (having been 20 minutes 
’j»rccisely on it's voyage, in which period 
of time it hud truvelied about 14 miles) 
in a six-acre field belonging to Mr. (■rout, 
u farmer at Taiiyard Faini, buiking-Mile, 
two miles from Ilford, in Kssex. 

“ A nuiiiber of the peasantry assised in 
securing the balloon, but while in the 
hurry of detaching it from the net that 
covered the balloon, tJie wind blew strong 
and it escaped from Ihcir graH|v, and 
again ascended to the atmosphere, to 
Hie height of several Jihouoand feet ; hut 
fortunulciy the valve was open, and it 
docended again within about a mile and 
haltWrum wilciicc it rose, without sus- 
laiiiiiig any injury.

Thf'cold rains, and wont ofsim, thiough 
the greatest part of the mouth, have keiit 
the \Vhfat crop.s .'^o h;u*kwtird, that the 
gcnenil harvest will he la ton ban has been 
known for many jcar.s. Fiom the present 
appearance in the principal corn districtaf 
however, a f.iir average ciop may be 
looked for. The red gimi has shown itself, 
ill .some part of the eastern counties, but 
not to any great extent. Some llyo has 
been cut on warm soils. The. barleys 
and Oats are iiuicli improved, and beans 
and Peas are likely to prove iibiiiidant. 
The small seed crops of Kape, Mustard, 
and carraway, rise indifferently. Hay, a 
paitial crop; tluit cut early is betier in 
(piality though less in ipiantity, than that 
late mown. Potatoes area great crop. 
I'fie Hoj» Plantations have been mueh be- 
nctited by the .'.tonny s(irtwer> that have 
bee n so prevalent. In the Grazing line, 
bu.sjiicss sceui.s almost at a stand, from a 
•p'lieial rebictoncp in the Drovers to .sell, 
jnd ill the (iraziers to Imy, on the terms re- 
quired. The few sales of beasts that have 
been made at the siimint'r tairs were at 
considerably reduced prices. Store Sheep 
and Ldinbs are worth more money, from 
tile promising appearance of the yonng 
Coleseeds, 'i’he coolne.ss of the weather 
ims been favourable to the Turnips, more 
regular plants of .which have seldom been 
kiiovrn.

sorrow, had alikccontributed to break 
up their fountains; Uu se, however, 
weie salutniv streams, they wcie min- 
gled with the feeliiips of repentance, 
and thetefore, she who shed them wa,* 
not far distant from a rt turn to vir 
tuc.

WE icsume our narrative of this mclanolioly ceremonial from the 
cmbaikationof the Royal Corpse on board the Glasgow^ where it was laid 
in state, as mentioned in onr last Number^ under a Lieutenant’s guaid of 
maiines, who were relieved at regular intcivals, during the voyage. 

The hearse and mourning-coaches were also embarked on board the 
different vessels on the evening of Thuisday, August 16; at nine 
o’clock bn Friday morning, the Glaipow*s smlo were set ; and at eleven, 
the anchor was weighed, and the ships bailed with a light biee^e. 

The Wyct the Tyne, the Gannett^ and the lloeario^ formed the 
accompanying squadron ; and the wind continuing favourable during that 
night and the following day, on Saturday eyetAug the Glasgow hove-to off’ 
Heligoland, to allow the other sliips to come up, and on Sunday morning 
all sailed up the Elbe, and anclioicd opposite Cux haven. 

On boaid the Glasgow were Lord and Lady flood, Lady Anne Hamilton, 
D;’. and Mrs. Lusliington, Mi. and Mrs. Wylde, and Mr. W. Austin, 
as mourners ; Sir George Naylcr, Clarcnceux. lUng at Amis , and John 
Calveit, Esq. horn the Lord Clianiberlaia’’s OfRec; Mr. liailoy and lyir. 
Chittenden, the undertakers ; the inferior servants of her late M ajesi Y, 
and of the inourncrs, were also on board. The aceommudations were of 
the best desciiption which could be prepared far the occasion ; and 
the care and attention ot Captain Doyle, and of the officers of tlie 
Glasgow^ to the numcious passengers, and their rc^s^'cct to the Koyal 
Remains, were sucii as did them honour, both as Officers in his 
Majesty’s service and as gentlemen. • 

The Elbe between Cuxhaveii and Stado being too shallow to admit a 
vessel as laige as Glasgow to sail without considerable difficulty, 
it was arranged that the n mains of hi r Majestv should be removed on 
board the Wye^ which was effected amidst the liiing of minute guns 
from the Glasgow, and on it’s completion, twenty -one minute guns 
were fired in succesrion, according to senioritv, by each ship of 
the squadron. The Hye, accompanied by the bannett^ then sailed 
tbwards Stade, but the wind having slackened, they were qbliged 
to anchor at eight o’clock, on Sunday evening ; Lord and Lady Hood, 
Lady Anne Hhiuiiton, Mr. and Mts. Wylde, and Mr. W. Austin, 
bavibg gone on shore at Cu\haven, with an intention of proceeding' 
by land to Stade. The Royal Collin was placed in a cabin similar 
to tliat on boami of the Glasgow, with the same attention as it had 
received thiouglioutthc voyage. 
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At three o^elbckon Monday morningy Aii^ast 20, tht; tide haviti;; flowed, 
and the wind freshened, the ships sailed rapidly up the river, and at eight 
o’tdock cast anchor near the mouth of the Scliwingey, a small river 
that runs into the Elbe, which not being navigable at low water, an imme-< 
tiiato r<;moval was rendered impossible. , 

Sir ( 4 . Naylcr, Mr. Calvert, and Mr. Bailey, then proceeded to Slade, 
in order to form regulations for the reception of her late Majesty's 
.Xieniains; — when ^on their return, soon after live o'clock, the cofliii 
was lowered into a boat belonging to the Wye, amid universal silence : 
the boat was tnken in tow by three others, which moved silently 
across the Kibe into the Schwingey, while the Wye fired minute guns. 
The body of her late Majesty w^as, however, still under the protection 
of Englishmen, for a Ou^rdof Honour, consisting of Marines, under the 
command of a Lieutenant, stood around the cotlin. In the same boat 
were Sir George Nayler and Mr. Calvert, Captains Fisher and Simpson, 
Or. Lushington, and the Undertakers. ,On the cofiin. being placed in the 
boat, the British flag was immediately lowered, and suspended over the 
eofliii. The boats were rowed by half minute strokes of the oars up the 
Schwingey, preceded by the boat of the Hanoverian Guardship. 
Thousands of persons covered the banks of the narrow river ; , and 
according to the usual etiquette, the Wye continued to fire minute 
guns, until the approach of the boats to . Hindi became visible from tlie 
Fort, when a cannon jannounced to the British sailors that the body of 
their late Queen was no longer under their protection. The Wye 
then ceased to fire, and the Gmneit eomihenced liiiug minute guns 
for half an hour. The Hanoverian guardship immediately after fired 
the same number, while the guns of the fortress announced to the inha- 
bitants the approach of the Funeral. At the moment when the boats of 
the British ships' approached to the drawbridge, the bolls of the three 
churches of the town were tolled in rather a quick time, accoiding to the 
practice of the country : the windows were crowded w ith females, and the 
quays ^overed also with people of all ranks, ga\ c a striking interest and 
solemnity to tbe scene* The British boats having approached to the 
cliie^^ Janding-plaee of the town,^ the undertaker's men removed the 
coflio' front the barge, . and having reached the top of the stairs, 
placed it on.dhairs ranged for that purpose; when it being impossible 
to convey tho Hoarse to tl.^ shore that day, the proces.sioii to the CJiureh 
of St. AVilhadi was made on foot. 

Stade being a ford fled town, with a regular garrison, the Commandant, 
Colonel V on Issemlorf, and the Chief Military Commander of the District, 
Major-fccneral Bergoi*, had issued orders for the attendance of ti»e troops 
of the garrison to rei^eive the Corpse; which orders were followed as far 
as qircii mst Alices alldWdd; and the, procession w as therefore arranged 
in the following ojder

Military. 

The .soldiers in attendance were the 6th and 8tli Regiments, and a bat- 
talion of Artillery, 

The procession moved with slowness and solemnity through the prin- . 
cipal streets of the town to the Church, where the mifitary filed off to the ] 
right and leR, and the procession entered amidst a salute fro'm the 
soldiers. , ^ 

Tlic Royal Coffin being placed on the sable catafalnuc before the altar, 
the organ commenced a solemn dirge, which coutiaaed until the mourners 
had left the Church, Around the Royal Coffin, and on the verge of the 
catafalque, w'cre numerous lighted candles, and on each side of the coffin 
were placed three large wa;v flambeaux, all of which were kept lighted 
while the body remained in the jChurch. The Church was crowded to 
excess ; and after the mourners had retired, the anxiety of the people to 
approach the altar was so great, that a military guard became necessary to 
repress them. Unnler the protection of two of the undertaker's 'men, 
and the care of a military guard, both of whom were regularly relieved, 
the Royal Remains thus continued in the Church of St. Wimadi from 
seven o'clock on Monday evening until eleven o'clock on Tuesday 
morning. 

At half-past ten o'clock, on Tuesday morning, August 21, the Royal 
Coffin was removed to the Hearse, and Sir George Naylcr received the 
Crown and Cushion into the coach prepared for him. The funeral then 
proceeded to Buxtehude, on Wednesday, to Soldati, on Thursday to ZcH, 
and on Friday to Brunswick. The Behfse was drawn by eight horses 
belonging to his Majesty, and a relay of sixty horses was stationed 
at various places on the road, the procession travelling at tlie rate of 
seven German, or twenty-eight English miles; each day. The drivelrs of 
the Ilearsc were in the Royal livery, with black cloaks and hatbandj^ 1 ^d 
the procession left the town on Tuesday, amidH the same military honours 
as it Jiad been received on Monday evening. -The foot soldiers accompa- 
nied it outside the fortifications, where filing off to the side of the road, 
they saluted the Hearse, and returned into the town, a squadron of 
lancers escorting the procession to Buxtehude. 

At each of these resting-places of the Royal Qorpse, the Funeral 
wa.s received witli every mark of official respect by the municipal autho- 
rities of tlic various towns, and the Remains were each night deposited 
in tlie principal Church, and placed under a military gumrd. At ten o'c^k 
at night, on Friday, August 24tli, the procession reached Brunswick ; 
and it being the invariable custom of that illustrious Family to bury ' 
their deceased at midnight, at eleven o'dimk, the Funeral Procession 
was again arranged, the horses were removed from the Hearse, 
and the Collin was deposited in a magniheent open car, drawn by about 
an hundred Brunswickers, in the most regular order. 

The whole way from the outer to the ic^er barrier; a space of 
lilllc less than a mile, was Hneid with a dense mass of people, the 
front lines carrying torches'; while from the double rows of willows 
on each side of the road, were suspended festoons of variegated lamps, 
and in tl^ distance were seen the illuminated houses of Brunswick, 
in all the fantastic variety of their antique architecture. The procession 
thus moved slowly towards the town, and as the clock struck twelve 
reached the inner barrier, w'here the mourners desr-ended from their 
carriage.s^ and the whole cortet/e proceeded on foot, with the exception of . 
Sit George. Nayler. * ^ - 

From the entrance of the town to the cathedral church the distance is . 
also about a mile ; and the .slow' pace at which the procession moved, and 
the numerous streets through which it passed, gave the whole population 
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an opportunity of witne59iiig it without inconvenience. The Brunswick 
cavalry inarched slowly by the sides, as itate attendants ; and the glare 
of thousands of torches made every part of the Funeral Cavalcade 
visible to the immense multitude. 

At the Church door ^e Minister and Municipality received the Royal 
Body : the coffin was lifted from the car, and carried by sixteen ser- 
geants of the Brunswick cavalry, while sixteen Majors bore the pall. 
The appearance of the Church was solemn and imposing; and it’s 
lofty columns and long aisles hung witli blacky had an appearance 
of melancholy grandeur. The Queen having died abroad, no funeral 
chant or service was performed, it being considered that the cere- 
mony at Brunswick was merely a depositing of the Corpse in the family 
vault; — a ceremony always performed without funeral service, as 
in the case of the Duke of Brunswick, father of her late Majesty*. 

^ As the Corpse passed along the aisle to the place of sepulture, about 
sixty young ladies of the first families in Brunswick, dressed in white, 

. stood on each side, and scattered flowers before it ; and iii a fe\v seconds 
the Coffin and the Mourners had all arrived in the family vault of 
the illustnous House of Brunswick ; the entire spaee^ of which is very 
large, and already contains fifty-seven coffins of .different branches 
of that ancient family. A portion, about seven yards square, was 
separated from the rest by hangings of black cloth, and illuminated 
with wax lights. In. the centre of this section stood a platform, 
raised about, two feet from the ground ; on one side of which stood 
the coffin of the gallant father of the Queen, at the foot the corpse 
of her illustrious brother ; and there, when the mourners were all 
arranged, the Rev. J. W. G, Wolfi*, Preacher at the Cathedral Church, 
Standing at the bead of the. coffin, in a Voice tremulous with emotion, 
uttered a German Prayer, of which the following is a translation ; — 

Transient is our life, perishable all fortune and glory of the earth ! Thus, 
AU-wiseOod, thou hast ordained it ! Bat in death arc terminated all the hard- 
ships^ troubles, and suffering that attend the life of man in this state of imper- 
fectiom^ ,Not in this world, where we are strangers, where we live In a constant 
struggle with adversities and 6ur own iiifirmiries, 7 -no, only in that to come, 
for which .thou>hast created our immortal spirit, do we find the desired feli- 
city, and porer^ untroubled, unperishable Penetrated even in the inmost 

reeesses of oUr hearts, by this solemn and consoling truth, we elevate, with 
pious dev^ion opr hearts to .^hee, the Infinite One! in this sacred place, and 
at the coffin of BeCeaseq, Whom thy All-wise will once destined for a 
terrestrial throne, and* now, after a rare change of destiny, hast called into the 
land of eternal peace. . Witli hearts deeply affected do we view the burying place 
of this descendant of a' beloved ami princely family. Thou, her benign Creator, 
didst adorn her with high advantageauf mind and body, and didst bestow upon 
■ her a heart full of cldhlency^and beni|mity. Tliy providence placed her where • 
she could and was resolved to do mmm 'good, to the honour of her high family, 

. and ^ fqr the weal of the country Wbdse Princess she was. Unsearchable, 

O Eternal, are tjhy ways !,-^‘^fter a transient and troublesome Ulc, she has 
now finished her. earthly and her unanimated body returns to the 

vault where her ever-iiiejufiorablc father, her brbtlier, her relations, are 
resting. ' 

“ Almighty fJod ! With elevated beaiih we ^orify thy grace for allthe benefits 
thou hast given to the deceased durihg her life, and we infinitely revere thy 
wisdom in the present termination of her severe trials ; whereby*, after thy 
most benign intention, she should be purified of human infirmities, and be 
prepared for a better life. 'J hanks to thee for the comfoit tliOu hast richly 
granted her in her last hours ; thanks fop the great strength, thou didst inspire 
. her withy bo^h tn her life, and in her last nidments, to a paBent and courageous 
endurance of her sufi'eriugs and gricvancea thanks for tbd honeg strengthened • 
Jn.lter soul, wherewith, full of desiic and serenity and faith, alie passed fi^m a 
'^mortal to an inmiorlal life. Now may her released soul enjoy the peaceful and 
, blissful tranquillity which this imperfect world cannot grant ! and may thy grace, 
thou all just and most rigbtedus Lord! recoijipciibc iicr in that state of per- 
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fection for what was bnt deficient here on earth I Bnt to ns let her ever- 
memorable remembrance be a moving and beneficial 4ess0n, thus to believe, 
thns to hope, thus to live, that we may once couragehbsly pass over to the life 
of jast requital. ^ And now, most gracions Ood, preserve likewise to us gra- 
ciously the remaining most beloved members of our princely family, for our joy 
and for the welfare of our country, and attend their days with thy richest 
blessing ! Grant our most pious wishes I Amen/' 

When the pniy er was conclnded. Sir George Nayler proclaimed tha'el^te 
and titles of her late Majesty ; and before’ the Mourners' left the.Vaufjl, 
tho young ladjes were admitted, and forming a large circle round Ae 
platform, they strewed 'flowers on the floor, and arranged them in 
diflferent forms upon the coffin : they then knplt down, and retired. 
The funeral was over aboUt two, and in less than half an hour the streets 
were completely empty, and all was silent as the tomb ip whiqb the 
Queen had just been solemnly consigned. 

Among the Knglisli present, were Mr. Austin, Lord and Lady Rdod, 
Lady Ann Hamilton, Dr. and Mrs. Lushington, Mr. and Mrs. Wylde, 
Alderman Wood and his son. Lieutenant Hownam, and Mr. Wilson. 
Among the foreigners, Count Vassali and Captain Hesse, with the 
Household. 

At Brunswick, the executors again applied, beforp the funeral, to Mr, 
Calvert, to restore the plate wJiich bad been taken off the coffin at 
Colchester ; when Mr. Calvert naturally ai^swered, that ha conceived 
himself to be without any aiithority X6 comply with their request. 
After the funeral, the ex<k;ators made a second application, also 
without success : it was, however, understood, that if the plate should 
be permitted to be restored, the authorities at Brunswick would offer no 
opposition to it's being placed qpon the coffin. On Sunday, August the 
26tli, a funeral sermon was preached by Mr. Wolff, at which all the 
Mourners attended ; and the Church was excessively crowded. 


Thus, about one o’clock in the morning of Saturday, August 2fitfa, 1821, 
were the remains of the late Queen of England committed to thefr last 
resting-place, in the cathedral of St. Blaise, and in the tomb of her ances- 
tors ; nothing now remains, therefore, but to speak our last Farewell. 

Her Ma J KSTY ha;? how rendered up her last account at that awful tribu- 
nal to wiiicli wc are all hastening ; and is therefore no longer an object of 
human dissension. If we cannot forget the past, we, are most willing, i 
and it is our d uty to forgive. Let it be only remembered as a guide to the 
future ; and may airdivision of opinion and of feeling be buried iu her 
grave. May her errors be consigned to oblivion, and no iinch ristian friends^ 
nor evil councils, such as those, which too long prompted and misled her 
Majesty, dare to draw aside the voilwith which her tomb would cover- 
them. By her unlooked-for decease, Providence has struck from the hands 
of faction and of weakness, the keenest weapon they ever possessed, to 
wield against the interngl peace and dignity of their Country. The 
Queen's illustrious rank was too long used to rally ^and keep alive a des- 
perate and dangerous cabal, which nicuaced alike the Crown, the Altar, 
and the Laws. But the debt of nature absolves from all offences between 
man and man. Whatever may have been her failings, she has paid the 
. /fullest penalty that her most bitter enemies could. have wished inflicted 
upon her. The historians of the next generation will do justice to the 
V great question of her Majesty's guilt or innocence ; butlctnot iirs, whom 
passions and prejudices have but tqo much warmed, disturb hcr.asbcs. 

' All, whose object is the good of their country, will bury their animosity 
in t}fe>'t6mb that covers her remains, and the happy result, wo trust, will 
^ then proved 'that Caroline of Brunswick has not lived, nor suffered, ^ 

' nor died iu vain.

ISLE OF TMANET. 

THE wide boundary which once se- 
parated the Isle of Thaiiet from the 
main land, is now reduced to the nar- 
row channel of the Stour river, and 
the smaller stream called tJie Nethcr- 

f ong, which flows into the sea at 
lorthmouth, between one and .two 
miles eastward of Recnlver. Bede and 
Solinus relate, thatthe haven, or strait, 
which anciently parted Thanet from 
Kent, was three miles broad ; when it’s 
northern entrance was guarded by 
Regulbium, and it's southern mouth 
seenred by Riebborough CasBe. 
Through this channel Harold^s fleet 
sailed, and it has since sheltered from 
storms, and enabled vessels southward 
bound avuid the dangerous shoals 
Upon the coast, for ages. Tha Accounts 
^ven by writers of the form and ex- 
tent uf this channel, arc also corrobo- 
rated by the present appearance of 
the ground now reclaimed from the 
sea. 

The marshes whieh border the 
streams arc extensive, .and aflbrd rich 
pasturage for cattle; but the higher 
grounds arc principally Appropriated 
to, and produce cxcelTeht corn. On 
the north and east sides, the Isle af 
Thanet is bounded by the ocean; a 
circumstance which, counecteil with 
the salubrity of iur, and ifs con- 
venient distance ffpm the melropolis, 
has led to the establishment of water- 
ing places; which in the summer and 
autumn receive a very considerable 
influx of visitors, whose expenditure 
adds greatly to the wealth of the fixed 
jiib«nbitants. 

The Isle of Thanet, small and cir- 
eumspHbed as it is, being only about 
ten l^es long and seven broad, con- 
tains three principal batliing places ; 
Margate, Riunsgatc, and Broadstairs. 
The principal are only specified, 
cause so general has now become the 
dcsiic of visiting the sea side, that 


almost every hamlet on the coast makes 
some pretension to be called a water- 
ing place. 

From London to Margate, about 
seventy two miles by land, there arc 
several conveyances ; butposl-chaiscs 
and stages present nothing particular, 
being the Same in all parts of the king- 
dom. The passage by water, how- 
ever, in die Vpackets, among which 
are the newly invented steam yachts, 
ofTef dilferent accommodations. In 
their cabins all distinctions arc le- 
velled, and the passage is frccpiently 
replete with comic incidents. The 
greatest variety of character is there 
jumbled together ; and though there 
may ho much for the luimburist to 
laugh at, perhaps there may be also 
something to offend the delicate. It 
is now many years since the late witty 
Peter Pindar wrote of tlumt ; — 

Embark’d oneday on board tlic ‘ Duke of 
Kent,* 

Crainm’d fore and aft, a Innibering freight 
Of precious souls, from Billingsgate 
To Margate bound: 

A spot ill Tli'anet’s Isle, 

Where Glaucus and tlic Nereids erst did 
smile, 

And now the laughing god, with Folly’s 
train, 

Usurps a blithe and jovial reign^ 

The summer round.”

** Go, beauteous hoy! in safety every 
inch ; 

That storms should wreck thee, gra-

Both those worthies arc, however,

MARGATE 

stands at the northern side of the Isle, 
in a small bay, and is built on ^nery 
irregular ground ; part of it being 
elevated, while. the other part is si- 
tuated in a bottom descending to the 
sea. The name appears to have been 
derived from Meregate, an opening or 
gate, through which there was a small 
mere running into the sea ; and it is a 
member of Dover, as one of theCiiiuue 
Ports. 

Margate has arisen from a small 
fishing village, little heard of not half a 
century ago, to it’s present extent and 
opulence ; the, old town having been 
greatly enlarged and improved, as the 
company- have gradually encreased 
resorting to it for sea-bathing, while a 
new town has sprung up to the south- 
ward of the old one, on ihe: side of 
the hill near the church. 

The old wooden pier having become 
ruinous, an act of Parliament was ob- 
tained, ill 1787, for it's repair and 
improvement. The new stone pier 
then erected having, hpwever, in it’s 
turn, become the prey oittbe elements, 
by a grant from Parliament, aided by 
a most extehsive public subscription, 
another new pier has been built upon 
a much more extensive and. eligible 
plan, and superior to any other ex- 
cept Ramsgate ; allbrdiiig a charm- 
ing promenade in fine weather, and 
constantly crowded during the season. 
The church, which was anciently a cha- 
pel ry dependent on the neighbouring 
abbey of Minster; but wHs made paro- 
chial in the year 1290; is dedicated to 
St. John the Baptist ; and stands on ai| 
elevated spot on the north-east side 
of the town. It is a spacious tiint 
edifice, rough cast, consisting of a 
nave, three long low aislc.s, and as 
many chancels at the east eutl, se- 
parated by pillars of various forms, 
and appears to have been built at seve* 
ral dil^rcnt eras. At the western 
tremity of the north aisle is a square 
Gothic tower, crowned with a; low 
spire. The monufiieiits and tombs afe 
nutlieroas, and several ancient ; as, 
ehe of tho. family of the Daundellons, 
With the date 1446 ; Thomas Smyth, 
Vicar, 144-^; Richard NoMicId, 1468.; 
Eur, Mttg. VoU 80. HtpU 1 VSI. 


and Sir Thomas Cardiff, 1516. There is 
also a handsome organ. 

The general recommendation given 
by medical men to sea air and sea 
bathing, and the fashion which has 
so extensively spread among all ranks 
during the last half century, of spend- 
ing some part of the year at a water- 
ing place, have been the grand causes 
of the extension and progressive im- 
provement of this place ; in addition, 
to which, a very considerable import 
and export trade is carried on at this 
port. 

Margate now oontains very many well 
built squares, streets, ranges of lodging 
houses, shops, and private houses ; . 
spacious and elegant hotels, mid se- 
veral public buildings adapt<^ for the 
use of tlic company resorting hither 
for the purpose of bathing,, or tho 
amusements of a summer excursion.. 
As it has encreased in it’s size and num- 
ber of inhabitants, it*s, trade and com- 
merce have lUso improved. Tlic com- 
pany in the summer and autumnal sea- 
sons is always numerous, and in somo 
part select; for those who go there, as 
well as to all other watering places, 
for diversion, •always exceed the num- 
ber of , those who go for health. " 
Human nature, however, may. he hero 
seen in epitome, aifording fair exam- 
ples of the cher|ucred mass of mor- 
tality;, and there is frequently innch 
for the exercise of the humourist's 
risible muscles, notw'itlystahding the 
refinement that has taken place since 
the ludicrous descriptions of Peter 
Pindar. A sail in the packet accordi tig ' 
with tho whim, humour, and pocket: 
of the Londoners, occasions more di- 
veirnty of characters, and probably 
fun and frolic, than at any other 
of out fashionable bathing places. 

Cecil-square consists of several spa- 
cious houses, .as well as commodious 
shops, wltioh allow a view of tho sea. 

In this sauare is the Royal Hotel, 
and the Assembly-room, a splendid, 
apartment, eighty-seven feet long, 
fi>rty-three broad, and of a propor« 
tkmahle height, fitted up in the first 
style of elegance. Attached to which 
are corresponding tea, card, and coffee 
rooms, and an excellent billiard room. 
Hawley-Sjjuare, erected in a ctmtigii- . ^ 
ous field, IS an uniform range of haiac^;’ ' 
some houses. At the south-cssiH^or-: . 
ner is the Theatre ; who.se ckterior 
Shews but little promise, but the inside^ ' 
is fitted up ^wl&, great npatness aad 
‘ .Kk 
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elegance. The Tjonilon Hotel is plea- 
santly situated near tlie Theatre ; and 
at the nortfs-west corner is jettison's 
splendid library. From the water's 
ed^e the shore makes a bold rise, 
so that the iiouses in Hawley and 
Cecil squares, and the contig^uous 
streets, command a view of the sea, 
over tlic roofs of the intervening 
buildings. 

Nep tune-square is erected where 
was formerly the fort to the northward 
of the town, which had a master gun- 
ner, and several pieces of ordnance, as 
a protection against privateers ; a 
small battery on the improved con- 
struction indeed still appears, which 
is not only sufTiciciitly defensive, but 
a real orna incut to the town. 

Near another small fori, which occu- 
pies a point of land to the soutli of the 
harbour, and at many oHuu' points, 
there are several gronpes, as well as 
single houses, comm and ing line sea and 
land views. (Jiiiou i3res(;ent, opposite 
to Ceeil-squnre, is, how;ev<^r, eonsider- 
nhly the most regular, and most ele- 
gant style of buildings in Margate. 

On the Marine Parade, Die York 
'hotel is di'liglitfiilly silnatcd, com-^ 
jnanding a fine view of the harbour 
and oeciiii ; wiiere Die White Hart 
hotel also 4tonnimrid8 equally exteii- 
•sive marine views. Garner^ library, 
an High-street, likewise aHords a fine 
sea view ; and it may not hr improper 
to state here, that flic* lif rurits and 
reading rooin.s at Diis idace olfer 
aceornniodation for all classes of 
readers, ami a most agreeable lounge 
for gciieial visifors. . 

Besides flic abovemenfiouod hotels, 
there are iho Fountain, tKing's Head, 
and several other inns and laverbs, 
where visitors may he accommodated 
till they have provided themselves wftli 
lodgings, or taken up their residence 
at a boarding hou^e ; the tonus of 
which vary nceofding to the tidiiess 
of the season, or the situaDou and style 
of living. 

I’lie market is amply sujiplicd with 
provision, partly IVoin the JKiglil>our-* 
ing districts, but pniioi[)ally from y.oii- 
don ; aiKi a good si*pply of the best fish 
may geijjerally,be obtained. A new and

BelangHigtoeaebarehlso 
several machines, which are driven 
into the sea any requisite depth by 
careful guides, who are accustomed to 
the business, and well aocjuainted with 
the coast ; the beaoli of whidi being a 
sandy level, Diere is no probability of 
any accident happening to those who 
prefer the use of them to enclosed 
baths. 

At Westbrook, about a quarter of a 
mile westward of Margate, the late Dr. 
Lettsom laid the first stone of a Sea 
Bathing Infirmary in 1702, which was 
completed, and opened for the recep- 
tion of poor patients, in 1796. It is a 
neat plain Y>i]ilding, well adapted for 
the purpose, and is a charity well 
tncritiiig liberal support. 

Besides assemblies, piays, lihraric.s, 
riding and walking in fine weather, 
panics rrequcnlly make excursions 
on Dio water, in the steam packets, 
or in sailing boats, to Deal, Dover, 
and other plhces ; and almost daily to 
Broadstfiirs. and Bamsgate, between 
which places and Margate there is 
indeed, an hourly iiitcrchaiigc of com- 
pany in the height of the season. 

The iiorthern and eastward sides 
of the town are boundtjd by the aea 
shore, along the whole of which there 
i.s a continued range of high chalk 
clids, excepting in the opening be- 
tween that space where the harbour 
and pier of Margate with Die low'ii 
stands, and a small space inclining 
to Die westward of it ; and along these 
elifi’s i.s a beautiful walk to the North 
Foiidand, Broadstairs, and Rams- 
gate. 

Near Margate, to the eastward, is 
Kingsgate, where was formerly a seat 
of Lord i lollan4 It was built very low, 
in the antique style, and eontained some 
good apartments, which were fitted up 
in a most costly curious taste, ))Ut are 
now dilapidated. Hound tin's villa are 
also several singuliu' fantastic build- 
ings, jiitended to represent Gothic 
ri4ns« some of wliich are now con- 
verted into handsome dwellings.

follow him arc only his clients!"^ 
Tbo short of the matter will be this, 
to say no more on’t: to be sure, the 
former wanted for no good looking 
after in one sense ; he had his fees paid 
him, and w'as well fed with money to 
carry on the suit ; but the latter, who 
were his very good clients too, perhaps 
found their cause starved, their busi- 
ness neglected, and the w'holo all'air 
left to the management of his wild 
careless clerks, who would ride a free 
horse to death, and never mind wliat 
becomes of him afterwards, any more 
than if he was an ass ; or else the 
complainants might have been fatter, 
more fortunate, more regarded, more 
pitied, or have had better estates both 
in law and in equity. 

However yet, besides the jocular 
import of this proverb, either as to the 
gentleman, or his jodkey of the sta- 
bles, it also seriously calls in question 
the prudence of all giddy brained idle 
housekeepers, and highly condemns 
their negligence, for leaving their do- 
mestic ^airs at sixes and sevens, to 
the solo care and management of their 
thoughtless servants, whether cooks, 
butlers, clerks, grooms, ^ gardeners, 
Ibotnien, or stewards, and so forth, 
w'ilhout ever bverlookiug them at all 
as to the faithful discharge of their 
duty, or examining into the honesty 
and frugality of their service ; besides 
having hired them perhaps without smy 
security for their good behaviour, of 
so much as enquiring after the charac- 
ter of their former lives, liberties, and 
conversations in other places. ’Tis a 
common calamity, and a general com- 
plaint now a-days, that there’s no 
trusting to servants, without the mas- , 
ter’s or mistress’s eye over them, and 
that will not do neither, when they 
have a mind to cheat them before 
their faces. They arc most , of therf'. 
men and maids, both, grown so disso- 
Itiic, disobedient, and saucy ; so lazy 
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and loitering ; so careless and waste- 
ful, so malicious^ fmt>udent, and bn- 
g^ratcful ; and so apt to pilfer, purloin, 
and cmbezsde, to support their own 
pride, waiitonness, and extravagance, 
over and above all their other ill qua- 
lities, that tltey let slip no fair oppor- 
tunities of doing their best benefactors 
the worst disservices they can think 
of; either by flying in their faces, 
slandering their conduct, squandering 
their goods, neglecting their business, 
or by carrying olf at last more by 
stealth, than their wages, which they 
never deserved half so much as they 
do Bridewell or a House of Correction 
for their pains. Insonmclr that ser- 
vants in short are become now the 
very pest of mankind, and the plague 
of the nation, beyond any other re- 
medy than a parliamentary redress, 
for so many jades, and rogues, and 
thieves as we meet with among them 
of both sexes, make the disease epide- 
mical, and the change just as well as 
the cure necessary. 

Ir* a word, upon the whole matter, 
it greatly behoves the master and mis- 
tress of it family that keep servants, to 
have their eyes upon them in every 
corner of the house ; not to intrust 
others without a narrow and nice in- 
spection into their actions, but to take 
paiticiilar care of their own concerns 
thcmselvesj according to the good di- 
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rection of this provejrb, — For 'tis their 
eyes that must make the horse fat, 
their heads that must manage all the 
best ; their hands tliat must c^ry on 
the work towards procuring a' liveli- 
hood ; their prudence that must pre- 
serve what they have got ; and, in line, 
their frugality and discretion that must 
improve ^very thing else tn the great- 
est advantage in the family. The 
truth on't is, all people shou^ mind 
their own business themselve^^ per- 
son, or else look better after their ser- 
vants. Sa that this careful adage is 
not confined only to the horse in the 
stable ; it holds good also as an excel- 
lent lesson ill schools, where ushers 
will never take half the pains with the 
boys that the masters do, to instruct 
them ill learning and good manners. 
In nurseries, , w&re maids will never 
be so careful Of the children as their 
mistresses and mothers arc, to attend 
theih, feed them well, and bring them 
to their fl^t. «In shops, where appren- 
tices wilt never look so well after the 
business of the trade, as it is to be 
believed the keepers always do for their 
own interest, to prosper and flourish 
in the world ; and therefore the pre- 
sence of ihastets in all cases and ca- 
pacities, and upon all accounts^ will 
be absolutely necessary to adjust their 
aflairs to the wisdom of this pro- 
verb. ... *

with absentees! agreeable to the an- 
cient Irish prophecy ; every indivi- 
dual, wbo*could obtain a conveyance, 
seemed to oonsider the King's depar- 
ture as a hint to* depart also, and the 
Irish metropolis was very speedily 
as deserted as Pall Mall in Septem- 
ber. 1 did once intend to have essay- 
ed, cither in prose or verse, to have 
given some description of the proceed- 
ings in Dublin, during the Royal 
visit, for your edification; but our 
newspaper Editors having suddenly 
became so eloquent as to distance all 
hope of competition ; it is only left for 
me to be^. my humble testimony lo 
the accuracy of their 'brilliant stafe-

THE slight estimation in which onr 
modern Harlequins are held, may 
induce a general belief that there is 
little relating to their piedecessors 
which ran be woith remembeiing. 
This would be too hasty a conclusion ; 
— the insignificant motley hero of our 
day is as dilfercnt from that ot the old 
pantomime, as the modern Greeks ate 
from the conquerors of Troy. He le- 
tains the masque, and the bat, and the 
party coloured vest of him of the olden 
time, but quajtto mutatns ah iUa ! The 
informing spirit is fled ; — that irre- 
sistible humour which wanted not the 
aid of words to convey it's meaning, is 
no more ; the dumb eloquence is lost, 
we fear, for ever ; and now a days, 
under the direction of a skilful me- 
chanist, a wooden man might be made 
to perform all the functions of the de- 
generate representative of the once 
owerful Arleccliino. We scarcely 
now how to account for this falling- 
off. In England, it is true, panto- 
mimes, properly so colled, never were 
very highly relished. Theatrical en- 
tertainments of a more lofty and intel- 
lectual order graced the earliest days 
of our dratna, and perhaps the genius 
of the people is of too severe a nature 
to find amusement in such representa- 
tions. But these reasons do not apply 
to other conntries : to France, for in- 
stance, where they were once eagerly 
applauded by the people, and che- 
rished by the nobles ; nor to Italy| 
where the temperament of the natives, 
like that of their olunate, is calculated 
to develope all the luxuries of the 
senses, until the reasoning powers aro^ 
overwrought, and the intoxicated fancy 
runs riot in lassitude and indulgence. 
The cq^use of the.deca> must latbor be 
sought in tiic rarity of the talent ne- 
cessary to support it in it's former 
hrillianoy.

nor Were its actors like those of othci 
theatres, jtbey had none of the as- 
sistance of authors in furnishing them 
with dialogiTc, but were enlirely thi o\\ n 
upon their own ingenuity to snppt} and 
keep up the conversations nccf ssary 
to the developenicnt of the plot ; a 
slight skctcli or plan of the fable u as 
stuck up behind the scenes, for tho 
instruction of the players. The busi- 
ness, if it may be so called, of the 
drama, was by tins means explained 
to them, and they weie to bring all 
their wit and hdniour to bear upon it 
at every point where tlie> could be in- 
troduced. This alvangf ment is quite 
sufficient to shew tltai tho paiitomiiheii 
could not be played by rtieu of ver/ 
ordinary o^fiacity. An ocliication of a' 
very respectable extent at that time 
was absolutely neccssaiy, and the ac- 
tor must, besides all gdntcel aeoom- 
plisbmcnis, possess wit, vivacity of 
temper, afid activity Of body, in no 
small degree, to carry him through his' 
duties. These are riot within the reyh 
of every player; to supply their waiit 
of real talent, the less excellent re- 
sorted to dancing and singing. These 
were perhaps allowable artifices, or 
rather the ine\ita1)le consequence of 
thri actors' deficiencies ; but they after- 
wards resorted to posturing, and by 
an easy triaisftion to the unmeaning 
antics of the«prescnt day. 

It was in Italy that Pantomimes are 
said to have been first invented. Their 
origin is less difficult to trace than the 
deduction to the present day ; — riftef 
thb conquest of Rome by the Barba- 
rians, the decay into which letters 
fell, and the abject condition of tlie 
Romans, imparted their ruinous influ- 
ence to the strigCi which cntjiely sunk 
ua4er the oppression of the times. 
There seems, however, substantial 
redSon to believe that Arlccchino sur- 
vived the storm, and that the masked

The more modern, and 
e(‘rlouily the more popular opinion is, 
that the character was ird ended to re- 
present an inhabitant of Bergamo, a 
town in Italy ; that the j^ay dress he 
now wears is the result of modern im- 
provements upon a ra^iv<^'d country- 
man's vest, which, without that re^^ard 
lo iiniforinity of ap])earance usually 
observed by other persons in mending 
their coats, had been patched witli 
colours as numerous and as various 
as the holes which had occasioned 
them. Whether ho was of Roman or 
.Bergaiiiask ori^^in, is, however, not 
very important at present. He says 
himself, and he oup^ht to know, in the

The inhabitants of Bergamo had the 
jfood fortune to bo divided in tl»c esU-

more natural character which abounds 
in the world a mixture of both.

found tlicir ar^nmont, has under- 
j?one little alteration diirinjr the last 
thn‘o centuries, ft is coniposed of a 
vest reaehin;;- lo the hips, and trow- 
sers, of viirious colours, girt by a 
Icntiiern liaiul ; a black mask, with a 
.small nose, and sunken* eyes, sur- 
roundrtl by shaggy brows ; a hat of 
tlexibh'' gsey stuif, shoes' Without heels, 
and a hat. Among tliC men most re- 
markable for playing this character, 
was Jean Uomiiiiquo Biancolclli, the 
hero of the hook at the head of our 
present article. lie was a native of 
Bologna, and displayed considerable* 
dramatic talent from a very early pe- 
riod of his life. At the age of Jl>. ho 
repaired to Paris, where his abilities 
recommended him to Cardipal 
rin, whose patronage assisted in ostab*. 
lUhmg him. If is amiable manuers 
and' good sense rendered him as great* 
a jFavurite in private, as his wit 


procured him applause in the lliealrc. 
lie was cherished by many of the no- 
ble* of that day, and rcr.eived frequent 
and con tin lied marks o( the King's 
favour, lie was for many years at 
the head of his profession. In Iris 
hands Arlcquin became decidedly the 
mo.s( important ])crsonagc in tlie i>an- 
toiniinc, and ho took so lofty a (light 
in Iris particular manner of playing it, 
that his death occasioned a deficiency 
which was never adequately supplied, 
and which perhaps contributed to 
hasten the decay of this style of acting. 
Bomini({ue was not only an improver 
of acting in his own person, hut ho 
left a family, w ho wore all actors and 
actresses, some of tlicrii of the highest 
repute, and ini colors uf new charac- 
ters in the Italian (h)incdy. fie died 
ill consetiuonccof too great an cxcriioii 
he had made irt dancing, whii-h la* ex- 
celled in as eminently as lie did in 
acting. In his last illness lie made a 
formal renunciation of the stag**, most 
probably in order to insure lo himself 
the advantages of burial in conse- 
crated ground, and the olliers of tim 
clergy; and died a good Caiholiu 
Christian, rcgretti^d, ns the toinh- 
stoncs liave it, by all Mho knew him, 
in whieh iminber was jneliuh^d the 
whole of the play-going population of 
Paris. He was ImriMl in tlie cliureli 
of St. Busfaehc. fnniimeiahle epi- 
taphs were compost'd for him : thi.s is 
an extract from one of them : —

Such is the peace of 
the w'orld ; never pure, ever mingled 
with a thousand disgusts !” — An in- 
teresting conversation is continued, in 
wliicli the author eiupiires after his ac- 
quaintance, until Arlcciiiin disappears. 
'J’he autluir then proeeods witli his 
work, from which wo have selected 
some of the most favourable speci- 
mens. 

The Ahb6 dc Sanleuil, famous for 
his classical attainments, was no less 
rmnarkahle for the brutality and seve- 
rity of his manners. Dominique was 
d(;.sirous of adopting a motto, and 
having a very high opinion of the 
AblnVs taste, he resolved to apply to 
him to select one. He was aware that 
ho was a great humourist, and that 
to ask him this ftnour would be to de- 
feat bis purj)os(\ so he determined to 
attack him with hi.s own wcaiMuis. He 
dressed himself in his theatrical habit, 
with a cloak which coinplctoly ca- 
ve' oped him, and went in a coaeh to 
llic Ahho's chambers. On knocking*

TRISTAN DA CUNHA. 


SINCE publishing our furmor detail 
of this Island in page SDi) of our last 
Volume, have been informed that 
this Island is at present uninhabited. 
Of the fate of the two American ad ven- 
turers^ who took possession of it about 
eleven years since, tlic principal per- 
son, Captain Jonathan Lambert, was 
di owned when fishing, and his com- 
panion, Captain Ijcnjamiu Franklin 
S'^aven, who had proceded some time 
before to Rio de Janeiro to solicit 
assistance fiom the Portuguese go- 
vernment to cultivate the island, be- 
ing disappointed in his expectations, 
abandoned the project, and entered 
into the service of the patriotic junta 
of Eucnos Ayres, who promoted him 
to the rank of a commodore ; but in 
eonscfpience of o suspieioii being en- 
tcitained of his fidelity, he being de- 
tected, it is said, in tampering with 
the Spanish government, he was ar- 
rested; and after a short and close 
imprisomneiit, condemned to suffer 
death, and shot oii hoanl of a schooner 
off the island of Fiones, in the river 
Plate. 


About the year 181(5 or 17, Lord 
Charles Henry Someiset, the piesent 
governor of the Cape of Good Hope, 
.sent a strong detachment of soldiers, 
under the command of Captain Clocte, 
from the Cape to Tristan da Ciinha, 
who took possession of it in the name 
of his Majesty, provisionally for the 
appio\al of the Uritish go\eriiment ; 
but this measure not being sanctioned 
by his Majesty's ministers in the first 
instance, he received orders to with- 
draw the troops altogether, and aban- 
don it, which was ait ordingly carried 
into CAceution, and after e lew months 
occupation, the troops wtre ic-em- 
barked, and returned to the Cape. 

This island forms one of a cluster 
of five others, which are situated at a 
short distance fiom it; namely, Hiego 
and Alvarez, Gofl’s Tslaud, Niuhtin- 
galc Island, Inaeeesslblc tslaud, and 
Rock Island. The groujic was disco- 
vered by Admiral Tristan da Cunha in 
1452, on his voyage to the Jliazils, 
fiom whom it tak(‘s its name ; the next 
in size, Uiego Alvarez, derives its 
namctfiom the vicc-adininil.

Instead 
of contributing to- kindle the flame of 
dissciition and variance, by speaking 
to others on the existence of these 
hurtful things, he will he vigilant Jn 
his attempts to extinguish I lie sparks 
by the power of persuasion and love.

ENGLISH LECTURES IN PARIS. 


A characteristic ^ story, connected 
with public lectures in Paris, has lately 
been made public, which deserves pre- 
servation for it’s peculiarity. Mr. Mu- 
Ibck, the gentleman who hRS recently 
been engaged in giving an interesting 
exposition of English literature at the 
Arg>]o Rooms, delivered somewhat of 
a similar course in the capital of our 
neighbours. Upon one occasion, in 
January last, in taking n view of the 
political state of Europe as connected 
witli it’s literary improvement, he hap- 
pened to speak nearly as follows of 
fhrance; “ And first, with reference to 
the land in which I hm a passing 
guest,-— a land which 1 must place, 
where she has placed herself by her 
follies and her crimes, least and {pwest 
in tile scale of European nations t Whi- 
tlicrsoever I turn iny eye in Frklbc^ 

' 1^, behold degradation or destitudoii;-^ 
a- government without'striSbglh, strug- 
gling to sway an insurgent people, and 
by the worst^mcans, — ^fd|?e loyalty lean- 
ingon the broken crutch of false reli^it, 
-—all atheistic land scourCd by ^Oad- 
r6ns of anti -Christian missionaties, . 
wWse carnal cry is. up with the Crp^ 
and down with the Bible— a paper can#^ 
atitution seig^d hold of by copteml- 


ing factions, to sanction the practi- 
cal suspension of rights, or to prompt 
'the popular denial of duties. Do you 
require a more minute inventory of a 
nation^s nothings ? Fields without in- 
du^ry, — cities without commerce, — 
courts without justice, — churches with- 
out piety, — ^hou.«cs without homes, — 
pamphleteering in lieu of literature, 
and sensuality substituted for the af- 
fbetions. Nor do 1 overstep the limits 
of prudent political prediction, when 
I proclaim that this guilty perversion 
of all good,-r4his fond election of evil, 
will ere lon^ be visited with' penal 
vengeance. Ihresh convulsions within 
will call forth another conquering 
crusade from without. Another cloud 
of Cossack consen'ators of the peace 
of Europe may again darken over the 
.^ 'vtne covered bills and gay vallies of 
France.' * Last scene of alU that ends 
this strange eventful history* another 
Bluchcr may supplicate to* be the pri- 
vileged conilagrator of Paris, without 
being frustrated by any benign .impe- 
rial' interposition, commanding him 
to sheathe the sabres, and extinguish 
,the torches of hU npfilitary artificers 
bfhavock." 

Tills, tf) be sore, was racier strong 
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langiiai^e’but the' Fraich mode of tak^* 
inj? it up, instead of refuting it, would 
acem to show, that the passage imput- 
Jhg folly had some foundation. Porthe 
teoturer being called upon for a sup- 
plemcutary discourse, received on the 
preceding evening the following let- 
ter

the manner in which you spoke of 
France, at your last sitting, in the R'le

You arc, no doubt, fully aware 
of the infamy of such conduct, which, 
but for the contempt it inspires, would 
most assuredly have been punished by 
those who despise you more than tho 
Cossucks and the Bluchers, French- 
men recognize enemies, but not pol- 
troons. 


« Still, however, otmtempt Mfjp, jjot 
long stillo the voice ofinjured litltdbnr ; 
any new insult will cause y pa tjp be 
visited by signal vengeance. Tliis iotj- 
guage bears no equivocal meaning : — 
Prench officers repid catuntny and in- 
solence on the field of honour, arid 
with the si\()i'd in haml. '

PLYMOUTIlv BRBAKWA TF.U. 


The serious inconveniences attach- 
ing both to Falmouth and Torbay da 
alfording no secure anchorage for large 
hrets, have long shown the necessity 
of converting Plymouth into a sqfo 
harbour, and government having at 
length resolved that .something should 
be done, to accomplish so desirable 
an object, various plans were pro- 
posed and djlscussedt^ the rc.sult of 
which, has becA the proposal of Mr. 
Wbidby, who accompanied Captain 
V^edbver in his voyage round tho 
world, to construct the great work 
which is now so far advanced to it's 
conclusion, and has alrOgdy fully jus- 
tlljed the expectations fortnbd of it’s 
utility, hy the safety which^yory many^ 
vcAscls bave already deri^d from it. 
AedOi’dtng to, the plan, eA drigiimlly 
laid^ down by Mn,,.Whidby and 
KcAnie,„the. lenj^^of the wwk Was 
to be" 1,700 yards, or nearly a mile, 

, ektev^ing across .the middle of the 
Sound, from cast t$yest, and leaYidfr 
an entrance at eaebrend ; tho centfe' 
part to >i 6 :l,<iOOfyards fm u straight.

liloteil, and two million tons of stono 
have ben already used. The stonea 
now einploycd weijjfh upon an average 
from 6 to 10 tons ; none of smaller di- 
ineosioiis being applicable. This stone 
is Devonshire marble, very hard and 
eompiujl, with speds or small veins of 
black, white, and red ; susceptible of 
4 Due polish, and well adapted for 
chimncy-pieccs and other ornamental 
. works. The cpiarry is situated up 
Catwater, near thp mouth of the Ply in. 
The rock, at the water’s edge, is 25 
feet high, and it rises to about 75 feet 
on the highest part ; for which govern- 
ment gave ten thousand pounds to 
the Duke of Dedford for an extent 
of 20 to 25 acres, of which 8 acres have 
been out away and thus empio} ed. The 
various contrivances for obtaining 
those enormous masses by blowing up 
the rock, for conveying them to the 
waterside,, and on board the vessel 
w hich carrie.s them to the breakwater, 
as well as for placing them in their 
X^roper iiosition, reflect the highest 
credit on the skill of the engineers, 
and give the attenfivo observer 4 
striking example of the w ondeys that 
may be euccled by the aid of machU 
nery. Besides the construction of 
the Breakwater, it has also been 
deemed advisable to remove several 
rocks at the bottom of the sea, which 
might injure vessels that happened 
to anchor over them at high water. 
But, many of those being sSfeet be- 


low- the surface, it has been neces* 
sary to employ the diving-bell. That 
now employed is 6 feet long, 5 widQ* 
and 7 high ; composed of strong 
wrought iron, with shelves inside for 
the workmen’s tools, &e. Two men ge- 
nerally go down together, the maehino 
being low'cred over the rock intended 
to be levelled. They use hammers and 
picks to bif'ak the rock, and put the 
fragments into canvas bags. The men 
remain two hours below water, when 
. they- are relieved by two others. They 
receive two shillings daily wages, and 
eightcOh-penee for every turn that they 
are below water. Some of the rocks 
at the bottom of the Sound Iojvc thus 
been lowered 9 feet, aanl made level 
with the surmunding grouu l. 

Another work of great ntiHity in 
progress in the neighbourhood of Ply- 
mouth is a jetty or pier constructing 
ill Bove.sand Bay, for the purpose of 
watering ships of war without taking 
out tlieir casks. ^I'hc ships are to be 
brought alongside the pier, and to re- 
ceive their water by means of pipes 
from a tine spring j the casks having 
been sent on board empty arc filled by 
means of a hose ; which arrangement 
will save nnndi lime, trouble, and ex- 
pense ; us in time of war, w In n a fleet 
came for fresh water and no time was 
to be lost, the expense of getting it on 
board in the usual w ay has, on many 
occasions, amounted to one guinea per 
gallon.

We 
cannot attribute it to the Author qf 
but it is fiom bis School r 
for as Iranhoe depicts the manners Of 
Our Anglo Norman and Saxon Ancos- 
iois, so the work befuie us sketches 


with a masterly hand,'' the manners of 
tho age of Trajan. Vafinas is hy 
birth a Briton, the son of a noble 
Fomun by a British mother. Brought 
up to nianhuod in this island, he is 
/called b} business to Eome, wheic lio 
falls ill love with Athanada^ a lovely 
gill of the Scmpionian family, who 
has .secretly embraced the Clni&liari 
faiths at the periii^ when Trsyan per- 
aeeulcd the Christians .with (t>ld 
blooded faarbailty. Aikam^ia hciielf 
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IS arrested, bat rescued by ber lover 
and proselyte, who marries and flies 
with her to his native Britain* Such 
aro the materials out of which the 
Author has constructed, that deside- 
ratum in literature, a Homan novel. 

The first chapter, necessary as an 
introduction to the tale, is the dullest 
in the whole work ; but the inteiest 
rises from the moment that Valerius 
quits the bank of the Anton, now 
csllcd the Test, a small river, botw( cu 
Winchester an^ Salisbury, and em- 
baikin^ at Clauseutum, sails direct 
for Ostium. On the vo^a^e, we aie 
introduced to a jolly Ceaturian, Kako 
Suhimis^ who, m the course of the 
Icile, acts a very prominent part, and 
is di awn with great felicity. Tho 
traY<‘llcis, on quitting their ship, 
engage a barge, which wafts them 
leisurely up the Tiber to Rome; and 
heieweineet the first specimen of a 
talent which the writer lavishly dis- 
plays on .subsequent occasions, that 
iyi pivtut dcunption, Ho places 
almost before our eyes Ihe succcsbiun 
of blatciy edifices which then cn- 
riclu'd the hanks of the liver, — tho 
daik green of the venerable moves,— 
the clalHUcite cubivation every where 
BO visible, — and tho universal air of 
elegance which pcivaded the whole 
legion. For this spirited and defined 
.sketch we Lave not space among our 
c\tiaels, as we prefer giving the 
mo 1 C splendid view of Romo itself, 
supposed to be seen by our hero from 
the iiuuse of Ids kinsman, the Orator 
Laciuius,

statues. Between these and tlic rivcr^ 
the Tneatres of Ponipey and Marcelius^ 
and 1 know not how many beautiful tem- 
ples, wore visible, each sui passing tho 
other in chaste and solemn splendour. 
Across a more ciowded region, to the 
westward, iny eye ascended to the eapi- 
toi, tliero to be lost among the central 
magnificence of the Mistress of tlio 
*Woild; while still further lemoved from 
me, although less elevated in natqral 
situation, the tioigcons mansion of the 
Jhnpeior.was been, lilted iq>, like some 
new and separate city upon it’s cnoiiiious 
fabric of arcades, high over all the ic- 
mains of that forcht of elms and syca- 
moies, by which Ncio had once dared to 
loplacc the unhoused tenants of the 
Palatine. Behind me the Flavian Am- 
phitheatre, (the Coliseum,) the newest 
and the most majestic of all Roman edi- 
fices, detained the eye, for a space, fioiii 
all that lay beyond it,— the whole splen- 
did mass ; namely, of tho Rsqnllinc and 
those inmimcrabie aqueducts, which lie 
stretched out, arch alter aich, and 
pilhur after pillar, quite over the peopled 
champaign to the veiy iidgc of the 
moufitaiiis. But why should I vainly^ 
essay to give to you, by cold words of 
description, any Idea of the peerless 
prospect that every- where siiriouiided 
me! Lost amidbt the pomp of this iin- 
imagiiird huinun greatness, I was glad to 
rest my sight, ever and anon, upon the 
cool waters of old Tiber, in wlio»e face 
nothing of all this was truly depicted, 
except the serene and cloudless beauty 
of that Italian sky; temple and tower, 
and every monument of art, biing incl- 
lowed down Into a softer and moi e tole- 
rable grandeur." 

It would be dlflicult to find in any 
travels, ancient or modem, a more 
spirited description of a real, than is 
here given of an imaginary scene. 
The featur«s, it is true, aic supplied 
by history, but there is an intensity 
of feeling which piovcs the Author to 
be a true Poet; one who to the eye 
of his mental vision can body forth 
the foiins of things unknown. lie 
seems to have lived in the age of 
Ti^ajan, and to have been actually 
transported into the midst of tho 
Great City, with all the sense of 
astonishment and admit at ion, which 
would naturally arise in the mind of 
a young, but intelligent Stranger. 
The lan^ago, too, is rich and abun- 
dant, harmonious yot correct, the 
epithets well iihoson, the sentences. 
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amoothj clear, and flowing^ ; there is 
tio appearance of labour, no turg^idity 
of description; and yet the noble 
panorama is placed before iis, in all 
It’s mag^iiificence, as by the felicitous 
pencil of an accomplished painter. 

Many other examples of excellence 
in the descriptive style the Author 
has afforded, particularly the Gladia- 
torial Shows in tlie first volume, and 
the view from the Palatine Hill in the 
second ; but yet this is by no means 
his hi^rhest faculty. He has given a 
stron^r dramatic interest to the tale, 
as well by the eharacU rs which it de- 
velopcs, as by tlic incidents which it 
relates. He has brought befoie our 
eyes the Patriciiin Advocates, the 
Pretorian Guards, the \cnerablo 
Priestess of Apollo, the pedantic 
and hypocritical teacher of Philoso- 
phy, the half credulous, half cheating 
pretender to Witchcraft, the san- 
guinary populace of the City, and the 
simple inhabitants of a provincial 
village. A learned antiquary might 
doubtless detect anachronisms in the 
customs and manners of the age, 
in the state of the public edifices, and 
in the other minute accompaniments 
of the story ; but taking the whole 
together, we know of no work m liich 
so completely domesticates us among 
the Romans, at that very interesting 
criodi when impel ial Paganism 
egan to tremble and give wa> before 
persecuted Cbristlanity. 

Rut the gloat merit, without 'hicli 
all others, in a work of this kind, are 
lost and thrown awaj, tlie writer 
before ns possesses in a \cry high 
degree, — ^we mean the sustained, and 
growing interest of the story itself. 
The events succeed each other natu- 
rally, and are well adapted to the 
agencies by which they are brought 
about E\cu tfie liberatiog of Aika- 
Tiasta from licr prison, at a ntoment of 
apparentijr hopeless extremity, is 
cifeoted without any great violation of 
probability, coBsJdeniig the peculiar 

g rcumstauccs in which (Vi/o, the gao- 
r,hk4 been placed, as a freed man 
of I>omifian, and a concealed Cbrts^ 
tian convert ThC Only id^dent, of 
which we doulit whether it he in Strict 
keeping with the rest of the piece, is 
the Amazonian spirit which 
eia tlic catacombs, in d^ 

fencejm the life of the aged prieatf , 
Aitrdm. Perhaps this is scarcely ; 
coumtent cither ,wHb her native sen- 


sibility, or with the meekness and re- 
signation which she bad derived ftom 
her religious instructor. 

Another criticism, on which wo ven- 
ture more confidently is, that of the 
speech of TVirtffo, thc^riirisUan Mar*' 
tyr, immediately previous to bis exe- 
cution ill the Amphitheatre. It is not 
only too long, but it wants, what we 
are latber surprised that it should 
want from tJie pen of the Author of 
F(fr/cn?«,---the peculiar characteristics 
of a Cbrislian Martyr’s elo<iuciicc. 
Instead of a forcible and exclusive 
appeal to the great testimonies of 
Miracle and Prophecy in support of 
the divine ohaiacter of Chnst, the 
chief part of the speech is taken up 
with a prolix account of own 

adventures, tending rather to show 
that he was a bra\e soldier and a 
loyal subject, than to coiuinco the 
Emperor and the audience of tlictiufh 
and importance of Christianity. 

The sanctified and enthusiastic 
feelings of theeaily Christians arc tar 
more correctly depicted in tlie beautiful 
prison scene, where Valenus contri\is 
to\isithis loving and beloved Alha^ 
7ia,sla: which is wrought up with a 
delicacy and force, that wliile they 
pio\e the author to possess the high- 
est gifts of inmi; illation, bear witness 
also to Ibo purity of bis mind, and 
the rectitude of his prineiplcs ; and iii 
extracting it wc shall close oui cii- 
tiquo on a work, the pciusal ol which 
has afiorded us, and will, wc doubt 
not, atlord our readers extieinc gra- 
tification.

The result, as may bo anlioipalcd, is 
tlic re-cstaldishnient ol liis moral cha- 
racter, liis reh'aso, and union with 
Eliza. The artist and author, howe- 
ver, do not slop Iieie ; they outgo the 
lumeyTHooii, and treat us witli caiulh?; 
and i.oneludo the whole witli a regular 
finale. There are siiveral minor po- 
ems alt .ached, some of which vve c.aii 
praise, and some we really c,aimol ; 
as a wiiole, however, we eoniideully 
and strongly reeonmiend this volume 
to (lie public, as deserving all the 
patron.age it has reciaveil, and all 
which, w'O trust, ycl awaits it's dis- 
tinguished merits. 


An Essay on Criminal Jurisprudvnee, witn ikeJ^raft ^ a New Penal Code, hy 
J. 2\ Jiarher Beaumont, Esq. pp. 11^. London, 1821. 

After a perusal as attentive as our ability dl.splayed in it’s compilatioD, 
multifarious duties would allow, and and to the reading and experience 
astihis pamphlet most certainly well wdiicli have been brnugbl forward in 
Hjiirils, wo now beg leave to rccopi- it’s aulhorship. Tho subject is iin- 
, mend ii to all our friends, and though doubteiily an iiitcrosliiig one, and i.s, 
nndoulitetlly dilVering on many points . to all, more or less, an object of some 
i'ioin ihe eonc.lusions of it’s .author, w'o eonipern. The manner in which it has 
beai tno.si willing testimony to tlm breu Jli< r»^ treated, i,-;, at all events, 
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clear, and intelligible, and, we pre- 
sume, is as free from technicalities, 
as the necessary extensive detail would 
permit. Our principal objection is to 
the novel scale of punishments which 
it is here proposed to insert in the 
New Peuial Code, and to substitute 
for those now in practice, but which, 
had we space and leisure, we should 
ciuleavour to shew cause against ; at 
present, however, we can only give 
our author’s own sentiments upon the 
work from Iiis preface, and then very 
bricily rem.ark upon the Treatise itself. 

The conclusion of the Introduction 
states, that— 

“ Tlie^Vntlior docs not flatter himself 
tli.it lu* has elicited a system of criminal 
law wliieh is free from error. He is ijuite 
Moc, from the extensiveness of Ills task, 
that ins propositions must f.iiJ to embrace 
several points of imporfuiice, and in other 
iiistanecs, that the rules odeied-arc capa- 
ble of a still more coiideused, or of a 
clearer expression ; but he believes tli.at 
iimeh of what will np})ear wonting on a 
first n luliiig, ivill be found to he snffici- 
mitly piovide»l for, oil a more earefiil pe- 
nis. d ; and that otliiT expressions wiiicli :it 
first seem redundant, will, on further ae- 
nnaintanee, be admitted to bo necessaiy. 
lie has bestowed more pains fieipientiy 
ill endeavouring to <*oiidense the meaning 
of a long expiession into a Ihw' word.s, 
than would have Ixm'ij loijuireil to extend 
the deseiiption to the dimensions of a 
folio p.ige. liis .ittenipt is now hefure 
file public, and he will deem himself W'oll 
leeompt used tor Use trouble he has taken, 
if the hints Ihriiishod shall stinuilate abler 
minds to fake nji the subject, and shall 
]e..il to the establishmeiil of that most im- 
port ant, but much neglected desidei.1- 
tuin, Jis’unjile, clear, and cijuitablc, system 
ol‘ Criminal Jurisprudence.’^ 

As we fully admit the propriety of 
these reimirks, we will not quarrel 
either with the incorreetne.ss, or- the 
inelegance of their cuinpositiuii, but 
pioeced ut once to the corninenceinent 
of the task bctuicus. — A review bf our 
ciiininal laws has been uulced long, as 
well as loudly railed for ; and so many 
indi\Kliinls Inivc illustrated their ideas 
upon particular points by prouiiiigatiug 
new laws, that they have at length ac- 
eiiinulated into su<di a luonstious pile, 
th.it very few, if any, can scramble 
through thc,innss, but amidst confu- 
sion and uncertainty. Two hundred 
years have ^lapsed, since Jjord llacon 
said, (hat “ there are no worse siiaihs 
than the snafes of laws, especially Uic 


Criminal Jurisprudence, 

penal, which growing excessive ,in 
number, and useless through time, 
prove not a laiithorn, but nets to the 
feet;” and he also added, — ** if laws 
heaped upon laws shall swell to such 
a vast bulk, and labour under such 
confusion as render it ex ped i( nl to treat 
them anew, ami reduce them into one 
sound and servieeablo corps, it be- 
comes 41 work of llic utmost impor- 
tance, deserving to be deemed lieroi- 
cal, and let the authors of it be ranked 
among legislators, and the restorers 
of states and empires.” — (Considering 
this as the recommendation of one of 
the wisest men England ever pro- 
duced, — the undisputed w^ant of a new 
penal code, and the acknowledged 
inclfieiency of patching the old one, 
with the ent(‘r))rizo and jnfcllig(*ncc 
shown hy so many individuals in tlio 
present ago upon minor subjects ; 
it is remarkable that the task of con- 
structing a new collection should have 
remained so long ncgicotcil. The 
task, however, is one of niui.seul se- 
verity, and to do jiisuee to it, the 
writer would have not eid\ to make 
himself master of Ihe ( liinimd laws of 
his own country, but to understand 
the best pails of the penal codes of 
otliers, to extinct and coiidenst^ from 
those stores, and flien with a philoso- 
phical mind, assisted l)y ))raelieal ex- 
perieiie.e, to simplify, geneialize, sys- 
tematie.illy .'lUrnge, mid uifimab ly to 
desciibe the, propose d b'ws with as 
imieli brevity a,i is consislenl with 
ele.ainess. 

Our author has rertainly pursued 
the important t.ask he has undertaken 
wdiJi diligence and per.seveiance. Not 
only cmisideralde n ailing and much 
observation have ]iloycd iii 

coliecling the maleiials for Lis w oik, 
but niueh Iboiigbt and .stud} must also 
have been itp|uisile for digi sting them 
into order, and supplying tiioir deli- 
eieiicies. He has not, however, made 
a very osti nt.itious shew of all this 
labour, but lius divested tin* subject of 
every non essential, and compressed 
all ho had to say into pi rhaps as few 
words as it w as pussiLie. 'I’lie points 
chiefly novel in the execution aic — 
first, the dissertation, sliewii.g that 
the fasliionalde system of making 
puiiisliinrnts e.ojnfortabic h..s /lot lecl 
to the refoimatinn of old m iminal.s, l>ui 
to the production of new oius. -lm- 
prisoiiDieiits should be eiui eased in 
seveiity, and shoitcncd in duiuiiun. — 
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Tho trealmcnt of merely insolvent 
debtors to be distinctly dillcrcnt from 
such as are dishonest or culpable. — 
And lastly, the elassirication of crimes 
and offences, which is c\ idcntly a most 
essential desideratum. — Other points 
of presumed importance, not included 
in our existiii^r laws, are, the jrrapplin;^ 
with the l)et^iiininp:s of crimes, as in 
iiianv of the lesser frauds, witldioldinur 
another’s property, pilferinj^, abuse, 
and cruelty to auiinuls. These are

followed by new rc'^ulntions of l*o!icc, 
with several professional fct ccteras,of 
which we confess ourselves quite 
inadequate to offer any decided judjv- 
inout. To those conversant witii the 
subject, however, wo fcladly recom- 
mend the Tr(^atisc, witli tlio assureul 
conviction thntmucli vat u.able informa- 
tion, and very many serviceable hiiUs, 
arc roiilaincd in the pai;cs wliieli we 
have thus brought under considera- 
tion.

It has *not very recently been our 
good fortune to open a more unassum- 
ing, yet more highly gratifying work, 
than the little volume now before us ; 
and we eoiiimciice, therefore, with 
what critical etiquette usually reserves 
for it’s bmne louche at the close, by 
most warmly recommending it. — The 
Country Minister was written at Ro- 
theram, in Yorkshire, and is dedi- 
cated to Viscount Milton ; and little 
as wo wish to change conditions with 
any one, and partial as we confes- 
sedly arc to London smoke, and noise ; 
and, we much fear, to London follies 
also, yet do we most unaffectedly envy 
.this retired Parish Pastor ; wlio with 
A lovely and amiable wife ; — she must 
1)0 amiable, and we arc very sure that 
she is lovely, — and happy fauiily, “ the 
world forgetting, by the woi -d forgot," 
resides amongst his coiitcntod pa- 
rishioners, at once blest and blessing, 
diffusing comfort all nrouiid him, and 
doubly enjoying it hijuself, because 
Heaven has thus enabled Iiini to dis- 
pense it to others. Again, urul again 
do we say, that be is to be envied, 
and even We, the Editor of the 
European Magazine, tho envy him. 

All this, however, does not recom- 
mend the Poem, though indeed two 
very short words are quite sullicicnt 
to do that ; — Head it /—The story, if 
it may be said to have one, is simply 
of a youth left the only son of an aged 
mothor, who decides upon' becoming 
a clergyman; goes to college obtains 
a living in a rude' retirement ; niai ries ; 
and appears to feci lu.s only grief on 
the death of his parent, which closes 
tli^lbiirth Canto. The heron’s feelings 
ana sentiments in the various .scenes 
through which ho passes, hutning the 
superstructure of the Poem. We 


were never much more bewiblcrcd, 
than where to select uur extracts ; we 
could not reconcile it to our conscience- 
to copy the whole, even if the theft 
were allowable, and we had left our- 
selves space to do so ; and we com- 
mence therefore with a specimen of 
The Country Minister's preaching : — 

All, all play reach the realms of bliss 
above, 

For Heav’n is kind to all, and < God is 
love.' 

Does not his light on all impartial shine, 
His snn mature alike the corn and vine ; 
On all your fields does He not pour the 
rain, 

Soften the earth, and swell the bearded 
grain ; ^ 

Po not the Seasons, at his great com- 
mtind, 

Their genial iniliience shed on every 
land ; 

And for the general good, each day, each 
hour. 

Docs not his niiglily hand exert it’s pow’i r' 

Wide as the W’orld, tlie love of Hcav’n 
extends. 

Embracing adverse empires, foes and 
friends, 

The wise, iinlearn’d, the humble, and the 
great. 

Of every clime, religion, colour, state. 
Mountains that cleave the sKy, or seas 
that roar, 

May sever states, and make a foreign 
shore. 

But, like the bow that spans this caYthly 
ball, 

God’s universal love embraces all. 

Ye who arc bent with sorrov;, worn with 
care. 

In bis unhoiimled mercy largely share. 
Tried, not rejected ; - puiiisird, yet lor- 
giv’ii ; 

The good, the bad, are both the caie of 
lieav’m 
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Aflliotion’s shade Is bnt'the moral night 
Tliat nshors iu the dawn of puucc and 
light, 

Deep it may thicken, wide around may 
f>prcad, 

And darkest gloom o'er human prospects 
slicd, 

ISiit soon the morn shall break, the gloom 
depait, 

And bliss eternal beam upon the heart. 

Thou orphaU'Cliild, that kiiow'st no fa- 
ther's care, 

Look up to hoav'n, and see a Father there ; 
Thou weeping widow, dry that falling 
tear. 

Cod is thy helper !— Iiush thy every fear ; 
Thou ag(Ml Christian, troinbliiig o'er the

Of the thirty-one Noblo- 
nieii who have filled the station of Lord 
Lieutenant fur the last century, only six 
have had the honour of the regular period 
being prolonged by the Sovereign. ^ 

The testimonial in honour of the King’s 
visit ,to Ireland is to consist of a Tri- 
nmpiial Arch and ui> Emerald Crown. 
The first will be erected at the limits 
of the city’s jurisdiction in Sackville- 
atreet, where the barrier was raised for 
thC' King’s public entrance. The second 
will be made of Irish gold, studded with 
prions stones, and it will form the com- 
mencement of a National Regalia, simitar 
to those, of England or Scotland, and 
be deposited in the Castle. The list of 
subscriptions is filllog very fast; and in 
Dublin alone, it already. amounts to ten 
tliousand pounds.

ri^HE illustration of our present 
Jl month's Portrait is necessaiily 
restricted to the few dates connected 
with the birth of it's interesting Ori- 
ginal, whom the decease of her Royal 
Father has now left the Child of her 
Country. 

On the untimely decease of the 
late Princess Charlotte, in 1816, mca- 
suies of national policy rendering the 
Cell ly marriage of the junior blanches of 
our Royal Family an object of national 
importance ; the choice of his Royal 
Highness the Duke of Kent was lixed 
upon the Princess Victoria Maria 
Louisa, widow of the late Prince of 
Loiiiingen, and sister of the Prince of 
Saxe Coburg. The Duke of Kent 
being then resident abroad, the Royal 
Pair w'cre married at Coburg, oft May 
29, 1818, and were reman ied by the 
A rchbi.sliop of Canterbury, at Kow Pa- 
lace, on the llUi of tbe following July. 
Almost imniodlatcly after this second 
ceremony, the Royal Couple retired* 
to the Duchess’s seat at Amorbaeh, 
until her Royal Highness’s pregnancy 
induced them again to visit Engiand ; 
when, on Monday, the 24th of May, 
ISiO, the Duchess was safely delivered 
of a daughter, at his Majes^’s Palace 
at Kensington ; the Duke of Sussex, 
with the Duke of Wellington, and 
several other gieat O0lccrs of State^ 
being present. In the course of the 
following montli, the infant Princess 
was baptised in tbe presence of the 
Prince Regent, (kc. &o. and recetvecF 
the names of AlcxandrinA Victohia ; 


the Emperor Alexander of Russia 
standing, by proxy, as one of her 
Highness’s sponsoi s. 

Ha\ing, late in 1810, lemovcd to 
Sidmouth, for tliebcnetit of the milder 
air of Devonshire for the Duchess and 
her infant daughter during the ensuing 
winter, the Duke of Kent w'as Ihcro 
seized with that fatal illness, which, 
on the 2:1(1 of January 1820, only six 
days before the decease of his ve- 
nerable Father, summoned him to 
another and a better world ; leaving 
a name justly dear to the gratitude 
of his country, and po.ssessing a clia- 
racter truly worthy of universal imita- 
tion. The Duke of Kent’s daughter is, 
at present, presumptive Heiress to the 
Throne of Britaiu, as standing iu the 
place of her Royal Father, and neither 
of her elder uncles having iduidrcn ; 
and if succeeding also to the virtues, 
as to the honours of her parents, the

SOLITUDE. 


THERE are fcwsubjcctsupon v<hich 
poets and philosophcis ha\e dwelt 
with more intense eanicstness, and 
taken mure pains to recommend, than 
Sol%tude : j et it*s advantages are few, 
and ji\He\ils aremaoy; while it's ad* 
^ocat(*fe are many, but its pnivtH*al 
suppoitens few. 

\ soJitaiy life is peculiar to bar- 
barism; nnd, in propoiliun to the ad- 
vance of civilization, iohtary oistcncc 
declines : a proof that solitude is con- 
trary to happiness ; for happiness can- 
not be found where tlicre is not com- 
munication of thought, or reciprocity 
of attention and kindness ; where be- 
nevolence cannot act, and w liere a (lec- 
tion cannot expand: a solitary lilebe- 
nelits no one, not even the recluse; ior 
if it exclude the cares of busy life^the 
mere al.sence of carois not comfort: 
it lias many caies peeuliai to itself, 
which cannot be i scape d, as c escape 
those which annoy us in society, by 
minglin;:!^ with mankind ; while all 
it\s comfoits aic hut negative : it is 
a stall' ol <jui(‘scenee, not of peace.*— 
Peace is that calm of the mind which 
arises iiom the consciousness of per- 
fojuiing all (hose duties; which leier 
as much, if not mote, to otheis than 
ourselves: heme, the solitary can 
only do his duty to himnif; no one 
else is the better for him ; and wheic 
then sliall he look for the testimony of 
mankind in couoboratioii of his ha\ing 
done his dut\ ? and, as “ No bfe is 
pleasing to (iod which is not useful to 
m.in,” that testimony will be lequired 
hciiaftei: acd he who cannot look 
with liiimblc confidence to peace here- 
after, cannot enjoy it now, A meref 
suspension of hostilities is not peace ; 
and a dead calm has proved as dan- 
gerous as a stoim. 

The Imbian mind, at alt times weak, 
becomes w cakcr in solitude : restless 
and active in it's nature, it alway.s re- 
quires some subject upon whicii to ex- 
eicise itself and feed; this it eiisuie.H 
in society ; but in solitude it must feed 
upon itsell : aiid if it bo of a melan- 
cholic temperament, which nfost, if 
nof all, minds inclined to Solitude 
are; it becomes like the fainine- 
stiuck wretch, who feeding upon bis 
own flesh, destroys his life the sooner 
by the liiode he takes to piolongit;^ 
or it the mind do not feed upon itself^ 


it starves, and is destroyed that way: 
lock up a piece of bright steel, it be- 
comes rusty, and rust destroys it's 
elasticity as well ns it's polish ; keep it 
in perpetual use, it's polish cnoreases, 
and it's elasticity is improved. 

It is said that solitude, by abstract- 
ing the njind from external cvcitc- 
incnts, enables man to become more 
acquainted with himself, and the cha- 
lacter of his own heart, ho being re- 
moved from temptation to sin, and 
from the obstructions occasioned by 
the confusing ami distracting hubbub 
of society : that by debaning man 
^ from the luxuries of lift , it induces 
him to become enamoured of tem- 
perance and simplicity ; and by with- 
drawing him troin the woild, brings 
him nearer to (lod. 

Notions of this kind may be poeti- 
cally beautiful, but they are aI.sop«efi- 
c0Uy fictitious. 

jts God is omuipic^enl, why fly to 
solitudes to seek him ! When he was 
upon eaitli, he was aUvays found in 
society dowy yood ; and ho came lieie 
to set us ail example. Tims, a man 
cannot be said to a^oid all the luxu- 
ries of life, when ho positi\cly weds 
himself to the luxuiy oi idleness; for 
tlie life of an ascetic is a life of 
idleness^ or, at least, of indolence: 
and iudolence is one of the gteatest 
enemies of viitue; and without vir- 
tue there is no peace. Again, in rc- 
gaidtoit's withdrawing a man fiom 
temptation, he is only delivcied tioni 
one Species of temptation to be ex- 
posed to another: the fust, fiom an 
acquaintance with it's nat mo, he knows 
hqw.to rc.sist; but the other he is in 
danger of being subjected to, through 
ignorance of the proper means of op- 
posing it: the bad passions, always 
active, treacherous, and rebellious, 
are coniroitled in society, by a eon- 
s$aiit oqnflict with the yood ones, and 
the /ear of censure ? in solitude, nei- 
ther ofthc.se contioiils^ exist: where 
there is no fear of observation, tliere 
can be no fear of censure ; and wlieie 
there is no opportunity te exercise 
the good passions, how can they pos- 
sibly be called 'into aptSon ? conse- 
quently the evil passions act upon 
the mind the more violently; and 
there is groat danger of it*s very se- • 
ifous adulteiationf fOr the baser pas- 
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sions arc alwayvS excited moat by in- 
dolence, and the nobler ones by active 
life. Tbf n. as to a moiC intimate ao- 
quainUme with God, — allowin; that 
sotiliidc, by presenting distraction, 
enables tlie mind the better to con- 
tenipldte the gi cat Being and his lasvs ; 
still hecxpcit.s us to contemplate his 
nalute that ssc may be enabled to 
imitate it: and he gives us laws that 
we iTia> obey them to imitate liiin, 
we must be active in good , and to 
obey his la\^s, we must labour for 
mankind as well as for oui selves: 
and 1 eoueei\e, that if an analyza- 
tion of the minds of all ascetics^ 
famous in their day, and sainted for 
their foll> — (ould be obtained lot our 
inspeefioii, mc should find the pre- 
dominants in them, piide, idleness, 
ignoiance, a love oi case, a love of 
iiotoiiet>, and no small portion of 
hjpoeus\. 

“ The piopcr stud> of mankind is 
man/' and man lives the sooner 
a( a pioi>ei knowh di*e ol himself fiom 
.stud\im; lii«kj<id, because he has a 
soince of lomp.ijson In foie Jiim, 
and iiom iou p<iiison alone tan \\e 
judge. 

Solitude is said to he the parent 
of X?( flection : but if the ijifeieuccs 
of that ulletlioii (atiiiot be oaiiied 
into piac lice, ol wliat use aic they? 
iiiid foi thisudboii, relbdioN in so- 
eict> IS raoie piofitablj, because inoic 
pt ait naif I/, ] iiiav saj, pursued than 
ill solitude. Tntlecd, one wotild be 
loath to digiiitj the hrowUnff of soli- 
tude Milh the name of reflection. 

It must he iiJidcrsfood, before I pro- 
ceed Jartlui, that it is not occasloual 
solitude, or ittiremtnt, which I con- 
demn, because that is obiiously ad- 
vantageous ; but tbf love of that soli- 
tude which heietofore made men b^r- 
mits and monks, — the latter notwith- 
standing were superior to tlic former, 
because a few of them directed their 
reflections to the use of society ; 
— and thdugh there be no danger 
of men becdknlng the latter in a Pro- 
teslnut cQuntiy, nor Ui0 former in the 
full determination of the character; 
still there aie those, vTho retire from 
sociot3,and li\e on their own estates, 
or in thcii ow'n solitary dwellings, 
abandoning their best duties for silent, 
solitary, spccniative virtue; and re- 
signing araent activity for fHgid con- 
templation. ^ If anxieties bo produced 
in society, it slioiiid be recolUcted 


that hopes and fears arc the true 
impulses of action to the human mind ; 
and that the mind wholly divested of 
soheitude is liable to slngnatioii; and 
stagnation and deteiioiatiun arc inti- 
mately connected. 

Tlic'^\iitucs of solitude identify no 
generous piineiple: they aie at best 
mcrelj thosi* of eliaslitv, sobiiely, and 
tempci anec,— supposing these three 
virtues aoluar pi actised, — w hieh may 
all be estriised in socuty, and to 
g»*ealer ad\anta^c, and liom a bet- 
tei niolnc ; the inoti\c in solitude 
being iiu'uly scll-piesei'\ation : and 
this makes tlain moial policies in- 
stead of viituis; beeaiist moral vir- 
tues lia\e a itlatiu* leiid< ikj tow aids 
the benefit of otheis ; wliieli cannot be 
the case in anj state but Dial of the 
social. 

He who flics to solitude to inoid 
ttmptatioii, flies liom the cncmj he 
is eommaiidr d to resist , and while 
he a\oids the possibility of being 
templed, be likewise abuiuloiis the 
Oppjl t.ciiil\ ot briJ.jS pun akffV* lo 
good by 4*x.iMpb. lb tbb'-., - the 
Titnptrr is alv s at li ihd, and he 
chose Ac/ifMi/t f(»r the < lu in whnh 
he made his grand attoinpl npoi* the 
puiitj ol oiir S.ivioiir. Tlu .solitary 
at best IS the talmt hiddm in the nnp^ 
kin; it IS picspivt djmtnotiinpiovcd: 
and e\iiy one knows the sfntcmc 
upon him who did not inipro\c the 
talent. 

Considered in e% ( i > w aj , social in- 
tcrcouiso has a cieddtd supnioiily 
over solitude: the loimcriin iterates 
the mind, while the bitter enfeebles 
it; fiom the one vc tUduee ox])cri- 
eneo. the basis of wisdom; fiom the 
other we derive little which sa\ouis 
notot folly. 8ocict> t iilargi s the heart ; 
solitude contracts it : that wntms the 
soul, Mif chills it. It is plinsing, iii- 
struetivc, and .salutary, to contem- 
plate iiatuie*in her beauty, as in soli- 
tude; but more so to imitate lier in 
her operations, as in society. Uc 
who passes a day in silent medita- 
tion upon the ** loveliness of nature" 
in solmde, pursues a delectable em- 
ploy ; but he who devotes a day lo 
the active study of her lest book, 
mankind, to discover the wants and 
capabilities of human nature, lessen- 
ing the one and assisting the other, 
follows an employ infinitely moie feli- 
citous, us infinitely moic wise and 
dHtttfnl, * 
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Solitude produce.^ timidity, and vir- 
tue requiroa courage; solitude will 
make a soctarist, but nt ver made a 
mint, — man^ have been made 
saints for cnibraciii»; it : but have we 
assured ourselves that they were, when 
made, aecepted where all is holy ! 

Society, in fact, should bo, as it 
vireie our regimen; solitude our me- 
dicine: the latter bciii^ useful only 
as a eoriecti\e or sedative: — a re- 
medy to be continued no longer than 
tlie disease through a\ hich it is applied 
continues. 

Nolhing in nature fuouis a dis- 
position to solitude, othciwis<' than 
as an oeeasional lecliliei : — and I may 
be asked, \^hy I dilate upon this pio- 
pensity in an age wiicii Jieimits cease 


to exist‘d — F answer, hyporhondriaes 
exist in all ages, and nielaneholy is 
called the ntulady: and 1 would 

warn all Englishmen against that peev- 
ish tendency of mind whieli induces to 
an abstraction fiom society : the man 
who shuts iiiuiself up in Ids chamber, 
and escapes observation, is as much a 
heiiiiit, as he who inhabits a cave in a 
wood : — in short, he who does not do 
every thing in Ms powei for the benefit 
of society, whether he li\es out of, 
or in it ; is, to all the intents and 
purposes for which he was born, ns 
much a iiatrow minded, selfish ascetic 
towards the world, as the pitiable 
tenant of a ca\e, or the moitificd 
inmate of a cell. D. 


THE li/VST LEAF OF THE PARISH-REGISTER. 


M, VIVANT HBNON soUluaiU 
,Tunior, has made himself very mcTry 
with the Ncitional Institute and his 
Eiii;lish readers ; but among the in- 
cidents w'bieli cniiehed his “Hundred 
Days in England,'* he has forgotten to 
number his \isitto the synagogue to 
.sec the Wandering Jew, with whom, 
as he assuted an eminent scholar, 
lie spent three hours in Hebrew dis- 
course ; though at the very same time 
he was, or seemed to be, at the new 
theatre. And w hen asked to explain 
this Hindoo propel ty of being in two 
places at oin*e, be gravely rep! ed, 
that a familiar demon walked about 
ill his likeness. I shall not injure 
M. Denon's credit among his learned 
bi el 111 on, by hinting that the visit he 
pMd to the Central Regions of tlio 
Earth, on whicli he has wasted so 
much physiological pcdantiy, wag in 
truth only a vi^it to the tavern in 
the Strand commonly called the Coal- 
hole: nor shall I detail ^hat alarm 
he caused at a proMuciM ball by 
standing under the orchestra vyith his 
notebook iu his hand, and intimating 
to the stewards that the miidster bad 
accepted from him the prospectus of a 
plan for ameliorating the poor's rates 
by three methods, Jly sending 
rich men's children to charity^sohoots, 
and taking the sums usually expended 
on their education In help the revenue/ 
— Secondly^ By sending all vagrants, 
viz. )Mateiing-place strollers, to their 
own paiisbcs, or to workhouses, for 
the benefit of the public.— By 


making a list of every lady and gentle- 
man's public ac({iiaintnnce, commonly 
called rout-visitors, caid-di uppers, and 
nodders; and le\3itig a tax on him 
or her accoiding to tbiir numbii. 
— This extraordinary Prospectus cir- 
culated among the company like elec- 
tric fluid ; and as nobody chose to pay 
oven five per cent, to go\einment for 
tlieir best friends, nor to beat bemp 
or turn a corn-mill instead of toiling in 
the dust or on the sands or chalk of u 
fashionable sliow-place, it was pleasant 
enough to see how instantly the most 
smiling Dandizetts became deaf and 
blind to their acquaintance, and laid 
aside all the elegant coquetnrs of 
the eyeglass and the fan, lest tiny 
should be included in M. Denon's list 
of professed exhibitors, and sent to 
the parish-house of Tndustiy. I am 
not very sure that we should have 
escaped some personal aflront if my 
companion had not diverted the as- 
sembly’s attention by a mysterious 
hint that the Wandering Jew was pre- 
sent in the disguise of a Frenchman, 
and at that moment whistling Mal- 
brook. wery ear was opened, and 
eveiy rye* fixed in astoni^ment, for ^ 
this marvellous tune seemed to be 
whistled by each individual in suc- 
cession ; and the steward of the ball, a 
notoriou s freethinker and dreadnought 
in politics and religion, was covered * 
with a cold dew of horror when he 
heard it issuing from his own throat, 
and saw his guests shrink from him 
as if they had expected a patriarch’s 
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beard to covcl* liis oHIctsd medal SMad 
blue ribbon. M. Denon, satisfied witb 
the success of his Veuliilo^uisui« made 
his escape with me while it's aslou tid- 
ing effect lasted: but tliis adventure 
was not foij^otteii next day in the 
Mural Literature of the town, — ^in plain 
En;;li8h I should have said, amonj^ the 
ballads and graphic specimens in chalk 
wliich decorate long walls and uninha- 
bited houses. And I have no doubt that 
his new plan for the relief of the Poor, 
was the true reason of the buffeting 
which M. Denon has recorded as the 
second battle of Bosworth Field. 

na>ing gi\cn this light to the most 
important pait of his narrative, % may 
\ (*nturc to throw some on the personage 
he calls Tenpottus, because, as he once 
told me, this way of pronouncing my 
tiavelling name Thibaut, was more 
suited to the idiom of the Roman lan- 
guage horn whence loniances dative 
then appellation. T forgive him Ibr 
this )cst on the romantic colour of 
my htc, aud tor liis mctaphoiical re- 
icrericc to tlic blue demons that haunt 
the tca-tahlc ns my favouiitc compa- 
nions. I cannot explain both better 
than by tiansci thing the memoir at- 
tached to the “ last leaf ol the Paiish 
Register," so honoiiiably mentioned in 
his. 

At the end of a winding green lane, 
boidercd by a few rude cottages in the 
manner of an English village, there is 
a manoi house, sheltered from the tra- 
veller’s eje by folding gates and high 
trees. I left my fellow>tourist at the 
inn to pursue his own sclicrocs at lei- 
sure, wlnle mine brought me to these 
gates, whirl! opened iilowly and un- 
willingly , as if hinges had been neg^- 
lected, Ol deemed needless. When I 
had passed them, I found myself on 
the edge of a little bridge thrown with- 
out railings across a stream smooth as 
gUsSjWhich divided me from the s(|uare 
green area before a mansion of pdre 
^gUsh architecture, ^ueh, at least, 
as once distinguished an ancient 
s(|uire’a tenement. There were still 
the pointed latticed windows, the 
sloping roof, the door raised only 
by one broad stoae above the level 
of th^ caith, and the dairy and other 
appendages composing three paits of 
a comfortable square. But there was 
no smoke fiom the chimney, no paths 
worn in the iurf^'drea by many feet 
going as in formor times to that hos- 
pitable dour, and the window b were all 


closed. I crossed tlic bridge again, 
and followed the course of the stream 
by a path close to it’s brink, nowr 
choked with long grass. This stream, 
strelchcd above half-a-milc under the 
shadow cast by a mass of enormous 
trees, here and there cTO.ssed bv a 
willow whose branches dipped into 
the water, till it reached the old corn- 
mill, and washed the walls of a mo- 
dern cottage built for the miller. 
Near this place 1 knew 1 should find 
it's source, made holy by many deli- 
cious recollections ; and I found it 
dignified by an inscription signifying 
that the King’s hand had placed the 
first stone of the little arch that co- 
veted it.

A few steps more, hewn 
in the chalky soil, brought me to the 
rude terrace on which the church is 
seated in the centre* of this green val- 
ley, and to the wicket-gatc still be- 
longing to the pastor’s (*ottage and 
his iich orchard, whose abundance 
would have tempted me to felony, if 
my boyhood could have returned. 
But I had no longing except to see 
the pansh'iegjster ; and the good old 
man, w ithout any recollection of my 
face, admitted me to examine it. 
The name which interested me most 
occurred in no icecnt record of births, 
marriages, or deaths ; aud I rcmaikcd 
to my conductor that one leaf seemed 
wanting. ** A strange tale is attached 
to it,” he answered ; “ and the loss of 
this elder volume’s last leaf may have 
caused the dead pause you have ob- 
served iu the Vivian family,” 

TM honest parish-priest related a

“ Sir/' said my cicerone, “ if you, or 
your travelliu g companion possess and 
can spare any new edition of the ro- 
mances gathered by Ellis, and Le 
Otaml fiom the ancient hoards of the 
thiiteeiith and fouitccnth centuiies, 
you would bestow them charitabl>, 
yet not without profit, on in> patron, 
Sir Launce^ot Vivian, who is at least 
as deep in the learning of those days, 
as his namesake ^ir Lanncelot and 
the fair lady Vivian of the Lake 
were in the enchantments of their’s. 
He has a library well qualified to 
enrich your stock of romantic legends, 
and a mind which needs all the ainuso- 
ment they can lend him.*' 

I seized on this welcome overture, 
and told enough of myself and my 
travelling companion to warrant an 
introduction b> the kind curate to 
his patron. And he led mo by the 
arm up a high slope behind the vioods

The little Village of Harzburg lies 
about one mile to the noilli oi the 
town oi AJtauau^ which is sc ilcd al- 
most ill tho centre oi Uic llaiz dis- 
trict, betw oen the Blacken ami Block- 
berg mountains. The place, it the 
petiod of wbchwewntc, ^k itly re- 
sembled those \ ill 1^4 s, Ol rather 
groupcs of bouses, w w 'iit h we are 
acquiiutcd 111 the luiioii^ and ear- 
lier w oiks of the Ficmh and (Icrmaii 
engiaveis. ‘lall i.airo\/ lottagcs, 
rudely erected of pinks, losC up 
amidst daik giovc^ oi pine and hi, 
white their bises were eovoied wilh 
white brushwood to a eoiisidci ible 
height. The fronts oi these buddings 
towered in ascending batth nu ids 
above the short and niiiow siopnig 
roofs which appiand ili dched or 
plastered behind tin m \t tiu outer 
parts wtic placed a slight wooden 
stnircii^, lending up to the highci 
apartments of the bouse which wcie 
eiitcied by a tall and iianow dooi, 
scieencd Trom the niouuiain blasts 
by a rude planked canopy and poi- 
tico. Tilt windows wtK impl} apt i 
tures left in the builduigs, without 
any attemt t at gtazm^^ and dnul d 
only by ilJ-sbapod wooden lu nns. 
Ihe fencc> mound II c o cottapes wt lo 
formed of an^le st ikes, w iit'c»d to- 
gether by osifi AC amis, witli a tall 
and upngbt iir dopr, covercti with a 
plAnk as a roofing Nor were 
these buildjfigs clusteied togetlif r like 
the houses Qf a village, bqt scattered 
and intersjici sc d with tree^ and dark 
foliage, which Avei0 occasionally re- 
Jieve4 by the naked trunks and tops 
of blastf^d pints ; while oenetith many 
of their Ihwir iiagmenis w^re left 
undisturbed in .the groiiml. From 
these cott( 4 ^es> which W*erc gtn<r«rlly 
Siluatrd on high'#hd rocky iidgcs and 
crags, were naini>ew patbw<i>s«^ rudely

dwelling Allhough the distance be- 
tween Harzburg and Altenau is only 
one mile, yet that is a German one, 
which may be estimated as equal to 
about five h^nglish ; hut Laurette was 
SO occupied with her own feelings, 
tafbtshe wa** snrpiised when shefoiind 
herself enlering the town. “ My poor 
Michclh /'thoiir>,ht she, "is an orphan^ 
like myself, tor her father and my own 
were killed together by that fafkl fire- 
damp in the Devil’s Mine at llaminels- 
burg, when the fiend blew it up out of 
revenge : and now that she is going to 
lace herself in the power of Keibez- 
ahl and all his cruel fiends, f feel 
dalled upon by Heaven not to forsake 
her, and trusting in it for preserva- 
tion, through all dangers 1 must follow 
her.

These reOections brought Lanretto 
fo the house of Asttagal Sterndenter, 
which was situated in a dark nariow 
street of Altenau ; at tlie corner of 
which stood a Gothic stone mchc, 
containing a statue of St. Mark, sur- 
mounted by a Cl OSS, and beneath it 
a worn out into which a lion’s 

head poured a stream of fair water; 
and on the front was an inscription, 
stating that *** Marck Treitzsaurwein, 
Secretary to the great Emperor Mnxi- 
mlli^ 1. had at his own costs dedi- 
catt^d that conduit to his patron sabit 
and^ the town of Altenau for ever.” 
Beside the*fountain stood Sterndeu- 
ter's dwelling : both are now pulled 
dow^n, but the Licnalle manuscript 
contains a particular dosoriptioiD of 
tlieic appearance ; though it is to be 
lamented that these cuiious erections 
are neither of them standing as wit^ 
nesses ta the truth nf that yeritahlu 
history, nor to gratify the curiosity of 
those who fool interested in this Me.

lighted by 0^1)1 casement windows,

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DEATHS OF BKOLISH ^BINCES 
With equal pace, impartial fate 
Kqock9 at palace, aa thh cottage gate,** 

THE ravages of death ip, the Sojal fold, January 30tli, 1649. 
Family of Englaad have, withiQ the 
jiast few ^ears. been top nvmeious aq4 
too striking, to require any iutroduo- 
lion to give interest td the Aillof^iuig 
historical memoranda ef this ini^r* 
tant subject, and wetherefbre proceed 
pt once to present oar retplera with 
the result of our enquirlaSi v^oiit 
farther preface. 

It is a remarkable fact that the 


three Williams, Kings of England, 
all died in consequence of accidents 
M hi( li befcl them whilst on horsoj^ack. 
Tile death oi William the Conqueror 
was oc( a^ioned by an injury uhich he 
icceivcd during his Pieiich expedi- 
tion, to recovei the revolted Dukedoni 
of Nomiaiidy. In leaping bis hoi so 
ovci a ditch at the siege of Mantes, 
he stnick his protuberant stomach 
against the pomel of the saddle, hv 
wimh a mortification was produced, 
and his death shortly followed. Wil- 
liam Uufus was accidently kiUcd| 
whilst hunting in the New Forest, by 
an arrow liom the hand of Walter 
Tyrrcl; and Witliam III. in riding 
near Hampton Court, met with a 
violent fall from his horse, by which 
his collar bone was broken; and, his 
constitution being weak, a f<?vef,sdc- 
ceoded, which soon terminated fatally. 
Of the t\’icnt^-atne other princes who 
have reigned over this kingdom since 
the < onquest, tweutj -tvi u have died 
11 1 till H I, and seven by violent, deaths.

After the battle of Tewkeshiii}, a.s we 
have before mentioned, he muidcred 
with his own hand Edward Prince of 
Wales, only son of llcnrj VI.; and 
he is said to have assassinated that 
unfortunate monarch himself shortly 
afterwards in prison. He also tiea- 
cherously caused to be beheaded in 
Pontefract Castle the Earl of Rivers, 
brother to Elizabeth, Queen ot Edwaid 
IV. and her son Sir Richard Grej.f 
While Protector, he occasioned the 
Duke of Buckingham t and Loid 
Hastings to be brought to the block ;

Somerset soon afrer fell 
through the niarhinations of Dodley 
Duke of Northumberland; and Nor- 
tlmmherland himself being taken some 
years after in open rebellion against 
Mary, experienced a similar fate. Lady 
Jane Grey, grand-daughter of the 
Duchess of Suffolk, t (youngest sister 
ot llenry VIII.) was, together with her 
husband. Lord Guildford Dudley, be- 
headed hyorderoftheimpIacableQueen 
Mary. The Duke ot Suffolk her father,

Mpkcia. (625.S25). We find no 
traces of the deaths of the Mercian 
Princes, (including Crida, the founder 
of this monarchy and his sueccs^ 
sors,) till the reign of his grandson 
Penda, who eaine to the throne 
in the jear 626. This Prince, Who 
has been so often mentioned as 
’victorious over the ri^al Kiiip of the 
Heptarchy, was at length slain in the 
battle of Leeds, at the advanced age 
ot seventy-nine. Etheibald (nhowas 
descended from a brother of Penda,) 
the predecessor of the famous Olfa, 
perished in a rebellion, or as some 
say, was assassinated by his guards. 
Cenelm, who came to the throne on 
the death of his father Ceniilf, fell a 
victim to the treachery and ambition 
of his eldest sister Quendrida. 
Beornulf, who then usurped the 
crown, was slain in an engagement 
with the East-Aiiglians. His succes- 
sor Ludiean met a .similar fate in a 
battle which took place two jears 
afterwards. Withlaf, who was next 
elected to the sovereignty of Mercia, 
being defeated by Egbert King of 
Wtjssex, wa.s compelled to abdicate 
tbe throne ; but was soon after per- 
mitted by that monarch to reign, on 
condition of acknowledging himself 
to be the vassal of his conqueror. 
On Ids death, the kingdom of Mercia 
W'as entirelj subjected bj Egbert, and 
subsequently formed into a pait of 
the English monarchy. 

Wfcssi x. (A. D. 764-800.) Sigebert, 
who mounted the throne of Wessex 
on the death of bis kinsman Cuthred, 
having been deposed by bis subjects 
for his tyranny and oppression, took 
refuge w ith Gumbra, the governor of 
Hampshire. Not liking the advice 
which tins nobleman addressed to him 
on bis fallen situation, and the remon- 
strances he made on the impropriety 
of his former conduct, Sigebert trea- 
rherously murdered his benefactor; 
but was himself soon after slain by 
^ one of Cumbra's retainers, in revenge 
* for his perfidj and ingratitude. Ceniilf 
who succeeded, was assassinated by 
Sigebert's biother Cynelieard» whom 
he bad banished on au^icion of 
rebellious designs; and Cyneheard 
himself was soon afterv With his fol^ 
lowers, put to the sword by the friends 
of the murdered monaich. Hrithric, 
who next possessed the crown, « tell a 


victim to the arts of his wife Ead- 
burga, by tasting a poisonous draught 
prepared by her for a young noble- 
man, whose favtmr with the King had 
excited her jealousy and hatred. 

Sussex. (A.D. 684-6H6.) History 
does not present us with any thing 
remarkable ns to the lives or deaths 
of the Princes of this kingdom of the 
Heptarchy, till we<oome to Adelw ach, 
who in the year 085, was defeated and 
slain by Ceadwalla, a West-Saxon 
Prince, who afterwards became King 
of Wessex. His two infant sons, 
falling into the hands of the Con- 
queror, were Ciuelly sacnficed b> him ; 
and Berthun, who attempted to gain 
the crown on the death u*' Adelw nch, 
was defeated and slain, in tne follow- 
ing year, by the troop.s of the victo- 
rious Ceadwalla. 

Essex. (A. D. 023-CG1.) Soxred, 
Seward, and Sigebert, the three sons 
of Sebert, who was the 6rst Christian 
King of the Kast-Saxons, weie all 
killed in an engageiiieut with the 
West-Saxoii.s. Tlie.se idolatrous 
Princes, who reigned in conjunction 
on the death of their more enlightened 
predecessor, re-cstahlishcd Paganism, 
and banished from their dominions 
the bishops whom Schert had ap- 
pointed. Sigebert the Good was 
assassinated at a banquet, by a noble- 
man, whom the Bishop of Tendon had 
excommunicated for bis crimes. 

Kent, (A.D, 604-71)6.) Egbert, who 
was tbe son of Ercombert, (the giaiid- 
son of the famous Ethel bert), put to 
death bi.s two cousins, the .sons of 
his uncle Eimenfred, in order to pie- 
vent their succession to the tin one 
On his death. Ins brother Lothaire as- 
cended the throne, although Egbert 
had left two sons, Edric and W idred. 
Edric, however, exerting his utmost 
efforts to obtain the crown, to which, 
as tbe son of the late monarch, lie 
naturally conceived be had a better 
claim than a collateral kinsman, raised 
a la*’ge aimy, with the aid of AdeL 
wacb, king of Sussex, and marching 
against Lothaire, a general engage- 
ment ensued, in which the usurper 
was defeated and slain. Lothaire’s 
son, Richard, whom* for the sake of 
security, he had associated with him- 
self in the government, was obliged 
to fly to the continent, where, attcr 
many adventures, he died at Lucca. 
Tlie leigu of Edrie wa4 short and 
tumiiituotis^ and ruded, as w as in those 
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times usual, la a riuleiit death. In 
the reign of Widred. his successor, 
Mollu, who was aiding his brother 
Ceadwalla, king of Wessex, in the 
subjugation of Kent, perished in a 
battle with the forces of Widred, or, 
according to other accounts, he was 
burnt, with his attendants, in a house 
where he had taken refuge, and to 
which the enemy had set lire. Histoiy 
has transmitted very imperfect records 
of the reigns of the succeeding kings, 
until we come to £!adbert, who being 
Invaded by Cenulf, king of Mercia, 
was in a great battle defeated, and 
taken prisoner by him, and carried in 
triumph to the Meician territories, 
where the inhuman conqueror depi iv ed 
him of his hands and eyes. The un- 
fortunate monarch's death soon fol- 
lowed this act of savage barbarity. 

The deaths of the llritish princes, 
from the foundation of the English mo- 
narchy to the period of the Norman 
Conquest, were for the most part na* 
tural, ami undistinguished b} any pe- 
culiar eircumstanc<*s. We may there- 
fore pass over Egbert, Elhelwolf, 
Ethelbald, Ethelbcrt, AHj ui, Edward 
the Elder, Athelstan, Edted, Eilgar, 
Ethelred II., Canute, Harold Hare- 
foot, and Edwatd the Confessor. Of 
those, however, who died violent or 
sudden deaths, we may enumeiatc 
Ethelred, tliird brother of Alfred the 
Great, who died of a wound received 
in a battle with (he Danes. Ethelwold, 
nephew of Alfred by bis second bro- 
ther Ethelbert, was slain in the battle 
of Bury, where, in conjunction with 
the Danes, he endeavoured to de* 
throne his cousin, Edward the Elder. 
Edmund I., the second son of the lat- 
ter prince, fell by the dagger of Leolf. 
Edwy, his son, died at the early age 


of twenty, overwhelmed with grief for 
the cruel treatment of his queen, 
Elgiva, the rebellious conduct of his 
.subjects, and the loss of his domin- 
ions. Edward the Martyr fell a victim 
to the treachery of his step-mother, 
Elfrida. Edwin, eldest son of Ed- 
mund Ironside, died at an early age in 
Hungary, ooon after his marriage with 
the sister of Solomon, king of that 
country. His brother Edward, com- 
monly called the Outlaw^ the father of 
Edgar Athcling, being invited to tbi.s 
country by Edward the Confessor, 
died on his arrival. Edmund Ironside 
himself was murdered at Oxford by 
one Cedric, with the connivance, it is 
said, of (hinuic the Gical. By older 
of the same monmcli, Edwy, fifth son 
of Ethelred 11. by Ethelgiva bis lirst 
wife, was put to death in order to pre- 
vent any attempts upon the crown in 
his favour. Piiiice Alfred, son of 
Ethelred his second wife, Eimua, of 
Normandy, and elder brother of Ed- 
ward the Confessor, was depiived of 
sight, ami afterwards cruelly mur- 
dered by Godwin, Karl of Kent, a de- 
pendant of Harold Hareioot. Hardi- 
eaniite died suddenly at a feast in 
Lambeth. The poweiful Godwin also 
died suddenly at a ban(|iiot given by 
him to Edward the Confessor, His 
eldest sou, Sweyn, was slain by tho 
Saracens, on his return from a pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land. His se- 
cond son, Tosli, Duke of Northum- 
berland, was siciin in an engagement 
at Stainfoid Bridge, near York, at- 
tempting to dethrone his brother, Ha- 
rold II. : and Girth and Leofwiii, the 
two remaining bi others of that mo- 
narch, ptMished with him in the fatal 
battle of Hastings.

n.iture; while, often stai ling fioin tht 
iiiiconifoi table re\ ci le, hew ouid haslet 
to engage any one who chanced to be 
near him in eonversation, in order tc 
prevent himself from again i elapsing 
into tiiose dismal comniunings with bis 
own spiiit.

Iiavp, which is one and the same thing, 
— the loss that others have sustained 
by your insatiate exposition of them, 
is as nothing when compared with 
mine. You hdvc destroyed all my 
plant, unwinged niy great ambi- 
tion,” upset my hobby ! — literally, dis- 
velocipcded ine, Tiie "hiry visions I 
had lormed, the sw'ects “ of inj crea- 
tion," which 1 fondly fancied would 
“ o’ertop the petty" flights of meaner 
men, jon have demolished at a blow. 
My pride and pomp and ciieuru- 
itance" you liavc contrived to extin- 
guish, and my mountains are not even 
now worth the altitude of mole bills. 
There is but one excuse, one hope for 
you ; your entire iguoranre of the 
great things, the overpowering sweets 
1 had prepared for your Magazine. 
But it is over now ; my modesty, not 
my poverty, consents to forego even 
the offer of them now to jou.

BROADSTAIHS 

IS a village or hamlet on the sea shore, 
belonging to the parish of St. Peter's. 
It is two miles north from Ramsgate, 
and three miles and a half so ilh-cast 
from Margate. Situated between 
these two populous and much fre- 
quented bathing places, it has made 
no \aiii attempt to rival them, or at 
least to obtain a share of visitors, 
having become the resort during the 
summer of many respectable families, 
who preferring retirement to the gaiety 
and bustle of tbc larger and more fre- 
quented towns, find in the society and 
accommodations here, all the pleasures 
and amusements which they wish. 
Some vestiges of antiquity have been 
discovered here, and many coins of 
the Roman Emperora have been picked 
up on the shore. A stone arch or 
portal, with walls of flints, to which 
formerly bdonged gates, r drav^bridge, 
and a poiipluHjs, to prevent the incur- 
sions of privateers, leads to thebar'', 
hour imo’ pier. Above wliicli krch 
appears the following inscription — 
** York Gale — Built by George Cul- 
mer.— A.D. 1640.— Repaired by Sir 
John Hennikcr, Bart. 17(^." 


At a small distance from this gate, 
was an ancient chapel dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary, in which was an 
image of Our Lady, of such reputed 
sanctity, that it used to be saluted by 
ships as tliej passed ; but the remains 
were long since converted into a 
dwelling house. 

There is a small pier, with a har- 
bour for light vessels, once having 
considerable trade, hut it progies- 
sivcly decreased, until only a few fish- 
ing boats were employed, and remain- 
ed little known for many years, until 
the convenicucy of it’s .situation for 
bathing, the accommndRtioii and pri- 
vacy which it seemed to promise to 
those who preferred seclusion to the 
bu. tic of Margate and Ramsgate ; 
and in some seasons the overflow of 
visitors to those places, concurred to 
bring it into repute. 

This originally small village, has 
been very ttiuoh encreased of late years 
by the erection of many new buildings 
for the reception of the visitors. New 
streets, and terraces, and many de- 
lAbbed houses, have been built, but 
mo' much crowded, and in a great 
^measure destitute of .domestic oonve- 
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»)it*nc;e. Those which directly front 
the sea, aided by their elevation, are 
exposed to the violence of the cast 
Mind, which often blows on this roast 
with gicat force, l.s it for want of 
room, <»r want of money, lluit we find 
half a flo/.en, or half a score honscs, 
with perhaps only four, or six small 
looms, each ridiculously di^^nilicd with 
the title of a cieseent, a ten ace, or a 
place ? 

Tiie Phfimix Hotel and Ko'^'e Inn 
boil) furnish j^ood a(‘eoinniodations for 
^ stningeis ; and then' are si‘\eiai lodjr- 
houses, when* persons may li^c 
aecMtidinji to tbetr o\vn phiri. 

There is a wojj tuinish('<l lihrary op- 
posite fie' Kose fun, eoniniandiiij; u 
del'‘,l-tliil \icw of ihe ocicoi and 
i>owiis, and lio' rirneli eojist. On 
the elin towards thePi(‘i is also another 
lihrary and to>-shop, presenting an 
e<|MalIy line uiariin^ view. 

Off the mouth of the harbour is the 
bathing place. The machines and 
looms arc upon the same principles 
and tot ins as those at Margate and 
Kainsgate, between wliieli places a 
eoasiant inlmeourse is kept up, as 
they lie within an easy rnoining’s 
V, alk. Lord Heiiniker has a seat here, 
and a handsome villa stands at the 
entianee of the Margate Uoad, called 
ilehiiofit : while about a mile from 
' IJioadstairs is Kast Clift’ Lodge, a 
iiandsoirie villa, enjoying the most pie- 
turesijue views, i'rpeecding through 
the midst (jf fine and extensive corn 
lields, we next came to 
HWlSOAri,, 

Which is ill tin* (laiish of 8t. Law- 
renci , and lies within the liberty of the 
Cimjiio Ports, being an ancient ap- 
pendage of Sandwich, the mayor of 
which appoints his deputy or consta- 
ble here. Anciently it was a poor 
lishing town, containing a few mean, 
hoiis(*.s ; but somewhat more than a ecu- 
tiiry ago, it's foreign trade criercased, 
and it Logan to emerge from its ori- 
gimil insignificance; having since he- 
roine known and frequented as a 
bathing-place, the old houses have 
not only been improved, but many 
new^ and handsome building.s have 
been erected. Yet in this respect it is 
still far behind Margate, except in it’s 
capacious harbour, and fine Pier. 

This Pier has been built of Portland 
^JUtl Purbcck stone, at the expense of 
seveial hundred thousand pounds i and 
it extends about eight hunilredfo^t into 
luir. l//r« IW. 80 . 


It 
is twenty-six feet broad at the top, and 
it’s south frontis a polygon ; it’s angles 
five on a side, each four hundred and 
fifty feet, with octagons of sixty tcot 
at the ends, and Die entiancc two hun- 
dred f<*et: so that the harbour, wliieh 
is thus cnelo*:ed, contains an area of 
forty-.siY acii .

delightful. The Assembly room is si- 
tuate near the harbour, with annexed 
coftec, tea, hiUiard, and card rooms. 

The Baths at Ramsgate arc most, 
commodious. The bathing place is at 
the back of the pier, in front of a Jong 
line of high chalky cliil's ; the maehiiics 
are good, )>1> in the same maiim i a.s 
at Maxgate, and the beach is alinehrm 
.sand. There are waiin salt water 
ballis, and also a plunging and shower 
bath, to viltieh arc attached waiting' 
and diessing loonis. 

The roads in the vicinity are good,^ 
and notwithstanding the bleakness of 
this paitof the Isle of Thaiict, neat- 
ness and fertility characterize tho 
general features of the country ; the 
V y 
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£»aluhri 4 > of the air induces health and 
li)j)f;i*\ity ; and iiothirif; but wood is 
\1antinj5 lo make these parts beauti- 
fully picturesque. 

Near the south extremity of Rams- 
gate harbour is an ascent from the 
beach, directly in front of the Cres- 
cent, by means of a frame of timber 
formed into somethiiifc like a geome- 
liicid staircase, cal led .Jacob's Ladder, 
and at the end of a bandsoine range of 
biiildiu'JC'?, Avliich arc placed upon this 
eniiiK'iicc, ami coimriuiid a tine pros- 
pect of the Downs, is a small battery 
and station for ait ill cry, which over- 
looks the harbour, and protects the 
coast. 

St. Lawrence, three quarters of a 
mile from Ramsgalc, is a pretty vil- 
lage, situated on a hill, commanding 
many eKtensive pjospccls over luxu- 
riant corn liclds and extensive mea- 
dows. TIki church is very ancient, 
and the town in particular is of cu- 
rious SfiKon archilccliirc. llcfoic wc 
leave the island along the t'oast for 
Sumlwii'h, a eoneise de.seription of 
the villa^f'S and other ])laecs that arc 
g«‘ue)all> the objectsof the visitor's at- 
ItMition, m<i> be pleasing to our readers. 
IMaiisfoiiis a tiuly romaiitie spot, nnda 
plensiie; and an a«i<‘eabk* walk, either 
from Maii;aie or Kamsgatc. Here 
arc the remains of a curious cave, sup- 
posed to liavc anciently been a biding 
place fiom the ravages of the Danes, 
no uni<pj'* specimen of antiep aiian 
credulity. It is a chalk pit, f -’iied 
somellii.r,*’ Iik<* the aisles <»f a (iothic 
caliiedrai, h\ the whim <if a >fi. Trow- 
ard, vvlio loimerl} livetl here, .md has 
been much liequented for nidoy years 
by the company if'.soitiiig to the bath- 
ing places. The cliapcl bi'loiiging to 
Manstoii (/Oiirt is also a picturesque 
ruin, ovcihiiug viifli ivy'.

Now a small village at the western ex- 
tremity of the island, was once a port, 
and a place of some repute. Being 
half way between Canterbury and tho 
principal towns of Tlianct,it has stilltwo 
good inns for public accommodation^' ' 

MONKTON, 

A village so named from having been 
the pi Opel ty of the Monks. The 
cliuieh is ancient; in the i haiicel are 
twelve stalls, and in the windows the 
portraits of seveial priors on painted 
glass. At the west end of which are 
the following Monkish lines in black 
letter —

MiN<»rr R, 

Two miles from Monkton, is an an- 
cient place, wlieic Doiinieva, tho 
daughter of Erccnibrri, King of Kent, 
founded an abbey, in b 70 , and became 
licrself the lirst abbess, f Jer daugh- 
toi Mildred succeeded her, and be- 
came so eminent lor piety, that the 
eoiiv( lit was called by her name, and 
sle* was canonized. The elniiih of 
Minster is the most aii(*ient in the 
islaiid ; it has ihree aisles, and eigh- 
teen eolh'giato stalls in the choir. 
On the floor are seveial ancient flat 
grave stones, probably incinoiiaLs 
of some of the religious belonging to 
the house. At this place there are 
public guMleiis open for Public Break- 
fasts, and T< a Parties. 

Rl.OVLVl.K, 

Called Regulbiiiin by tiic Romans ; by 
tin* Saxons Haculf, and afterwards Ua- 
culf-ei*stcr, on account of it’s castle, 
and 1 islly Raeuff-minster, fiom the 
monastery a I’terw aids built tbeie. In 
the time of the Romans it had a fort 
and a watili tower, supposed to be 
built by Severus, ainio in vvJiirh, 
as wc are informed by the Notilia, lay 
in guirUon tlie lirst cohort of the 
Velasian.s. ’rhe walls or the fort, still 
remaining, soern about eleven fty*i 
thick, but the lacings are nearly 
destroyed ; they contain vvitiun them, 
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in the form of a square a little rounded 
at the corners, a level space of about 
eijjht acies, and are on Ihicc sides 
very visible ; but the fourth towards 
the north is nearly destroyed, by the 
falling of the cliff on the sea shore. 
Fiai^uiciits of unirinzed vessels, and 
various coins, ha\e been found, of 
j^reaf (antiquity, from Julius Csesar to 
Jlonnrioiis, and some brass ones of 
Tiberius and Nero. Parts of \arious 
Meajions, ornaments, and articles of 
diess, have also been collected here. 
*-!i^uliquaiiaiis have dillcred respecting 
the vaiious artit Ics found, some sup- 
posing there was a mint and a pottery 
established by the Romans ; and 
others imm^inin^, that the military 
elicst, or a vessel laden with pottery, 
and coin to pay the Roman soldiers, 
was lust upon this tlan^croiis coast. 

^ Man> of the coins are defaced by cor- 
rosion, and some of them ajqiear to 
lia\e undergone the action of fne, but 
several have been found perfect. 

Lcland describes the Reeulver as 
“ wit}j>n a quarter of a 1113 le or lyttlo 
more of the so syde. The towne at 
this lime is but a village l^ke. Siim- 
l\me wheras the paioehe <*hyrch is 
now, was a fay re abbay ; and Bright^ 
wald, archbishop of (bnntribur^*, was 
of that house. The old building of the 
t ch 3 rch of the abbay remaineth, having 
ii goodly spy ring steeples.” 

The ebiiich dedicated to St, Mary, 
built on the site both of the palace of 
King Ktheircd, and the inoie ancient 
Roiiiuii fort, stands very conspicuous ; 
the two spiles of it, in form of py- 
ramids, usually called the Reculvers. 
It is a very ancient structure, and ap- 
pears to have been the same building as 
was used by tlic abbey church ; though 
from the many alterations it lias un- 
dergone, it has a more modern appear- 
ance. In it is said to be buiied th^ 
body of King Rthclbert, who retired 
hither about 597, and built for himself 
a palace, on the site of the old Uoiiian 
roins. It continued a royal residence, 
till King Egbert gave it to one Rassa, 
a priest, who built a monastery on it, 
from which time it w'as called, as has 
been before mentioned, Raculf-miii- 
sler. 

, It is said that the remains of a 
church, or some other considerable 
building, has been formerly seen at 
"irbw water upon the Black Rock near 
this shore ; and it has been coiyec- 
tured that in that building; and not on 
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the site of the dilapidated eburcb be- 
fore mentioned. King Ethelbeit was 
buried. 

Tiaditioii also lias it, that these 
towers, usually called the Sisters, 
were erected by an i.libess of Fever- 
sham, in token of her (*\treine alFee- 
tion for Iht lUemory ot lier sister, wdio, 
together with herself, sulfercd sliip- 
wreck hc're ; and a!tliou;;h resened 
from the v\a\es, died soon after, from 
the cHeets of tatigne and lerror. The 
Two Sisters, so e'died by the seamen, 
w'HS a constant sea niaik for them to 
avoid the dangers of this coast. And 
such was the reverence foimeily en- 
tertained for the sanrtitv of Ibis stiiic- 
ture, that it was iiMial for all vessels 
to have their top^a^ls lowered when 
they passed the Rei'ulx is. 

The sea having made such inionds 
at this place, and v^aslud away part 
of the churchyaid, v\ilh llir leniains of 
those deposited there, it was consi- 
dered necessary to take down thi.s 
aneienl striietuic and sea mark, and to 
ercet a smaller one nearllu* saiil spot. 

A new ehureli has been erected at 
about the dislanee of a mile to tla*. 
soutli-west of the aneit nt edilice, and 
that remarkable fabric levelled to the 
ground, disregaiding.s u led antj(iiiity% 
for ii is asset ted, that the money laid 
out in the eri‘Ction of this new' one, 
would have presei\ed the veneiablo 
sliueture for many y ears ; su» li i.s mo- 
dern taste, or rather suc h is modc iit 
folly. 

Leaving Ramsgate in our v\ay to 
Sandwich, passing thiough corn tieJds, 
and along the verge of the el ill, we came 
to PegWTiI, a village pleasantly seated 
by a spacious ba\ of that name, v^bero 
in the season the inhabitants resort fur 
the purpo.se of rate hi ng soles, tnrhot, 
flounders, and s blimps. Partie.s of 
pleasure from^he neigJihomiiig towns 
arc frequently made, particularly by 
the visitors in the bathing sea.'^on, to 
the inn termed Belle Vue, which i.s 
most agreeably situated; the garden 
being fitted up with aleove.s, and .scats, 
and from the bowling green there is a 
fine view of the bay, including in the 
line of coast, the tow ns of Saiulw ieh 
and Deal ; and at n greater distance 
the castle of Dover ; and the dills of 
Calais. 

From Pegwell we passed by the ic- 
mains of ancient Stonar, supposed by 
some antiquarians to Jiave been the 
Lapis Tituli of the Romans. At the 
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Norioan conquest it a populous 
town ; but bciin> plundrud and burnt 
by the French in it nc\er rc-

Near the east all are the founda- 
tions Ol a biiibbo^, m,| nosed by some 
antiqnaiians to have bei n a rliapel, 
by ollicis a or pharos.

an rmiuenei*, aie the scarcely percep- 
tible remains of a Castrrrisian ampin- 
theat»e, madeoftinf, iiiteiidid, as is 
supposed, for the eveicise and diver- 
biou of tbe jxarrisoii. 

ITcie the Rcmian forces ueniTally 
landed, and inanv ot tlx ir i mns, and 
other \tstifires of remote anliquit>, 
have from time to tune, and are stilly 
iSisco\ercd hue. II continiud lo bo 
a place ol inipoitancc forncaJyonc 
thoiiSf'iid >ea2o, hut was I'liallv ruined 
by the Dunes about 1010. Ii is a no- 
ble remnant of Roman antiquity, ma- 
jestic e\cii in decay, hij;hly woilh> tho 
lia\4 lb r's iiotu'c, nioie pailiculariy an 
antiquaiiaii.

DEISM. 


AMONG llie \arious objections 
which Deism has iirircd against 
Ghiisuaoily, none has ?«( pcared moie 
totally disLifiite uf bmndation, than, 
Ihet the views ol the Drily whitdi it 
pirsents aic uiiwniUiy of him. The 
llible declares the Abnigbty to be 
omiiiseienl, omni potent, and omni- 
present, wise, just, and merciful; the 
source of lib . of tiulh, and of happi- 
ness ; this then is a character uii- 
W'Oithy of the Goveiaor of the ffni- 
verse. The doctiiiit ot the omnipre- 
sence of God, aldne, then allords a 
st long presuniplion oi t]iedivineoii:;jii 
ol tJhiistianlty ; foi how was it possible 
for a liiiite mind to conceive tbe idea 
of a Being iineonfincd by spaue, 
whose csseme penetrates the uioiost 


boundary of creation, if indeed cre- 
ation has a boundary, to v\hom tho 
past and the tutiire aic uni i terual 
present ; w ho coptrouls the motion of 
woilds, whose will is the sole cause of 
all evistcnce, and whose being has 
neither eommenci ment nor tennina- 
lit n. flis beneficence lias amniated 
matter wilii life, unceasingly active, 
it accompanies the exercise of his 
power, and produc'es happiness; it's 
opeiation is illimitable, and it’s per- 
Icctiun admits neither of diminution 
Boi decay. In tlie endless connections 
and dependencies he has established, 
there is no disorder, nor confusion, tbr 
wisdom and omuipotcuce have linked 
the obain which binds the whole toge- 
ther. Such is a faint outline of the 
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idrti, wliicli Cbriatianity presents of the 
Supreme JJein^. Is this, then, I would 
ask, the picture of an imperfect, an 
inooiisistent, or, as some have even 
dar<d to assert, of a eapricioiis and 
crueJ Bcin^c ? Assuredly not ; it eom- 
pnhends every excellence which the 
human mind can conceive, exalted to 
infinity. 

With theintellccfunl fariilties unim- 
paired, and the heart undepraved, a 
nriii must believe there is a God. The 
firs:ninents for this eonvictioii aro so 
liiiiltitiidlnous, that it would be im- 
possible to slate them here, even if it 
w'as n«*ecssary. vVftcr assenting? to 
the belief in a God, the next question 
wliieh aiises is, what aic his attri- 
butes? and here nnasdisted reason, if 
candid, will confess that she is bliud^ 
that her utmost labour cannot find out 
God, (liat*her most arduous exet lions 
eannot find out the Almighty to pertec- 
tiuii ; and notwithstanding the inna- 
ineiable volumes which have been 
wrilten to pi ove the contrary, Chiis- 
ti'inify, and Christiauit} alone, has im- 
paitcd to the iiiodern infidel that lii^ht 
w'hieh he impiously uses ai^ainst the 
sources which supplied it. The only 
fair way to decide the question is, to 
exaiiiJiie the opinions of those nations 
lint piofcssiriK Christianity. Ask the 
Mohaiiicdan or the Hindoo, question 
the iuhabiiaut of the uiid desert of 
Aliiea, or the traclJcss wilds of Ame- 
1 ica. Their answers will uniformly be 
a tissue of iiieonsistcncy, contradic- 
tion, and absurdity. If we apply to 
the period aiiteeedciit to Christianity, 
the result obtained will be similar. 
To account for the fact that the ancient 
philosophers were tmable to ascertain 
the attributes of a God, it is said tliat 
a decisive improvement lias taken 
place in the human mind, from the ex- 
pet ience and discoveries of a course 
of a^cs. Now thouj^h inv eiitions have 
multiplied, and science has advanced, 
proving that the progress of intellect 
has been in many rt\'>pects commen- 
Miratc with Ihe progrcs.s of ages, yet 
the works of God, wliich are the only 
means by which man can judge of his 
HtUihutes, were as open to Uic exa- 
mination of the ancient philosopher, 
as to the modern sceptic. Time has 
wrought no change in them. It is true 
jthat labour and continuous research 
have discovered the purposes of many 
of them, previously unknown ; but this 
docs not invalidate the argument, it 


only confirms what was before conjec- 
tured. The nature of the Supreme 
Being was a subject to which they 
attached as much importance as we 
can possibly do ; the> employed their 
acutest reasoning faculties in endea- 
vouring to become ac«]iiainlcd with it> 
faculties equal if not superior to any 
that we can boast, and yet it is said 
that a just and satisfactory conclusion 
was reserved for the exelusiveJy en- 
lightened enquirer of the uiuoteenth 
century. 

The enemy of Christianity is aware, 
that if he impugns it’s ductiines, and 
derides it's moral obligations, he must 
substitute a uiore ])erlect .systcin in it’s 
stead, for the folly of overthrowing an 
institution wblcli has served as a 
guiding star to millions of human be- 
ings, without an adequate and sufli- 
cient successor, is too grossly palpa- 
ble to require refutation. In order to 
obviate this, the deist resorts to tlio 
very source he tifh^cls to despise, and 
pretends to illumine niankimi with 
rays which have shed their brightest 
lustre over regions from which he is a 
sclf>banished exile. 

The deist receives, as an elemen- 
tary principle of his Creed, that triitli 
which has the whole human race for 
it's witnesses ; namely , that conscicnco 
passes judgment upon all our actions, 
and either soothes us to complacency 
by approving them, or goads us with 
remorse by condemning tlicm ; and if 
this sentence was never biassed by 
passion, partiality, or prejudice, we 
might obey it's mandates, with the 
conviction that we were fulfilling the 
will of our Creator. But where is tho 
virtue tliat has not been degraded into 
vice ? where the vice that has not been 
dcifiid into virtue ? Whole nations 
have united in nnouncing the most 
indispensable of all social virtues, 
honesty ; it is true, the example must 
be sought for in the untutored savage, 
but the original sense of rectitude was 
as strongly implanted in his breast, ns 
in that of the polished and civilized 
European. It will be said, perhaps, 
that Deism acknowledges the immor- 
tality of the soul, and consequently 
affords the most powerful incentive to 
virtue. But the same argument which 
overthrows the morality of Deism, has 
a similar elfect upon it's faith, for 
when reason is left to her own unas- 
sisted light, she obscures the dor- 
trine of the souTs immoitality with I lie 
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mists of error, and disj^nihcs it with 
the extravagancies of lyiltul ialst hood. 
Ts this, then, wc would ask, a religion 
deserving bj it*s innate excellence to 
siiptTsedt Christianity ' Is a system 
which coiiinicnrcs m doubt, and ter- 
ntinales in uncertainty, to eieet itself 
on the ruins of truth, and the wicck 
of inoidhty ? God forbid ! The at- 


tempts to subvert an institution* so 
fraught with good as Christianity, will 
only reveal it’s beauties more com- 
pletely* by eontrasling them with the 
deformities of a theory, which has 
human reason only for itN oiigin, and 
human wisdom for it’s guide.

After 
several rehearsals, at which no petsons 
but Hair^ and Mignon weie present, 
a public exorcism was resolved on, at 
whicli two magistrates were invited to 
be present ; the most vionderfiil patt 
of the allair was stated to be, that the 
possessed answeted in Latin to the 
questions ptoposed to them, although 
they liatl no previous knowledge of the 
language. On the day appointed, the 
magistiatcs repaiied to the Oouvent, 
where they were shewn the Superior 
in one bed and Sister Laic in another. 
At the magistrate’s approtu ^*, the 
Prioie«s was seized with violent eon- 
vulsioijs ; slie uttered stiange eiics, 
and hid hcrsc'lf in her bed. Mignun 
then began his cxoici.sin, which was 
in Latin, and addiessed to the demon. 

Q, For what reason have you en- 
teicd the body of tliis viigiu? 

A. On account of the animosity I 
bear her. 

Q. lly what symbol did you enter ? 

A. JJy flowers. 

Q. What flowers? 

A. Poses. 

Q. Who sent them ? 

A. Urbain. 

The evoreised pronounced this name 
with much hesitation, and as if it was 
done by constraint. 

Q. What is his surname f 

A. Grandier. 

This answer was also given W'ilh 
great diflieidty. 

Q. What is his quality f 

A. He is a Piiest. 
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Q. Of what Church ? 

A. St. Peter’s. 

Q. What manner of person brought 
the flowers ? 

A. A diabolical person. 

After this answer, the Superior 
seemed to recover heiself. The ma- 
gistrates then retired to the window, 
when Mignon approaching them, re- 
minded them that these circumstances 
very closely leseinhlod those of Father 
Gaafr6di, who had been executed 
upon a similar charge. One of the 
magistrates wished him to ask the 
cause of the animosity' of which tite 
Supciior had spoken ; but he excused 
himself, by saying he was not per- 
mitted lo propose questions of idle 
curiosity . 

The mere circumstance o( this all’uir 
being biought loiwaid by Grandier's 
acknowledged enemies, was enough 
to disci edit it, to say nothing ot it’s 
ridiculous nature. The victim of it 
treated it with contempt, until finding 
it engrossed the attention of the inha- 
bitants, he complained to the Bishop, 
but here his adversaries’ infliienec was 
too ..trong, and the exorei'*ms eon ti- 
nned. Tlie fame of thcM doinys spread 
daily, and the examinations were eon- 
dueted in the presence of various civil 
oflicers and piiests, as well as sti an- 
gers. The people have at all times 
been too ready to believe what they 
do not understand, and Grandier did 
not discover his imminent peril until 
it was out of Ills power lo allay the 
stoim. The demons answered, hut 
always to his disadvantage; sonu- 
times tlu'y spoke false Latin, and at 
Others the imposture was so clumsily 
conducted, that none hut persons wil- 
ling to be deceived could have bteii' 
gulled by such artifices. The object 
of Mignon and bfa confederates seemed 
to be nearly accomplished, when the 
sadden arrival of the Bishop of Bonr- 
deaux put an end to the scheme. He 
sent his physician to examine the 
possessed; such a repoitwas made 
to mm. as induced him to forbid 
any further exon'isms, and Barr6 and 
Mignon found themselves entirely de- 
feated. 

It might have been supposed that so 
many icbufls would at least have tired 
these ravage assassins, if tliey had 
not worked upon their better feelings ; 
but not so. this defeat only put Iheiu^^ 
upon new and more foimidablc attacks 
against their \ictini. 
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Ja4t about this ond Laubarde* 
mont, a creature of tbp Cardinal de 
6iclielieii, eairie upon some of bis 
utrairs to Luudun ; Miffnoii and the 
rest of his party having formed an ac- 
quaintance with liiq[i 4 contrived to 
interest him in their rcscnttnetlla 
against (jiandier, and his san^tua:^ 
temper induced Iiim to promise liis 
as'^istance. A sitirical oi k had been 
piiblislied against the ministers a short 
time piOMousIy, and the Cardinal had 
been the chief ohjcct of the attack ; tho 
conspire toi 5 resolved to attribute thia 
iibel to the iinforluiiate Grandier^ 
which wtmld he the suu st method to 
oeeoniplish his luin, for the Ca.dinars 
\eni»eanee once loused, iiolhing but 
the Idood of his 'iietim, tbc} knew, 
would alla> it. Thoic was one eireuoi- 
staneu which gave a sort of colour to 
the charge: wlo^ii the Cardiudl was 
only the Piior of Cou&sai, he had had 
j»onie distigieenicnt with Oraiulier on 
a point of pieccdciiec, the latter in- 
sisting that he was supciior to the 
Priouaud iieitlici owed him nor would 
pay him aii> deference; but tboie is 
not the slightest icason to believe that 
he was the author oi the book, or tjint 
lie boK the Cardinal an> iJl will.

Wt 
stopped at an unfinished stpne hon.se, 
without a I oof, and we were usheted 
into a kind ofeelkii. Though it was the 
abode of an < \lu inely rich Hindoo, it 
had no other furniture than eighty ele- 
gant paeka« i s piled one irmii the other 
against the w^all. 

“ Parcels ofthe most valuable shawls 
arc sold, without the purchaser seeing 
any more than the outside of them ; ho 
neither unfolds nor examines them, 
and y et he is perfectly acquainted w ilh 
every shawl by means of a descriptivo 
catalogue which the Aimeiiian hioker, 
with much difficulty, proem es Iroiii 
Cachcmiic. He and his viitiiesses 
and brokers, for he sometimes has 
two, all sit down. He does not, how- 
ever, say a word; every thing being 
mam^ed by tliebiokeis, who go eon- 
tinuafly from him to the seller, whis- 
per in dicir eats, and always take 
them to the farthc.st corner of the 
apartment. This negoeiation conti- 
nues till the piicc first asked i.s so 
far reduced, that the diflerenee be- 
tween that and the price oflercd is 
not too great, so that hopes may be 
entertained of potjaing to an agree- 
ment. The i^awls aie now brought ; 
and th6 two pfiiieipaks begin to ne- 
goefate. The seller displays his mer- 
chabdlil;e> and^tols it highly; the 
buyer looks ppon it with, contempt, 
and rapidly aptiMKOA the numbers 
and the marks.

** My piayer was fervent and sin- 
ccie : I prayed to Heaven to be 
pleased to cure the women of Europe, 
as soon as possible, of their extrava- 
g nit fondness for this article of luxury. 
The praytr being ended, vve saluted 
one another, and every one emptied 
bis bow I ; 1 ncvei lasted a more agree- 
able beverage. Wc then separated,

The lastoruptions of Vesuvius, since Sonnpa, have attracted a 

the begining of the new year, in Me, number of persons and

t>n the 16th of this month, one of 
them, a Frenchman, named Louis 
Gnutret, peiisbed in the new crater, 
which has lately opened at the foot of 
Vesuvius, alitUe above the hei milage. 
I'lie day before, he had carefuJIy ex- 
ami ned the crater, and the stream of 
lav a that (lowed from it : he piussed the 
ni^ht id the 15t!i in the heriiiitage, 
eniplojed in parking up stones W'hich 
he had collected, iind in writing. He 
left it at du> -break, accompanied by 
a guide, and ascended a small hill, in 
tlic form of a sugar loaf, uhich has 
been foin\f\l on the lava itself, by the 
arcuriiulaiion of thescornr. The guide 
ln.u apjnoarh (he edge of an open- 
ing ou the summit of the little hill, 
where the oyc looks down into a 
dreadful ah^ss, at the bottom of which 
is a ticr> stieaii On a sudden, the in- 
trepid traveller disappeared: by tail- 
ing into this immense abyss, thepow i r- 
ful suilocating vapours ofvvhicli must 
]ia\e d(‘piived him of all consclous- 
ne-iS, even belore his body was burnt, 
though it must neressaiily have been 
immediately consumed by the sticam 
^ of lava. 

As soon as this event was known at 
Resinn, the guide was anested, giave 
suspicions being conceived of him ; 
but it was soon discovered thtltthc un- 
fortunate Gnutret had left in album 
of the Jieimitage, a declaration) in bis 
own hand wilting, which did not admit 
of any inlei pi eta lion unfavourable to 
this prison. This doclaiatioii was 
drawn up in the following terms: — 
J}*'roic I undcitake a second exami- 
iiatJoii of the crater of Vesuvius, it is 
necessary to make this dcclaiation, 
that 110 suspicion may attach to my 
guide or others, for 1 am rc.solved to 
examine quite closely, the dreadful 
plienoiuena of this mountain, without 
tearing to lose tiie frail remainder of a 
life, of which I have for a long time 
felt only the paius. — Jan. 15lh 1821. 
Louis Gautiel of Clisson, near Nismes 
in France.'' I ;iskcd the hermit what 
remarks he had made on the deceased; 

** and he assured me, that during two 
days and one night, which Gautret 


had passed upon Vesuvius, to collect 
materials and to make observations, 
he had shewn a sound uuderstandiog 
and composed mind, but no sign of 
melancholy or mental alienation. Ou 
leaving tlie hermitage, lie gave him his 
watch, a scaled packet, with some 
stones and letters for his family, beg- 
ging him to take care of these things. 
The Ictteis, which liav cbecn examined, 
contain not a trace of deranged inlel- 
Icct, or of an intention to commit sui- 
cide. It theiefore remains uncertain, 
whether this unfoi lunate man tbiew 
himself into the ciatcr, or fell into it. 

1 had visited this drciidful opening 
four days before, and rctuincd to it 
two after this lemaikible invent, 
accompanied by the Diikedc laToiie, 
who has ticquenlly sliaied in llic fati- 
gues, the dangers, and the instiuction, 
which this terrible volcano olfcis. In 
order to discover how the melanclioly 
event might have taken place, I as- 
cended the edge of the giilph, and 
convinced myself, that all those who 
are bold enough to api)roach this hor- 
rid fuinaco, without having been ae- 
customed to go near the openings of 
volcanoes run a great risk of falling 
in. This danger is the greater for 
persons whom curiosity invites to see 
and examine every thing; such a pas- 
sion causes absence of mind, very 
likely to be fatal at the mouth of a 
burning crater. Among other saline 
concretions, I have collected the mu- 
riate of copper, which is very larc 
among the productions tliat Vesuvius 
has alioidcd for sonic years past, and 
which I never found tliero before. 
Perhaps Gautret bad also obsci ved it, 
and fell in while he was endeavouring 
to collect it. This is, in my opinion, 
the more probable, as the muriate of 
copper is not to be found on the out- 
side, but within the edge of the opening 
from which th% exhalations of the vol- 
cano issue. Tf T have succeeded in 
obtaining without accident, this rare 
product of the present eruption, f at- 
tribute it to my having either more 
skill and practice, or a less cruel for- 
tune, than the modern Empedocles.

I T is an invcnliun f»f our own times 
to make the Talcs whieh amused 
or alFri^lited our ehildbood, the enter* 
taiuiuent and instruction of our ma- 
turer yeais. Upon this principle, the 
huriibic thought exhibited in the w'olf 
of Little Kcd Riding Hood, is ex* 
changed for an elegant idea, which 
•shcM s what u olves those heroine, who 
.seek only the gratiflcalion of their own 
passions ; and the vulgar, ludicroti.s, 
and inconsistent story of Dr. Faustus, 
is modelled into a .sublime, moral, and 
melapli> sical poem in the work before 
us. Tlie gland tragedy of Fau.st, a.s 
wiitten by that line original genius, 
Johan Wolfgang Von Goethe, has not 
only astonished his* own nation, but 
-also all others uhich ha\e piopeily 
cousiden d this amazing pniductioii. 
Bui that whieh has the mosl contri- 
buted to render Faust more popular 
in Fngland tbnii any loieign work, ex- 
cept Undine, has been lor a coti.si- 
derable lime, is the seiits of beautiful 
outlines by Hetseh, which delighted 
all those who had read the tragedy, and 
made tliosc who had not. anxious to 
peruse it. Our icad('r.s me not uune- 
quaiirted with A\hai may he called the 
story of Fau.stij.s loniodtlJed ; since in 
our last Volume a poem on that sub* 
jeet occupied seveiii) mimbeis, and 
therefore it wjll be tlie moie readily un- 
derstood and more fully erijnved. 

Alter a short pielude on the stage, 
bctwci'ii the managi'r, adiamatic poet, 
and a elowii. the etmunciiciiig scene, 
both of the Piologue and of Retsch's 
T1 lustrations, is in Henven ; and in the 
firmer instance tlio idea is evidently 
borrowed irom Job.

ven. On the right hand is INIephisto- 
plielcs, standing upright amidst a 
group of kneeling and prostrate figures^ 
with adenion-like wildness in hi.s face, 
which nc\ertliele.ss posse.sses a coii- 
siderahle portion of his tormer hetiuty. 
Ill the picsent translation of the Tra- 
gedy, this Piologue ha.s very piupeily 
been omitted, because it is wholly 
inconsistent with oi*r Englisn ideas of 
d'aniatie piopiut\. 'IlieTiagrdy it.self 
now begins, and Faustus is di.seovt'ied 
seated at his dc^k, in a nai low, goiJiie, 
high vaulted chamher.

Pdctois and iMagtsters, and Piiests and 
sciibblers : 
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No soriiples startle me, no doubts peiplex 
me. 

Nor shrink I at the thought of Hell or 
Devil : 

Tlicrofore lias joy dcpai ted from me ; now 
No sweet imaginings of h ^ardt d biew**- 
siiigi, 

Which knowledge guards tiie key of,— no 
brigiit hopes 

Of mending or ciilightonins; dull mankind 
lluain on iiiy daikling spirit. Wealth, or 
* rank, 

Or worldly honours, I have none ; — a dog 
Would loathe such ba.se existence : there*

Of knowledge, live in peace again ' 
Alas ! 

8tiP aril 1 rooted, chain’d to this damp 
dungeon,

Of mouldering volumes, W'here the blind 
worm revels ; — 

Ofsnioke-stain’d papers, piled ev’n to the 
roof, — 

Glasses and boxes, — instriinients of sci- 
ence, — 

And all the old hereditary lumber 
Wliicli crowds this cheerless ehanibcr. 
This is then 

Thy world, O Fanstus 1 this is called a 

world ! 

And dost thou ask, why thus tumultu- 
ously 

Thy heart is throbhing^in thy bosom r 
Why 

Some nameless feeling tortures cv^ry 
iicivo, 


And shakes thy soul within ? Thou Iia.st 
abiHiicd 

The fair fond face of nature, evci hcaming 
^Vitb smiles on man, for squalid Jouth- 
someiicss. 

Dank vapouis, and the leonid'iing .vke- 
1( tons 

Of men and brutes : away ! away ! is not 
This wond’r « s volume, by the pow’ifni 
hand 

Of No8trod,uiiii*» prun’d, society 
Sitffieicnt for thy miul? Tlicje, thou eaiist 
ieai 11 

To trace the staiiy course, and if iii- 
stiiu'tcd 

By natULc, she will stiengtiicii tliy mind’s 
powci s. 

Till thou hast leaui’d to hold with her 
higli convei*>e, 

As bpiiits speak with ‘spiiits.” 

Faustus then tuins over the magie 
volume, and in a very line dosciifition , 
of the feelings of a student ot Nceio- 
niatiey, summons the Spiiitof Jilarlh, 
whose iinsalisfactory inlereourse is 
soon coiieliid»^d ; and Faiis't’s ptipil, 
Wagner, having lu‘uid the Miuiid of 
his prcecptoi’s^oiee, enters the apait- 
luent. A conv ei sntioii follow s, w hcieiii 
the Doctor speaks f( elingly upon the 
insulhciency of human knowledge; 
and on Wagner ictiring, h(‘ again 
falls into his previous sliaiti of sfileeu 
and despondeney. At tlnit moment, 
his eye glances on a phial oF poison, 
which he is about to diiiik, when the 
aiithcms for liasler Sunday eaiise him 
to abandon hi.s impious puipose. The 
next scene is befoie the Town gales, 
and the first pait of it passes hetweeii 
the vaiiousgtoupes who aie walking in 
the fields on the gieat J^lsehill llolU 
d.ty. Faust and Wagner next enter, 
and the following beautiful deseiiptioii 
is spoken by llie foiiuer : — 

Hie warm and vivifying glance of 
Spring ^ 

Has melted the cold fetters of the blocks ; 
Gicen with the young year’s promise is 
the vale ; 

And Winter in his weakness hath with- 
drawn 

To the rough hills. Thence his hoar frost 
he hieathes 

Upon the verdant meadow ; yet the Sun 
Permits him not that one poor tiophy, 
but 

Dries up the envious mists, and all things 
paints 

With lus own glittering hues; and ev<n 
here, 

Thoi gh ba e of flow ers, the hi man i>ro« - 
pcct.spi eadb 
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In gay afid glad piofii^ion. Turn thee 
hither 

And look back on the City. From the 
• black 

And yauning gate a many-colour’d 
bwiii in 

Is pi easing forth: all hereto day will 
loiue 

To Icel the Sun’s warm beams. They 
c clebi ate 

1 licii iS<L\ loni ’s 1 esiii rection : they them-

And iniseiies^ jtiid biMtir ss oi tins woild,

And the inoiia^tie gloom of chinches : all 
To bask in heav’n’s own biiglitiuss. 'TU 
a sight 

Of joy and wonder. How tlie active

Sweep till on vii the smiling gaidcna and 
the hcids ' 

Hosvmanv ineny oais beat on the rivei, 
Distant and tieai ’ behold that boat jn&t 
staiting, 

Xndin almost to sinking. The ga> di esses 
Oltam in om sight c eii to the laii hill 
tops 

Ahoads do I heai the joyful hum 
<>1 the glad village. 'Tis the people’s 
lieav II ’ 

And iv’iy loud liiirza, which high and low 
(onspii«* to laise, speaks ol contented 
hcaits. 

Oh ! heie I tecl that 1 am hum tu blill.'^ 

Faiiat is blesyed by the villagers for 
lilt cults he hud w roue lit with liis 
lalhei during the FKit;ue ; but he luins 
liom these, to coin ti sc with Wagner 
on the icclings of hit own iiiind tor 
inagie, which tlie latter eiideavoiits to 
oppose in the following iiiics : — 

Do not invoke 

That well-known host, whose countless 
inytiads 

People the atmosplieic, and fiom all 
cpiai teis 

Swarm aim’dtoi man’s destiuctiou. Fiom 
the 1101 th 

With airow-puintcd tongues in clouds 
they eome , 

Or from the withering East they press 
and feed 

Upon the spring of life ; or from the South 
Quick tiom the biirniug desci t bring with 
them 

Intolerable iiies ; or fimn the West 
Witli deluging swainis his>t cliaira, ihcii 
inundate, 


Man^ fields, and meads alike. They listen 
readilj , 

Awake to mischief willinglv obey, 
Because they wilhiigl} elective; the> seem 
From hc>av 'ii commission'd, and like angels 
whispci, 

When what they hieathe in deluded cars 
Is damnable a « hell." 

As they aic about to leave the 
fields. Mephistophclcs makes his a]- 
peaicUiCe in the shape of a black dog, 
rnniijiig round them in mystic circles, 
with iiciv trains issuing from liis feet. 
These supcrnatiiral powcKs are, how- 
cvci, visible only to Faubtus, whom 
Wagni r at length persuades to invito 
the dog home with iiim. deeming him 
to sinipl> what he appi ars. Kctsch’s 
.second plate leprescntb tliis scene. 
The study of the Poctor is next pre- 
sented, and of this the artist's mas- 
terlj delineation deserveseverj praise, 
as he has not only given it an air of 
romance, hut has also kept stiietlj to 
the tiulh, “ Forty years ago," says 
the Introduction to the first edition of 
the analysis of (bictht’s Tragedy, de- 
signed to accompany lltiiiy Moses' 
copies ol Retseb's Oiitliius : by the 
way, that said Analysis, hist i Uition, 
is out of* print, and rather rare : 

“ Folly yeais ago, a doctor’s or che- 
mist's study at I'^ny, UbcTkingen, or 
soma otlier towns in that neighbour- 
hood, very much lescmlilcd Faust’s 
chamber; even K.istner's study was 
like it." Here Faust endeavours to 
impiovc the tramjuillity of the night, 
by trauslating the Greek Gu.spcl of 
St. John ; in whith he is interrupted 
by the howling of the fiendtsb dog, who 
at length swells to an enormous size, 
like an hippopotamus ; whilst a spirit 
is heard enti eating Faust to assist the 
captive. The Poctor then tries seve- 
ral spells, but in vain, until by using 
a very powerful incantation and sign, 
the magic beast swells until he dis- 
solves into a mist, out of which Mc- 
phistopheles appeals in the habit of a 
tiavelliug student. A conversation 
then passes on the spiiit's nature, and 
his method ot entciing the study, 
when Mephistophclcs desires to be 
dismissed ; but Faust replies-— 

“ 1 did not diag you here. You freely 
came ^ 

And fell into the trap withent a bait. 

He who has caught the devil bhoiihi hold 
him fast. 

He may not light on such a i»Tize again." 
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The fiend then enti^ats th(U he may 
enteitain Faustus with a display of 
his art, to which the Doctor iiavin|r 
consented, his f'igcht, smell, and hear- 
ing, are regaled %iith beautiful \jsions, 
harmonious sounds, and exquisite 
odours. Faustus is at ienj^h lulled 
to sleep, and Mcphistopheles, to se- 
cure his future ingress and egress, in- 
okes a rat {o gnaw oif an angle of a 
pentagon on the threshold of tho 
study, which prevented his exit. Tliis 
done, the demon departs ; Faust 
wakes, misses tlio Spirit, and consi- 
ders all that he had witnessed but a 
dream. The study .scene is still con- 
tinued, and the Doctor is again at bis 
literary labours, when Mephistupholcs 
enters, habited as he tells us 

“ Like a gay >oung lord 
- ■> — in gold and scat let, wearing 
My stifi'silk mantle ; in my cap a pkimc. 
And my long pointed lapier by iny side/' 

In the delineation of the fiend under 
this disguise, Rctseli’s genius has in- 
deed shone out. He is represmitcd 
with such a leering sarcastic counte- 
nance, that no douht is left upon the 
mind of Ids being Dan Satliaiias,** 
and jet he never appeals as an object 
of tcrroi ; although as t|ic Editio PrJn- 
ceps of the Analysis already cited, 
observes, be is so much of a devil, 
that we can always sec how much the 
mask of decency struggles to fall off. 
The lappcls of his cap are coiitiaualiy 
stiiving to change into horns ; his 
goatish physiognomy vvoidd fain as- 
sume the featiiic.s of a demon, but is 
never sufieicd: this cluiractcr, how- 
ever, gradually devclopes itself in liis 
looks as the scenes become more hor- 
rible. Tlie ti uo nature of the disgust- 
ing creature appears more and more 
as the scene mmUlcns. At length, in 
the last plate, his malieo hursts 1011:11, 
and marks the destroyer/* WelJi in 
this sort of half disguise, Mephisio- 
pheles invites Faust to enjoy ** the 
changing scene of life,*' liaintcd in a 
similar garb, that he may view it the 
more freely. rau.st replies in his usual 
strain of despondency, and adds, that 
death would be a blessing to his pre- 
sent existence ; to which, fifter a cho- 
rus by invisible spirits, ioviting tlie 
student to begin a new and more joy- 
ful course of life, H^phistophclcs an- 
swers in the following terms : — 

“ O learn to dally with your misery, 
Which like a vulture feeds upon jour 
heart 1 


The very worst society will teach you 
To feel jou arc a man, with men girt 
round. 

Still must yon not beneath your burden 
sink. 

1 do not rank among the great, and yet 
Witli me you are content to spend yoiir 
lite : 

If this be f then here I bind myself 
Your firm associate, or if you please 
Your servant ji* your slave. 

Fmat. And what must I 

Perform in recompense ? 

Mepkis, For that you liave 

A long, long respite. 

FauAt. Nay, nay, — answer me, 

The Devil is an egotist, and ne’er 
Does good to others for the love of Ood. 
Let me know the condition. Such a ser* 
vant 

Brings danger to a house. 

Mvphia» Then Faustus here, 

lleic do I bind mjself to be thy servant. 
Ami at thy nod lot sake icpose and easc^ * 
When in another place we meet hereafter, 
Thou’lt do the like lor me. 

Faust, That other place 

Gives me but sinaJ) concern. hen thou 
hast crush’d 

This wotkl to iiiin, let another rise. 

From this caith all my sonows spring, 
this Sun 

Shines upon all my sorrows ; once set free 
And separate tium them, then let the 
w orst 

That will and may betide. I’ll hear no 
more 

Oil such a subject, nor enquire again 
Whctlier beyond the grave man loves and 
hates. 

Or the distinctions of mortality 
Exist in jouder spheres. 

Mephis[ With such a feclioj^ 

You may proceed. Then bind jouiscll, 

^ and soon 

My arts shall minister to your delight. 

And I will give thee tilings which human 
eye 

As jet ne’er feasted on. 

Faust, - What can'st then give. 
Thou miserable fiend? Can man’s high 
spirit, 

Full of immortal longings, be by such 
As thou art, comprehended ? Thon proi^ 
ferest food. 

Which mocks it’s eager appetite ; yellow 

That melts like quicksilver in the grasping 
hand. 

Games at which none e'er won ; enchant- 
ing woman. 

To lean upon my breast, and while she 
leans there, 

Woo witli her tiLaclicrous smiles another 
victim, 

To spoil and perish In them ; and bright 
hoiioui , 
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Object of worship, yet a meteor 

Arouiiil which darkiios clones. No, no, 
no : 

Shew me the fruit that withers ere *tis 
pluck d, 

And trees that day by day their green 
renewing, . 

Bloom in perennial beauty. 

Mephis, Tlion demandest 

Hard things, and yet I shrink not. Thoa 
Shalt have 

The treasures which thoa seekest ; bat^ 
my friend, 

The hour is coming when we may enjoy 
All that is good in safety. 

I'nusU Would that I 

Could but for one short moment rest in 
peace, 

Though the next should destroy me. Could 
you by 

Flattery or spells, reduce mo to the feeling 
Of one slioit throb of pleasure; let the 
hour 

That brings it be my last. Take yon my 
oflfer ? 

3Fephis^ 1 do accept it. 

Futtsi, Be the bargain ratified 1 

And if at any moment 1 cxcmiiii, 

** Linger, still linger, bcautiliil illusions," 
Tiieii throw me into fettcis ; then I’ll sink, 
And willingly, to luiii. King my death- 
knell ; 

Thy service then is o'er ; the clock may 
pan*ie, 

And the hand fall, and time be mine no 
longei." 

After this lino dialogue, the contract 
is soon concluded, and Faust leaves 
Mcphistophelcs to change dress ; 
and ill the iiiterim, the Deinoa having 
put on the Poctor’s cap and gown, 
amazes and bewilders a poor student 
who was come to visit him. Upon bis 
exit, Faust returns, and l^fephisto- 
phcles proposes that they shall imme- 
diately take flight on bis mantle.^ We 
pass over their lir.st view of life in the 
vintner's cellar at JLeipzic, as well as 
tjie curious scene in the witch's kiteb* 
cn ; and only remark, thal here Faust 
has his first sight of his future love, 
Margaret, in a magic mirror, and that 
the witch gives him an elixir,^ that re- 
stores to him a liandsomo and youth- 
ful exterior. Both of these scenes 
Rctsch’s fifth, sixth, and seventh 
plates represent most admirably ; bittr^ 
wc thinly that the language of the lat- 
ter of ^cm is given with mncli more 
spirit in the first edition of the Analy- 
sis, than in the second. The next 
scene is Maigaret returning fiom Con- 
fession ( Kct seb Illustrations, pin tc 8 ), 
when Faust hddic&scs her, and she 


turns from him with disdain. He then 
applies to IVlcpliistophclcs, to procure 
her for him, and also to prepare a 
present for \\* r, which in the next 
scene they phicc in her bedchamber 
(llelsch's plates, nine, ten, and ele- 
ven). Margaret, who secretly ad- 
mired Faust when he first addtessed 
her, discovers the jewels left by the 
Poctor, but her mother coining to the 
knowledge of them, the> arc resigned 
in great fear to her Confessor. Faustus 
then commands Mcphistophelcs to 
‘procure otlic^is, and to get intiinate 
with Margaret's iieiglib<M 4 r, Maitha, 
to aid their designs, Maitha is an old 
and foolish wonmn, >very much in 
doubt of her husband <ieath, and 
ve/y anxious to he infoiincd of it. 
The scene next changes to her house 
(Ketsch’s plate, twelve), where, sa}s 
the Intiodiietioii, “ 30 U old ia- 
shioned iii)>bisl]," and in Margaret's 
clianiber clennlinesh and U male neat- 
ness.'' While Mother Maitha is la- 
menting her stale of siispinM‘, Mar- 
garet enters with her second set of 
jewels; and while Loth aie a<lmiiing 
them, Mephistopheles comes in to en- 
quire for Maltha Swer llerii, to acquaint 
her with her husband's death, ot which 
he promises to biing a ecrtiliente that 
same evening to her garden, wdth a 
friend who will attest the truth of it. 
Mcphistophelcs has considerable dil- 
fieulty to get Fauslits to go with him ; 
hut at last he persuades him, and they 
depart. In the next scene, the gar- 
den, is a heautiful speeiinen of the 
confiding infantile love of Margaret, 
whieh is sweetly displayed in Ketsch's 
fourteenth plate, as well as their suh- 
sequeut interview in the summer- 
house, plate fifteen. Fnnsliis seems, 
however, to have been satiated with 
love ; since in the next scene, we find 
him in “ A Forest and Cavern," in 
delight at the majestic loneliness of his 
situation; when Mephistopheles en- 
ters, and relates to him the distressed 
.sta^e of Margaret in bis absciico. He 
immediately is anxious to return to 
her, and when the scene closes upon 
them, she is discovered at her spinning 
' vrhccl, weeping and singing, CiPd of 
her song, as it is almost the best rhyme 
in the volume, we Shall give one short 
specimen : — 

My peace of mlnd^s ruin'd ; 

JVly bosom fa sore ; 

I tie Cl iuc( t him now, 

1 bhdll nc Cl meet him more. 
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• 1 open iny windovr. 

And watch tor him tlierC| 

1 go forth and waiidcM*, 

And seal i'll every wliore. 

His firm statcK tiea 1, 

His form nuniy and liiglif 
The smile on his Up, 

And the fire of his eye : 

And his eloquent tongue 
Dropping accents of hiUs, 

His liand^ gentle picssure, 

And, ah me ! his kUs.'* 

This, it must he allowed, is far, 
very far, from oqu ailing tlic hlaiiL 
verse; and indeed the same may be 
said against all the rh 3 me i*ilhc\o- 
Jumo. Margaret’s hymn to the Mater 
Dolorosa, is also \cry inferior. We 
would venture to say, that even with 
oiir liiiutcd knowledge of the German 
language, we would have given ailiore 
pleasing version of these pieces than 
Ihe present translator, vi ho is evidently 
a great piotieieiit, and who s' etiis to 
feel his subject every where else. To 
continue with the Analysis : Faustiis 
returns to Margin et, who questiosis 
him closely eonceriiiog his religious 
seutinieiits, and evprosscs her dislike 
for Mephiftophelos. who, as she de- 
scribes him, must very much have re- 
sembled Rctseh’s port! ait.

FnustLa then rc()ucst 9 Margaret to 
admit him to her chamber ; and giv€» 
her a liquid, three drape of wliich, he 
Informs her, will cause her mother la 
sleep so soundly, that they will be 
perfectly secured froiw iDterruptioo. 
Margaret takes the pliial, aftw some 
hcHitatioii ; and, as the Analysis^ well 
evprosses it, the rest is e^lvily ima- 
gined ; ** the mother sli^Tps nevei to 
rise again. Margaret bccaiues preg- 
iiiuit, and the li^nd exults over tlw 
tiiln he has achieved/' The scenr next 
passes to the city conduit, where 
veral of the young maidens meet with 
their pitchers ; and HPts 3 % with an air 
of triumph, informs 
Harbara, in eoiKscqucucc of her se- 
diiclion from virtue, is to perform pe- 
nance at church. Margaiet is deepi v 
alfcctcd in consequence of the shiii-' 
larily of her situation, and rellecU 
tints keenly on her former intolerance 
towards unfortunate guilt : — 

AUv I how sternly I could once re- 
piosc’i

; 

To e\pu e pworuer’s snj>.,iuv ready loucfie

Alargarct is nevt iliseovered, kneel- 
ing, weeping, ami olfMiim fre.vh tlovv- 
ers before the eiligy of the M.itcr Do- 
lorosa, to whom she sings an hyni.i, 
the traiislation of whieh is very infe- 
rior to the remainder of the volume ; 
but Rctsch has embodied the scene in 
the most leaitiml mauner in his se- 
venteenth pii.te. The action next 
passes to Hio sUeet before Margaiel's 
house, at night, ami Valentine, her 
brother, a brave young soldier, enters. 
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He soliloquizes on the former glory 
which he had in liis sister, aud on the 
liitter taunts which her late loss of 
honour has exposed him to. While 
he is speaking, Faust and Mepbisto- 
pheles approach to serenade Marga- 
ret ; Valentine attacks them, the 
demon parries his thrusts, and Faustus 
runs him tlirough. The two seducers 
then deport, but a crowd . is soon 
drawn together by Valentine’s cries, 
and Martha and Margaret enter from 
the house. The young soldier upbraids 
his sister with her infamy, expresses 
his detestation of tlio conduct of 
Martha, and expires. A line scene 
either for the closet or the stage, then 
follows, of the inside of a cathedral at 
. High Mass, Margaret is present, and 
the complaints of her remorse, and 
the tauntings of an evil spirit who 
stands hcliind her, are blended with 
the grand “ Dies iroi** chorus from 
the choir. The uiiliappy female at 
length faints, and the scene closes. 
Plates twenty one and twenty two, 
and the following scene, again carry 
the action away from Margaret to the 
Harz mountains, on the lirst of May, 
or the Walpurgis night; when, as 
old Dr. Udirens tells us, all the wi- 
zards aud cleinoiis in (Torniatiy hold 
a grand festival in that place. As, 
however, this scene docs not forward 
any of the story itself, wc shall omit 
all farther notice of it, and only ob- 
serve, that Mr. Rctsch*s n presenta- 
tion of the diablerie of the Brocken, 
would have done honour to Callot, or 
Peter Brueghel. In the next scene, 

“ The Country, a gluoDi> day,” Faust 
learns that after their llight, Margaret 
Jay long and miserably weltering on 
the ground ; and that bereft of her 
senses, she was then in prison for the 
murder she had committed. He fu- 
riously ubraids Mephistppheles, who 
replies calmly aud ironically; until 
at length the demon promises to 
entrance the jailor’s senses, that he 
may release her. They then mount 
two black phantom horses, aud rush 
off. On their fearful journey, they 
pass a place of execution, where they 
view spirits and skeletons performing 
their horrible rites, and, Keiseh has 
shewn bis . 2tth plhth, the fu- 
ture eitci(iUtioii of Mar^ret. Both 
the plate knd literary pan of this 
scene,' will remind the reader of the 
Ndrcadfiil travels of Lconore and Wil- 
helm, in Biicrgher’s exquisite poem, 


and Lady Bcauelerk’s fine illii^tra- 
tion^, Faustus at length reaches the 
prison, where he finds Margaret in the 
wildest state of insanity, yet still 
retaining all her love for him when 
she recognizes him, Faust vainly 
endeavours to persuade Margaret to 
quit the prison, and she cries, ** I 
yield to thee, O Ood, and to ■ thy 
judgment.” Mcphistophclcs, who fs 
violently urging Faust's departure, 
cries, “ She is judged.” when a voire 
from above replies, “ She is saved.” 
The fiend then seizes on Faustus, but 
the voice of Margaret is hoard growing 
fainter and fainter, calling to Jicr 
lover to the last, fo abandon his evil 
assficiaie. 

Thus cuds this extraordinary drama, 
the grand last scene of which w'O would 
gladly have copied, if it's length, and 
our own already copious extracts, had 
not prevented ns. Indeed, wc know 
not how far our very close analysis of 
Faust, ui«ay accord with the interests 
of it's highly respectable publishers ; 
since, as our Magazine goes into every 
port of the civilized woild, it may 
chance to prevent the sale of some 
few scores of their very hcautifiil 
little volume. But there is much yet 
behind iincxtracled, equally delight- 
ful, amusing, and edifying, with what 
wc hgve already given ; and really the 
exquisite, yet maniac, tenderness of 
Margaret, in the last scene, is sulli- 
cient to countorhalanec all the rest. 
With respect to the original compo- 
sition of this drama, it would require 
an essay at the least, as long as the 
present re\iew', to examine properly 
into it’s construction, to point out all 
it's beauties, to palliate all it's defects, 
and to compare it with such pieces of 
it's own cast, w'bicli have been written 
in the Buglish language; namely, 
Dr, Faiisiiis, by C. Marlow', t)ic Duke 
of Guise ^ by Dry den, and Manfred by 
Lord Byron ; to the last of which it 
approaches the nearest. But our 
I .esent business is with the transla- 
tion, Wc have already stated that 
we have nO doubt of it's lidelity ; and 
we tliink our readers cannot enter- 
tain any of it’s spirit, excepting in the 
rhyme ; and even in that, the trans- 
lator in one instance shews us that it. 
was in Ids power to Considerably 
better. The extract will be rather 
ox Cathedra, but out of iim)artiality 
wc insert it. Faustus and ;Mcphisto- 
phcles are ascending the tiarz, aud 
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tlic'demoh thus describes the scene 
before them.

TJicrc is a wild rusli in the above 
linos, which at once makes them the 
very life they d<*scribc‘; they come 
upon the car like the night blast over 
a bleak hill. Oh wliy arc not all the 


other poems so translated, and so 
versified? Throughout the volume 
there is not the least hint at fbe trans- 
lator ; yet it is surely a work of which 
no man ought to be ashamed. Rumour 
says, the autlior of Clirisiabelle tried 
at it and resigned it ; and the same 
worthy authority next mentioned MV. 
George Soane, as his successor in the 
undertaking. If tlie present volume 
be bis, as Sir Toby Belch says, 
** wherefore are these things hid It 
certainly would not disgrace any 
former fame Mr. S. has acquired, for 
so perfect a feeling of the author’s 
inraning throughout, shews that the 
same mind could invent, as well as 
imitate. The present analysis of 
Faust us contains an elegant head of 
Goethe as a frontispiece, and either 
with or w ithout Hetsch’s Illustrations, 
it deserves a very conspicuous place 
in the library of every man of taste, 
virtu, and genius. U.

is a Vc»y seasonable and iiu- 
poitant publication, and may in fact 
bo eonsidorod as a sort of anecdotal 
history of the period to W'bich it 
refers. The Kit Cat Club, which con- 
sisted of tli^' )>niieipal noblemen and 
g('«(leinen of the reign of C^ueeii Anm*, 
was insliliilcd about the year 17tH). 
ll’s pjufessed olijecis were tlio en- 
coiJiageiiieiit of literature and llic fine 
arts, and the pioinotion of loyalty and 
allegiance lo the protestant .succe.4sion 
in the House of Hanover. Horace 
Walpole speaks of the members as 
the “ Patriots that saved Britain.'^ 
How^ever this may have been, it is 
certain that they conduced, in a grgat 
measure, to bring about the Revolu- 
tion ; and the origin of the name of the 
Club is thus explained in the volume 
before us 

ft’s etymology has been variously 
accoiiiited for. It in all probability dc' 
rived it’s name from the person at whose 
house the meetings of the Club were fiist 
held. Their eatiiest place of rendezvous 
was at au obscure pastry-cook’s, (in Shire- 
lane, near Temple. liar,) entitled Curis- 
Topritu Cat. The dinners and fto])pers 
upon which this person banqiietted his 
illustrious guests, were' composed for the. 
niOrSf part of mutton pies^ for hi.s skill in 
the manufacture of which he seems lo 
Hue. Vid. bO. Oct. iS21. 


have acquired considerable reputation. 
As Jacob I'onson the Bookseller, is said 
to have been upon terms of iiitiinulc 
acquaintainsliip with this pre-'eminciit 
pie-makor, if is not unlikely that flic 
iiicmbers of the Kit Cat Club had frequent 
opportunities of discussing the rnerils of 
hi.s confect ioiiury, before he was appointed 
chief liaker and victiiallcr inordinary to 
the Society. Indeed, the excellence of 
his pastry might have led iiidirectb to 
his collation to this ofiiee. Certain it is, 
that assisted by his miiiiifieeiit friend tho 
Kookseller, he removed in a short time to 
a more coniinodions residence, the Foun- 
tain Tavern in the Strand, where hU' 
giie.st 5 became more regular in their atien- 
daiicc ; and their numbers cnercased from 
the thirty-nine*^ mentioned by Malone, to 
the forty-eight, whose portraits were 
included by Faber in the .splendid volume 
dedicated, to the Duke of Somerset, 
in 1723. . Be.sides their regular place 
of meeting, they were accustomed to 
resort to the country-house of their secre- 
tary, Jacob Tonson, at Burne Kims, in 
Sorrey, where be had built a room for 
their especial reception. During the 
Slimmer inon'thSt the members of the Club 
were also ia |b^' habit df meeting oo<;a- 
sionally at the Flask Tavenr, Hampstead. 
When the house was converted into a 
private abode, it became' the property and 
residence of the late Gebrge Stevens.” 

The custom' of toasting the reigning

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Belles of the day peculiar to the Kit 
Cat Club, gave rise to the following 
epigrnm : —

The Kit Cal Club seems to have 
dicjd away alMiiil 1720, as we hear 
nothing of their meeting' after that 
period. The Duke of Somerset was 
the lirstMho set the example ofpre- 
.senling Jaeoh Toiisoii with his por- 
trail, whifdi was soon after followed 
tiy the other mei/ihers. These pic- 
tures were executed hy Sir Godfrey 
Kiieller, and authentic copies of tlicin 
are given with each biography in the 
present volume. Among the members, 
besides many eminent for their rank 
find inllucricc in the state, we notice 
the Duke of Marlborough, Addison, 
Steele, Congreve, Vanbrugh, Garth, 
Sir Itohert Walpole, the Bari of 
Dorset, Kiudlcr, Halifax, Somers, 
Walsh, and Jacob Tonsori the Book- 
seller. It is hardly possible that a 
bt»ok treating of such men should be 
dull. The notices arc written through- 
out with much candour ar<d impar- 
tiality, and abound with an« i dotes at 
once amusing and instructive. That 
of the Duke of Marlborough is per- 
haps the best written biography that 
has ever appeared of that illustrious 
commander ; and our readers will ad- 
mit, that his chcaracter is summed up 
with much smartness and discrimina- 
tion. 

** Viewed through the telescope of 
Time, he appears the scoit'.ge of France, 
the jsaviour of lOurope, the boast of his 
own countrymen, the envy and adtniration 
of ftn-eigners ; aji iiiviucilile warrior; a 
profound politician ; a subtle Uegociator, 
on vvhose lips dwelt the honied dew of 
persuahion ; a nniAter spirit, who riding 
upon the winds of coimicting interests, 
and antipathies almost deadly, coaid 
never tliclcKs reconcile the former, and 
not luifrequoutly remove tin!' latter. Such 
is the portrait of (’Imrchijfr iti •his public 
capacity', durikijp; the j^atcr part of 
the rtjigii of Queen Anpe'; hut when the 
torc^f history sKcils its clear and peue- 
< tratmg light upon Uic deeds of the same 
Imllvidual, at 'oilier periods of his public 


career, or pursues him into the recesses 
of private life, Our admiration of his 
unrivalled talents is chomiercd with sur- 
prise and indignation. Vc shall there 
behold him rising into prosperity through 
the medium of his sister’s dishonour, and 
accepting odices and emoluments from the. 
Pnnee, by whom she has been avowedly 
so degraded ; as a fri(Mid, faithless to his 
lirst and greatest benefactor, in the hour 
of his extreme adversity; and a traitor to 
tJie sovC'i'oign who dethroned that bene- 
factor, amt by whom he had been ein- 
ptoyed, and his interests iiiaterially pro- 
moted. We shall see him intriguing for 
the rest oration of the exiled moiiareh, anil 
sacrilicing to fhat end the success of an 
important expeditieo, the secret of whose 
destination he revealed i he enemy; and 
lastly, sullying the briglitiicss of his 
laurels as a conqueror, hy sharing in the 
inordinated gains of the contractor, for 
the supply of the confederate army ; and 
descoiiding from liis dignity as a man, hy 
the most re\ oiling ‘ami rapacious avarice. 
Such and so various an admixture of 
light and shade, is the character of the 
great Duke of Marlborough.” 

Of a work so voluminous as the one 
under our coiisidcrafion, analysis is 
impossible. We can therefore, in our 
limits, only point out to the observa- 
tion of our rcatlers, such portions of 
these memoirs as w'oukl seem of par- 
ticular interest and importance. In 
the life of Addison is liilroduccd an 
extremely ingenious aink cotielusive 
defence of that great moralist, frojii 
the slanders of Ids enemies, as it 
respects his intercourse wilh the 
translator of Homer; together with 
an qhlo and comprehensive view of 
the question, which has lately been 
agitated in the literary world, as to 
Pope, his merits as a poet and his 
character as a man. The author 
takes up.thc cudgels for Mr. Bowles, 
who has miudi reason to be proud of 
so aceoinplished and talented a cham- 
pion. 

The mnr.oirs of Marlborough, the 
iuarl of Wharton, Steele, Sir Robert 
Walpole, Addison, Congreve, and 
Jacob ’J'onson, arc copiods. In that 
of the Bookseller we have some inter- 
esting details, as to the progress of 
tlie trade, up to the present time, wilh 
aiiccclotc.s, illuj&lrativc of'tho prices 
usually paid fbr the copyright of 
hooks. From one of these we learn, 
that the Author of Waverley has 
received from ' one Bookseller, Mr. 
Constable, of • Bdiiibiirgb, nearly 
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100,000/. for bis works ! The author's 
view of old Tonson’s character is most 
unfavourable ; and the modern Book- 
sellers are hig^hly complimented for 
their liberality. 

But we have already exceeded oiir 
intended limits, and must consequently 
draw this notice to a close; ne shall, 
however, probably resume it at d future 
opportunity. For the present we may 
observe, that the “ Kit Cat Club” is a 
work of eotisideralile talent and re- 
search. It abounds with anecdotes 


and discussions, literal y and other- 
wise, of a very amosiri;ic description; 
and illustrates ininitU'ly an iinpoi- 
tant period in the histoiy of lids 
country, from the KeYolution to the 
accession of Georjife If. Tlieautliors 
name is not mentioned in tlie title- 
pape of Ihc volume ; liut it's ehaiae- 
tcr is such, tlmt no om*. whatover may 
be his ran^'. in llie Jilciary world, 
need bo aslnnned of iiavinu: written 
it. The Fiiites, however, arc rafiier 
skctchcii, than liiiishcd Bn ravings.

Albeit it is rather unnsiial for one 
poriodieal miseellany to sit in judg- 
ment upon another, yet as there arc di- 
vers goodly preeedeiits in oiir memory 
for such a proceeding, and as excuses 
arc never wanting (o sanction any 
arrangement wliieh Ladies or Geiitlc- 
inen take a laiiey to ; so wo have a 
vast variety of mianswi rahle arug- 
ments to prove that W'C arc, as usual, 
right upon the present oeeasioa. Oiir 
friends, how ever, have very long been 
acquainted with our very superior 
powers of elo(|uenec, and we, there- 
fore, most disiiiter(\stedly resist the 
tempting opporLiiniiy of obliging them 
with a fresh specimen on the present 
occasion, in order to introduce to 
tln'ir regard our new aequaintanee, 
“ The Caledon mil.'* It is annouiioed 
by the Hditor as a reeomnieiidatjon in 
his IVospeclus, that this “is the only 
Scottish Literary .louriial published 
out of Criinhurfjh,** whicdi to our 
Southern Judgment, appears a most 
susjiicious piece of information, and 
a very equivocal eulogy; as most 
plainly inferring the general opinion, 
that no literary talent exists in Seot- 
laiul out of auld Reekie; or, that 
Messrs. .Telfery, Blackwood, Consta- 
ble and Co. having monopolized the 
principal ability of the couiilry for 
their town supply, tin; trilling re- 
imniider is eilher too small in quan- 
tity, or loo inferior in quality, to 
be worth bringing to market. To 
rcluwc the Northern liiterati then 
from the stigma of this reproach, 
we presume, the Caledonian sprang 
into existence at Dundee ; and .since 
July, 1820, has continued to dis-

fessedly started to “ supply a defect 
in Periodical Literature,'^ and which 
a more recent prospceius tidls ns it 
has aeeoinplislied. For the loyal and

We have, however, in the live lunnitiMS 
now laying jlKjfore us, severid ])jipei.s 
upon subjects more gericridly, ami 
more deservedly interesting ; and a 
few scientitic article.-^, illu.-straii i by 
engr;ivings, wdiich aie eeiUdniy muiJi 
above par. We had int<‘ncled gi *iog 
some extracts, hut our kind inteiuions 
arc defeated, from the ciieninslum.e of 
the good articles bciug too long ; and 
the shorter jpicce.s being uricW-srrving. 
The Poetry jst, wc are sorry to <d>si!r^ r. 
in thb Poetical age, very indjib u nt ; 
and we think there aye far Iom mrmy 
papers, the entire, locality of whii h 
renders them utterly uniiitclligihh; <»n 
this side of the Tweed ; and xnust form 
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a !iiost powerful ohjcction to the work 
over ol)taininf 2 : an extensive circula- 
tion inEng^Jand. To the talent evinced 
in it's management we most unhesi- 
tatingly bear testimony, though Iho 
omission of a few very common and 
vulgar Scoticisms would render that 
talent farnjorc apparent.

He advanced like 
the lion rejoicing in tlie iiride of his 
strength, or the ravenous eagle piii'Kiiing 
the hunter who had stolen her young. 
For a moment, with a ^nile of joy, he 
surveyed the combatants engaged! but 
perceiving Sir Norman Seydtiam op- 
pressed by Lewis de Grand Pr^*, and se- 
veral others of their enemies, he galloped 
into the and attacking the traitor, 

drew him from Sir Norman. The combat 
lasted not long ; Fdward with one blow 
clove the helmet of the Lord of C'harctit, 
who felt dead from hU horse ; and, in the 
space of a few minutes, out of the twelve 
who eomnrenced tlie trenebeious strife, 
three only retixained, who thretv down 
tlieir arms and begged the King’s luerey. 
Fdward, learning that they were insti- 
gated liy Grand Pre to this horrid trea- 
^ery, '^o had paid for it with his own 
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life, and those of many of his friends } and 
thinking that sufficient blood had been 
shed for the trespass ; and on their de- 
gradation from Knighthood by tlie Count 
of Chalons, iu whose territories their 
hefs were situate, remitted their farther 
punishfiiciit to him.’' 

The scene being laid in Derbyshire 
and the neighbouring counties, in the 
time of the civil w ars, it will at onoe 
be guessed that tlie gallant cavaliers 
of that day, among whom Colonel 
denhftm shone pre-eminent, are con- 
trasted with the sanetimonions and 
licrcc Roundheads, who passed their 
time in psalm-singing and the cleav- 
ing of sconces. This contrast is very 
ably managed. The author exhibits 
his cavaliers in those coit^urs wliich 
Jiarmonize .so w'ell witli the sunset of 
chivalry in England; they arc brave, 
pious, "loyal, hospitable, and gene- 
rous ; be paints the Roundheads some- 
what after the style of Butler, thongli 
giving at the same time full cll'cct to 
their few' nobler qualifies. 

As a proofof the skill with w'hich the 
tissue of fiction is raised on the web 
of history in this tale, we shall select, 
from a multitude of others equally 
good, parts of a passage in the third 
volume. After giving a spirited por- 
trait of that “ chief of men,’' Oliver 
Cromwell^ as he looked in the last year 
of his mortal existence, the author 
thus exhibits him in aetion : — 

Oliver, as was hia custom, had spent 
a week in retirement, at the palace of 
Hampton (’ourt, — his favourite summer 
residence, when JMnrrfiy, one muriuiig, 
made his appearance at the gate, and re- 
quested admission. On entering the pa- 
lace, he was informed the Protector was 
at prayer with his ('haplaiii, Goodwin^ 
and had desired that he might not be dis- 
turbed. Notvvithstuiiding this informa- 
tion, Caryfort m.ide his w'ay to the cham- 
ber, where he found Oliver and his lec- 
turer on their knees, engaged in silent 
devotion. The peer knelt beside his mas- 
ter, and instantly appeared as intent upon 
.spir Hill exercise as lii.s companions; he 
elevated his eyes, shrugged his shoulders, 
groaned and gi unted as deeply a.s Ooin- 
w*eH himself, who was far trom being 
deficient in those exterior' testimonies or 
a broken and contrite heart. When this 
scene had been enacted about half an 
hour, the Protector arose, and was imi- 
tated by Caiyfbrt and Qoodwih. Crom- 
well seated himself on a chair, cushioned 

lined with red leather, and motioned 
to his fricuds to t^e placet. ^ What luay 
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yo here, Caryfort ?* said the Protec*» 
tor. * Hai e yon and Thiirloe put your lieads 
tO(i;ether, and found out some invasion 
of tlie realm by the King of the Cavaliers ?* 
He smiled, and tinned, towards Good- 
win, as if to receive credit for the ridi- 
cnie conveyed in his speech: the chap- 
tain, like a true parasite^ simpered . in 
reply. 

“ ‘ God protect us !’ said (Caryfort, your 
Highness may not smile when my tale is 
told: (Hilaries Stuart is mure potent than 
he should be for our safely and that of 
the commonwealth, — wc have news of 
import.’ ‘ Gut with it man,’ cried Crom- 
well, whose tone w'as now changed from 
cold ridicule to treiiibliiig wrath; ‘ o'lt 
with it, — How! what, -what mean ycr' 

‘ The King,’ — pursued Caryfort. ‘ The 
King!’ interrupted Cromwell. ■ Nay, the 
Cavalier King, Cliarles Stuart, has now 
an army of many thousand men at llriiges.' 
* WhatV cried the Protector, as if struck 
by a sudden blow, — * What ! and where, 
— and where, in the Cortl’s name, gat he 
them ?’ ‘ The Spaniard,’ replied Mur^y, 

‘ hath holpen him to men, arms, and ain- 
miinitioii.^ ‘ The fire of God consume 
him for’t/ exclaimed Oliver. ‘ Ah, would 
to the Lord! BlakC)- -lllake wore living, 
— the Spaniard Blake ! — he hath rued 

his false dealing before now ; and if a 
squadron 1 have left, he shall again. — 
Blake ! — Blake,— I need thee.’ ‘ And 
more,’ continued the peer. ‘ They have 
intelligence here.' ‘Who? where? how?' 
cried the Protector, foaming at the mouth 
Hkc a mad dog ; ‘ what halr-braiued trai- 
tor dare correspond with the King? 
Speak, mail. He i.s dead before thou 
sayest, — * ‘ The Cavaliers of the North,' 
answered Murray, ‘ if not up already, 
await but the presence of that traitor Sy- 
denham: Laucashiie, Clieshire, Perby- 
shirc, and Yorkshire, arc iiiiiiihercd, and 
pledged to rise.’ ‘ Wliere, — where U 
Snell?’ cried Cromwell. ‘ Let him march, 
— ^march forward instantly,— and, He 
ended not the sentence, but clencbcd his 
fist, and paced the room from side to side, 
like a wild beast. ‘Sir Harry Slingsby 
and Dr. Huct, — ’ said Caryfort. ‘ Ah, 
—what of them?’ cried Oliver, stopping 
short, ‘ arc they, — ’ ‘ Traitors I' replied 
Murray; ‘ and Mordauntls closely impli- 
cated ' ‘ Are they, — are they fast in pri- 
(Ton, by the neck and heels?’ said the 
Protector, ‘ Yea ; but worse than all/ 
said the Peer, ‘ Orniand is know'n to be 
in £ng]an\jl, yet he is in dai'Hcr hiding 
than we can penetrate.’ ‘ Set a reward 
japou his head, and anotlier on Syden- 
ham/ cried Cromwell. fGod give me 
patience, this is; news indeed!- Slingsby! 
iluet ! they arc friends of Uie president, 
—Bradshaw'! where is ho? and Waller! 
Haslerigg! Lambert f and Fairfax ! The 


Lord’s vengeance over, —overtake them.* 
He sat down again in his chair, nearly 
overcome with the strength of his own 
passions, and the' sweat coursed down hU 
brow like drops of rain down a window 
pane.” , 

Some further communion ensue?,— 

Croniw*‘U seemed now to be seueed 
with a kind of lethargy, which usually 
succeeded to die delirium of his passion; 
he leaned upon the amis of the chair, 
and for some time spoke no word; his 
<H)mpanioiis also preserved silence : it was 
B considerable space bidbre he resumed 
his self-possession, gradually aw'akeniiig 
from his disorder, as U' from a sound 
steep. Wlieii he raised his eyes and bc- 
helil Car>foi't. he put his band to his 
brow', as if striving to recall someliiing 
p.ist to ills recollection, and then bow'ed 
liis head in token of reiuembraiicc. He 
spoke slowly, but autlibly. ‘ Hie \e strait 
to Wliiteliali, — bid colonel Snell march,— 
march on tow'ards Cheshire, — bid him 
take possession, by fair ineutis or foul, of 
the president’s house;— gi\e him, Car}'- 
fort, what other instriictiuns you may, by 
the revelation of the Lord, he enabled. — 
Wutcb, and bleep not, for the enemy are 
at hand ; and lot that rani, Sydciiiiam, be 
taken in the thicket, to be offered np as it 
were, a sacrifice, instead of the blood of 
our Isaacs, — the people of the laud.’ ” 

We have not noticed the love scencsi 
in this story, though they ore well 
drawn ; and tlie heroine, Hester Brad’- 
shaw^ is truly beautiriii. A good re- 
lief of the eornie also runs tlirougli the 
volumes ; and we have no hesitation 
in ranking tliom in the nearest row to 
the Wizard of tlie North. The Caralkr 
is indeed a very excellent romance, 
and as siieli we recommend it. Among 
it’s many other luoj its w o have poetry ; 
and tlie following example attached to 
the death of the Sir Norman above 
mentioned, show it’s quality. 

“ In the first battle with the Welsh, he 
commanded the van division uuder Ed- 
ward, and routed the mountaineers with 
great slaughter ; but to the great grief of 
the King, and all true Knights, Tie was 
himself slain by an arrow, sliot at random 
by the enemy, on tlic close of the figlit. 
He W'as observed to be thoughtful, and al- 
most wild in his demeanour, from the time 
that he joined the King at tiic rendez- 
vous ; spoke liftle to any one but bis friend 
Sir Hugh Molyneqx, who was much in the 
same coiulition ; and if questioned widi 
too milch pertinaeij^, lie turned fiercely 
on the querist, ov iied without speaking. 
In his bnrgonet, lie wore the bcaiititiil 
tresses of a lady’s hair; and frequently 
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he was seen stamping on the ground, and 
muttering to himself, as if in a fit offrensy. 
He became more sedate on the evening 
previous to tlio battle, and requested 
the command of the van division from 
Edward, who granted it, with a caution 
to take care of himself. Ho smiled bit* 
terly, and retired. The next morning, he 
was * stirring with tlie lark,' and had at- 
tacked and routed the enemy, and was 
brought iu a corpse, before the King had 
imagined he harl inarched from the ren- 
dezvous. 

Afler his death, his friend Sir Hugh 
Molyiieux, in stripping him of liis armour, 
found an esquissc, of which the following 
is a translation, « carefully placed in Ins 
breast 

The moonshine sparkled on the wall. 
On the wall of llie abbey that's ruin'd 
and bare; 

And the dusky light in the desert hail, 
Sliow’d that she I loved was there. 

I Hew to m‘y own dear Adeliuc ; 

My Adeline welcomed her faitliful 
knight ; 

We reposed by the side of Saint Cuthbert’s 
shrine, 

And we talk’d of the coming fight. 

All ! how shall I live when tliou art gone? 

To-morrow’s wind thy pliiuie will wave; 
An<l yon bright moon lliat sees ns now, 
May light my Norinaii’s grave. 

X smilet! whilst I watch'd the playful 
beam ; 

The beam as it shot through the broken 
wall, 


For it danced on the shrine of the patron 
saint. 

And spangled his sable pall. 

Hark ! Hark ! Do you hear ? cried Ade- 
line, 

'Tis the groan of Death that comes 
from the tomb ; 

Again ! now a third ! see, behold the 
shrine ! 

Ah I it opens it's yawning womb ; 

I beheld with affright the tomb was rent’ 

And the corpse of St. Ciithbert 1 dimly 
descried ; 

In his hand was the crosier in life lie 
sway'd, 

Whilst hollowly thus he cried : — 

^ Sir Nornuiii, prepare to meet tliy doom ; 

Thy duoin will in battle, w'itli victory 
come ; 

Neither mail of proof, nor a maiden's 
love, 

Can shield tlicc from the tomb.' 

The spectre sank and the marble eloseil ; 

The inomiinent closed on his boneless 
* head ;

COVERT GARDEN. 


Oct. 17 . Tbitil this evening we 
have had but little to record in the way 
of novelty ; previous, however, to no- 
ticing the attractions of to-night, we 
must pay our respects to the new per- 
formers. A Mr. Meadows, from Bath, 
having made a most successful debut 
as Scrub, in The Beaux' Stratagem,'* 
ba.s since appeared in one or two other 
parts with equally distinguished appro- 
bation. This gentleman, who seems 
more fitted for Mr. Harley's line of cha- 
racters tlian any other’s on the stage, 
will, we doubt not, very speedily be- 
come a valuable performer, and a po- 
pular favourite, and we very sincerely 
eongratulato the managers of Govent 
t^arden upon their acquisition of his 
talciiU to their already powerful Com- 
pany. Wo ought indeed to have re- 
''eollected Pldce atix Dames! blit the 
gentleman having made a prior ap- 
pearance, our gallantj^ wailed upon 
<»ur lueifiory. Mrs. Brudeuell, from 
th^ iUaytriarkct, for we understand 
that this lady is a Mrs. and not a Miss^ 


has appeared here as Mrs, Haller, to 
Young's Stranger: and fully justitied 
all the warm expectations excited by 
her previous perforuiaiices. 8hc is 
certainly not yet a first rate tragic 
actress, but she already approaches 
nearer to Miss O'Neill than any of 
that lady's successors ; and study and 
perscverancQtwill, we think, rapidly 
add all that is yet deficient. 

This evening, however, introduced 
what we must perforce accept as a no- 
velty, in the absence of more legiti- 
mate pretensions ; by the revival of 
^^TheExilc,'* extended by songs, duets, 
chorusses, inarelies and counter- 
marches, from three acts to four. This 
Play, founded on Madame Cottin's 
popular novel of Elizabeth, was brought 
forward sotno years since with extraor- 
dinary success, and was rcmarkj||^ly 
fortunate in it’s performers. Young, 
who had already Attracted great no- 
tice at the Haymarket, made his first 
appearance as Daran, and by his ad - 
mii'Wblfi vigour' oad feeling, confirmed 
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his fame. Mrs. Dickons, then in the 
liei,"ht of her powers, was Katherine. 
I'he sonjj^s hmi heen composed for her 
powerful and rapid execution, and the 
pcifonnanco of this part was ainon^ 
the ablest and most effective of tfie 
vocal successes of the stuiii^c. The 
other leading performers were persons 
either established, or risin*;^ into re- 
putation ; and the l?lay, the authorship 
of itv ynoids, uiKMjiii vocally triumphed. 
To niirht Voiinj^ resumed Damn, and 
sijstfiined itw'itli groat force and in- 
terest. Ilis rescue of Alexma, (Miss 
I'ootc^) from her i?nportunale admirer 
atjd persecutor, and his pleading her 
lUHi.so before the Empress, were spi- 
rited displays of acting and declama- 
tion ; and he was loudly and de- 
servedly applauded. Farrcn was the 
Governor, and a very happy por- 
tiaitiiro of the quaint humour, and 
military etiquette of the vcleian: he 
looked, indeed, a moving portrait of 
Frederick the (Jreat. Liston was 
Darort Altradoff, with little t(j do, ex- 
cept to exhibit his merriment in the 
caricature of an ftalian song, which 
lie managed very well. Miss Foote 
w'as tender and timid to the full requi- 
.sitions of the part, and Mrs. Faucit, 
as the Empress, looked all majesty 
and ermine. Katharine was a Mrs. 
Tennant, her first appearance here, 
and a tolerably favourable one. — Our 
leaders may remember that s'mc last 
season appeared at tlie Adelpl i. and 
W'as formerly a favourite Concert 
Singer. She has u^good voice, though 


her fare and figure are but ill calcu- 
lated for the h<‘roines of the stage.- 
liut the* Ctfnosare of the night was tliO 
Coronation. This was preceded by ^ 

S roccs.sion of the Deputi<*.s fnmi the 
kUssian Provinces, and the Amhas- 
satlors from the Kuropran Courts. 
The description of their varicij of 
tumes would be unprofitable to our 
leaders ; but all those who desire to 
be enraptured with silks and criiiine, 
plumes and helmets, Chinisc dragons 
and Circassian bouts, in Impciial su- 
perfluity, let them see The Exile. First 
came Russian body guards, then mi- 
litary of other corps ; the Tartars were 
headed by a horseman who caracoled 
bis charge in a very haL»Noinc style : 
various other cavalry, and last her Rm- 
presship, riding in a superb Car, drawn 
by six ncigliing chargers. The Coro- 
nation scene then opened : we have 
observed . notin' iig more beautiful in 
stage perspective than this scene. It 
extended to an extreme d(‘ptli, and 
was highly furnished with chandelieis 
and banners. The cciemoiiy of the 
Clowning was so much like what 
has l>C(;n lately exliibilcd in every form 
before the public, that it is incapable 
of novelty in the description. A ciirn- 
son carpel covered tiu; entire floor of 
the singe, and the efl'cet was most 
complete ; the; audience were charmed, 
and the whole pageantry of Ihc Exile 
supplied a striking proof of the ele- 
gance, variety, mid inagnifii'ene.e to 
which w'c have attained in the di c'.o- 
ration of the stage.

HAYMARKET. 


Oct; 10. We have liad nothing to 
notice at this House in the shape of 
novelty very recently, except a few 
introductions and revivals, which have, 
however, all proved com])lctoly suc- 
cessful. Bishop’s adaptation of The 
Alarriage of Figaro,^*, which, by the 
l>ye,^o ought to have noticed Iasi 
iiumth, has experienced a degree of 
popularity beyond any earlier musical 
pcrfonnance of tlic^ season. Mi;9s 


Carew sang delightfully as the Coun- 
tess, and was equally well supported 
by Miss R. Corri in Susatuta. Mrs. 
Cjiatterlcy's Page was 'perhaps rather 
too dashing An exhibition^ though wc 
Sfiai^ly know if that is a fault; and 
sustained bis originar diaracter 
with due vivacity. De 
Camp made A tolerable Figaro, 
and Taylcure a' good drunken gar- 
dAhor, the more subordinate , parts 
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all well filled, and Mozart's 
beautiful musie was very correctly 
executed throuf-hout 

Coltnairs “ jealous Wife'^ has also 
been bronjrht out here with much 
elTect; due, liowcver, almost solely to 
the I*lay, for, with the cxceptioii of 
some very few of the performers, wo 
canuot eonseioiitiously say much for 
them. Terry’s Major Oakley^ Do 
Camp's Lord Trhdiet^ Williams* Rus- 
set, and Miss IbMce as Lady Frcelove^ 
Were all excellent ; but all the re- 
mainder, ev('ri including the Jealous 
by Mrs. Johnson, and her for- 
husband by Mn Conway, wx‘rc 
not performances for a Theatre Royal. 
We iTiueli wonder, tJiat the part of the 
heroine was not jjivcii to Mrs. Chat- 
tcrley, who would, we are certain, be 
found peculiarly clHcient in that dilKr 
cult charact(?r. 

After importing “ The Marriage of 
Figaro'* from Covont Glanleii, “ Roh 
Roy" was also introduced here to- 
iiijfhl. Tiiis Ojx ra has now been po- 
pular for a considerable time ; and it*s 
natural, vi^oious, and inlorcstiu}; 
qualities, are sullicicnt to j;ivc ciislinc- 
tioij to any work in wdiieh they may be 
found. Tiie cast of characters was 
filled with the principal comic aud 
operatic force of the Company, and 
Terry w as Roh Roy. De fJamp, Mtmr 
Calbraith; Tayleure, (he Raillie; Wil- 
liams, O/rca ; i\us}Av\.\, Dagtdd; Mrs, 
Johnson, /ie/en ; Mi.Mi Carew, Diana 
Vernon ; and Ltoni Lee, Frances 
Osbaldistcn. The performance w'as 
carried on wdth spirit, and very fre- 
quently applauded. Mrs. Johusoii 
made a clever IJeleti, bold and eha- 
racterislic, but very inferior to her 
contemporaries, Mrs. Faucit and Mrs. 
Kgenoii. It was certainly the mis- 
fortune of the present representHtion, 
that the play has hoen exhibited ajt 
other Theatres, until the resi}cclivo 
parts have been identiiied with indi- 
viduals. Terry's Roh Roy diflerin*; of 
course from Mr. Macn^ady's om;r- 
gelic delineation, seemed to deviate 
from natuie, and yet his actiiii^ was 
iinahcctedly powerful, ami in many 
instances deserving^ of every culo- 
g:ium. Miss Carew's singiiig was of 
it’s usual sweetness; but why will 
" she not cdudescciid to proaoujtioe her 
words? Lee's voice was fuller than 
usual ; but his sliake requires the 
most li^ligcnt amcridnleut. Tayleure 
was a lively Bailtie Jarvic, but hp 


ought to leairn Scotch as speedily as 
possible. In criticising the perform- 
ance of an Opera, however, in iJio 
production of which all the lavish ex- 
penditure, and distinguished talent of 
Covent Ganlen was exhausted, wo 
arc bound to he lenient, wdiere the 
capabilities are so much reduced ; and 
it is but jusiicc therefore to ob.servc, 
that the pit^cc Is well acted, well got 
up, and has been several times rc- 
I cated, amidst the aeolaoiatiOiis of 
overdowing audiences. 

OcT‘ IS. *• Rrcry one has his Faulf^ 
was revived here to-nigJd. Thiswa.s 
perhaps the most po])iiiar Comedy of 
one of the most popular writers of 
her day, Mrs. lucdibald, and it ha.s 
suflicieut intiinsic merit to sustain it 
now, when it's novelty is no more. 
This Play is more remarkable for 
te]uleriie.ss than vigour. It bears the 
evidence of a ft'intdc pen ; for it is 
delicate and graceful ; but eimraotcr 
is often sacriliccd to this .feminine 
delicacy, and ihc interest of Uie Play 
is sometimes impeded by the anxiety 
to detect goodness in all it's per- 
sonages. Nothing but tlic uncpies- 
tiom;d and nnrpiestionabic magic of 
the stage could cilect this bcneliccnt 
trick, for some of those individuals are 
of rather sterner stutf than to be easily 
melted into the mould of human kind- 
ness. The plot is simple, LordlS'or- 
land (Younger) i.s a harsh fiither, who 
has expelled Ids only daughter (Mrs. 
Chattcrle}) for making an injudicious 
alliance. The daiiglitcr and her hus- 
band, Captain Irwin, (Conway,) are 
driven to extremity by Want, and 
Irwin, in a frenzy of passion and 
despair, attacks his fr*ther-in-law in 
the face of day, and robs him. The. 
wretched wife is driven into double 
terror and uii.sery by this proof of her 
husband's g^iJt. This scene was 
painfully interesting, and Conway's 
acting was more than usually ani- 
mated, natural, and pathetic. His 
forcing the notes on his wife, his 
reluctance to acknowledge the mode 
which they were obtained, and his 
final burst of indignation against the 
cruelty that had undone him and hi.s, 
were received with loud plaudits. 
But there is an unexpected source of 
reconciliation. Lord Norland luid 
adopted the child of his daughter, 
which was supposed to have been lost 
in infancy. The protege meets hi.s 
molther, feels the impulses of natural 
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ancctinn, and decides to adhere to her 
tliroij}(h jrood and evil. Lord Norland 
touelicd by this {^onerous fcoliiijj:, and 
tiic prc.senco of his exiled daughter, 
at lenteth Rives way, and consents to 
receive the whole unliappy and over- 
thrown family into his mansion. The 
underplot is toterably spirited and 
diversified. Sir Robert Itmnblc, (John- 
son) is a man of fortune and dissipa- 
tion; his wife has obtained a divorce 
and resides with her Ruardian, Lord 
Norland^ whose first occupation seems 
to be that of finding another match for 
hcjr. Mr, Harmony, extremefy well 
played by Terry, is an universal 
peace-maker, whose labour in life is 
to reconcile people to each other, l*y 
tl|c invention of compliineulary opi> 
nions for them. The catastrophe 
brings all the characters forw'^ard, 
without much confiadiction of nature, 
and it ends in a general suhmission to 
matrimony, Irwin and his wife, na 


foremost in the' interest and sorrows 
of the play, are lirst in it’s joys. Sir 
Robert, and his former lady, are deter- 
mined on matrimony once more. Mr, 
Solus, (Oxberry) an old bachelor, is 
drawn in hy this matrimonial current, 
and marries Miss Spinster, (Mrs. 
Pearce,) a fantastic ola w'oman, in a 
hoop. Mr. Placid (Bakcr^ resolves 
to endure his Xontippe still longer, 
and Harmony is the only remnant of 
single life that pn^serves his liberty. 
The acting w’as altogether spirited, 
and w'hcti the next perforinanee was 
announced, the notice was rci-eivcd 
with very general and very loud ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Johnson from the iiristol Thea- 
tre, who miidc his debut as Sir Robert 
if appears likely to be an useful 
performer in fhe style of Jones, but will 
rcf|iijre much London drilling before 
he is at all equal to tliat gentleman.

MONTHLY MEMOKANDA. 


THE king’s visit TO THE CONTINENT. 

ON Monday, September 24tU, the King 
left (’arlton Palace for K.Tmsgatc, es- 
corted by a large party of Lancer^.^ In 
passing through the i^ark, liis M<^esty' 
was greeted with the loudest acclama- 
tions from tiie populace, and as the car- 
riage passed through the Horse Guards, 
the Life Guards were drawn up in a line, 
and gave a royal salute. — As his Majesty 
passed Shooter’s Hill, the horse and foot 
artillery, the 4dth .regiment, and royal 
marines, were drawn out in single 
lines, on ^ach .side of the road. A 
great uunihcr of persims had also as- 
sembled fioni the neighbouring country 
to greet the King as lie passed, and his 
IMajesty seemed higlily gratified by this 
mark of respectful attention, freipiently 
taking otr his travelling ca]), and b*>\ving 
most graciously to llic assembled Jiiulii- 
iude. 

His ATaje.sty arrived at Rochester about 
four o’clock, where he was recehed ivitli 
every deuiunstration of loyally. Flags 
were hung out at different s tat ions^ the bclis 
were rung, and the roads and streets Were 
literally lined with people, 'i'he Corpo- 
ration w'erc ill attendance; and the whole 
formed a scene of the most gratityiiig en- 
thusiasm. When the Kin,!^ loft Koches- 
ter, the \Vcst Kent Ycomamy fell into the 
roar of the carriage, and thus accompa- 
nied tiieir Sovereign. — At iSittingboiiriie, 
as well as on the fine hills near it, im- 
mense niiiiiber.s were assembled, and the 
greatest loyalty was displuyed.— The pre- 
[laratioiis made at Canterbury to give ef- 
lect to his Majesty’s reception wore tnost 
extensive. By twelve o dock the door 
ways and windows of almost evei'Vhdute^ 
in the niuiui^reet weie literally ^vCred 
with fresh and large oak-boughs*. ’Hie 
feet produced by this novel sight was 
delightful in the extreme. The street 
was covered with new gravel. The East 
Kent Yeomanry, umlcr the command of 
Mi Edward KnatehbuJi, Bart. M.J‘. were 
In Mtendanee, fiiliy e.ijuipped. The crowds 


as.sembied, of ladies as well as gi ntlemcn, 
to meet his Majesty, were immense, 'fhe 
Corporation woic in attendance soon after 
noon, but it » as intimated to them that time 
would prevent his xMajesiy from receiving 
here, as well as elsewhere, the dutiful 
addresses of his loyaksubjects. His Ma- 
jesty reached Sir/wm. Curtis’s residence 
at Ramsgate a little after eight o’clock, 
and dined with the worthy Baronet. The 
town was splendidly illtinniiatcd, and the 
streets covered with tiiuinphal arches. 
On Tuesday morning, a little after ten 
o’clock, his Majesty proceeded from Cliff 
Lodge Co the shore, in 'the best health 
and, spirits, and w'ent on board the Royal 
Geprge, amidst the loudest acclainationH 
of tens of thousands. Previous to eni- 
harkiug, liis Majesty reccivoil an addrc.s.s 
from the iiiliabitants and visitors of Rams- 
gate. 

His Majesty lamled at Tal.-iis by half 
past four o’clock on Tuesday, where he 
was received by the French aiithorilieK 
ill suitable .stylo, and welcomed with tlio 
utmost enihu.sia.<m by the British resi- 
dent, s at Calais, as well as those of Bou- 
logne, who cainc in crowds to witness tUo 
landing of his Majesty. 

On Wednesday, September 26th, liis 
Majesty proceeded to Jdllo, and on Thurs- 
day to Brussels, where the King remained 
for several days, and was escorted to the 
various public departnicnts, &:c. by the 
Royal Family of the Netherlands. On 
Monday, October 1st, his Majesty left 
BiTis.se)s, and on his route visited the me- 
morable field of Waterloo, in (^mipany 
witli the Duke OfW’'eUiiig!on, under whose 
command the military went through the 
various avoliitious of that distinguished 
battlO. After journeying with every speed, 
w|iic1i the wretched state of the roads 
.would permit, the King at length entered 
Hjliii'QYer at nine at niidlt», on Monday, 
O^Otober 6th, wheue his Miije$ty was met 
bjy his Roy'al Brotlur, the Duke of (’am- ' 
Dfidge, tSL'c. and tbv; piincipal authorities; 
and received by the a.ssembled thousands 
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with tbo loudest acclamations of delight. 
His Majesty completed liis very rapid and 
dilBcult journey without cxpericMicing any 
material fatigue, and arrived at Hanover 
in the best possible health and spirits. 
The rapidity of the King's travelling was 
so great as to occasion tiie greatest exer> 
tioiis necessary on the part of the Mar- 

S uis of Londonderry, and Sir Bern. Bloom- 
eld, to keep snflicieiitly forward to make 
the requisite prepai'atioiis for his Ma- 
jesty’s approach. 

It is we believe not generally known, 
Jthatwlieii His Majesty’s yacht was en- 
deavouring to double the Lands-eiid, on 
the return from Ireland, the weather was 
terrefic ; it blew a hurricane, and seemed 
setting in. Sir Charles Paget told the 
King that he would not be answerable 
for the consequences of persevering. His 
Majesty said, **.Peget, do nothing hut 
what is right; act as you would do if 1 
wefh not here/'. 

Ill altering the course to run for Mil- 
ford, a thick fOg came on, and 
possible to see a ship’s leugth , tlie gale 
increased, and Sir Charles, naturally 
anxious in having a charge so precious in 
liis care as our In-lcived King, again felt 
it his duty to state the danger in which he 
thought the vessel. His Majesty received 
the column nieation with the greatest cool- 
ness, and again desired him nut to think 
about hiiti. 

.Still the weather grew worse, and while 
the yacht was under liare poles, or nearly 
so, a sea struck her wheel, and unshippea 
her tiller ropes ; to any person acquainted 
with nautical matters this oceiiirence, in 
a storm, needs no i tniiark ; and Sir Charles 
felt it his duly, not able himself to quit 
the deck, to desp,iteh an officer to report 
tlie aecidi'nt to the King. Tell Paget,” 
Slid the Monarah, that 1 am quite sa- 
tisfied in having as gallant nnd skilful 
officers, and as active u crew as Europe 
can produce,- for the rest we must rely 
upon Providence.” 

Similar fortitude and presence, of mind 
marked his Majesty’s conduct in his short 
excursion to Calais: when the yacht ’ar- 
rived oft' that port, it w as blow iiig hard, 
with a heavy sea ruiifiing, the wu\e.s roll- 
ing in struck her oil the weather side, and 
dashed furiously over lier quai ter-deerk. 
It was reported that as his Majesty’s b<irge 
was not arrived, and no means of ensuring 
a .safe landing were at hand, they must 
atand out to sea for the night. Tbo King 
asked if there was no French fioat. a 
French fishing-boat was dahcing be’tbre 
tlie yacht at the moment; the. people of- ' 
fered their services. Sir Edmund Nagle 
and Sir OMhrles Paget, both experienced 
naval officers,' wished to' deter his Ma- 
jesty from i(oiiig, but he called to tlm 
Freiicbmea in their own language, and 
asked them if they could carry him’ safe 


ashore ; they affirmed that they couM : 
upon whicii his Majesty, turning witli a 
smile to his nautical attendants, siid, 
“ Come, — I am quite sure yo« don*t min I 
a tltu'king,** ; and instantly went down 
the side, — they of course followed. 

The h at having got entaugled in 
some ropes which were adrift, a sea 
completely washed the whole crew. Sir 
Charles Paget, alarmed for the King, 
was about to seize tho lielm, when the 
King,, touching his arm, said. Be quiet, 
my good friend, leave the French men to 
manaM their own boat in their own way, 
and I’U be bound tor them, they shall 
land us sate*” They however struck three 
times on the bar, and were very nearly 
ewramped. ' . 

The Whaler. Fame, having returned to 
Hull, Capt. Scoresby h.is^ conlinned «all 
that was previously stated respecting the 
important advantages to be deriv<‘d from 
the Use of the Congreve Kockets in the 
Whale Fishery. The Paine has brought 
home nine fish, in thc«cuptijre of the 
whole of w^hich iiif* rockets were success- 
fully employed, after being' struck by 
which the largest whale' became an easy 
pr^ to it’s pursuers. In one case, insUrit 
death was produced by a single rocket, 
and in all eases the speed was iniicli di- 
minished, and it's power of sinking li- 
mited to three or four fathoms. One of 
the largest finiiers, of one htimlied feet 
injength, a species oflisli seldom attacked 
by the ordinary means, and of tlie rap- 
ture of which there is scarcely an instance 
on record, in the nortlicrn seas, was im- 
niediately tamed by a discharge ofroekets, 
80 that the boats overtook and sutTouiuled ^ 
it with ease. Six out of the nine fish died ’ 
in less than fifteen ininute.s ; and live out 
of the niimher took out no line, at all. One 
only survived nearly twoiiours, and one 
only took out more than one line, hy 
getting into a pack of ice, where the boals 
C^uld not follow. The peculiar valin? and 
importance of the rocket in the ii.Mli(‘ries, 
is, that by means of it, .all the destniciive 
effects of a s'livf, or even a tw'clve poiiiider 
piece of artillery, both as to penetration, 
explosion, force, and internal fire, calcu- 
lated to accelerate the death of the fish, 
may be given with an up[>^iratiis not liea- 
vier than a musquet, and, without any 
shock or re- action on the boat; whereas, 
it is pbvious that no boat applicable to tlie 
Fishery of the Whale can ever be made 
capable of sustaining the shock necessary 
to prepuce the same, or any thing like 
the of the. six or twelve-pound 

sb^ll, by the ordinary means of artillery. 

In fact, nothing larger than the har|M>on- 
gua could bo applied ; and the missile 
whicliL could be discharged from .such an 
iniplement, could neither have jicnetru- 
tion, uor explosive force, sufficient to do 
any serious injury to Uie fi^b.

after a lingering illness from anasarca, 


Tliomas Cnsac, Esq, universally lament- 
ed s and' in whom tlie scholar, patriot, 
friend, and gcMitieman, tt^ic eminently 
pnited. His losearches into . rveral ab- 
struse branches of; science were deep, 
particularly into the nature of Comets 
tfie result of which, we understand, will 
be made public, and the outline of which 
theory is as follow : — He supposes them 
to be globes of water : on their peri- 
helion, the sun’s rays, striking on the 
vast mass of water, converge to the 
centre, diverpng forward after decus- 
sation. In this state tlicy emerge from 
the liqujid globe, and ^form the pheno- 
menon in the Iteavens culled Uie Comet’s 
Tall. As to the Use of these heavenly 
bodies, he thinks they aro designed to 
give a due temperature to our systeiq. 
Should this hypothesis even j[»rove erro- 
-naoos, it shews a sublimity of genius, 
and must rank the aiitlior high among 
the greatest philosophers, and excite 
anew all the Scientihe of Europe to a 
reconsideration of the important subject. 
He has also left some interesting tracts 
relative to the History of Britain and 
Ireland several ceiitiines before Christ, 
and previous to the entriince of Alex- 
ander the Great into Babylon ; ifi whose 
reign King Fergus, having conquered the 
northern part of this island, then called 
Albany, became Sovereign of the two 
Scotias ; wherein the long disputed 
question, whether a feudal union of the 
three countries then existed, or if one 
was considered as paramount over the 
rest? is impartially examined. His re- 
searches upon the subject seem to have 
indicated his intention of writing the 
history of both Islands prior to the time of 
Alexander, and must prove a most va- 
tuahle aeqidsitioD to a future historian. 
Tacitus, the ^ Icelandic and Norwegian 
Chronicles, appear as his chief guides in 
this laborious pursuit, that sgemed to dis-« 
courage all previous investi^tiou. There 
are also some dramatic pieces founded 
on the great events of the remote age 
before stated, and which may ultimately 
once more resent our three kingdoips 
•n their ancient pinnacle of grandeur.

MONGST those ^^9-^ 

lin«'uishcd individuals,' of lAhoiti 
Great Rritain has such just reasons 
to he proud, for elcvuiiiii^ her fame 
in the liiiiks of art and science far 
aliovo all contemporary kingdoms, 
the subject of fills brief notice is one 
of Uie most cclchrated ; and fhcmotiu- 
nieiits of liis ability are suck as must 
transmit liis name to all posterity. 
They must remain coeval willi the 
existence of the land w'hieh they adorn 
and iligiiify ; and must excite admira- 
tion in tile rciiiotcslagcs of her future 
history. ^ 

JOHN RENNIE, Esij. was horn 
June Itli, 17CI, at tlio small tillage of 
J'reston Kirk, in the county of liast 
Lolliian, Seofland ; and was the 
youngest of a famil}’^ of nine eliililren. 
He liad the misfortune to lose his 
father, a must respectable and exten- 
sive fanner, at the early age of liv.c 
}eais, aiul suhseipieiitiy aequiicd a 
taste for ineeliuiiieal pui suits by ihe 
mere aeiRdent of becoming aequakil- 
ed with the sons of M r. Andrew jiVliekle, 
the inventor of the thrashing machine, 
who tenanted *a mill upq^ the estate, 
and whose talents were brought into 
action by Mr. Georgi* Kcnnic.of Rlian- 
tassJe, the elder bi other of .fohii, and 
Jiiiich eelehratcd as an ngrienltniist. 
V oung Rennie’s whole delight consist- 
<•<1 in watching the labours of Mr. Mic- 
kle, but he never neglected his studies 
in eonsciiuencc : on the eonliar} , his 
ardour bir llio scieiiee.s enereased to 
such uu extent, that he did notfur£>ake 


liis schools until lie could ar4|iiire no 
more instnudiou^ and such was the 
’rapidity of his progress, that licfai oiit- 
'Strijipcd the whole of his rompanion.s. 
At the age of eighteen he went to 
* Edinburgh, and there actpiircil fresh 
knwledgc under Pro.'essors Jilaek 
and ilphison, ofthat universJly ; with 
the latter of whom he formed an in- 
timacy which led to his inti otiuet ion to 
. Messrs. Boulton anil Watt, into whose 
service he entered about llie year 
1784; having, however, prcAioiisly 
creeled severalniill.s vvilli Jireateredit 
to his abilities. Mcsm s. Ibmlton and 
long ill iliscoveriiig his 
extiaordinary merit, and employed 
him, in eonjunctioii wiili themselves, 
to erect the Albion Mills, at Blaek'- 
liiars, planning and e\4‘eniing the 
inaebiiiery, whieli w as driven l>,> two 
steam engines of fonsiderable p4»\ver, 
and then ronspleied the lines! mill 
work ill exihtf'iiee. Tim whole wen*, 
however, destro3ed by liie in the- year 
17111, when Mr. i.iile eoniinenei d 
business on bis ^owii aeeoiinl, and 
soon afterw ards eonimeneedhis career 
as Civil Engineer to the (binan Canal, 
so remarkable Ibr the veiy exliaonli- 
naiy labour e.ml liinienttv rerpiiied in 
it’s eieclioii ; and iJie J.aiieaster Canal, 
famous for it’s aqiu'duet over the River 
Liifio; ev«Ty particular of wdiich is 
given in livcs^s Vlnctiivlopcdifty article 
Cunttl. 

Mr. Rennie tnanied, early in life. 
Miss Maekinlo.sh, a beautilul young 
Judy, whom he IgmI tin* misforliine 
to lose some -ycais since, but who 
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left liiin an iiitcrestirij^ and accoin- 
plislicd family. TJicy have now to 
lament the loss of a second parent, 
who, tlron^^h possessed of a eoiisti- 
tution and frame so robust as to jfivc 
the promise of a lon^i^ life, sunk un- 
der an unexpected attack at the early 
aj^e of sixty. 

The death of Mr. Ilcnnie is, indeed, 
a national calamity ; and his loss can- 
not be adequately supplied by any liv- 
ing; artist with whom wo are acquaint- 
ed ; for, thoiij^h we have many a hie en- 
gineers, we know of none wlio so cini- 
nently possess solidity of judgment 
with profound knowledge ; and who 
are gifted with thelmppy tact of apply- 
ing to every situation, ^\liere he was 
called upon to <‘\ert his faeullies, the 
precise form of remedy that was w ant- 
ing to the existing evil. Whether it 
was to stem the torrent and violence 
of the most boisterous sea to make 
new hui hours, or to render tliose safe 
which were lieforc dangerous or in- 
accessible to redrM'iu districts of 
fruilfnl land from tisc (‘neroaehnients 
of the ocean, or to deii\er Hum from 
the pest ileiKJO of the siagimnl marsli ; 
— to ln>el hills, and to unite them by 
fUJiiedurts or arches, or hy e;ribank- 
inent to raise the valley betw een them ; 
— to make bridges that fcir beauty sur- 
})fiss all others, and that for strength 
seem destined to endure to the latest 
posterity ; — Mr. I<<*nnie had tio rival. 
Every part of the united kingoum pos- 
sesses inoniimeuts of his glory, and 
tliey are as stupcnd<ins as they are 
iis(>fol. They will prer.ejit to our (child- 
ren's children objects of admiration 
fr>i‘ their grandeur, and of gratitude 
for their utility. CoiiiParc the works 
of Mr. Keniiie with the most huasted 
exploits of the iMcneli < ngiiiecrs, and 
mark how they lower a I ovc tlirm all. 
Compare the Bre,*!. wafer at PI v mouth 
with the Cassoons aKiherhoiirg any 
one ofliis Canals with that of Oiirke; 
and his Walerloo-bridge with that of 
Nuill}"; and our eonntry may justly 
glory in the comparison. Their supe- 
riority is acknowledged by e\cry libe- 
ral frenchman; and VJ. liiipin, w Imis 

well (jualiticd to do justice lii^ 
merits, has, in a Eoticr ytvrofvqjquc 
respectinghim,addicssed to the iloyal 
Institute of France, paid a litbute to 
the virtues and amiable qiiaiities of 
Mr, Rennie, and given a brief, but 
maslcily, account of his princinal 
works, * 


“ Mr. Rennie," says M, Oupin, 
“ raised liirnsclf by his merit alone. 
In a country in which education is 
gcneial, he received from his infancy 
the beiielit.of i list ruction, whirh he 
afterwards knew how to appreciate. 

“ Scotland has the glory of having 
produced the most of the civil Cfi- 
gincers, who, for nearly a ceriturv, 
have executed the finest monuments 
of the three kingdoms, and the most 
ingenious machines; Janies Watt, 
John Rennie, Thomas Telford, tke. 
seconded with so miieli ability by the 
Nimirios, the Jardincs, and the Ste- 
vensons." 

After enumerating the w'orks exe- 
cuted by Mr. Kennie,for Messrs, Watt 
and Boulton, and his application of 
steam to machinery for clearing ca- 
nals, he observes — 

. “ Mr. Rennie learned immediately 
from Smeaton the art of directing 
hydraulical constructions ; he formed 
himself by the counsels and example 
of that great engineer, and by the 
study of the works of a master whom 
he was to equal in some respects, 
and surpass in many others.” 

M. Biipin then alludes to the Fast 
India, the London, and the West 
India Docks, and observes, — 

** At the very moment he was 
snatched from ns by death, he w'an 
busied in finishing a new construc- 
tion, equally ingenious for it's archi- 
tecture ami it's mechanism, Vast 
roofjf, supported hy lofty columns of 
cast iron, present in the middle of 
lln-ir structure aerial roads, on which 
arc; made to run carriages, whose 
mechanism is so contrived, tliaf by 
their unmans enormous mahogany trees, 
kept in these fine niagazim s, iiia\ he 
raised and let down at pleasure. By 
means of this ingenious system, a few 
workmen now execute in a few iiii- 
jiutes wliat re<|uircd formerly wJiolc 
hours, and a number of workmen ” 

Our limits w'ill not allow us to 
follow M. Diipin through his account 
of the various works of Mr. Ronnie. 
Wc cannot, however, omit the fol- 
lowing observations, with which ho 
concludes his notice of the Bi eakwatcr 
of Plymouth: — 

“ This unalterahlc solidity, secured 
by the judiciousness of the forms and 
the prudence of the dimensions, ap- 
pears to us to be the essential and 
distinctive character of the great 
works of Mr. Rennie, This cliarac- 
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tor is parlk’iilarly reinarkalile in tho 
two most bfantil'ul bridges uliicli 
adorn the metropolis of the Ibiiisli 
Empire. 

** J'he Southwark Britijrc is the first 
in Avhich the bold idea of usin^ cast 
iron in solid masses, and of an ext<*iit 
jjreatly surpassinj; that of llu; largest 
stones employed in niches. The arches 
of this bridj^o arc forimal by motall'c 
masses, of a size which could only 
Ifc cast ill a country in which metal- 
lijr'.?y is carried to the highest ile- 
f.vree of, perfeetion. Mr. iJennic de- 
li ved fioin this advanced state of 
industry all the advantaj^:c which it 
could furnish to his talents. When 
we consider the extent and the elc- 
Milion of the areiies of this bridge, 
and the enormity of llie elements of 
M'liieh it is eoinposed, we acquire 
a higher idea of the force of man, 
and we exclaim iiiv<iliintarily, in our 
admiration of this chef (Vcomre^ * this 
is the Eridge of Oiauls V** 

*««*««« 

“ If, from the incalculalile elTcct^ 
of the rcvolntions which cnipiros un- 
dergo, the nations of a future age 
shoiTId demand one day what was 
formeily the New Sidoii, and what 
has become of the Tyre of the West, 
which <'overed with her vessels every 
sea ? — tlic most of the edifices, de- 
voured by a destrueti\e climate, will 
no longer exist to answer tli^ curio- 
.sit\ of man by the voice ol monu- 
ments; but the bridge built by ]?cii- 
nie, in the ccntr(‘ of the commercial 
norld, \\ill .si!l>sist to tell the most 
distant generations, hero was aiieh, 
iiidiistiious, and po^\ eiful city. The 
liinelh r, on beholding tliis .superb 
inonumee.t, will ,sup];ose that some 
great Erince wished, by many years 
of labour, to consecrate for ever the 
glory of Ins life by this imposing 
^tiiu'ture. Eut if tradition in.struct 
the traveller that six vears sulliced 
for the undertaking and Ihii.shing of 
this work ; if he learns that an asso- 
ciation of a niimher of i>iiNatc indi- 
viilual.s was rich enough to defray 
the expense of this colossal nionn- 
ment. worthy of Sesostris or Cccsar, 
he wdll admire still more the nation 
in which similar undertakings could 
be the fruit of the efl'orts of a few 
obscure individuals, lost in the crowd 
of industrious citizens.'* 

Mr. Rennie enlivated his art with 
tlic must enthusiastic ardour, and in-

stead of being merely a theorist, he 
l>repared hinasclf for prarlicnl clfi- 
cieiioy, hy visiting and niimitcly jii- 
specling every work of iiiagnitudc in 
every country (hat bore .siinilitudo 
with those which he might bo called 
upon t eonstriiet. Jlis library 
ahoufided in a rielier collection of 
scientific writings than that of almost 
any individual ; and wo repeat, that 
the loss of such a man is ii reparable. 
Cut oir in tlie full vigour of his mind. 
Ins death would almost seem to sus- 
pend for a time the nmich of na- 
tional improvement, until the just 
fame of his merit .shall animate our 
rising artists to imilatii his great ex- 
ample, and to prepare tlieinseivcs hy 
.study and observation to overcome,’ 
as he did, the most formidable im- 
p<*diments to the progress of hiirnan 
enterprise, of industry, and of en- 
ereased facility in all the arts of life. 
The integij’ty of Mr. Rennie in the 
fii'iilinenl of his labour.s, was equal 
to Jlis genius in the contrivance of 
his plans and machinery. He would 
sullVr none of the modern siihlerfuges 
for real strength to he ro.sorted to by 
the contractors ('mployeil to execute 
what he had undertaken; and every 
thing he did was for fnturity. An 
engineer, unlike an architect, has no 
commission on the ainoimt of bis ex- 
penditure, or Mr. Rennie would have 
been one of the most opulent men in 
England ; for upwards offurty millions 
have been expended nncler his eye. 
Riilhis glory was in IIjc justice of his 
proceedings, and his enjoyment hi Uio 
success of his labours. . It was, in- 
deed, only as a millwright that ho 
engaged himsc'll* to execute the work 
he ))humed, and in this department 
society is indelited to him for so 
economizing "the power of water, as 
to gi\e an enereaso of energy by 
it's specific gra\ily, to the natural 
fall of streams, and to make his mills 
equal to four-fold the produce of those 
winch, before his timc,^epcndcd solely 
on the im))elus of the ciurcnt. His 
largest mills thus work as smoothly 
as clock-woik, and hy the alternate 
contact of wood and iron, are less 
liable to the hazard of lire by friction. 
If the death of such a niaii is a na- 
tional loss, what must it be to his pri- 
vate friends, audio his amiable family ? 
Endeared to all wlio knew him by the 
gentleness of liis temper, the checyful- 
iicss with which he coiumunicatcd the 
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rioJics of his mind, and forw ardt'd tlio 
views of Ihoso who made useful <liseo- 
vcrics or iniprovenieiits in inaehineiy 
or implements, proeurod him universal 
l espeet. He to inventors all tl)o 
beiielits of his experience, removed 
difliciilties wliich had not occurred 
to the author, or sujjfj^ested alterutioiks 
'which adapted the inslrunienl to it’s 
use. jealousy nor self-interest 
ever prevented the exereise of this 
free and unbounded connnunicalion ; 
for the love, of science was, in his 
mind, superior to all iiiereenaiy feel- 
in;r. 

Ju the active exercise of these Vir- 
tues, and of these talents, Mr. Uennie. 
was suddenly seiz( d with a lonjc and 
lifif^crins illness, and died at his 
liouse in Staiiiford-streel,' 151ack- 
friars, on Thursday, Oetoher 4th, 

His remains were deposited in St. 
Pciiirs Cuthcdral ; and among a vast

; of llie Eeyal Aeadomv of Ire- 
land : ol the Koval / iiMiean Society ; 
the Aslroijomical ami 'ogieal So- 
cieties; of tlie Ko)al Soeii'ly of Mu- 
nicri ; and of the Anti<|uaiian S«;ei<*ty ; 
as well as of many other scienlilie in- 
stitutions; which receivi'd aiidilional 
dj.stinetion by <riiol!ing his name 
amongst thbir Membei s.

hut to counterbalance these good <]ua- 
lilies, her deseripliuns arc MTy fre- 
«jucntly one half imaginary, and truth 
and mendacity are so closely inter- 
woven in the warp and v/oof of her 
Ladyship's tapestry, that it would 
require doiibhi llie ingenuity that 
so twisted the fainic, to disenlaiigh;

I had ne\tT troubled luysilf about 
Lady Morgan; but I cannot palienlly 
think of a vnlinninous work like 
“ //fl/i/," w'litten h\ a female, and pro- 
fessedly for publication, eontaiiiing 
v\Jthiu it’s pages a seiies of hcaitless 
slanders upon all tliat is great and 
good; and an attempt! d \ iinijealion 
of all that is infamous and impure.

Not to be- 
stow instruction, but to purvey lo the

The Lle- 
jialle Kof^ister, from whieli t}?e whole 
of this e(lif>in.i!j hi>loty is exiraeted, 
does not immediately follow the luo 
courai^eoiis maidens up tlie moun- 
tains, hot proeeeds to consider the 
history of thi' liarz Jiends, and those 
of Germany in fi^cneral ; and, that the 
leader may not find himself in stiaii{;v 
eoinpany <m a future pai;‘e, a hre- 
\iate of the account shall be here 
inserted. 

7'lie country of Germany is so M ild, 
lonely, ai»d loinantie, so tilled witli (lie 
deepest mines and ra\erns, and 
darkest fnr(‘sts and the loTticst inonn- 
lains, that none caii hesitate in be- 
lie\inL';it to l>c a land which spirits 
would love to haunt, and one in uhieh 
th(;y carry on their midiiij^lit levels. 
Nor is this belief founded u])on such 
evidence only ; sinee to mention ail 
the eminent and learned men who 
have supported it, and their arj^ii- 
inents for doin^' so, would he to till 
this paper with eonteutions and ha id 
names, thin^i;.s,b> the way, that UMuiIly 
fto tOf»ethei, instead of thestoi) which 
I have undei taken to relate. Wer- 
tniiis, Flelwii?, Kirclier, Dr. Jielircns, 
and the Missionary Matlnesius, have 
all expressed their belief in the Spi- 
rits of (Tcrmany ; and even the peat 
Luther himself has left on reeonl 
sonielhiii^: very like his coineidcuee 
in the same faith. If is said, that 
when the Elector of Sasony olfeud 
to that disiutiTOSted Reformer the 
prolit of a mine at Nneburp lie rc- 
I'liscd it, sa^iiip fSo ! lest by ac- 
cepting it, / shunJd ttr.ipt the IJevil, 
who is Lord of thu.se snblerrancan trea- 
sures Ao iejiijii me.'* The spirits, then, 
whieh haunt the Mary. Mountain in 
Hanover, may he divided into six 
^raiid classes. Of these, four are 
those who aie empIo>ed in th<' four 
ideinenis ; iianu*ly, the Guelnes for 
Fire, the Sylphs for Air, the Gnomes 
for Jdfirth, and tim Ondins for Walei. 
Iksidcs these, tlicie are the Forst 
Geister, or Forest Fiends, wliiel; iii- 
cludullie Holtz-Konip or the Wood 
Kinff; Waldcboek, the Wild Ja5*er, 
or II untsman ; and the W chr W oh es, 
or Men Wolves, who, aeeordin^ to 
Gaspar Peueeius, were men, who 
once in a year were turned to wohes, 


partly in shape, and partly in their 
li.iblts. The sixtit elnss consists of 
those sniiits m Iio Jire peculier to the 
Harz Mtoii.dain. Of tliis kind tiieiii 
were also six sorts ; the Hist of which 
consisttd of llio ol<l Fapni Deities 
of Gcnnany, to wlwjse Moisin'p the 
amnzin:vcu\ ern.‘ found in the limeken 
Hill are Mi[)p ed to imve been aii- 
eientJ\ con^emati’d. The principal 
oflihese false f>(‘jiics\\:is Satiiin, who 
was achiK'd as tin* God of Sccuiily 
ami Ph nlY ; ami next in snperioiily 
was Fust rich, literally IJIoM-li’laine, 
or the l<!ol cmittinii: Fire, whoscelli^y 
is niaib' of an unknown metal, and 
represents him kneelinj*- on oiiekm(% 
with n mulieious Aisa.ue, having’' one 
hand upon the heiol, and the other 
upon tin' lefi km c. Tin* third Spirit 
who bel(>nt!JS to the llarz, is Schaiten- 
xnanii, or Shadowman, commoidy 
called by travclleis the (iiant of the 
iiioeki n, .and w'ho appears in the 
form of the pj'anlic shadow of a man, 
five or six hundred feet in Jieieht, 
tra\crsinff llm Worm and Acliter- 
xnanshuhe mountain, about siirnise. 
iNfany touiists wlio June had the. 
chanee of seeiiifc this veiy lare ap- 
parilioij, have rcfiTied it (o the luiujit 
of the mountains, the horizontal po- 
sition of the surfs ra>s, Isc. r<*tlcetin}c 
their own shadows on the opposite 
hills towards the South-West. Dli ! 
amaziu<r incredulity ! heeaiise tin? 
spirits I hey h(*held mocked flieiii by 
iinita{in;4; their moiions. M. Jordan, 
however, who made this wondious 
diseoxery, ouj;ht to have l» cn con- 
vinced, when himself and hivS land- 
lord weie stamlinj;' on Dio Jirockeii, 
and two shadows had appeared, sud- 
denly a third stood before them ! 
WJio then was that, but Sehatten- 
maun bimselt, to \ indicate his own 
existence. IScJs.PlU'omaim is very ofltu 
confounded wilii Eiebozhiibl, tlic Lord 
of the Wa;d(‘ and tlie ATiiio, and KitifC 
of the Uiockeii ; hut although he also 
is a superior Spiril on the Harz, yet . 
he is v\hoi(\ diiieicnt in nature from 
the iiend last mentioned. Kiebczhahl 
is prince c\er all the precious mine- , 
rals whir h so abound in his niue.n- 
taiiis ; ai.d these he .sometimes be- 
stows onflu’ pca.^ants aiound, thou«h 
his gifts^aie always fatal in the end. 
His usual a])i)cfininee is a.s a savaj;e 
man, naked, but w reuthed about the 
head, and eineuin'tl about the middle 
with Oaken ^aiiands ; having a pine- 
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tree lorn up by tlie roots in his band. 
This liguro he, hovvo\ cr, sometimes va- 
ries, as he is of a more sociable nature 
than Schatteiiinaiin, ajkd lie has even 
been known to form contracts with 
the pt^asaiilry to serve them, and to 
eiiler into treaties oifensive and de- 
fensive with them, till his demon na- 
ture burst forth, and all their cove- 
nants were at an end. The third sort 
of Spirits i)eci(iiar to the Harz, is 
the Dwarfs, who weie, it is sup- 
posed, descended from tlic most an- 
cient inhabitants of Germany; and 
who, when Attila, Kin{^: of the Huns, 
overran 13avaria, Franconia, and Thu- 
ringia, fled from his armies into the 
boundless caverns of the Droekeii. 
Here they have remained ever since, 
apart from all human .society, with 
which indeed Originally they had only 
a very distant sort of connection ; as U 
is saicl, that they were a species of be- 
ings fonnerl at the creation, between 
men and sinrits, w ho partook of both 
natures, and yet belonged wholly to 
neither. They cat, diiiik, propagate 
lheirrace,and dwell in the Harz mines, 
wheie tljey form the oio and precious 
stones ; but fla ir lives are short ; 
since about the fifth jear they gene- 
rate, and in the ninth they die. Their 
bodies are flexile, and the bones only 
a .sort of cartilage, like those of the 
inliahitauts of the Happy Islands, 
inenlioiKd by DJodoius Siculus; 
and they have also the power t«i pass 
through stone walls, and othc solid 
bodies. The Dw'aifs of the llrocken 
still retain some all ection for that race 
of which they con.sider theiUdClves a 
pari ; since to those of Flhingeiobe, it 
w as common for the country people to 
conic, ami ask for household utensils, 
and to solicit other acts of friciid.ship, . 
which the Dwarfs always complied 
with, by placing whatever they re- 
quested at the iiioutJis of their caves, 
and allowing it to he taken away. 
DVit none who thus sought th.c as.«ist- 
aiicc of the Dwarfs over Inokccl upon 
them. The favour was asked, and 
those who solicited it retired to a 
distance with their faces averted, and 
reluming in a short time found alL 
their wishes complied tvilh. In a 
similar manner was the return of 
these favours conducted ; the bor- 
rowed things W'rie filaecd at the en- 
trances of the Dwarf holes, with .some 
food as an acknowlf'dginent and oil'er- 
iiig; and when ihose who brought 
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them had departed, the Dw arfs came 
and received their property again. 
Such is the account of this .suhior- 
rariean nation, given by the mo.st piou.s 
and autlicritic writer.s ; such as llivan- 
der, Spangenberg, Valvasor, Homer, 
Ovid, Juvenal, Ludolf, Daraceisiis, 
and Abraham Seidel. There are, in- 
deed, those incredulous people, who, 
notwithstanding all these great au- 
thorities, doubt not only the super- 
natural powers of the Dwarfs, but 
even their very existence ; and it may 
be dubitated, if a sight of the Lieiiallo 
Register itself, where this account is 
to be found, would satisfy such un- 
believer.s. It is, however, more griev- 
ous to reflect, Ibat many of the above 
authors disputed each oilicr's works, 
deeming that they were deceived, cre- 
dulous, or mocked by Satan. The 
fourth Spirit of the Harz, is culled 
Erdteugeist, literally Earth-Ghost, 
because he i.s the peculiar genius of 
the Miners, and at one period regu- 
larly worked in amine at Kaimm'ls- 
burg, where he received a weekly pay 
like the rest, although he pcrforiiieii 
more labour than any other t<5n ; in 
which instance he greatly reminds me 
of what Milton of England .said of 
the household goblin once coinmon 
ill that country, 

— — “ One night, ere glimpse of morn. 
His shadowy Hail had thresh’d the corn, 
M^liich ten day-labourers could not eiul.” 

Erdteugeist, however, at last gave up 
his profession, in consequenee of a dis- 
pute with the miners, who defrauded 
him of his share of the ore, whieli 
till then be had regularly earned 
away. They, however, had cause to 
repent it, since he came back in the 
shape of a fire-damp, and blew up 
the mine, in the ruins of which Fiitz 
Engelhertze, and Johan FI iielilerfell, 
the fathers of Laurette and Michelle, 
were both destroyed. The mine of 
Kaminelsburg is now in ruins ; and 
the story is ancient ; but it is still 
kiiov ii by the name of the “ Devir.s 
Mine.” The black MastilVs, which 
are found guarding the concatsled 
treasures of Bauman’s Hole, are a fifth 
sort of Spirits, known in the Brocken 
Mountain. These Demons inllu^ucc 
the mind by dreams of buried riches, 
which excite many persons to venture 
through the terrors of Baumaifs Hole 
to possess them; and then they scare 
them away with dreadful sights, after 
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shewing them the Iron Chc.st8 wluc'.h 
contain the gohl. The White Wo- 
man, whose existence is attested by 
Christopher Helwig, in his Mountain 
Stories, is the sixth and last of 
the Sprites peculiar to the flarz; but 
there are many other subordinate De- 
mons, inimical to mankind, to be 
found in the various caverns of it ; 
the which if I were to detail, the 
reader would find it much to re- 
semble what the great Shakspeare of 
the Knglish observes of a Welsh 
Magician, 


He held me, bat last night, at least nine 
hours. 

In reckoning up the several devils’ iiamca 
Tliat were his iaeqiiies." 

Such, then, was the society with 
w'hich Laurette Engelhertzc, and 
Michelle FliiclUcrfelt, were to as- 
semble on the midnight of the tirst 
of May.

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BENHVOLENCE. 

Homo sum/ — hunutni nihil a me aticmim puto* Terente, 


OF all tlic qualities which adorn the 
human character, Benevolence is, per- 
haps, the most amiable and praise- 
worlliy, and is calculated to confer 
the must lasting; benefits upon man- 
kind. He who possesses the great- 
est portion of benevolence resembles 
most the Deity, who, in forming the 
universe, has evinced his benevolence 
in every part of the creation, from the 
glow-worm of the field up to his 
favourite creature man. II is honc- 
volencc, like the overflowings of the 
fertilizing Nile, is vast in extent, 
imparting it*s vivifying and beiicfi- 
eial efi'eets with a liberal and un- 
sparing hand, ft pervades the whole 
creation ; but man, “ a little lower 
only than the angels,* 'enjoys a greater 
share of it than his less favoured 
fellow-creatures. I’he Deity could 
have created him very diflerently ; 
he could have denied him the capa- 
<'ity' of enjoying many pleasures of 
which he is now susceptible, or have 
given him an anxious craving for still 
greater pleasures, without putting 
them within his grasp, and thus have 
tantidizod him throughout the whole 
of his existence. If God had eon- 
fmed Ilian to what was absolutely 
necessary to his existence, without 
any regard to his enjoyment and gra- 
tification, he could have creat* d him 
an unsocial being, and thereby have 
denied liim the most exquisite gra- 
tification off: iendship. Hecould have 
so constituted his mind as to have 
rendered it totally insensible of the 
exalted sentiments of generosity, and 
of all those endearing ties w hieh con- 
stitute the greatest portion of hunmQ 
happiness. Our great Creator was 
too kind and bcnelM-ent iro form such 
beings. lie has furnished us with 
ten thousand sources of enjoyment 
and delight, and has established it 
as an invariable law of our nature, 
that in promoting the happiness Of 
others we cnercase our own ; and in 
diminishing the misery of the wretch- 
ed, we feel a pleasure and secret sali’s- 
fnisiiion which morfe than compensate 
for theinconvenieneie.s, however great, 
by which our object niayibe attained. 
It is quite unnecessary to attempt 
ftiiy dc.scrip1ion of the pleasures aris- 
ing from benevolence; — for who has 
not felt it's soothing.. power, wliui 


engaged in ameliorating the afliictivc 
and heart-r(*iiding condition of the 
poor and disconsolate ? when em- 
ploying our time, our talents, our in- 
tluciicc, and our fortune, in the edu- 
cation and protection of the oiphan, 
in re.icving and defending the indi- 
gent stranger, and in befriending llni 
oppressed and ** him that hath no 
helper?" The votaries of Beiievolonee 
do not only enjoy the sniile.s of an 
approving eouseienee, hut they are 
also held in universal respect, esteem, 
and veneration. Their c•outclnpora- 
ries, whatever may be ib'dr opinions 
on other subjects, or howi rer they 
may differ as to the nierifs of other 
men, cheerfully acknowledge the worth 
of the bcnevolen^aiul award that pi aise 
which is due to s<H?h virtuous actions. 
We have a remarkable instance of 
this in our far-famed philanthropist, 
the excellent Howard, wdio «‘\erini 
himself so strenuously in behalf of 
his sulleriug fellow-ciealures. Ilis 
fame extended throughoiil iho known 
world; lie was received with the iit- 
niusl cordiality in every clime and 
country ; respect and admiration were 
evinced wherever Benevolence led it's 
votary : he was every where hailed as 
the friend and benefactor of the luinian 
race, and acquired univcral csfecin 
solely by bis benevolence. He prac- 
tised no mean arts to render liiinscif 
Xiopular; he llattcred not the weak- 
nesses and vanity of men; he did. 
not conform himself to their customs, 
nor participate in their r.innsemcnts, 
blit w as constantly employed in jjer- 
torining acts of kindness to the 
v^ietehed and tin* indigent. Ho did 
not raise bimself to the eminem c 
he attained by coercive means ; not 
wdth the assistance of the eruc;}, and 
often too latent sword, but by his 
exquisite sensibility and his constant 
solie^tuclc to tiind up the hroken 
heart, and heal the wounded spiiit. 
His x^raisc infinitely transcends that 
of the most cxallgd heroes, aiuF le- 
nowiied conqucrol’s. And when the 
name of Napoleon, and those of other 
sanguinary characters, shall be forgot- 
ten; or remembered only to be oxe- 
cralcd ; tlie memory of Howard will 
cause the eyes of a British posterity 
to spaikle, and their» hearts to exuit 
tliul tliey yvuTG his^ countrymen. 
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Tlic rffecls of clinrity afc lutriiiy 
brnrliricil. in»t onl> to tlie indivliliuil 
who is iiiii ohjf'Ct of it, hut to the 
rouiiiniiiily at larj^e. Ilow acccpiahle 
is i1k‘ haritl beaiiii}*’ reli«d' lo the niaa 
drstiti.'tc of tiic iieoossuiics of life, 
hut whose liner feellnj^.s of iiulepen- 
ilenre, and elevated mind, will not 
seiVer him to unveil his distresses, 
or to solieit that relief, without which 
he must ine\itahiy perisli. What must 
))e tlje feelings of siieii an one, when 
lie sees tlie hene\oleni man makinu; 
if his husim\ss to find out his sor- 
lows, aiifl (o itdievo (hem? and that 
he, with all Ills luodesiy and deli- 
cacy, has iiOt heeii unnotiee<l. In 
what teims will he aeknowled^o his 
o})Jij:atioM to him who has seieeiied 
his frigid hinhs from the ineicment 
wintry hhisl: and who lias lesrucd 
him, when on tlie very eonfi ics of 
tlie jirave, hy su]H)hiM'.c him with 
relit f? If wc would fiiiis apj);eeiale 
the iieoeiifs of heucvoleuet', wt'have 
tmly to eiujuiit' what elleets it pfo- 
diieed in smii an one, and he will tell 
us fioni how man) heart eorro<iji!<; 
pains it hjis deiiveied him. wdion huii- 
like a relonlless wolf, was piey- 
iii^' on hi.s \ilals, and eoiiMinii!)^' his 
siren;.*, ih ami sfiiiits; he will It'll us 
W'h^l power it havl in removiiij? the 
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icy hniid of death, and in restoring: 
him to healthful vijj;oiir, to hi.s pro- 
fes.sion, to his conn try, and to his 
fiicnds. Let us atteud to the future 
conduct of this man, and we shall 
liiid, that the hi^li sense of honour 
which prevented him from disc1osiii{!^ 
hi.s distres * and that foriltiidc which 
enabled him to sustain it, have excited 
him to devote himself diligently, and 
therefore successfully, to the future 
service of hiS fellow-creatures. These 
are but a few* of the good ell eels pro- 
duced by benevolenee ; to j elate them 
all would he as impossihle as it is 
unneies.sary. To urge il\s practice 
would bi' a' Hhcl on tlie English cha- 
raeh'F : forTwliere is the man, who, 
unmindful of the resemlilanec he ori- 
ginally hoie to his (bt ator, the great 
souii e. of ail Ih'nevolenee, ere sia 
o!»scuied llu' imago of liis Maker's 
vii lues, — do^s not couinii.seraie the 
siilVeiings iiieideiit to hii inanity, nor 
end<‘a'our to lelievc* them? In our 
happy eoiintiy, rank, opideiiec, aiid 
talents, ail uni to their miglily aid in 
this great and gloiioiis e,au.se ; and 
the lesson of IJenev olenee which liri- 
tain teaches to coiilemporar) king- 
doms, speaks, in it^s voit e of ihiinder, 
— “ <jO, and do thou likewise !’"

And iiv illustration of 
iidi<aib)ijs notion, that the. dignity <»f 
his ancestry must be su]jpoite<l l>y an 
exce.^isivc njuriifi<;ence :)nd grneiosity, 
the (aistle w liieli we inliablKii on the 
boidcis of Noith Wales, presented a 
constant sceiio of festivity and jiro- 
fu sioii. 

Tiii.s extrayagant way of living, 
how'ever, pursued duiing a pei iod of 
1110 re than tw^enty years, had sensibly 
impaired a once ample patrimony. 

My father was a man of an indolent, 
carole.NS (lispositioii ; w ho look no care 
to regulate liis disbursements iiy his 
receipts: iJic coi4Sc<|iu;he*5 of which 
was, thut when, at length, upon fho 
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fleatli of his stew^ard, he undertook 
to invesiigate the state of his pecu- 
niary alfairs, he discovered tliem to 
be in a most embarrassed and dila- 
pidated condition ; and reluctantly 
assented to the ne.eessity that exist- 
ed, for retrenehing his expenditure, 
and restraim’jpr )ris liberality. Had 
my father keen permitted to have 
carried Iiis good di.spositions and rc- 
solutiou.s of refornu into practice, the 
imneiidiug ruin might yet have hm-a 
averted; but llic sudden failure of 
a speeiilation in some iruri-worjkts, 
wheiein my father had embarked a 
very considerable portion of bis pro- 
perty, re>duced our family, at one 
blow, to a state of absolute bank- 
ruptcy. 

At a meeting of the creditors, my 
father w as eomniaiided to sOrrender 
every iota of liis property. Compunc- 
tious vi.'^itings of conscience, however, 
for the evil which bis thoughtless pro- 
digaliiy had I'jiincipalJ) leuded to en- 
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tail on Iiis children^ actuAtcd him to 
make a secret reservation of the sum 
of £2000. But as this act, had it 
lieen discovered, would have convicted 
him of felony, he instantly quitted 
Wales, and fled to Ireland. Alas I 
here, my father’s besetting^ aln again 
enticed him. He could not contract 
his spirit to his limited means: the 
love of amusement and company pres- 
ponderated over every prudent con- 
sideration, and the money that had 
been intended for the benefit of his 
family, was s<piarjdercd in the enter- 
tainment of strangers : while Lady 
Kenyon, w'hosc first desire was to sec 
her husband happy, made no attempt 
to cheek this ruinous'propensity ; in- 
asmuch as she perceived, that it con- 
stituted now the only charm which 
could distract his self-upbraidiug spi- 
rit from dwelling, with bitterest re- 
pining, on the irrevocable past. And 
though I, reversing the Order of na- 
ture, sometimes presumed to dictate 
to my parent the indispensable need 
of economy, and to enquire respecting 
his future views, iny suggestions were 
invariably received with contemptu- 
ous iiidiirerenco, or 1 was perhaps 
reproved for iqy oflieiuustiess. 

In little more than six months, how- 
ever, from the period of our departure 
from Kenyon Castle, my father fell 
a victim to care and sorrow, and to 
the intemperate measures that he hud 
adopted to extirpate them: ii anifest- 
inghis natural disposition otn on his 
dcHtli-hed, he charged me with his 
latest breath never to crave assist- 
aiu!C from any of our former friends, 
nor sully the honour of my name by 
any degrading employ inent. My 
fatiier left no will ; and after a defray- 
ment of the costs of the funeral, and 
various other expenses, I found ipy- 
.sclf possessed of a residue of somc- 
tliinginorc than £1200. 

On this sum did. I commence the 
world, with a mother and three sisters 
looking up to ine for support. 

My first advice to my elder sisters 
was, that they should divest them- 
selves, as far- as possible, of the 
aspiring hopes and supercilious d^ 
poir^thient to which Uic high rank they 
had formerly held in society had gijf.en 
rise ; but which, under |)ieir pre^nt 
situation: aiid^prospects, were highly ' 
iifeensistepit aqd, ridiculous. And, by 
way of illiistralStig ray precept in my 
own conduct, I instantly resolved, so 


far from assuming the title, which 
now, in right of hereditary succession, 
descended to me, to drop the name of 
Kenyon altogether, since I was incapa- 
citated from maintaining it in it^s pri- 
mitive dignity, retaining only that of 
Loftus, which had been conferred on 
me, at niy baptism, in reference to 
some expectations that were enter-

My next step was to leave Ireland ;

nomy, retired with niy family to a 
small cottage, ohseurely, but plea- 
santly, situated in a remote part of 
Devonshire, nearly on the confines 
of the county of Ch)rnwall. 

Having stuekod and furnished oiir 
humble tenement to the utmost limits 
Ihnt prudenee warranted, liaving 
strained every energy, and surren- 
dered every selfish consideration, to 
render my revered mother as com- 
fortable as circumstances would ad- 
mit of. T began to think of quitting 
the bosom of my family, and visiting 
the metropolis, ill the hope that I might 
be enabled, by the exertion of iny 
talents, in some way or other to ob- 
tain a liveliiiood for myself, and, per- 
haps, to contribute something in aid 
of the general fund.

I declared 
myself most happy to avail myself 
of his kindne)|S» and, w ith L|idy Ken- 
yon’s concurjrenee^ remnant of the 
property was laiddjit in|jdvautagcous 
annuities, on private security- 
^Mr. Luflus succeericd, likewise, in 
procuring for me an ^fgible .situation 
in A ; banking-house/ of the hJglie.st 
respectability; and 1, who w'as born 
the heir to a valuably estate, the last 
teprjbgentativc of a noble race, was 
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reduced to become a banker’s clerk, 
with a salary of £l(K) per anmim. 

I then hired a lodf^int? for ni> self, 
and lived in the most private and eco- 
nomical manner possible. My worthy 
patron, indeed, pressed my acceptance 
of a scat at his table, and a bed at his 
house; hot I chose rather to bury my- 
self in solitary obscurity, subject to 
all tlic inconvonieneies and privations 
which an inexperienced yountc man, 
with a very small income, might be 
expected to cneounter, tlian to ap- 
pear in company where I might be 
re^varded, by those who knew not my 
history, '’in the light of a i>oor de- 
pendent, or incur the impiifalion of 
trespassing too far on the )50tii*ty, to 
whieii L could not establish aii} real 
claim. 

When I had been in the oHicc about 
a year a»id a half, I obtainc'd leave of 
aliseiict' from in> einplo>er for the 
space of four weeks, and hastened 
to return liome to l)ev<insliire ; where 
I found every thing going on eii- 
tir('I> to my satisfciejion. All around 
wore an air of clcanliiicss and eco- 
nomy ; my mother bestowing all due 
care and attention on b(‘r liouschold 
alfairs, and little «larling Jane, my 
youngest and favourite sister, a pat- 
tern of diligence: with regard to iny 
other two sisters, I was willing to 
make every allowance for the habits 
ol indulcnce in w bich they had been 
brought up. 

Tn order, if possible, to preserve 
Lady Kenyon from r<'lapsing into the 
error Vihicii bail bi eii the destruction 
of my father's foi tunes, I bad, on our 
]>arijiig, b'ft a . strict iiijum-tion not to 
enter into society, nor io coiUrn<*t any 
intimaev, that could, by any means, 
be avoid('d; a prohibition wliich, I 
was gralilied to observe, had been 
punctually attended to, with only onC' 
exception, in favour of an highly- 
respectablc maiden lady, named Miss, 
or rather Mrs. Hopkins, whose va- 
rious marks of kindness and atten- 
tion my sisters protesiedi that tliey 
felt iheinaelves cumpellecf to acknow- 
ledge. and, as far as lay in their 
pow^r, to repay ; though I afterwards 
learned, that it was they who had been 
the first to conimence, and afterward 
to sedulously promote, the ac(jaaint- 
ance. On the see.ond 'day after my 
return, I was informed, with an air 
of triumph, by my mother, that Miss 
Hopkins had, with the utmost afl’a- 
Kin\ MfHi'.

Miss Hop- 
kins gives 3011 pictures and gewgaws, 
and i am to marry hr-r. ami so eaneel 
the obligation ; no oecasi >11 to con- 
sult me on the subject; Oh! no, I 
have merely to do as my mother and 
sisters require me ; they know what 
is best forme; heart-affeetions,-- con- 
jugal felicity, — things not w'orlhy a 
consiilciation, mere words :--And 3*0!, 
f^ady Kenyon, 1 have n‘gaidcd 3 our 
happiness and comfort to ho of so 
much importance as to have made 
them the whol(‘ stu(l3 of m3 life ; 
while His clear that my happiness 
is so cheaply rated, it may he bar- 
tered for silks and laees. Ts this 
kind, Lady Ken} on? Is it conside- 
rate? Is it like a mother ? liul I have 
been ever too ready to cede my ow n 
advantage to the feelings of others, 
and the consequence is, that 1 am 
vliporled with as a fool, or sneered at 
as an easy simpleton. Rut peiliaps 
you wdll lintl, that I am not so very, 
very good natured, as to consent 
tamely to sacrifice my dearest and 
best hopes to the inordinate ambi- 
tion and vanity of those who, to say - 
the least, ought not to have eoiisli- 
tuted the unworthy competition. Re- 
sides, you know not even how I stand 
art'ceted towards the lady in questiot|. 
Miss Hopkins may be a very estimable 
person ; butlinueh fear. Lady Kenyon, 
'tl it if Miss Hopkins had been the rc- 
f verse of all thatis amiable and respect- 
able, it wodillhave made but little dif- 
ference to yon, so long as her wealth 
might administer to y our gratitii^atioii. 
Clraeious Hcavi'ii ! tliatlhe sordid self- 
ishness of the w orld should be allowed 
to penetrate the hniiibJe obscurity of 
the cottage I Suppose that 1 had pos- 
sessed a favourite animal, or a li iiikct, 
or any thing els*^ that 1 especially va- 
lued, w ould 3 ou have considered 3 our-v ^ 
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self justified, madam, in appropriating; 
to > ourself the of beslpwiiig my 
property on whomsoever yon pleuscHl, 
w ithout iny eoncjummeo? Surely not. 
And yet >(>u have thought proper thus 
clandestinely to dispose of my hand in 
marriage ; for no doubt that Miss Hop- 
kins must have been full> persuaded 
and assured of the deli\ cry of the mer- 
chandize, before slie would have paid 
the purchase money in advatuse.” 
After ha\ing given faUher vent to 
the indignation and disgust which 
Ufis diselosnrt' had excited, and to 
livhich my innlher replied only by 
tears, I abruptly left the house, and 
hastened into tlie.ljclds ; where, sick 
of society, and v\ear> of existence, I 
wandereil about the whole day in the 
most int onecivahly unhappy stale of 
mind ; ».or retiirnerl to my almost 
haled home again, till 

“ The long-sounding ciiiTcw from afar, 
hoaded with loud coniplaiiit the evening 
gale” 

On the following moruiiig, when I 
had hecoinc more eom{)osed, 1 ealndy 
re<ni(‘stcd my mother to iriak<‘ knowi* 
my deeisiou to Miss Hopkins as speed- 
ily as possible. Lady Kenyon, how- 
ever, positiNcly refused to act any far- 
liier as mediator on the occasion; in 
eonscijnenee of which, 1 sat down and 
peimctl, willi as much delicacy and 
])oliicMe ;s as 1 eonld devise, an iimjiia- 
iilicd lejectioii of the proli'ered ho- 
jioiir ; and felt iny hc*art greatly r,©^ 
licved w hen I had despalclicd it. 

In llui evening of the same days 
1 was .somewhat sit i prised hy the ap- 
pearance of Miss llo|)kiij.s' steward; 
who called to deliver in a bill of 
charges, drawn up l>y his vindictive 
mishess, for the hoard and lodging 
of my two sisters^ during a residence 
of three months atherhoii.se at Sid- 
inoiitii, together with a price affixed 
to every article that her calculating 
generosity had bestowed, either as 
a gift or present; amounting, in the 
wliole, to the formidable sum of £150. 
I, however, received account with 
the utmost lirmness, aria actually be- 
gan to consider of the means I pos- 
sessed of liquidating the alleged, 
though illegal, debt : which could only 
be cIVeeled by selling out a poition 
of the principal of oi^ little property. 

For this i)urpose, I desired to in- 
spect the writings relating to the pur- 
elia.se of our aiimiitie.s, as it hud been 


transacted by our kind friend Mr. 
Loftus ; and whieb said writings had 
hceii deposited in Lady Kenyon’s cus- 
tody ; w ho Jtow o\adcd my request to 
.see the papers, by declaring that .she 
had lust the key of the tiunk which 
confaified thchi, 1 inniiediately 
guessed that this was but a sub- 
terfuge an*- on my .sbmewhat sternly 
romaiking, that I hoped never again 
to meet with any disguise or prevari- 
cation in a quarter where the most 
unbounded candour and ' confidence 
should alone exist, her ladyship, in 
much confusion, ackiiowkdged, that 
Mis.s Hopkins haxiiig repeatedly af- 
firmed that she could dispose of the 
money to inn eh great t*r advantage 
than ns it at first stood, she had 
been Induced to commit the various 
iiisti iJincMits to tliceure of her respect- 
ed and wealthy friend ; who, after re- 
taining llicni in her possession about 
two months, returned them, saying, 
that she had obtained some silteiation 
to be made inthem.whieh would inm^h 
profit the family wiiosc iulen st she 
had so much at heart. 

This farther proof of my mother’s 
weakness and eiedulity pro\ukod me 
beyond description; a.s 1 did not 
doubt that Miss llo]>kins must have 
had some .sinister ohjeet in making 
so extraordinary a request; and the 
.seqqel proved that my appiehensiuns 
wefe not unroumh^d. 

It would be tedious to go into a 
detail of the v\!ioIc ti.ui.sartioJi ; suf- 
fice it to say, that Miss llopkius, by 
having purchased the houses onwhicli 
our aiinuilies were payable, had ren- 
dered herself rcspou.sihlo to perform 
the condition.s to wliieh the premisc.«i 
werc.suhject ; thereby acquiring a cun- 
troul oxer our property : and from her 
hand alone could we receive our rents. 

On leariyng the transfer that hud 
been made, I lost no time in writing to 
acquaintrny godfathcrw'ith lliccircuin- 
stance. lie was the only frictifl 
whose candour 1 ^ould appeal to, or 
whose advice and assistance 1 could 
hope for. I waited more than a week 
in anxious expectation of an answer ; 
at length a letter was brought to me 
from London f the superscription wa.s 
not in Mr. Loftus* hand-writing; 1 
tore it open, and read, — 

“ MY.a)EAR CHARLES, 

‘‘ YouifTast letter caused me to ex- 
perience a cotjsidcrahlc sensation of 
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siirpn8o and uncasincfis. I am not 
surprised to find that a lady, even 
of threescore, could discern the iiic- 
rils and attractiuns of a pretty fellow 
of live-and-twenty ; noram I uneasy 
in anticipating^ the vengeance of *‘iove 
to hatred tunkcd but 1 am really 
vexed to observe, how much the cir- 
cumstances have distill bed my dear 
boy ; and am truly astonished, that 
Lady Kenyon could, for a moment, 
have entertained the harharons idea 
of linking your fair proportions to 
Ihc withered trunk of stale virginity 
at tifty-(ivc ! 

“ With regard to the property, so far 
as I lia\e yet been able to en(|uire, it 
docs not appear tliat IIktc was any 
thing directly illegal in the transfer; 
and, even if the matter were in strict 
propriety questionable, yet it were 
surely more advisable to hear the evil 
patiently than to put half the property 
into the poekets of lawyers by setting 
the point at issue. I eaniiot, how- 
ever, speak deliiiitively on the sub- 
ject until I lia\c seen the papers, 
which you will luive the goodness to 
send mo forthwith* 

“ 111 the mean tihfie, I must hoseech 
you, my belo\ed Charles, not to harass 
your spiiils : he assured that you will 
never wjint a ft tend or a guinea so long 
a.s 

Here occurred a dreadful bliitnk. 
On the opposite side were a fe^r lines, 
wiitlen by a relation ofmygodb ‘her*s, 
stating that my worthy patron had ex- 
pired, in a lit of apoplexy, on the next 
<lay after he had received niy letter ; 
that the above fraginoiit had been found 
in liis library after his decease, and 
had, at the request of Miss Loftus, 
been furwarded to me in it's un- 
fmisbed state ; that the only testa- 
mentary paper whieli had been found 
was a will bcariiu* date 'ten years 
antecedently to liis demise. From the 
mention of which ; particular, 1 in- 
ferred that my name was not 

mentioned in it; which 1 aft^srward 
discovered to bo the fact : conse- 
quently, all the expectations 1 had 
been taught to elierisli on this score 
were completely disappointed. 

The loss of this, my most valued, 
friend was a severe trial of my lor*- 
titude : so unexpectedly, and at such 
a time too. Yet still my greatest grief 
was, that Ihcy who slioiild h^ve been 
my comforters in the hour'bf afllic- 
tiun, those beloved beings whose wel- 


fare had been my incessant considera- 
tion, whose aiVection could have as- 
suaged the keenest distress^ regarded 
me with looks of cold contumely, 
avoided rriy society, and withdrew 
from my confidence. I was become 
an alien to my own family, and a 
stranger in my own house. 

Hut niy calamities liad not yet 
reached the climax. lii two days 
after T had received the alllictiiig 
iiitelligonee of Mr. Loftns' death, 

eldest sister, (’.liarlolle, a proud, 
daring, high-spirited girl, uiirler pre-^ 
tcncc of visiting the next market- 
tow'Ti, eontriv'.'d to elope with a fri- 
volous coxcomb of, a daneing-niaster, 
W'ith whom she had bee ’ue accident- 
ally aequaiuted. And U w as not until 
several hours Jtfter their flight, that 
the following iinpertinenf and un- 
feeling letter was brought to me* : —

If yon had possessed three giains 
of common sense, you would never 
ha\c attempted to nietarn()r[>Iiosc llio 
very first of the (.ir.aees into a mere 
W'ood-ii} mph ; and if you had pos- 
sessed ihvee grains of fraternal alVee- 
tioii, }ou should ha\e joyfully ac- 
eejitcd the proposed terms of eman- 
cipation from 3 our present state of 
ignoble obscurity. 

“ If you liavc a right estimation 
of the divine art of caper- nit ting, ytiu 
will not he surprised at the step which 
niy fair Terpsichore has now taken. 
Jiutif you do not desire to c-onvertthe 
pas seal into a pas th trols., I ri’ally 
recommend ^qu to make your best 
how of aequieseriU'C, and lead off le 
danie Hopkins, or Hop-shins, accord- 
ing to etymology, and la diction de 
la danse, in slowmmv^t time uspai'tiicr 
for life, 

“ U will be useless for 3 on to 
practice l.a Chasse^ as we shall have 
joined hands and hack again, ere you 
icceivc this. And you might a.s siic- 
eessiully endeavoui- to thread llie 
mazes of llu^niyslie Valve, as try to 
dissolve that ruost indissoluble con- 
junotioii. 

“ I am. Sir, 

•• Your's, &e. by the by figure &, 

always reminds me of the Hag, 

** A. Foote.” 

This last stroke W'us the eonsuinma- 
tiun of iny misery. Alas! wliat an. 
guisli is so bitter as that we expe- 
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Hence from the treachery aiul in^rati- 
lude of a beloved object I My spirit 
was unable to cope with such an accu- 
iijtilaiioii orsuHeriii*;, and I sunk into 
a Jetharify of woe, “ an uncoinplaininj'- 
apathy 

-\n(l, iiuiiflTprriit to delight, 

To aim, ami piirpoi'e, I eoiKsiiiiied ni> days : 
To private interest dead, and public 

rai e.*' 

It was in this fianie of nu'iid. with 
scarcely tbc power to diseerii ‘jood 
froui evil, that I ranisenled to become 
the husband of Miss i I opki ns ! 

I constiaiiied myself to at least ap- 
pear re(!OiieiIe(i to llni voluntary sa- 
criliee 1 bad ^l.^^r<•ed t(» perforin; but 
it was not until a lajiso ofseviial 
luoiiJlis tlml, by dint of cliaii^e of 
air, diiti.siiy of scene, and constant 
oceupjiiion and Rimisement, iny s()i- 
rits reeovcied tin ir usual tone, and 
my mind was restored to it’s pristine 
e»Kri!:\ . 

I bad been married al»ont four 
luoiilbs, win u a vi<ilefil quai lel wideb 
oeeurred Ix lwcen luy wife am! an 
a’ilonn‘y wilh whom she w :;s in the 
habit (dlnodinp; frequimi puiate eon- 
fesj-nees, as >he .^aid, on tin’ su'ojeet t)f 
iiionev mailers, pan of wiueli aik ica- 
tion I ('buKeed to o\erbear, tilled me 
wiili slran.ne doubts and .surmisj's;

“ ).} iss I#o[»kins, that is \our pre- 
sent wife, wa> the only child of a 
W’eallliy cili/en in London ; wliotilaccd 
bis daii,i*:bter, for edueation,al aboard- 
iii^-scbool of jcrcat eminence and re- 
spectability in the environs of the me- 
tropolis ; from wbieb the young: lady, 
who bad bi'cii noted from childlicod

tion, found moans to elop^^ with a 
youiiir man of g:catecl appearance and 
pleasing: addi'csi^T who statcil himself 
to be a captain in the {guards, but 
who proved, on enquiry, to be only 
an olheer's g’rooni. This breach of 
duty and deference sO incensed Mr. 
Hopkins against his ;daiittbter, that 
he refused sa^ her ag;ain so lonj^ 
as hC' lived ; .iiid the youiif^ couple, 
left to lln ir own resources for .sup- 
t ort, opeiu'd .some livery-stables, ft 
was, probably, while in this line of 
life, that the lady, who did not scruple 
to m ike licrsrlf usefid in her Inns- 
band’s occupation, aequired that air 
of vuljiar assuraiiec, w bieb cmui now, 
wdicn oil’ her i;'iiard, she exhibits in a 
i*cinaika!)b* ilcjiicc.

“ Nolwilh.slaiuiinir that Hiirneit wa.s 
a mao of a sini;u!ai! v jieiue.ildo and 
jichlinj; dispo.siiivui, vel .such w'as the 
termniJaMt tm.-ipi r of hi.s wife, that ho 
was I oiilimiall;/ involved in disputes 
a.id eonicnti'Ms, either with the lady 
lieisclf, or wivli others on !icr ac -oiinl ; 
U'itib 3l Hk end of ..somelhirig' more 
In in seven »»*:?i.s, Hu. m il, iindin^ his 
le’dlih and .sjorits impaired, from bav- 
in.; bf’eo '.o lo.j;:: subjetiled to the ca- 
piice and viole.iee of -female tyranny, 
came to a lijin! determination to leave 
her; and a separation was mutually 
ag:recd on. A dillicolly arose, how- 
ever, lespecfin^ the division of the 
property: the lady insistinu:, and her 
will had been aet u.sloined to be omni- 
potent, that the money should remain 
as it then stood; namely, invested in 
the English funds, in tbc joint names 
of the Iiii9hand and Wife ; and that 
tlicy should receive the dividends 
allcniatcly ; or, Mrs. iluriictt en- 
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\ gajffcl to attend regularly on the spot her husband of his property, she went 
to take the whole of tJie money, and over to the Continent, the more eiVee- 
irrimed lately to remit oqe half of it tually to' escape detection, carr 3 ing 
to her husband, llurnett, however, the money along with her, which she 
probably placing but little relianoc lodged in foreign securities.

Of ‘course, the 
lady had advice and assislance in the 
prosecution of her schemes ; nor do I 
shrink from acknovt'lcdging, that it 
was myself who was the solc'^abcttor 
of the design; on thq condition that, 
at the death of her lawful liusbaiid, 
and not till them, I should be in- 
vested with that command ovei her 
iirse and person, in which it has 
ecn, by the power of your supe- 
rior attraction, your good, or evil, 
fortune, take it as you may, to sup- 
plant me. 

“ Soon after Mis. Burnett’s coin- 
mission of the .fraud that dispossessed

And 
it is my tirni intention to bring for\v aid 
and substantiate this dial gc m acmiit 
of law, unless ceilain conditions are 
complied with on the part of the 
lady; wbieli eondilions she is per- 
fectly well aeqnhinled with ; and w bich, 
teprevent the disgraci' of an c\poMire, 
you v\ilJ probably use all y our inlbicime 
to induce her to fiillil. I have now 
■written enough to pn*pare you for 
what you Jiav«5 to ( xpi ct; I sbail 
do no nioiT. Seek not to pnietralo 
further into the motives and diaracli r 
of your informant; every attempt of 
the kind w'ill be fruitless. 

“ With sentiments of pity for the 
peculiarity of the clrcurnslanccs iu 
which yod stand, and of admiration 
of your truly amiable character,

The ‘contents of this epistle, as may 
readily be imagined, completely horri- 
fied me. I was so bewdidcied, that f 
wandered up one street and down 
another, ntli rly uncoiiscioiis of whi- 
ther I went ; and for a long time was 
so much astounded, tliat 1 eoald not 
form to myself any plan of proceeding 
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wliatever. When, at lcn.?th, I be^an to 
fiollecl my scattered thoujrhts, my lirsl 
resolution was. to preserve the eirriim- 
stance, at least for th<iprescnt, secret 
(rom niy wife and all my tamily ; and, 
secondly, to take lcn;al advice ui)oii the 
subject ; for which purpose,! instantly 
despatcljcd a verbatim copy of my 
anonymous letter tf» a fceriticinan of 
peat cclcbiity at the bar, Avith whom 
I had become some wlial intimate, from 
JiaAin^ been aeciistomed to meet him 
frequently at the house of my lament- 
ed patron.

bis abode there, but bad been often 
heard to speak in terms of bitter 
abhorrence of bis Avife in Ihqvlaiui ;

IS a town of ^ruat antiquity. Lf- 
land drserilirs it as situated “ on tlio 
failher side of the river Sture, and 
fu atly wcllc walled wlier the tovviie 
slondetli most in Jeopardy of enemies. 
TIk! residue of the towno is dilehed 
and innddo w.dled. TIkt be vii (he 
(o^vne iv prin('i[)ai i^ates, 3 paroehe 
rliiiredics, of the sum suppose 

that St. Marie’s was sum tyrnc a nuii- 
n(‘iy. Tlier is a plaee of wlule friars, 
and an hospital without I he 
first ordeued for mariners disesed and 
hurt. Tlier is a place wher monks of 
Ciiiist’s-ehnrch did resort when they 
were lords of tlic town. Tlie t'on/h*' 
that was sunk in the haven in Pope 
Paul’s time, <li<l nnndi hurt to the lui' 
veri, and fi^ntlior a sand bank.’’ 

TIjc Danes were repulsed here with 
erreat slauuliter, and the loss of idiic 
of rlieii sliips, about tin* year 8.‘)7 ; ami 
the French ellV'cted a deseent upon 
tlio coast, and plumlered and burned 
Samlnieh, in iJie rcit;ii of Kinj** Henry 
(he 

The walls an; much decayed, and 
only one of the j^ates is standing, on 
each side of w liieh arc two barro\vs 
(daeed at equaUlistanccsfrOmthc road, 
and supposed to be of Roman ori.i^in. 
Mr. Roys, liie snifjcon, a learned 
antiquarian, and historian of Sand- 
wich, pre.sm ved many curious and va- 
luahlc vestii;;es of antiquity fouml here. 
The churches, three in iminhcr, bear 
evident maiks of «:reat arui(]uitv, and 
eoiuain some jiood .speeimeris of Sax- 
on ])i liars and arches, and some curi- 
ous ancient inoiiuments. 

lieforo ilie destruction of it’s har- 
bour ami ]>ort, Sandwicb was a bust- 
lin';- maritime town ; but since, a few 
small Acssels from the sea at two 
miles distance, can only jind a passage 
ijp the iiarrotv cliaiineJ of the Stour, 
it exhibits little appearance of coin- 
tnerce. When this decline took place, 
it was in some measure recompensed 
by ibo admission of refugees from 
Dm Low Countries, who established 
in the (own a manufacloi y of baize and 
other cloths. Among Ihomwcre some 
uardeners, who tiuding the land round 
Sandwich adapted to the culti\ation 


of useful vegetables, ap[>Iied their skill 
to thatohje ill which thev succeeded 
so wt II, thcvi the vicinity is still distin- 
guish(‘d for t;.e ])rodiietio]n of garden 
seeds, w liieh arc forwarded with seve- 
ral other productions to London. 

Sandwiidi is one of the Cinque 
Ports, a borough ami a corporate 
town, and it’s in!iahitwrii/% estimated 
at neatly seven ihousaiul; yt‘t from 
the causes ahovi; nientioiu'd, it ap- 
pears, and is remaiked to lie an ex* 
ceediiigly dull place. “ The pave- 
ment dr<‘ads tlie turf’s appioatdiing 
green.” 

The toad from Sandwich, through 
the villages of Ham, Finglesham, and 
Shouldeii, to Deal, is fertile and 
]»leasanl. At Cpper Deal, there are 
some neat and good houses, partieii- 
I ally the paisonage ; the chureh is 
most agrceahl) situatt d in a pleasant 
walk, one mile from the town. 


Is supposed to have been the Dola of 
the Romans, where Julius Cfesar 
landed on his first (h seent upon the 
coast of Erilaiii. Jt is a memher of 
the Cinque Poit of Sandwich, and is 
gov(?riied by a mayor. There is no liar- 
bour, but the sea bc'tweeii Ibe shore 
and the (ioodwin Sands, called tho 
Downs, is generally a secure road for 
sliips, where they usually ride up, on 
their leaving, or entering, the River 
Thames, purtieularly the Indi<anicn, 
being a common plaee ofmnbarkation, 
and iaudiug. When eniivcried by a 
large liect, and in war time, when the 
men ol wa«^ ffre in the Downs, and the 
military occupying the barracks, tjie 
scenery is interesting, and the town 
cheerful and lively. There are three 
pilacipal streets, parallel with each 
other, running north and south, — 
Beach, Middle, and Lower, — with 
lanes or streets. A chapel of ease to 
the parish church ; a custom-house, 
naval storehouse, and hospital ; but 
the streets arc in some parts danger- 
ously narrow. 

The line open, clean, bold, pebbly 
beach, alfords a ehanning view of the 
Downs and shipping, and a good 
situation for sea bathing. There are

several machines, which arc let clown 
and drawn up by capstans : many 
jjood inns, the? Three? Kinj^s, Hf>op 
and GrJtliii, Uoyal Evchan^c, &e?. and 
several lod»iii{^-lioiJses. 

At the south end of the town is the 
Castle?, e?onsistiu^ e?hicfly of a circular 
tower, in which arc rooms for the re- 
sidence of the j?ovcrnor. Lord Carring- 
ton : there is also a small battery, coin- 
luandin^ tlie beach on that side of the 
town, as Sandown Castle does on the 
north. 

Uy tlic side of the road leadiii;? 
towards Dover, in an airy and plea- 
sant situatifui, arc spacious and com- 
modious barracks, both for horse aud 
foot. 

On the road to Dover, at a little 
more than a mile distant, is the plea- 
sant village of Walmcr, situated on 
an eminence, containinj^ several re- 
spectable looking; houses. The Castle 
is one of those erected by Henr} the 
Eighth for the dcfem?c of the coast, 
now appropriat(‘d for the resi(letu?c of 
the Lord Warden of the Cim|uc Ports ; 
the apartments of w'hi<?h command a 
tine view of the Downs, the town of 
Deal, and adjacent parts. 

Here the South Foreland on the left, 
and the church of St. M ar^aret at Clilf, 
are particularly worthy of attention. 
On the w est side of the church tower is 
a Saxon arch, of exquisite workman- 
ship, and the spacious and w^'ll pro- 
portioned nave still preserves .t’s an- 
cient gcrandeur. The chancel is ceiled 
witli a waiii.scot of chesiiut. Passing 
alonf? a rlelig;htful country, through 
Dingwould and West Cliil’e, wc? came to 
DOVE 11. 

Dour, Diibris, and afterwards Do- 
ver, is supposed to have been a town 
of considerable importance even in 
the reign of Edward the Confessor, by 
wJiom it w'as incorporated^ It was 
once walled round, and had ten gates. 

The Castle is said to liave been be- 
gun by Julius Ca?sar, and finished by 
Claudius ; and so great has been it*s 
reputation, that it was formerly styled 
the key of the kingdom. It has often 
changed masters, as from it’s great 
importance it has been besieged by 
.several candidates for the crown with 
different success. 

On the surrender of Dover Castle 
to the Conqueror, his brother Odo, 
llishop of Baiciix, was made gover- 
nor. At that period, it is said, con- 
siderable additions were made to the 


original work, consisliiig of walls and 
turrets. About the year 1 1*0?3, in tho 
reign of Henry the Second, a lawv w all 
was built, which enclosed the? old for- 
tifications. In the lime of the third 
Hcni>, Hugh tie Burgh, the governor, 
made a gallant and suctH'ssful defence 
against the Dauphin of Frant'e. lii 
10)2 it was seized for the Parliament, 
and afterwards suffcnHl to fall into 
deeay ; but the frc(|ueiit hos(iliti<?s 
betw^cen England and France roiider- 
iiig it of importaiu?*?, it was once? more 
compIc?teIy repaired and fortified. 

The greatest curiosity in Dover 
Castle is the rharos^ or Uomaii watch- 
tower, standing at the w est end of the 
ancient chureli, on an e.iz^icnce, sur- 
Toiiiided hy a circular work. The de- 
sign of it is simple, but admirably con- 
trived for it’s use and purpose. It’s 
base is octagonal williout; within, a 
.square ; but the sides of the square 
and octagonal are equal ; viz. liftf?eii 
Koman feet, whieh reduces the w^all 
to the thickness of ten feet. In this 
manner it was c?arried up to the top, 
which was much higher than at pre- 
sent ; but it retires iuw aids eontinually 
from all sides, with much the same? 
proportion as an Bg^ptian ohelisk. 
lipon four of thesi* sides there arc nar- 
row^ windows, handsomely turned, 
with a seini-circular areh of Kornaii 
brick, six feet high. The door to it is 
on the west side, about six feet wide, 
very well turned over-head, with an 
arcli maideof a course of [loinan brick 
and stone alternately, fourteen feet 
high. All the stones of this work arc 
of a narrow' scantling : and I he manner 
of composure throughout is pi'ifeetly 
the same witli that of Kiehhorougli 
Castle : there afe first two courses of 
this brick, which arc? lew el w ith the bot- 
tom of the windows ; then seven 
courses of liewm stone, which mount 
lip to the top of the windows ; then 
two courses of bri(?k, and seven of 
.stone, allcrnately to the lop ; every 
win ’ow by this means reaching to a 
stage or story. There are five of these 
stages left, the windows of which arc 
visible enough to a disoerning eye, 
though scmic are stbpt up, others co- 
vered over, and others ha\c modc?rn 
chnreh-like windows put in. The 
inside most likely was filled up with a 
staircase ; the height of what is left is 
forty feet. There seems to have been 
twenty feet more originally; and the 
whole number of windows on a side 
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Mas This busidinjr was niailc 

<j.sc (if :isastoi‘pl<‘, and had a ploasaiit 
riiii; of hells i.i il, vvliieh Sie (Jeoij»;c 
Hiiuk procured lo he eairied aMa> io 
PorlMiiouth. Sinec m lien, h<)\\cver, flu; 
odicc of onlnanet;, under pretext of 
4t;oiioiny, l>a\c taken away the lead 
that covered it, and left this rare piece 
of art and luasonr} lo .stiufyj^le Mitli 
the sea, air, and weather, (h)iiis of 
J)ioelesian arc freipientl} found Jierc. 

The Krpinc^haiu Anns are patclu'd 
np a^^ainst one side of the l*haros, 
bein;? two bars and a canton ; fto that 
\vc may suppose it w’us re])airod in 
Henry the Kiflh’s time. Lord Krpiiij;- 
bam heiij;; then w^ardca of Dover 
(^istle. 

The an';ies ol the outer walls of I)(»- 
rer Castle are slreiifAtliened b> towers 
of ^tlriolls foiins and dimensions, 
uaiiu'd after those w ardens or gover- 
nors, ill whose lime they were built. 
That pait of the Promontory wliiefi is 
oee.n|)ied hy the huililin^'s helonjicim^ 
to the aii(‘ient keep, is thiee InitidnMi 
and twenty fei't above tin; level of the 
s(‘a, riNin;*' almost pcrpeiidieidarly ; 
and the vj(‘W from (his spot is ,!>iand in 
the e\tiemc. 'J’Ik; walls are ilunked 
witli batteries, and guarded by heavy 
eannon, placed at the several em- 
brasures. 

'fhe prineipal ear ranee is on the 
south side, by a i;iaiid llii^ht of steps, 
fi /)iu flic \erne ol tlie town to the «ates 
of w hieli theie aie iliree, one within 
aiiolluT ; and under one of the ;»a1es 
was rornierly a diiii; 2 :eon for prisoners. 

(-'poii the heiii:}il.s w'i'stuaid of Dover 
very .stionj;’ iiiilitaiy works, and ev- 
le.isjw; baria-ks, were eoiistrueled in 
l.v.ld ; the halterics co.’n/ilcleJ> eoiii- 
ma.idiiij; and defendiiii;' the liarboar 
and .sli(»re. An a.seeiil has been made 
fiom the loon l » ilic.^e heij^lits, by 
means of a spiial stone .slaiiea.se, 
biowii throul;!! tlie rock, and ealliMl 
the Shaft, a most in^imious, elc\u.iiit, 
aiul u.srl'iil co!ilii\ aoce. 'i’ire entire 
t)»v:i is lomantii-aliy sitnaied, in a 
pleasant valley. boKlerLo:^ on the sea, 
beiivceu two ini;h elilfs. 

l)>e, er is at present ehie/ly known 
as ttie station of the French and 
Fie:iiish packets, ami the shortest 
pe.s.saj;c to the (u^ntiiicnt. The dis- 
liii'ce from Dover to Calais is but 
twenty *se\ on miles; and in ilie iiar- 
lo.i cst part of the straits the two lands 
sare o.d, tvvciity-one miles asunder. 

Tiiis lovvii is the principal, though 


not the first, in rank of those aneiciit 
ports on this coast, called the Cinque 
Ports, formerly of ‘ireal eonsecpienCe, 
blit now, either from ehaii^es in the 
coast itself, or the alterations in trade 
and iiavi”:atioii, become almost ins 
uili(;ant. Formerly there wore seven 
churches in *>over, but two only re- 
main, St. Alary’s and St. .lames's. 
St. Mary’s is a spaeioiiscdilice, erected 
in the eleventh century, hy the Prior 
aud convent of the nei«xhbnurin^ mo- 
nastery of St. Martin, for the use of 
the town, and (mnlirincd to the inha- 
bitants by Henry the Pi^blh, at tlie 
di^sollltion of reli;i:ious houses. It is 
a most eurioiis specimen of the ancient 
architecture of tlii.*. ctmiitry. The 
clinrcli consists of three aisles, a 1ii,i;h 
and a south chancel. The interior is 
about one hiindii'd and thirty feet lon*^, 
by sixty wide. The wu s'i -rn extre- 
mity of the nave appears the most 
ancient : the pillars are of sf real thick- 
ness, eoiisidiTiiii^ their hei^lit, and tho 
niches arisini!; fiom them semicircular, 
imineitiateiy beyond them, on each 
side, is an immense (Hiptieal arch, 
supported hy pillars of lar^o dimen- 
sicMis. The arches of tin* eliancei are 
pointed and *]rrc,u:nlar. In di^pti^ a 
vault some years ajfo, it w^as disco- 
vered that tin; foundation of the tow'cr 
had been laid Ufion the remains of a 
Koiiian bath. I'he evlerior of the 
tower at the west end is a beaiitiful 
specimen of tlie early' Norman arehi- 
teelun*, and in p;'ood pre.sf-rvalion. It 
eoritains ei^hl bells, and from it arises 
a small steeple of a more modern date. 
Amongst iiuinerous monumental I'c- 
eords, is one of the Diiti.sli Aristo- 
phanes, Samuel Foote ; and in this 
eiiaieJi are also lieposited the re- 
inaias of that satirical poet, Charles 
Chill eJiiil. 

St. James’^ CJiiirch has nothinp^ re- 
markable in its appearance or archi- 
teelnre ; aneiently it bcloiijicd to the 
Castle ; and the courts of admiralty and 
charieery for the ('iiiquo Ports are oc- 
cusioiially held in it. 

The variety of scenes tliis place cx- 
hiliits, it’s intercourse wdth the eoiUi- 
neiit, ospeeially in peaceable times, 
the romantic and hcuutiful views, 
which in every situation around it are 
displayed to the eye, renders it very 
attraciive to strani^ers ; while the salu- 
brity of the air, with the purity of the 
sea, the advantages of a fine beach 
for bathing, have caused it to be much 
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resorted to 1»y those \\lio ^isit the 
coast for batiiin;;', — th(^ valetudina- 
rians uiio come in quest of health ; 
smd perhaps not Iheless numerous, vo- 
taries of pleasure. 

The principal inns arc the Royal 
Hotel, York House, the Ship, City of 
London, Union, and Kind ’s Head ; but 
Dover, it must be confessed, eaunot 
boast of many elegant lod>*inp:s, or 
e\en liaudsoiue houses. The strei'ts are 
narrow, and the town cooped up hc- 
twcen the hills, and shut in by loft}' 
and precipitous cliffs, jiroventin^ room 
for an cncreasc of hiii blinds, though 
eeriniiilv impru\ed and iinpioving- 

There is a handsome assembly room, 
commanding a line view of the Channel 
and the coast of France, w here there 
are regular public breakfasts, card ]»ar- 
ti(‘s, and balls; also a handsome thea- 
tre, libraries, euffoe-houses, billiard 
rooms, new s roonis,aml other necessary 
accommodations. The oiiginal bathing 
machines are convenient ly stationed 
jji the hay near Lord North's halterv ; 
tlie now' machines arc placed higher 
up, and have every convenience for 
bathing ; and there arc warm and cold 
baths properly titled up, whiidi arc to 
be had at any time oii* the .slioitcst 
notieii. The clilf to which flic name 
of Shakespeare is attached, where the 
“ dreadful trade " of giuheriiig sam- 
p’lire still c\ists,vvell recalls to memory 
tije inimitable lines ofthatgieat Hard. 

About a mile and a half iioith oi im- 
\er, is Old Park, a house deiiglitfuL} .si- 
tuated on a hill, which lias a fine Ciew 
of the ^ alley, the sea coast, Friou c, ike. 
Near to this place is also the furiii of 
Arelu'i’s Court, which is held by the 
singular tenure of supporting the 


King’s head, when he crosses the 
i’haiinel, if he should happen to he 
sea-sick. Three miles from Archer's 
Court is the village of W gilders hare. 
The chiireh, which is small, contains 
sonic good monuments of the ancient 
family of iMoiiins, formiirly lords of 
the manor. In this \jllage is a de- 
lightful seat belonging to the Fail of 
Ouildford ; in whose i)ark is erected a 
high Helvidore, which cuiiimands a 
beautiful and extensive view of the 
counliT. Opposite to this seat aie the 
Tcinaimi of West Langdon Abbey, 
founded ill the reign of Richard the 
First, for monks of the Prcmoiistia- 
lensiaii order, and dedicated to Tho- 
mas a Becket. 

The river which runs thu.ngh llio 
valley of Jhiver, is remarkable for the 
cpiaiititv of water which it discharges 
into the sea ; and there aietlien oii se- 
veral capital corn and paper mills. 
About two milOvS ami a half north west 
of l)o\er, arc the ruins of St. Hhada- 
gund's Abbey, whirl: also was appio- 
priated to the monks of the Premon- 
stratentian order. 

Before the descent to Folkstune, on 
the summit of the ridge of eliils, the 
prospect is indescribably beautiful. 
The valley ; tli(‘ town .standing in the 
front on irregular gioiiiid ; tlie sea, 
the French coast, where in clear wea- 
ther vessels pas.sing in and out Bou- 
logne harbour, and the Jiill.s above 
Boulogne, ma\ 1 m* seen ; while the di- 
versity of the SMI rounding eounlr\, all 
tend to render it one of the iie!:c.st 
scenc.s to be. met with in thispaituf 
England.

and riches^ and honour^ and lorm- 
iog his judgment from the experience 


of a reign of forty >rar.s, it iiiighl have 
well meiited the serious eon.sidcration 
of every Fiince and people. 

“ But these are words of still higher 
authority ; they are not merely the 
declaration of an experienced King, 
but the testimony of an inspired Pro- 
phet; for thus sublimely is this pas- 
sage introduced.— Drte/f/, the son of 
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Jesse ^ said, — and the man who was raised 
up an hiyK the anointed of the Goo of 
Jacob, and the sweet Psalmist of Israel 
said, — the Spirit of the Lord spake by 
me, aiul his word was in my tongue, 
The God of Israel said, the rock of 
Israel spake to me. He that ruleth over 
men must he just, ruling in the fear of 
God ; and he shall he as the light of the 
morning when the sun riseth, as a tnorn- 
ing ivithout clouds, 

“ These maxims, then, demand jour 
attention, as the words of him who 
cannot he mistaken, of him hy whom 
the wisest iniisl submit to he taii^j^ht, 
and whom tlic most powerful must he 
eontent to obey. 

.'Vnd to what, indeed, can your 
athMilioii he irmre | 3 rop<nl^ dircoud, 
than to these ))olitieal truths of leve- 
lation, on this j^reat solemnity, whieh 
has for it’s purpose at oiiee to inspire 
the subject vvilli i'f\(Menee for tlie au- 
thority and person of the Soverel**’ii. 
and to impress on the Sovereipi his 
oblip:atioiis of duty to his people ; 
to enforee the performanee of that 
duty h} the sanctions of Iteii^ioii, and 
Ut call down upon the frail institutions 
of Iminaii policy the blcssinj^ of AI- 
iJii^hty God. 

** That maxims \^hich assert cither 
the duties (»r the benclits of Civil Go- 
veriiiiioiit would, at all times, rccpjire 
to he inculcated, may he inferred from 
the ver> constitution of the mind. The 
common pride of our nature has a 
feiideiicy to excite in the Imlk of man- 
kind an impaticiiee of inferiority and 
coiitroul; whilst, on the other hand, 
there is danger, lest he who is exalted 
above* the rest of his fellow-ereatuies 
on earth, should for«et his own d(‘]H’n- 
denee upon Gon, should forget that 
he also has .'i Master in Heaven, with 
wJiom there is no respect of persons. 
Thus will he prutlueed disloyalty on 
the part of the subject, and oppres- 
sion on the pait of t lie Sovereign ; and 
both he rendered incapahh* of enjoy - 
in^ those i'cci[)iocal blessings wiiicJi 
llo'w from the mutual atlm^hment and 
coidideiicc of the Priin:c Jiiid the peo- 
ple. 

“ The history of the world alfords 
ample proofs in support of this asser- 
tion ; the records of every nation e>- 
hihit the alternate prcfloinitiaiiec of 
tyranny and faction. The spirit of in- 
novation has hurst the ties of allegiance 
under tlie mildest governments, has 
proceeded to redress imaginary grie-

vanccs with 1>1oodshed, and lias not 
stopped ill it*s frantic career till it has 
subverted the foundations ofsoeii tj, 
and thrown down I'le fciuH’s by which 
iimoeencc is pnileetcd, and properly 
secured ; — while tyranny, ifit iias not 
spread such wide wasting desolation, 
has mad more frequent inroads on 
the happiness of men, and practised on 
tlioir patience every mode of exaction 
whieh rapacity could devise, and every 
species of persecution Avhieh c.ruclty 
could iiillii^t. 

“ Nor are these doinestie eriiiies the 
only calamifies wJiich the itijustice of 
Killers has luoiight upon mankind, 
ilow iiiueh imiueetil blood trie.', riloud 
from CM'iy corner ot'ilie eaitli against 
the destriKiive amhilion oT Piinees;

The laws ol* polilierd jnstiee whieh 
should rc'girtafc the intereoiu sc of na- 
tions. have been so little legaided by 
those wJio have direc*ted the couneils 
of powerful kingdoms, that a reader 
of liistory iniglil almost imagine that 
there was one code of morality for 
nations, and anotiier for individuals. 
In the transaelions of stales with each 
other, llie most crooked arts of* cir- 
ciunventioii liavc been praclisi d un- 
der the name of policy, and^ the most 
eiioriiioits violence of usurpation, when 
continued by eoiicpiost, has been dig- 
iiiticd with the character of patriot- 
ism.

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LOUD MAYOir 

The City of London has ever been 
fiimous for it’s expenditure and ma^- 
jiificenee on public occasions. It’s 
wealth anil political influence made it 
take a lca<l in all public de.moiistra- 
tions of joy, from an early period ; and 
as the Throne sometimes trembled at 
flic power of the citizens, so it was 
often eclipsed by the splendour of their 
fi'Stivity. Jiut, ill the reij^n of Charles 
I., when political feclinj^s bes;an to 
unsettle men’s minds, and the ji^rcat 
cpiestiori was about to be decided be- 
tween despotism under a identic So- 
vcrcifcn, and democracy under a hy- 
pocrite j;()vernment, the pomp of the 
City grew wifli it’s activity in matters 
of stale. The reception of Charles 
in London, on his return from Scot- 
land, was a triiiiiiph, — a ^rand display 
of the power anil opuleiicc of Ijoiuloti. 
lie was led in solionn procession to 
(jiiildhall, and tin; feast there was jne- 
sumeil at the time to ha\c surpassed 
all the bampu tinj^.s of liliirope. Though 
oven this sumptuous loyalty was to 
1)0 thrown into the shade by the energy 
of republican feastings. 

The Ma> oralty of llobert Titelihorne 
occuikmI in IdOd, At that period the 
Commonwi'alth had w'ealhered it’s 
storms; the poweiful mind of Crom- 
well had made England powerful, and 
the City, the liroat agent of republi- 
eanism, was proud and prosmu’ous. 
Titehboriie was of the Skiunoi 'y Com- 
pany, then arming llie lirst, ifnotal- 
togi'lher the first, of the (Jorporations, 
for it boasted of lia>ing gi\t'n fifteen 
Lord Ma^orsto London. Oiithemorn- 
iug of tlu! t 2 Dth of OetoluT, a laige 
body of the city troops embaiked on 
tiro T)jaines,*and there di’^iding into 
two llotillas, iimlcr re I ami green 
flags, an engageineoi coiM.jpneed with 
cannon and niiisrp' fry, which conti- 
nued with great hiiliianev down to 
Whitehall. Tilchhoriie, his suite, and 
the Aldirmen and City Companies 
following with trumpets and silver 
pennants in their barges. A body of 
troops placed in Eaynard’.s Castle, on 
the river sidi;, kept op a heavy fire 
on the ad\anciiig detaehments, until 
their arrival at Wliiteliall, vvhen a 
grand salute, was tired in honour of the 
I’roteetor and the (b)iiiicil. Cromwell 
presented himself at the window s, and 
bowed repeatedly, with many expres- 
sions of thanks for iJic honour. The

troops landed with the Lord Mayor, and 
formed a part of the procession home. 
The pageant was in the spirit of a time 
. when all was military. It was headed 
by troops, then followed the city pen- 
sioners bearing escutcheons, then by 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, their offi- 
cers, and retainers on horseback, and 
a whole multitude, the greater sliarc 
of whom had served in the rebellion, 
making a long and superb cavalcade; 
and the streets were lined by the City 
Companies on foot. The spirit of 
Cromwell’s government was kingly. 
The puritanic intlucnce had been 
thwarted from the beginning of his as- 
sumed supremacy ; ami ihe return of 
the people to their old habits of gandi- 
ness and gaii'ty was among the signs 
of a contented public mind. 

Oil the arrival of the procession at 
the Old Change, a high platform was 
developed, vvith two Moors riding on 
leopards. When the crowd had suffi- 
ciently wondered at this mystery, four 
maidens, with dislievellcd locks ami 
silver coronets, took their places at the 
corners ofthe platform and wept. The 
secret of this emblem was the grief 
of a city suffering under evil govern- 
ment; for the Moors were synomi- 
moiis, in the legends, with tyranny. 
All was despair, till an old man, who 
had sat at a distance, wrapt in a black 
mantle, rose, threw off' bis weeds, and 
rejoicing in white at the arrival of the 
Mayor, congratulated him and the 
City ill a long copy of verses. The 
wrath of Praise-Cod Bareboiies would 
iimloubtedly have burned against tliis 
platform and the performers ; but bis 
glory was passed away. 

The fire of London was fatal to 
City topography : and wc shall pro- 
bably speak of things beyond llie Prw- 
w/fM/.v of this world, when we mention 
Mercers’ Chapel and Sopcr’s-laiie. 
But it was opposite to Mercers’ Cha- 
pel that the next halt of the Proces- 
sion, which had hitherto followed a 
figure of a giant twelve feet high, to 
the bounrlless delight and wonder of 
the inullilude, 'was made. Against 
Soper’s-lane cud stood another plat- 
form, of statelier dimensions, and more 
captivating variety. It represented a 
wilderness, with lions, tigers, wolves, 
bears, ami the whole tribe of savagery, 
enjoying their pastime^;. In the front 
sat Pan, playing on the gevenfold 
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pipe, the sole lord of the forest. Or- 
pheus then appeared with his lyre, the 
beasts gathered round him, were 
tamed by his song, and the show clos- 
ed with a chorus of Satyrs, and along 
recitation by Orpheus in unreadable 
poetry, commencing with — 

Order, saitli Plato, is the sonl of things, 

And from that fountain every good art 
springs. 

Beasts become tame and useful.'^ 

Those allusions were intended as an 
adroit compliment to the Skinners’ 
Company, to whom the beasts wore 
naturally objects of peculiar interest. 
The Lord Mayor was escorted to his 
house by the militia, who lircd asnlvo^ 
and thus closed a day of vast popular 
cntortainnicnt. 

The pageant on the reception of 
Charles II. in London was cxtrerin ly 
handsome. The ollicers and deputa- 
tions from the Companies went before 
him on horseback. The Skinners, 
Crocers, Merchant Tailors, and Cloth- 
workers, sending lifly-two each, and 
the other (Corporations only twenty- 
four. At Fleet-stroet-eonduit, the King 
W'as addressed in poetry by a figure 
habited as Time ; at St. Paiirs Church- 


yard, by Truth >and at Chcapside- 
conduit, by Fame. At St. Paul's- 
chain. Industry sat, surrounded with 
her children occupied in their trades ; 
and at Clicapside-cross, the close of the 
procession, a platform was erected, 
with a band of tumblers and dancers i 
intimating, that after the labours and 
lessons 4uch a day, pleasure might 
be fairly enjoyed. If pageantry is good 
for any thing, and unless all the an- 
cient world have been mistaken, it 
may be good for much, the Lord 
Mayor’s Show ha.s it’s uses. Tho 
gilded coach has probably stirred many 
an ambitions spirit from Ch a ring-cross 
to Clieapside, and the glorying of that 
day has transpired in the deepest dili- 
gence and more adroit dexterity for 
the future Whittingtons of London. 
The man in armour was a fragment 
of antiquity worth retaining, but the 
procession might be made a wonder 
to City recollections by allowing tho 
Trades to take a share in it with the 
emblems of their arts. Something of 
this order is occasionally attempted 
on the Continent; and even in Edin- 
burgh and other places in our own 
country, >ihi]o in London, the only city 
of opulence and power enough for it’s 
complete execution, it is neglected* 
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The Village Minstrel, and other Poems, By John Clare, the Northamptonshire

A S some apology for our too long 
neglect of these interesting and 
iiiiassuniing little volumes, we b(;g to 
assure our friends, that it arose from 
accidental' circumstances, over which 
we bad no controul ; and that our feel- 
ings tow'ards them are distinctly the 
reverse of those, which withheld us 
from noticing the inllated quartos of 
Lady Morgan. In the present instance 


we arc gratified with .simple nature, 
seen with a Poet’s eye, and depicted 
in a Poet’s language ; while in the 
nondescript volumes of her radical 
Ladyship, we have every thing but 
nature. Her pages of history arc, for 
the most part, tilled with a senseless 
tirade against all established authori- 
ties and all national institutions ; and 
her' style consists of a series of ua« 
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meaning rhapsodies, far nearer ap- 
pruachinp: to her Ladyship’s old vo- 
cation of novel writ! than helitlini^ a 
recorder of historical facts ; while her 
political self iniportiinec, her relif^ioiis 
quackery, and her unhou tided ego- 
tism, arc positively more repollin*^ 
than downrii^hi i‘j:noraiJce. We may 
reasonably hope to be forj^ivon this 
almost uiiintcntionnl digression, even 
upon such a disajrrccablc subject, as 
wc have had no pre\ious opportunity 
of noticing her Ladyship in propria 
pvrsom ; and we can faithfully assure 
our readers, that this will be onr only 
transj^ressioti. Leavinj; Lady Morjcan, 
therefore, to amend her Irish Tour in 
Italy as she feels best inclined, we 
now turn witli additional pleasure to 
youn^ Clare’s Poetry, as the first fruils 
of that partial respite from severe 
labour, which literary benevolence has 
piirchasod for their amiable and de- 
servinp; author. And however we 
may he usually compelled to eoincidc 
in that worldly wisdom, which inva- 
riably insists, that to eneouraji^c the 
“ idle trade” of verse-making is to 
.spoil useful mechanics ; yet decyily 
indeed should w o condemn that ava- 
rice of humanity, whi<‘li could for a 
inmnent hesitate in assisting and en- 
couraging su<;li an individual as John 
Clare. Jteal talent, however, loves to 
coutoiid not merely with dillicnltics, 
hut with impossibilities, and we can 
participate the almost raptt’ie, that, 
with such vivid feelings as oar author 
is gifted w'ith, he must have hailed his 
benefactors’ kindness. We can, in 
our “mind’s eye,” contiast the poor 
friendless beggared fustic, often ])cr- 
haps without even the bare materials 
w ith which to give his poetic breathings 
their first riido form ; — with the same 
individual raised to hope, happiness, 
connubial bliss, and*dvmcstic com- 
fort, through the offerings of liberality 
at the shrine of genius, and the tii- 
biites of warm-liearlerl benevolence to 
industrious virtue. Clare may indeed 
exclaim, — 

“ Once on the cold and winter shaded 
side * 

Of a bleak bill, mischance had rootcil me; 
Trarisphiiited now to the gay sunny vale, 
Like the greenthorn of 31 ay, my fortune 
flowers ! ” 

we must dispense with any 
ftirtlier observations of our own, to 
have the pleasure of attending to the 
gratifying duty more iiiiincdiatoty bc- 
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fore iis. Clare’s earlier history, de- 
tailed in the introducti<ni to his 
“ Ponns v?i Jiaral Life and Scenery^'* 
is loo extensively known to demand 
repetition, and we lesuine it llKTcfore 
where it is again taken up in tJie ])re- 
sent volnines, from which we (jnote 
the follow ing additional particulars. 

In 1817, Clare Inung anxious to 
publish a small Volume of his Poens.s, 
by subscription^ aseertaiiied that tin ce 
liiindred of a prospectus would cost 
tv.enty shillings; and by haul work- 
ing, day and night, at Iasi saved 
that sum. lint a new diiliruity spee- 
dily arose, of vvhi<*h, as it may be of ser- 
viee to future in enahiing them 

to draw up propo.s.iN and addresses 
to the public, we here L: ansc‘ribe the 
partieuiars : — 

“ In these walks, I liave dropped 
down livi‘ or six limes, to plan an .Acldi e.s'^, 
^c. Ill one of these mnsings, my prove 
thoughts lost themselves in i hv me. 'I'akiug 
a view, as I sat beneath the, shelter of a 
woodland he,dge, of m\ paients’ distresses 
at home, of in\ lahonting so liaid and vo 
vaiiih to get out of debt, and of my still 
added perplexities of ill-timed love,-— 
striving to lemedy all, and all to no pur* 
pose,- 'I burst out into an (‘xcdmii.ition of 
disticss, ‘ What is Life!’ and instantly 
recollecting that such a subject would be. 
a good one for a poem, T liastily svrnltcd 
down the two tirst verses ot it, as it 
stands, as the beginning of the plan which 
I intended to adopt, and continued my 
journey to work. But when I got to the 
kiln I could not work, for thinking about 
what I hud so long been tiyiiig at ; so I 
sat me down on a lime -sknt tic, and out 
with my pencil for an XddrchS of some 
sort, which, good or Inul, 1 dctrrininod to 
send olf that day ; and for that purpose, 
wdten it was iinisliod, 1 started to Stam- 
ford with it, about three miles olf: still, 
along the road, I was in a hundred niind.s 
whctlier I should throw up all thoiight.s 
about the matter, or stay till a litter op- 
portiinit}, to have the advice of some 
iVieiid or other ; but, on turning it over in 
my mind again, a second thought in- 
feMiied me that I had no fiieiul; [ was 
inriied ailrift on the broad ocenii of life, 
and must cither sink or swim : so I 
w'eighed matters on both sides, and faii- 
c!ied, let what bail would voine, it could 
bnt balaiiec with the former : if my hopes 
of the Poems failed, I should not be a pin 
worse than usual ; I could but work then 
as I did alieady; nay, 1 considered that 
I should reap benefit from the disappoint- 
ment ; the downfall of my hopes would 
free iiiy mind, and let me know that I had 
uothing to trust to but work. So with 
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this favouialih' I pursued my iiitni- 
tioki, dropping; down on a stoiic-lieap lie- 
t'ore I enlercMl Hit* U»vmi, to give it a •*e- 
coml leading; and eorrect what I tliought 
aiiiUs.” 

His Address, however, failed of it’s 
intended olijeet, having only oliluUicd 
for him the names of seven suhM'.rih- 
ers ! lint a eopy of it was fortunately 
the cause of his Poems being ulti- 
mately printed by his present liberal 
rubiishers, who gave him twenty 
priiinds for his first Volume of Poems ; 
and brought them out in January, 
ls20. — The result of which is thus 
stated - 

So promptly was the henovoleiiee of 
llie higher lauks everted in helialt of the 
Aiillior, tl'at holore. Ilie evpiratioii of a 
iMoiitli Clare w.is in possession of a little 
fiotmie. 'riie iiolile family at Milton 
Abbey sent for him at the hegiiiniiig ot 
I'Vhm.iiy, and with a kindness wliieh in 
it’s iiniiiicr made a deeper impression on 
his heart than even Ihe bounty with 
w'hieh it was aerouipanied, enquired into 
the situation and eiicuinstaiu*<iM of him- 
self, and ()1 his aged patents : Lord Milton 
then gave him ten pounds, to which the 
Karl of Kitzwilliam added live pounds ; 
and on the following day several artieles 
of clothing and furniture, were sent in, to 
eoiitiihiite towards the eoiiiforl of his 
father and mother. In the middle of the 
same month, the Marcpiess of Kxeter ap- 
poiiiteil (!larc to come to lliirghley House, 
wlieie, after learning the simple particu- 
lars of his life, ami the means he head of 
.supporting hiinsolf, his Lordship told him, 
that as it a]>peai<*d he was able to earn 
thirty )U)iiii<is a j I'ar hy wanking every day, 
he ncMild all(»w him an annuity of fifteen 
guineas for life, that he might, without 
injury to his im'oine, devote half that 
time to iioetry. 'J'he regard for Clare’s 
welfare, which dictated tliis proposal, is 
no loss kind than the liberality of the he- 
ncfuction ; but unfortunately .some of the 
habits of a literary lile arc inconsistent 
with laborious oeeupations : Clare has 
often been called from llic harve.st field 
lliree or four times .i day, to gratify the 
eiiriosity of strangers who went to Help- 
stone for the purpose of seeing him. This 
very considerably interrupted the usual 
eoui.se of iiis employments, and prevented 
him from deriving that income, from the. 
lialf labour of his life, which had been an- 
ticipated. lUit his good fortune was dc- 
‘tcrniiried to supply a counterpoise to every 
disadvantage. Alnint the very time that 
l!ie Marquess of J'xeter laid .so amply the 
fonridatioii of Clare’s indej)endenre on the 
one Imnd, the Karl KitzwilUaiii scut one 


hundred pounds tohi.s Publi.slier^s, which, 
with tiui like Slim ailvaiiced by them, was 
laid out in the ptirchiise of stuek, with the 
view of .«ecuring our Poet from the con- 
dition of extreme poverty which might 
otherwise await him when, like other no- 
velties of the day, he, in his turn, should 
he forgotten. This fund was iinmediiitely 
augmented ’ ” the contrihutioiis ui'sevcral 
noblemen and gcnllemen, eliielly through 
the instrumentality of Admiral Lord Rad- 
stock, whose zeal fur the iniprovcmeiit of 
Clare’s condition, in every sense, is as 
much above all praise, as his Lordship’.s 
assiduity in his benevolent career is iu*o-‘ 
b ibly w'ithoiit parallel. The sums thu.s 
collected, amounting to two bundled and 
tw'riity pounds thirteen shillings, were, 
with the former two huiulied, invested in 
the IS ary jive per 4'ents. in Ihe names of 
trustees ; and, at i^lidsiiimner, the in- 
terest resulting from this soiiice amounted 
to twenly pounds r/ ///*'//«. Tliis estah- 
lisliinent oi‘ Clare’s future income on a 
firm basis, was completed by an allowance 
from the Karl Spencer of ten pounds per 
aHitum for life. 

“ III the Spring of 1820, Clare married 
‘ Patty of the \ ale,’ — * the Kuschud in 
lininble Life,’— or, to speak in prose, 
Martha Turner, the ilaughler of a cottage 
fanner residing at U'alkherd Lodge, in the 
neighbuiirhocHl of Bridge Castertoii, whose 
portion consisted of notliing beyond the 
virtues of indiisti-y, frugality, neatness, 
good-temper, and a sincere love for her 
husband ; qualities, indeed, whieli contri- 
bute more than wealth to the happiness of 
the liiarriago state; hut inoin\> is still a 
desirable aecoinpuiiimeiit, and for want 
of it our Poet’s finances are '•oincwliat too 
much straitened to siqipoit ly.«> t'amily with 
comfort. His household con,'^i^t> at the 
present time of his faliier and mother, 
who arc aged and infirm, ids wile, and a 
little girl, who bids fair to he the eldest of 
a family, which at this rate may he. ex- 
pected to he pretty iiiiine.i oils, ’riiey all 
live, together in the cottage in which Clare 
was born.*' 

• 

Such is the prose history of John 
Clare, the Northamptonshire Peasant 
and Poet ; and we now therefore pro- 
ceed to notice hi.s Poetry. I’lic lead- 
ing piece is called “ The Village 3/j/t- 
strely* which has evidently had Heat- 
lie’s Minstrel fur it's model ; and was 
begun, we are told, in aiiiurnn, 18L9, 
and finished in the cn.suing spring.' 
Tn the person of Luhin, Clare draws 
his own portrait, and largely insists 
upon his love of Nature as the grand 
fiuintnin of all his emotions and of 
all his writings. Of this the following 
stanzas are proof : — 
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<< Bnt who cao teU the anguish of his 
mind, 

When reformatioirs formidable foes 

With civil wars 'gainst Nature's peace 
combined, 

And desolation struck her deadly blows. 

As curst improvement 'gau his fields 
enclose : 

O greens, and fields, and trees I fare- 
well, farewell ! 

His heart- wrung pains, his unavailing 
woes 

No words can utter, and no tongue can 
tell, 

When ploughs destroy'd the green, when 
groves of willows fell. 

There once were springs, when daisies 
silver studs 

Like sheets of snow on every pasture 
spread ; 

There once were summers, when the 
crow' -flower buds 

Like golden sunbeams brightest lustre 
shed ; 

And trees grew oi^ce that shelter’d 
Lubin’s head ; 

There once were brooks sweet whim- 
pering down the vale ; 

The brooks no more, -kingcup and daisy 
fled ; 

Their last fallen tree the naked moors 
bewail, 

And scarce a bush is left to tell the 
mournful tale. 

Yon shaggy tut\, and many a rushy 
knot 

Existing still in spite of pade and 
plough, 

As seeming fond and loth to leave the 
spot, * 

Tell w here was once the green, — brown 
fallows now. 

Where Lubin often turns a sadden’d 
brow, 

Marks the stopt brook, and mourns 
oppression’s power j 

And thinks how once he waded in each 
slough, 

To crop the yellow ‘ florse-blobb’s ' 
early flow'er, 

Or catch the ‘ miller’s-thiimb’ in sum- 
mer’s sultry hour. 

There once were days, the woodman 
knows it well, 

When shades cVn echoed with the 
singing thrush ; 

There once were hours, the plough- 
man’s tale can tell. 

When morning’s beauty wore it’s ear- 
liest blush. 

How woodlarks caroH'd from each 
stumpy bush ; 

Lobin himself lias mark’d tlicm soar 
and sing ;

In his picture of a Cotter's Evening^

he is seen in the laintcsl light. The 
greater genius of Ciosar predomwatrs 
over his lesser fire till it is nearly ex- 
tinguished, and wc are glad to escape 
from the darkness, to view him in his 
own brighter beaming. To this latter 
class belong two pieces entitled, “ Ilu- 
rnl Moniing,* and “* Rural Rnenitty^** 
Which we esteem to be altogether his 
most perfect productions, and which 
wc regret not having space to quote 
at present. In the mean time we 
select the annexed from among liis 
minor Poems, as satisfactory c\i- 
dence, if any more were needed, that 
JoJin (Marc is a genuine poet, and 
ile.hly entith'd to the fostering smiles 
of the liberal and enlightened : —

This most excellent Instil ution, 
whose third report we have now the 
plea.siirc of introdqcing to the benevo- 
lent notice of our friends, stands so 
little in need either of recommenda- 
tion, or of eulogy, that, confident of all 
oUr readers* simpcithy in hucli a cause, 
apd anxious to further it's truly cha- 
ritable design to the utmost of our 
power; wc shall do the Society our 
best service, by suffering it's Com- 
niKtce to speak for themselves, and 
by adducing proof instead of argu- 
lueni in it’s deserved support.

“ TIic spirit with wliich exertions have 
been im'idc to introduce labour into pri- 
sons has been highly gratifying; and in 
the iridiiiifactiiiing counties, where there 
are fewer diliicultie.s in this respect than 
Jn other districts, the employment of 
prisoners has been carried on at a con- 
siderable profit. The following particu- 
lars will furnish the reader with a general 
idea of the trades and occupations at 
which prisoners have licdn employed ;

, At the new'^ house of correction at 
Bedford, very considerable Alterations 


and additions are making, and a stepping- 
mill is building in which the prisoners 
arc to be employed, in separate classes.

ing, uail'inaking, bricklaying||^j|oasoi)ry, 


blacksmitlis'-work, straw-aiattress, and 
chip-hat making. At this prison, the nct- 
cariiings, from J^eceinber, 1 820, • to 
25th March, 1821, for whicIi (MMiod the 
average luimbcriii confinement amounted 
to 125 daily, were 7.v.'7d., the 

cost of fond £107 lOs. 3d., being a clear 
profit to tlie county, beyond the cost of 
food, of £28 Hs.

** At llodmin, the prisoners arc em- 
ployed in tlirasiiing and grinding corn, 
.sawing and polishing stones for cliiinney- 
pieces. tombstones, ^c. ; also in making 
clothing, shoc.s, and blankets. The fe- 
males arc employed in spiiiuiiig and knit- 
ting; making, mending, ajul wa.shing 
clothes for tl. ‘service of the pii.son. 

“ 'J’he county house of correction at 
Fxeter, aUIiougli dcfii in space for 
acf'omniodatioii, presents a gratifying 
scene of systemafic industry. 'J'lie pii- 
soners are employed in saw'iiig, giindiiig; 
siiiootliing, and polishing marble. Vases 
aic tiirncii, and bcjiitifuJ specimens of 
cUininey-pieces cxeeiiled. 'fhe flax nia- 
mifactory also in this jmIsoii is well- 
maiiagcd, and carried on from the first 
process of dressing tlie dried vegi'table 
to tliatof wcaviugit. 'I'o tins maiiufacliire, 
tlio'^e prisoiieis are placed who are canii- 
mitted lor long periods of confinement : 
those for .shot ter terms are emjjloyed at 
dressing liemp. This process is t'airied 
on by means of a briiising-mill, wliieli is 
worked by the manual-labour of twelve 
men in a set. Vagrants aie also kept at 
liard-Iuboiir. 'I'lie women are fcilJy imi- 
ployedin washing, making, and mending, 
tiic pv^b|l^^lothirig. 

Ajtjp^lianj (Jaol, weaving, spinning, 
beati^jji^liAiK, and making door mats, are 
the general employments. 

“ At (’helmsford county bouse of cor- 
rection, a master-weaver is employed by 
the county, to teach some of the prisoners 
to weave coai.se. linens. A coni-niill has 
been erected, at whieli tlie prisoners work 
ill companies of tv\cnt> at a lime. Shoe- 
making, spinning, and weaving, have 
also been iiitioduced. 

At (iloiieester, a mill has also recently 
been erected, and there is a forcing 
pump, worked by a tread-wheel. The 
prisoners weave and maniifactiire cloth, 

.s. .’king, saddle girths, towels, and stock- 
ings. 

“ At W'incliostor house of correction, 
two corn-mills arc in daiiy^ operation, 
which employ •twenty-eight men at one 
time. The convicts’ dresses and shoes 
are made in the prison ; and the women 
card and spin, and make the clothing. 

At Hereford Penitentiary, a rorn- 
niill has been bnill ; and the prisoners 
arc employed in making clothing, shoes, 
bedding, and in the manufacture of bags, 
for sale, from the raw material. 
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“ At Lancaster Castle, from lUirty- 
eiplit to fifty pieces of IMuiicliehtcr cot- 
tons arc workcil off per week. The 
amount of eaniiiigs for the last year is 
stated to he £b(iO, 

“ At the Manchester New Bailey, 
weaving is the general employ ineiit of the 
prison. The amount of earnings, up to 
July 1H20, for one year, amounted to 
£20r>fi «s. lOrf. 

“ Preston house of correction is justly 
distingui'^hed by the industry which pre- 
vails. Here an idle hand is rarely to b<- 
found. 1'herc were lately 130 looms in 
full enit»Ioy, from each of which the 
average weekly earnings are 5s, About 
130 pieces of cotton goods arc worked otf 
per W'cek. A consideralile proportion of 
the looms are of the ]>risoners’ own manii* 
faeime. In one monlli, an iiievperience<l 
workman, will he able to earn the cost of 
• Jiis gaol allowance of food. AVeaviiig has 
these advantages over other prison la- 
bour ; the noise of the^ shuttle prevents 
conversation, and the progress of the 
work constantly ie<piiics the eye. 'I'lie 
accounts of this* prison, contaiiieil in the 
appendix, ileserve particular attention, 
as there appears to lie :i balance of clear 
profit to till* comiiy, from the labour of 
the prisoners, in (iie year, of Id. 

'J’liis siMu was eawK'il by weaving and 
cliMiiing col ion only, the pnsoiieis being 
besides eiiijdoyed in tailoring, wdiite- 
v\ ashing, ilaggnig, slating, painting, car- 
peiitei iiig, tailoring, and ialmiirciV w'ork ;

“ At Boston, the ]irisoners are em- 
ployed ill llui iii.iiJiifaeture of woisted, 
ami the gi imhiig of corn. 

“ At tlie MillDaiik Penitentiary, a 
mill has been creeled for giinding corn con- 
sumed in the Kstablishiiieiit ; also a iiia- 
ehiiie for raising water ; and another mill, 
with a similar machine, is to he erected for 
the employ Hu nt of other prisoners, in a 
distiiiet ])ait of the building. Tin; amount ‘ 
of the prisoners' (aiiiiiigs, during the 
last year, was -fUMT ks. 

“ At vShn*wsbiiiy , ;» mill has been 
erected, wliich employ s eighteen men t.t 
one time, and tin* jiiisoiiers ciiange this 
lahoiir three time's a day '; the remaining 
prisoners aie tmployed in weaving laces, 
making list shoes, Ac. 'J’he female pri- 
soners are employed in baking, washing, 
spiiiiiing, knitting stockings and gloves, 
also making the shei'ts and W'eariiig- 
ajiparel <’onspni(‘d in tlie gaol. 

“ \t Mallord, all the prisoners, ex- 
ci'pting those Ix ion* tiial, are employed 
in dressing iUx, spiiniliig, weaving doth ' 


tor prison clothing, rugs, lilaukets, knit- 
ting stockings, heading pins for the Bir- 
iiiitigliaiii manufacLnrers, sliocinuking» 
tailoring, and grinding corn. 

“ At Lewes house of correction, the 
prisoners are employed in dressing flax 
and heating hemp. 

“ In the house of rorrection at War- 
wick, w- h appears to be carried on with 
much spirit. The mill for grinding corn 
employs twenty men or upwards, and 
from a bakehouse adjoining, supplies of 
excellent bread are Vegularly conveyed 
to. this and the comity gaol, and the saving 
to the county from this alone is estimafeJ 
at some hundreds of pounds per annum. 
Wire-drawing is carried on, and * the 
prisoners perform the whole proeess. 
They are also employi'd in a w'of.lh-n ina- 
imfactiiri*, w hich is very successful, lings, 
blankets, horse-clotbs, carpets, girths, 
and other coarse articles are also iiiude. 
The females are chiefly employed in spin- 
ning amt carding wool. 

“ At Bevizes, some of the prisoners, 
in tlicir working-eells, aic enijiloyed in 
knitting tli(‘ir ow'n stockings, making 
gloves, shoes, straw hats, weaving sliirt- 
iiig, hlaiikefing, and cloth.

“At Woi coster county gaol, the system 
of employiiient is admirable, livery arti- 
cle of<lress worn by the prisoners here is 
made from tlie raw material : sacking and 
bags are the only articles made for sale.

“ At M^akefield, and Beverley, the . 
prisonci's have been fully employed on 
the extensive w'orks carried on in the 
new houses of eoireetion at those places. 

“ At Northleach, (^.ospoi t, Huntingdon, 
and l>outh, mills have been erected for 
the purpose of employing the prisoners, 
although not ofl the tread-wheel system.’'

“ In many prisons, the instruction of 
the pi'isoners in reading and vyriting has 
been attended wdrli excellent effects. 
Schools have been formed at Bedford, 
Durham, C'liehnsford, Winchester, Here- 
ford, IMaid'^tohe, Leicester Uousl» of (’or- 
reclion, Shrewsbury, M'^arwiek, Worces- 
ter, Ac. .^luch valuable assistdlico has 
been deiived in this department-lffom the 
labours of respectable iiidividultfs, espe- 
cially Females, aetiiig under the s'ftnetion 
of tlie Magistrates, and diicetioii of the 
( liaphiin.

gage, but in the performance of wliich a 
Visiting Association might be rendered 
highly beneficial. No one will dispute 
the benefit of such labours, who has wit- 
nessed the admirable exertions of Mrs. 
b'ry and her benevolent associates. 

“ The Ladies’ Coinini tees visiting New- 
gate, and the Rorough Compter, have 
continued to devote th'cmselves to the 
improvement of the female prisoners, in 
a spirit wurtliy of their enlightened zeal 
and Christian charity. The beneficial 
effects of their exertions have been 
evinced by the progressive decrease in 
the number of female prisoners re-com- 
mitted, which has diminished, since the 
visits of the Ladies fo New'gate, unless 
than 40 per cent. Such labours cannot be 
too highly appreciated; but those who 
have only witnessed tlie unremitting care, 
and Judicious arrangements of the As- 
sociation within the gaol, can form but an 
inadequate conception of the extent and 
assiduity of the exertions of these Ladies. 
Female convicts embarking for New South 
Wales, arc furnished by the Ladies’ 
Association with the means of employ- 
ment, and of moral and religions instruc- 
tion on the voyage ; and such a system 
has been established as is best calculated 
to promote good order during the passage. 
Not a vessel now departs for New Soutli 
Wales, with female convicts, but carries 
to that distant shore abundant marks of 
the unwearied efforts of these ..Julies to 
reform tlm character, and alleviate the 
miseries, of the female criminal. Nor are 
their attentions confined to those under 
sentence of the law. Feiiudes who are 
discharged from Newgate, destitute, but 
disposed to return to the ]>aths of virtue, 
are also the objects of their kind solici- 
tude. It is pleasing to find, that the 
admirable example of this Association 
has been successfully followed, not In this 
country' only, imt on the CJoatincnt. At 
Redford, Plymouth, f^Ancaster, Chester 
and Yoik, similar Assoi'iations have been 
formed; and at Paris, St Pefersburgh, 
Geneva, Rome, and Turin, Ladies of dis- 
tinguished rank have engaged with ardour 
in this interesting work.'' 

* * • • • 

A review of the pi s^gross of improve- 
ments ii^^rison discipline, during the 
past y^oij^presents just grounds for ron- 
gratujlwSti. The laboui s of the Legisla- 
ture,— flie disposition of the magistracy, — 
the public interest which the subject coii- 
excite, — tlie actual Introduction 
ofij^J^roveiticnts,— the diffusion pf infor- . 
inatiou,— and the amcuduieut of^^prisons 


are highly encouraging, tl ere is yet miicJi 
to accomplish in this work of national 
hnprovement. So extensive are the de- 
fects of classification, that in thirty gaols, 
constructed for the confinement of 2yH.> 
persons, there were, at one fime in the 
last year, no fewer than 68:17 prisoners ; 
and the wliole number iin]»risoiicd in those 
gaols, during that period, aniouiiteu to 
20,70:^. There are yet prisons where 
idleness and it's uttciidant evils reign 
unrestrained, -where the sexes are not 
separated, — w here nil distinctions oferime 
arc confound -d, -where few. can criter,^ 
if iiiicoiTiipted, witiioiit pollution ; and, if 
guilty, without inciirring deeper stains of 
criiniuality.' There are yet |;risons Whicli 
receive not tlie pious visits of a Christian 
minister, - which the light of knowledge* 
never enters, and where the truths and 
consolations of the Gospel are never 
beard.- -'1‘liei c are yet prisons w here, for 
the security of the prisoners, measures 
are resorted to, as revolting to Rritish 
feeling, as they are repugnant to the 
spirit and letter of I jiglisli law. A more 
fiequent gaol (leli\i‘iy throughout the 
kingdom, — the abolition of borough pri- 
sons inrapableot material iniprov'cuicnt,— 
and prompt measures for arresting the 
progress, and promoting the i tdbriuation, 
of the < rimiiial youth in the metropolis; 
arc objects which require tlie early con- 
sideration of His Majesty’s Goveininent. 

“ 'iiie niHiiirest eftVet of tlie system of 
prison ^spipline which the Society advo- 
cate, prevent crime, by inspiring a 
dread pfwprisonment, ami by inducing 
the criibinal, on his di'^charge from con- 
finement, to abandon bis vicious pursuits. 
To recoiuiiiemi plans so beneficial, the 
labours of Ho\var»l, of Nield, and of 
l^aiil, weie t»o\\crfully directed. Their 
iinlividnal cffoits wore truly valuable; 
but the exertions of a single life, how- 
ever enlightened :iiul indefatigable, arc 
neecssarHy limited and imperfect. It is 
seldom, but by associated strength, that 
measures, of great national interest, can 
be attained. Hence the advantage of a 
Society, wliicli shall combine the energies, 
am' unite tlie exertions, of all who are 
interested in the cause,— encourage and 
provide a succession of laboiiicrs, — a.ssist 
ill keeping the subject befoie the public 
attention, — and diffuse informalion cal- 
cnlated to facilitute the adoption of ap- 
proved designs, and beneficial arrange- 
nicnts, in the construction and manage- 
ment of prisons. 

“ Such are the objects o6 Ibe Society 
for the improvement of prison discipline ; 
— to promote which the Committee call 
generally on their fellow-countrymen to 
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extend their patrona^?e, co-operation, and 
support. The Society’s tiiiids are t*m- 
ploycd in the printin'^ and ciiTiilation of 
puljlicatloiis and Reports, and in enafr ix- 
iiij? designs for prisons ; in relieving des- 
titute prisoners on their discliarwe, \^lio 
are desirous of (putting their criminal 
habits; and espoei:illy in tlic support of 
the Teni]>orary Refuge, wliore tlie iiiiinber 
admitted is necessarily limited, in con- 
sequence of the narrow state of the Com- 
mittee’s finances. To evteiul their ob 
jeets, and to render their exertions more 
perinancntly, as well as widely, bcnedcial, 
the Coniniittee earnestly entreat the aid 
of public benevolence ; and they trust 
tliiit peeuiiiaiy support will not be with- 
held, whem it is considered that on the 
liberality with which this appeal is an- 
swered, depends, in a great measure, the 
^^sueecss of the Society, and the welfare of 
'‘many a youth whose days will otherwise 
be spent* in misery and crime.” 

To these eloquent and forcible 
.sfafemcnls, no arguments of our's 
cotrid give additional strength they 
are foumlml upon data, which it is 
impossihlc to controvert, because the 
facts adduced are gathered from 
actual e\pcri(*ii<!e, and peisoual inves- 
tigation ; and the naiioii.d gratitude 
is indeed justly due to those, who 
have thus dilfused the light of Ileavea 
through the dungeons of the prison' 
hou.se; and taught their wretched 
inmates to “ .sin no more!” Our 
ii<*\t quotations are from tb^ body of 
the work, and arc pleasing probfs of 
the good wliieli has beeii ' Already 
clle(;ted, and of llie still happier 
results which are proinis<’d to a per- 
.seveiaiiee in siiiiihir ('vertion. Our 
extracts are 1alv(*ii promiscuously, 
though there are .som«’ leport.s rath(;r 
less favourable, as well as many others 
equally, (»r perhaps more, llattcriug.

“ This is a newly-erected pri.soii, and 
iiK'liiding the Sessions House adjoining, 
is expected to cost about f {ia,000 : it has 
only been iniidbited aliont IS months. 
Tin- plan of it provides inspection into 
fie* yards and work-shops, with a view 
into the day- rooms, from the (Joveriior’s 
House, whieh is placed in the centre. 

“ 'file classification, W'lioii completed, 
will (*onsist of two classes for iintMcii 
felons, Iw'o for tried felons, one for mis- 
flenie.i Hants under snimiiary conviction, 
one for prisoners eomrnitted' for bail, and 
two for females, tried and untried. There 
w ill he I7t> scpvirate sleeping cells. The 
eiiipioyiiieiit of the prisoners is already 


very various and considerable; viz. weav- 
ing of woollen, silk, and cotton articles ; 
also blankets and druggets; joinering, 
tailoring, sliocmaking, loom-inakiiig, 
coopering, white-washing, painting, nail- 
making, bricklaying, masonry, black- 
sniitlfs work, straw-mattress and chip- 
hat making ; cultivating the land heloiig- 
ing to the prison outside the walls : sack- 
making and carpet-weaving are about to 
be introduced. Liveries for the servants 
of the Magistrates and of the neighbour- 
ing gentlemen have also been made. The 
net earnings from Dee.. 25, 1S20, to March 
25, 1821 , w'ere 1T90 7s. 7d. the cost of 
food, averaging at 125 'persons daily, 
was £107 lOii. 5d. leaving a clear profit 
to the county, against i-ost of fond, of 
£28 K.«. Ad, The earnings arc divided us 
follows: one-third to the prisoners, of 
which a half is paid weekly; onetcntli to 
the governor, one-twentieth to the task- 
master; the remainder, being about one 
half, to the county. From the short 
time this prison has been iuiiabited, but 
little can be said with certainty as to the 
ed'ccts of it’s discipline : full om|>loyment 
is however maintained wdth the tried 
felons at this lime. Any prisoner having 
a term of imprisonment long enough to 
learn any of the trades is so taught ; 
those who have short terms are lunployed 
in the garden attached to the prison. 
A Testainent and a Fraycr-book is pro- 
vided in each cell, and rcdigiotis tracts are 
distributed amongst the pri.soncrs. The 
diet is two pints of gruel, 111), of bread,

“ The following is an extract from the 
(’haplaiirs Report of tiiis piisoii, dated 
Jaiinarv 9, 1S21. It aftbrds an in’eresliug 
example of the 8iicee''S that has attended 
his labours towards the instruction and 
improvement of the criminals under his 
charge ; — 

“ £ feel mueli^satisfaetion in reporting 
to the iMagisfrates the complete suecesa 
whieh has attended the suggestions sub- 
mitted to the Court last sessions, for the 
iiiaintenanee of silence and order amongst 
the prisoners. The plan of silence is now 
strictly observed in the whole manage- 
ment of the prison; the good effect of 
which U strikingly felt in the spinning 
manufactory, wIkm-p, in the place of noise 
and disorder, and frequent uproar, yvbicii 
before prevailed, the w'hole bnsliiliss of 
the workmen is now carried on in perfect 
(|uietness.

The school on the untried side, is 
superintended by the under matron, w hose 
duty it is to read the Holy Scriptures there, 
once in the day, when it is nut perforine<l 
by the visiting members of the Associa- 
tion. It is also her province to take the 
entire coiKhiq|; of a small shop, situated 
at the entrance of the women's siile, 
which supplies the prisoners with many 
of the necessaries of life at a lowpii' c; 
and is very beneficial, by giving an op- 
portunity to the under matron, to watch 
over all that is sent out, or received into, 
the prison. Many articles have lately 
' been added to the fancy, and more useful 
branches of work, executed by the women 
in Newgate; and by means of a sale, 
under the kind patronage of many dis- 
tinguished and bmievoleiit persons, much 
of the supertUioiis produce has lieeii dis- 
posed of; which fiom the immher reijiiir- 
ing employment, it is almost impossible 
to sell ill the prison. 

Some ineonveiiience having aiisen 
from the iiiiinber of visitors adinittcrl at 
one time, the (laol Coinmittee have 
thought it expedient to restrict the ad- 
mission to twenty, on the days appointe d ; 
but the members of the Association have 
still tb(! liberty of taking any friend with 
them, who may be able to render them 
assistance. In coiisequoiiee of a deputa- 
tion to the (laol ('oiiiinittec, who have 
given every encoiii ageiiieiit to our under- 
taking, we have obtained permission, not 
only to class the women, but to ai range 
them ill their different w'ards, and to 
appoint wards’ w oiiien, wbicli hi iiigs them 
more immediately under our constant 
care, and eiiahles iis in some degree, 
to remove the dillienities which fiequciitly 
arise with respect < j tluur association in 
the prison. We lia\ e also to acknowlcilge 
the kind exeitions of the Sheriff's, in 
assisting ns to investigate the most inter- 
esting eases, and also to inteicede for 
mitigation of piinishiiient, where sudden 
toiiiptution, and not hahitnai viee, has 
been the iiiiniediatc cause of delinquency. 

“ When we take into consideration 
the con.<i|tai]t change of prisoners who 
come under the care of the Ladles’ Com- 
mittee, we desii c not to be too saiigiiine 
with respect to the lasting fruits that may 
be produced ; but arc encouraged to piir- 
biie our efforts by the reflection, that the 
commission of much actual evil is daily 
prevented; and although hopes entertain^ 
ed by promising nppe;»rances may fre- 
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quciitly be disappointed, yet we have to 
acknowledge wiui humble gratitude, that, 
through the Divine blessing, some who 
have been w'itliin these walls are now 
obtaining their bread by honest industry, 
and others through <leep apd heartfelt 
repentance have died in f.iith, founded on 
the mercy of a gracious Itedecmcr. 

“ We think it right to add some inter- 
esting facts, respecting three of oiir 
women who hnve left the prison since last 
year: two of these, who were under sen- 
tence of death , have received a free pardon ; 
one has been assisted to procure a man- 
gle, and is obtaining a icspi-ctable liveli- 
hood; the other has been admitted as 
iiinse into an hospital; a third has been 
received into the family of one- of oi r 
fiieiuls, as a servant, and we have the 
satisfaction of hcaiing that all conduct 
theinselvcK with uniform proprii^ty. 

“ It will doubtless be aeceptable to 
learn, that our Association still extends 
it’s care to Ciillspiiv-Strc»*t ( oiinter, by 
a deputation of several of it’s niembeis : 
to this prison some of the prisoners fioin 
Newgate are coinnfitt<*il for correction, 
during a stated period, ami where the 
system is carried on much in tlic same 
manner us ill Newgate; the women are 
classed under a nuilron, supplied with 
v\ork, and have the ben(‘lit of heaiing the 
Holy Si-riptures read to them. 

M'ith these enconragernents, the 
Coinmittee canViot but hope, that the 
system they have adopted in Ncw'gate 
will meet with a general reeeption in 
other prisons, and will continue to lie 
ditfiised until not one prisoner, in this 
Christian country, is left di'stitnte of tlmt 
assistance, which the iiiore enlightened 
are called upon to extend to the ignorant 
and wretched; considering that we are 
“ all the children of One Universal 
Fallierf'

“ Since the year ISIS tlie alterations 
for the improved classification of the pri- 
.soners are as follows: llnee additional 
dejifirtmeiits for females, and one for 
mules. The first court appropriated for 
frill ale felons •beTorc trial; second, after 
trial; and third, for vagrants : also one 
coiirl for male vagi ants: all the other 
courts remain as in the year ISIS, as also 
the general plan of the prison. There arc 
in all, nine classes for male prisoners, 
exclusive of debtors ; viz. two yards for 
prisoners before trial, two for prisoners 
after trial, and five yards for the 
House of Correction prisoners, including 
vagrants. They arc thus divided^' two 
courts for vagrants, one for poachers, 
another for disorderly servants, and a 
third for W'ant of surety, bastardy, Scc„ 
These arc stated as the general divisions, 
but it perpetually happens, from there 
3 O 
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being none or very few prisoners of a 
prirtienlar <lesrription, thii^ the yards are 
applied to utlicra, by wliicli ciassification, 
as to diriraeter as well as crime, can be 
attended to. Tlierc are eight cla'<scs for 
females, two betbre trial, two after trial ; 
two bastardy*; one disorderly servants; 
and one vagrants, '('he number of night- 
cells is l.>2, each prisoner sleeping sepa- 
rately, unless they exceed the nninber of 
cells. 

“ A mill was creeled in the Oaol two 
3 'ear 8 ago, for grinding corn, which em- 
ploys thirty-six men, eighteen at one 
time, and they change three times each 
per day ; the remaining male prisoners arc 
employed in weaving laces, making list 
shoos, tobacco, and shoemakers* pegs ; 
whitewashing, and other necessary em- 
ployments in the Caol. The female pri- 
soners arc employed in baking, washing, 
spinning, knitting stockings and gloves ; 
also making the sheets and wearing ap- 
parel consumed in the (iaol. The pro- 
duce of the mill is sold to a nicalman who 
contracts for it. The amount of cash 
paid to the prisoners in the year 1S20, 
is £218 5s. lid., wdiich is supposed to 
be onc-tliird of the estimated value of the 
work performed by them. Kach prisoner 
is paid about !.«. per week, as the amount 
of his earnings. Solitary eonfinoment is 
oecasioniilly resorted to, with ditterent 
degrees of punishment; and four solitary 
cells, heated by linos, with a small yard 
attached to each, have been just erected 
for thi.s purpose. ’I he intention is to con- 
fine the worst of characters, whose exam- 
ple might tend to curnipt the younger 
oli'eiider. 

“ reinalo eriniinals are k‘'> < in nnmher, 
and that of disorderly women is about the 


same as formerly. The service of th6 
C'liiireh is read, and a sermon preached 
on Sunday, morning prayers on Tuesday, 
and evening ditto on Thiirsflay. The 
Chaplain iittcinls nearly every day. There 
is also a .sehuolmastcr, who attends 6vc 
moinings in tlie week, for the purpose 
of instructing the prisoners. Bibles, 
Tcstaineiits, and religious tracts are dis- 
tributed to the prisoners by the Chap- 
lain." 

Our qiinlntions, and our remarks, 
have now, we arc assured, fully 
proved not only the vali\p and impor- 
tance of lliis national charily, but 
also Ibe very interesting nature of the 
report bcl‘« -re us. The Appendix con- 
tains a varietc of com in uni calotte 
from Scotland, Ameiica, and 

dillerent parts of the (hmtiiieiit, wlieie 
the salutary principles of this Sainaii- 
tnn Insti til lion arc niakirig rapid pro- 
Jrress. There is al.so much informa- 
tion upon several other subjects con- 
nected with the original design, and 
many interesting doeinnents of eoii- 
siderablc im])Orlaneo. I a iceoiinnend- 
ing, thercfoie, with our waroK st eulo- 
gy llm inteiests of Ibis esiablidjment, 
to the encicasi'd piolcclion of llie 
publie. we f(‘cl ourselves contldent, 
that all tbe sanguine hopes of the 
Society’s fiiends Mill nllimalely be 
realized; ami that, In tin* eom iuding 
Molds of the Bepoit, “ llie> will 
riebly merit the Manliest benedictions 
of a graleful eouutiy ; and ensure to 
llicinselves even yet a far more solid, 
an iniperislmble icwardl"

“ FiioM the suhlluie to the ridicu- 
lous there is but a step," was the 
observation of a man, mIio, Milh all 
his errors, of action ,t apd dicta t ion, 
knevi^, we are indueed to think, some- 
thing of Human Nature ; and tlii.s 
sentiment, constantly and forcibly 
iJiustrated as it Mas, by the situations 
and versatilities of his own career, 
was no doubt th<; fruit of such know- 
ledge. Wc incline also to admit 
it‘s general truth, not only with re- 
fei'e^ij^ to Napoleon l^uonapartc, but 
in g M^H^ r and more efl'ee,tive sc;>sc, 
as it^^lfards the whole huinan race, 
chequered and ever varying 
scenes of life. Assuming, therefore, 
the correctness of our position, what 
is there in the study and the perusal

of the life and elnirfuder of David 
I'laggarl, more lidienlous than the 
devotion of our lime to the history of 
inoie extensive though more illus- 
trious depiadalois f •• the (besars, the 
Ahixaiiders, and the Napoleons of 
other days. The spoliations and the 
aggressions on domeslic life and eiiv 
cumseribed society, atVord lessons nrid 
warnings equally forcible and pun- 
gent as tlic subversions of^t'inpires, 
and llie invasion of kingilonis ; and 
the misery inflicted upon tin; Peasant’s 
firc-side by one desperate and nn- 
prineipled rulfian, will awaken, — “ ai* 
licet parvis vomponere magna^"- pity, 
detestation, and wonder, in a degree, 
equal to that entailed upon an in- 
vaded luovinec and a plundered city.

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We have therefore take if up the 
little work hofore us with con- 
siderable interest, not so luiieli for 
tlie Stike of assiiniin^ l!ie olliee of the 
Critic as the Inslrnetor; for whilst, 
feeling that it would ho both cruel 
and iiunocessary to dissect or carp at 
the style of the production, siiicc it is 
purported to be the woik ol Haggart 
himself, wmj fancy we pereci\e in, and 
can collect from it, lessons of dread 
for the protligatc and the inlldel, as 
well as assurance's of hope and alle- 
viation, to the repentant and broken 
jiiinded. 

Vile, savage, and determined, Da- 
vid llaggart, fiom liisyonih up, W'ent 
on his vie.ious eourse r<‘joieing. Tno- 
, thing wit fdn Id or baulked Ins purpose, 
ainl rapiiK', and linuily blood, fraeed 
the spot where his ie|)(ibj-like crawl 
had been. But the march of retribu- 
tion eame ii])on him, the lliiity heart 
<]Mail('d 111 the last liour of chains and 
captivity ; the “ still small voire 
thundered of “jiidgiiicnt to come,’' 
and hofie, “ Heaven's (’henibini," iii- 
siiiting visions of a better world, in- 
fused a glow of feeling and gratilmh) 
ui)on that heart vvhieh before had been 
the nest of the serp<’iif and the tiger’s 
lair. The fettered limbs bowed to the 
unseen (i!od, and nothing in all his 
former lile “ beeame him like ibe 
leaving of it;” and at last, when he 
shut his eyes upon the world, and 
threw off iimrtality, lie did not fall, as 
loo many others have done, and “ make 
no sign.” 

flaggait was born of humble, but 
lioncst parents,--'** at a farm town 
called llie (jlohhm Acre, near Canon 
Mills, in the County of h^dinburg}), on 
the *ijlh of June, 1801,” and was 
executed, for the innrdor of the turn- 
key of numfiies Jail, at Kdinhurgh, 
on the 18th Jul}, lS*il. Consecjuciitly, 
from the eradh; to the grave w as indeed 
hut a span to him, and one may vvell 
wonder that so 3 oiing a man should 
so sueeossfully have piupetratod that 
tissue of ribaldry, crime, and de- 
bauchery, which brought him, even in 
the blossom of his lifi*, to expiate bis 
villariics upon the scaflold. 

It would be botli tedious and unne- 
cessary to go along with him through 
every path of his rapidly vviekod jour- 
ney ; and vve shall therefore only point 
out those pails of it which vveic it’s 
moie remarkable stages. 

“ IShovv me youi eumpaiiious, and 1 


will tell you what you are,*^ is an 
axiom handed down to us by anti- 
cpiity and experieiiee, — and bad com- 
pany seems to have been the noxious 
vu'ed that overspread llaggart’s iiioin- 
ing,thc poisonous fester that €lev mired 
his sound* ^ (iiialities. It was the ser- 
pent that he fostered almost in his cra- 
dle, only to entire and delmlc his ina^f 
tiirer life into the lorhiddim precineJs 
ofirreligion and immorality. J3ut let 
us ht'ar him speak on this point for 
himself: — 

Although, dining my service, I acted 
with lidciity tow aids m\ inasteis, vet, in 
the latter part of it, 1 had eoiiii acted an 
iiitiinHcy with several very loose charac- 
ters, Olid had various ad vent in es in the 
streets at night. I v\a.s vejy fond of com- 
pany, and I now had greater opportunities 
of gratil}iiig my propensities. I never 
was given to drink, nor, indeed, to the 
company of men, but I prineipally fre- 
quented dances and raffles, where I min- 
gled ill the society of both sexes of the 
most dissolute eharai'ters. I was thrown 
idle about the month of April, 1HI7, and 
in less than thiee months T Ibiind myself 
plunged into sueh a state of vice and 
wickedness, that my mind could not suf- 
fer rellcctioii. I spent whole nights in 
the streets, or in worse plaees. Kvery 
thing 1 saw, or heard, or did, was vvieked; 
iny nights and tttij daijs were eril; f could 
not hear to look at iny relations ; and 
growing at la-t impatient of the restraint 
of living in my fathoi’s liouse, I formed 
the I'csuliitioii of .shifting my scene of 
action.” 

He left his ftitlier’.s house,” and 
from that time till v\ilhin a short pe- 
riod of his death, the current of his 
life “ never did run siiioolh,” but w'as 
ruffled and discoloured by the storms 
of pHS.sion, and the filth by which it 
was cnihcddcd, He goe.s on to detail 
a .series of snffco*ssful plunder, and to 
tho.se who arc fond of poring ovqr 
dc.srriptioiis of scenes and villanies, 
told ill good set slang terms, wc can 
promise them much amusement in the 
perusal. For oiirsolves, the short ob- 
servation that is wrung from him, — 

“ I never was happier than when I 
fingered all this money ; but I thought 
sore about it aflerward-s, when Iji'as 
itK and tike lo die,"' — is worth any score 
pages of the modern fashionable slang 
diet ionary. >. 

The account of the ** blackest day” 
ill Haggait’s life, as he forcibly de- 
picts it, when he committed the mur- 
der on the turnkey, for which his own 
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life was the forfeiture, is given at con- 
siderable length, and is not devoid of 
interest ; but the extract that we now 
give is newer, and possesses some 
touches of feeling which, from such a 
rugged source, we are more delighted 
to dwell upon. Haggart had ellecied 
his escape, and was seeking safety 
from pursuit by ilight and conceal- 
ment : — 

“ I tlun made for Annan, and got 
throiigli it before the moon rose, and 
getting on a mile or two upon the Car- 
lisle road, I wont in a belt of planting 
close to a small farm town. Watching an 
oppurtniiity, I dived into a haystack, and 
lay llierc all night, and no\t day till two 
o'clock ill the uffcniooii, vlioii I hoard a 
woman ask a hoj , if ‘ that lad was taken 
that had broken out of Dumfries Jail ? * 
the boy aiisworod, ‘ No, but the jailer 
died last iiitfbt .it ton o'clock.' Ilis woids 
struck me to the soul ; my heart died 
within mo, and I was insensilile for a 
good while ; on coming to myself, 1 could 
scarcely heliovo 1 liad heard them, for the 
possibility of poor Morrill’s death had 
never eiitoi od into iiiy mind. The w'oniaii 
and boy passed on. I came out of the 
stack, and resolved to proceed, whatever 
should be tlic consequence. I advanced 
upon the road, ami would have given the 
world for a change of clothes. Seeing a 
scarecrow in afield, I went up, undressed 
him, and marched on in the dress of a 
potatoo-bogle. On the Wednesday night 
I slept ill a hay-loft. In the aioming a 
man came up to till the horses racks, and 
was within a foot of me ; but I was nicely 
pi mk't amongst the liay, and T heard all 
his conversation with a core down in the 
stable w’itiioiit being observed. They had 
boon talking about me before they cainc to 
the stalile, for the first thing I heard 
was, — ‘ lie maun be a terrible fellow. — 
The other said, * Ou, he’s the awfu'st 
chield ever was ; he luis broken a' the 
jails in Scotland but Dvtnf ies, and lie’s 
broken hit at la.'^r. A'm sure I wish he 
may keep avva’, — it will no bring back the 
man’s life, and I ken lii« father.* ** 

After encountering many such ‘‘ hair 
breadth escapes ’* as these, and re- 
moving from place to place to avoid 
detection, he is at Inst recogniz* d, and 
carried back, heavily ironed, to Dum- 
fries. , The description of bis journey 
is pndijf the most powerful portions of 
the narrative 

“ On our approach towards Dumfries, 
which was in the dark, there were many 
tlumsands of people on the road, many of 
them with forrlies in their hands, waiting 
my anival ; and when I got to the jail 


door, it was scarcely possible to get me 
out of the coach for the multi tilde, — all 
crowding for a sight of iinggart the Mur^ 
derer ! Some seemed sorry, and some 
terrified for me ; but there was not one 
of them all so sorry or so terrified as I 
was. I plunged through them, rattling 
my chains, and making a great shew of 
courage, but iny heart w'as shaking at the 
thought of poor Morriii. As I went up 
the narrow stair to the cells, I had to 
pass the very spot where I struck him ; 
and oh! it was like fire under my feet." 

Again : — 

“ All that man could do w'as done for 
me at iiiy trial, and f bail good hopes till 
tlui judge began to spca» ; but then niy 
spirits Icll, for bis speaking was sore 
against me. 1 did not altogether despair, 
when I saw the jury talking together; 
but oh! when tliey said (iuHtij, niy very 
heart broke ; but I was even then too 
proud to shew my feelings, and I almost 
hit my lip through in hiding them. When 
the judge was passing the awful sentence, 

I turned dix/y, and gasped for breath. 
They say I looked careless, but they could 
not sec within me, I did not know what 
had happened, or where 1 was. 1 thought 
of every thing in a iiiinutc, — I thought of 
my father, — I thought of my mother, who 
died of a broken heart,— ! thought of 
c.scape, and very near made a plunge over 
the heads of the crowd, — then I could have 
cried out. hen tlie sentence was over, 

I gathered iny thoughts, and ray heart 
was as hard as ever ; for I said, ‘ Well ! 
the man that is born to be hanged, will 
not he drow^ned !* This was very wicked, 
hut I could not help it, for I had not 
command of my thought or words.** 

But this hrirdncss of heart, this des- 
perate all'eetation of an useless and 
vicio\.s courage, “ these Avild and 
wdeked thoughts,'* as he liiniseif pro- 
perly designates them, soon left him. 
Kindness from others, and the efl’cets 
of the good les.sons which were read 
him of religion and hope, mollified tho 
stubborn spirit, and tho man, whoso 
hand from infancy had been against 
every man, felt love and pity towards 
his fellow creatures; awe and adora- 
tion to his Almighty Creator. We 
cannot more cffectaally serve the pur- 
pose of our critique, or the object of 
Ilaggart himself, in giving the records 
of his varied life for the purpoije of 
warning to others, and more especially 
for the scenring a small sum for his 
father’s family,** than by concluding 
with the last (laragranb qf this Util? 
volume ; — 
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“ I have tried to tell my story as I 
thoiif^ht and felt when it all happened, not 
as I feci ifotr, for I wanted to shew my 
awful wickedness, as a warning to others. 
I have no thought now but death, and it is 
coming so near, that 1 must forget this 
world, and think only of the next. I 
have told all I remeiiilu'r of my life truly. 
I hope the talc will shew my old comrades, 
if they ever see it, that their wicked vi'a>s 
will bring them to untimely ends ; and I 
leave it to my poor old father, as all that 
he will ever get from his nnfurtuiiate son, 
David llaggart.” — This is dated, “ Iron 
Itooni, Edinburgh Jail, July 21, 1821. 

A short note tells the sad remain- 
der : — 

“ Early on the morning of his execution, 
David Haggart joined earnestly in devo- 
tional exercise with his ministerial atten- 
dant. After the Eliaplain of the gaol had 
given a prayer, one of the officers of jus- 
tice appear(‘d, and requested all the per- 
sons present to retire, as he had soiiie- 
tliiiig to connnuiiicatc to the unhappy pri- 
.soncr. Haggait immediately exclaimed 
in a hiirrie<l lone, ^ Oh ! L suppose it is 
1li<‘ executioner.* His firiiinoss for a mo- 
ment abundoiicd him, and hi; walked ra- 
pidly aeross the cel!, with his arms 
folded, and with dark and deep despair 
strongly painted on his countenance. He 
speedily, however, regained his coiii|iosiire; 
and, when the executioner did appear, at 
once allow'cd hi.s arms to be bound. He was 
tJien removeil to a hall in the lower part 
of the Lock-up-house, where he was re- 
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ceived by two of the clergymen of Edin- 
burgh, and the magistrates. After pray- 
ers, the procession proceeded to the scaf^ 
fold. The conduct of the unfortunate 
youth there was in the highest degree be- 
coming. While the beneficial influence 
of religion was apparent in his whole de- 
mcanoiii , nis natural firmness of character 
never ibr a moment forsook him. He 
kneeh;d down, and uttered an earnest 
prayer ; and, after addressing a few 
words of deep and anxious exhortation to 
the great niultitiide by whom he was 
siirroimrh'd, he met his fate with the same 
intrepidity which distinguished all the 
actions oHiis short, but guilty and event- 
ful life.’' 

Bui wc hope that this melancholy 
memorial i.s not all the “ poor old 
fallier ” will ever gel ; for we hope 
that even that w^orld which Haggart 
warred with, and preyed upon, when 
living, will draw the veil of forgetful- 
ness over the perished smi, or, the 
rather, will, w'ithout referring to his 
crimes, give a halsnm to heal the .sick- 
ness of the disconsolate, and it may 
be more miserable, sire. As one chan- 
nel by which it’s iinoslentatious bene- 
volence can reach the hut of the child- 
less, let the world’s children purchase 
the “ Life of David Haggart and 
let those to whom soft Charity re- 
pairs,” recommend all their friends to 
follow their good example.

In this lively 
piece Rllisiori played well, and Har- 
ley better; Miss Smithson looked and

.so long a favourite at the Surrey, 
in her fiist appearance here, proved 
how well she deserved the very en- 
thusiastic w'cleome with which she 
was received at Driiry-laiic. The 
songs and music are light and pretty, 
and the piece was re-aiinoiiuccd 
amidst very general applause. 


Nov.l : Mr. Kean’s re-appearance 
this evening attracted a splendid audi- 
ence to witness his performance of /i/cA- 
ard the Third, and liis entree was hailed 
with true dramatic enthusiasm.

the |)lol of which was very complex, 
though not very new ; hut the andi- 
cnci! w ere ^st^risfied, ami the Play 
passed oil without ilisapprohation* 
In the eornmencement of the piece, 
the dramatis personoe lind themselves 
grouped at Bognor, where a tnilliuer, 
jMissVersatihi M rs. Edwin), from Gran- 
boiirii-allcy, endeavours to accomplish 
rill opulent match, by adapting hcrolia- 
i.'icter to lln^ taste of her various ob- 
jects of vSpccula lion. With Freshwater 
(Pcidey), a citizen amateur of yacht- 
sailing and Thames excursions, she 
pretends to be a .sea otlioer’s daugh- 
ter, and raves of ilje nfw'y. With 
Daffodil (IJarJey ), a Cockney poet 
and Perfumer, .she sighs verse, and 
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quotes Apollo and llic Nine; and with 
Featherbrain (Cooper), a spark of 
fashion, she is an elegante, and pa- 
rodies the West End; the whole of 
which is rather too much to be thrown 
on the responsibilities .of a dress- 
maker; although Mrs. Edwin sus- 
tained the burthen with considerable 
spirit. Her lovers, in an unlucky hour 
for her, speak, each of his mistress, 
and determine on a comparison. She 
meets them, and deception is at an 
end, the dressniakiiij? Cerberus faints, 
and the lo\crs lly. The remainder of 
the play was tilled up with the storyof 
Ffutherhrain's love for Emma Hose- 
love (Miss Smithson), his rejection of 
her, and his repentance after the 
eclaircissement ^ relative to tlic ineoff- 
nito of Cranhourn-alletf. Solomon Pil- 
grim (Munden) was the travelled un- 
cle whose supposed death, or, rather, 
whose “ Lost Life,'* had {?ivoii opu- 
lence to Featherlrain . His re-appear- 
ance is, of course, fatal to the amateur 
of fashion, who is, however, eouverlcd 
into a retrular liushand, hy an union 
with Emma, the real heiress to Pil- 
grim*^ fortune.

Johnson, from Uiih- 
tol, the only new actor in the 
play, and his re-appCtaranccs have 
coidirined our oiigiual impression. 
He is animated, but rctjuircs the prac- 
tice of the metropolitan stage. His 
movements are frequently more lively 
than graceful ; his enunciation is \o- 
'liihle but crude, and his tone generally 
too loud for this Theatre, though liis 
words arc frequently indistinct| He 
has, however, very consideiable qua- 
lities for light comedy ; and on this 
stage is the only substitute for one 
of the most indisponsablo actors of 
his day, Jones. 

This play is altogether an extia- 
ordinary work for the oppoi tbnities 
and habits ot tlu* author. Mrs. fneh- 
bald's biography ought to be given 
to the woild, less even for the lite- 
rary indulgence that must be found 
in a successful author’s career, than 
for it's# evidence of tlie power of a 
well-applied understanding to over- 
come early diilicultics, — of the re- 
spectability which a solitary w'onian 
may retain in the midst of trial and 
feiMplation, — and the tranciuil and 
sacred close of a life occupicu, almost 
solely, by the stiiillcs of literature, 
and in actions of benevolence. 

Mrs, Inehbald was the dauglifor of 
a Suilolk larmcr of the name of Simp- 
son. From her infancy she was le- 
luarkably fond of i^eading, but tlio 
works which found their way into a 
Suilolk cottage sixfy years agb were 
among the most exceptionable guides 
to a young spiiit, awaking to a per- 
cepti^ of it’s early feelings. The 
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Faimer^s Daugfter was inflamed with 
romanee. 8he bad Uie dangerous gift 
of beauty, sufid at se ventceli detei mined 
on follow ing the course other heroines, 
and flndiiig her way to foilune in JU>n- 
doir. Her Ursl step in this city of gold 
and i>lensiiro was met by di^appoillt- 
ment; lu person on whose Iiospi'' 
taJi^ she to lely! u^niil wealth 
and a titled snitor were llung toge- 
ther at her fcel^ wa^ Ubsbnt! What 
lonely misery Shenowsiiflercd is oidy 
to bo told by herself; but after lin- 
gering till hei resources were exhaust- 
ed, she turned io the stage. Her y oath 
and beauty probably alisistcd her to an 
it^odoction, but she had n slight im- 
pediment in her speech, which made 
theatrical distinction ntteily hopeless. 
In the eiisis of tips distress and dan- 
ger, Inehbald, an old man who hud 
soiAe share 'ill the Drnry-lane Theatre, 
married her. She was now secure from 
penury, but continued to play at the 
diiTerent provincial theatres, till sIlo 
grew weary of unsuccessful labodr, 
and, at a time When no woman wrote, 
determined on trusting to her pen. 
The authorship of the stage is, as 
every writer can testify, ol sill author- 
ship, the most repulsive, yet the most 
tempting.' The least anlldtious may be 
attracted by the sudden distinction of 
a successful play, — ^tbe most resolute 
may be daunted by the obstacles that 
beset even the very thiesbold of a 
Theatre. Mrs. Ini'hbald^s first ad- 
vetitnie was bold ; she soared at once 
into tlio higher legions of the drama, 

' and produced a comedy in fivo acts. 
Through what inlciest this comedy, 
which was entitled “ IV/ te// you 
What*^ was icceivcd, or fiom what 
cause it incurred the manager’s^ neg- 
lect, is not told ; but it was laid in his 
repository of genius, forbidden to see 
the light^nivd the author^iad her task 
to begin again. She had now acquired 
wisdom, find made her expeiiment 
at less expense of vv it and time. Sbo 
produced a farce, called “ The Btoyvl 
TaW^ which still keeps possession of 
the stage. Her rejected comedy was 
now brought forward, with a prologue 
by Colman. Diligeuee was the natu- 
ral growth of success, and she be- 
came ofie of the most active, as^ she 
was one of the most popular, writers

INAUGURATION OF THE NfVV LORD MAYOR. 

FRIDAY, NOV. 9.^ ' 

'This being the day on which the new 
I«prd Mayor IS by%otJstanJ custom sworn in, 
8^ry pieparation was made ii^thc sticeta 
leading to Blackfiiars’, for the passing of 
the procession. The day was paiticularly 
|hic, and the streets weie crowded. At 
^ont eleven o’cloeli^ a select body of the 
^ members of the Corporation assembled in 
^fe Common Council Chamber, and about 
naif-past twelve the procession started 
from Gtiildhall in th^ U‘ ual order i t»\ropt- 
ing the customaiy cortege of military, . 
.and the three men in armour. 

The pgrty embarked in their state barges, 
atJBla^jfiViar'A-bridcc, and proceeded with 
the tide to Wlf^stminster ; attended by 
the barges belonging to the Diapers’, 8ta- 
tioaeis’, and Skinners’ Companies. 

The procession on it's landing piocecdcd 


to the Court of Ev chequer, to which the 
parties were obliged to go by a private 
door, and up a narrow circular staircase, 
which led them to the back entrance, the 
front gates of the Hall being Closed, y The 
Common Serjeant came round to the front 
ol the Court, leading the new Loid Mayor 
on ills right, and the Ipte Loid Mgyor on 
h left.

request, prices a shade higher have been 
obtained,' and there is cvoiy prospect of 
a further improvement in Sugars. The 
prices lately have been exceedingly de- 
pressed: the stocks on hand arc inconsi- 
derable.

He was soon after the hero efilic Hay- 
market Theatre, and remained there 
for several seasons, under the manage- 
ment of the Younger Colman, cncrcas- 
ing his reputation by the triilli, force, 
and variety of his performances. 
When his brother %fotin Kemble 
quitted Drury-lane Theatre, and be- 
came a proprietor of Covcnt-gardeii, 
Charles naturally followed his for- 
tunes ; and though precluded from the 
higher range of characters in tragedy, 
3 'et on several occasions, when he ap- 
peared in any of those charaeter.s. it 
was acknowledged that he displayed 
first rate abilities. But Mr. Charles 
Kemble’s powers were by no means 
conGned to tragedy ; for in the genteel 
and spirited parts of comedy he also 
appeared to very great advantage, and 
proved himself to bo one of the best 
general actors on the London boards.

His Prince of Wales ^ Falconhridgc^ 
and Benedict, were admirable speci- 
mens of histrionic truth, taste, and 
spirit. His Yowng Mirabel, in •* The 
Inconstant,” w as another proof of co- 
mic grace, ease, and elegance, that 
was highly applauded; while, in tra- 
gedy, his Hamlet and Jqffier were cri- 
tically correct, and deeply impressive. 
In fact, no character, as the phrase is, 
ever “ came amiss to him,” and in all 
he displayed the judgment of the scho- 
lar, and the animation of true genius. 
One cireiinistancc peculiar to his style 
of acting deserves to he noticed. 
Though most of the great actors of 
his time were the subject of imita- 
tion, no attempts of that kind were 
ever made respecting him : a proof 
that his acting is founded on truth and 
nature. He does not, however, appear 
to have been always treated with 
impartiality, as many characters have 
been withheld from him, which w'ould 
have rendered him still more promi- 
nent on the theatrical canvas ; and 
have aflbrded him new claims to pub- 
lic favour. He is now one of the 
very best actors of his day, and w'ould 
have stood high in the proudest pe- 
riods of our dramatic annals. It is 
with no less pleasure than truth that 
we can also turn to his domestic cha- 
racter, and Gild him still acting with 
exemplary merit as the husband and 
father ; the alleclionatc relative, and 
the sincere friend. Wc know not pre- 
cisely at what period he entered into 
file marriage state ; hut it must be 
universally admitted, that his choice 
of a partner for life was marked by the 
same good sense and correct taste 
wdiich characterize his professional 
exertions : having married Miss De 
Camp, a lady of congenial talents and 
attainments, and deservedly high in 
public favour as an accomplished 
actress. There are, we believe, four 
children the oG'spring of Ihis union ;

Mrs. C. Kenihle has 
also shewn her literary shill in seve- 
ral little pieces translated from the 
French, and in an interesting and 
amusing corned}", cut iHed “ iV/wiVdA- 
and 'Tears,** partly found(‘d on Mrs. 
<)l)i(;’s (!(‘lelirated talc of “ Father 
and Daayhier** 


Our restricted limits compel us to 
close this biographic sketch ; but wo 
cannot conclude without expressing 
our regret that, in conse(|iience of 
some difference with the Chief Pro- 
prietor of Covent Garden, Mr. C. 
Kemble i<^ not at present engaged 
there. We do not pretend to know 
the grounds of this diflcrcncc ; but wo 
may fairly say, that if the Manager 
should ultimately lose so excellent an 
actor, it will appear that he is not duly 
sensible of his ow'ii interest, nor sutli- 
cieiitly attentive to the taste and judg- 
ment of the public ; so constantly 
evinced in Mr. Kemble’s favour. 


ON THE CRITERION OF POETICAL 


TlNTUi Poetry is properly and 
clearly defined, and it’s nature and 
objects distinctly ascertained, it is 
impossible to determine the relative 
merits of rival poets. Homer, Vir- 
gil, Shakspeare, and Milton, have been 
universally admired ; but this univcT- 
sal admiration, so far from enabling Us 
to pronounce with (jcrtainty, which of 
them lias approached nearest to per- 
fection in bis art, only involves the 
question in greater diflieulty. I^aeli of 
them possessed a genius truly origi- 
nal ; but then a dilfereiit cliaracfer 
was impressed upon each ; and eon- 
secpicntly each of them had peculiar 
excellencies of his own, to which the 
rest could not attain. One had more 
gciiius,aiiothcnnore judgment, another 
more feeling, and arioihcr more imagi- 
nation ; but neither of them possessed 
these four endowments in perfection. 
Homer’s strength lay in his genius and 
imagination : in judgment he was infe- 
rior to Virgil ; in delicacy of feeling to 
Virgil and Shakspeare; though in the 
rigour and enthusiasm of his feelings 
he excelled them ail. Judgment and 
feeling are tlie cliaraeteristic exeel- 
Icneies of Virgil : in genius and ima- 
gination he was inferior to the other 
three. Shakspeare was deticieiit in 
judgment alone, and Milton, perhaps, 
in feeling alone. It is inipossible, 
llierefore, to determine whieli is the 
greatest poet, till we tir.st aseertaiii 
what it is that renders a poem most 
highly interesting, or, in other word.s, 
with w"hieh w e are most delighted, the 
penetrating acumen and ardent ener- 
gies of genius, the refined taste and 
critical discrimination of judgment, 


the heart-rending pathos of feeling, 
or the sublime conceptions and daring 
excursions of imagination. It is with 
poetry as it is with elo(|ucnce : all 
nations have admired the orations of 
Cicero and Demosthenes ; but before 
the seventeenth century, no critic 
ventured to decide wliich of them 
should he acknowledged the prince 
of Orators. Feiieloii was the first 
who decided the question in favour of 
Demosthenes; but if he had simply 
stated it as his opinion, that the latter 
was the greater orator, T doubt whether 
liis authority, highly and deservedly as 
it is esteemed, would have completely 
removed all doubts on the subject. 
Fenelun, liow^ever, acted diflerciitly : 
be knew, that to deteiinine such a 
question, it was necessary, first to 
ascertain in w'hat the soul of elo- 
quence eonsisled, and that he who 
has not this knowledge to direct his 
judgment is unqiialilied to decide. He 
entered, accordingly, into a philoso- 
pliical exi.'mibalion of the principal 
aim, or object, of eloquence; and 
having asi'crtained this ohjeet, he lr»d 
little dillieiilt} in dctermiidng wliieli of 
those illustrious ri\als was the most 
distinguished orator. 

11c who would venture to decide 
uiion the relative merits of rival poets, 
must pioeced as Fcnelon has done: 
he must ascertain the object which the 
poet proposes to himself; or, in other 
words, he must find out wherein peelry 
consists, what it has in coinnKui with, 
and wherein it (litfers from,clo>;ue:iee, 
and every otlicr species of co • [)osi- 
tion. Witliout this antt'cedenl know- 
ledge, Ik may wiilc volumes on the 
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subject, and leave the world as un- 
decided as ever. To wliat purpose 
would be compare parallel passaj^os 
from their works with each other: 
the most poetic passage is not always 
that wiu'eh will endure the most criti- 
cal investigation. The oi alor has one 
object in view, the critic aiiulher, the 
philosopher another, and the p(»ot ano- 
ther. It would be therc’foic absuid to 
compare two dillcrcni passages wdth 
each other, to know which of them 
is the most poetic, wiJbout previously 
knowing in what th.e poetry of a pas- 
sage consisted. l^jjeh of them may be 
Written in verse, and eaeli of them 
have exeelleneies peculiar to ilsdf ; 
but neither of them ma> be poetical. 
The exeelleiice of o;ie nia;, consist in 
it\s the ('xcclleiice of 

the other in it’s pl-ilosophic tiutii; 
but many passages may be (|U(;ted 
from lioiner ami Sha!;.sp(‘aie that are 
neither critically coirccjt, nor philo- 
sophically tiue, which, notwithstand- 
ing, are highly ])oelieal. To (‘omparc 
passages, or entire poems, from au- 
thors, will not, thercfoic, oiiabh; us 
to determine their relati>e poetical 
merits, wit hont the know ledge of w hieh 
we have spoken. The piedominanteha- 
raetcristic.of an entire poem may con- 
sist, not ill it’s poetic h(‘aut> , but in tlic 
beauty of it’s sonlinu‘nts, the keenness 
of it’s v^'it, or the perspicuity f»f it’s 
style; but a prose writer may he as 
sentimental, as witty, and as perspi- 
cuous as a poet. Mow', ihoii, are W'C 
to compare w hat is pou‘l\ seuilincnfal 
with what is purely poetical. VVecaii- 
iiot say that one is more sentimental 
than the other, because the latter is 
not sentimental at all ; neither can 
we say one is more poetical than 
the other, for the same leason. 
When Dr. Johnson, in his parallel 
between Pope and Dryvleii, .says, 
that, “ in acquired knowledge, the 
superiorit}' must be allov\ed to Dry- 
den,” this does not m.able ns, in the 
least, to delei mine w lii< li is the greater 
poet. ]\lanv writers have surpassed 
Pope and l>rNden in ;M;<|nired know- 
ledge, who liad no gei.‘ ;s fer poetry. 
Neither do we ap.jnorM Ij to a iieaier 
aequaintanee whh the poetic chaiac- 
ter, much less the lelalir e cxeeileiie.e 
of cither, when he nils us, that 
“ the notions of Di un ii weie foMned 
by eoinpreliensive speculation, and 
those of Pope b> minute attention;’' 
for the spccuialions ul Newton were 
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far more eomnrehcnsive, and those of 
Doeke far more minute, than either, 
and }ct neither Locke nor Newton 
w<*re poets. 

It is, indeed, a misfortune, that 
words which are in common nsc ap- 
pear to a great portion of mankind 
perfectly clear and intelligible; for, 
as every one attaches some vague 
idea of his own to them, every one 
thinks he knows what they mean. 
Tlii.s delusion, how'ever, is easily de- 
lected ; for if fifty dirterenl people 
were asked, what is jioelry, not th.ree 
of ilieni. piobabU . would agree in their 
reply. ^Jolue w ill eoiiluie it’s detJnition 
to one or more of it’s ilisiinguishing 
qiialitirs ; olliers to qiialilit ,: w hicii it 
posses '.es in c‘.omme.;i with elmpionee, 
or prose eompositions in general ; 
oih(‘rs v\ ill (i< llm* it b^ terms as \agne 
and C(;ni\neai as itself; and some will 
have a dilJieuIty in n akinjv any reply, 
for Jmviiig never atlaciied any taxeil 
idea to the term, they aie iinablo to 
grasp tiie vague c(>neei)li(>n that lloats 
in their minds, and consequently to 
cx[iress it in words, tliough it v\oij|(l 
be dinieull In eon\iin;e them that this 
besilalion arises from their iguo- 
ranee. 

If it sliould he said, that the idea of 
poetry is not so in\ol\ed it) mystery as 
wo would represmit it, and that llioso 
v»ho ditler in their ideas of it are only 
the illitei ale part of mankind, wcreply, 
lliiit the most emiru'nt vv liters ha\e 
been at a loss to delino cither it’s 
nature, or it’s objeel. We may easily 
conelude, that Locke knew iittle of 
either, Iroiii the panegyric w liieli he 
lias be.slowed on om' of lilaekiuorc’s 
epics; and yet no one c^oiild assert, 
that this panegy ric was ill bestowed, 
who could not tdl, at the same time, 
in what poetry consisted. Pascal, than 
whom few' have lakmi a moK* <'\paiid- 
ed raugi; in the walks o^s^■i<'nce, main- 
tained, tJiat Poetry had no selth'd ob- 
ject, merely becausi'lie could perceive 
no (diject pursued by the poet, which 
did not equally belong to prose w'ri- 
ters, particulaily vJien their suhjeet 
was lietioii or lomanee. Dr. lilair 
lia.s examined, and rejeeled, the de- 
liiiiiions of al! his predecessors; and 
yet his own will not eiidnie the slight- 
est invrstigat: :;i. “ Poetry,” aeeord- 

jjig to him, “ is the language of pas- 
sion ;” but if so, me not the Phillippies 
ol Demosllienes {loems in llie must 
rigid bense, am! not to be confound- 
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ed with that resistless eloquence, 
which 

Wielded at will the fierce democracy.’* 

The professions of a lover would be 
always poetical » thon»li he weire iji^no- 
rant of the first elements of Innj.^uasfc ; 
and whoever would frequent ljillin^s> 
gate, would be frequently j; ratified 
with fragments of the most passionate, 
and cnnseqneully of the most genuine. 
Poetry. Heside.s, as passion, in ail it’s 
stages, is a higli tom* of feeling, and as 
this (lefinilion onhl confine poetry 
to this tone alo:ie, it necessarily se- 
pal ates it from ever^ eomniercc w itli 
all the gentler snodilications of feeling 
w’liich it is so happily lilted to ex- 
cite in well regulated and well in- 
foniK'd minds. 

fn ord(‘r arrive at a just idea 
o! what (lislingiiishes Poetry from ail 
other speeics of writing, we must pre- 
viously obseive, tliat th(‘ coniiunni- 
cation of know ledge appears to he 
tlie great ohject of all kinds of writ- 
ing. The philosopher, the metaphy- 
sician, the jioct, the liistorian, the 
biographer, the fabulist, and every 
descriptivin of writers, profess to tell 
us .something of which wo w^erc be- 
fore ignorant, or to renew our ae- 
quaintanee with things which we have 
already forgotlim. In the communi- 
cation of kn()v» ledge, how CM*!’, writens 
are guided bydillereiit inotixes; .sfyuie 
aiming solely to fiiniis!i tin* mind with 
useful knowledge, ofliers addressing 
themselves solely to the feelings, syrn- 
])athie.s, sensihilili('s, and general 
affi'clions of the heart; and a third 
class, uniting both these objcels, are 
equally desirous of imparting plea- 
sure and instruetlon at tlie same mo- 
ment. Th(3se are iJie oely possible 
motives that can induce any man to 
become a writer, because they are 
those only that induce us to beeoine 
readers. Mo person w'ill read a vxork 
which imparls neither pleasure nor 
instruction, and eonse(|ucnlly no per- 
son will attempt tf» write such a work. 
Tt is true, indeed, that one half of 
the works published neither please 
nor instruct; hut it is equally true, 
that tliey glide fa.st into oblivion ; 
nor would it be doing justice to their 
authors to say, that they wore not 
as de.sirous of pleasing the public 
as Homer or Virgil, bad they equal 
powers, or equal genius, to effect it. 
Ih distinguishing poetry, therefore, 


from all other species of writing, 
it must obviously appear, that it 
belongs to the second of the classes 
here enumerated ; that is, that it 
addresses itself solely to the feelings, 
the synipalhi(‘.s, the sensibilitie.s, and 
the intuitiv*' perceptions of man. But 
.some diiliciiily will still remain in dis- 
tinguishing it from every other spe- 
cies of writing, that aims like itself to 
please the heart and it’s atfeetions 
alone, as novels, roiiianees, and all 
w'orks of fiction. The lirst and most 
obvious distinction that presents it- 
self to our view is, that the proso 
writer of liclioii eommiinicates only 
half the ph‘asiir(! which language i.s 
capable of imparting, while the poet 
communicates the whole. If the no- 
velist pleases ns lomy* Ihan^odier wri- 
ters, it is not owiiVg *fn any peculiarity 
in his language, but to the incidents 
which h(3 relates. Die characters which 
be i.ivents, and the situations and ea- 
tastro]>iie.s whicii he imagines. So 
far as langnagii i.s couccriicd, we can- 
not distinguish him from the histo- 
rian or hiogiajiher ; he dilfcrs from 
Duun only in sacrilioing reality to 
appearance. But the poet goes a. step 
farther, and, not satisfied with pleas- 
ing us !»y the variety and beauty of 
bis images and deseriptioiis, lie grati- 
fies our ear by the peculiar melody 
and harmony of his language. No 
philosopliie reason can he adduced 
for t!ie use of ninuher.s, measure, 
qiiantitv, and rhyme, in poetry, but 
the inllueneu w'hieh iiiii.sic of itself, 
and without any aid from words or 
images, exercises over the sympa- 
thies of Die liearl, and the gratifica- 
tion uhi(‘h it allbrds the ear, an organ 
whiidi, next to Die e^e, alfords tlio 
most reliiH'd and intellectual delights. 
TJie nie!od> of language conveys no 
meaning P* the understamling, but 
it conveys something more than mere 
sensual [ileasuie to the sensitive 
faculties. It is obvious, then, that 
the pleasure which ideas, images, 
situations, and events, can impart 
of themselves, ahslraeted from the 
language througli which they are 
prc.scnted to the mind, must he greatly 
euorcased when aceompanied by the 
corresponding emotions of melody, 
liarmon 3 , and all the train of min- 
gled emotions wliich the music of 
poetic numbers can of themselves 
awaken in tb;^ mind. Hence it is, 
that poetry alone holds an absolute 
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dominion over the passions and g^e- 
neral ailections of man, and conse- 
quently over man himsclt', who is 
the slave of his passions. It is only 
he whose indurated feelings repel all 
the finer sympathies of humanity, who 
has LO passion to indulj^e because he 
has loii^ ceased to indulge any, and 
who has linally siiececded in triumph- 
ing? over his own nature, that can read 
without emolion the impassioned lan- 
gua{?e of the pathetic muse. Human 
distress, however extjuisitely painted, 
will never move the heart so pow^er- 
fully as when the sound appears 
“ an echo to the sense. Wiihout 
the music of poetry, wc can only be 
allecled by Die inmj'es of di^tiess 
which are presented to the mind ; 
but wli yi intiuencio of these 

images is superadded the sweet but 
resistless inlluenee (d* plaintive num- 
bers, wliich of themselves, and with- 
out any image of distress whatever, 
infuse a secret, saeied melancholy, 
bow greatly must the pathetic etreet 
be cnereased. It is an error, then, 
to suppose, that the inlluenee of poe- 
tic numbers is eonfined to the mere 
gratification of the ear ; for though 
the external sense is first alleeteil by 
them, it communicates the sensation 
to all tlic internni senses, and thus 
becomes eapable of exciting all the 
diversified modifications of feeling 
that belong to the heart and it*s aflec- 
tions. Of all the poets. Pope ‘Acrns 
to have been best ae(|iiaiiit(‘d with 
the pow'er of numbers. The following 
lines from his “■ Ode on St. (lecilia's 
Day,” appear to me one of the finest 
Instances, how far the inlluenee of 
images, mournful and pensive in them- 
selves, is cnereased by the adaptation 
of plaintive or desponding musical 
numbers. 

“ Now under hanging ifiniiiitains, 

Beside the falls of fountains, 

Or where Hehriis wanders, 

Bolling in meanders, 

All alone, 

Unheard, unknown. 

He makes his innaii; 

And calls her ghost, 

For ever, ever, ever lost ! 

Now with furies surrounded, 
Despairing, confounded, 

He trembles, he glow's, 

Amidst llhodope's miows : 

See, wild as the winds, o’er the desert he 
flies ; 

Hark ! Heinus re^ouinls with the Baccha- 
nafs ri'ics.” 
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In the flrst nine lines, the syllables 
are long and heavy, and seem to be 
breathed with difliculty. The lines 
arc short, and seem to indicate that 
the desponding voice is unable to 
continue the pause louger. The ninth 
line is lengthened to express the final 
cllort of desperation, and the word 
“ ever” repeated three times, as the 
last image that brooded over the 
mind, and ti'.rminated the piospccis 
of a distracted lover. But the mo- 
ment distraction has begun to take 
possession of his mind, the mcliiiluo'.is 
softness of the mimhers arc changed, 
in the next four liin‘s, into a harsher 
note, and the cadciiet s .!ie vai ied to 
eoiTcspond with tho tumii!^ of his 
mind, when .suddenly the measuie is 
altogether elr-nigcd to express the 
sudden start of the wild infuriate. 

So far, then, as we can trace tho 
true nature and object of poetry, tlio 
character lliat distinguishes it from 
all other spee.ies of writing, except 
novels and lomanees, appears to he, 
that it addresses itself solely to the 
passions, feelings, and sympathies of 
the heart. No>els and romances, it 
is true, make as little appi'ai to tlic 
understanding as poetry ; but then 
their dominion over the passions is 
iiHieh moie con lined. Poetry, indeed, 
is an individual belonging to the same 
speeles with novels and romances ; 
biji it’s itidi\idual, distinctive cha- 
1 al ter is, that it avails itself of all 
liie possible means by wliicli it’s em- 
pire over tbe passions may be estab- 
lished and eontinned. If it he asked, 
whataie these means, I have no hesi- 
tation to reply, that they are the mu- 
sic, harmony, and variety, of it’s num- 
bers. The.se are the proper guardians 
of it’s dominion, and the emblems of 
it’s sovereignty. I agree, indeed, with 
Pope, in rejecting the idea of Poetry 
formed hy those, who 

“ By numbers judge a poet’s song, 
And s'uooth or rough with them is right 

or wrong;” 

for if it had no charms but those of 
iiiii.sic or harmony alone, Seldcn would 
not have been mistaken when he com- 
pared a poet to a lord sitting on a stall 
in Fleet-street, twirling a band, or 
playing with a rush. But though it 
certainly embraces all the charms of 
fine wiiiing, I would defy the most ge- 
neralizing philo.sopherto point out ono 
charm cxeliisivcly belonging to Pue^ 
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try, and with which the proac writer 
«;an never embeJIish his desciiptions, 
exceplinjr the charms of iiiusicaiicl har- 
niimy ooly ; and when Pope hitnsHf, 
in a few lines after, comes to shew that 
pwtry eomhiiics many attractions 
besides that of it’s iiarmony, is it not 
obvious that all these attractions 
bchmfc to the prose writer as well as 
to the poet? In shewing; that mere 
music docs not constitute poetry, he 
cominenc.es by observing', that 

** True case in w'riting comes from art, 
not chance, 

As those move easiest who have learned 
to dance.” 

Hut is not this truth as applicable to 
the orator and the historian, as ills to 
the poet ? lie next observes, that 

“ *Tis not enough ik) harshness gives 
oil e nee, 

The sound must seem an echo to the 
sense.” 

Hut this “ sound” that “ seems an 
echo to the sense,” is nothing hut 
the adaptation of music to the nature 
of the emotion which the poet in- 
tends to excite ; and again, when he 
directs us to hear, 

‘‘ How Tiiiiotlicn.s’ varied lays surprise, 
And bid alternalc passions tall and rise;’* 

this conflict of the pas.sions, so far as it 
is excited hy the poetry of Timotheus, 
is entirely etlected by the mere influ- 
ence of the music.; for though it was 
partly influenced hy theideasor images 
convened hy the words, this part could 
have been excited by the prose writer 
as well as the poet, as he could present 
to the mind of Alexander the same 
ideas and itnage.s, as clearly and dis- 
tinctly as the poet ; and Pope him- 
self seems to attribute the entire eJI'cet 
to the music alone, when lie adds : 

Persians and Creeks like turns of nature 
found, 

And the world's victor stood subdued hy 
Houmi ! ” 

It was, then, the sound,” it was the 
mere music of Timotheus’ numbers, 
that chiefly excited this rajnd siic- 
ee.ssion of alternate emotions, it is 
true, the music, if unaceonipanied bv 
words, would nut have called into 
existence this variety of emotions; 
for, as Horace observes on a diilerent 
occasion, 

“ AUeHus su: 

Affcrn poecit opcm et nnyural amice,'* 
r«/. yo. Dec. IHJI. 


Hut give the prose writer the super- 
added iiifliienee of music, and he will 
rousciiito exisienee ever\ pasNion that 
ever siiiinhered in the human breast. 
If it he 1 ('plied, that prose is no longer 
prose, if it he modulattMl by the melody 
of pocti(; numbers, I answer, that this 
argument w jld prove the position 
which 1 wish to luairitain ; iiamelv, 
that the poet di tiers essi'iitially froiii 
the piose writer only in the harmony, 
or music of his numbers. 

I am, however, aware, that mere 
words set to music w ill not eoustitulc 
poetry ; hut I eoiiteml, 

III the bright muse though thousand 
charms eoiis|jirc;” 

that these thousand eharins, with the 
excejition of music (H;.!i?i,niioiiv alone, 
are ca pa file of being trahstVrred to 
prose (iescri|>lions by a relincd and 
elegant wriUT. TJie lincst descrip- 
tions in piosi', it is true, w'ill never 
bear a comparison wdth the iiiiest 
descriptions in poetry, but the supe- 
riority of llu; poet can always be 
traced to the ciUliusiasm of the mu- 
.sic that aecompaiii('s the i(b\‘is or 
images whieli he jircsciits to the mind. 

To this theory, a great difliciilty may 
sociii to present iiscdf; namely, how it 
bappinis flmt Die images and associa- 
tions of the prose vvriti'i* arc seldom 
found to ho so pleasing, so delightful, 
or so enchantingly captivating, as 
those of the poet, if they are even 
considered abstractedly, and without 
any refen^nee to the melody of the 
language in whieli th('> aie expressed. 
As this objection is ratiomd, and will 
appear to many luiaiiswerable, it is 
highly worthy of iiivc'stigalion. 

We have already observc'd, that the 
poet addresses Jiiinself solely and ex- 
clusively to tlie heart and it’s afl'ee- 
tions. Ill doing so, he naturally de- 
votes himself to the discovery of such 
(jualities in sensible and intellectual 
being, as most readily associate vvitli, 
and elicit the ini mediate passions or 
emotions which be iiiteiuls to excite. 
All bis energies are ili reeled to this 
eontcm]>lation alone : and heiiei; it is, 
that nutvulh.standing the (mlhusiasni 
and rapidity with w hich he passes over 
all the works of nature, and all the 
creations of art, be is still .slow, cau- 
tious, and fastidiously deliratc, in 
the selcctiim and combinalion of his 
images, lie views, it is true, at a 
glance, all the cpiulities of an object, 
3 T 
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but lie iinds few of tliem suited to 
liis purpose, and consequently for 
the one iniu^e wliich lie selects, he 
rejects a liiuusand, and immediately 
passes nil in ])ursuit of otluT images 
and associations more con^^cnial to 
the cliuracter of the emotions which 
lie wishes to awaken in the human 
hicasl. His prop:ress, therefore, is 
slow, t]ioiq;li Ids perceptions are clear. 
Ids discriminations accurate, Ids feel- 
ings relined, and his imagination ra- 
pid and impetuous. ^Vith these ad- 
vantap;es, and this devoted applica- 
tion to one undi\ided object, what 
wonder that Ids imaj;cs and associa- 
tions should he more happily selected, 
and more intimately allied to the kin- 
dred sympathies of the heart, than 
those of. Uie^^rp^;;. writer ; wdio never 
a p p 1 i ckHii riis e 1 1 S( > undixidodly. to the 
study of the hiimnii passions, or the 
character of the imay,os and associa- 
tions that excite certain moditicatioiis 
of feelinjc or of passion, and no other. 
For every passion or modilication of 
fcclinj^ that ('ver lay dormant in the 
liiinian breast, there is some cor- 
responding <|uality in the w'orks of 
creation, or in the ciicumstances and 
situations of human life. WJien this 
cpiality ov circuiiislatico is prescnt<‘d 
to the mind, the corresponding sen- 
sation or emotion is immediately 
called forth ; and had it iiev^'r been 
pres(*nted, the sensation wouhl have 
eternally slumbered, uiifelt and un- 
known. The poet, therefore, whoso 
sole object is to exc ite emotioii.s of 
all kinds, mast study to select only 
such paiiicularimages,ciicuiiistances, 
or (jualitics, as are fitted to call forth 
the i)aiticiilar passion ot feeling w hich 
he inti'iids to excite ; and it is easy to 
peieeive. that he must he more happy 
in this selection than the prose writer, 
w ho generally ad.Iu sse.s himself to the 
understanding only, and to whom the 
heart and it’s alfections are, in a great 
mcasuie, unknown. Hut of all the 
causes that tend to render poetic 
images more deliglitful and capti- 
vating than those of prose, is the 
aidnar and enthusi:.*'m of the poet 
himself. Entirely devoted to the 
study and contemplation of human 
J'eeiiiig, he identities hin.self with all 
the aireetioiis, sympathies, ai’d seii- 
sit>iliti('S of the heart ; and hy thus 
placing himself in the situation of 
others, lie feels intuitively, without 
jaliuur or rescarrli, by what circum- 


stances and afleetions the heart is 
most easily moved under certain si- 
tuations. Hence it is, that poetry has 
been called the language of inspira- 
tion, because the poet discovers by 
the mere force of sympathy, and con- 
sequently is enabled to describe, cer- 
tain movements of the heart, which all 
liie philosophy and abstract researches 
of the liiiman mind could never disco- 
ver. 1’he images of poetry arc, tlierc- 
fore, more delightful than those of 
prose ; not becaii.'^e there is any thing 
in the nature of prose that prevents 
all it’s imag''s from being equally 
cajdi^ating, but lu cause the poet de- 
votes himself solely and »‘xelusivcly to 
the study of the human lieart; be- 
cause he appeals to the heart alone; 
because he rejects every imago that 
does not accord with such emotions 
of the licart as he intends to excite ; 
and bemuse his own f(‘clings arc more 
exquisitely refined, ami more delicately 
suseeptililo of sympathizing, and con- 
sequent 1} of becoming acquainted with 
the feeiings of others. If the prose 
writer possessed all these advantages, 
and addressed hiiiisidf like the poet to 
the feolii'gs alone, his images and as- 
sociations would he in tlicmsclvcs as 
onelianting and delightful as those of 
the poet ; hut still they could not 
exercise the same inlluenee over Iho 
passions, because the music of poe- 
try, as I have already observed, in- 
fuses of itself a variety of feelings and 
einolioiis, which rise to rapture and 
enthusiasm when accompanied hy tlio 
magic creations and associations of 
the poet. Poetry, then, diflcrs mate- 
rially from prose in the harmony or 
music of it’s language alone. No 
otlicr radical difl’ercncc can be traced ; 
for though it’s images arc more de- 
lightful, there is nothing in the in- 
ternal nature or structure of prose, 
that prevents it’s images from being 
c(|ually so. We find, accordingly, 
tba< many prose descriptions arc em- 
bellished with all the charms, images, 
as.socintions, creations, qualities, cir- 
ciiiiistaiiees, and embellishments of 
])oelry, and want nothing to render 
them truly poetical, but llie music of 
poetic e.umbeis. 

Poetry, then, addresses itself to tbo 
feelings ami passions alont; ; and to 
render it’s appeal more cfrectual than 
all other s]a ri(‘s of writing, that have a 
similar objeet in view, it conveys it’s 
ideas and images through the medium 
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of musical sounds, or measured ca- 
dences. It is, therefore, evident, that 
the preat object of poetry is to ailord 
the highest possible j^rnlili^'atioii to 
the mind, by presenting- it %vith such 
objects and imaj^es as awake the 
slumbering emotions of the heart, and 
jcive it a sort of renewed and re- 
animated existence. If this be the 
object of poetry, we can have little 
diilieiilty in d( tcniiinini;- the relative 
merits of rival pni'ts ; ns it is ob- 
'\ious, that he who has most hap- 
pily Miceceded in elieitinj*- and power- 
fully calling forth the latent emotions 
of the heart, who always addresses 
the understandinp: through the me- 
dium of the lieart, but iie\er the heart 
through that of the understandiiifj:, 
whose inimhers are sweet and mu- 
sical, wdiose cadences, images, and 
associations, are adapted to fh(‘ cha- 
racter of the piLssions or emotions 
which they are intended to excite, 
and who, in a word, shews himsidf 
to he intimately acquainted with all 
the s(‘crct movements and vihiatioiis 
of the heart, and the more secret 
^•au.se.s by whie]i it is variously alieet- 
cd, is licw'bo h.e-. aitaiiK'd to the hij^h- 
cst poetical pro- eminence. The ^n al- 
est poctiiinst, llicK'fon-, b<' be whoso 
feelino-s are most e\<|uisitely alive to 
all the sympathies, sensibilities, emo- 
tions, j)assions, and atreetions of the 
human heait, because 

He best can paint Iheiu who sliall feel 
them most.” 

AV ithoul this deep and intense feel- 
itiu;, this profound ae(|uaintanee with 
liuiiian nature, all the powers of fancy 
and ima»:i nation can avail hut little. 
Tor, to what piirpo.<«e would llie poet’s 
iina^'inatJon explore and detc'Ot all the* 
qualities of animate and inanimate 
lu'iiig-, or traverst! reiiioiis of ininfi^i- 
nary existence in pnrsiiit of new 
images and as.sociaiions, unless he 
posst's.s, at the same time, that c‘x- 
qiiisite fe(din“- that enables liini to 
know wliat passion ur feelinp; tbese 
imap^cs are fitted to c;\eite in liie 
human breast. Without lliis feelinj^, 
neither fancy nor imagination eaii 
avail the poet. On the contrary, too 
active and volatile an imagination, 
wliere it is not tempered and rej^u- 
lated by a chaste ami refined feel- 
injr, is only qnalilied to produce deli- 
rium ; and therefore the poet whose 
feclji]{>-.s do not keep pace with 


imagination, is, perhaps, of all men 
not actually insane, he who ap- 
proaches nearest to the fearful con- 
liiie.s of insanity, and who sees most 
frequently 

the unreal scene, 
AVliile fancy ‘^’ts the veil between.” 

When the ima«-inalion piesenls a 
crowd of image.s and associations to 
Ihi* mind, they cannot distract it in 
the least, if we po.sscss that just feel- 
ing which leaches us what to select, 
and what to i eject; but where this 
feeling is w^anted, where we cannot 
exercise the power of selecting and 
rejecting, wc must necessarily admit 
all the phantasies of the iniagi nation 
indiscriminately, wdiiehmust unavoid- 
ably produce that fli^^tractiou 

described by Horace, when he says, 
Aul inmnit homOf aut vcTsas facit.** 

In estimating, therefore, tlie rela- 
tive merits of poets, be alw'ajs will 
stand highest whose feelings respoml 
to all the secret harmonies of na- 
tiiie, and who, eonsefiuenll}’, displays 
the most profound aecinainlance wdtli 
the human heart : and he w lio does 
not always keep this e.iiteiion of 
poetic excellence in view, will nev<‘r 
be qualitlcd to de termine cither the 
relative merits of ri^al [loets, or the 
degiee of i)nsitive exeellenee to which 
any individual poet has adained, or 
how nearly he has approaelu'd to per- 
feetion in liis art. lie wlio judges of 
poetry by the nji n* eoire(;tne.s.s of tlio 
poet’s sentiments will judg»* (‘rroiie- 
ously, even though those .sentiiiicnt.s 
should he expressed in sweet and har- 
inoniou.s iiumheis ; for, as Horace 
justly observe.s, 

“ Non satis csl pulchui esse pacmaia^ 
dnlvia sunto ; 

Et qiwaufKfua tffttvnt aninnim auditorh 
a^unlu,’* 

The hero of the tragic muse may 
speak with all the wisdom of a phi- 
Io.sophcr, and wifli all liie precau- 
tious eireiimspeetion of a logician ; 
but if his eharaelcr, and the vicis- 
situdes of liis life, have no alliance 
with the sympathies of the heart, he 
may bo as wise and as cautious as 
he please, but we turn from him with 
indiHorcnce. It is only he w ho places 
his personages in such situations as 
interest and alfcet our feelings that 
can ever rise to the true dignity of 
a poet. This, hoAvever, as I have 
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aJrondy observed, can bo done by the 
jnoso w»iu;r of belioii as \\ell as the 
pot't ; and thcreiore the latter must 
always consider tlic liarinony of num- 
bers as lljc tlislin^uishin^ characteris- 
tic of his art. It is music that pro- 
pel !y constitutes his superiority over 
all other writers ; for the same inia;;es 
and associations will hav<‘. inlinitely 
more iiilluerice over the mind, when 
e\press('d in musical numbers, than 
tlic} have in prose, bei-ause music 
addresses itself to the feelin;;s alone, 
and eon.se([uently p:ivcs all it’s own 
iiinui'.iiei' to licit of the ima<>‘es which 
it pre'^iaits to llieniind. l*oetry may, 
lliereib'JC, l)e ilelined the lamjamje of 
fti/nifj t x}ii'i:s,svd ill musical numbers. 
Without tills mode of cxprcs.sion, 
\v(i eofi*?w*"/?oi”V)hlinjiuish it from 
woiks of fiction in prose which ad- 
dress Ihdisselves to the feelinii:s as 
w ell as poi'liy ; and by calling' it the 
lan'*:uau:e of passion, willi Dr. Blair, 
we eoiiliiu' it to one ]nodili(;alion of 
fccliiift', whereas it embraces all tbc 


variations of which fcelinf^ is sus- 
ceptible, Poetry, when once delined, 
enables us to deteriiiinc whicli Ls the 
most powerful instrument in the hands 
of the poet,- -the penetrating acumen 
of genius, the reiined discrimination 
of taste, the heart-rending pathos of 
feeling, or the sublime conceptions 
of imagination. None of them, it is 
true, will enable the poet to attain 
perfection in his art without the co- 
operation of the rest ; but the pa- 
thos of feeling is that wbieh is always 
expected, and wliicli will alw a>s dis- 
tinguish poidry from every other spe- 
cies of composition ; for j^cnius and 
jiid^'inent are as csseir/'ijly necessaiy 
to prose compositions as they are 
to poetry ; — imagination, when pro- 
perly rej^ulated, throws it’s charms 
over the whole circle of the arts and 
sciences, and (dothes the most ab- 
stract subject in the ma{.^ic vesture 
of it’s own emdiantment but feeling 
alone create^ true Poetry.

The Kccond-siglitcd boatman of Loch Lomond was living in October 1821.

The shadow of their thrones, and lioUls strange talk 
Willi beings not yet earthly in their forms. 

And ho will tell you how, on the first morn 
Of jocund May, he walks among the llowers 
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The lierniit of Lo$h Lomond, 

That carpet these low dells, and in the core 
Of the sky daisy, secs the siiirit lurk, 

Whose incrknoss in some distant year will ^raee 
A cottcij^c matron's hearth. Or in thc fold 
The violet opens, finds the hiding place 
Of Ucaiity yet uiihorn, whose holy essence 
Is wafted on the rosiest cloud of morn ; 

And lon^ before it fills a maiden’s breast 
It is a breathing sweetness in the air. 

Which men believe the blcssinjj^ of the spring, 

Atid feel their hearts j^row young. Tin* joyous throng 

Of all the innocent spirits lucant to dwell 

In lovely shapes on earthy he says, were once 

AVith him in heaven, before in it’s frail clay 

llis own was prison’d. — Therefore, though iiis age 

To us seems friendless, and liis desolate home 

Is far from man’s nlujde, he hath a troop 

Of fair and pure ccmipanioiis ; and he dwells 

Amidst a rich creation, every morn 

Pt'opled for him alone. 

One Slimmer niglit, ^ 

When tlic briglil moon stoop’d to look nearer earth, 
And wood birds sang their bridal ; while the steam 
Of fragranec mounted on the dewy dale, 
lie loan’d on Lomond’s brink, and smiled to see 
The deep Idiie w^aters in their guileful calm 
Sparkling like Beauty’s eye ; — and thus he told 
A happy old man’s dream. — 


< There is upon my brow the weight 
Of fourscore years and ten. 

Yet I am in iny cot more great 
Than monarchs among men. 

When I the thousand lights behold 
That follow yonder star, 

I think, although my frame be old,

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ON ii fine September day. -we will 
nol he precise in the year, — Roderie 
M’Lcod, usually called “ of the Isles/’ 
set forth ii) his boat, with t)io stout 
lowers, to cross from Harries to aa 
islet ill the iieipjhbourhood of Staffa. 
An«)ther paHseng:cr was joint proprie- 
tor of this boat’s accommodation ; 
but 1V!‘ Leod, like atnie laird, deemed 
himself the most considerable person- 
a«:c, and cast an eye raiber scornful 
on his temporary companion ; whose 
strai^’lil discoloured hoots, striped 
stockinirs, and black ncck-kercbief, 
intimated no <;eniiiiie Higblaiid blood. 
Certain, ho^vcver, that he was not one 
of the spruce clerks that sw arm in the 
outer Court of the Scotch Parliament- 
house amon*? the accents, or men of 
business, so formidable to old estates, 
M*Leod eond<;seen(lecl to look oi'ca- 
sionally at the Stranger, and by dc- 
j^rees fancied he saw sofiKJthin*^ in 
Ills eoiintcnance not unlike the 
Clcik” of the Law-(Jourls. fie 
inifibt indeed have seen at least as 
many wrinkles about the e\cs, and 
a frinfijo as deep banirinif from the 
brows; but except in the sharp earc- 
worn outline, and a half hidden glitter 
in the eyes tlicnisclves, there was no 
<listinct similitude. M‘Lcod w as one 
of the few fat men to be found in the 
Hebrides, and bis broad towcrliko 
bead, square nose, and g;Iossy red 
rbe(‘ks, w'Cre varieties of the Scotch 
])hysiognomy <|uitc strange enough 
1o justify the tra\cller’s earnest sur- 
vey. Confiding in his surmise, ''»T‘Leod 
said .something of St. Giles’s cathe- 
dral, and hy a right and easy digres- 
sion, touched on the buildings near it 
in tlm Parliament (^lo.sc, — the statues 
in the two Inner Houses of deecased 
Jutlgos; and, lastly, on the Judges 
thoiiiselves ; Duncan Forbes, and Pre- 
sident Blair. There w as Sfunething of 
a smile, a biller smile, in the listener’s 
face, when one of lliese w'as said to 
have been a “ living Equity and 
INPLeofl made no doubt that he was 
voyaging with a most illustrious bar- 
rister incog. This ecrlainty redoub - 
led Ids ambition to .shew the won- 
ders of (bo isles in their richest and 
rarest light, and the traveller seemed 
inueh more willing to talk of Fin- 
gal’s cave, than of the Lords-Ordi- 


nary, or any of their decisions. Ho 
was forced, however, to admit, that 
he knew the two great bookshops in 
the lligh-street ; and then followed 
a dissertatiou ou Oman’s hotel, no 
way discreditable to his taste in cla- 
ret and salmon. — “Ay, "said M‘Leod, 
foigetling a little of his courtesy in his 
Highland zeal, “ I remember when an 
honest lawyer would not have dis- 
dained a good pewter stoup of cla- 
ret, and a salmon killed overnight, 
though they had not been brought 
up in a better place than tlie Caniioti- 
gatc! — Your Piinres’-strcetsand your 
High-strects ! }our thirty miles’ ride.s 
to see an elbow ol^+hc and tlie 

old stones of Drybcrgli! "What would 
your ‘ Waller the Abbot’ have written 
if he had been born among these cathe- 
drals of Nature’s own making?" 

“ Very little, perhaps," replied (ho 
traveller modestly, “ for he would hav<? 
had nothing left to imagine, and could 
not havfi found words rich enough to 
clothe the wonders he really saw. Our 
Lowland poet, who had every great 
quality except temperance, as his 
country has every thing preeions ex- 
cept the diamond, wa.s born in and 
near uo splendid scenery. Kirkallo- 
way and J>ooii are not what Robert 
Burns deseribes, yet bow could he 
have dcserib(;d them belter ?" 

“ O, I grant yc,'’an.sw'tTc«lM‘Lcod, 
“ he lias laade llio ‘ auld haunted kirk’ 
as fearful as if it had been Gabriel’s 
Road. And, by the bye, Mr. — — , 
1 think }ou said your name was Clerk, 
orCranstorin, — by the bye, I wonder 
Allan lias never tried bis pencil on 
that strange scene. The instant when 
the poor tutor was .seized, sitting 
giimly and ghtft)lly, by the road side, 
after be bad slain bis pupils, would 
be a subject, — a countenance, — an at- 
titude wortli bis art.’’ 

The travellcrRnswcrcd,after a pause 
which might have characterized Clerk, 
hilt in a \oj('e too hoarse and broken 
for the mellilluoiis Cranstoun,— “Tluiy 
might suit him when he is silting in his 
Circassian robe in bis cabinet full 
of daggers and javelins, —but— but I 
know nothing of paintings, — I have 
seen Gavin Hamilton’s when I was 
abroad, and I think as a Scotch art- 
ist,— as almost the first, lie was not 
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tiiiwortliy the Duke of IIamiltoQ’9 
patrunaf^c ; — and, sir, if scenery could 
produce painters, as Scotch poetry 
seems to have done in Scotland, here 
would be worthier subjects.” 

This evaaioii, though it applied to 
M‘Leod*s favourite prejudice in be- 
half of island-beauty, was not quite 
sucressful. “ Tliey hanged Gabriel 
with his red hand,” added M‘Leod, 
** within an hour after the deed, ac- 
cording to Scotland’s good old law. 
AVImt would M‘Qiiecn of iiraxiield, 
or Lord Forbes, have said to our wil- 
derness of idle forms ?” 

“ They had hearts so humane,” said 
the traveller, “ lliat to judge gently 
was rather a necessity than a virtue in 
them.” 

M*Lco d began to doubt whether 
be w as Ttr compaTiy with any of the 
Argil sses of the Scotch bar ; and his 
companion had the pleasure of chang- 
ing the subject without effort, for the 
boat had touched a landing-place in 
that small isle so noted for it’s re- 
.seniblanec to the ribs and keel of a 
three-decker, and M*Lcod was in a 
lit of picturesque enthusiasm. Perhaps 
it was the traveller’s great anxiety to 
find food for it, that led him to discover 
a rent among the rocks wliiidi opened 
a superb view' over the Deucaledo- 
ninii .sea with it’s hundred isles. But 
M‘Lood saw' something nion\— an in- 
scription rudely made with ochre, both 
in Gaelic and English, to iliis pur- 
pose, — 

“ The wife of Angus Ogg was 
brought to this place by force on the 
6fh day of October 17...” 

M‘Lcod might have seen strange 
things also in the face of his com- 
panion, but he only laid his linger 
on his broad forehead, then on his 
lirm well-set nose, and exclaimed, 
” Ha! how! — this repiiqds me, IMr. 
Cranstoun, of a decision of that court 
of session we were talking of ” 

“ Who was Angus Ogg’s wife?” 
interposed the traveller, in a tone 
which seemed to imply the question 
w'as not asked for information. 

” One of my neighbour’s, — the Laird 
of Blackinyrc’s daughter ; and he fool- 
ishly brought up with her two ne- 
phews, very unequal in pretensions, 
or at least in bis favour. The cou- 
sins quarrelled, the poor one was 
turned out penniless, and he re- 
venged himself by robbing his uncle, 
and carrying ofl' the lady. The plate- 


chest was found and the lady’s bride- 
clothes buried together; — and our Jus- 
ticiary convicted him of theft and mur- 
der.” 

” Here is an inscription,” said the 
stranger, “ which tells of the lady’s 
forcible abduction here ; but how was 
her death proved ?” 

M*Lcod had no leisure to answer 
this query, for a new link of ideas bad 
formed themselves. “ By this good 
light ! — M* Queen and the rest of the 
Fifteen might have judged wrung! — 
Now' 1 remember on an October day, 
— it might be. the fifth of October ten 
years ago, — I came to this isle, to this 
very place, and saw a ^ c ung sailor boy 
held, — hair and throat, — by one of tlic 
grimmest sea-inonsters among these 
cdiannels. And he said there was mu- 
tiny on board his ship, — a pirate-ship, 
a rascal smuggler know n well enough, 
but not a man of mine would lay hand 
ou him, and my boat and 1 steered 
oir.” 

” A woman ! — most probably the 
woman you think dead !” 

” Nothing ofw'oman-kind, my friend, 
as you shall hear. These rufiian ship- 
mates left their cabin-boy on that peak 
of rock, — yon might see it in ada.v less 
hazy,— the rock westward of St. Kilda, 
a bare precipice, where the natives of 
that island keep their fish. When my 
steward goes there, as be docs yearly, 
to receive the tiibiitc they pay me, he 
found there a young sailor-lad, the 
same I had seen, and ho told him 
old Adam Irvine, the mayor of St.

“ Your steward removed him then, 
of course?” 

“ You are mistaken, — the hoy had 
no gladness in tlie thought. He was 
fatherless and motherless, he s;iid, 
and afraid of that sea-rol)her, Konald 
of Skye, — he could weave nets and 
dr^ss fish cleverly ; old Adam Irvine 
and his wife Tamar have no young 
children, and this boy is become the 
Benjamin of their tribe.” 

“ And lie is married there?” 

“IVIarricd! no: — iny steward says, 
lie is a * wee rcekit dc’il and as In; 
can never climb Stackarinin, nor row 
the lingc boat wliicli belongs to the 
w'liolc island, be need not hope to find 
a lass willing to care for liiin. Not that 
they want money, for they know no 
dill'erence between a bawbee and a' 
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iiioiflorc; but lu' must i»ivc his bride a 
juiir of holiiii p'cse Ibi her lialflmots ; 
and lieenaput bn;* llu'iti wluit he lias 
ijol niaiiluiness eiioiU'Ji to kill ”

beautiful pillars of the Ionic order ;

spacious approach to it, planted with 
larch, elm, oak, and mouutuin ash, 
will be elianniti^. On each side it has 
neat and well planted walks, which, with 
the central one, arc rapidly improving; 
the situation also is most line, bein^ so 
mueh elevated, that you distinctly see 
the hills above the town. 1 tasted 
the w ater, hut as I was no invalid, it 
was too saline to tempt me to drink it. 

At Gloucester there is a line stone 
bridj^e creeled over the Severn, wliieli 
at this )»laec is wide, and navigable ; 
but the loamy e.olour of the water reu- 
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dcred it any thin»< but atfraelive. It’s 
ancient Cathedral, like all ollurctli- 
fiees of that description, imprt'ssrd 
me with awe and vencralion. Tlie 
interior of those struetures in i^eneral 
are richly ornamented, and the hcau- 
tifull> pointed aielies, the lii;ht, and 
elejraiil.y reedi'd pillars, th.* tastefully 
painted v’lidows, “ slictldinj^ a dim 
religious lijiln,” the ^rniidi ur of the 
elevated roof, all eomhinc to eiierease 
seriousness, and exalt devotion.

At some distance from T?oss, on a 
sudden turn of the roari, a wdd mooii- 
tainoiis scene piesenled ilsc‘!l‘. vJiieli 
appeared io my imaj.;iiiaiio!i ht only 
for th(‘ haunts of hauditti.

Amidst these lone reces- 
ses, live*ouc j;oneialion after another, 
ill apparent wretchedness and po- 
verty ; few ever lliiiik of mi;;ratiM»: to 
better their condition, and tlieii i;'no- 
ranee is so ;;rea1, if it be fair to jud;;o 
from an adult person, whom I ovt r^ook 
on the road, that they cannot leil tl.c 
name of the phiees hut a short dist.mee 
fiom them ; and I was aftei wai ds in- 
formed by several middle a;;<'d men, 
that they had never waiuhied ten 
miles from liomc* in their lives. 

In the ehiireh.yard at Koss J was 
, singularly deli^lited: — on this spot, 1 
imagined, often stood the Philanthro- 
pist, rendered iminoilal by the ;;enius 
b \ 
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of Pope, surveying the scenery which 
I was looking at with so iinieh enthu- 
siasm. It is a sort of elevated ter- 
race, finely planted with large luxuri- 
ant elm trees, forming in clear w eather 
an excellent promenade for the inha- 
bitants. 

From this eminence the eye em- 
braces llie Iov<!iic.sl prospects ima- 
ginable. — the Wye below, takes abold 
sweep to the very base of the hill on 
which the chiircli is erected, the shape 
of which here is nearly circular, but 
at a distance >ou vicNV it, on each 
side, spreading appannitly horizon- 
tally, witliin it's beantifai and roman- 
tic banks. 

On it’s surface were light and fan- 
ciful pleasure boats, with which }ou 
may descend to Chepstow' ; tlie mea- 
dows wen; linely <li\iiicd by hedge- 
rows, and the river enriched by the 
foliage of line spreading trees ; all the 
distant and the adjacent hills were of 
various forms, and of diilerent as- 
pects ; — some wcie partially culti- 
vated, whilst otheis wore richly wooded 
to their very summits. The farm 
houses apj)cared comlbrlahle, and by 
the nnmher of corn ricks around the 
homesteads, the product of the harvest 
must have been abundant. 

Hereford is a respectable city ; the 
principal street is well paved, and the 
shops aiioiind with every article for 
use, or fashion. Tlu’ marki't is well 
supplied. The busth? on iipirket day.s 
almost iricnulible, and the farmers, 
whom I saw in iiiimhc! s, ap)U’aicd 
ii!insuali> rcspi’ctahh'. llciefoid pos- 
.sesscs also a tiiie cathedral, good inns, 
exec! lent society, and every accom- 
modation to render existence com- 
fortable. From tlie bridge, the banks 
of tlie Wye were bold, ajjd interest- 
ing. 

From this ancient lity T p-oeeeded 
towar<Is Abergavmmy, and though the 
road w'as very hilly, and of course 
fatiguing, the views ailbrded me the 
highest delight and satisfaction. They 
were extensive, grand, beautiful, and 
sometimes wild, possessing every elia- 
rae.tcr of landst;ape which the votaries 
of nature admire. The holy mountain, 
as the peasants name it, is a fine 
rough ohject of admiration, though the 
conic iiiountain on the opposite side 
of the road is more <*Ie\ated. I at- 
tempted to i each it’s summit, but after 
suliering excessive fatigue, was eoni- 
}»elle.d to desist, although within thirty 


yards of it. The first part of the as- 
cent from Abergavenny is almost per- 
pendicular; and if the traveller sur- 
mount this without much dilliculiy, 
the object may he attained, because 
after this > on proceed through a wood, 
on a gentle ascent, until you reach a 
plain, covered with furze, and a few 
stunted oaks ; from this plain you 
again begin to ascend, but lliere is no 
path to direct, and you must, if pos- 
sible, continue to toil up hill, until 
you reach the summit. On a sort of 
natural leiraec I threw myself down, 
ijiiite exhausted ; but even hero, 
amidst apparent sterility, nourished 
the delicious whorlleherrv, and the 
shepherd who attended as a guide, 
directed liis son togatlier some, which 
were very aeeojiluhle, as they as- 
suaged my severe thirst. At a slunt 
distance fi om this spot, a transparent 
rill of the purest water ran gushing 
down a rocky declivity to the town 
below ; and at llie inn I was icifoniied 
that those inlmhitunts who chose to 
pay for it, might he supplied at their 
own houses with this wholesome and 
indispensable beverage, which gave 
me some little surprise, as the stream 
is so inconsiderable; and was so shal- 
low, I could scarce take it up in my 
hands, w illiout roiidenng it turbid.-*- 
Alt hough 1 could not gain the high- 
est point of elevation, the diversiiied 
views vvhieli wyre exhibited liolow 
perfectly enchanted me ; — the nionn- 
tniiis appeared scattered about in va- 
rious directions, — some were rounded 
like domes, some were pointed, and 
fdliers broken and craggy ; — some were 
clad with fine oaks, others were en- 
tirely furzy, all'ording only a scanty 
support to a few sheep, wliieli here 
are quite as wild as the doer of tho 
forest. Jietween the woody dingles, 
at the foot of this mountain, the walks 
were rural, and romantic; wdiilst the 
vales, wliieh separated those huge 
masses of rock, were embellished with 
eiiltivdtcd farms, bright and fertile 
meadows, riclily ornamented grounds, 
and luxuriant plantations, the lovely 
and admired appendages of the manor 
house, and the villa. 

Below, at a great depth, the de- 
lightful Vale of IJsk glittered with 
beauty ; — on the .summit of the oppo- 
site hills, on the margin of the river, 
and midway up the soaring heights, a 
thousand white-washed cottages ap- 
peared ; tlie meads were adorned with 
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the most ^rocii, intcrminj^lod 

with the flowers of Ihe wild erocus, of 
a heautifiil liliie colour, nud the fresh 
ploughed fields Avere finedy shad(‘d v» ith 
russet tints, — the fai -off Channel flit- 
tered with the beams of tlie moniiiif 
sun ; and risiiif abruptly from the val- 
ley, vast ridfes of dark iiiouiUaitis 
arose above each other, each ridiiif, 
as it were, on the shouhhas of it’s 
iieifhbouriiif aeelivity ; the whole 
exhibiting a landseaj^e at onee beau- 
tiful. romantic, wild, and interesliiif. 
In these mountainous ref.ions, the 
scene ehniifcs e\tTy minute, — some- 
times the mountains arc illuminated, 
and as the eheijnered clouds raj»idly 
J)ass over tlumi, they In come sha- 
dowy, and display now lineaments 
and tints inexpressibly delightful. 

'i’iie population of this extensive 
vale must be very great, — the iron 
works only employ a vast numlier of 
men, but these additional families 
have much advamxd the necessaries 
of life, and house rent. Thus the 
M’ages of these laborious yujople can- 
not at all times properly supply them 
and their household. Their priva- 
tions, therefore, are painful, and some- 
times severe. Kail-w^a>s are formed 
here from all the principal works ; ami 
their utility is very considerable, as 1 
saw tw'o small horses drag three carts 
heavily laden with <ioaJ, and other ar- 
ticles, with very trilling effort. 

From this place I proceeded to 
Chepstow, where I was well enter- 
tained at a good Inn ; and in the 
morning visited the views in it’s de- 
Jighlfiil vicinity. From the roiiiantie 
heights of AVind-elilf, the eye, passing- 
ox er a narrow neek of Irnid, beholds 
the broad Severn, bounded b}^ the 
well-cultivated fi dds and pastures of 
Somersetshire ; while, in a deep chan- 
nel below the W>e, following the 
sweep of the rocks, in nearly a circu- 
lar form, ran swiftly to unite it's wa- 
ters with that inighfy ri\cr. To view 
the coiifliieneo of those streams was 
delightful ; their grev rocks formed a 
.sort of amphitheatre, which appeared 
in many places like the buttresses of 
a spacious castle ; these were finely 
M'ooded, from the edge of the river to 
the summit. In the front, was a 
richly cultivated farm, sloping to the 
Wye, full of hedge-rows and tall trees; 
meads of the brightest verdure, and 
fields embrowned with tillage, which, 
contrasted with the wild scenes that 


surrounded ^hein, exhibited the most 
perfect landseape imaginable. Kvery 
Iraveiicr should hire a boat to descend 
the river from Foss to (llienstow ; w ith 
eve.’-ybend of the stn'arn ,‘!.e views arc 
eaeh.'mling, added to which }ou have 
an op|)orliinity, v\hieh must not be 
omiUe... of viewing the picturesque 
ruins of Tinlerii Abbey. 

The site of this edifice is truly ro- 
ina!)tic and delightful. In almost every 
insiuiiee, our old founders of abbeys 
and moiiast('ries discover great taste 
and jiidgnient. The CiUllines of the 
ehijjc li aie perfect, the an-bileciUJ e is 
light and elegant ; the grand eenlial 
arch, and the two oflu i.s which ler- 
iniiiale the aisles, are about sexMdy 
feet high, quite entire, and profusely 
decorated in every window with ivy 
of the brigh4v‘St veidiiie, through 
v\hi(di are seen the towering hills that 
iJtmrly surround it. The pillais that 
divide the windows are very slender, 
and highly liiiished, and give the a|>- 
pearane(‘ of great air\ne.‘;s to tin? 
whole stiueture. On the ground lay 
laige fragments of th(* <n(‘ling, whicdi 
discovered considerable ability in the 
artists who sculptured the foliage, 
flowers, and other divorsilied orna- 
ments ; the whole v\cre beautiful, 
all bough so long exposed to Ibc ra- 
vages of lime and neglect. It appears 
iiHlced a strange infatuation, that the 
roof, stripped, as I understand, by the 
.soldiers of Cromwell, should not have 
bccii rebuilt at the Uestoratioii, for if 
this measure had taken place, one of 
the most beautiful specimens of arehi- 
ttjctiirc would, e\en now', have rc- 
inaiiK'd uiidefaced. 

I cannot omit to mention, that one 
piopcriy is va anting in the Wye, Avhieh 
is requisite to render streams per- 
fectly pictuiesque, — the colour is 
loani}" ; or,, as the poet would call it, 
of an aiifljcr hue, wholly unlike those 
transparent mirror-looking streams I 
saw" on my return, the Keniiet and the 
Thames, which, compared to the Wye, 
ill other respects arc flat and unin- 
teresting. 

From thence I AA'ciit to the ruins of 
Bagland Castle, they are easy of ac- 
cess, lying not far from the turnpike 
road. I tlicn returned to view tlie 
ruins of ChcpslOAv Castle, Avhich are 
much dilapidated, and standing on a 
bold and rocky eminence, nearly per- 
pendicular; this fortress, in it’s feudal 
glory, must have been very formidable. 
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•'riu- iron bruise jit Chepstow is a 
fun- slructiiio, and tlio lown risiii*' 
}'!;)(l'ially from the rivor to a gentle 
c'I(‘\ ation, j;ivt*s the traveilcr a pleasini^ 
\i<'\v uC the Toeks, tin; Se\ern, and the 
adjoeent scenery. 

The Severn is full of danperons 
shoals, :iinl should not be crossed, tin- 
1' ii is In';)! water, or very soon 
alv' r it be^cins to eb!). The weather 
v.;s sloiUi} >\beu I sailed over, and 
the of the boat unub; the t>oor 

hoj>is tvL'dile e\eeedini!:ly. From

along the meadows, and adding much 
to tlio lu auiy aiul utility of the place. 
At a di.stan;‘e, the hou.M s ri.sing 000 
above the other, amidst the umbrage 
of trees, exbibit a pretty appearance. 

The next place was l\1:irlbon>iig1i 
Forest, the road lying diiecAly thiough 
it. Here the lovers of fine seentry 
must be d»diglited ; on each .side seve- 
lal small herd of deer were seen grace- 
tully biow'sing, without any apparent 


.timidity; and in various parts fine 
glades, and woody recesses, graced 
die scene. 

At Hungerford dicrc is a good 
bridge over the river, and the activity 
which 1 observed ini (he w harf adjoin- 
ing, indicated that their business was 
eoiisidornble. Through a narrow' pas- 
sage, W'hich being a deformity, I feel 
.surprised is not reniovt'd, a spaei- 
OU.S avenue,, adorned with majestic 
trees, leads immediately to the cliureli, 
which i.s a baiidsomc newly erected 
strijctuie. — IMu; verdure of tin; tine 
meadows which nearly surround il, 
was of a lovely ^iviil emerald green ; 
and several small tiansparent streams 
cut from their parent Kei»net, for the 
purposes of irrigation, heighloned the 
beauty of the scene. 

Newbury is a large town, seated on 
the above river, and enjoy i rig a good 
trade ; the mills in it*s vicinity supply 
the London market with a eonsideralde 
quantity of their most excellent Hour. 
The coin luarkiA is also w(‘Il altoiided, 
as wbent and barley oftbe (irst quality 
aic produced in great aburidanec 
lliroijgboiit the eoiinty. 

Keadiiig is a populous, w'cll-biiilt 
town ; the streets are paved, ami 
there is, in almost <;very part, a great 
appearance of icspectalulily and opu- 
lence : like Newbury, vast supplies of 
flour, malt, &c. are sent fiom it to the 
metropolis. In most seasons, partly 
from the nature of the soil, and partly 
from the oxeellciit husbandry of tlic 
farmers, the wheat around those places, 
for strength and weight, is superior to 
any in Fngland, Kent only ext'cpte^l. 

bVom tliis town T hastened on to 
Maidenhead, where nothing was to be 
oKseived hut it’s excellent bridge over 
the I'liames. I then proceeded low aids 
London, attraeied only by one object, 
which was Windsor Castle : Jt has a 
noble and nmiantic appearance from 
the road, and as 1 passed, a train of 
recollect/ons rushed through luy mind, 
of it’s first stern founder, — (he valiant 
character of our thiid Jililward; it’s 
tastelul and learned architect ; the 
wise Queen who improved it’s beauti- 
ful and eoumiandiiig terrace ; the ino- 
narchs who have breathed their last 
within it’s massy walls ; and the long 
.seclusion theie of it's last kingly in- 
mate, oui beloved and revered (liioiiiiis 
TiiF. Tiiiitn! Alas! 1 involuntarily 
exclaimed, how fragile is human great- 
ness ! how evaiic.seeiit Ls even Koyal

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DOMESTIC TALES. LOVE,

MY guardian Mr. Foibos was blest 
with a numerous offspring; whose 
education was committed to the care 
of a Governess, under the immediate 
observation and superintcndancc of 
Iheir parents. 

The lady who ofTieiated in tin's rapa- 
city at the period of my iiirorpDration 
with the family, and who, indeed, had 
held her situation for several years 
previously, was a most engaging 
Frenchwoman ; admirably calculated, 
in every respect, to fulfd with credit 
and advantaiTC the important duties 
•of the ta^k assigned to her. 

^ Between this lady and myself, not- 
withstanding the disparity in our ages, 
a mutual attaehnient was quickly 
formed ; the result, probably, of an 
aceendanee of dispositions, eongenial- 
ity of sentiments, and, even yet more, 
by a similarity in sulfcrings ; Joseph- 
ine (larmVT having been, like me, dis- 
a()pointod in her tendercst affeetiuns. 

Mr. and Mrs. Forbes were com- 
' pletely domesticated, living only in 
the welfare of their offspring ; but to 
me, wlio had never in my life been 
aeenstomed to the gambols of cliil- 
dreii, and who bad not as yet re- 
sided long enougb with these to bc- 
eoinc attaelied, their frolics were often 
troiibh'some and imix'itinent, and 
their prattle uninteresting. 

'i'Jie ver> precarious state of health 
of two of the younger children entirely 
precluded every appearance of gaiety, 
every sound of meniment; and the 
only enjo>mcnt that I tasted was de- 
rived from tl'.e lively and entertaining 
converse of my charming Madame 
Garnifjr; who having now rcco\crcd 
from the temporary depression which 
the disappointments in early life had 
engendered, presented the most de- 
lightful union of strong sense and 
sprightly playfulness in conversation, 
of kind concession to the wdslics of 
others, and of firm inllexibility of 
principle in conduct that I ever met 
with. 

The health of Mr. Forbes' two 
youngest children, which had hi- 
therto Ixjcn dcli(;ale, had of late de- 
clined to so alarming a degree, that 
it was pionoiinced essential to the 
prcscr\ atioii of their existence to 


remove them to a warmer climate. 
But the iioating parents could not 
support the idea of a distant separa- 
tion, nor consent, for a moment, to 
eontidc them to the care of strangers. 
Madame Gamier was consulted on 
the subject ; and after much dis- 
cussion, it was agreed to despatch 
them to the French post-town of St. 
Malo, to abide at a religious house 
there, with the Superior of which 
Madame had, formerly, been well 
ac(|uaint€'.d. The travelling party was 
to consist of Madame Gamier her- 
self, and her twok> invalid charges, 
escorted by their eldest brother; who, 
having just completed his studies at 
Oxford, w^as about to eomincncc a 
tour on the Coiuincnt, under the siiper- 
intendonee of his tutor, a w'orthy 
clergyman ; and aceoinpauied by a 
lady and getilloman, our neighbours 
in DevoiiKliire, who proposed to take 
up their future residence in the south- 
west part of France. 

As one stretched on the couch of 
sickness thinks to find ease in every 
change of posture, so did I hope that 
variety of scene might alford relief 
to ray sorrow stricken heart, and 
immediately on licaring of the pro- 
jected lour, felt desirous to engage 
in it, and accordingly lost no time 
in imparting my desire to my guar- 
dian, who peremptorily refused to 
aceede to iny wishes. But my tem- 
per in it’s happiest moments could 
never brook opposition or denial, and 
I was, alternately, angry or sullen ; 
sometimes in hysterics, at others re- 
lapsing into a languid listlessiicss, 
from w hieli all endeavours to arouse 
me were iina\ ailing; I even, for two 
or Ihice days refused all sustenance ; 
till Mr. Forbes was at length in- 
duced to submit the matter to the 
consideration ofhiseo-exeeutor, Lord 
Mcldrum; fri)m whom we gained a 
reluctant consent to my departure ; 
'uid, as soon as things were finally 
arranged for the voyage, the whole 
party embarked on board a vessel; 
and, after a favourable passage, 
landed on the French coast; when 
our fellow-travellers, having seen 
Madame Gamier, the two cliildrrn, 
and myself, eoinfurtably lodged and 
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settled at tbc Convent of St. Agatha, 
proceeded on their respective routes. 

But notwithstanding that I was on- 
elianted with the beautiful appear- 
ance of the country, and that 1 re- 
ceived every possible mark of atten- 
tion and kindness from the Lady 
Abbess and the Sisterhood, >ct I was 
Bliii far from bein^ happy. 

Place may be changed, but who 
can change the mind ? and I soon 
discovered, that nbw objects, and va- 
ried impressions, failed to banish from 
iiiy ineiiiory, and cllaecfrom niy heart, 
tlift dear image that was so deeply 
graven there. Loftus* noble figure 
seemed to be ever before mo ; the 
iniisic of his voice yet sounded in 
my car; I loved in some deep soli- 
tude to sigh forlMiis name, and hang 
entranced on the delicious echo ; the 
fond remembratie.e mingled with my 
orisons to heaven, and his sad tale was 
the companion of my sleepless mid- 
night bourse In the busy throng, or 
ill retirement's deepest recess, Loftus 
was present with me ; the source of 
all my Idiss, and all iny woe. 

In process of time, however, the 
profound tranquillity of the scene 
around me infused a soothing intlu- 
cncc over my troubled heart, and the 
current of my feelings began to glide 
more sniootlily. Every face that I 
met looked meek submission ; every 
mind was serene, and, negatively, 
happy ; till, from conteinplat.ng the 
calm peaceAilncss of a monastic life, 

I gradually grew cnainonrcd of it, 
and even entertained sinions thoughts 
of embracing it; a disposition that, 
whenever I manifested it, was al\\a 3 S 
seized on with a\idity by the bigotled 
Abbess, or some one of the holy Sister- 
hood ; in truth, no pains ere spared 
to induce me to eiirpl myself a iin'in- 
ber of their community. I had been 
bred up in the Catholic faith; but, 
in the days of my vanity, had paid 
but little regard to the sacred insti- 
tutions of religion ; the piety and pe- 
nitence by which I was now surround- 
ed, appeared to me to convey a re- 
jiroof f»f iTiy former thoughtlessness 
and indevotion ; I lilushcd for iiiy own 
iinworthincss, and, in a iiioineni of 
religions euthusiasru, dcternijiicd to 
dedicate my life to Heaven. If I 
mentioned the slate of my mind to 
.losepliiiio, she only laughed at iny 
romantic imagination, and treated 
the whole as a lit of capiico. 1 was 


half angry and oflended at this ; and 
most foolishly, and fatally, did I re- 
venge myself on her incredulity. 
Madame Gamier, when we had been 
in France about eight months, was 
porsiindcd to undertake a journey to 
Paris, from a prospect that had been 
held out to lier, of the recovery of 
the estates lu'longing to her family, 
which had been eoiili scaled at the 
time of the Kevoliition. Now nie- 
tlioiight will I prove, that my idola- 
trous anection for Loftus was not 
merely, as Josephine and other of my 
friends have imagined, a transient, 
fieklc, wayward Ituuiour ; and.

In vain I repre.scntcd the boundIc?ss 
gratitude of Lol'lus, of my aunt, of my 
guardians; in vain X tempted her by 
splcmdid oilers of reniiineratioii ; in 
vain 1 urged the rememb ranee of our 
fond frienrislnp ; in vain even did I 
besec^ch ber by the b»\c .^lie bore 
to Edgar Atkinson; she w'us inexora- 
ble ; and at last, tired by my importii- 
uities, quitted me with a frigid c'x- 
hortatum to submission and patience. 

“ iiarbarous vToinau !’* exci aimed I, 
in turn oil'eiulcd, thus to deride my 
woes by preaching patience to one 
whose heart is bursting and threw 
my.solf on my pallet in a state of 
incJescrihahle anguish. A tlioiisaiid 
times I wished for dealh ; I was fran- 
tic with despair ; 1 sc'cnned to bo 

abandoned to my fate ; 1 know the 
inflexibility of Josephine’s resolves 
too well, to allow me to entertain 
the remotest liope that my distress 
would work a change in her .senti- 
meiiLs ; and I liad no other friend 
in the convent in whom I might con- 
fide my desire of liberty ; 1 had no 
one to consol/*, no one to advise me ;

IT happens frequently in the liternry 
history of a conntry, that certain 
periods have been most remarkable 
for the display of excclleijce of a 
similar tone and description. In 
England, in the reigns of Elizabeth 
and the two succi'cding monarch.s, 
tlie rise and .sudden pt'rfeeiion of the 
Drama, compose one of llio biighte.st 


parts of the history of the eounlry. 
So, on the return of Charles IT. to hi.s 
dominions, the influx of French ta.sto 
and loose principles, gave a lone to 
the comic genius of the nation. 
Without wishing to moot that debate- 
able question of the superiority of 
Englishmen in wit to Ibe people of 
other countries, wc would uh.scrYe 
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that this period, and th^ times imme- 
diately following it, are those in which 
English wit siioiic in it*s uooii-thiy 
splendour, and soared a higher flight 
than it had reached before, or has 
attained since. Whene\cr we con- 
template the wits of the days to which 
we have alluded, the Icimentablc re- 
llectioii occurs that their lustre was 
obscured by the grossness of their 
writings; that stream of pure wit 
which should have been the nourish- 
ment as well as the ornament and 
delight of posterity, has been so tainted 
by obscenity, so much have the waters 
of pollution mingled with it, that it 
has become as foul as Lethe, and as 
much forgotten as if that fabled river 
bad extended it’s influeueo over it. 
The licentiousness of the writers of 
fh(»se periods was as unliniiteil as 
their genius ; neiilicr the ties of mo- 
rality, nor even flic mere decencies of 
fife, which the most profligate respect, 
bad any restrictive influence on tlieiii. 
It is for this reason that the works of 
Jliickingham and lloclicstcr; Sedley, 
Wycherley, and Congreve ; Captain 
KadeliiTe and Tom D’Urfey, are con- 
signed to their merited oblivion ; neg- 
lected and despised, their names are 
no longer remembered, or are remem- 
bered only as is that of the bold 
robber who stole Hcaveirs lire, and 
debased it by animating the vile 
earth: or the Egyptian Queen, who 
wa.stcd that orient pearl, an Empire’s 
price, in her wanton goblet. Their 
leaves are turned over by those per- 
sons alone who read all sorts and con- 
ditions of books, in which venerable 
boily do we include ourselves, and 
by those modern wits, less brilliant 
but far more cautious than their pre- 
decessors, who ransack their hidden 
treasures, for the purpose of obtaining 
those gems of which they have, by 
their obscenity, dimmed the brilliancy, 
and by their profligacy, forfeited the 
right to display. Pranked in these 
borrowed plumes do the light writers 
of the present day strut about, like 
the finisher of the law, in the .spoils of 
a condeuined criminal ; equally con- 
temptuous and unmindful of the source 
whence thoir honors arc derived. 
Mr. Thomas Erown, as he is called in 
the title pages of liis works, or Tom 
Brown as be is called by all the 


world, is one of the most striking 
instances of the truth of these ob.ser- 
\atioiis ; one of the most eminent of 
those malefactors who have committed 
felo de se against their fame and res- 
pectability ; and whose sharp but ill 
directed wit, 

like an ill sheathed knife, 
Hath cLi it’s master.” 

His name formerly expressed the 
very concrete essence of good fellow- 
ship and true wit ; but with the single 
ami illustrious exception of Mr. Moore, 
who has condescended to “ call cou- 
sins” with him, by adopting his name;* 
we do not recollect any of the writers 
of the present day, who have done 
him even the slender justice of men- 
tioning him. That lie who has excited 
so much langliiicr, and who has laid 
many a reputed smart fellow under 
so itilinitc obliga lions should be for- 
gotten, is barbarous and ungrateful. 

It is our present purpose to do him 
an act of some justice, by giving our 
readers such a specimen of one of his 
works as may convey a fair idea of his 
genius and style, but of course taking 
care not to create any of that disgust 
which an indiscriminate perusal of all 
his works would inevitably excite. 

He appears to have been equally 
unfortunate in his circumstances, and 
in the particular period in which he 
lived. lie was the son of a respectable 
clergyman, and after having received 
a competewt preparatory education, 
went to the University of Oxford, 
where he distinguished himself con- 
siderably. Being of a gay disposi- 
tion, and possessing that idleness and 
restlessness which are too generally 
the companions of genius, he pre- 
ferred tlic dissipation of the metropo- 
lis, to the uninterrupted case and 
tranquillity pf a college life ; a.nd 
coming fo London, he ]) lunged reck- 
lessly into all the profligacy of the 
town, which, though peihaps it did 
not in fact exist to a greater extent 
than it docs at present, was not so 
carefully concealed. His talents very 
.soon made him known among the wits 
and authors of the day. The con- 
stitution of society was then in this 
respect very dilfcrent fiom il’s present 
state. Literary men were at that 
time much more of public characters ; 
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Dow-a-days, intimacy with an au- 
thor is only to be acquired by those 
means by which the acquaintance of 
other private gentlemen is gained ; in 
the period of which we have before 
spoken, there were very numerous 
places of resort, as taverns and other 
assemblies, to which the wits of the 
day repaired ; — led, like the Knights 
adventurers of ohl, to break a lance 
against all comers. His writings 
were readily bouglit, and his society 
courted by persons, whose rank and 
fame were sunicicntly ilattering to 
him ; his habits, however, were not of 
such a nature as to admit of close 
application, and he fell soon into the 
hands of the booksellers, who threw 
their nets so skilfully about him, that 
he refnained in the toils to the very 
day of his death. Th<‘s may account 
for the utter worthlessness of some of 
his works. There is no inspiration in 
poverty. His talent at seizing the 
ridiculous, and his vigour in display- 
ing it, rendered him first feared b} his 
patrons and friends, — and dislike and 
neglect soon followed. Unmindful of 
Hernardus’ axiom, ** that a blow with 
a word strikes deeper than a blow 
with a sword.'^ Brown never could 
or would restrain the current of his 
fancy. He w'as willing at all times 
rather to lose his friend than Ids joke.

The consequence was. incviiriMe; 
and, dissipation lending it*s pernicious 
aid, lie fell niulcr an accumulation of 
poverty and disease at a coiiipai atively 
early age. 

A satirist must always be hated 
personally, in proportion as his la- 
bours are valued and cneouraged ; 
and, excepting in the capacity of a 
Lion, which might insure him an 
occasional knife and fork at* the table 
of a Patrician, Juvenal's personal 
character was as little esteemed in 
Home, as was poor Brown's in Eng- 
land. This fate is not so unjust as it 
may at first sight apiiear to be: the 
man who assumes the task of holding 
up the mirror to all men’s failings nnd 
crimes, should he of puie demeanour ; 
not one whose own defoiinilies arc as 
monstrous ns those of his most hide- 
ous exhibition. Moral truths cannot 
come mei.dt'd from tlie tongue, where 
l>ing and hlasplicmy have their liabi- 
tatioiis; and perhaps a tiiuusaud 


sermons against ebriety, would not bo 
siiUicient to neutralize the evil cifect 
of the example of cue drunkard. 

In the work which forms the subject 
of the present article, the author runs 
the full length of his satirical propen- 
sities. Under the pretence of mak- 
ing a journey through London with 
a certain Indian, he takes ati opportu- 
nity of remarking upon the prevailing 
follies and vices, sometimes with great 
bitterness and coarseness, but always 
with truth. There is a philosopliieal 
air pervading his work, which couveys 
rather a higher idea of his mental 
powers, than either his subject or his 
style w'ould induce readers to look 
for. A grave stoical fiiifidity, mixed 
with a cureless prolUgacy, ruos through 
his writings, which we do not know in 
any other w'riler but Rabelais. The 
incident of the Indian who accom- 
panies him, is better itiuigined than 
exeeuletl, and perhaps it’s greatest 
piaisc is, that it furnished the idea of 
the Kings of Banlam's visit, and of 
the Chinese Philosopher of (loldsmith. 
If London abounded with the vicious 
and ridiculous as much in the author’s 
day as it docs in onr own, no field 
could have been found more capacious 
or more fertile in those productions, 
which are the object of a satirist's 
search. We shall now draw the cur- 
tain, and give the reader “ a taste of 
his quality.” 

The first place which engages the 
attention of the travellers is the Cowt, 
which h(' thus describes : 

“ The Court is a sort of a to an 
epitome of what is universal, and 
abounds with all the variety of ftwiae- 
mmr^that human oecurrcnces can pre- 
sent us with, or the mind of man is 
capable of receiving. The air they 
breathe there, is very fine and sub- 
tile ; only for about three Parts and a 
half of four in the Year, 'lis liable to 
be infected with gross Vapours full of 
Flattery and Lying. All the Avenues 
leading to it are gay, smiling, agreea- 
ble to the Sight, and all end in one 
and the same Point, Honour and Self 
Interest. Here Fortune keeps her Re- 
sidence, and seems to expect that we 
make our Addresses to her at the But- 
loiu of alongAValk, which lies open 
to all Couicis and Goers. One would 
be apt to think at first sight, that he 
might leach the End on't before he 
could count Twenty : but there are so 
many B} -Walks and Alleys to cross, 
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so many Turnin^rs and Windings to 
find out, that he is soon convinc'd of 
bis Mistake. Tis contriv’d into such 
an intricate Maze, and obscure Man- 
ner, that the straitest Way is not 
always the nearest ; and indirect Prac- 
tices and Measures are oftentimes very 
cflectual Helps to bring you to your 
Journey’s End, and forward your De- 
signs to reach it. Jt looks gloriously 
at a distance, but wlieii you approach 
it, it’s Eeauty diminishes.'’ 

This gives occasion to introduce the 
character of a Courtier, in which the 
whimsicality as well as the vigour of 
the author’s style are conspicuous : — 

“ A professed Courtier, tho’ he ne- 
ver aims at the Peace of God, is past 
any Man’s Understanding ; and if he 
does Good, it maybe wholly attributed 
to Chance ; if Evil, you have no reason 
to impute it to any thing but Design. 
He that holds him by the Hand, is in 
the same condition with him that hath 
a wet Eel by the Tail, you no sooner 
think you are sure of him, but you have 
lost him, and he slips thro’ your fin- 
gers with the same Swiftness that he 
dismisses you from his Memory, after 
a thousand promises of ar/wr forgetting 
you. 

“ If Familiaritg breeds Contempt, he 
ought to be the most despicable crea- 
ture living; for My Dear Friend is the 
first Title you go iJy, tho’ he never saw 
you before that Minute ; and the next 
time yon visit me, 1 shall have nothing to 
do but to give you Joy of the Possession 
of irhat you are nwv asking me for, is 
the dialect you understand him by ; 
when if you understand him as you 
ought, you would never lose your time 
in making Addresses to him.” 

He then plunges in medias res, and 
treals of London itself. The descrip- 
tion of the streets and the passengers 
is full of the most ridiculous figures ; 
one may form a better idea of tho state 
of the metropolis at that time from this 
d(\scription, and a comparison with 
things as they exist at present, than 
from any other source : — 

Some carry, others are carried: 
Make way there, says a gouty-legged 
Chairman that is carrying a Bartholo- 
mew liahy Ecau, newly launched out 
of a Chocolate-house with his Pockets 
as empty as his Brains. Make room 
there, says another Fellow driving a 
Wheel-harrow of Nuts, that spoil the 
Lungs of flic (h'ly Preiiiires. One 
di aw s, anol her di i v es . Stand up there 


you blind Dog, says a Carman, you 
will have the Cart squeeze your Guts out / 
One Tinker knocks, another bawls. 
Have you Brass-pot, Kettle, Skillet, or 
a Frying-pan to mend ! Whilst another 
yelps louder than Horner'^ Stentor, 
Two a groat, and Four for sixpence 
Mackerel f One draws his Mouth up 
to his Ears, and howls out, Buy my 
Flounders, and is followed by an old 
burly Drab, that screams out the Sale 
of her Maids and her Soul at the same 
instant. 

“ Here a sooty Chimney-sweeper 
takes the Wall of a grave Alderman, 
and a Broom-man justles the Parson of 
the Parish. There a fat greasy Porter 
runs a Trunk full-butt upon you, 
while another salutes you with a Flas- 
ket of Eggs and Butter. Turn out 
there you Country Putt, says a Bully 
with a Sw ord two Yards long jarring 
at his heels, and throws him into the 
Kennel. By and by comes a Christen-- 
ing, with a Reader screwing up his 
Mouth to deliver the Service alamode 
de Paris, and afterwards talk immo- 
derately nice and dull with the Gos- 
sips, the Midwife strutting in the 
Front, and young Original Sin as fine 
as Fippence, followed with the Vocal 
Musiok of Kitchen stuff ha* ymi Maids, 
and a Trumpeter calling in the Rabble 
to sec a Calf with six Legs and a Toi>- 
knot. There goes a Funcrsil, W'ith tho 
Men of Rosemary after it, licking their 
Lips after tlprce hits of White, Sack, 
and Claret, at the House of Mourning, 
and the Sexton walking before, as big 
and blulf as a Beef -eater at a Corona- 
tion. Here’s a JPoct scampers for’t as 
fast as his Legs will carry him, and at 
his heels a brace of Bandog Bailiffs, 
with open Mouths ready to devour him 
and all the Nine Muses.” 

Sir Richard Blackrnore in that day 
enjoyed such aMamc as some of the bad 
poets of our own times hold now ; 
that is, he was lauded by the foolish 
and thoughtless, and despised by 

The sacred few, whose just applause is 
fame.” 

Brown’s treatment of him is severe 
enough, it must he confessed. Sir 
Richard at this time was practising as 
a physician, and the author feigning 
that his Indian friend is seized with a 
sudden indisposition, takes that op- 
portunity of seeking the assistance of 
tho Poet and Pliysician. 

The worshipful Graduate in the 
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noble Art of Manslaughter, receiv’d ns 
with a Civility that was peculiar to 
him at the Sight of four Half-crowns ; 
and though he had made a Sine-cure 
of most of his other Patients, reco- 
vered him from his indisposition in an 
instant. But as the Doctor’s volu- 
minous Works made no ordinary Fi- 
gure among the refuse of the learned 
in Duck-Jane^ or those redoubted Au- 
thors that take the Benefit of the Air 
upon the Kails in Morejieids^ so the 
Method he made use o[' towards his 
Kccovery was altogether uncommon 
and extraordinary. In a word, we 
were no sooner enter’d Into his Con- 
sultation-Room, but the Physician in 
Ordinary made his appearance with 
two large Folios in his hands, and 
having ask’d me the nature of my 
Friend’s distemper, (for ho was not 
then capable of giving him an account 
of it himself) and made some Enquiry 
with his Fingers, in relation to the 
beating of the Pulse, he open’d the 
tremendous Page by way of Exorcism, 
and fell a reading one of the descirip- 
tions of Prince >4 rt/mr’s Battles so pa- 
thetically, that the very noise of the 
Words awaken’d the modest Indian 
out of his Lethargy, and by way of 
Sympathy freed him from one Fright, 
by putting him into another. 

“ For heaven’s sake, said the Pa- 
tient, Illy dear Friend, where arc we, 
or what language does that honest 
Gentleman there make .use oi, that 
rattles so mightily in the throat, and 
confounds a Man’s IJiiderstanding by 
endeavouring to iinpiove it ! This is 
one of our English Doctors, cry’d I, 
that having Murder'd the people, is 
for extirpating the Language, and fall- 
ing foul upon every individual Syllable 
that composes the Vocabulary. He’s 
a Poet, Jet me tell you, and what is 
more, makes verses in his own Coach 
too. He tells a Story admirably well 
in a (^olfec house, if Apothecaries and 
Surgeons are Judges, and has been 
some time since made a Fool of at 
Court, if there arc any wise Men there. 
In short, he has been dignified uith 
a title for making a King of a Prinee ; 
and vbatever you do, you must use 
him ns tlie great oiics have done, that 
is, flatter him, and tell him he’s the 
best Man at heroicks^ in the present 
age, or he’ll dismiss you with a Pill to 
rectify your Judgment, that shall send 
you to a place where a great many 
hold TvH-triUhs arc gone before you. 


If you intend to dine with him, or sit 
within ten yards of him, up one pair 
of stairs at (tarrawag's Coffee-house, 
you must cry. Sic Richard, your para- 
phrase upon Job outdoes your Arthurs ; 
but for your own dear Health’s sake, 
don’t say, in Dulncss.” 

In the course of their peramhula- 
tions, they take the hospital of Bed- 
lam, tlicn in Moorfields. Rare food 
for niehmeholy mirth. 

“ Bedlam is a pleasant Piece, that it 
is, and abounds with amusements ; 
the first of which is the building so 
stately a Fabrick for Persons wholly 
unsensible of the Beauty and Use of 
it : The Outside is a perfect Mockery 
to the Inside, and admits ;if t\^o amus- 
ing Queries, Whether the Persons that 
ordered the Building of it, 4)r those 
that inhabit it, were the maddest ? 
And whether the Name and Thing ho 
not as disagreeable as Harp and Har- 
row ? But what need I wonder at 
that, since the whole is but one entire 
Amusement ? Some were pray ing, 
others cursing and swearing. Some 
were dancing, others groaning. Some 
singing, others crying, and all in per- 
fect Confusion.” 


** Here were Persons confined, that 
having no Money nor Friends, and 
hut a small Slock of Coiilidenee, ran 
mad for want of Preferment. A Poet 
that, for want of Wit and Sense, ran 
mad for want of Victuals ; and a Hard- 
favour’d Citizen's Wife^ that lost her 
Wits because her Husband had so lit- 
tle as to let her know that he kept a 
handsome Mistress. In this Apartment 
was a Common Lawyer pleading; in 
another a Civilian sij.ihing ; a third en- 
closed a Jacobite ranting against the 
Revolution ; and a fourth a morose 
melancholy Whig, bemoaning his want 
of an Office, and eomplainiog against 
abuses at Court, and Mismanage- 
ments. A lil'tb had a comical sort of a 
Fell,»\v, that was laughing at bis Phy- 
sician, Doctor Tyson, for bis great Skill 
in Tnviluniity : and a sivlb, had a 
Cantabriyian Organist for his Tenant, 
that had left Sonnet and Madrigal for 
Philosophy, and had lost his Senses 
for a Fool, while he was in pursuit of 
Knowledge. How now! said I, honest 
Friend, what dost thou think of A/a- 
teria Prima. and the rest of the pre- 
tended Entities^ I think, St'iid he, if 
you thought of ’em at all you would 
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a8k a more poFtinent Question, for I 
am mad because I know nothing of the 
Matter, when Ihou art so niiich in Io\c 
with I{;norancc, then wouldst have 
lost thy Wits if thou had’^.t.'' 

“ Missinj? many others, wlio I 
thought deserved a Lodfijinj? amoti^ 
their Dretliren, I made Enquiry after 
them, and was told by the Keeper, 
tJiey had many other Houses of the 
Fame Foundation in the City, where 
they were disposed till they fjrcw 
Tame7\ and were qualifyed to he ad- 
mitted Members of this soherer So- 
ciety, The Projectors, uho are {gene- 
rally broken Citizens, were coop'd up 
in tlie Counters and LvdtfUiie. Those, 
rontiniicd lie, in wliose Constitutions 
Fully has the Ascendant over Frenzy, 
are permitted to reside, and be smoakc‘d 
in Cofl'ee-Houses ; and those that by 
the Governours of tliis Hospital, are 
thou{^ht utterly incurable, are shut up 
with a pair of Foils, a Fiddle, and a 
Pipe, in the Inns of Court and Chan- 
cery ; and when their Fire and Spirits 
are exhausted, and they hc^in to dote, 
they are removed by Habeas Corpus 
into a rerlain Hospital built for that 
Purpose nern* Amm-Co^'fivr.'* 

Tli<‘ Theatres at the time our author 
wrote prc’sorved as little decorum on 
the sta.<':<‘, as dceertcy in the parts tilled 
by the audiences. They were more 
essentially public piaces, wheic folks 
went for the purpose of mcctinj^ their 
acquaintances. Tlic stiicl propriety 
which now governs certain parts of our 
Theatres, is most rreditahle to the state 
of the public morals ; liow dilVercntly 
it was formerly, let Tom Erowu’s 
description tell : — 

“ The Play -House is an inch an ted 
Island, where nothing appears in rea- 
lity what it is, nor what it should he. 
^Tis frequented by Persons of all De- 
grees and <|iialiijes whatsoever, that 
have a great deal of idle Time lying 
upon their Hands, and can’t tell how 
to employ it worse. Here Lords come 
to laugh, and to he lau<;Iied at for hc?- 
ing tliere, and seeing tlu ir Qualities 
ridicuh'd by every Triobolary Poet. 
Knights come hither to learn the 
amorous Smirk, the Alamodv Grin, 
tlic antiek Dow, t!ie newest fashioned 
Cringe, and how to adjust their Phiz, 
to make themselves as ridiculous by 
Art as they are by Nature. 

“ Hither come the Country Gentle- 
men to sliew their Shapes, and trouble 
the Pit with tluir Impertinence about 
Lur. Ma^. IW. SO T)rc. 1S2I. 


Hawking, Hunting, and their Hand- 
some Wives, and flieir Housewifery. 

“ There sits a />caM]ike a Fool in a 
Frame, that dares not stir his Head, 
nor move his Eody, for Fear of in- 
commoding his Wig, ruining his Cra- 
vat, or putting his Eyes or Mouth out 
of tlie Ord'T Ids ]\Jaih'e de dance set it 
in ; Men oi Figure and Consideration 
are known l,y seldom being there, 
men of Wisdom and Jbisiness, by 
being always absent. The Lord is 
known by his Pihhon, and Tom 
Diirfey, or some other Impertinent 
Poet, talking Nonsense to him ; the 
Lord h} silting on the Kit Kat Side, 
and Jacob Tonson standing Door- 
keeper for him; the rest of the AA'itty 
Nobility have their several distin- 
guishing Charneteristieks ; and those 
that are the easil'st things to he under^ 
stood in the Universe." 

Sir John Vanbrugh had about this 
time plundered poor Colley Cihher of 
the hint and some of the ehararters of 
his “ Love*s Last Shifty** from which ho 
produced his own play of “ the J?e- 
lapse;** and our author, with that good 
taste which ho never fails to display in 
matters strictly literary, though in 
others ho is “ the most ofTending soul 
alive," reprobates the ridiculous cha- 
racter of Lord Foppington in very se- 
vere hut just terms: — 

“ When a Humour takes in London^ 
they ride it to death e’er they leave 
it : The Primitive Christians were not 
persecuted w*ilh half that A'ariety as 
the poor Unthinking Beaus arc tor- 
mented with upon the Theatre : Cha^ 
racier they supply with a smutty Song^ 
Humour with a Dance y and Argument 
with and Thundery which has 

oft reprieved many a scurvy Play from 
Damning. A huge great Sluff, and a 
gaudy Kihhon hanging at a Bully's 
Back, is an ewcellcnt .lest, and new- 
inveiitcd Cuises. as. Slap my Vitalsy 
Damn my Diaphragm^ Si it my Wind- 
pipcy Sink me 'Jen Thousand Fathom- 
deepy rig up a new Beau, though in 
the Main 'tis but the same everlasting 
Coxeumb ; and there's as much difl’er- 
ence between their Rhimes and solid 
Vci'scy as between the Itoyal Psalmist 
and Hopkins and Stvrnholdy with their 
Collais of Ay’s andii’Ae’s about ’em."

THE NEWSPAPER PRESS. 


AN account of all the weekly news- 
papers published in London, laid be- 
fore Parliament some time since, has 
suj^gested the idea, that a t^cncral 
view of the Newspaper Press, as it 
exists at the present time iui;;ht not be 
an uiiaeeeptiible paper to lay before 
our readers. 

We shall comiuencc then with the 
Parliamentary Ueturn. Even in it*3 
limited scale, this document contains 
the names of Ibrty-lwo journals ; of 
these, however, several had perished 
between 1817 and 1830, the years em- 
braced in the reeor<V: the remaining; 
number consecjiiciitly stands at 32; 
biitsevcral have originated in the year 
1821, not comprised in this list, w*hich 
would carry the number to within a 
very few of the first total. Of these, 
twenty-two have taken from the Stanip- 
oHice w ithin th(j >ear, above three mil- 
lions and a quarter of stamps, tho 
lowest number being 825, and the 
highest, 00*2,500. The other journals 
enumerated, probably purebase their 
stamps from their stationers, and 
therefore the Slainp-olfiee could fur- 
nish no clue to their demand. The 
number of advertisements on wliieh 
duties were paid by the.^e ji urnals in 
1820 is, ill round numbeis, about 
23.300; and the total amount of the 
tax they paid to the Treasury, about 
£46,(,0j. 

It is not within our liniit.s to name 
all the journals to which the foregoing 
epitome applies; and w'c therefore 
name those only of the largest sale : — 
JinU's Weekly DesyaU h ; and the J%h- 
fflishman, on SuiMlay ; the J^xa miner ; 
the Guardian; and the Literary Ga- 
zettCy the highest Saturday, are at 
between yearly 130,000 and 200,000: 
the County Herald^ above 2(X1,000; 
BelVs Wcelity Messenyery and the 
NeuJSy above 500,000 ; and the Observer y 
above 900,000. It is observable, from 
the return, that, in several instances, 
there lias been considerable lliictua- 
tions in the sale of certain journals. 
The best established do not vary much ; 
others cxliibit a certain and rapid de- 
cline ; while the Observer y nearly dou- 
bled it’s sale in 1820. TJie most violent 
of the opposition press stood higher 
in' 1819 than in 1820; and in gene- 


ral, the papers less decidedly of a party 
character, have cncreased ; while those 
of a contrary cast have diminished. 
Itis observahlc, at the same time, that 
other, besides political causes, have 
conduced to this state of things. One 
jounial may have struck upon popu- 
lar articles: another may have failed 
in .similar features; and tho.se which 
mix literarv matters, and matters of 
taste, with politii's and news, may have 
been atlccted by various considera- 
tions. 

All the periodicals above mentioned 
are produced on the Saturday, Sun- 
day, and Monday: but there isano-' 
tber class of considerable importance 
published in the metropolis, which 
does not come under the designation 
of the daily press. There are live pa- 
pers, the British Mercury y Christian /fc- 
jmrtery Philanthropic Gazette, Military 
Gazette, and Moderator , peculiar to 
Wednesday ; one, the Farmers Jour^ 
naly claims Monday ; the Jmw Chronic 
cle belongs to Thursday ; the Hue and 
Cry, or Police Gazette, is seen only 
every third week; and the Literary 
Advertiser on the lOtli of every month. 
On the evenings of Monday, Wednes- 
day, and Friday, the Evening Mail, 
London Packet, and London Chronicle; 
and on Tuesday, Thursday, and Sa- 
turday, the (Commercial Chronicle, Eng^ 
lish (Chronicle, (-Jencral Livening Post, 
and St. James* s Chronicle, which are 
all called thriee-a-week papers, are 
published, and, though not much read 
in London, have most of them, we be- 
lieve, a respectable country circula- 
tion. In town, the population wants 
it’s food of news daily; while in the 
provinces many are contented to be 
instructed on alternate days. There 
is also the Courier de Londres every 
Tuesday and Friday ; and, the London 
Gazette, by authority, every Tuesday 
and Saturday. 

Taking the average of the sale of 
these eighteen papers at 1,000, their 
thirty-four impressions will amount 
to 34,000 weekly, to be added to the 
first order, or about IJ million in the 
course of the year. 

The Third, and best-known class of 
London newspapers, consists of the 
daily morning and evening publi- 
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rations ; llic former roraprchcndin{? 

— the British Press, Morning 
Advertiser, 3Iorning Chronirle, /1/orw- 
ing Herald, Morning Post, Sew Times, 
Public Ledger, and Times. The lat- 
ter also cij^iit, the Courier, Globe, Star, 
Sun, Statesman, Traveller, True Bri^ 
ton, and British Traveller. The ci«ht 
inornin*^ papers have a daily sale 
of from 18 to 20,000: and the eif^ht 
eveninji: papers amount prohahly from 
12,000 to 14,000. We will lake the 
two iiniiod at about 33,000 per dicin, 
whieh makes an addition to the pre- 
ceding weekly sale of newspapers of 
more liian 2fK),000, and to tlic yearly 
total of about ten niilliotis and a half. 

The consumpiion of newspapers 
published in London alone, therefore, 
will on these data amount animaiiy 
to —

When we look at tbc "l eat price of 
this arlicde, whieh from it’s denuand 
may w ell he reckoned anioiifj: the ne- 
cessaries of life, at the Revenue it 
produces without the trouble even of 
collection, at tlie multitude of persons 
to whom itall'ords employment, at the 
fpiiintity it uses of inanufiK'tin es and 
mechanism, paper, type, ])res?i‘s, ice. 
Kc. ; atit's various larniliralions as a 
source of industry and property in rent, 
insurances, buiklinprs, iiewsveiiders, 
postage conveyances; and above all, 
at It's commercial, seiv^nlific, social, 
political, and moral inllueiice, it wdll 
stand forward to the contemplation as 
one of the most extraordinary objects 
even of this extraordinary apje. 

But what we have yet considered is 
only a part of the wlivde; there are 
still an infinitely p^reater numher of 
provincial newspapers to he added to 
the list. There is hardly a town of 
any size in the kingdom which has not 
it's journal. Glancing at the news- 
man’s list we observe, that Birming- 
ham has 4, Bristol 5, Bath 4, Brigh- 
ton 3, Cambridge 2, Canterbury 3, 
Carlisle 2, Chelmsford 2, Chester 3, 
Coventry 2, Durham 2, Exeter 4, Glou- 
cester 2, Hull 3, Ipswich 2, Leeds 3,

Liverpool 6, Leicester 2, Manchester 
7, Maidstone 2, Newcastle 3, Nor- 
wich 2, Nottingham 2, Oxford 2, Pres- 
ton 2, Plymouth 3, ShefVield 3, Slier- 
horne 2, Stamford 2, Whitehaven 2, 
Worcester 2, and York, 3. And this 
list as w'e have not minuted places 
w'liere papers are published only once 
a week by no means includes all the 
country joiirpnls published. In Eng- 
land and Wales, however, it extends 
it’s cniinieraljoii to one hundred and 
thirty -three, all of which arc weekly, 
except the two belonging to Canter- 
bury, which appear twice a week. — 
The Isle of Man, .Jersey, and Guern- 
sey produce each two weekly jour- 
nals. — Scotland has thirty -one iu the 
list, to w hich Aberdeen coniribules 2, 
Air 2, Dumfiies 2, Dundee 2, Edin- 
burgh D, Glasgow 4, Inverness 2, 
Kelso 2, and Montrose 2. Of these, 
there arc tlircc Edinburgh published 
thrice a week, and three twice ; two 
at Glasgow thrice a week, and one 
twice ; Greenock, twice a w'eek, and 
one at Kelso Iw ice a week ; raising 
the whole to forty -seven within that 
period. 

Ireland publishes fifty-six, of which 
Belfast has 4, Cork 4, Clonmel 2, 
Dublin \(i, Ennis 2, Galw'ay 3, Kil- 
kenny 2, Limerick 4, Tralee 2, and 
Waterford 2. Among these, four of 
the Dublin are daily, and there arc 
others thrice and twice a week, to 
make the total weekly 126 publica- 
tions, • 

The sums total therefore are, weekly.

Many of ilie country newspapers 
have a very great sale, so that we 
should probably not exceed the truth 
in averaging them at two thousand. 
The result would then be above 620,(KM> 
weekly, or 36 millions and a half an- 
nually, to bo added to the mass of the 
inctropoli.s, and augmenting the grand 
total to above fifty millions of sheets 
within the year, or a weekly million 
distributed over the country, and des- 
patched abroad ! 

Though simply speculative, it would 
he cuiious to calculate on these data 
the number of readers in the kingdom, 
the iiumbtT ofhours employed in read* 
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ing, and the quantum of effect produced 
in conversation , by this prodigious 
circulation of newspapers. At a first 
view, it would seem that the entire 
adult population of Great Britan did 
nolhing else but print and peruse jour- 
nals. It is however sunieicntly obvi- 
ous, that those channels of intelligence 
and of opinion are so widely ramified, 
that they must have an incalculable 
inilucnee on the weal or ill of the peo- 
ple; and this ought to bo a serious 
warning to those who conduct tlicm, 
be>oud all laws of ro'ilraint, above the 
dread of all assoeiations to prosecute, 
and dearer than any motives of sellish 
interest. The low('st paper lias it*s 
eireic, upon whose minds it operates ; 
and it’s duty is, — to speak the truth, 
to discourage vicious, and instil bene- 
ficial pi'inoiples. Tq those wdiose po- 
pularity gives fliem an extensive 
sphere, we need hardly insist on the 
important nature of the fnnetions. — 
Bvery one superintending a periodical 
work in great demand, must be made 
sensible <if his power at every step be 
moves.— It meets him in society, in 
public and in private; and it deeply 
affects individual us well as general 
interests ; for tastes are formed, judg- 
ments are upheld, and acts of moment 
are done on no other grounds, and 
too often with no other enquiry. 

We meant, in Ibis view of the News- 
paper press, to have describe d at some 
length, the labours eomieete*’ with the 
varieties of newspapers, — the w’eckly 
and daily publications; but our space 
compels us to breviU. 

We shall pass the weekly, and just 
sketch a inoi ning new'spnpcr ; the con- 
tents of wliieti would make a three 
guinea volume, as books are now 
fasliinnably got up. 

In the first place, the advertisements 
arc continually printing. During the 
sitting of Parliament, each journal has 
from six to ten, or more gentlemen 
of literary acquirements, engaged in 
reporting the debates. These succeed 
eaeb other in rotation in the gallery 
of the House of Commons, or space 
for strangers in the upper house ; and 
remain, as may be lequisite, iialf an 
hour, an hour, or two hours respec- 
tively, to take notes of what passes; 
as one retires, another oeeiipies bis 
place; and the suecessiou lasts till 
the business is done. In the same 
way, the matter is delivered to the 
pi inters ; the first reporter goes to the 


olTice and wrifeg out his part of tlie 
debate, while the second is carrying 
on tlie system of note-taking ; and so 
the whole proceeds through four, to 
ten individuals. This division of la- 
bour renders that practicable which 
would otherwise be thought impossi- 
ble, and is proceeded with upon the 
same principle in the printing-oflice. 
The principal printer receives the de- 
bates written on slips of paper, and 
disliibutes them to his compositors, 
to he put in type. When finished, tho 
matter is put regularly together, and 
impressions are taken as the work 
goes on, w'hieh are submitted to the 
reader for correction. Again handed 
to the compositors, the necessary al- 
terations are made in ti.e type; and 
the proof is read once more before it 
is iiiiallY made up into colinmisfor the 
editor, and for putting into the shape 
in which it is published. The news, 
and polities, and all other branches of 
the paper, undergo a similar process : 
and it is altogether curious to sec the 
busy seciic in which perhaps ten able 
writers, a number of clever printers, 
superintending readers, correctors, 
and editors, arc all co-operating to the 
publication on the following morning 
of that well-filled sheet, of widish the 
very eommcncement was witnessed 
only twelve hours before. The circum- 
stances of getting the sheet stamped at 
the Slamp-oflico, wetting for printing, 
and submitting them to the press in 
pages, it would prolong this article 
too much to detail : w e shall only men- 
tion that, for expedition’s sake, it is 
ol'tcii necessary to print the latest 
niade-np pages four or five times ov(‘r ; 
so that, though only one sheet is pro- 
duced, it is frequently set up, in Jac 
similes, twice or thriije. To conclude 
the whole, the publishing of a large im- 
pression is, in itself, remarkable. The 
speed with which reams of moist paper 
arc counted and disposed of in ({uires, 
dozens, and single papers, to thevari- 
o»is new'smen, — the clamour of their 
hoys, and the inipatienec of the devils^ 
constitute a spectacle of no common 
kind. The evening papers, w hich take 
their rcpoils from those ol'tlie morning, 
are, of course, spared a very conside- 
rable expense. Some of the leading 
morning journals disburse for literary 
assistance and printing above £200. 
weekly ; though none of the evening, 
we presume, expend one half of that 
amount, how'cvcr liberal they aie in 
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providinf? for tlie public entertainment 
and information. In the weekly prints, 
the system is nearly the same ; only 
they proceed more leisurely, in eoiise- 
quenee of their work beinj^ spread 
over six da 3 S. Few of them look 
much after original matter ; except, 
perhaps, that some of the leading Sun- 
day newspapers obtain an account 
from the Law Courts on Saturday, 
and of any late news on that day. 
Their expenses are thus comparatively 
inconsiderable, and their cniolinnents 
fcreat. It is not easy to speak with 
ecrtiiinty, nor would it be ri^ht to do 
so, of the prolits of any particular jour- 
nals; we shall therefore condude by 
stating the common rumour that, at 
least, one morning paper is worth 
from fifti en to eighteen ; two from 
eight to ten; one evening, more than 
ton ; a.ad one, or \)erhaps two weekly, 
from three to live tiiousaiid pounds 
per annum. 

It will be perhaps expected, that in 
speaking of the Periodical Press, we 
should say somewhat of Magadnes, 
but this would bo an exceedingly ten- 
der subject, and we therefore w^aive it 
for the present; proceeding to conclude 
the dissertation before us, by anal>z- 
irig 

THE MORALITY OF NEWSPAPERS. 

Of all tlie iniprovenicnts of civiliza- 
tion, there is, after all, notlii ng like a 
Newspaper; and the new'S]>apers of our 
times are the iie plus ultra of journals. 

Veuimus ad surnmun fortumc/^ Such 
variety, such abundance, such a happy 
adaptation to all sorts of tastes : 
Whigs, Tories, loyalists, lladieuls, 
a:ul Ultra-radicals ; — all have their 
measure accurately taken ; and from 
'llie Hue and Crif^ uj) to Cohhett's liar/ is- 
ter, there is such an infinity of shad- 
ings, that a man’s politics must be ns 
badly shaped as Y<»ri«!k’s head, if he 
does not somewdiere find the echo of 
his opinion. In this point of view a 
newspaper is no bad index of men’s 
dispositions and pursuits. Our mai- 
den sister, who is full ten years’ older 
than ourselves, though she w'ill not 
own it, ever casts her eyes first on the 
marriages ; our married sister reads, 
par preference, the fasliionahle intelli- 
gence; our niece, the theatrical bulletin; 
young Hopewell, our nephew, is di- 
vided between Tattorsall’s and the 
Five’s Court ; our brother looks to 
the price of stocks ; and w'C to the ad- 


vertisementa ; while Doctor Drowsy, 
our nephew’s tutor, begins patiently 
at “ Wednesday December the 19^A,’' 
and reads straight down to ** London^ 
printed and published,** 

The advertising columns of a news- 
paper are, to a philosopher, who sees 
into the e^.sence of things, a camera 
obscura, or moving picture of the 
world, in A\bieh whatever is passing 
abroad is reflected with a fidelity and 
perspicuity that delight and edify; 
and we piotcst, were we historiogra- 
pher to our respected King, or a com- 
piler for The Annual Heyister, wc 
Avoiild rather have the new'spaper ad- 
vertisements for our original docu- 
ments, than The Gazette, and The Me- 
niteur both together. Indeed, wc are 
finite convinced, •that if those veraci- 
ous cfmtinuators ofSmollet and Hume, 
who, for a reason tlie very opposite of 
Pope’s,

were to pay more attention to this 
braneh of philosophy, their works 
would at once be more lively and ac- 
curate. 

Do not, for example, the advertise- 
ments from tlie Ordinaiiee-oniee give

RUSSIAN MTKUATURR. 


To commence with the most promi- 
nent portion of this interesting subject, 
we may announce that Mr. Karamsin 
has almost completed the IXlb Vo- 
lume of his History of Russia. This 
part, wdiich will shortly appear at 
St. Petersburg, contains the conclu- 
sion of the reign of .T ohn VV assiljcwitseh 
the Terrible, whom the author repre- 
sents in all his frightful greatness; and 
• several extracts from it, which Mr. 
Karamsin read in a public sitting of 
the Russian Academy, w'cre received 
with unanimous approbation. The 
style is as remarkable for clearness 
and purity as it is for elegance and 
strength, excellencies which can hardly 
be appreciated in the French transla- 
tion. The attention of the friends of 
literature is also directed to a ronmntic 
poem just published there, called 
** Roiisian and Ludmila,'^ the author 
of which, Mr. Puschkin, formerly a 
pupil ill the Lyceum of Tzarskoie- 
Seio, and at present holding a si- 
tuation under the Governor-Gellera^ 
of Bessarabia, is not above 22 years 
of age. The poem is founded on the 
national tales of the time of the great 
Prince Wladimir, and is enriched with 
beauties of the (li st order. The stylo 
is energetic and suldirac, but al- 
ways e]f;gant and eliaste, and alfords 
the most pleasing hopes of the author. 

The Emperor Alexander has given 
orders to purchase 9,000 copies of the 
New Testament in the Sclavonian 
language, for the Pelershuigh Bible 
Society, to be distributed among his 
troops* The Bell and Lancaster sys- 
tems of education begin to find friends 
at St. Petersburgh ; on the other hand, 
the system of Festalozzi is known but 
to very few. The Rev. Mr. Muralt, 
formerly an assistant to Pcstalozzi, 
established a boarding-school in that 
city eight} cars ago, which is now very 
flourishing. He lias, for his assist- 
ants, some able and enlightened men, 
who arc engaged in compiling elemen- 
tary hooks for tho principal branches 
Ear, Mug, Vol, 80.

One of them, 
Mr. Duplan. is said to have ready in 
MS. several works on Arilhmetie, 
Geography, &c. accoiding to the sys- 
tem ofPcstalozzi ; and a course of prac- 
tical Arithmetic, which he prop oses to 
have ])rinted in Paris, is said to be a 
work well adapted to the iustiuction 
of youth. 

The newspap(8‘s and periodical jour- 
nals published in the Russian empire, 
including the oflicial gazettes of St. 
Petersburgh, hut not those published 
ill Riga, Miltau, Dorpat, &c. in tho 
German language, are the following; 
— “ The Petersburgh Gazette," called 
also the Court Gazette, edited by the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences, began 
in 1718, and published every Tuesday 
and Friday in the Russian language. 
It contains domestic and foreign news, 
very often cxlrjicted from the “ Ham- 
burgh Correspondent." It has three 
Supplements, two of which contain 
olTicial and private advertisements, 
and the third scicnlific articles drawn 
up by the Academy. This paper is 
also published in German in the same 
form, but with this difTeroiice, that tho 
article on foreign news is very ably 
written by Mr. Schubert, a member 
of the Academy. “ The Russian In- 
valid, or Military Gazette," has been 
published ever since February, 1813, 
in three djlfereiit editions, Russian, 
Polish, and German. The proprietor 
and editor,' Mr. Pesarovius, from the 
beginning assigned the profits of the 
paper for the benefit ot the soldiers 
wounded during the last war, and for 
the widows and orphans of the de- 
ceased. This patriotic undertaking 
was crowned with adeqjuate success ; 
the number of subscribers was very 
considerable, and patriotic donations 
flowed in from all parts of the empire, 
so that Mr. Pesarovius, after having 
distributed very considerable sums 
among the invalids, w'as enabled, in 
December, 1815, to present to the 
Emperor a capital of 395, ( 00 rubles in 
4 B 
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Y)ank-bi1l<). The Einpcrorditl notleavc 
him n ’Howard ed ; hr also appointed 
him Mmiil er of the (loinaiiitrr of In- 
valids, coiislstiii!^ of his Adjutants- 
(loneral. Since this time, t!ie “ Rus- 
sian Invalid" has imeome tlie or’ran 
of the military ordinances. Resides 
these, it contains the foreij?!! news, with- 
out any particular selection, from the 
IIaii\lv.ir&?!i and IJerlin papers. “ TJie 
(jazclt(' of the Senate" has a|)p'':ired 
since Ik! I, every Saturday, iu Rus- 
sian and (jerman, indto. and contains 
the IJiVases, i^e. of the emijeror, pul»- 
lished hy ever^ department. The “ Con- 
servafenr Impartial," puhlislu'd every 
Tuesday and Friday, in 4lo. in Die 
Freneli lanirnaj>:c, and cdi.ed by the 
Abbe Man» uiii, is not of much iiripor- 
tance. Jt eontains court news, adver- 
tisements, and foiX’^’^n intciliL enc ^ 
from the “ Hanihnr;’ h Correspondent," 
and “ .lournal des Dchats." “ The 
Journal of the Imperial Philanthropic 
Society," appears in monthly num- 
bers of six or seven sheets, in the 
Russian laiiQ:uaf.>'c, and contains news 
respeetinjf several Russian as wc*ll 
as forei^^n charitable institutions ; 
together with the Reports of the So- 
ciety. 

The following arc the daily and 
oilier journals published in the Rus- 
sian language ; of which “ The Son 
of the Country; or, the Patriot," 
claims the pre-eminence. It hixs been 
edited, since October, 1812 by Mr. 
Gretficli, formerly Director of the Mi- 
litary Sidiool for Mutual Instruction 
of the Imperial Guards. It is pub- 
lished every Saturday, in numbers of 
three 8vo. sheets, and is dedicated to 
Russian history, polities, and Russian 
and foreign literature. Iteontains many 
originaJ articles, and extracts from tra- 
vels, written in the Russian language. 
This journal is dislingui.?he(J for the se- 
vere, very often satirical, tone of it's cri- 
ticisms, which are not alwaysimpartial, 
and which involve it’s editor in a con- 
tinual war with the other journals. 
The Fine Arts are also treated of by 
** The Patriot it lately coidained a 
very iiiti iestiiig ailicle on the last 
exhibition of the Academy of the Fine 
Arts, and a very severe, but, as it 
appears, a well-founded criticism on 
the plan of the now elmirh of St. 
Isaac's, built by Mr. Alontf^ iiiiiid. — 
Mr. Grctscli was lately fortunate 
enough to obtain the distingiiislicd as- 
sistance of Mr. M oj<‘k.(dl, fonm-rly 


Professor at Dorpat, of Mr. I'ukowskI, 
a poet of the first rank, and of Mr. Ra- 
tuschotf, now at Naples. 

“ The Spirit of the Journals," edited 
since 1815, by Mr. Tatchonkoff, Coun- 
sellor of State, is published in num- 
beis of several sliects, every fourteen 
davs; and contains several valuable 
articles on political economy. The 
language of this journal is very free 
and daring. “ The Well Disposed," 
published by Mr. Izmailotf, Counsel- 
lor of Finance, in immlx’rs of four 
sheets every fortniglit, is solely (bxli- 
cated to literature, and occasoiially 
contains very interesting essays in 
prose and poetry ; but the editor is 
accused of partiality to trivial sub- 
jects, and is called the Russian Te- 
niers, 

“ The Promoter of Civilization and 
Reneficeiicc," published by the So- 
ciety of F rictids of Russian Literature, 
has appealed since l8lH, in monihly 
numbers, nffrom seven to nine sheets, 
and contains paitly original Eassys 
and partly translations rebitivx; to his- 
tory and literature. The profits of 
this journal arc allotted to the sup- 
port of learned men. The direcdor 
of this society, Mr. Glinka, Colonel 
of the Guards, and Military Governor 
of St. Pelcrsburgh, is a man highly 
distinguished for his talents and prin- 
ciples. 

“ The Courier of Siberia," pub- 
lished by Mr. Spaszki, who has re- 
sided many years in that province, 
as Intendant of the Mines, appears 
ill monthly numbers of live slnxds, 
and contains miieli important histori- 
cal and gcogratiliical information re- 
lative to that imperfectly known couii- 
try. 

“ The Spectator on the Neva" is 
published- by a Society of young men, 
and appears in monthly numbers of 
six or seven sheets ; it began only 
ibis year, and contains literary and 
scientific articles, cbieily translations. 

The following daily and other Jour- 
nals are also published at Moscow. 
First, “The Moscow Gazette,” piib- 
lislicd by the University. It contains 
extracts from the daily papers of St. 
Pctersbiirgli, and advcrtisenienl.s ; it 
appears twice a week in 4to. has a 
very great sale in the interior of the 
Empire, and prints no fewer tlian 
7,<KfO copies. SeeoiMlly, “ The F.uro- 
pean (homier," a Literary and Poliii- 
cal Join mil, begun in the year 1802, 
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l»y Mr. Karaiusin, published every 
fourteen days, in numbers of live 
slirels 8vo. and containinj? very valu- 
able information respectinff the his- 
tory of Old Russia, as m cII as eritical 
examinations of the antH|uitics of the 
country. The present Editor is Mr. 
Kiitrhcnowski, Professor of Arclnco- 
log:y to theUniversity of Moscow, and 
perhaps the most learned of all the 
Itiissian .Journalists. Thirdly, ** The 
Russian Courier,’^ published hv Mr. 
Ser};a Glinka, every fourteen da)s, 
since 1808, in numbers of from three 
to live 12mo. sheets. It is dedicated 
to Russian History and Education. 
The Editor is distinguished for his ar- 
dent patriotism, and his hatred toevery 
thinp; that is not Russian. Fourthly, 
“ The Historical, Statistical and Po- 
litical Journal,” which has been car- 
ried on without interruption fortwon- 
ty-tive years ; hut is nothing more than 
a translation of the Political Journal of 


Ifarnbur^h. A Journal is also published 
at Kasan, in the Russian Ia:)‘j:unp:e, 
edited by the Professois of that Hiu- 
versity . 

Russia has now .‘HO livinij: authors, 
most of whom arc oft he nobility : and 
one-ei‘;bth of the whole mnnher are 
eleiirun*''i Uj) to the year 181)7, 4,000 
woiks had appeared in the Jtussianlaii- 
>riia«.ve. In ihe year iHjO, Die l^ussian 
National Library was in possession of 
almost .0,000 volumes by native authors, 
among; which there w ere lO.'i romances. 
There arc already 8,000 works in the 
Russian lai]j'uag:e. Moscow has nine 
public libraries and ten ])rin1in‘?-ofli- 
ces ; St. Petersburj^h, sev<‘?i public 
libraries and liftetm pi inling;-o(nccs ; 
Wilna, one public library and fi\c 
|)riiitin^-oHiccs ; Re\el, Dorpat, Cra- 
crow, have cadli one lihraiy and two 
print i:ig;-ollici's : tli()iig;h in all Russia 
there are only eij^lit or nine Icttcr- 
foiitidiies. 
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V ERII^\ there is no end to the 
making of hooks ; and in those 
enlightened days, the “ Eve of Pub- 
lication” is DO less formidable to the 
readers than to the editors of Periodi- 
cal Literature. Uiir tables really groan 
beneath their weight. “ They swarm, 
like the spawn of a cod-iish, with a 
Yicious fecundity that invites and re- 
quires destnietion.” Such, indeed, is 
the literal and liberal opinion of a cer- 
tain enlightened Reviewer eoneerniiig 
Poets, “ Jiulcx dnmiiatur, cum no- 
ceus ahsolvitur^*' is his motto; and 
his practice is in all respects con- 
formable. Vide Kd. Rev. voi. xxii. 
p. (58. Ah ! “ woe liie while and well 
a day !” things were not so in those 
“ good old times” when the Eruo- 
PLAN and the Gi.N fLLMAN's engrossed 


the whole attention of the “ reading 
public.” Even our Series, which wc 
delight to contemplate, arranged in 
ordirie lou{/o^ •half hound in russia 
extra, with proof impressions and 
uncut edges, — even our Series, we 
say, long as it is, would certainly be 
“ found wanting,” if “ weighed in 
the balance” with the present olf- 
spi'iug of a single year ; — “ so nume- 
rous arc the fry !” Holding such opi- 
nions, our readers will imagine, that, 
with no very favourable aspect, we 
commenced our perusal of this work. 
Having, however, tried our ])owers 
upon the eonlemporary Caledonion^ 
now for the Ikctro.vppciirc. 

Picture to yourself, co'nleous rea- 
der! the figure of your own Am red 
JiEAi CHAMP, sealed in our library 
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cbair, by the side of a clear and 
chearful fire, for it is, wc regret to 
state it, a most tremendously wet 
day, having a bottle of Chateau Mar- 
got by our side, the last three vo- 
lumes of the Retrospective on our table, 
and the flrst in our hand, thus pre- 
paring to hypercriticize the publica- 
tion already announced to thee. It 
is not often that we sit down with 
malice prepense for the express pur- 
pose of condemning a work ; but we 
confess, that in this instance we were 
prejudiced. Alfkkd Bkauciiami* is a 
man, though it is W'ell known one 
of the wisest; but even wc are not 
ourself at all times— “ Nemo morta^ 
Hum omnibus horis sapis,*' We have, 
we believe, as few faults as fall to 
the lot of any who liye in these dege- 
nerate days : but we do not pretend to 
be that “ rara oois interris” a “ sine 
lube monstrum thus “ done into 
English by Mr. Pope,’* for the benefit 
of the Ladies ; 

“ That faultless monster, — which the 
world ne’er saw.** 

Such being the case, therefore, we 
commenced our attack as before men- 
tioned ; but ere we had well read 
the first article, our wrinkles became 
relaxed, our brow resumed it’s cus- 
tomary good-natured expansion, and 
we continued our labours, — labor ipse 
voluptas, — until our faithful vjilet, at 
two hours after niidnight, reminded 
us, that our buttle wa's empty, our 
fire out, and both our wax candles 
liurning low in their sockets. Not 
to weary thee, most gentle reader! 
wo will content ourselves with say- 
ing, that when, the next morning, we 
rose with the sun; — that is. 

What tynie hce clynicth hys meridian 
heightc!’*— 

we resumed our task ; hnd'bating two 
liours spent, as is our usual wont, 
at breakfast, never discontinued until 
our arrival at that ne plus ultra., the 
termination of our journey, and the 

“ End of the Fourth Volume.’* 

In order thaf our beloved public 
may be in some degree partakers of 
the gratification which we enjoyed ; 
in the ensuing remarks we propose, 
firstly, by a few judiciously selected 
extracts, to recommend the w'ork to 
more general notice; seconHly, by a 


brief survey of it’s plan, and the man- 
ner of it’s execution, to remove some 
misconceptions, which we know, in 
some instances, have too generally 

J irevailcd upon the subject ; and, 
astly, to point, out to it’s Editors 
and Conductors those defects which 
appear to us to be deserving of their 
particular consideration. 

“ And firstly therefore of the first 
As our limits will allow us to make 
but few extracts, those few shall be 
taken from the last Number. This 
course we have adopted, not only be- 
cause this volume is more agreeable 
to our taste than any of it’s elder 
brethren, — for, like fame, 

Molnlitate vires que asquint eundo ;** 

but, likewise, because it's contents 
are more likely to prove new to the 
majority of our readers. The article 
upon the Epistolse Ho-Elianm attri- 
buted to Mr. Mathews, vulgo vocuto 
“ the Invalid,*** commenees with Iho 
following elegant remarks, upon the 
perusal of the Correspondence of 
Illustrious Persons. 

** There is no mode more pleasant, and 
perhaps none more profitable, ofacc|iiiriiig 
historical knowledge, than by carefully 
gleaning those loose notices of the passing 
transactions of the day, which lie scat- 
tered over the letters of contemporary 
correspondents. These indirect bye paths 
to the Temple of History, may be some- 
what more circuitous, but they often fur- 
nish us incidentally with a succession of 
picturesque peeps, that are infinitely 
mure inttu'esting, than the bold naked 
view of the same objects, which is usually 
presented to the eye of a traveller, who 
joiirnies along the plain strait road of 
narrative. Where shall wc find so enter- 
taining and instructive an account of the 
most important period of the Roman 
History, as in the familiar Epistles of 
Cicero? The history of the times may 
exhibit the actors upon the stage ; but the 
letters of the parties themselves admit us, 
as it were, behind the scenes, and shew 
u. the individuals as they really were, 
stripped of all the tinsel disguises of 
parade and pretension. In the pages of 
tlie one we see the mere spectacle of the 
puppet shew; in the other we discover 
the secret springs, which regulate the 
niovcpients of the personages of the 
scene. In the one we behold nothing 
but the dial plate ; in the other wc are 
initiated into the mysteries of that ma- 


* See “ the Diary of an Invalid, by Henry Matlicws, Esq. M A.” a work, 

which when we read it about a year or two ago, gave us greater pleasure tlian 

almost any w'c have read since, - the European excepted. 
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cliinery, by ^hich the hands are con- 
strained to point to a particular hour. 

The charm which belongs to this 
sort of reading, has led to the publication 
of whole libraries of letters ; some of 
which have been composed too evidently 
for the press, ratlier than the post, and 
have thereby lost much of their interest. 
There is a principle of impiisitivcness in 
our nature, which excites ns to pi*y into 
that, which was not intended for our 
perusal; while the very idea of it’s 
having been got up, and prepared for 
our inspection, would do much towards 
extinguishing all our curiosity. Thus, we 
can run through the letters of Cowper, 
even in the voluminous quartos of Mr. 
Hayley, without any feeling of weariness; 
because we feel assured, that wo arc 
reading the careless ciriisions of tender- 
ness and friendship, poured out from the 
overflowings of his heart and his fancy, in 
• the unsuspecting coiilidencc of private 
correspondence; but we turn aw'ay with 
disgust from the laboured compositions 
of Anna Seward, who, intent upon posthu- 
mous publication, sits down with malice 
prepense, not to say what she thinks, but 
to think what she shall say; and carefully 
taking copies of every epistle she indites, 
leaves six enormous folios for the edifica- 
tion of posterity.” 

This is a fair, because an average, 
specimen of the original matter. 
Our next extract will be a few verses 
from the works of Itobcrt Soiitbwell, 
an unfortunate Jesuit, executed for 
High Treason in the reign of Klizabctli. 
Spoil king of “ Love’s Serviic Lot,” 
lie says, — 

Slic sliroudetli vice in virtue’s veil, 
Pretciidctli good in ill; 

She offcrctli joy, but bringctli grief, — 

A kiss, where she doth kill. 

A honey sliowcr rains from her lips, 

Sweet lights shine in her face, — 

She hath the blush of virgin mind, 

The mind of viper’s race. 

She makes thee seek, yet fear to find, 

To find, — but nought enjoy ; 

In many frowns some passing smiles, 

She yields to more annoy. 

She letteth fall some luring baits, 

I'or fools to g'ltlier up ; 

Now sweet, — now sour, — to every taste, 
She tempereth her crop. 


Her watery eyes have burning force ; 

Her floods and flames conspire ; * 
Tears kindle sparks : sobs fuel are ; 

And sighs but fan tlie fire. 

May never was the month of love. 

For May is full of flowers, — 

But rather April, wet by kind, — 

Fur love full of showers. 

With soothing words, enthralled souls, 
She claims in servile bonds ; 

Her eye in silence hath a speech, 

Which eye best understands. 

Her little sweet hath many sours, 

Most hap iiiimortal harms, — 

Her loving looks arc murdering darts. 
Her songs bewitching charms. 

Like Winter rose or Summer ice, 

Her joys arc still untimely, — 

Before her hopes, behind remorse, 

Fair first, — in fine unkindly.

Plow not the seas, sow now the sands. 
Leave off your idle pain ; 

Seek other mistress to your mind, 

Love’s service is iu vain.” 

Our fair readers will be pleased to 
remember, that the author of the above 
stanzas was once bound by his vow 
to perpetual celibacy ; and we are by 
no means answ^erablc for his opinions: 
for toHte au contraire^ we are amongst 
their most determined and devoted 
admirers. 

These extracts seem fully to justify 
the culogiuip which we feel it our 
duty to bestow upon this ably-con- 
ducted publication ; wc have not trans- 
cribed either the most brilliant, or the 
least interesting of it’s passages; and 
have, therefore, presented an impar- 
tial specimen of it’s general merit.* 

In regard to the plan and objects of 
the work, we are informed in a well 
written i n trod uc lion, that they are, 
in the first ifl.joo, to supply an in- 
structive and entertaining niiscollany, 
which shall not, like the modern Re- 
views, be conversant about the Lite- 
rature of the day; but whicli will 
recall the attention of the public to 
the valuable productions of former 
times ; secondly, to revive the me- 
mory of unilcservedly neglected books, 
and by ' pointing out the merits of 
those which may be deemed worthy of

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recommendation, to assist the reader 
in the formation of his library ; thirdly, 
by it’s numerous and carefully select^ 
extracts, to furnish a collection of 
specimens of the greater part of our 
English and other authors, from the 
earliest times of modern literature;* 
fonrllily, to afford an abstract of tliose 
■works which arc too bulky or too 
tedious for general perusal, and of 
which an abstract may often be as 
useful and more agreeable than the 
originals: and to extract the only 
curious and va!uu))!e parts from books 
otherwise worthless ;t and lastly, to 
open a publication for the reception 
of Bibliographical Notices and Com- 
munications of Original Letters of 
Celebrated Men and Curious Extracts 
from Old MSS. 

When however, are told that 
it is their intention to prevent the en- 
crease of books, \vc confess that wc 
arc rather sceptical of the possibility, 
and ignorant of the means by which it 
is to be accomplished. While there 
arc readers, we suspect that there will 
be writers ; and wc do not think, that 
adding two goodly volumes of this 
work every year, will tend to decrease 
publication. Whether too, the reprint- 
ing of Warwick’s spare minutes, 
one of the (|uaintest little hooks, 
printed in the quaintest manner we 
ever beheld, the life of Bonvenuto 
Cellini, and the Genuine llernains of 
the Poet Butler, together widi Man- 
waring’s curious account \)f the travels 
of Sir Anthony Shirley, reviewed 
while in MS. upon the strength of 
their recommendation, is the most 
elfeclual method of diminishing the 
multitude of volumes, we must leave 
to the Editors and our leaders to 
decide. As to the remaining points 
they have fully redeemed their 
pledge. . 

Of it’s faults wc can mention but 
few; and those occur ehiefly in the 
earlier numbers. W<^ object in the 
first place to the notice of a book, 


merely because it is scarce, unless it 
be sullieicntly rare to render a notice 
of it a service to the Science of Bib- 
liography. The “ Distractions or 
Holy Madiiessc” of John Gaule, will 
afford an illustration of our meaning. 
Had the author, indeed, been as 
“ stark and staring,'’ as he affects to 
be, he could not have ranted more 
nonsensically than he did in his sober 
senses. The Ueviewer, therefore, 
confers a small favour upon us, in 
introducing to us a book, which, if wc 
possesseMl, w'e should very probably 
fling behind the fire. Very different 
from this is the account of the 
“ Inforrnaeyon for Pylgryinmes” in 
the first volume. The latter was a 
work so scarce, that neither Dibdin 
nor Ames had been able to procure a 
sight of it; and an account of such 
a book was therefore highly important 
to literature. 

In an interesting article in the 
second volume, we are disgusted with 
the praises bestowed upon certain 
authors of little note, and of some 
writers, to praise whom is primh 
facie evidence of a depraved taste. 
Another error is, that it’s politics, 
which, however, arc but seldom in- 
truded upon us, are rather of the 
liberal cast ; not that they by any 
means patronize the dangerous and 
levelling principles of the radicals, or 
of their next of kin,” the radical 
whigs : far from it; but when, from tho 
nature of the subject, politics must be 
brought forward, wo should prefer the 
Toryism of Pitt and Liverpool, to the 
Wliiggism cilhor of a Burke, or of 
a Sheridan, Tho last circumstance 
which excites our dislike is, it’s toQ 
great attachment to poetical literature. 
Wc arc, however, very willing to 
allow, that our taste may be cor- 
rupted ; and, in conclusion, with all 
it’s imperfections, we most earnestly 
recommend to our readers the Retros- 
pective Review j as well deserving of 
th« ir warmest patronage.

t Very many instances of this sort occur, p.*irticidarly in tlie poetical department. 
Here too may be mentioned, the very learned and clahorate article on the (^wedir 
History; a work, which, with all it’s meiitS; posscijscs but few attractions for the 
general reader. 
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Just as we liad addressed ourselves 
to the consideration of this subject, it 
was whispered to us that the contem- 
plated measures afl'ectiug the govern- 
ment clerks were in part abandoned. 
This may or may not be true, for Lon- 
don is such a hotbed for the propaga- 
tion of idle rumours, that a doubt, a 
hint,or a suggestion, lighting upon a fer- 
tile imagination, springs up into a pro- 
lilic certainty. As the subject, however, 
is one of enough interest, we shall not 
sacritice to chunce by delay, but at 
once deliver to our readers the merits 
of this question, as concisely and as 
impartially as passilile. That an ill 
judged economy militates against an 
'Operative system, fully as much as 
a careless profuseness, no one, wo pre- 
sume, will for a uiomcnt question. 
The man who decides upon reducing 
Ills establishnient, if he go to work 
effectively, docs not level bis interdic- 
tions at the parings of the table, or 
merely break in upon the vegetable 
dishes and bread baskets: but com- 
mences at the fountain head ; curtails 
the roast and boiled of their fair pro- 
portions, and dimiiiisbes the solid 
quantum of pudding. If two joints 
have hitherto smoked upon the board, 
one only is left to rule the roast; 
essentials are retained, but super- 
fluities arc banislied : liberal distinc- 
tions arc made ; and jiarsimony is not 
mistaken for prudence. 

The plan which our author has laid 
down for the conduct of the question, 
is simple and good, lie has detailed 
the chief points of the principal speak- 
ers upon the subject, sifted them 
thoroughly, and then combated with 
much success llie opinions of the cla- 
morous oppositionists. 

The first point for consideration is, 
the implied right that goveriiiiieii-t as- 
sumes in eoiiteinplaling a reduction 
from the salaries of the present Clerks 
at all ; which right, for the following 
reasons, our author entirely denies : — 

“ The rank which Great Britain holds 
amongst the European nations, requires 
the aid of several large offices fur tfic 
despatch of that business to which her 
rank gives rise. 8o long, therefore, as 
the circumstances of the country remain 
the same, so long, of necessity, must the 
present offices continue in existence, or. 


in other words, they must exist in perpe<* 
tuity.^ Now, as offices would be but use- 
less piles of brick and mortar were there 
no clerks to fill them, it has been found 
necessary, trom time to time, to appoint 
thereto such individuals for the posting of 
ledgers and inditing of letters, as seemed, 
for those purposes, most fit in the eyes of 
his Majesty’s Government. These per- 
sons, on entering upon their several du- 
ties, have, for the greater number, found, 
that by the settled, positive, and deter- 
minate rule of their respective offices, 
they were entitled to certain salaries, sub- 
ject to an addition in proportion to the 
length of service spent by them in those 
offices, as well as to certain allowances, 
guaranteed by Jiq, Geo. 3, cap. 117, in 
case, after fixed periods, they were de- 
sirous of retiring from their stations. Now, 
have wc not here a vested interest, — us 
clear and defined a vested intescst as it is 
possible to possess.? How then, I ask, 
can such a property, with fairness, be 
knocked on the head ? When a person 
enters a government office, he resolves on 
sacrificing the first and best years of his 
existence, to forego every other possible 
chance of rising in fortune, — for what, 
can it be supposed P fur the puny salary 
which, at his onset, scarcely allows of liia 
putting food into his inoiitli P~impossible. 
For what then, 1 deniund ? for the cer- 
tainty of the einploymeiit ; for the cer- 
tainty of finding, in due time, anoiicreasc 
of revenue ; for the certainty of that eii- 
crease being to* a certain extent ; for the 
certainty, should life be spared, of being 
able to retire, in age or sickness, on a 
certain allowance ; fur the advantages, it 
i.« true, of the present, hut more, as it ia 
seen, for those in the womb of time. 
These are tlie indiiccnients which prompt 
a innn to dispose of his tuients and labour 
to Goyernmeiit ; and, for the due execu- 
tion of the contract on the part of Govern- 
ment, lie reKes ’on the good faitli of tlio 
country, on acts of Paiiiainciit, on that 
inward fcling, which tells him, that the 
solemn, the deliherate, the prudent de- 
terminations of one set of ministers, will 
not be wantonly kicked down by another 
set, and, still less, kicked down by those 
very ministers themselves ; that the deci- 
sion of to-day will he the decision of to- 
morrow ; that the rule of the Monday will 
stand good for the Saturday ; tliat ex post 
facto laws arc not of the soil of England. 
These have hitlicrto forme I the Clerk’s 
sheet anchor ; and is bis hold at once toiio 
shivered to atoms, because a short-.^ighted 
policy points him out, at the present hosir, 
for de.stvnctioii ? If, aftei having eon- 
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ferred rights on certain offices, — rights, 
let it not be forgotten, which probably 
induced most of those persons, who are 
now in them, to engage themselves ; if, 
after having legislatively conferred rights, 
those rights are, with impunity, to be 
torn in tatters ; where, 1 beg to know, is 
the security which any man in the king- 
dom can have for the value of one obole 
of his property?’* 

He then canvasses Lord Milton’s 
argument, of reducing the Clerks’ 
Salaries, on the ground of general 
distress and reduction of rents.” — 
With all due deference to his Lord- 
ship’s opinion, however, we cannot 
discover that analogy between the 
cases lie is so clear sighted in detect- 
ing. What is the universal answer to 
the question of “ Whence arises our 
distress ?” — War ! Which means, that 
during it’s ravages all sorts of produce 
were considerably eiilianccd in value ; 
rents were trebled, fanners rioted in 
plenty, and luxury crept in ; the jug 
of ale made room for port and claret ; 
and education was fettered in the 
silken bands of politeness and refine- 
ment: — now, when, in the natural 
course of things, the slrcani which was 
forced up the mountain comes tum- 
bling down again into the valley, the 
w/aters murmur! Instead of connect- 
ing their anterior with their present 
state by the chain of causes and 
effects, they argue only from surround- 
ing impressions, and pass Judgment 
without reference to the origin of the 
evil. And here he it remembered, 
that while the golden cuircnt ferti- 
lized the grounds of all operative men, 
the scanty paddock of the lowly Clerk 
was nourished only by it’s stagnant 
pool. 

The notion that was broached of re- 
gulating salaries by fhc fluctiiafing 
value of money, is ab^surd upon the 
very face of it. In loans and con- 
tracts, no provision is made for the 
rise or fall of property. A stipulation 
is made, and the contract must be ful- 
filled, then why legislate solely for 
Clerks, and caiciilati' the lluctuatioris 
that may arise from the enormous pit- 
tance of £l(M) or a year. 

The income tax is anollier ground of 
objection ; and on this point Mr. Hume 
takes his stand ; a single observation, 
however, is suOicient to despatch this 
argument ; though wc know not whe- 
ther to admire most, the seitse of jus- 
tice, or huntnul^, wliieh could dictate 


the Honourable^ Member’s observe* 
lions ; thus replied to. 

“ The iucome tax has been taken off, — 
I own it ; and ten per cent, has accord- 
ingly been added to the income of every 
Clerk, — true ; and to whose else ? to all 
who had an income rateable in the king- 
dom ; consequently to that of the Ho- 
nourable Member for Aberdeen, as well 
as of every other man of property. The 
Clerks then have not been the only per- 
sons to profit by the death of the income 
tax. We have a truth here that none can 
be ignorant of, but when the advantages 
of one set of men arc blazed forth, it is 
not very graeioiis to throw the good 
things which another set enjoy into the 
shade.” 

The low rate of provisions, and the 
number of men who would ho ready 
to engage upon low er terms, have also 
been severally urged; but it is ably 
contended, tlint the domestic arrange- 
ments of a Clerk very rarely admits of 
an establishment extensive enough to 
be affected by it. The way in which 
he generally lives, ‘‘ lodging in garrets 
and vegetating in cook-shops,” ex- 
cludes him from the benefits of fluc- 
tualious in price. He moves onwards 
in one course, and knows no other. 
As for the introdnelion of cheap 
Clerks, we all know the value of cheap 
articles generally, and would recoin- 
nicnd, as an infinitely preferable idea, 
the offer of a large premium for a ma- 
chine to execute the Clerks’ duties by 
a steam engine. 

We very much dislike bullying, 
though sanctioned by Mr. Creevey ; 
and his wit, which is generally of a 
very lowly kind, would disgrace even a 
Clerk. The following observations, 
are, therefore, almost too gentlemanly 
to meet his arguments : — 

Mr. Crccvcy has rertiiiily been very 
facetious coiiccriiing Clerks, ** Ics ahsmits 
out tonjoiirs tort.” Did he bear in mind 
that he spoke in an assembly where there* 
wpie no (Uerks to answer him ? Had he 
scattered his jokes out of doors, he might, 
in all probability, have met with some, 
one to iuforni him, that there are to be 
found at this day many, yes, very many, 
amongst those whom he affects to despise, 
as well born, as well educated, as well,- 
i hope 1 may say, mannered as he is ; — 
men who liave seen as much of life as he 
has done, and have kept as good company 
as ever it was his lot to enter ; men who, 
putting wealth out of the question, would 
at no time nor in any place, save in that . 
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where reply i« forbidflen them, shrink tain estimations, retreat of the Kincf's 
from a comparison with Mr. Creevey.

haa the honour to meet in St. Stephen’s 
Chapel. Ill sober trufh, Mr. Creevey lias 
soon shot his dart, but it has been winged 
with a rotten feather, and fallen harmless 
to the ground ; 1 have lakeii the liherty 
of returning the weapon to it’s quiver, 
from which, w'heii rie\t it files, 1 trust it

The comparisons that are drawn up 
between the Soblier and the Clerk 
are rather too highly eoloiiicd, and 
though they are ])erhaps essentially 
true, yet we can never approve of 
the slightest approach to sareasiri 
against our gallant defenders. — As a 
wliole, how'cver, this pamphlet i.s 
written with a dei;iv<* of ability not 
pften found in a public oflice, though 
there doubtless an' many men engaged 
within the govermnciit walls, who 
would put to shame some of their 
rulers, so far as talent is eoncerued. 
The aiitlior of this pamplilet is one 
wliom Mr. Crec\ey may learn some- 
lliing from, for he argiie.s like a gen- 
tleman ; and w^e conclude with the 
summing up of the question in his own 
words : —

tentiae,’ my views of economy ditfer ; to 
dismiss a few' dozen Cleiks, always, he it 
reinembcrod, junior Clerks, and to fierce 
a score or two more, may assuredly cn'- 
ate great personal iniseiy, but, unlike 
some injustices, cannot e\en, in the pre- 
sent iiistauee, plead grand results in ex- 
cuse. 'J he opinions of the interested may 
he disiegarded, and mine, on moio than 
one aeeoiiiit, may be sligliled, for I am 
clad not in ermine, and speak not in tiie 
garb of anthorily ; but ihevi' have IImuI 
characters of as gre.it, peradveiiture of 
greater, note tfiaii ever rci.ehcil, or, jiio- 
bably, ever wdll attain the iiilminatoi's of 
lliilis against Clerks, who have thought 
with me, that tine eeoiioiiiy no mon* ee.n- 
sists in indiseriminate letieiichmcnt th.iii 
does true policy in meiciless extortion.

I loukcil on the cousideralion 
ol‘ p’lblic service or public ornament to be 
real and very justice, and I ever he!<I a 
scanty and penurious justice to purtukcof 
the iiJituie of a wrong. I held it to be, in 
it’s coiisiujuciices, the worst economy in 
the ^^orld. In saving money, T soon can 
counI up all tiie good 1 do ; but wiien, by 
a cold penury, I blast the abilities of a 
nation, and stunt the growth of it’s active 
energies, the ill 1 may do is beyond all 
calculation. Whether it he too much or 
too little, u hat ever 1 have done, has been 
geii* r.il and systematic. I have never 
en'ered into those ti iiling vevations and 
oppjcssive details that have been falsely 
an?! most ridiculously laid to my charge. 

“ ‘ jMere parsimony is not economy, it 
is separable in theorV from it, and, in 
f.ict, it may or it may not be a (>art of 
economy, according to circnnistances. 
Kx|>ense, and great expense, may In* an 
essential part in true economy. If t)ar- 
simoiiy vveie to be considered us one of 
the kinds of that virtue, there is, houever, 
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another and an liigbcr economy. Econo- 
my is a distributive virtue, and consists 
not in saving but in selection. Parsi- 
mony requires no providence, no saga- 
city, no powers of combination, no com- 
])arison, no judgmeiit; mere instinct, and 
that not an instinct of the noblest kind, 
may produce this false economy in perfec- 
tion ; the other economy has larger views, 
it demands a discriiiiiiiatiiig Judgment and 
a linn sagacious mind ; it shuts one door 
to impudent opportunity, only to open 
another and a wider to iinpiesiiining me- 
rit. If none but meritorious service or 
real talent were to be rewarded, this na- 
tion has not wanted, and this nation will 
not want, Mre means of rewarding all tlie 
service it ever will receive, and encou- 
raging all the mei'ii ever will produce. 
No state, since the foundalioii ot society, 
has been impoverished hy that species of 
P'ofusion. Had the economy of selection 
and pro))orlioti been at all times observed, 
ue should not now' have had an (»ver-grow'ii

men, and to limit, hy the standard of his

This ('vrniii}; was revived 
Miss Joanna Baillic’s celei)rated Tra- 
gedy of “ De IMtmfort.** celebrated 
a.s bein»' a most powerful production 
in the vipnir of it’s lungija«>x% and the 
weakness of it’s plot; and celebrated 
also as failiiifi: in dramatic attraction, 
even when supported by John Kemble 
and Mrs. Siddons. 

It is now a considerable number of 
years since Miss Baillie’s first publica- 
tion of her Plays on the Passions; 
the dosi^'U ofv,diieh was honourable to 
her enterprize, while it’s execution 
exhibited ability siipciior to that of 
any trajrediaii of her day. After the 
sapless traji?<‘dies of Murphy and his 
contemporaries, it was an omen of a 
better {era to s«*e so ranch power of 
thought combined with. so iiiueh erierj^y 
of lanpuaj»'e. Rut these Plays still 
had many defects, which were felt 
stronjrly after the first delijcht of no- 
velty was past, for tlic ^reneral plan 
was obviously iU-eom'ei\ ed. To con- 
struct a drama on an evclusive pas- 
sion was impossible, and of course 
every attempt towanJs it could ha\c 
had no other cifect than that of making 
the whole unnatural. To represent 
the fiuetuatinp: spirit of human nature 
by any one siuj^le <lon]inecriiij!: (juality, 
wonhl he to identify the billow with 
the wind that rouses it. Th<^ man of 
nature is a hciii}? susceptible of eoiiiit- 
less impulses perpetually exeitinp:, 
^iiidiii(>; and shanin*^ his mind, with 
perhaps one mij^hty master infinenccj, 
which at particular times swailow.s 
them all, — af;reattidc that supersedes 
all the eiir rents, hut which in it’s turn 
gives way, and leaves the Inferior 
infiucuee.s to act for thcmselses. A 
simple, stern, undcviatiiig agency, 
w'hi(dj allows neither of change nor of 
resistance, is not in the range of exist- 
ing things. Rut it w as oil this princi- 
ple that the “ Plays on the Passions” 
were w ritten, and from this it resulted 
that they were incapable of being per- 
formed. It was }et interesting to find 
the inoag' e dialogue and feeble cbai ac- 
ters, which bad so long sliadowed the 
stage, .suddenly invaded by bold dic- 


tion and personages of muscular, if of 
unnatural proportions ; for Mi.ss Rail- 
lie’s heroes, her Ethwahh, and Basils, 
and DeMonf oris, wore giants beside the 
pigmy race of her prcdee.essors. Hor 
sentiments were striking from the 
copiousness of imagery, and poetic 
phrase in which she summoned them 
to stand forth ; and one of her defects 
was this perpetual labour of impress- 
i\eiiess. The Tragedy of De Msnfort 
is an exemplification of Hatred, and 
the story takes up the passion in it's 
violence, and follows it to the eonsum- 
mntifin in murder. One of the dra- 
matic misfortunes of this passion is, 
that it has but little to do with action ; 
it is slow', silent, and meditative ; it is 
accompniiied with a sense of infe- 
rioiily, which makes it .shrink from 
diseJosurc ; it has no daring and 
heroic bursts, none of the grandeur of 
ambition, none of the tiery and haughty 
daring of revenge, none ofthew'iidness 
and vivid rage of j(’alousy ; but is to 
tliose bold and overw lielming assaults 
on the Jieart, and w isdom of man, what 
the .serpent is to the lion and the tiger, 
cold, creeping, and even despicable, 
but for it’s deadly venom. 

The passion c\(‘inpiilie(l iriT^eilfow- 
fort, has. also seemed to spring almost 
without a eaiisi', or from causes too 
slight to gi\e firohahility to such an 
overpowering detestation ; corrupting, 
tainting, and destioying every nobler 
energy with it’s demoniac influence. 
A rivalship in love i.s once, and onco 
only, slightly mentioned, hut it ap- 
pears to luivc been an elfect rather 
than a eause ; and we are given but 
to know', that this unmitigated and 
uninitigablo passion, this dark and 
deadly hat red had it’s origin almost 
in the cradle, growing w iih his growth, 
and strengthening with his strength, 
until eonsmmnated in it’s victim’s 
sacrifice. All which, we conceive, is 
not only iindramatie hut unnatural. 
The plot as detailed ou the stage is 
.simply this; De Monfort, (Kean) a 
nobleman of rank in the Low Coun- 
tries has, from boyhood, nurtured a 
dislike to De Hvzenvclt, (Cooper) a 
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nobleman of similar station to himself. 
The Play commetnces 'with their un- 
expected meetin^c at the house of 
Count Frehergj (Barnard) at Am berg 
at an entertainment, where De Mon- 
fort*s hostility encrcases. De Bezen- 
velt, a man of courteous spirit, is 
willing to accept overtures of friend- 
ship, and through the medium of 
Jane De Monfort (Mrs. Egorton). and a 
sullen reconciliation is cll'ected. But 
De Monfort's heart is rancorous, and 
the accidental story of a stranger who 
solicits his interest by exciting bis 
habitual propensity, makes him again 
the slave of hatred. His sister, a 
high-minded woman, who has conti- 
nually watched over his wanderings, 
is supposed by him to have been 
influenced by her love for his enemy, 
in her eagerness forn their mutual 
conciliation. Stung with wdiat De 
Momfort conceives a new insult, he 
attacks De Rezvnveh^ and is dis- 
armed; maddened by rage and dis- 
appointment, he then decides on mur- 
dering him ; follows to a W'oodpatli, 
and kills him. The monks of a neigh- 
bouring convent find tlic body and the 
murderer together ; they arc brought 
into the hall, and De ^lu^fort is left 
alone with the corpse; when, aft<M' a 
struggle of horror, he becomes par- 
tially insane. The oflicers of justice 
enter in to arrest him ; but before he 
has sufl'ered the indignity of ehains, 
bis heart breaks, and he falls d :id. 

Admitting, and we do most readily 
admit, that this is a clever play,3et it 
Is also a most disagreeable ope ; and 
it"s conduct towards Ihe close is a 
most repelling tissue of gloomy hor- 
rors ; “ out hcrod ng Ilerod!” — The 
murder of De llezenvelt is perpetrated 
under the most repulsive foim, repul- 
sive as the crime must be under any. 
And the seizure of the murderer, more 
a flend than a man, his approaches to, 
and recessions from tlic corpse, his 
first horrors, and his lir.al insanity, 
are among the most dciiressing, re- 
volting, and hideous exhibitions of 
the stage. Dv Monfort lies beside the 
dead like a wild beast beside his prey ; 
be fondles the legs, and lifts the aims, 
and presses the hands, and talks the 
most appalling language of familiarity 
to the murdered. All this goes beyond 
Tragedy, for it goes beyond human 
snlferance ; and as this has been the 
alteration; we must regret that the 
original was not left as it w as w iitten. 


These alterations, however, we pre- 
sume, were made to suit the peculiar 
tact of Mr. Kean, who, in the disclo- 
sure of his aversion to De Rezenvelt 
in the second Act, his interview with 
the stranger, and his eneoiinter in the 
fourth, was fully equal to any similar 
exhibition of the stage. But it was 
reserved for the fifth Act to horrify us 
completely, and it was awful. It is, 
however, we should think, impossible, 
that his judgment can be satisfied with 
the violent distortions and unnatural 
ferocity of his hero ; he has, indeed, 
the power of proiluci ng strong eflccts 
whenever the author has not altoge- 
ther failed him, and he. has every right 
to eongratiiiatc himself nn the spirit 
which he threw into the lecble, and 
the intelligence with which he illus- 
trated the obscure. Mrs. Egerton 
p1a3ed tolerably w'cll, but her shrill 
voice was ratlier “ out of tune and 
harsh and (h)oper was gentlemanly 
and animated in J)e Rezcnvelt, A 
Gala Scene in the second /Vet was 
very splendid, and a requiem in the 
last was w ell performed ; the music 
was simple and expressive, and except 
for the dragging in and out of crimi- 
nals, the clattering of chains, and the 
display of the dead, which followed, 
it\s sweetness and solemnity would 
have left a ]>leasiiig impression. The 
house was full at half price ; and after 
the play kii an w^as (tailed for, and re- 
ceived with loud applause. Miss Bail- 
lie sat with a })arty in the dress circle. 

])iic. 1 . After repeating his enor- 
mities for five siiccessi\e evenings, 
De Mvnfort to-night made his exit, 
not speedily, w e hope, to re-appear ; 
as acted by Mr. Kean the performance 
w'as not only repulsive, hut disgusting. 
The entire Drama iiidcrtl is as op- 
])osed to probability, as it is, in oiir 
opinion, injurious to morality. It is 
impossible to see sucli a representa- 
tion of (I high-minded and ediie.ated 
man, yielding at once to the most 
deb. dug passion, in it*s most revolt- 
ing form of dark malignity, without 
ascribing such a plienoimmon to that 
agency, by w hich the Greeks got over 
all their dramatic diflieulties, — we 
mean destiny. Orestes and De Mon- 
fort are equally hurried forward to 
their fates, by a wild and t*xtravagant 
impulse. The misery of the one might 
be tolerated by a heathen mythology ; 
but the passion of the other has no 
place in the creed of Christianity. 
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Drc, 14. A fair (lcl)iitanlc in Jane

The Tragedy f)f “ Jave 
Shore** remains a stoc^k piece, from the 
popular iTc.olh'elions of it’s hislory ; 
yet the fei-ling which el {vales the he- 
roine into an object of interest, must 
lie <;areless or ignorant that Janv*s 
crime and sorrow are e(|uaily re- 
mote from ageiKUous sensibility ; she 
sins because her lover is a King, and 
she repents lu'canse her reiientance 
must be in a dungeon, and lu'r punish- 
ment fainiiK'. Ambition and avarice 
make her guilty, but shame and starv- 
ing cannoi mak(‘ lier t)nie.

Two Gentlemen of ther this perversion of Shakospearit 
Ferowrt,” was this evt'iiinjr n‘\i\ed with into Mt lo-tirame have “ nothing of 
an ahundanec of iiiiisie, .splendid sec- olfenee in it,” may he a tpiestioii ; 
iiery ,aiid suj pcjssiii‘vmjieliiiiery. WJie- but if the olfenee could he |Kiliialod, 
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it must I)C ill the ease of the present 
PIci}^, one the feeblest and most in- 
complete of all the hasty works of it’s 
>;reat author ; so niueli so indeed, as 
to have been doubted by many e*»n- 
petent judj?es, if it were really his. 
The love of Valentine^ and the ineon- 
slaiiey oiProlcus; the lofty r(‘solution 
of Silvia, and the ffentle e.onstaney of 
Julia, were to-ni«^ht enibcliished with 
illuminated palaces and triumphant 
^alle^s; catches and juices in forests, 
and a blazinj^ mountain ! The first 
three Acts w'cro dull, with the occa- 
sional exhiliration of son^s by Miss 
Tree and Miss rialhinde; but in the 
fourth, the Carnival was displayed in 
inon^ than it’s customary glories. 
The opening: of tlie scene displaced 
the l>uc.d Palace and p:reat sipiare of 
Milan illuminated, p)ldcii gondolas 
on the river, and all the usual appen- 
dages of a fbn'iirn j;ala, mas<iuers, 
dancing i^irls, and mountebanks. The 
paj^eant then commenced, with a dis- 
play of Iho Seasons. Sjn'im/ came en- 
throned on a pile of unblown llowTrs, 
which the iiyinph touched with her 
wand, and the buds were turii(‘d into 
blooms. Then came Stmimrr in the 
midst of corn, which j?rew into golden 
heads at her touch. Autumn folI<»wuMl, 
with a similar eoriversioii of leaves and 
stems into melting grapes and hliishiu^ 
apph'S, and Winter (dosed the pomp 
by a view of Ijapland with a shower of 
snow : w'bile danciiij? nymphs, i capers, 
and shivering: Laplanders, lilh'd up the 
intervals. Next came the elements, 
iV/r/A moved on in majesty, seated in 
a (Uir drawn by lions over (douds ; and 
Air w^as a portrait of Juno, attended 
by her fieaeoeks. — Pirn had Vu/mn 
in his for^i:e, illuminated by sliowcis 
of his own spaiks; and Water was 
j^reeii robed, with a pair of pij;mies 
sounding Coiieh shells, and seated 
upon Dolphins. The sta^e was then 
suddenly invaded by water, and 
on it’s bosom nulled Clcopatra'a j^al- 
ley, covered with silks and ^ildin^. 
The Queen lay classically sofa’d upon 
the deck, and the Nymphs and Cu- 
pids Hew and fanned about her with 
picturesque fidelity. This was tbl- 
low'cd by a splendid scene of the 
Palace of Pleasure; all gaiety and 
glory, which was also succeeded by 
a view in the Duke’s gardens, with 
a lake, a castle, a bridge, and an 
artilieial inouiitaiii reaeliirig to t)ie 
clouds, the. cxplusiun of which dis- 


covered a gorgeous Tenipli* of Apollo, 
rich ill all that is bright and brilliant ; 
and dazzling the spectators until the 
drop scene covered the catastrophe. 
The applause which had before been 
most Invisli, rose to enthusiasm «at this 
spectacle, which it is hut justice to 
say, was most inagnilieeiit. It’s only 
fault hei jg it’s too great length, 
which has been since remedied. 

There was also ratlier loo much 
music in flic Play; and of this the 
two glees harmonized from If o'er the 
cruel Tifnmi Love, and Praji (roatltf, 
were the most popular. Si//eia\s songs, 
w'ore, however, also clever composi- 
tions, and Julia' A duet with Master 
Longhurst, displaced hotli to much 
advantage. 

Jones, who lioro the eliaraeter vvliieh, 
w'c believe, vfas once played by John 
Kemble, tlin^w miieh spirit into the 
true lover, and hold outlaw', Valnitinc. 
Abbott played Proteus very ably, and 
Farren’s Sir Thurio was tlie “ liigli 
fantastical,” both in his acting and 
his dress. Liston was a good Launee, 
and liis dog fVv/A w'as a fine quii^t 
animal of the Newfoundland breed, 
which bore much pulling about tlie 
stage with much equanimity. Miss 
Tree performed and sang most sweetly 

Julia, but was tasked by loo many 
songs, and Miss Ilallande botli sang 
and ael(‘d extremely well as Siflrta. 
We have sp()k(‘n of tlie gcncini pie- 
paratlon of the play, which was most 
costly aiurstriking ; and though .some- 
thing more than either song or .se.e- 
ncry is-(‘ssential to (‘oiitiiiiKul popula- 
rity, “ The Tu'o (jeiif lenten of Verona,^' 
we think, discovers all the longevity, 
that the manageis (aujld reasonably 
anticipate, for it’s lavish expense well 
deseives ])ubiie leniunevrilioii. The 
vvliohi j)la> is very materially transposed 
and al^med from the original, and 
many of the scenes display Mr. liey- 
iiolds’s blank verse in company with 
Shak.speare’s. — AVhat w'ill the slorner 
race of critics say to tliis ? 

Dkc. 1. A new Afterpiece was 
brought out here this evening, en- 
titled “ The Ttvo Patfcs of Pretlerick 
the Great,'^ with but little of novelty or 
ingenuity either in the dialogue or the 
plot, the latter being founded on an 
anecdote suHieienlly aiiti(|ue to be 
known to every body. The interest, 
arises from the generous saerilices 
made by a page of Pretlenek, in ordei 
to support hisuiulhei, the widow of 
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SI j^allant oHidcr, ami the victim of an 
iiiic|iiit()us judicial sentence. The 
pane is suspected of misconduct by 
the Kin*;, but an accident discovers 
]iis w^ortli, and universal happiness 
follows. The most important of the re- 
inaininj;- characters were another pa^e, 
a uild conceited, merry youth ; and a 
worthy innkeeper and liis cocpietish 
wife. — Tlie Tivn Pufjes were repre- 
sented, the {.yrave youth by Miss Voote, 
and the. ‘;ay one by Mrs. Cliatterlcy ; 
and both tin* parts were well played, — 
llio one with delicacy and the other 
w ith spirit ! Mrs. Faucit did the little 
she had to do as the Payee’s iiMJther, 
with “race and dij^nity. Farreii\s per- 
sonification of the King w^as clever 
and elfee.tivc ; and Fa\v<;ett and Mrs. 
Gibbs made the most of the jealous 
innkcc|)er and his \vife.^ TJiis Drama 
is another adaptation from the Freijch, 
by the successful pen of Mr. Po<;ock ; 
and iPs rc-aimoiincement w^as received 
with much applause. 

Dkc. (5. “ Tint Two Gaitlcmrn of 
Fci vom” had this e>ening rather a 
tragical denouement, from an acciden- 
tal wound given to Mr. Abbott as 
Sir Proicus while fencing in the 
banditti scene at the close of tlie litli 
Act. From the piercing shriek of 
]Slr. A. the injury was at first appre- 
licjub'd to be really dangerous, but 
was speedily asccitained not to have 
touched the eye, although the cheek 
was bii<l open by Mr. t'onier’s ^.vord. 
TliC audience would uot'sull'er the 
play to jiroeced farther, and Mr. 
Abiiolt was instantly col!^^;yeil home 


Dec. 17. We arc equally happy rn 
being enabled to announce the reco- 
very and vc-appearancc of Mr. Abbott ; 
and tlic continued success of “ The 
Two Gnillemen of Verona.** The in- 
jury .sustained by Mr. A. having been 
mucli less than was at first appre- 
liondcd, we arc gratified in congratu- 
lating both himself and the public 
upon bis resumption of his profes- 
sional exertions Ibis evening. The 
temporary indisposition of Miss Hal- 
lande since our last notice, intro- 
diK^ed a Miss Boyle from Dublin for a 
few evenings as St/Jvia ; and also as 
Zr/indn in The Slave;*' in both 
which characters she was very favour- 
abl} received ; though sliv. is certainly 
far more au fait as an actress, than a 
singer. Her compass and power of 
voice, both appearing to us <piite 
inadequate to sustain tlie vocal he- .

The last scone also by 
Piigli, of an opening in a forest by 
moonlight, forms a display of quiet 
tranquil bcaut}^ that wo have never 
sc(‘n exceeded. Our record of the 
surpassing splendours and vivacity of 
the new Pantomime of “ Ifni'lef/amantl 
Mother JJmicIi ; o)\ the Yellow Dwarf* 
must be deferred until next nurnher.

Before proceeding to the business of 
the day, the Lord Alayor read his Majesty's 
answer to the late Address. 

Mr. Alderman Brown said the calamity 
that had lately befallen the t'ity Marshal, 
Mr. Woiilner, must be well known to 
every person present ; and since that un- 
fortunate event, a most disgraceful can- 
vass had been coimnenccd for his situa- 
tion. He was happy, however, to have it 
ill his power to inform the Court, that the 
state of that meritorious ollicer's health 
was much improved. — He had recjuesied 
of him to express tlie gratitude ho iclt for 
the sympathy the ('ourt of ('ommon ('ouii- 
cil manifested towards him, and for the in- 
dulgence hitherto grantcil. He trusted 
that indulgence v^ould be exti-iuleil some- 
what fui'tiier, when he had no doubt of 
being able to discharge his duties as eftec- 
tiially as he ever did. 

The Kejioit of tlie. Committee of (Jene- 
ral Purposes relative to the distiirbaiiec 
at Kiiigi»tsbrid*r<* Barracks was then read. 
It stated in substance, that they had taken 
into consideration the corresiminlence be- 
tween Mr. Waitlinian and Lord Piathurst, 
and had e.vaniined a gieat ininiber of wit- 
nesses. After ilie most mature delibera- 
tion the Coniinittee were of <>pinioii that 
the statement of Aldermriii Waitlimaii 
w.isfiili} borne out by the witness<*s; and 
that by his own endeavours, he prevented 
the. evil coiise<pjeiiees that niiglit have 
taken pkiee. The Kepoit eoneliide<l hy 
stating it as the opinion of the Committee 
that the personal outrage oflered to IMr. 
Waithmaii, «as an officer of tlie eity, was 
an insult to the citv itself; that tlie eii- 
ciimstances of it weie such as ca!le<l iijmii 
Ministers to institute some <’iKpiirN ; hut 
that so far as the Connnitlec weie able to 
collect from Ibe evidence brouglit before 
them, no sncli ciii|uiry ever took place. 

i)ii the (piestion being ])ul, that the 
Report he agrt ed to, Mr. C’laikc said, he 
thought it would be neeessary, that the 
Court should have before them the whole 
of the evidence on \.liich it was founded. 
On a subject of so iinicli importance, they 
could not decide merely on a Repoit 
without knowing any thing of the evi- 
dence. 

Mr. Alderman Brown heggi-d the Wor- 
thy Alderman (Waithinan') would do him 
the justice to believe that he was incapa- 
ble of personal feeling, or hostility to- 
wards him. But whatever interpretation 
might he put on his eondiict he w'oiild not 
now, nor upon any other occasion, swerve 
from the discliargc of a public duty. He 
fully agreed with the (3oiiiriiittee, that an 
assault on their Sheritf w as an outrage on 
the privileges of the C’ity. Prom this 


_ Ic, however, another inference fol- 
lowed with equal clearness : — that if a 
Sheriff of the City of London disgraced 
himself by bis conduct, the disgr.acc also 
fell on the City. The conduct of the Wor- 
thy Alderman at Honey’s Inquest should 
have been brought under the consideration 
of tlie Committee, as w'cll as wliat look 
place at i.aightsbridge. He fully ac- 
quitted the lute Sheriff of intentional mis- 
conduct ; but he must sa^ , that upon Ho- 
ney’s Inquest his feelings carried him 
miicli too far. 

After a ftwv w’ords from Mr. Dixon, it 
was moved and seconded, that the Re|>ort 
and cvideiic(‘ should be printed and dis- 
tributed to the different Members of the 
C.oiirt, and that the whole be referr«*d to 
the coiisidei atioii of the Court at a future 
day. 

('ll the <picsHon being put, Mr. Alder- 
man Brown gave notice, that he should, 
at a future d.iy, move, lli.it the eoiidiict 
of Mr. Sheriff VV'aitlnujin at llic liKpiestoii 
Honey i^ioiild be referri d to a Coiiiiiiittec 
of (iciniral Purposes. 

'I'he motion for prinling and di'^fribiit- 
ing the Report and evidence together was 
tlien agroeil to. 

It was ordered that the (’oiirt ofKe- 
qncsts slioiild, fiom and after the IPtli 
inst. beheld in Mdennanbiiiy instead of 
Stainiiig-lane, until furtlicr orders of this 
('oiirt. 

It w.'is also oidcred, tiiat in future the 
election ol‘ Deputy Sc:i C(),il-iiH‘tcr.s be in 
the Court, instead of tin* ('omniittee i>f 
Controiil o\cr the Coal and ConMn<‘t<'rs.

the words of the address being, We con- 
gratulate you. Sire, upon your continiiefl 
amicable relations with foreign powers, 
in the just confidence that a peace so pre- 
cious lias not been purchased by sacrifi- 
ces imconipatible with the honour of the 
nation, find the dignity of your crown.’' 
The King, in his answer, rebuked the 
('hamber for indulging such a supposi- 
tion, and said, In c\ile and persecution 
1 have supported my rights, the honour 
of my rac«*, and that of the French name. 
On the throne, .surrounded by iiiy people, 

I feel indignant at the bare supposition 
thatl can ever saciifice the honour of the 
nation and tlie dignity of my crow ii. It is 
pleasing to me to believe that the majo- 
rity of those who voted this Vddress, have 
not duly considered the import of all it’s 
expressions. If they had had tine* to eoii- 
shler them, they would not have hazarded 
a rellectioii, that ns a King, 1 ought not 
to characterise, — as a father, 1 wish to 
forget,” U is ratiier a curious occur- 
roiice, that an Address, which the King 
all but characterises as seditions, should 
pass by so overwhcdining a majority, as 
17-1 to 88. The oimoxioiis sentence can 
allude only to the inaim«*r in wdiicli fhe 
Freiicii IMiiiistiv li.is <e't(M( in the 'piestion 
ropeetiiig the Turk', and 


(Greeks ; and nieaiit, no doubt, that the 
(Government did not interfere with siifli- 
cient authority.
